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just  bring  in  some  kind  of  an  amendment  that  would  send 
it  into  a  conference  so  that  we  could  straighten  it  out? 

SEN.  CONLEY:  We  tried  sending  it  to  staff  people  to  iron 
out  for  us,  and  I  agree  that  there  are  some  laudatory  parts 
in  it,  particularly  about  the  filing.  But  the  filing  wasn't  the 
only  issue  that  was  involved  in  it  and  we  were  trying  to  cross 
check  a  number  of  areas  in  there  and  it  just  became  almost 
impossible  to  do  it  in  the  time  frame  that  we  had.  Now  if 
you  feel  that  something  of  value  can  come  out  of  this  I  cer- 
tainly would  try  to  make  a  change  in  it,  but  right  now  what 
we  said  was  we  would  like  to  take  a  look  at  it  and  make  sure 
what  we  are  doing  is  correct  because  we  have  found  bills  coming 
over  from  that  particular  committee  of  the  House,  either  leaving 
something  out  or  putting  something  in  that  shouldn't  be  there. 
Interim  study  looked  like  the  best  thing  for  it  at  the  time. 
However,  if  you  wish  to  make  an  additional  motion  that  is 
your  prerogative. 

Sen.  Blaisdell  moved  that  HB  877-FN  be  laid  on  the  table. 
Adopted. 

HB  155-FN,  relative  to  sunset  review  of  plumbers  board. 
Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Sanborn  for  the  com- 
mittee. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  You  will  find  the  amendment  as  pro- 
posed by  the  committee  at  the  bottom  of  page  1 1  in  today's 
calendar.  The  bill  that  may  have  been  laid  on  your  table  is 
not  the  bill  that  we  received  from  the  House.  It  made  con- 
siderable changes.  It  changed  the  board.  It  changed  many 
things.  In  working  with  the  board  we  have  found  that  the 
board  is  satisfied  in  most  ways  in  the  ways  they  were  origin- 
ally estabhshed  and  they  will  be  perfectly  satisfied  to  remain 
in  that  status  and  that  is  basically  what  the  amendment  does, 
is  return  them  to  their  original  status,  and  who  the  board 
members  will  be,  etc. 

Amendment  to  HB  155-FN 

Amend  RSA  329-A:3,  I  as  inserted  by  section  3  of  the  bill 
by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 
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I.  There  shall  be  a  state  board  for  the  licensing  and  regu- 
lation of  plumbers  consisting  of  5  members,  including  the 
commissioner  of  water  supply  and  pollution  control  or  his 
designee,  one  master  plumber,  one  journeyman  plumber, 
and  2  public  members.  Board  members,  other  than  the  com- 
missioner of  water  supply  and  pollution  control,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  council, 
for  terms  of  5  years.  No  member  of  the  board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  more  than  2  consecutive  terms. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  162-FN,  relative  to  sunset  review  of  pastoral  counselors. 
Inexpedient  to  legislate.  Sen.  Conley  for  the  committee. 

Sen.  Conley  moved  to  lay  HB  162-FN  on  the  table. 
Adopted. 

SB  405-FN  (HB  145-FN),  relative  to  the  sunset  review  of 
the  athletic  commission.  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen. 
Conley  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  As  announced,  SB  405-FN  replaces  HB 
145-FN,  which  in  fact  did  away  with  the  athletic  commis- 
sion. What  we  have  done  in  our  amendment  is  simply  to  put 
on  to  this  bill  the  equal  bill  that  is  currently  before  the  House 
Appropriations  Committee.  It  seems  to  have  been  stalled 
there  and  we  feel  that  at  this  time  it  is  important  that  the 
Stjnate  send  to  the  House  SB  405-FN  as  amended. 

Amendment  to  SB  405-FN  (HB  145-FN) 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  section  2  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3  New  Chapter.  Amend  RSA  285  by  striking  out  said 
chapter  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

CHAPTER  285 
BOXING  AND  WRESTLING  COMMISSION 
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285:1   Definitions.  In  this  chapter: 

I.  "Commission"  means  the  boxing  and  wrestling  commis- 
sion. 

II.  "Fund"  means  the  boxing  and  wrestling  fund. 

III.  "Promoter"  means  any  person,  club,  association  or  cor- 
poration sponsoring  a  boxing  bout  or  a  wrestling  exhibition. 

285:2  Establishment  of  Commission.  There  is  hereby  estab- 
lished a  boxing  and  wresthng  commission  which  shall  oversee 
boxing  bouts  and  wrestling  exhibitions  in  the  state. 

285:3  Members;  Removal. 

I.  The  commission  shall  consist  of  3  members  appointed  by 
the  governor  and  council.  Members  appointed  by  the  governor 
and  council  shall  have  had  some  experience  in  the  sport  of 
boxing  or  wresthng  and  shall  be  residents  of  the  state. 

II.  A  member  may  be  removed  by  the  governor  and  council 
only  for  cause  in  accordance  with  RS A  4:1. 

285:4  Terms;  Vacancies. 

I.  Members  shall  serve  3  year  terms  and  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  quahfied;  provided  that,  for  the  initial  ap- 
pointments, one  person  shall  be  appointed  to  a  one  year  term, 
one  person  shall  be  appointed  to  a  2  year  term  and  one  person 
shall  be  appointed  to  a  3  year  term. 

II.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  terms. 
285:5  Chairman;  Quorum. 

I.  The  commission  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  serve  as 
chairman. 

II.  Two  members  of  the  commission  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

285:6  Compensation.  The  members  of  the  commission  shall 
receive  $10  a  day  while  performing  duties  for  the  commission. 
Members  shall  also  receive  mileage  at  the  rate  of  state  em- 
ployees when  attending  meetings  of  the  commission  or  per- 
forming duties  for  the  commission.  Compensation  and  mileage 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fund. 

285:7  Rulemaking.  The  commission  shall  adopt  rules,  pur- 
suant to  RSA  541 -A,  relative  to: 

I.  The  conduct  of  boxing  bouts  and  wresthng  exhibitions; 

II.  Requirements  for  hcenses  and  permits  for  persons  in- 
volved in  boxing  bouts  or  wrestling  exhibitions; 

III.  The  grounds  for  revocation  or  suspension  of  a  license  or 
permit; 
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IV.  A  fee  schedule  for  licenses  and  permits; 

V.  Promoters'  bonds;  and 

VI.  Fees  for  amateur  cards  issued  under  RSA  285:16,  III. 
285:8     Report  of  the  Commission.    The  commission  shall 

submit  a  biennial  report  to  the  governor  and  council  on  or 
before  October  1  of  each  year  preceding  a  regular  legislative 
session.  The  report  shall  include  a  description  of  the  com- 
mission's activities  and  recommendations  for  legislation  deemed 
advisable  by  the  commission. 

285:9  Amateur  Events.  All  amateur  boxing  bouts  and  wrest- 
ling exhibitions  to  which  admission  fees  are  charged  shall  be 
regulated  by  the  commission,  except  those  conducted  by  a 
school,  college  or  university. 

285:10  Wrestling  Exhibitions.  Wrestling  shall  be  conducted 
on  the  basis  that  wrestling  is  not  a  competitive  sport,  but  is 
entertainment  only,  except  those  wrestling  events  conducted 
by  a  school,  college  or  university. 

285 : 1 1   Boxing  and  WrestUng  Fund;  Deposits. 

I.  There  is  hereby  created  the  boxing  and  wrestling  fund 
which  shall  be  kept  as  a  separate  account  by  the  state  treas- 
urer. All  moneys  recieved  for  licenses,  permits  and  taxes  under 
this  chapter  shall  be  credited  to  the  fund. 

II.  Moneys  received  by  the  commission  for  licenses,  permits 
or  taxes  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  treasurer  once  a  month. 

285 : 1 2  Payments  from  the  Fund;  Balance. 

I.  The  administrative  expenses  of  the  commission  shall  be 
charged  to  and  paid  out  of  the  fund  with  the  consent  of  the 
governor  and  council. 

II.  Any  balance  over  $1,000  remaining  in  the  fund  at  the 
end  of  each  fiscal  year  shall  be  distributed  by  the  state  treas- 
urer to  the  towns  in  which  bouts  and  exhibitions  have  been 
held  in  proportion  to  the  amounts  collected  from  licensees 
acting  in  the  towns.  The  remaining  $  1 ,000  shall  remain  in  the 
fund,  and  shall  not  lapse. 

285 : 1 3  Promoter  Permit  Required ;  Promoter's  Bond ;  Finan- 
cial Interest. 

I.  No  promoter  shall  arrange  a  boxing  bout  or  wrestling 
exhibition  in  the  state  without  a  permit  from  the  commission. 
A  different  permit  shall  be  required  for  each  day  of  bouts 
or  exhibitions. 

II.  The   commission   may   require   a  promoter  to  produce 
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evidence  of  having  secured  a  surety  bond  in  an  amount  deemed 
appropriate  by  the  commission. 

III.  No  promoter  shall  have,  directly  or  indirectly,  any 
financial  interest  m  a  person  competing  in  a  bout  or  exhibi- 
tion arranged  by  the  promoter. 

IV.  All  promoters  shall  be  residents  of  the  state. 

285:14  Licenses  Required.  No  person  shall  participate  in  a 
boxing  bout  or  wrestling  exhibition  as  a  contestant,  manager, 
referee,  second  or  timekeeper  without  a  Ucense  from  the 
commission.  Licenses  granted  by  the  commission  shall  be 
valid  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue  unless  revoked  or 
suspended  by  the  commission.  The  commission  shall,  upon 
application,  renew  any  license  unless  good  cause  is  shown 
that  the  license  should  not  be  renewed. 

285 : 1 5  Suspension  or  Revocation;  Appeals. 

I.  The  commission  may  revoke  or  suspend  any  permit  or 
license  for  cause. 

II.  Rehearings  and  appeals  from  any  decision  of  the  com- 
mission shall  be  in  accordance  with  RSA  541. 

285 : 1 6  Permit  and  License  Fees;  Amateur  Cards. 

I.  The  commission  shall  adopt  rules  relative  to  promoter 
permit  fees  for  permits  granted  under  RSA  285:13.  The  com- 
mission may  provide  graduated  fees  for  preUminary  bouts, 
semifinal  or  main  bouts,  or  all  star  exhibitions. 

II.  The  commission  shall  adopt  rules  relative  to  annual 
Ucense  and  license  renewal   fees   for  Ucenses  granted   under 

RSA  285:14. 

III.  The  commission  may  issue  to  an  amateur  boxer  or 
wrestler  an  amateur  card  which  shall  be  vahd  for  one  year. 
The  commission  shall  adopt  rules  relative  to  fees  for  amateur 
cards. 

285:17  Subpoenas  by  Commission;  Oaths.  The  commission 
may  issue,  under  the  hand  of  its  chairman,  subpoenas  for  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  before  the  commission.  Any  member 
may  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  and  may  examine  wit- 
nesses in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  the  commission.  Disobedience  of  a  subpoena  or 
false  swearing  before  the  commission  shall  be  under  the  same 
penalties  as  if  the  disobedience  or  false  swearing  occurred  in 
an  action  in  the  superior  court. 

285 : 1 8  Tax  and  Report. 
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I.  Any  promoter  who  sponsors  a  boxing  bout  or  wrestling 
exhibition  under  thus  chapter  shall,  within  72  hours  after 
the  bout  or  exhibition  file  with  the  commission  a  written 
report.  The  report  shall  include  the  number  of  tickets  sold, 
the  amount  of  gross  receipts  and  other  facts  as  the  commis- 
sion may  require. 

II.  The  promoter  also  shall,  at  the  same  time,  pay  to  the 
commission,  a  tax  of  5  percent  of  the  gross  receipts  of  paid 
admissions  after  deduction  of  any  federal  taxes. 

285:19  Examination  of  Boxers.  No  person  shall  engage  in 
any  boxing  bout  as  boxer  unless  he  has  been  examined,  not 
more  than  5  hours  before,  by  a  physician  licensed  to  practice 
under  the  laws  of  this  state.  The  physician  shall  be  in  attend- 
ance throughout  the  bout  for  which  the  examination  was 
made  and  shall  certify  in  writing  that  the  contestant  is  physi- 
cally fit  to  engage  in  the  contest.  His  fee  shall  be  paid  by  the 
promoter  of  the  bout. 

285:20  Minimum  Age;  Professional  Bouts.  No  person  under 
the  age  of  18  years  shall  engage  in  any  professional  boxing 
bout. 

285:21  Time  Limit.  No  boxing  bout  shall  consist  of  more 
than  15  rounds  and  each  round  shall  not  be  of  more  than  3 
minutes'  duration.  There  shall  be  at  least  one  minute's  rest 
between  the  rounds. 

285:22  Officials.  The  sole  arbiter  in  the  ring  in  all  bouts 
shall  be  a  licensed  referee,  who  shall  govern  the  bout  in  ac- 
cordance with  rules  adopted  by  the  commission.  The  referee 
shall  have  full  power  to  stop  the  bout  whenever  he  deems 
it  advisable  because  of  the  physical  condition  of  a  contestant, 
when  one  of  the  contestants  is  clearly  outclassed  by  his  op- 
ponent, or  for  other  sufficient  reason.  The  referee  shall  have 
power,  in  his  discretion,  to  declare  forfeited  any  prize,  pay- 
ment or  purse  or  any  part  of  a  prize,  payment  or  purse  be- 
longing to  the  contestants  or  to  one  of  them  if,  in  his  judg- 
ment, the  contestant  or  contestants  are  not  or  were  not  com- 
peting in  good  faith. 

285:23  Deputy  Inspectors.  If  a  member  of  the  commission 
is  not  able  to  be  present  at  any  boxing  bout  or  wrestUng  exhi- 
bitions held  under  this  chapter,  the  commission  shall  appoint 
a  deputy  inspector  who  shall,  for  the  duration  of  the  contest, 
have  the  full  duties  and  powers  of  a  member  of  the  commission. 
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Deputy  inspectors  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  as  the 
commission  may  deem  proper. 

285:24  Authorization  by  Town  or  City.  No  permit  shall  be 
issued  to  conduct  a  boxing  bout  or  a  wrestling  exhibition  in 
any  town  or  city  until  the  town  has  authorized,  by  vote  at  an 
annual  town  meeting  or  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
pose, or  the  city  has  authorized  by  ordinance  the  holding  of 
such  bouts  or  exhibitions  within  the  town  or  city. 

4  Previous  Authorization  by  a  Town  or  City.  Any  town  or 
city  which  authorized  the  conducting  of  boxing  bouts  or 
wrestling  exhibitions  under  previous  law  superceded  by  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  to  have  authorized  the  conducting  of 
boxing  bouts  or  wrestling  exhibitions  under  RSA  285  as  in- 
serted by  section  1  of  this  act. 

5  Appropriation.  The  sum  of  $1,500  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated for  the  purposes  of  section  1  of  this  act  to  the  boxing 
and  wrestling  fund  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1982. 
The  governor  is  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  for  said  sum 
out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

6  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  July  1,  1981. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  136-FN,  relative  to  the  sunset  review  of  the  board  of 
medicine.  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Conley  for 
the  committee. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  HB  136-FN  has  to  do  with  the  sunset 
review  of  the  board  of  medicine.  Unfortunately  the  amend- 
ment that  appears  in  the  House  record  at  the  present  time 
is  inaccurate  and  should  not  be  in  there.  It  was  an  error  from 
the  Legislative  Services  and  we  have  before  us  a  new  amend- 
ment. What  I  would  ask  at  this  time  is  that  the  Senate  move 
inexpedient  for  the  current  motion  on  HB  136-FN  in  place 
of  ought  to  pass  with  amendment  and  then  we  will  intro- 
duce the  second  amendment. 

SEN.  MONIER:  For  the  record,  what  I  think  Sen.  Conley 
wishes  to  do  is  to  have  the  amendment  that  is  currently  printed, 
defeated.  And  because  the  motion  before  the  Senate  at  the 
present  time  is  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  as  offered  by 
the  committee.  Am  I  correct  Sen.  Conley? 

SEN.  CONLEY:  That  is  correct. 
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Division  vote. 

Yeas  —  Nays,  unanimous. 

Amendment  failed. 

Sen.  Conley  moved  a  floor  amendment. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Thank  you  for  your  indulgence.  What  this 
amendment  does,  the  current  floor  amendment,  actually 
changes  some  of  HB  136-FN  and  it  is  particularly  in  line  with 
the  model  medical  practice  law.  It  changes  just  two  or  three 
places  in  the  current  legislation  having  to  do  with  Hcense  issu- 
ance, safeguards  in  regard  to  asceptic  techniques,  advertising, 
and  cases  involving  imminent  danger  to  life  or  health,  etc.  It  is 
a  clean-up  amendment  and  we  recommend  that  this  floor 
amendment  be  approved  to  HB  136-FN. 

Floor  Amendment  to  HB  136-FN 

Amend  RSA  329:9  as  inserted  by  section  4  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

329:9  Rulemaking  Authority.  The  board  shall  adopt  rules, 
pursuant  to  RSA  541 -A,  relative  to: 

I.  The  application  procedure  for  a  license  to  practice 
medicine; 

II.  The  quahfications  of  appUcants  for  licensure  as  prescribed 
in  this  chapter; 

III.  How  an  appUcant  shall  be  examined,  including: 

(a)  time  and  place  of  examination; 

(b)  the  subjects  to  be  tested  or  national  examination  to  be 
given; 

(c)  passing  grade;  and 

(d)  disposition  of  examination  papers; 

IV.  How  a  license  to  practice  medicine  shall  be  eenewed, 
restored  to  active  status,  or  restored  after  failure  to  renew, 
including  the  requirements  for  evidence  under  RSA  329:16-a; 
RSA  329:16-c;  RSA  329:16-e;  and  RSA  329:16-g; 

V.  Ethical  and  professional  standards  required  to  be  met 
by  each  holder  of  a  license  to  practice  medicine; 
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VI.  Procedures  of  the  board  to  be  followed  for  the  filing 
of  charges  and  conduct  of  hearings  with  respect  to  disciplin- 
ary proceedings; 

VII.  The  establishment  of  fees  as  set  forth  in  RSA  329:2, 
IV; 

VIII.  Under  what  circumstances  it  is  appropriate  for  the 
board  to  issue  a  permanent,  temporary  or  restricted  license 
to  practice  medicine  under  RSA  329:13  and  14; 

IX.  How  a  resident  alien  as  described  by  RSA  329:15  may 
provide  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  committed  to  the 
estabhshment  of  a  practice  of  medicine  in  this  state; 

X.  The  licensing  of  occupational  therapists  as  provided  for 
intheRSA326-C:16; 

XI.  The  registration  of  physical  therapists  as  provided  for 
inRSA328-A:2; 

XII.  The  certification  of  paramedical  personnel,  as  provided 
forin  RSA  329:21, XII;and 

XIII.  Other  matters  related  to  the  proper  administration  of 
this  chapter. 

Amend  RSA  329:16  as  inserted  by  section  5  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

329:16  AppHcants  from  other  States  and  Countries.  The 
board  may  register  and  issue  a  permanent,  temporary  or  re- 
stricted license  to  any  appHcant  who  is  legally  quahfied  to 
practice  medicine  in  any  state  or  country  whose  licensure 
requirements  the  board  deems  are  substantially  equivalent 
to  or  higher  than  those  of  this  state,  upon  payment  of  a  fee 
established  by  the  board.  Licenses  issued  under  this  section 
shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  recipient  taking  up  actual  prac- 
tice of  medicine  in  this  state  within  18  months  after  issuance 
of  the  license  and  continuing  such  practice  for  at  least  one 
year.  Such  condition  may  be  waived  by  the  board  in  the  case 
of  persons  in  the  active  mihtary  service  of  the  United  States. 

Amend  RSA  329:17,  VI  as  inserted  by  section  6  of  the 
bill  by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

VI.  The  board,  after  hearing,  may  take  disciplinary  action 
against  any  person  licensed  by  it  upon  finding  that  the  person : 
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(a)  Has  obtained  his  license  by  fraudulent  means; 

(b)  Is  a  habitual  user  of  drugs  or  intoxicants  or  is  afflicted 
with  physical  disability,  insanity,  psychiatric  disorders  or 
other  disease  deemed  dangerous  to  the  public  health; 

(c)  Is  grossly  ignorant  or  incompetent; 

(d)  Has  engaged  in  dishonest,  unprofessional  or  immoral 
conduct  or  negligence  in  practicing  medicine  or  surgery; 

(e)  Has  employed  or  allowed  an  unlicensed  person  to  prac- 
tice in  his  office; 

(f)  Has  failed  to  provide  adequate  safeguards  in  regard  to 
aseptic  techniques  or  radiation  techniques; 

(g)  Has  included  in  advertising  any  statement  of  a  charac- 
ter tending  to  deceive  or  mislead  the  pubUc  or  any  statement 
claiming  professional  superiority; 

(h)  Has  advertised  the  use  of  any  drug  or  medicine  of  an 
unknown  formula  or  any  system  of  anesthetic  that  it  unnamed, 
misnamed,  misrepresented  or  not  in  reality  used; 

(i)  Has  violated  the  rules  of  the  board;  or 

(j)  Has  been  convicted  or  a  felony  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  any  state. 

Amend  RSA  329:18  as  inserted  by  section  7  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  same  tod  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

329: 18  Notice  and  Hearing  Procedures. 

I.  The  board  shall  give  the  licensee  reasonable  notice  of  a 
disciplinary  hearing.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  14 
days  prior  to  a  hearing  and  shall  consist  of  service  on  both 
parties,  either  personally  or  by  registered  mail,  of  a  written 
copy  of  any  complaint  filed,  or  a  summary  of  the  charges 
under  review  if  the  disciplinary  action  has  been  initiated  by 
the  board,  and  notice  of  the  time  and  place  for  hearing.  All 
complaints  shall  be  objectively  received  and  fairly  heard  by 
the  board,  but  no  complaint  shall  be  acted  upon  unless  in 
writing,  absent  exigent  circumstances. 

II.  A  hearing  shall  be  held  on  all  written  complaints  within 
3  months  of  the  date  notice  of  a  complaint  was  received  by 
the  accused,  unless  otherwise  agreed  to  by  the  parties  or  unless 
the  nature  of  the  investigation  demands  a  greater  amount  of 
time. 
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III.  Written  notice  of  all  disciplinary  decisions  made  by 
the  board  shall  be  given  to  both  parties  to  the  proceeding 
upon  their  issuance. 

IV.  In  cases  involving  imminent  danger  of  hfe  or  health  the 
board  may  order  suspension  of  a  Ucense  pending  hearing  for 
a  period  of  no  more  than  90  days.  In  such  cases  the  grounds 
for  the  finding  of  imminent  danger  to  life  or  health  shall  be 
in  writing. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  section  7  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

8  Post-Graduate  Training.  Amend  RSA  329:12,  1(f)  (supp) 
as  amended  by  striking  out  said  subparagraph  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following:

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

HB  539,  to  estabhsh  a  division  of  occupational  and  profes- 
sional services.  Interim  Study.  Sen.  Conley  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  We  now  have  before  us  the  famous  umbrella 
bill.  Perhaps  now  you  would  like  to  hear  the  Senate  Commit- 
tee's side  of  the  story  since  you  have  been  hearing  the  other 
side  of  the  story  all  week  long.  And  those  of  you  who  are 
still  able  to  bend  your  arms  in  the  right  direction  I  hope  will 
be  able  to  lean  on  them  and  listen  to  what  we  are  about  to 
go  through.  HB  539  has  been  labeled  by  some  members  of 
the  Senate  as  "Son  of  HB  701".  For  those  new  members 
of  the  Senate  who  were  not  present,  a  bill  extremely  similar 
to  this  died  in  the  Senate  last  session  on  a  18  to  6  vote.  We 
thought  that  perhaps  we  had  seen  the  last  of  it  but  obviously 
when  the  Governor's  budget  came  out  this  year  we  had  not 
seen  the  last  of  it  because  the  essence  of  it  appeared  in  the 
Governor's  budget.  Not  only  did  it  appear  in  the  Governor's 
budget  but  it  also  appeared  in  the  House  budget,  accompanied 
by  a  number  of  footnotes.  If  that  wasn't  enough,  there  was 
an   amendment   put  on  HB   161   which  this  Senate  passed  a 
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couple  of  weeks  ago,  called  Section  14,  which  put  this  same 
business  on  a  nursing  bill.  Then  we  came  to  HB  539  and  it's 
accompanying  stranger  HB  613.  I  would  like  to  start  out 
by  reading  you  the  fiscal  note  as  it  appears  on  HB  539.  It 
says  as  follows:  "The  fiscal  impact  of  this  bill  upon  state 
funds  cannot  be  practically  estimated."  Now  that  is  a  good 
beginning.  "Upon  completion  of  the  sunset  process  the  num- 
ber of  agencies  which  would  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  bill  can  then  be  estimated.  Cost  of  operation  would  be 
subject  to  funds  appropriated  in  the  operating  budget."  Now 
someone  has  asked  over  and  over  again,  where  did  this  bill 
and  it's  predecessors  come  from,  because  no  member  of 
the  general  public  in  attendance  at  any  of  the  hearings  that 
were  held  on  this  and  it's  accompanying  bills,  testified  to 
the  need  of  this  particular  piece  of  legislation.  History  tells 
us  that  it  comes  from  some  pronouncements  and  some  hard 
shoving  from  the  NCSL.  All  boards  and  commissions  under 
the  sunset  bills  were  tailored  to  fit  into  this  last  document. 
Over  and  over  again  we  saw  the  request  for  5  members  on 
boards  and  other  accompanying  instructions  within  the  bills 
that  were  sunsetted  so  that  in  the  final  analysis  they  would 
fit  in  very  comfortably  to  HB  539.  Now  we  were  told  and 
it  appears  that  in  these  budget  items  that  all  of  this  new  level 
of  bureaucracy  will  be  found  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office, 
yet  I  say  to  you  this,  that  the  testimony  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  before  the  Governor's  budget  hearing  indicated  no 
such  knowledge  of  any  activity.  His  testimony  before  the 
House  Appropriations  Committee,  of  which  I  have  a  copy, 
and  I  will  just  bore  you  with  the  first  paragraph,  Mr.  Gardner 
said:  "I  was  quite  surprised  yesterday  when  I  saw  we  had 
requested  a  total  appropriation  for  fiscal  1982  of  $650,000 
and  that  the  Governor's  budget  recommended  over  $350,000 
more  than  that.  I  came  to  find  out  there  was  included  in  our 
office  budget  the  Division  of  Licensing  Administration  and 
I  didn't  know  that  that  was  going  to  be  included  in  our  budget 
until  late  yesterday  afternoon.  These  figures  that  are  shown 
in  this  under  this  division  I  really  can't  say  where  those  figures 
come  from  or  how  they  got  there  or  what  they  are  based  on. 
I  would  have  to  come  back  at  a  later  date  and  talk  to  you 
about  the  items  under  that  last  division."  Further  than  that, 
when  Secretary  Gardner  testified  before  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee   he   indicated   that   this  was  still   true.   And   that 
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he  had  not  asked  for  the  funding  in  his  department.  There 
have  been  19  separate  sectional  amendments  to  this  bill  as 
it  is  found  currently.  I  say  to  you  that  any  bill  that  needs 
19  sections  of  it  revised  and  whole  pages  of  it  cut  out  at  the 
request  of  the  Attorney  General's  office,  needs  to  be  looked 
at  very,  very  carefully.  All  the  boards  and  commissions  that 
appeared  in  the  Senate  Committee  hearing  testified  against 
the  bill.  There  appeared  to  be  an  adversary  position  between 
the  House  Committee  and  the  boards  and  commissions  whereby 
they  were  given  very  little  opportunity  to  have  their  feelings 
included  in  the  development  of  HB  539.  These  are  the  same 
working  people  who  pay  the  taxes  in  this  state  and  who  are 
your  constituents  and  mine,  but  we  are  told  that  we  should 
go  with  this  new  level  of  bureaucracy  in  a  year  of  govern- 
ment cut,  and  this  is  no  time  to  add  this  kind  of  legislative 
boondoggle.  In  my  opinion  it  is  a  very  expensive  answer  to 
a  nonproblem.  Further  than  that,  let  me  give  you  a  couple 
of  figures.  The  thing  that  we  are  trying  to  change  and  to  soHdify 
and  to  bring  in  to  modem  era  does  the  following:  In  1980 
the  boards  and  commissions  as  they  are  currently  structured 
brought  in  revenue  of  $965,337,  they  spent  $504,524  or 
a  net  gain  to  the  general  fund  of  $460,813,  or  an  average 
48%  over  their  cost  of  operation.  In  1981  the  figures  are  very 
similar.  It  is  estimated  that  they  will  bring  in  $1,074,195 
and  expend  in  doing  that  $647,057.  The  net  gain  to  the  General 
Fund  is  $427,138  or  an  average  General  Fund  excess  of  income 
over  expenditures  of  40%.  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  is  why 
I  say  if  it  ain't  broke  don't  fix  it.  These  people  are  being  pun- 
ished for  doing  a  job  that  many  departments  in  this  state 
are  not  capable  of  doing,  and  that  is  they  are  not  only  paying 
their  own  way,  they  are  paying  in  excess  of  their  own  way. 
Now  we  have  heard  about  the  great  and  wonderful  things 
that  are  happening  in  areas  around  the  country  where  this 
umbrella  and  unified  system  has  been  in  effect.  Let  me  indi- 
cate to  you  that  the  testimony  before  the  Senate  Committee 
indicated  that  there  are  problems  in  Michigan,  Florida,  Illinois, 
Vermont,  Minnesota,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  Jersy, 
Pennsylvania,  Maine  and  Georgia.  I  will  quote  to  you  from 
one  of  the  letters  that  we  got  in  response  to  the  problems: 
"I  direct  you  to  the  current  situation  in  Connecticut  where 
the  centralized  agency  is  already  six  months  behind  in  re- 
sponding to  veterinary  complaints  in  spite  of  the  best  if  un- 
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informed  legislative  intentions.  A  totally  disillusioned  public 
is  forced  to  turn  to  the  state  association  for  resolution  of 
complaints  and  the  association  is  forced  by  necessity  to  do 
exactly  the  same  thing  that  this  legislation  was  supposedly 
designed  to  prevent.  There  is  no  way  you  will  convince  many 
Connecticut  residents  that  paying  more  for  less  effective  system 
is  progress,  or  for  the  public  good.  Nor  is  Connecticut  unique. 
In  many  states  with  centralization  state  associations  must 
pick  up  the  slack  created  by  the  ill-conceived  system  rather 
than  have  the  system  destroy  the  credibility  of  the  profession." 
We  have  testimony  after  testimony  indicating  that  there  are 
problems  and  it  is  our  understanding  that  at  least  one  board 
under  the  centralized  control  in  the  state  of  Maine  has  suddenly 
run  out  of  money.  Part  of  the  problem  in  dealing  with  this 
bill  is  that  it  does  the  following:  1)  It  establishes  a  new  depart- 
ment in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office;  2)  It  appoints  the 
Secretary  of  State  a  director  of  the  division  for  five  years, 
the  Secretary  of  State's  term  is  two  years,  he  is  elected  every 
two  years,  which  means  that  if  he  was  there  for  five  years 
as  an  unclassified  employee  he  might  be  working  under  some- 
one who  didn't  appoint  him  and  that  could  lead  to  some 
interesting  situations;  3)  Also  the  director  is  responsible  for 
appointing  all  investigators,  inspectors,  and  hearing  officers, 
and  in  the  bill  as  it  was  testified  to  before  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee, they  could  not  tell  us  how  many  inspectors  were  to 
be  hired,  how  many  investigators  were  to  be  hired,  or  how 
many  hearing  officers  would  be  hired,  or  at  what  price.  People 
under  this  bill  would  lose  their  jobs,  people  who  have  been 
working  for  a  good  many  years  and  efficiently  operating  boards 
and  commissions.  As  far  as  the  income  is  concerned,  we  already 
know  what  this  was  about.  But  ladies  and  gentlemen,  even  to 
the  degree  that  this  committee  disagreed  with  the  members 
of  the  House,  we  last  evening  presented  ourselves  in  this  Cham- 
ber to  come  up  with  a  suggested  amendment  which  directed 
itself  to  the  two  main  questions  that  seem  to  be  prompting 
this  particular  piece  of  legislation.  Number  orte,  administra- 
tive overview  of  the  separate  boards  and  commissions,  and 
one  place  to  locate  all  of  the  names  of  the  certified,  regulated, 
or  licensed  people  from  each  of  the  separate  departments 
and  divisions.  We  agreed  in  the  Senate  Committee  to  do  this. 
We  called  in  representatives  from  the  House  to  discuss  these 
amendments  and   we   were  told  in  nice  terms  that  you  can 
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go  ahead  and  waste  your  time  doing  this  but  basically  it  isn't 
going  to  amount  to  a  tinker's  dam  because  the  House  has 
it's  mind  made  up.  Subsequent  to  that  and  prior  to  that,  mem- 
bers of  this  Senate  have  been  hassled,  intimidated,  and  parti- 
cularly and  almost  coerced  into  making  decisions  on  what 
to  do  with  this  bill.  We  have  had  members  of  this  Senate  whose 
bills  have  been  going  through  the  House  with  no  problem 
at  all  suddenly  fmding  that  they  are  being  told  by  members 
of  the  House  that  if  you  don't  do  this  and  if  you  don't  do 
that,  this  is  what  is  going  to  happen.  I  think  that  the  least 
thing  that  should  be  done  with  this  particular  document  is 
to  send  it  to  interim  study  and  if  it  goes  to  mterim  study 
I  will  guarantee  that  by  the  1st  of  January  1983  we  will  attempt 
to  come  up  with  an  agreed  package  between  the  House  and 
the  Senate.  If  not,  we  won't  see  it  again. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  am  opposed  to  the  motion  for  interim 
study.  I  think  that  Sen.  Conley  went  through  the  bill  very 
well  and  dealt  with  much  of  the  issue  quite  fairly  and  I  com- 
mend him  and  the  members  of  his  committee  for  the  hard 
work  that  they  have  done  on  having  the  public  hearings  and 
trying  to  listen  to  some  of  the  arguments,  but  I  disagree  with 
a  couple  of  the  decisions  made  by  that  committee.  Particularly 
that  of  being  sent  to  interim  study.  The  other  decision,  which 
apparently  that  also  connotes,  and  that  is  that  there  is  not 
a  chance  to  work  out  some  agreements  with  the  House  to 
make  this  bill  for  Ucensing,  reorganization  in  the  state,  ac- 
ceptable to  both  bodies.  This  issue  isn't  at  all  new  as  Sen. 
Conley  knows.  In  fact,  the  history  of  it  goes  back  even  before 
the  National  Conference  on  State  Legislators.  It  is  a  very 
New  Hampshire  issue.  In  fact  we  could  say  that  the  issue 
has  it's  roots  in  New  Hampshire  government  of  the  last  four 
decades.  The  New  Hampshire  Reorganization  Commission 
which  was  appointed  by  Governor  Sherman  Adams  made 
a  report  to  the  State  Legislature  and  to  the  Governor's  Coun- 
cil and  the  Governor  in  1949  and  that  report  is  very,  very 
germane  to  what  we  are  discussing  today.  I  will  read  two 
paragraphs  from  this  report,  it  is  available  at  the  State  Li- 
brary by  the  way:  "The  purpose  of  the  recommendation 
this  board,  this  commission,  came  up  with  which  was  to  have 
boards  and  agencies  and  commissions  of  the  state  govern- 
ment under  the   Secretary  of  State's  office,  the  purpose  of 
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this  recommendation  is  to  recognize  that  the  Secretary  of 
State's  office  is  the  logical  and  most  desirable  place  where 
any  person  desiring  to  do  business  with  the  licensing  boards 
may  obtain  preliminary  information  as  to  who  is  already 
licensed,  what  schedule  of  examinations  may  be,  what  the 
rules  and  regulations  are  with  respect  to  the  trade  or  pro- 
fession, and  what  the  disciplinary  procedures  are  available 
in  the  event  of  a  complaint  against  a  licensed  member  of  a 
trade  or  profession.  This  is  what  we  are  talking  about  today, 
exactly  what  we  are  talking  about  today,  right  now.  I  think 
this  is  where  the  logic  of  this  issue,  as  presented  in  HB  539, 
not  HB  701  of  two  years  ago,  but  HB  539,  a  House  bill  that 
was  passed  by  the  House  and  by  the  House  Appropriations 
Committee,  and  they  both  did  a  lot  of  work  on  this.  This 
is  what  we  are  talking  about,  to  have  reorganization  under 
the  Secretary  of  State's  office  so  that  people  do  have  a  place 
where  they  can  go  if  they  have  any  questions  about  an  agency 
which  they  may  be  dealing  with  in  any  of  these  trades  or 
professions  which  are  among  the  26  that  we  now  have  in 
the  state,  which  would  come  under  this  legislation.  Right 
now  you  have  to  go  all  over  the  state.  You  have  to  go  to  Ports- 
mouth if  you  want  to  talk  to  one  board,  you  have  to  go  to 
some  other  cities  if  you  want  to  talk  to  some  others.  There 
is  no  one  place,  one  address  in  the  state  where  you  can  go 
if  you  want  to  find  out  regulating  procedures,  how  to  process 
a  complaint  against  a  profession,  or  if  you  want  to  register 
and  learn  more  about  that  profession  and  trade.  We  are  talking 
here  about  a  state  service,  a  service  which  we  are  supposedly 
supposed  to  offer  to  the  citizens.  Going  on  a  little  further, 
to  the  end  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Sherman  Adams 
commission,  and  again  this  is  still  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire's commission.  Thirty-two  years  ago  we  are  talking  about, 
this  is  a  32-year  old  battle.  The  proposed  organization  of 
the  professional  and  trade  licensing  boards  "recognizes  that 
their  actual  administrative  work  is  limited  in  volume  and 
need  not  be  increased  to  provide  the  requisites  'of  protection 
of  pubhc  interests."  And  isn't  public  interests  what  we  are 
talking  about  today?  The  authority  of  the  boards  "to  admin- 
ister their  respective  statutes,  moreover,  is  also  recognized 
as  a  matter  not  requiring  reorganization."  Aren't  we  talking 
about  that  today?  Yes  we  are.  This  legislation,  HB  539,  will 
not   take   away   any   of  the   authority,  any  of  the  privileges 
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now  granted  the  boards  and  commissions  which  come  under 
it.  We  are  talking  about,  not  the  authority,  but  the  bureau- 
cracy. Eliminating  the  paperwork  that  now  takes  36  people 
to  work  on  every  day  in  order  to  process.  We  have  a  com- 
puter, we  the  state,  not  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  we, 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  have  a  computer,  a  Wang  com- 
puter that  is  very  much  capable  to  be  able  to  handle  all  of 
the  paperwork  that  these  26  boards  and  commissions,  after 
the  sunset  review  process  is  over,  will  be  having.  Right  now 
we  have  a  number  of  clerical  staffs  doing  that  work.  Reor- 
ganization would  bring  all  of  these  boards  and  agencies  to- 
gether, it  would  get  them  together  so  that  they  are  going 
to  be  able  to  deal  much  more  professionally,  quickly,  and 
without  all  of  the  paper  shifting  involved,  take  care  of  any 
requests  for  Usts,  all  of  the  filing  which  we  have.  There  is 
nothing  to  be  scared  of  when  we  are  talking  about  computers. 
All  they  do  is  process  material,  they  maintain  material,  it 
is  a  procedure.  Computerization  is  a  procedure  that  we  can 
utilize  to  help  file  material  and  to  maintain  it  so  that  it  is 
available  upon  request  by  those  people  working  in  the  agencies. 
We  have  this  computer.  We  have  an  investment  of  $150,000 
after  5  years  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  and  it  can  be 
utilized  because  the  Wang  computer  is  simply  much  more 
capable  of  handling  much  more  than  the  corporations  which 
it  is  now  dealing  with.  We  have  that  resource,  in  other  words, 
so  let's  use  it,  and  that  is  exactly  what  this  legislation  is  asking 
for  us  to  do. 

I  just  have  a  couple  of  more  comments  and  one  I  think 
is  very  important.  And  that  is  exactly  what  we  have  been 
spending  six  months  dealing  with,  and  what  we  expect  those 
in  Congress  to  deal  with,  and  that  is  supposed  to  be  trying 
to  save  money.  This  legislation  over  the  biennium,  and  there 
is  no  doubt  about  it  and  I  have  the  figures  from  LBA  as  well 
as  Sen.  Conley  may  have,  and  the  House  Appropriations  has 
already  worked  on  this,  there  is  no  question  about  it  that 
this  legislation  over  the  biennium,  the  next  two  years  even 
with  the  start-up  costs  of  a  couple  of  hundred  thousand  dollars 
in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  because  we  are  talking  about 
eliminating  a  lot  of  procedures  of  having  to  sit  down  and 
do  all  of  this  by  paperwork,  it  is  going  to  save  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  and  consequently  in  the  long  run  those  people 
who   are   now   under  all  of  these  agencies  and  commissions, 
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it  is  going  to  save  the  State  and  them,  $300,000  in  the  next 
biennium  and  in  the  future  possibly  considerably  much  more. 
So  the  bottom  line  of  what  we  are  talking  about  today  is, 
consolidation  of  state  government,  reduction  in  personnel, 
and  by  golly  we  have  been  talking  about  that  in  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee  and  the  House  Appropriations  Committee 
has  too,  the  effective  use  of  state  equipment  and  resources 
which  we  now  have,  the  Wang  computer.  We  are  not  talking 
about  pontics  here  we  are  talking  about  a  computerized  re- 
source center  that  is  now  available.  And  the  bottom  line, 
efficiency  in  state  government,  which  all  of  us  seem  to  talk 
about  but  when  it  comes  to  doing  something,  and  in  this 
case,  reorganizing  state  government,  although  in  some  cases 
it  might  not  be  politically  palatable  I  think  we  sometimes 
don't  always  follow  through  on  what  we  are  saying.  Above 
and  beyond  the  politics  of  this  issue  I  wanted  to  discuss  today 
the  logic  and  the  obvious  direct  and  side  benefits  to  this  state 
upon  the  passage  of  this  legislation  but  because  of  the  interim 
study  motion  I  cannot  discuss  an  amendment  that  I  would 
like  to  bring  in.  An  amendment  that  if  we  did  defeat  interim 
study  we  would  be  able  to  pass  this  back  on  to  the  House 
and  set  up  a  Committee  of  Conference.  That,  members  of 
the  Senate,  is  the  second  area  in  which  I  disagree  with  the 
Executive  Departments  Committee.  I  talked  just  a  little  while 
ago  with  the  Chairman  of  the  House  Appropriations  Com- 
mitte,  Mike  Hanson,  and  he  assured  me  that  there  is  plenty 
of  room  to  compromise  on  this  legislation.  That  there  is  plenty 
of  room  for  discussion  on  the  points  which  Sen.  Conley  very 
well  pointed  out  a  few  moments  ago,  unnecessary  to  review. 
If  we  do  have  a  problem  with  the  establishment  of  a  new 
department  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  as  Sen.  Conley 
said,  if  we  have  a  problem  that  the  director  is  going  to  be 
appointed  for  five  years  and  the  Secretary  of  State  is  only 
elected  for  a  period  of  two  years,  if  we  do  have  a  problem 
as  to  finding  exactly  where  those  offices  to  these  various 
boards  and  agencies  and  commissions  are  going. to  be  located, 
if  we  have  those  problems  and  very  possibly  we  do  and  I  would 
certainly  agree  with  Sen.  Conley  that  HB  539  needs  a  little 
more  review,  then  let's  do  it.  But  setting  up  an  interim  study 
for  the  next  two  years  after  this  issue  has  been  reviewed  since 
Governor  Sherman  Adam's  time  32  years  ago,  I  don't  think 
that  is  a  very  logical  move  for  this  Legislature  to  take.  Once 
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again,  the  House  Appropriations  Committee  worked  hard 
on  this,  the  House  Appropriations  Committee  would  like 
to  talk  to  us  about  it.  Maybe  last  night  some  comments  were 
made  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Departments  Com- 
mittee by  the  Appropriations  Committee  Chairman  which 
were  not  as  clear  as  they  made  to  me  a  little  while  ago,  and 
we  can  recess  and  talk  with  them  Sen.  Conley,  if  you  believe 
that  there  might  be  a  problem  there.  But  I  know  the  com- 
mittee wants  to  talk  with  the  Senate  about  it.  That  is  what 
we  are  supposed  to  be  here  for,  to  try  to  have  this  kind  of 
Uaison  between  the  House  and  Senate.  Let's  do  it.  I  urge  you 
to  vote  down  the  interim  study  motion.  I  will  bring  in  an 
amendment  which  will  put  this  into  a  Committee  of  Con- 
ference and  then  we  can  have  some  good  discussion  with 
the  House. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  I  have  several  questions.  First  of  all.  Sen. 
Splaine  you  have  eloquently  read  from  Governor  Sherman 
Adams'  report  of  32  years  ago,  are  you  also  aware  that  some 
time  ago  about  that  time  Governor  Sherman  Adams  advo- 
cated very  strongly  a  broad-based  tax  for  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire? 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  And  we  don't  have  a  broad-based  tax. 
Thank  goodness. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  And  maybe  we  don't  also  need  HB  539. 
Are  you  aware  that  the  amendments  that  we  attempted  to 
draw  last  night  had  to  do  with  placing  the  existing  boards 
and  commissions  under  the  administrative  control  or  admin- 
istrativ  aegis  of  existing  departments  in  the  state  of  New 
Hamps     -e  for  very  little  cost? 

SEN.  JPLAINE:  Yes,  I  am  aware  of  that. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Are  you  also  aware  that  as  part  of  that 
amendment  we  were  trying  to  put  a  collective  hst  in  the  Secre- 
tary of  State's  office  for  all  pertainent  licenses  and  registra- 
tions? 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  didn't  review  that  part  of  the  suggested 
amendment.  I  wasn't  part  of  last  night's  discussion. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Would  you  also  believe,  Sen.  Splaine, 
that  last  night  it  was  made  eminently  clear  to  the  Chairman 
and  other  members  of  the  Executive  Departments  Committee 
that  we  could  go  ahead  and  do  this  but  it  would  not  have 
much  of  an  effect  on  the  position  of  the  House? 
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SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  believe  that  if  that  was  said,  the  com- 
ments to  you  today  would  be  considerably  different  and  that 
I  did  review  the  possibilities  of  making  compromises,  amend- 
ments, changes  in  HB  539  as  it  has  passed  the  House,  with 
the  Chairman  of  the  Appropriations  Committee  of  the  House 
and  he  indicated  that  he  would  be  very  pleased  to  review 
those  issues  and  discuss  it  further  in  a  Committee  of  Con- 
ference. Would  you  beUeve  that? 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Sen.  Splaine,  would  you  also  believe  that 
it  has  only  been  since  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  that 
you  refer  to  of  the  House,  found  out  that  the  vote  that  he 
was  told  was  the  vote  of  our  Executive  Departments  Com- 
mittee was  not  what  he  was  told  and  in  effect  it  was  a  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  Executive  Departments  Committee  to  send 
this  thing  out  as  ought  to  pass,  that  suddenly  we  are  now 
being  asked  at  the  11th  hour  to  consider  amendments  that 
they  are  wilUng  to  make? 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  Well  in  answer  to  that,  I  don't  think  it 
is  quite  the  11th  hour  yet,  we  still  have  quite  some  time  to 
this  legislative  session.  I  think,  Sen.  Conley,  what  you  just 
pointed  out  to  is  the  classic  case  in  the  last  24  hours  of  a 
lack  of  communication  and  that  there  would  be  no  problem 
in  you  agreeing  to  a  Committee  of  Conference  to  work  out 
any  differences  between  the  House  and  Senate.  What  are 
we  here  for  except  to  communicate  with  one  another  and 
I  appeal  to  the  members  of  the  Senate  on  that  basis.  That 
is  all  I  am  suggesting  we  do.  That  there  may  be  some  differ- 
ences, very  important  ones,  between  the  House  and  the  Senate 
on  HB  539.  Let's  talk  about  them.  There  are  members  of 
the  House  who  want  to  talk  about  them  and  work  out  those 
differences,  and  this  is  a  very  important  issue. 

Sen.  Bergeron  moved  the  previous  question. 
Adopted. 

Sen.  Splaine  requested  a  Roll  Call. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Rice. 

The  following  Senators  voted  yes:  Lamontagne,  Conley, 
Freese,  Bergeron,  Chandler,  Wiggins,  Monier,  Stabile,  Kelly, 
Podles,  Sanborn,  Brown,  and  Preston.

Adopted. 

HE  509-FN,  relative  to  motor  vehicle  road  tolls  and  the 
highway  fund.  Ought  to  pass.  Sen.  Preston  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  HB  509-FN  is  indicative  of  one  time 
the  Majority  Republican  members  of  Senate  Finance  agreed 
that  the  Democratic  Minority  Leader  should  report  out  a 
revenue-raising  measure.  This  is  the  3  cent  increase  per  gallon 
in  the  gasoUne  tax.  I  think  the  Senate  President,  the  Gover- 
nor, and  myself  concur  that  as  unpopular  as  this  may  be, 
the  increase  of  3  cents  per  gallon  brings  in  annually  $12  million 
to  the  various  communities  to  the  state  and  an  annual  amount 
due  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  $2,280,000.  The  cities  and 
towns  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  241:14  will  get  19%  of 
the  additional  revenues.  If  the  Senate  is  interested  there  is 
a  printout  of  the  additional  revenues  that  this  will  bring  in 
to  all  of  the  cities  and  towns.  I  think  we  should  realize  that 
the  3  cent  mcrease  in  the  tax  doesn't  produce  revenues  beyond 
that  needed  to  support  the  budget  appropriations,  it  is  merely 
catch-up.  And  if  we  are  to  responsibly  say  today  that  we 
need  well  and  maintained  highways  that  we  must  support 
what  to  many  will  be  a  difficult  decision,  an  added  3  cents 
per  gallon  gasoline  tax.  I  urge  your  support  of  this  legislation. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  want  the  Senate  to  know  that 
I  am  going  to  go  back  home  with  a  red  face  because  I  made  a 
promise  to  my  people  that  I  would  be  in  opposition  to  this 
bill.  But  at  the  present  time  I  feel  that  in  order  to  bring  better 
roads  up  north  and  with  the  passing  of  SB  58  which  sets  up 
bonding  for  $4,700,000  for  us  to  use  in  getting  some  of  the 
federal  funds,  and  this  is  referenced  to  the  $20  million  that 
James  Cleveland  had  made  arrangements  for  for  the  north 
country.  So  therefore  in  using  good  common  sense  I  can't 
very  well  ask  you  people  to  spend  money  for  the  north  country 
which  has  already  been  enacted  into  law,  so  therefore  you 
have  to  get  some  funding  money  in  order  to  pay  off  the  bond. 
So  I  am  going  to  have  to  change  the  promises  I  made  to  my 
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people  up  north  and  would  have  to  go  along  with  the  majority 
of  the  Senate  for  this  increase  in  the  gasoline  tax.  I  personally 
feel  that  this  is  going  to  bring  some  additional  money  that 
is  needed  for  cities  and  towns  and  at  the  same  time  we  may 
be  able  to  come  up  with  some  additional  money  here.  We 
have  a  lot  of  potholes  in  the  city  of  Berlin  that  maybe  the 
city  of  Berlin  might  be  able  to  fix.  So  I'm  going  to  vote  for 
it. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  The  report  as  given  by  Sen.  Preston 
was  fair  and  was  accurate.  I  think  we  are  all  twixted  and 
tweened  here,  there  are  none  of  us  that  if  we  had  our  druthers 
wouldn't  druther  vote  for  something  other  than  the  gasoline 
tax.  However  I  think  there  are  two  important  points  here 
that  should  be  addressed  and  thought  about.  Number  one, 
Sen.  Preston,  when  you  mentioned  the  return  of  the  19% 
to  the  cities  and  towns,  that  is  effective  next  year,  after  we 
collect  the  money  in  the  till  it  is  disbursed  back  to  the  local 
communities.  The  second  thing  that  really  concerned  a  num- 
ber of  people  on  the  Finance  Committee  was  the  construc- 
tion account.  Under  the  present  circumstances  it  was  clear 
that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  would  not  be  involved  in 
any  new  construction  projects,  the  money  was  just  not  there. 
In  addition  to  that  you  had  certain  types  of  maintenance 
programs  that  were  in  serious  jeopardy.  I  think  that  was  basic- 
ally the  strongest  argument  used  for  the  Senate  Finance  Com- 
mittee, was  the  construction  and  reconstruction  programs. 
That  we  would  have  absolutely  been  doing  away  with  those. 
I  think  you  people  should  keep  that  in  mind.

Seconded  by  Sen.  Splaine.

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HB  622-FN,  relative  to  the  fee  schedule  for  water  analyses. 
Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Sanborn  for  the  com- 
mittee. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  You  will  find  the  amendment  on  page 
17  of  today's  calendar.  Basically  all  the  amendment  is  is  that 
it  says  all  fees  collected  by  the  commission  will  be  deposited 
with  the  Treasurer  as  unrestricted  funds,  i.e.  General  Fund. 
The  way  the  bill  came  to  us  from  the  House  it  said  that  one- 
half  of  all  fees  would  go  to  the  water  supply  and  pollution 
control  for  the  purchase  of  equipment.  They  made  a  mistake 
there  actually  whereby  saying  all  fees,  that  included  the  fees 
we  now  collect  and  were  not  increased  under  HB  622.  As 
far  as  the  fees  that  are  increased  in  HB  622  this  is  more  or 
less  agreed  upon  by  everyone  that  these  fees  should  be  in- 
creased, some  of  them  have  never  been  increased.  Other  than 
that  we  approved  the  bill.  We  will  take  care  of  their  new  equip- 
ment under  the  regular  budgetary  process  as  we  always  have. 
We  recommend  passage  as  amended. 

Amendment  to  HB  622 

Amend  RSA  131:3-a,  V  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill 
by  striking  out  said  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

V.  All  fees  collected  by  the  commission  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  treasurer  as  unrestricted  revenue. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  368-FN,  to  provide  the  NH  veterans'  Home  classified 
employees  a  differential  pay  increase  and  making  an  appro- 
priation therefor.  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Preston 
for  the  committee. 

Sen.  Preston  moved  HB  368-FN  be  recommitted  to  Finance. 
Adopted. 

HB  730-FN,  relative  to  competitive  bidding  and  other  pro- 
cedures for  major  state  projects.  Ought  to  pass  with  amend- 
ment. Sen.  Sanborn  for  the  committee. 
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SEN.  SANBORN:  You  will  find  the  amendment  on  page 
19  of  today's  calendar.  Basically  all  the  amendment  does  is 
there  are  several  places  in  the  original  bill  where  they  used 
the  words  architects  and  engineers.  To  make  it  plain  what 
we  were  talking  about  in  the  hearing  on  this  they  wanted 
to  be  known  as  registered  architects  and  professional  engi- 
neers. So  to  keep  the  architects  and  engineers  happy  we  made 
those  slight  changes.  Other  than  that  what  the  bill  does  is 
as  I  have  reported  here  on  the  floor  before,  this  is  one  of 
the  bills  that  came  out  of  the  committee  that  was  studying 
the  manual  of  procedures  for  contractual  purposes  of  this 
state.  This  is  another  one  of  the  bills  that  came  out  of  that 
making  changes  within  the  manual  of  procedures.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  bill  ought  to  pass  as  amended. 

Amendment  to  HB  730-FN 

Amend  RSA  228 : 1 ,  VI  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill 
by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

VI.  "Registered  architect  or  professional  engineer"  means  a 
person  Ucensed  in  the  state  as  an  architect  or  engineer; 

Amend  RSA  228:4,  1(c)  and  (d)  as  inserted  by  section  2 
of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

(c)  Projects  for  the  fish  and  game  department  and  the  de- 
partment of  resources  and  economic  development  whose 
estimated  cost  is  more  than  $10,000  but  not  more  than 
$50,000.  Such  projects  may  be  done  on  a  force  account  basis 
upon  recommendation  of  the  commissioner  that  such  pro- 
cedure is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  state,  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  governor  and  council. 

(d)  Projects  for  the  water  resources  board  may  be  done 
on  a  force  account  basis  as  authorized  by  a  special  act  of  the 
legislature  or  a  capital  budget  of  the  water  resources  board 
with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council. 

(e)  In  an  emergency,  projects  may  be  done  on  a  force  ac- 
count basis  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  commissioner, 
with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council. 
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Amend  RSA  228:4,  II  as  inserted  by  section  2  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

II.  Any  state  capital  budget  project  whose  estimated  cost 
is  more  than  $150,000  shall  be  designed  by  a  registered  archi- 
tect or  professional  engineer.  He  shall  prepare  plans  and  speci- 
fications which  meet  the  requirements  of  all  apphcable  codes 
and  shall  provide  on-site  observation  and  inspection  services. 
He  shall  carry  professional  Uability  insurance. 

Amend  RSA  228:5-a,  I  as  inserted  by  section  5  of  the  bill 
by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

I.  The  performance  of  contracts  for  all  state  projects  cost- 
ing over  $10,000  shall  be  inspected  to  assure  compliance 
with  the  plans  and  specifications.  The  department  shall  require 
inspection  service  by  one  of  the  following  methods:  (a)  by  the 
registered  architect  or  professional  engineer  or  his  represen- 
tative, (b)  by  qualified  personnel  of  the  state  agency,  insti- 
tution or  department  concerned,  or  (c)  by  personnel  of  the 
public  works  and  highways  department.  Prior  to  the  execution 
of  a  contract  for  a  state  project,  the  department  shall  notify 
the  state  agency,  institution  or  department  concerned  which 
method  of  inspection  shall  be  followed. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  rea>ding. 

HB  351 -FN,  establishing  a  driver  retraining  program.  Major- 
ity: Inexpedient  to  legislate.  Minority:  Ought  to  pass.  Sen. 
Bergeron  for  the  Majority.  Sen.  Preston  for  the  Minority. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  This  file  was  handed  to  me  after  the 
committee  action.  Basically  the  majority  of  the  committee 
felt  there  was  a  problem  with  it.  There  concern  evidently 
is  based  on  some  testimony  that  they  received  from  the  De- 
partment of  Safety.  For  the  record  the  only  thing  I  can  do 
is  read  as  to  what  the  objection  is.  It  seems  somewhat  unusual 
to  write  a  private  agency  such  as  the  Community  Alcohol 
Information  Program  Inc.,  into  a  piece  of  state  legislation 
thereby  forcing  the  state  to  recognize  and  approve  a  private 
money-making  concern   as   a  matter  of  state   law  giving  no 
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state  agency  any  supervisory  power  over  the  program.  It  also 
strikes  us  as  somewhat  unusual  that  the  only  outside  con- 
trol over  the  agency  running  the  schools  rests  with  the  Muni- 
cipal and  District  Court  Judges  Association,  another  private 
group.  Absolutely  no  authority  is  given  the  Motor  Vehicle 
Department  to  insure  that  reports  pertaining  to  participants 
in  the  program  are  submitted  on  a  timely  basis  or  in  any  par- 
ticular form.  On  the  first  page  of  the  bill  under  1  in  the  tenth 
line,  if  it  is  the  intention  that  the  bill  should  apply  to  both 
licenses  and  any  operating  privilege  of  a  nonlicensed  New 
Hampshire  resident  as  well  as  an  out-of-state  resident,  this 
line  should  read:  this  revocation  of  an  operator's  license  or 
operating  privilege  would  assume  if  the  majority  of  the  five 
to  eight  thousand  DWI  cases  per  year  went  through  the  pro- 
gram. In  other  words,  there  was  sufficient  reason  for  some 
real  concern  as  to  the  control  of  this  type  of  a  program  and 
whether  or  not  we  should  be  sanctioning  a  private  group. 

Sen.  Preston  moved  the  words  "ought  to  pass"  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  majority  report  of  "inexpedient  to  legislate." 

Sen.  Lamontagne  moved  to  indefinitely  postpone  HB 
351 -FN. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  have  placed  on  your  desks  a  copy 
of  the  letter  which  has  just  been  read  by  Sen.  Bergeron  who 
came  from  the  Commissioner  of  Safety,  Richard  Flynn.  You 
also  have  another  letter  from  the  county  attorney  from  Rock- 
ingham, Mr.  Eldredge.  I  feel  that  these  people  are  in  oppo- 
sition. I  want  you  to  know  that  the  poUce  chiefs  are  in  oppo- 
sition to  this  bill.  The  judges  are  against  this  bill.  This  is  a 
real  bad  bill  and  it  ought  to  be  killed.  I  urge  that  you  will 
vote  along  for  indefinite  postponement. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  I  rise  to  speak  against  the  motion 
made  by  Sen.  Lamontagne.  We  cut  out  the  funds  this  after- 
noon under  HB  512  to  treat  the  people  with  alcohol  problems. 
We  are  now  up  against  a  bureaucracy  problem,  simply  Safety 
Commissioner  Flynn  testified  in  Judiciary  and  said,  if  you 
put  this  under  my  domain  it  is  fine.  I  think  we  ought  to  do 
something  about  the  retraining  problem.  I  think  we  ought 
to  do  something  about  people  who  are  convicted  of  DWI. 
We  want  to  get  tough  here  on  people  with  DWI.  We  don't 
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want  to  appropriate  any  money  and  we  want  to  keep  the 
bureaucrats  happy.  This  is  going  to  set  up  a  retraining  pro- 
gram for  those  people  who  are  convicted  of  driving  while 
intoxicated.  I  urge  your  support.  We  ought  to  do  something 
about  that  problem  and  not  just  talk  about  it.  One  bureau- 
crat is  unhappy,  that's  too  bad.  You  ought  to  pass  this  bill 
and  give  these  people  a  chance  to  retrain  people  with  that 
kind  of  a  problem.  I  again  urge  your  support. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  wish  to  speak  in  opposition  to  the  cur- 
rent motion.  It  is  true  that  the  Commissioner  of  Safety  is 
opposed  to  the  bill.  And  it  is  true  that  county  attorney  El- 
dredge  is  opposed  to  the  bill.  But  neither  of  these  individuals 
have  come  forward  with  any  type  of  solution.  It  is  time  that 
we  in  the  Senate  take  on  our  responsibility  and  give  more 
than  lip  service  to  complaining  about  the  high  cost  to  the 
state  in  both  human  tragedy  and  in  money  for  driving  while 
under  the  influence.  This  is  a  chance  at  very  little  or  no  cost 
to  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  to  do  something  construc- 
tive. I  urge  you  to  vote  against  the  pending  motion. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  I  support  the  present  motion  of  in- 
definite postponement  made  by  Sen.  Lamontagne.  This  bill, 
before  it  got  into  the  Finance  Committee,  was  heard  by  the 
Judiciary  Committee  and  at  that  hearing  Councilor  Eldredge, 
county  attorney  for  Rockingham  County,  testified.  I  was 
greatly  impressed  by  his  testimony.  He  has  been  on  both 
sides  of  the  fence.  As  he  said,  he  was  a  heavy  drinker  at  one 
time  and  had  problems  with  driving  and  drinking  and  so  forth 
and  so  on.  He  says  that  in  spite  of  that  he  feels  that  sending 
a  drunk  to  school  is  not  necessarily  make  him  stop  being 
a  drunk.  He  says  that  the  best  way  to  cure  a  drunk  is  to  get 
him  enrolled  in  an  Alcoholic  Anonymous  program  and  not 
send  him  to  some  kind  of  mickey  mouse  school  that  will 
tell  him  it  is  bad  to  drink,  that  drinking  is  bad  for  you.  That 
is  what  Mr.  Eldredge  testified.  He  thought  it  didn't  amount 
to  anything  to  send  them  to  the  school.  Maybe  in  one  or 
two  cases  someone  going  to  that  school  might  have  been  helped 
but  the  vast  majority  really  go  because  they  have  to  go  or  else 
they  go  because  if  they  go  and  complete  the  course  they  will 
get  their  Ucense  back  quicker.  I  don't  think  the  bill  is  a  neces- 
sary thing.  I  think  sending  some  joe  six-pack  to  the  school 
won't  help  him  out  any. 
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SEN.  BOYER:  Isn't  it  true  that  this  bill  will  not  in  any 
way  stop  people  from  going  to  Alcohol  Anonymous  presently? 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Oh  no,  it  won't  stop  them  from  going 
but  it  gives  them  some  kind  of  an  alternative  or  an  excuse. 
They  might  possibly  think  that  it  is  going  to  do  them  some 
good  to  go  to  kindergarten  instead  of  going  to  the  first  grade. 

SEN.  BOYER:  As  you  alluded  to,  really  wasn't  his  chief 
objection  to  it  that  the  AA  was  far  more  effective  than  the 
alleged  deficiencies  of  this  program  that  would  be  produced? 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  He  said  that  AA  was  more  effective, 
yes. 

SEN.  BOYER:  And  he  was  trying  to  compare  AA  to  this 
program? 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  I  don't  know  whether  he  compared 
it  to  this  program  or  not  but  he  thought  it  was  a  better  thing 
to  do  and  more  effective,  yes,  as  you  said. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Have  you  ever  attended  AA? 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  I  took  Carlton  Eldredge's  word  for 
it.  I  have  never  actually  attended  a  regular  meeting  of  AA 
but  I  have  been  to  several  AA  banquets  as  a  guest. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Do  you  know  what  the  purpose  of  AA  is? 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Yes. 

SEN.  BOYER:' Would  you  tell  us? 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  To  try  to  stop  the  people  from  drinking. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Does  AA  do  anything  in  training  people 
to  drive? 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Of  course  not.  They  know  how  to 
drive  already.  They  don't  need  to  go  to  AA  to  learn  how 
to  drive. 

Roll  Call  requested  by  Sen.  Boyer. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Splaine.

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HB  417,  renewing  the  committee  studying  regional  districts 
in  the  state  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor.  Ought  to 
pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Sanborn  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  The  amendment  to  HB  417  is  on  the 
bottom  of  page  22  of  today's  calendar.  Basically  all  the  amend- 
ment does  is  take  out  the  $10,000  appropriation  that  was 
there  when  it  came  over  from  the  House.  All  this  does  is  it 
continues  the  committee  studying  regional  districts  in  the 
state  that  was  estabUshed  at  the  last  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture two  years  ago.  That  is  all  the  bill  does  and  we  recom- 
mend passage  in  its  amended  form. 

Amendment  to  HB  417 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

AN  ACT 

renewing  the  committee  studying 
regional  districts  in  the  state. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Purpose.  Regional  entities  within  the  state  continue  to 
operate  in  an  uncoordinated  way.  Services  are  fragmented 
and  difficult  to  understand.  The  committee  has  made  progress 
in  inventorying  the  existing  regional  organizations  and  dis- 
tricts, but  its  work  is  not  yet  completed.  The  purpose  of  this 
act  is  to  provide  additional  time  so  that  the  committee  can 
complete  its  work. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  3  and  4  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 
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HB  110,  recodifying  the  unemployment  compensation 
law  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor.  Ought  to  pass 
with  amendment.  Sen.  Bergeron  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  HB  110  has  an  amendment  simply 
stating  that  in  the  event  that  federal  funds  become  available 
for  the  purpose  of  printing  and  distributing  the  recodifica- 
tion material,  such  will  be  done. 

Amendment  to  HB  1 10 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1 1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

1 1  Appropriation.  In  the  event  that  federal  funds  become 
available  for  the  purpose  of  printing  and  distributing  the  recodi- 
fication enacted  in  this  act,  such  funds  are  hereby  appropriated 
for  such  purpose. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  190,  relative  to  sunset  review  of  the  Uquor  commission  — 
stores.  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Sanborn  for  the 
committee. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  You  will  find  the  amendment  starting 
at  the  bottom  of  page  23  and  continuing  one  to  page  24  of 
today's  calendar.  What  the  amendment  does  is  it  estabHshes 
the  days  that  the  hquor  stores  will  be  open.  As  it  came  from 
the  House  they  had  recommended  that  the  liquor  stores  stay 
open  on  Sunday  and  certain  holidays  they  would  be  closed. 
We  had  an  amendment  come  in  recommending  several  other 
holidays.  In  the  process  of  elimination  we  looked  at  all  of 
them  ver>'  carefully  and  as  the  amendment  shows  actually 
the  Hquor  stores  will  be  closed  on  Thanksgiving,  Christmas, 
New  Year's  and  Easter  Sunday.  More  or  less  religious  hoHdays. 
This  is  what  the  amendment  does.  The  bill  goes  on  and  says 
any  state  employee  may,  he  doesn't  have  to,  may  work  on 
Sundays  and  holidays  in  the  liquor  store  where  they  are  pre- 
sently employed.  If  they  do  they  get  time  and  one-half  pay. 
If  they  decide  not  to  and  there  are  not  enough  people  to 
man   that   store   then   temporary   help   from  outside  may  be 
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secured  to  operate  the  store.  It  is  going  to  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Liquor  Commission  to  decide  which  stores  will 
be  open  on  Sundays  and  holidays  so  that  we  can  obtain  the 
best  revenue  from  those  stores.  Basically  that  is  the  bill.  After 
looking  it  over  carefully  the  committee  recommends  passage 
with  the  amendment  as  proposed. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  One  very  brief  question.  This  is  Sunday 
sales  in  liquor  stores,  is  that  right  Sen.  Sanborn? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  That  is  correct. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  I  hope  you  are  listening  to  this,  members 
of  the  Senate.  This  is  Sunday  sales  in  Hquor  stores  in  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  I  might  add  to  the  answer  on  that  Sen. 
Blaisdell,  it  was  figured  that  we  lost  on  just  the  Memorial 
Day  weekend  because  the  stores  weren't  open,  in  the  vicinity 
of  $400,000. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Has  anybody  ever  told  you  how  many 
people's  lives  would  be  lost  if  we  opened  up  the  liquor  stores 
on  Sunday? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  That  is  a  good  question. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  You  better  believe  it. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Sen.  Sanborn,  I  was  just  looking  for 
my  amendment.  I  proposed  an  amendment  on  that  bill  taking 
care  of  the  Fourth  of  July  and  Memorial  Day.  Can  you  tell 
me  what  happened  to  that? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  As  I  stated  earlier,  all  the  amendments 
relative  to  different  hoHdays,  plus  the  ones  that  came  ovei; 
from  the  House,  were  carefully  considered  in  the  Senate 
Finance  and  we  ended  up  with  the  four  that  show  in  our 
amendment.  I  might  add,  for  the  edification  of  Sen.  Blaisdell 
about  his  drunk  drivers  being  killed  on  Memorial  Day,  if  he 
would  look  at  the  national  figures  for  weekends  other  than 
a  hohday  weekend,  he  may  find  that  they  are  very  compar- 
able, but  the  federal  safety  never  shows  them  for  other  week- 
ends. They  only  show  them  for  a  holiday  weekend. 

Amendment  to  HB  190 

Amend  RSA  177:2-b  as  inserted  by  section  4  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
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177:2-b  Sunday  and  Holiday  Openings.  Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  law  to  the  contrary,  the  commission 
may,  in  its  discretion,  open  for  business  on  any  Sunday  or 
legal  holiday  any  state  liquor  store  located  on  a  main  route 
where  traffic  is  heavy;  provided,  however,  that  no  state  liquor 
store  may  be  opened  for  business  at  any  time  on  January  1, 
Easter,  Thanksgiving  day  whenever  appointed  and  Christmas 
day.  Although  full-time  employees  shall  be  given  the  option 
of  working,  no  such  employee  shall  be  required  to  work  on 
such  days.  The  commission  may  employ  part-time  employees, 
subject  to  the  rules  of  the  satte  personnel  commission,  to 
staff  stores  open  on  Sundays  or  hoUdays.  Any  full-time  em- 
ployee who  works  on  such  days  shall  be  paid  IV2  times  his 
regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  actual  number  of  hours  worked. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

Senators  Blaisdell,  Rice,  Lessard,  and  Splaine  wish  to  be 
recorded  as  being  opposed  to  HB  190. 

HE  903-FN,  relative  to  retirement  of  probate  judges  at  age 
65  after  20  years  of  service.  Ought  to  pass.  Sen.  Hough  for 
the  committee.    ' 

SEN.  HOUGH:  HB  903-FN  puts  the  probate  judges  in  the 
same  status  as  the  district  court,  superior  court,  and  supreme 
court  justices  in  terms  of  purposes  of  retirement. 

Adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  727,  making  an  appropriation  for  capital  improvements. 
Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Sanborn  for  the  com- 
mittee. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Don't  think  you  are  going  to  get  out 
of  this  one  easy.  Some  time  ago  I  reported  oji  this  Senate 
floor  that  our  bonding  indebtedness  was  somewhere  in  the 
vicinity  of  $1,050,000,000.  After  that  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil added  another  $50  milHon  worth  of  bonds  to  be  paid  off 
by  this  state.  So  far  in  this  session,  this  session  alone,  in  bills 
other  than  the  capital  budget  bills,  you  have  authorized  $65.6 
million  more.  It  has  already  been  authorized.  Some  of  them 
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are  already  chapter  laws.  For  instance,  appropriation  for  the 
modernization  of  Mt.  Washington  summit  building,  an  act 
appropriating  capital  improvements,  making  a  capital  appro- 
priation for  a  ramp  in  Manchester.  Those  have  already  be- 
come chapter  laws.  Others  besides  those  have  brought  us 
up  to  the  $65.6  milHon  of  bonded  indebtedness  for  this  state. 
Actually  although  it  didn't  show  yesterday  when  you  passed 
another  bill  for  a  bridge  in  Franklin,  in  effect,  you  have  added 
another  $10  milHon  worth  of  indebtedness  to  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  because  in  that  all  you  did  was  ask  the  federal 
government  to  join  with  the  state  in  building  that  bridge  and 
bypass.  In  the  form  that  we  received  the  capital  budget,  it 
was  close  to  $20  milHon.  In  fact  I  think  it  was  just  a  Httle 
over  $20  million.  We  have  made  some  fairly  strong  cuts  in 
it  and  right  now  we  figure  it  to  be  at  $18.5  million  in  bonded 
indebtedness.  General  Funds  to  the  tune  of  $14  million.  High- 
way funds  of  $528,000.  Federal  funds  of  $3.6  million.  Other 
funds  from  towns  and  cities  in  the  area  of  some  of  the  bond- 
ing for  sewer  extensions  and  so  forth  in  the  Winnipesaukee 
River  Valley  of  $164,000.  Some  of  the  major  points  that 
we  have  done  here,  we  have  kept  in  Old  Mill  1  in  Claremont 
for  $1.6  milHon,  Sky  Haven  Airport,  sometimes  known  as 
the  Bergeron  Memorial  Airport  of  $131,000,  equipment  for 
the  Vo-Tech  colleges  $840,000.  Also  in  the  area  of  the  Vo- 
Tech  colleges  is  General  Funds  for  energy  saving  project  to 
the  tune  of  $350,000.  Snow  making  on  Sunapee  and  Cannon 
Mountains,  $2.3  million.  We  include  this  because  we  feel 
that  the  poor  seasons  that  we  have  had  in  the  last  two  years 
that  both  Cannon  and  Sunapee  can  make  a  return  on  this 
investment.  A  Troop  E  barracks  where  we  have  bought  land 
at  the  last  session  and  prepared  a  site  over  on  Route  16,  I  be- 
Heve  in  the  White  Lake  Park  area,  $428,000.  Phase  II  of  the 
State  Prison  design,  $400,000.  Water  supply  and  pollution 
control,  hopefully  to  complete  the  Winnipesaukee  River  Basin 
Program,  $673,000.  To  the  University  System,  to  accom- 
pHsh  two  things,  to  continue  with  their  energy  saving  pro- 
jects at  the  University  and  to  start  a  program  of  making  their 
buildings  accessible  to  the  handicapped,  and  also  some  design 
money  for  an  addition  to  Barton  HaH,  $5,819,000.  In  General 
Repairs  and  Renovations,  $1.4  milHon.  This  in  essence  is  the 
way  we  look  at  HB  727,  have  amended  it  and  brought  it  before 
this  Senate  so  that  you  can  look  at  it  if  you  approve.  We  have 
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added  a  couple  of  sections  at  the  back  that  are  a  Httle  differ- 
ent than  the  capital  budgets  in  the  past.  If  you  look  at  page 
9,  about  halfway  down  the  page,  you  will  see  section  18, 
the  sale  of  the  Portsmouth  Vo-Tech  building  and  the  super- 
intendent's house  at  the  YDC.  We  anticipate  that  Stratham 
Vo-Tech  College,  the  one  that  is  known  as  the  Seacoast  Re- 
gional Vo-Tech  School  will  be  up  and  operating  within  a  year. 
I  believe  that  the  bids  if  not  in  now  will  be  within  the  week. 
After  that  building  has  been  vacated  and  the  school  moved 
to  the  new  location  in  Stratham  there  is  no  longer  any  need 
by  the  State  for  that  building  or  the  grounds.  So  we  put  in 
a  section  saying  that  as  soon  as  the  building  is  vacated  you 
put  it  up  for  sale.  The  money  received  from  that  sale  will 
go  back  to  pay  off  the  bonded  indebtedness.  The  same  is 
for  the  superintendent's  house  at  the  YDC.  This  house  has 
been  looked  at  by  several  in  Senate  Finance  and  they  found 
it  to  be  in  poor  condition  to  try  and  renovate,  there  is  one 
person  living  there  only  for  security  reasons,  one  of  the  people 
who  works  on  the  grounds.  We  feel  that  a  small  enough  acreage 
to  meet  the  zoning  in  Manchester,  and  the  building,  could  be 
sold  and  the  money  again  applied  against  the  bonded  indebted- 
ness of  the  state.  In  fact,  later  on  you  will  find  a  statement 
in  there  that  any  piece  of  land  or  buildings  now  state  owned 
and  sold,  the  money  received  will  be  appHed  against  the  bonded 
indebtedness  of  this  state.  When  I  mentioned  the  General 
Repairs,  if  you  look  on  page  10  starting  in  the  middle  of  the 
page,  Item  20,  we  have  lumped  together  many  items  that 
were  in  the  capital  budget  as  received  from  the  House  that 
are  generally  repair  items.  We  have  lumped  them  together  in 
one  general  item,  provided  them  with  $1.4  million  and  say 
to  the  comptroller  and  so  forth,  go  ahead  and  see  how  much 
of  this  stuff  you  can  get  done  under  the  bid  process  for  the 
amount  of  money  that  we  have  allotted  you.  Actually  this 
is  about  $100,000  more  than  the  total  figure  for  these  same 
projects  as  it  came  from  the  House,  so  we  feel  that  most  of 
these  projects  can  be  done.  Why  we  did  this  is  because  in 
the  past  we  have  had  many  roofmg  jobs,  in  fact  I  think  there 
are  two  in  there  now,  one  the  armory  roof  in  Manchester  and 
another  one  is  a  roof  in  the  boathouse  at  Lake  Winnipesaukee. 
One  bidder  who  is  interested  in  doing  roofs  could  bid  both 
jobs  at  the  same  time  and  get  both  of  them  accomplished. 
Throughout  the  Adjutant  General's  and  others  you  will  find 
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boiler  repairs  or  boiler  modifications,  these  are  now  so  that 
someone  in  that  business  could  bid  all  of  them  at  the  same 
time  without  having  to  put  in  separate  contracts  for  each 
one  of  these  jobs.  These  are  some  of  the  innovations  that 
we  tried  to  work  out  down  in  Finance  hoping  that  we  would 
be  able  to  get  cheaper,  quicker  bids  on  many  of  these  small 
repair  jobs.  I  will  try  to  answer  any  questions  that  the  Senators 
have. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  To  the  best  of  my  recollection,  about 
every  budget  for  the  past  35  years  has  had  money  in  it  to 
repair  the  roof  of  the  Manchester  armory.  I  hope  someday 
they  will  get  the  roof  repaired  so  that  it  won't  leak  or  else 
take  the  roof  off  altogether.

Sen.  Preston  moved  a  floor  amendment. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  rise  in  support  of  this  amendment  to 
the  capital  budget  HB  727  which  would  include  money  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  highway  garage  on  Route  106. 
This  is  the  so-called  Stickney  Avenue  Project.  It  would  allow 
the  sale  of  the  garage  over  on  Stickney  Avenue.  The  present 
highway  facility  is  indicated  by  some  to  be  inefficient  and 
outdated  both  in  the  costs  of  operating  and  the  service  it 
provides.  The  second  reason  I  support  this  project  is  it  gen- 
erates money  eventually  for  the  state,  additional  General 
Fund  revenues  and  highway  fund  revenues.  Section  2  of  my 
amendment  authorizes  the  city  of  Concord  to  act  as  a  broker 
for  the  state  to  sell  this  parcel  of  land  on  Stickney  Avenue 
once  all  of  the  facilities  are  relocated.  Once  that  site  is  com- 
mercially developed  to  it's  potential  it  is  estimated  that  the 
developed  site  could  generate  an  annual  basis  of  an  additional 
$660,000  in  various  taxes  such  as  rooms,  meals,  and  business 
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profits  revenues.  These  figures  are  based  on  projections  from 
the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue  Administration, 
and  the  New  Hampshire  Hospitality  Association.  I  would 
like  to  emphasis  to  the  members  of  the  Senate  that  this  amend- 
ment today  is  not  identical  to  that  portion  of  the  capital 
budget  which  was  taken  out  by  the  Senate  Finance  Com- 
mittee today.  The  difference  is  in  the  footnote  which  sets 
up  the  procedures  of  the  disposal  of  the  land  on  Stickney 
Avenue  once  the  site  has  been  cleared.  Section  2  of  my  amend- 
ment is  different  from  that  original  footnote.  Additionally 
it  will  require  that  the  Governor  and  Council  must  approve 
the  sale.  I  beheve  this  amendment  will  ensure  the  state  re- 
ceives absolute  top  dollar  for  the  sale  of  the  land.  This  is  the 
concern  that  was  expressed  within  the  budget  committee. 
I  strongly  urge  you  to  support  this  amendment.  It  is  needed 
now.  It  can  be  built  at  less  money  today  than  it  will  be  in 
the  future.  And  I  think  it  will  assist  the  city  of  Concord  in 
broadening  of  their  tax  base. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  rise  in  opposition.  I  would  like 
to  have  the  Senate  know  that  I  talked  with  City  Manager 
Smith  last  evening.  I  have  also  been  talking  with  the  Mayor. 
I  want  the  Senate  to  know  that  this  morning  I  went  up  and 
looked  at  that  garage.  I  think  that  garage  is  good  for  another 
five  years  if  not  more.  I  feel  that  seeing  that  the  Public  Works 
Department  has  been  in  such  a  large  deficit,  and  seeing  how 
hard  it  is  this  year  to  pick  up  revenue  because  after  all  we 
do  need  Public  Works  money  in  order  to  be  able  to  take  care 
of  maintenance  of  our  highways,  we  need  funds  to  continue 
construction  that  is  now  going  on  throughout  the  state,  and 
now  I  voted  for  a  3  cent  increase  in  the  taxes  which  I  didn't 
want  to  vote  for.  But  I  voted  because  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment was  in  need  of  funds.  And  now  here  we  are,  we 
are  being  asked  to  spend  this  money  for  a  new  garage  that 
we  don't  need  at  the  present  time.  If  we  were  loaded  with 
Public  Works  funds  then  I  would  say  fine,  lets  do  Concord 
a  big  favor  and  lets  see  if  we  can't  make  an  exchange  and 
build  that  garage  in  another  place.  Today  we  haven't  got  funds 
and  therefore  if  we  haven't  got  the  funds  then  I  think  we 
ought  to  wait  at  least  another  4  years  before  we  start  talking 
about  spending  highway  funds. 

SEN.  RICE:  I  rise  in  support  of  Sen.  Preston's  amendment. 
I  would  like  to  remind  the  Senate  that  maybe  Sen.  Lam  on- 
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tagne  and  myself  have  seen  different  garages.  I  have  also  been 
to  that  garage  and  I  don't  think  there  is  any  question  of  its 
inefficiency.  I  think  there  is  a  legitimate  need  for  a  modem, 
efficient  structure.  Equally  important,  granted,  as  a  Senator 
from  Concord  I  am  aware  that  38%  of  all  of  the  property 
in  this  community  is  tax  exempt.  I  think  that  this  bill  pro- 
vides us  with  an  opportunity  at  this  time  to  not  only  alleviate 
some  of  the  problems  that  the  city  of  Concord  has  had,  but 
will  allow  property  to  be  developed  that  is  going  to  bring 
additional  revenue  to  the  city  as  well  as  the  state,  and  cer- 
tainly can  provide  us  with  a  new  garage  that  is  going  to  be 
more  efficient  and  certainly,  obviously,  at  less  cost  now  than 
if  it  were  done  4  or  5  years  from  now.  I  urge  your  support. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  I  oppose  this  amendment  coming  before 
us.  Let  me  add  that  I  think  I  have  the  history  of  Stickney 
Avenue's  garage  better  than  any  Senator  in  this  chamber.  I 
have  been  in  on  it  from  the  very,  very  beginning.  If  you  re- 
member right,  it  started  out  when  the  old  traffic  division 
garage  down  at  Stickney  Avenue  burned  some  4  or  5  years 
ago.  At  that  time  we  were  going  to  design  a  new  replacement 
building  between  Stickney  Avenue  and  1-93,  on  state  owned 
land.  The  city  .of  Concord  opposed  that  building,  opposed 
that  building  in  public  hearings.  Why?  Because  they  said  that 
the  top  of  that  building  would  obscure  the  view  of  the  capital 
building  and  the  rest  of  Concord  in  this  area  from  people 
traveling  up  and  down  1-93.  That  was  their  reason.  Later  on 
this  Senate  and  the  House  passed  to  the  capital  budget  two 
years  ago  plans  and  working  drawings  to  put  a  Department 
of  Education  building  on  Hazen  Drive.  What  came  next?  Im- 
mediately the  city  of  Concord  didn't  want  the  Education 
Department  going  out  of  the  city  of  Concord  onto  Hazen 
Drive,  so  they  opposed  it.  They  opposed  it  in  every  way  they 
could.  This  was  going  to  be  the  basis  of  the  reconstruction 
down  by  the  garages  now,  we  were  to  tear  down  the  garage 
and  put  the  education  building  down  there.  Well  when  we 
studied  that  in  the  Office  Space  Study  Committee,  it  was 
only  going  to  cost  us  between  $200,000  to  $400,000  more 
to  redesign  that  building  so  it  would  fit  in  to  theh  plans  down 
on  Stickney  Avenue.  Twice  that  was  brought  up  in  the  Office 
Space  Study  Committee.  Twice.  Both  times  it  was  turned 
down  by  that  committee  which  is  composed  of  members 
of  both  the  House  and  the  Senate.  Then  we  began  discussing 
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where  we  would  put  the  new  traffic  division,  again  Concord 
didn't  want  it  to  go  down  on  Stickney  Avenue.  So  we  made 
a  search  of  the  city  to  find  out  where  we  could  best  put  it. 
One  of  the  places  we  looked  at  was  part  of  the  farm  that 
is  attached  to  the  prison.  But  the  people  of  Concord  who 
Uve  in  that  area,  no  way,  no  way  did  they  want  the  heavy 
trucks  and  so  forth  that  go  with  the  traffic  division,  coming 
down  the  main  streets  of  Concord.  We  looked  at  other  areas 
out  on  Clinton  Street,  out  towards  the  Shea  farm,  again  the 
city  of  Concord  opposed  it  because  no  way  did  they  want 
us  using  state-owned  land  out  there  and  to  allow  those  heavy 
trucks  to  have  to  come  through  the  city  of  Concord.  We  found, 
after  a  while,  a  willing  seller  out  on  the  Sheep  Davis  Road. 
We  got  a  piece  of  land  out  there  and  everything  is  going  ahead 
now  to  establish  that  traffic  division  only  on  the  Sheep  Davis 
Road.  This  is  what  Concord's  plan  is  now,  to  tear  down  a 
building  on  Stickney  Avenue  which  everyone,  except  the 
last  speaker,  has  agreed  has  got  anywhere  from  5  to  15  years 
more  life.  Tear  it  down,  turn  over  the  cleaned  off  area  to 
the  city  of  Concord,  then  go  out  on  the  Sheep  Davis  Road 
and  expend  almost  $6  million  to  build  a  new,  and  they  say 
more  efficient,  garage.  Funny  thing  is  most  of  the  employees 
down  there  in  the  garage  figure  that  they  have  a  good  working 
garage  down  on  Stickney  Avenue  right  now  and  don't  under- 
stand why  we  should  build  a  new  one.  Commissioner  Clements 
is  not  in  favor  of  this.  Of  course,  as  Commissioner  he  isn't 
going  to  say  one  way  or  the  other  in  a  public  hearing,  whether 
he  is  for  or  against  a  bill  that  might  give  him  some  new  build- 
ings. Basically  he  says  that  that  building  is  good  for  5  to  15 
more  years.  This  is  where  Stickney  Avenue  now  sits.  Concord 
has  a  very  nice  architect's  or  artist's  drawing  of  what  they 
might  put  in  down  there,  they  have  nothing.  I  think  anyone 
who  goes  out  Route  4  right  now  understands  the  traffic 
problem  down  Bridge  Street  under  the  overpass  on  1-93  and 
on  beyond  until  they  can  get  out  on  Loudon  Road.  It  can 
be  possible  and  probably  many  of  you  have  been  there,  that 
all  four  lights  can  stop  you  one  right  after  the  other.  They 
have  no  plans  whatsoever  of  correcting  the  traffic  problem 
that  now  exists  with  Stickney  Avenue  and  Bridge  Street. 
When  they  come  up  with  some  plans  and  show  us  definitely 
that  it  is  feasible  and  have  a  developer  in  hand,  they  only 
think  they  have  a  developer.  They  have  no  one  they  can  come 
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forward  with  at  this  time.  When  they  can  come  up  with  some 
one  who  says  yes  I  will  develop  this  area,  I  will  be  doing  this 
and  doing  that,  and  have  something  besides  an  artist's  con- 
ception, I  will  stand  on  this  floor  and  plea  for  them,  but  until 
they  do,  no  way  will  I  vote  for  this  amendment. 

Sen.  Wiggins  moved  the  previous  question. 
Adopted. 

Roll  Call  requested  by  Sen.  Rice. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Boyer. 

The  following  Senators  voted  yes:  Blaisdell,  Mann,  Stabile, 
Boyer,  Kelly,  Rice,  Stephen,  Champagne,  Lessard,  Preston, 
and  Splaine. 

The  following  Senators  voted  no:  Lamontagne,  Conley, 
Freese,  Hough,  Bergeron,  Chandler,  Wiggins,  Monier,  Podles, 
Sanborn,  and  Brown. 

1 1  yeas     1 1  nays 

Motion  failed. 

Sen.  Boyer  moved  a  floor  amendment. 

SEN.  BOYER:  We  offer  this  amendment  to  subparagraph 
4-b  of  Section  1  of  HB  727  by  striking  out  same  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  all  those  items  listed,  but  in  addition  thereto 
a  classroom  laboratory  and  cafeteria  additions  and  renova- 
tions to  the  amount  of  $2,494,762.  I  would  like  to  speak 
to  that  motion. 

This  project,  namely  the  $2  milUon  plus,  was  originally 
included  in  the  Governor's  capital  budget  book  for  the  1981 
Legislative  Session.  In  1979  this  Legislature  allocated  $201,600 
for  preparation  of  working  drawings  and  specifications.  This 
phase  is  now  complete.  As  the  project  is  indicated  it  is  cur- 
rently budgeted  at  around  $2,494,700,  if  construction  is 
held  up  for  an  additional  two  years  it  is  estimated  that  infla- 
tion will  add  over  another  $800,000  to  the  cost  or  another 
30%,  increasing  the  total  cost  of  this  project  to  well  over 
$3  million.  Originally  this  project  was  submitted  to  this  Legis- 
lature in  the  1976-77  capital  budget.  The  need  of  the  project 
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is  indicated  by  the  enrollment  of  this  school  which  is  in  the 
fastest  growing  part  of  the  state  and  one  of  the  most  heavily 
industrialized  parts  of  the  state.  In  the  fall  the  enrollment 
of  the  school  was  369  full-time  students  and  365  full-time 
and  part-time  day  students.  The  building  is  designed  for  250 
students.  The  evening  division  currently  enrolls  over  900  to 
1000  students  four  evenings  a  week.  We  ask  that  the  Senate 
approve  this  amendment  because  of  the  additional  cost  of 
delaying  this  another  two  years,  right  now  the  Vo-Tech  col- 
lege is  overtaxed  in  terms  of  students. 

SEN.  KELLY:  I  rise  to  concur  and  further  back  up  the 
remarks  of  Sen.  Boyer  from  Nashua.  As  a  person  interested 
in  education  and  having  visited  the  Nashua  Vo-Tech  School 
I  am  very  impressed  with  the  work  that  they  do  and  the  type 
of  individuals  that  they  turn  out  into  the  community,  they 
become  productive  and  useful  people.  I  can  only  encourage 
that  my  fellow  Senators  go  along  with  this  amendment. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Sen.  Boyer,  could  you  tell  us  why 
this  amendment  has  been  introduced  at  this  late  hour  and 
why  it  wasn't  referred  to  Finance? 

SEN.  BOYER:  It  was  my  understanding  that  I  had  given 
it  to  another  Senator  and  it  was  submitted  to  Finance.  I  can't 
explain  why  we  are  getting  it  at  this  late  hour  except  that 
this  is  the  first  time  that  HB  727  has  appeared  on  the  floor 
for  debate.  I  wasn't  going  to  submit  this  amendment  at  any 
earlier  time.  But  it  was  submitted  to  Finance. 

SEN.  STABILE:  The  Nashua  Vocational-Technical  Insti- 
tution is  one  of  the  finest  state  institutions  on  the  Vo-Tech 
system.  We  are  running  at  about  140%  capacity  right  now. 
Part  of  this  appropriation  is  to  further  expand  the  classroom 
facihties  and  the  shop  faciUties  for  the  ever-expanding  indus- 
try in  the  southern  tier.  We  have  industry  coming  into  Nashua 
but  we  don't  have  the  labor,  we  don't  have  the  skilled  labor. 
We  have  people  coming  out  of  the  high  schools  and  we  have 
inadequate  vocational-technical  programs  in  the  high  schools. 
Our  only  hope  for  industry  down  there  and  to  continue  to 
expand  our  industry  is  if  we  can  have  a  place  to  train  them 
in  the  Nashua  area.  Before  this  amendment  was  brought  up 
we  sat  and  we  met  with  Ingersoll  Rand,  Improved  Machinery, 
we  met  with  a  whole  series  of  industry  who  implored  to  us 
that  without  skilled  labor  they  couldn't  continue  to  expand 
their  companies.  If  they  can't  continue  to  expand  their  com- 
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panies  in  Southern  New  Hampshire,  we  are  going  to  lose  that 
8%  business  profits  tax.  The  business  profits  tax  is  still  the 
largest  revenue  producer  fthe  State  of  New  Hampshire  has. 
I  believe  you  will  find  that  this  expenditure,  although  it  may 
be  very  large,  is  an  investment  in  the  future  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

SEN.  MANN:  This  amendment  did  come  before  Senate 
Finance  on  or  about  May  20th,  by  Sen.  Boyer,  Stabile  and 
Kelly,  and  I  do  agree  that  it  is  probably  one  of  the  most  needed 
additions  of  any  Vo-Tech  school.  I  have  a  problem  though 
with  the  amendment,  it  needs  more  funding.  It  needs  to  have 
another  $35,000  in  it  for  the  clerk  of  the  works.  This  was 
told  to  the  Senators  who  presented  it  to  Finance  and  appar- 
ently it  hasn't  been  done  in  the  present  amendment.  Without 
that  I  doubt  very  much  that  it  could  be  built.  I  think  that 
at  this  period  of  time  to  go  for  $3  million  into  the  capital 
budget  would  probably  jeopardize  the  capital  budget,  put 
it  over  the  debt  limit  as  far  as  we  are  concerned,  so  I  think 
we  should  kind  of  table  this  until  the  next  session,  and  God 
willing  if  I  am  here,  I  shall  be  the  main  supporter  of  this. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Will  this  bill  be  referred  to  Finance? 

SEN.  MONIER:  No  because  it  is  an  amendment  to  one 
that  Finance  has  already  sent  out. 

SEN.  BROWN:  Sen.  Sanborn,  you  have  been  the  Chairman 
of  the  capital  budget  for  a  number  of  years  now  and  I  don't 
know  of  anyone  who  is  more  acquainted  or  more  familiar 
than  you  are  with  it.  If  you  would,  I  would  like  to  have  you 
tell  me  what  the  bonded  indebtedness  is  in  this  state  and 
how  fast  it  is  growing  and  what  effect  it  has  in  relation  to 
the  operational  budget. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  I  think  that  I  gave  at  the  beginning  of 
HB  727  what  our  bonded  indebtedness  was  about  at  that 
period.  Our  bonded  indebtedness  right  now  is  somewhere 
in  the  vicinity  of  $1,000,100,000  plus  what  we  have  added 
this  year,  which  wUl  be  coming  up  close  to  $1,200,000.  What 
this  will  add  is  another  approximately  $6  rriillion.  I  realize 
that  I  have  probably  backed  Vo-Tech  schools  stronger  than 
practically  any  Senator  on  this  floor.  I  am  very  much  in  favor 
of  them,  but  how  this  affects  the  operating  budget  is  some- 
thing else.  They  don't  ever  stop  and  think  of  that.  The  bonded 
indebtedness  must  be  paid  off,  it  must  be  paid  off  from  the 
General  Funds.  This  is  going  to  add  approximately  one  half 
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a  million  dollars  a  year  of  repayment  to  our  present  operating 
budget.  This  year  we  haven't  got  it.  Very  bluntly,  we  haven't 
got  it.  Maybe  four  years  down  the  road  or  two  years  down 
the  road  we  may  have  a  change  from  the  present  economic 
conditions  of  this  state  but  until  we  do  we  haven't  got  it. 

SEN.  STABILE:  Sen.  Sanborn,  while  we  are  talking  about 
bonded  indebtedness.  How  much  will  the  bonded  indebtedness 
be  on  the  State  Prison  project  that  was  proposed? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Basically  we  are  under  some  court  orders 
on  that  and  I  think  it  was  an  amount  of  only  $400,000. 

SEN.  STABILE:  But  how  much  is  the  total  cost  of  the 
project? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Probably  when  we  finish  that  project, 
some  years  down  the  road,  it  may  amount  to  quite  a  few 
million  dollars.  But  again  we  are  under  basic  court  orders 
to  do  it  because  of  the  Laaman  case. 

SEN.  STABILE:  Would  you  believe  about  $44  million? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  It  could,  give  or  take  a  few  million. 

SEN.  STABILE:  I  don't  mean  this  any  other  way  but  posi- 
tively objectively.  What  is  more  important,  the  industry  and 
education  of  the  people  that  we  are  putting  into  our  indus- 
tries which  are  the  lifeblood  of  the  very  financial  backbone 
of  this  state  and  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  that  or  looking 
at  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State  Prison  expansion? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  The  only  problem  that  we  have  there. 
Senator,  is  this,  you  may  have  heard  of  the  famous  Laaman 
case  and  a  few  others  that  we  have  had  against  the  wardens 
of  our  prison  in  the  past.  The  courts  have  come  out  in  favor 
of  them  and  say  we  have  to  make  them  more  habitable.  Every- 
thing in  the  courts  today,  as  you  may  know,  leans  towards 
the  prisoner  not  toward  the  pubUc  that  they  have  injured. 
Accordingly,  being  under  court  order,  we  have  to  make  changes. 
If  once  the  courts  would  come  out  and  go  the  other  way, 
we  wouldn't  have  to  have  the  prison  the  way  it  is. 

SEN.  STABILE:  Would  you  believe  it  appalls  me,  although 
I  understand  what  you  are  saying,  it  appalls  me  that  this  state 
has  to  go  out  and  spend  money  in  that  fashion,  by  court  order, 
and  we  can't  educate  the  people  and  put  the  money  to  expand 
our  industry  in  this  state,  to  continue  to  expand  the  very  life- 
blood  of  our  system? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Senator,  let  me  tell  you,  it  appalls  me 
also,   but   we   have   to   spend   approximately  $12,000  a  year 
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for  each  prisoner  who  is  in  prison  and  we  can't  put  it  into 
education.  But  as  I  say  there  is  one  of  the  things.  Now,  to 
go  into  this  a  httle  bit  further,  don't  forget  $400,000  that 
we  have  to  pay  off  in  indebtedness  also  can  be  going  into 
the  group  homes,  it  could  be  going  into  the  various  nursing 
homes  that  you,  I  and  every  member  of  this  Senate  have  re- 
ceived an  avalanche  of  letters  about.  This  is  the  only  thing, 
if  we  had  the  money  in  the  operating  budget  and  it  was  a 
positive  time,  I  would  have  no  problem. 

Sen.  Wiggins  moved  the  previous  question. 
Adopted. 

Amendment  failed. 

HB  727,  ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  850-FN,  relative  to  the  development  of  hydro-energy 
production  facilities  by  the  water  resources  board  and  the 
approval  of  excavation  and  dredging  by  the  wetlands  board. 
Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Hough  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  HOUGH:  The  amendment  to  HB  850-FN  increases 
the  already  existing  bonding  authority  of  the  water  resources 
board  from  $2  to  $5  milUon  and  will  allow  the  water  resources 
board  to  enter  into  the  activity  of  bonding  for  hydro  projects 
in  the  small  streams.  This  is  an  energy-producing  activity 
and  we  feel  that  it  is  an  activity  that  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire should  get  into  at  this  time. 

Amendment  to  HB  850-FN 

Amend  RS A  48 1 : 1 9  as  inserted  by  section  7  of  the  bill 
by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

481:19  Bonds  Guaranteed.  The  governor  and  council  are 
hereby  authorized  in  the  name  of  the  state  to  guarantee,  in  a 
manner  as  they  may  determine,  the  payment  of  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  bonds  to  be 
issued  by  the  corporation  under  RSA  481,  whether  or  not 
the  bonds  are  secured  by  a  first,  junior  or  other  lien  upon 
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revenues  from  projects.  The  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
bonded  indebtedness  so  guaranteed  shall  not  be  in  excess 
of  $5,000,000.  The  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  state  shall 
be  pledged  to  the  performance  of  the  guarantee  by  the  state. 
If  the  corporation  defaults  in  payment  of  interest  or  prin- 
cipal upon  any  of  the  bonds  so  guaranteed  by  the  state,  the 
governor,  after  receiving  the  approval  of  the  council,  is  author- 
ized to  draw  his  warrant  for  said  sums  out  of  any  money  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  for  the  payment 
of  the  interest  or  principal  to  the  extent  of  the  guarantee. 
Sums  so  paid  shall  be  recoverable  from  the  corporation. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  140,  relative  to  sunset  review  of  the  New  Hampshire 
retirement  system.  Ought  to  pass.  Sen.  Sanborn  for  the  com- 
mittee. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Basically  HB  140  is  a  sunset  review  of 
the  New  Hampshire  retirement  system.  What  the  bill  does  is 
it  reestabUshes  the  retirement  system  as  it  is  with  some  small 
exceptions.  It  clarified  who  belongs  in  Group  2  and  in  Group 
1.  Senate  Finance  reviewed  it,  they  thought  that  they  did 
a  very  good  job  of  straightening  out  problems  through  the 
years  that  have  been  between  Group  1  and  Group  2  in  the 
retirement  system,  and  we  urge  passage. 

Adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  459-FN,  relative  to  cost  of  living  increases  in  the  New 
Hampshire  retirement  system  and  making  an  appropriation 
therefor.  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Hough  for 
the  committee. 

SEN.  HOUGH:  HB  459-FN,  HB  755-FN  and  HB  705-FN 
are  all  retirement  bills.  They  all  have  to  do  with  cost  of  living 
increases  for  retired  pubHc  employees  in  the  New  Hampshire 
Retirement  System.  In  the  interest  of  brevity  I  will  tell  you 
that  principally  what  the  amendments  do  is  to  proceed  into 
a  new  area  of  financing  the  cost  of  living  increase.  The  amend- 
ment is  a  technical  amendment  in  that  it  terms  what  came 
over  from  the  House  as  terminal  finance  agreed.  It  terms  that 
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to  one-year  term  basis  of  financing.  I  have  been  concerned 
with  the  retirement  system  for  the  last  ten  years.  I  have  spent 
a  good  deal  of  time  looking  into  it.  I  feel  I  have  a  comfort- 
able understanding  of  how  it  should  work.  I  was  very  skeptical 
of  this  new  concept.  The  Legislative  Budget  Assistant's  office 
has  spent  hours  on  reviewing,  clarifying,  checking,  substanti- 
ating, this.  I  have  discussed  this  with  them.  I  am  now  con- 
vinced that  it  does  not  affect  the  integrity  of  the  entire  re- 
tirement fund.  It  allows  us  to  give  cost  of  living  increases  to 
retired  state  employees.  The  money  to  do  this  will  be  on 
the  interest  of  the  retirement  fund  versus  a  direct  appropria- 
tion from  the  General  Fund.  I  will  be  happy  to  answer  any 
questions.  I  would  request  that  you  support  the  amendment 
and  pass  this  bill  so  that  our  retired  state  employees  can  have 
a  cost  of  living  increase  in  the  new  biennium. 

Amendment  to  HB  459 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

AN  ACT 

relative  to  cost  of  living  increases  in  the 

New  Hampshire  retirement  system  and  members 

of  the  general  court  who  became  members 

of  the  retirement  system. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

2  Funding  of  Death  and  Disabilities  Benefits  on  a  One  Year 
Term  Basis.  Amend  RSA  100-A:16,  11(d)  (supp)  as  inserted 
by  1967,  134:1  as  amended  by  striking  out  said  subparagraph 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

(d)  Commencing  with  the  date  of  establishment  and  until 
the  amount  of  the  unfunded  accrued  liability  has  been  estab- 
lished, the  board  of  trustees  shall  determine  the  percentage 
normal  contribution  rate  on  account  of  each  member  classi- 
fication as  the  uniform  and  constant  percentage  of  the  eamable 
compensation  of  the  average  new  entrant  member  which,  if 
contributed  on  the  basis  of  his  earnable  compensation  through- 
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out  his  entire  period  of  active  service,  would  be  sufficient 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  any  state  annuity  payable  on 
his  account  for  contributions  by  the  employer.  Commencing 
with  the  valuation  as  of  June  30,  1969,  the  percentage  normal 
contribution  rate  shall  be  determined  after  each  actuarial 
valuation  as  the  rate  percent  of  eamable  compensation  of 
all  members  obtained  by  deducting  from  the  total  liabihties 
of  the  state  annuity  accumulation  fund  on  account  of  each 
member  classification  the  amount  of  unfunded  accrued  liabihty 
and  the  total  amount  of  the  funds  in  hand  to  the  credit  of 
the  respective  member  classifications  in  that  fund  and  dividing 
the  remainder  by  one  percent  of  the  value  of  future  compen- 
sation of  all  members  within  the  appropriate  member  classifi- 
cation, except  that  in  the  case  of  death  and  disabiHty  benefits 
as  provided  by  RSA  100-A:6,  100-A:8,  and  100-A:9,  such 
funding  shall  be  determined  on  a  one  year  term  basis.  Until 
the  actuarial  valuation  as  of  June  30,  1969,  has  been  prepared, 
the  normal  contribution  rate  for  employee  members  shall  be 
3-2/10  percent,  for  teacher  members  shall  be  V-h  percent,  for 
permanent  policemen  members  shall  be  one  percent,  and  for 
permanent  firemen  members  shall  be  one  percent.  Commencing 
with  the  valuation  as  of  June  30,  1977,  the  actuary  in  deter- 
mining the  percentage  normal  contribution  rate,  may  include 
a  projection  of  the  membership,  eamable  compensation  and 
assets  of  the  retirement  system  from  the  valuation  date  to 
the  beginning  of  the  year  to  which  such  percentage  normal 
contribution  rate  is  appHcable. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  4  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

4  Application.  The  increase  in  the  retirement  allowance 
rate  for  group  I  and  group  II  members  created  by  the  amend- 
ment of  RSA  100-A:42-b,  II  contained  in  section  one  of  this 
act,  and  the  reserves  created  to  provide  funding  for  death  and 
disability  benefits  on  a  one  year  term  basis  by  the  amend- 
ment of  RSA  100-A:16,  11(d)  contained  in  section  2  of  this 
act  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  for  the  biennium  ending 
June  30,  1983.  Beginning  July  1,  1983,  the  provisions  of 
RSA  100-A:42-b,  II  and  RSA  100-A:16,  11(d)  prior  to  their 
amendment  by  this  act  shall  once  again  become  effective. 
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Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  5  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

5  Services  in  General  Court  Recognized.  Amend  RSA  100- 
A:4  by  inserting  after  paragraph  V  the  following  new  para- 
graph: 

VI.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  law,  any  mem- 
ber who  is  a  state  employee  and  who  served  as  a  member  of 
the  general  court  prior  to  becoming  a  member  of  the  retire- 
ment system  shall,  provided  said  member  is  employed  by 
the  state  for  at  least  3  years,  be  credited  with  one  year  of 
creditable  service  for  each  year  or  portion  thereof  that  said 
member  was  a  member  of  the  general  court;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  credit  shall  not  exceed  the  number  of  years 
that  said  member  is  employed  by  the  state. 

6  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect  July  1 ,  1981 . 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  755-FN,  merging  the  NH  permanent  firemens'  retire- 
ment system  with  the  New  Hampshire  retirement  system  on 
the  condition  that  terminal  funding  for  disabiUty  retirement, 
accidental  death,  and  ordinary  death  benefits  is  adopted. 
Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Hough  for  the  com- 
mittee. 

SEN.  HOUGH:  This  bill  has  to  do  with  retired  fireman. 
It  allows  them  to  move  from  one  group  into  another.  The 
amendment  has  to  do  with  correcting  the  concept  of  terminal 
funding  to  a  one-year  term  basis.  This  is  not  a  charge  against 
the  direct  General  Fund  in  this  biennium.  I  urge  you  pass  this. 

Amendment  to  HB  755-FN 

Amend  the  RSA  100-A:36-e  as  inserted  by  section  one  of 
the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

1 00-A : 36-e  Merger  of  New  Hampshire  Permanent  Firemen's 
Retirement  System.  Effective  January  1,  1982,  the  New  Hamp- 
shire permanent  firemen's  retirement  system,  as  provided  by 
RSA  102,  shall  be  merged  into  and  become  a  part  of  the  New 
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Hampshire  retirement  system.  All  actively  employed  members 
and  inactive  members  in  the  New  Hampshire  permanent  fire- 
men's retirement  system  on  December  31,  1981,  may  elect, 
by  filing  with  the  board  of  trustees  on  a  form  prescribed  by 
the  board,  to  continue  to  earn  benefits  and  to  make  contri- 
butions in  accordance  with  RSA  102.  Said  election  must 
be  filed  on  or  before  October  31,  1981.  Such  members  in 
the  New  Hampshire  permanent  firemen's  retirement  system 
on  December  31,  1981,  who  do  not  make  such  election  shall 
become  firemen  members  of  group  II  and  shall  make  contri- 
butions as  provided  in  RSA  100-A:16  and,  at  the  time  of 
retirement,  death,  disability  or  termination,  shall  be  con- 
sidered to  have  been  full  firemen  members  of  group  II  under 
RSA  100-A  for  the  entire  periods  of  their  creditable  service 
under  either  system  and  may  be  eiligible  for  all  benefits  pro- 
vided under  RSA  100-A  for  firemen  members  of  group  II. 
All  retired  members  and  beneficiaries  who  are  receiving  or 
are  eligible  to  receive  benefits  under  RSA  102  as  of  December 
31,  1981,  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  from  the  New  Hamp- 
shire retirement  system,  but  in  accordance  with  the  payment 
provisions  and  restrictions  of  the  New  Hampshire  permanent 
firemen's  retirement  system.  All  assets  and  liabiHties  under 
the  New  Hampshire  permanent  firemen's  retirement  system 
are  hereby  transferred  to  the  New  Hampshire  retirement 
system.  The  rules  and  provisions  of  the  New  Hampshire  per- 
manent firemen's  retirement  system  shall  hereby  be  considered 
a  part  of  the  rules  and  provisions  of  the  New  Hampshire  retire- 
ment system  for  purposes  of  administering  this  section. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  section  1  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2  Funding.  The  benefits  provided  for  in  section  1  of  this  act 
shall  be  funded  out  of  the  reserve  created  by  funding  on  a  one 
year  term  basis  the  benefits  provided  for  in  RSA  100-A: 6, 
100-A:8,  and  100-A:9.  In  the  event  that  HB  459,  "An  Act 
relative  to  cost  of  living  increases  in  the  New  Hampshire  retire- 
ment system,"  which  provides  for  funding  on  a  one  year  term 
basis  the  benefits  provided  for  in  RSA  100-A:6,  100-A:8,  and 
100-A: 9  does  not  become  law,  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be 
null  and  void. 

3  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect  July  1 ,  1981 . 
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Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  705-FN,  providing  a  lump  sum  refund  for  group  I 
members  of  the  New  Hampshire  retirement  system.  Ought  to 
pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Hough  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  HOUGH:  On  this  final  retirement  bill  my  remarks 
on  the  preceding  bills  still  apply.  We  urge  you  to  pass  it.  This 
is  not  a  direct  charge  against  the  General  Fund  in  this  biennium. 

Amendment  to  HB  705-FN 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

AN  ACT 

providing  a  lump  sum  refund  for  group  I  members  of  the 

New  Hampshire  retirement  system  on  the  condition  that  funding 

on  a  one  year  term  basis  is  adopted  for  disability  retirement, 

accidental  death,  and  ordinary  death  benefits. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

2  Funding.  The  benefits  provided  for  in  section  1  of  this  act 
shall  be  funded  out  of  the  reserves  created  by  funding  on  a  one 
year  term  basis  the  benefits  provided  for  in  RSA  100-A:6,  100- 
A:8,  and  100-A:9.  In  the  event  that  HB  459,  "An  Act  relative 
to  cost  of  living  increase  in  the  New  Hampshire  retirement 
system,"  which  provides  for  funding  on  a  one  year  term  basis 
the  benefits  provided  for  in  RSA  100-A:6,  100-A:8,  and  100- 
A:9  does  not  become  law,  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be  null 
and  void. 

3  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect  July  1,  1981 . 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  171-FN,  providing  for  the  phasing  out  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire crime  commission  and  making  an  appropriation  for  certain 
matching  funds.  Ought  to  pass.  Sen.  Preston  for  the  committee. 
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SEN.  PRESTON:  This  continues  the  crime  commission 
until  June  of  1982  for  the  purpose  of  winding  up  its  affairs 
or  until  such  time  as  the  federal  funds  are  exhausted.  It  allows 
it  to  continue  principally  the  on-going  programs  for  children 
and  youth. 

Adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

RULES  SUSPENSION 

Sen.  Bergeron  moved  that  the  rules  of  the  Senate  be  so  far 
suspended  as  to  allow  committee  reports  on  HB  233,  HB  336, 
and  HB  482  without  previous  notice  in  the  calendar. 

Adopted. 

HB  233,  relative  to  restrictions  on  advertising  devices  on 
the  federal  aid  secondary  highway  system  and  providing  for 
farm  signs  in  outdoor  advertising  control  areas.  Ought  to  pass. 
Sen.  Mann  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  MANN:  This  bill  was  referred  to  Senate  Finance.  It 
has  basically  no  money  on  it.  It  relieves  the  restrictions  on 
farmers  putting  out  signs  to  advertise  things  like  corn  and 
their  home  produce.  It  has  no  money  connected  with  it  what- 
soever. 

Adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  336,  relative  to  providing  a  capital  appropriation  for 
the  poUce  standards  and  training  council  faciUty.  Ought  to 
pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Sanborn  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Basically  what  the  amendment  does  is 
it  was  more  or  less  requested  by  the  bond  council  to  have 
the  words  in  soUd  that  the  money  will  first  be  used  from 
the  penalty  assessment  fund  to  pay  off  the  bonded  indebted- 
ness on  the  new  building,  insure  that  the  money  is  sufficient 
to  operate  the  new  building,  and  then  any  money  that  is  left 
over  with  the  consent  of  the  Fiscal  Committee  of  the  General 
Court  may  be  used  for  such  things  as  training  guards  at  the 
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Prison.  Although  those  words  aren't  actually  in  there  that 
is  what  is  meant.  We  could  use  some  of  the  money  if  it  is 
left  over  after  the  operation  is  paid  for,  after  the  bonded 
indebtedness  and  interest  is  paid  for,  then  we  might  allow 
to  train  some  of  the  guards  at  the  Prison  or  at  the  county 
jails  or  in  probation. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  I  was  at  this  point  right  now  going  to 
offer  an  amendment  but  quite  honestly  I  haven't  even  heard 
an  explanation  on  the  floor  as  to  what  this  bill  does.  But  I 
have  heard  rumors  to  the  effect  that  it  creates  a  police  standards 
and  training  school.  What  happened  here  is  HB  336  came 
in  from  the  House  with  the  recommendation  on  a  particular 
location.  I  just  want  to  make  one  thing  absolutely  clear  for 
the  record  and  that  is  that  a)  I  do  fully  support  a  facihty 
for  the  police  standards  and  training  council,  and  b)  I  did 
in  fact,  and  was  involved  in  the  original  penalty  assessment 
funding  mechanism  in  this  body,  but  I  have  a  problem.  As 
I  sat  in  Senate  Finance  at  a  public  hearing  this  bill  was  heard. 
We  also  received  testimony  on  an  alternate  proposal  site. 
The  bill  as  given  to  us  calls  for  an  appropriation  in  one  form 
or  another  and  an  expenditure  of  approximately  $2.1  million. 
An  alternate  proposal  simply  stated  to  us  that  with  an  ex- 
penditure of  somewhere  between  $500,000  and  $600,000 
the  poHce  standards  and  training  council  could  have  a  full 
fledged  facility  and  a  facility  fully  operable  by  October  1  of 
this  year.  There  has  been  some  concern  as  to  the,  and  inci- 
dentally Mr.  Chairman  I  had  a  full  file,  pictures  of  the  facility 
up  at  Austin-Cate  Academy  with  the  buildings,  and  for  some 
unknown  and  mysterious  reason  the  file  has  disappeared. 
Now  I  don't  really  understand  that  but  it  is  gone.  But  if  I 
can  explain  a  little  bit  to  you  we  have  basically  seven  build- 
ings up  there,  some  work  does  need  to  be  done.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  had  a  general  contractor  that  only  does  work 
for  the  school  but  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  as  well, 
and  they  have  said  that  to  put  that  school  in  operation  would 
cost  approximately  $155,000  for  restorations.  The  problem 
with  the  proposal  is  that  some  members  of  the  committee 
felt  they  did  not  have  sufficient  time  to  act  on  the  proposal. 
All  I  am  saying  is  that  what  I  would  like  to  see  happen  here 
in  this  instance  is  after  reading  an  editorial  in  my  favorite 
newspaper  that  said  that  there  are  basically  now  three  sites 
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available  for  the  school.  One  being  the  proposed  site,  one 
being  the  alternate  site  at  Austin-Cate  and  one  the  Christian 
Science  Home  which  is  going  to  be  empty  and  available,  the 
state  already  owns  it.  We  passed  today  a  bill  on  the  bid  pro- 
cess. I  think  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  confusion  as 
to  what  we  would  be  getting  for  our  money,  who  prepared 
them  and  exactly  what  they  stand  for.  I  don't  think,  based 
on  a  $2.1  milHon  expenditure  that  we  should  have  to  rush 
into  it  just  because  somebody  was  dissatisfied  with  what  was 
proposed  at  the  public  hearing.  My  recommendation  to  this 
body  would  be  to  suspend  action  on  this  matter  for  a  period 
of  60  to  90  days  or  until  we  next  meet,  allowing  us  to  take 
a  look  at  the  three  sites  proposed  and  allowing  us  to  take 
general  contractors  in  there  to  tell  us  exactly  what  the  cost 
is.  I  urge  your  consideration  in  that  matter. 

SEN.  MANN:  Sen.  Sanborn,  this  floor  amendment  for 
HB  336,  you  said,  I  think,  that  if  you  had  any  money  left 
over  it  could  be  used  to  train  prison  guards,  is  that  what  you 
said? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Certain  guards,  or  certain  people  of 
that  type  who  are  not  trained  presently,  or  they  don't  have 
sufficient  funds  or  something  else  interferes  with  their  being 
trained. 

SEN.  MANN:  It  is  my  understanding  and  I'm  probably 
wrong  as  usual  but  it  is  my  understanding  that  the  police 
standards  and  training  council  has  to  train  every  officer  in 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  part-time  and  full-time,  includ- 
ing prison  guards  and  things. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  They  now  cover  some  prison  guards 
but  their  principal  project  is  to  train  and  keep  up  to  date 
in  the  latest  state-of-the-art  police  officers.  That  is  their  prin- 
cipal responsibility. 

SEN.  MANN:  Just  very  quickly.  I  would  support  Sen.  Ber- 
geron. In  reading  this  bill  I  know  he  complained  to  me  and 
I  would  like  to  take  it  further,  I  didn't  take  the  stuff  off  your 
desk,  but  looking  at  this  bill  it  seems  that  we  are  putting  maybe 
the  cart  before  the  horse  because  it  says  this  bill  provides  a 
capital  appropriation  for  the  construction,  and  furnishings 
for  a  police  standards  and  training  facility.  As  far  as  I  know, 
there  are  no  working  plans,  there  are  no  drawings  on  this 
particular  building.  We  are  appropriating  over  $2  milhon,  I 
agree  it  is  theirs,  don't  get  me  wrong,  there  is  over  $2  million 
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that  they  are  getting  in  a  block  to  build  a  building.  No  plans, 
no  anything.  I  think  at  this  time  we  should  take  two  steps 
backward  and  take  a  look  and  see  what  plans  they  present, 
then  approve  it  and  it  would  become  a  legislative  action  be- 
cause you  wUl  fund  this  for  the  rest  of  your  Uves.  This  is 
another  part  that  every  year  in  the  capital  budget,  they  will 
be  coming  in  for  requests.  I  think  we  should  know  what  we 
are  building  if  we  have  to  fund  it. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Is  there  an  amendment  on  the  floor? 

SEN.  MONIER:  There  is  not. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  I  support  the  bill  as  it  is  written.  And 
while  I  can  understand  the  concern  that  both  my  colleagues, 
Sen.  Bergeron  and  Sen.  Mann,  have  for  what  might  be  con- 
sidered a  saving,  I  don't  quite  agree  with  them.  First  of  all 
I  have  been  involved  in  the  renovation  of  what  I  would  call, 
white  elephants,  and  I  have  also  built  new  buUdings  for  par- 
ticular usage.  It  is  my  understanding  from  several  notes  and 
contacts  that  I  have  that  the  Austin-Cate  property  has  been 
offered  to  a  school  system  and  was  reviewed  for  possible 
use  by  the  YDC  and  the  town  of  wherever  it  is,  and  they 
were  all  turned  down.  So  if  this  is  such  a  good  piece  of  pro- 
perty and  the  buildings  are  so  great,  why  were  they  refused? 
There  have  been  surveys  made  of  the  buUdings  by  the  Office 
Space  Committee  and  by  members  of  the  police  standards 
and  training  council  and  they  have  grave  concerns  about  the 
cost  of  renovating  this  buUding  and  actually  the  length  of 
time  vis-a-vis  a  new  building  that  the  buildings  would  be  in 
credible  shape.  So  you  are  talking  about  cost  efficiency,  cost 
effectiveness,  and  I  will  you  tell  you  now  that  it  costs  a  great 
deal  more  money  to  maintain  old  buildings  that  have  been 
renovated  than  new  buildings  which  are  built  to  modem  stan- 
dards. Any  time  you  want  to  talk  about  that  you  can  talk 
about  the  people  who  have  tried  to  renovate  some  of  these 
old  buildings.  In  the  Commission  for  the  Handicapped,  and 
also  in  talking  with  Sen.  Sanborn  of  the  capital  budget  com- 
mittee, he  very  well  remembers  that  the  Commission  and 
the  capital  budget  people  have  decided  long  since  that  there 
wUl  be  no  more  purchasing  of  white  elephants  for  conver- 
sion for  programs  for  the  handicapped.  We  have  found  that 
the  cost  effectiveness  of  those  facilities  is  outrageous.  And 
so  I  urge  the  Senate  to  go  along  with  the  passage  of  the  bill 
before  us. 
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Amendment  to  HB  336 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  5  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

5  Use  of  Penalty  Assessment  Fund  ♦Limited.  Notwithstand- 
ing any  other  provision  of  law  to  the  contrary,  all  money 
raised  from  the  penalty  assessment  pursuant  to  RSA  105-A:8 
is  hereby  appropriated  and  shall,  from  the  effective  date  of  this 
act  until  the  bonds  authorized  by  section  3  of  this  act  have 
been  fully  retired,  be  used  only  for  the  normal  operations 
of  the  police  standards  and  training  council  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  principal  and  interest  on  such  bonds  as  provided  in 
section  4  of  this  act;  provided,  however,  that  the  fiscal  com- 
mittee of  the  general  court  may  approve  expenditures  from 
the  penalty  assessment  fund  as  it  deems  necessary  for  other 
purposes,  after  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  bonds  and 
notes  and  approved  operating  budget  obhgations  have  been 
met  each  year. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  482-FN,  an  act  requiring  the  sweepstakes  commission 
to  license  beano  games  and  sales  of  lucky  7  tickets  and  making 
an  appropriation  therefor.  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 
Sen.  Bergeron  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  The  amendment  basically  does  four 
things.  It  first  of  all  establishes  a  license  fee  from  $500  to 
$2,500  on  all  distributors  of  the  lucky  7  tickets.  It  also  calls 
for  a  bond  on  these  people  in  the  amount  of  $10,000.  An 
applicant  must  be  a  resident  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  the  applicant  shall  certify  that  neither  he  nor  any  part- 
ner, officer  or  director  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony  which 
has  not  been  annulled  by  any  court  from  ten  years  from  the 
date  of  apphcation.  As  some  of  you  members  who  were  on 
Senate  Ways  and  Means  know,  we  had  a  hearing  one  day  on 
the  exemption  of  the  private  clubs,  we  could  not  give  them 
that  exemption.  However,  at  that  time  the  members  of  the 
Ways  and  Means  told  these  people  that  what  we  would  do 
is  everything  within  our  power  to  see  that  their  revenues  would 
be  increased.  One  avenue  to  do  this  was  through  the  lucky  7 
route.  This  is  what  we  have  done  with  the  bill. 
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Amendment  to  HB  482-FN 

Amend  RSA  287:8  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

287:8  Lucky  7  Licenses;  Charitable  Organizations;  Manu- 
facturers and  Distributors. 

L  The  commission  may  issue  a  lucky  7  license  to  a  charita- 
ble organization  for  the  sale  of  lucky  7  or  similar  tickets  under 
the  following  conditions: 

(a)  The  price  of  any  lucky  7  ticket  pack  or  ticket  card  shall 
not  exceed  $.50. 

(b)  The  Ucense  shall  not  be  transferable. 

(c)  At  least  45  percent  of  the  gross  proceeds  from  ticket 
sales  shall  be  paid  as  prizes. 

(d)  No  lucky  7  ticket  may  be  sold  to  any  person  under  the 
age  of  18. 

(e)  The  license  shall  specify  where  tickets  may  be  offered 
for  sale. 

IL  The  commission  shall  license  distributors  and  manu- 
facturers to  supply  lucky  7  tickets  sold  in  this  state.  Every 
lucky  7  ticket  sold  in  this  state  shall  be  purchased  from  a 
hcensed  distributor  and  manufactured  by  a  licensed  manu- 
facturer. A  license  shall  be  issued  to  a  distributor  or  manu- 
facturer under  the  following  conditions;  provided  that  the 
commission  may,  by  rule,  establish  additional  qualifications 
for  licenses: 

(a)  The  apphcant  shall  pay  to  the  commission  an  annual 
Ucense  or  license  renewal  fee  of  $2,500. 

(b)  The  applicant  shall  certify  that  neither  he  nor  any  part- 
ner, officer  or  director  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony,  which 
has  not  been  annulled  by  any  court,  within  10  years  from  the 
date  of  application. 

(c)  Each  licensee  shall  post  a  bond  in  the  amount  of  $10,000 
conditioned  upon  the  Ucensee's  compliance  with  the  rules 
of  the  commission. 

(d)  An  applicant  for  a  Ucense  as  a  distributor  shall  be  a 
resident  of  this  state  whose  principal  place  of  business  is  within 
this  state  and  shaU  have  been  a  resident  of  this  state  for  at  least 
2  years  immediately  prior  to  the  date  of  application. 
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Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  RSA  287:3,  IX  and  X  as 
inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

IX.  The  price  for  a  single  card  or  play  in  beano  games; 

X.  Beano  games  at  agricultural  fairs; 

XI.  The  licensing  of  manufacturers  and  distributors  of  lucky 
7  tickets;  and 

XII.  Other  matters  related  to  the  proper  administration  of 
this  chapter. 

Amend  RSA  287:7,  IV  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill 
by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

IV.  The  price  to  be  paid  for  a  single  card  or  play  under  the 
license  shall  be  estabhshed  by  rules  adopted  by  the  commision. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

Sen.  Bergeron  in  the  Chair. 

RECONSIDERATION 

Sen.  Monier  moved  reconsideration  on  ordering  HB  509  to 
third  reading. 
Adopted. 

HB  509-FN,  relative  to  motor  vehicle  road  tolls  and  the 
highway  fund. 

Sen.  Monier  moved  a  floor  amendment  to  HB  509. 

SEN.  MONIER:  The  amendment  we  passed,  there  was 
nothing  wrong  with  it,  but  when  we  were  looking  through 
the  budget  and  were  trying  to  get  it  out  of  the  computer 
right  now  we  ran  across  a  footnote  which  deals  with  this  and 
which  HB  600  sent  us  a  3  cent  tax  cut,  actually  they  send 
us  an  11  cent  tax  cut  if  you  looked  at  it  right.  When  we  were 
putting  this  back  in  to  the  budget  we  discovered  something 
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that  is  not  in  the  amendment  that  was  passed  as  a  committee 
amendment  at  that  time.  So  I  have  asked  for  this  reconsider- 
ation so  that  we  may  reamend  the  bill  and  take  in  an  addi- 
tional consideration  which  means  money.  In  this  particular 
case  what  the  circumstances  are  is  that  if  you  will  look  at 
about  the  fifth  line  down  it  says  "July  1,  1981,  a  tax  to  the 
amount  of  3  cents  per  gallon".  You  have  already  passed  that. 
"All  distributors,  wholesalers,  and  retailers,  shall  determine 
their  inventories  of  gasoline  at  12:01  a.m.  July  1st  by  meas- 
uring the  gasoline  in  their  possession  and  shall  forward  said 
inventory  broken  down  by  classes.  ...  to  the  director  of  Motor 
Vehicles."  This  portion  was  left  out  of  the  original  amend- 
ment and  this  is  a  normal,  standard  procedure.  The  thing 
that  was  in  there  means  the  following,  if  they  had  10,000 
gallons  and  you  were  through  this  at  the  92  level  you  are 
talking  about  $275,000.  Many  of  the  dealers  have  many  more 
gallons  than  that  so  the  estimate  can  be  anywhere  from  a  total 
of  the  state  of  $275,000  up  to  $900,00.  The  reason  it  was 
left  out  of  the  amendment  because  it  was  in  the  budget,  I 
want  you  to  clearly  understand  that  it  was  in  HB  600  but  it 
was  based  on  the  11  cent  tax  or  the  sliding  tax.  That  is  an 
explanation  of  what  this  amendment  is.  I  await  your  pleasure. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Is  this  is  a  tax,  I  thought  this  tax  was 
at  the  pump,  3  cents  a  gallon? 

SEN.  MONIER:  It  always  is  at  the  pumps.  Senator,  but 
everytime  you  have  had  a  gasoline  tax  like  that,  increase  or 
decrease  or  any  other  action,  you  have  also  included  what 
they  have  in  storage.  We  don't  mean  the  distributors,  we  mean 
at  the  pump  storage. 

Floor  Amendment  to  HB  509 

Amend  section  5  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

5  Gasohne  Floor  Tax  Imposed.  Notwithstanding  any  other 
provision  of  law,  there  is  hereby  imposed  on  all  gasoUne  on 
which  a  road  toll  in  the  amount  of  1 1  cents  per  gallon  has 
been  paid  in  the  possession  of  any  distributor,  wholesaler  or 
retailer  at  12:01  a.m.,  July  1,  1981,  a  tax  in  the  amount  of 
3  cents  per  gallon.  All  distributors,  wholesalers  and  retailers 
shall   determine    their  inventory   of  gasoline   at    12:01    a.m., 
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July  1,  1981,  by  measuring  the  gasoline  in  their  possession 
and  shall  forward  said  inventory  broken  down  by  class  of 
premium,  regular,  no  lead,  and  premium  no  lead  to  the  director 
of  motor  vehicles.  Said  distributors,  wholesalers  and  retailers 
shall  pay  the  tax  imposed  herein  to  the  director  of  motor 
vehicles  at  the  time  of  filing  said  inventory.  All  such  inventories 
shall  be  filed  and  the  tax  paid  no  later  than  August  1,  1981. 
The  director  of  motor  vehicles  is  hereby  authorized  to  require 
any  person  liable  to  pay  the  tax  imposed  herein  to  furnish 
such  information  as  he  shall  deem  necessary.  He  may  prescribe 
such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
to  enforce  this  section.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
deemed  emergency  in  nature  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
RSA  541 -A.  Any  person  who  furnishes  false  information, 
regarding  the  inventory  which  he  has,  which  is  taxable  pur- 
suant to  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
6  Effective  Date. 

I.  Sections  1,  2,  and  4  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  July  1, 
1981. 

II.  Section  3  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  July  1,  1983. 

III.  Section  5  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  at  12:01  a.m., 
July  1,  1981. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  188-FN,  relative  to  sunset  review  of  the  Hquor  com- 
mission —  administration.  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 
Sen.  Monier  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Quite  frankly  this  is  the  sunset  bill  on 
the  Uquor  commission.  I  would  like  to  run  through  quickly 
the  amendment  and  what  it  does.  The  New  Hampshire  Senate 
Finance  adopted  the  amendment  which  restructures  the  Liquor 
Commission.  This  is  the  first  major  change  in  the  Liquor  Com- 
mission in  over  40  years.  The  amendment  fixes  the  responsi- 
biHty  for  honest  and.  efficient  operation,  which  has  been  one 
of  the  complaints  which  the  General  Attorney  has  been  quoted 
in  the  paper,  some  papers  have  quoted  from  the  smokescreens 
but  they  still  quoted.  We  have  had  them  before  Senate  Finance, 
we  have  had  witnesses.  The  question  is  that  there  was  a  ques- 
tion of  motivation  and  a  question  of  honesty  and  efficient 
operation.  This  amendment  puts  that  efficiency,  that  clean-up, 
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that  honesty,  in  the  hands  of  the  Governor  and  the  Governor's 
office.  It  requires  that  he  would  appoint  all  liquor  commis- 
sioners, which  he  does  now,  they  shall  be  his  people,  his  respon- 
sibihty,  and  they  would  be  appointed  co-terminusly,  so  that 
it  will  answer  one  of  those  historic,  news  media,  smokescreen- 
type  of  questions  that  have  been  going  on  for  years  with  respect 
to  the  fact  that  this  is  pohtical,  everybody  has  a  hand  in  it,  etc. 
Now  this  will  place  that  responsibility  politically  where  it 
belongs,  on  the  Chief  Executive.  I  can  assure  you  he  has  al- 
ready told  me  he  does  not  agree  with  this  because,  I  will  tell 
you  why,  I  think,  that  simply  because  the  three  commissioners 
who  are  there  would  remain.  However  it  does  do  for  the  first 
time  in  history,  a  co-terminus  appointment,  although  we 
have  some  others  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor.  They  would 
remain  as  they  are  confirmed  by  Council,  but  from  that  point 
forth  nobody  could  blame  anybody  else  if  there  is  some  poli- 
tical problem  with  the  area.  That  is  number  one.  We  have 
followed  the  suggestion  of  the  Attorney  General  and  have 
made  pohtical  interference  in  the  selection  or  termination 
of  liquor  representatives  a  felony  on  the  books.  Some  of  the 
testimony  was,  though  it  was  carefully  stated,  that  there  was 
no  legal  action  necessary,  it  had  been  a  management  problem, 
but  the  implication  was  that  there  had  been  interference, 
pohtical  interference  in  the  selection  or  termination  of  liquor 
representatives.  This  amendment  clearly  says  that  any  elected 
official,  classified  employee,  employer  of  the  liquor  commis- 
sion, or  outside  person,  that  interfers  in  those  activities  is 
guilty  of  a  felony  and  will  be  so  charged.  We  struck  out  the 
political  advisory  board  that  is  in  the  House  version  because 
there  is  no  question  that  if  our  problem  is  that  politics  are 
involved  in  it,  I  don't  know  how  you  solve  it  by  giving  six 
more  political  appointments.  I  have  no  answer  from  anybody 
on  that  question  at  ah.  We  have  made  the  Liquor  Commis- 
sion directly  responsible  under  the  law  for  setting  wine  policies 
and  given  them  a  free  hand  to  set  this  policy  without  pohtical 
interference,  if  we  adopt  the  fact  that  they  are  co-terminus 
with  the  Governor.  We  have  protected  the  rights  of  all  classi- 
fied employees  from  any  political  or  politician's  influence 
by  making  all  other  positions  below  the  Commissioner  classi- 
fied, selected  to  the  personnel  rules  situation.  We  have  pro- 
vided vitally  needed  technical  personnel  in  the  amendment 
in   which   the   same   three   with  different  titles,  perhaps,  the 
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same  three  functions  that  were  in  the  House  bill  are  also  in 
this  one.  So  that  you  do  not  have  any  real  corrections  to 
those.  All  of  them,  however,  are  at  classified  levels.  Since 
the  so-called  clouds  that  have  been  surrounding  the  Liquor 
Commission  included  the  issues  of  political  influence  or  inter- 
ference, implications  of  mismanagement  and  screams  of  no 
clear  lines  of  authority  which  are  now  in  the  amendment 
clearly  spelled  out,  I  hope  the  House  and  the  Governor  will 
support  this  amendment.  It  takes  the  Liquor  Commission 
out  of  politics  so  our  second  largest  revenue  producer  can 
get  back  to  the  business  of  producing  revenue.  This  amend- 
ment is  a  constructive  restructuring  of  the  Liquor  Commis- 
sion. It  estabhshes  lines  of  authority.  It  sets  the  responsi- 
bility and  functions.  It  sets  penalties  for  illegal  activity  and 
in  drawing  the  amendment  we  have  kept  in  mind  the  com- 
plaints, the  suggestions,  the  recommendations  of  the  Gover- 
nor, the  Attorney  General,  and  the  Liquor  Commissioner 
as  well  as  other  people.  Sections  3  and  4  of  this  amendment 
provide  for  a  three  member  Liquor  Commission,  same  as 
we  now  have,  appointed  by  the  Governor  with  the  consent 
of  Council,  to  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years  which  ex- 
pires on  the  second  Monday  in  January  in  each  odd  num- 
bered year.  Before  we  start  playing  games  with  the  year,  that 
means  co-terminus.  This  will  make  the  Governor  the  state, 
no  matter  who  be  it,  completely  responsible  for  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Liquor  Commission  subject  to  the  Legislative 
budget,  which  is  our  prerogative.  It  is  absolutely  necessary, 
after  all  of  this  commotion,  whether  it  has  been  artificially 
generated  or  real,  that  the  chief  elected  official,  the  Gover- 
nor, be  charged  with  the  responsibility  and  be  responsible 
and  accept  that  responsibility,  for  it's  efficient  operation. 
As  I  have  said  many  times  before,  in  restructuring  the  Liquor 
Commission  it  is  extremely  important  that  the  Unes  of  author- 
ity be  delineated.  That  has  been  one  of  the  biggest  questions. 
It  has  also  been  one  of  the  biggest  excuses.  Section  5  does 
this  by  making  the  three  liquor  commissioners  who  will  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  directly  responsible  to  him, 
responsible  directly  and  accountable  for  the  effective  opera- 
tion of  the  Commission.  Section  6,  the  new  positions.  We 
have  created  the  new  positions  which  roughly  parallel  the  cur- 
rent positions  established  by  the  select  committee,  that  means 
the  one  that  is  in  now  in  the  sunset,  with  one  very  important 
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exception.  They  will  all  be  classified  personnel  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  Personnel  Commission 
and  therefore  free  of  political  interference.  Section  7  abolishes 
the  unclassified  positions  created  by  the  select  committee.  This 
allows  us  to  keep  a  management  team  that  is  nonpolitical 
and  gives  the  Liquor  Commission  the  necessary  personnel 
to  operate  the  business  of  selling  liquor  in  an  efficient  and 
effective  manner,  under  the  direction  of  an  executive  ad- 
ministrative assistant  who  is  solely  responsible  to  the  Com- 
mission and  will  act  as  operations  manager.  Section  8  requires 
each  company  doing  business  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
to  appoint  a  New  Hampshire  resident  to  receive  services  of 
processes  and  to  receive  any  official  notification  of  actions 
taken  by  the  Commission  with  respect  to  the  company  which 
he  represents.  This  will  eliminate  the  lines  of  authority  and 
the  confusion  that  there  supposedly  is  now.  This  will  cure 
the  criticism  that  companies  doing  business  in  New  Hamp- 
shire have  representatives  who  live  out  of  state,  or  New  Hamp- 
shire residents  will  be  both  directly  responsible  and  directly 
accessible.  We  also  have  provided  in  this  section  that  any 
elected  state  official.  Liquor  Commissioner,  member  or  em- 
ployee, who  shall  knowingly  interfere  with  the  selection  of 
a  liquor  or  wine  representative  shall  be  guilty  of  a  class  B 
felony,  which  as  you  know  has  a  maximum  penalty  including 
the  possibility  of  a  jail  term.  Sections  9  and  10  put  the  sole 
responsibility  for  the  scheduling  of  hours  and  procedures, 
the  setting  of  discounts,  and  any  other  regulations  on  the 
administrative  procedures  act  for  all  holders  of  retail  wine 
licenses  and  holders  of  licenses  allowed  to  sell  wine  by  the 
glass.  This  will  give  the  Liquor  Commissioner  a  free  hand 
in  promoting  the  sales  of  their  products  on  an  equal  and  equit- 
able basis  with  everyone  with  whom  they  are  currently  doing 
business  and  the  necessary  part  of  preventing  discrimination 
by  the  state  against  any  private  business  man  or  the  public. 
Section  1 1  protects  the  state  employees  currently  employed 
at  the  Liquor  Commission.  One  of  the  charges,  one  of  the 
inuendos,  one  of  the  implications,  one  of  the  news  articles, 
talks  about  how  there  was  never  any  compatibility  in  which 
people  were  threatened  with  their  jobs,  etc.  If  by  reason  of 
this  sunset  legislation,  any  permanent  classified  employee 
is  terminated,  he  or  she  shall  have  preference  over  any  other 
original  appointments  as  long  as  he  or  she  is  qualified.  That, 
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incidentally,  holds  for  one  year.  That  should  protect  any- 
one who  thinks  they  are  being  put  down  or  abused  now.  In 
conclusion  let  me  say  that  we  have  not  included  the  advisory 
board  for  the  following  reasons,  no  one  testified  in  favor 
of  the  advisory  board  concept  in  any  of  our  numerous  work 
sessions  except  the  Governor's  office,  and  many  testified 
that  the  addition  of  a  pohtical  board  would  once  again  be 
unfair,  unnecessary,  and  certainly  is  not  going  to  correct  a 
so-called  political  problem.  The  Governor's  own  Attorney 
General  testified  that  as  a  result  of  his  investigation  he  could 
not  say  that  the  advisory  board  concept  was  necessary  for 
the  successful  operation  of  the  Liquor  Commission.  He  did 
indicate  and  the  committee  agreed  with  him,  and  I've  always 
agreed  with  him,  which  means  that  I  have  never  been  quoted 
properly  when  told  that  I  wanted  to  return  the  Liquor  Com- 
mission back  to  the  old  days.  This  is  not  the  old  days.  The 
middle-management  team  testified  against  it.  Sales  represen- 
tatives testified  against  it.  Liquor  commissioners  testified 
against  it.  Again,  no  one  appeared,  really,  in  favor  of  the  con- 
cept except  the  Governor's  office  itself.  We  have  followed 
the  suggestions  of  the  Attorney  General  in  affixing  clear  lines 
of  authority,  set  penalties  for  anyone  violating  the  law  in 
this  respect,  provided  for  the  elimination  of  pohtics  by  the 
creation  of  a  business-like  atmosphere,  clear  lines  of  authority, 
and  clear  lines  of  responsibihty  as  to  who  makes  the  appoint- 
ments. So  that  the  running  of  the  Liquor  Commission  by 
investigations  and  political  witchhunts  perhaps  can  cease. 
We  have  addressed  all  of  the  criticisms  of  the  Concord  Moni- 
tor, I  might  add,  and  although  we  have  satisifed  your  ob- 
jections to  the  current  structure,  I  suspect  because  this  is 
my  amendment  they  will  rant  and  rave  that  we  will  try  to 
create  more  clouds  of  doubt.  I  notice  that  Mr.  Ollinger  is 
here,  so  he  may  take  note.  I  ask  you  all  to  support  this  amend- 
ment in  the  behef  that  the  turmoil  that  has  been  created  will 
now  come  to  an  end  and  hopefully  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Liquor  Commission  will  again  have  the  respect  and  admira- 
tion that  the  country  has  given  it  for  many  years  in  its  out- 
standing efforts  for  our  state. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  am  not  going  to  propose  any  motions 
on  the  floor.  I  assume  this  will  be  resolved  in  a  Committee 
of  Conference.  I  would  just  like  to  speak  briefly  to  the  amend- 
ment. I  might  state  the  pohtical  activities  and  pohtical  smoke 
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have  emitted  from  various  areas  including  the  Senate  Finance 
hearings.  I  don't  disagree  with  the  concept  espoused  by  the 
Senate  President,  holding  the  bosses  responsible,  establishing 
better  lines  of  authority,  but  I  do  take  issue  with  the  sugges- 
tion that  the  three  commissioners  having  co-terminus  terms 
with  the  Governor  could  be  more  political  than  ever.  I  think 
that  is  certainly  an  area  that  could  be  open  to  politics  and 
should  be  changed  definitely.  There  is  no  question  that  the 
Liquor  Commission  activities  have  been  profitable  in  the 
selling  of  wines,  liquors,  and  beers,  but  after  listening  to  testi- 
mony of  the  Attorney  General  and  looking  at  his  report,  and 
on  his  reports  of  two  years  ago,  it  is  clear  that  minor  authority 
tightening  is  necessary.  For  ten  years  the  Liquor  Commis- 
sion has  been  doing  more  than  $  1  million  in  trucking  without 
any  legally  approved  contract  and  without  any  way  to  prove 
that  this  is  the  best  business  deal  for  the  state.  For  five  years 
the  Liquor  Commission  has  been  doing  warehousing  without 
a  legally  approved  contract,  as  indicated  by  the  Attorney 
General.  Proper  business  practices  in  some  instances  had  not 
been  followed,  as  the  audit  of  two  years  ago  showed.  The 
connection  of  the  Liquor  Commission  officials  and  liquor 
brokers  and  companies,  the  Attorney  General's  report  pointed 
out  how  SLC  officials  act  as  go-betweens  for  brokers  and 
their  companies.  They  work  for  the  state  not  the  companies. 
I  think  such  statements  from  both  sides  and  some  of  the  poli- 
tical fodder  will  cease  once  we  get  into  a  Committee  of  Con- 
ference and  attempt  to  come  out  with  a  bill  that  we  all  pre- 
tend we  want  to  do,  to  make  this  business  operation  more 
efficient  and  less  political  and  I  hope  that  is  determined  before 
we  end  the  session. 

Amendment  to  HB  188 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  section  2  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3  Terms  Changed.  Amend  RSA  176:1  by  striking  out  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

176: 1  Commission.  There  shall  be  a  state  hquor  commission 
consisting  of  3  members  appointed  by  the  governor  with  the 
consent  of  the  council.  Not  more  than  2  members  shall  belong 
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to  the  same  political  party.  Each  member  shall  hold  office 
for  a  term  of  2  years  and  until  his  successor  has  been  appointed 
and  qualified.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  commission, 
it  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  Any  or  all  of 
said  commissioners  may  be  removed  by  the  governor  and 
council  for  cause. 

4  Terms  Coterminous.  Amend  RSA  176:2  by  striking  out 
said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

176:2  Terms  Established.  The  terms  of  all  3  liquor  commis- 
sioners shall  expire  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  January  in 
each  odd  numbered  year.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  law,  the  term  of  office  of  each  commissioner  in  office  on 
June  30,  1981,  shall  be  extended  or  limited  as  the  case  may 
be,  to  the  second  Wednesday  in  January,  1983,  at  which  time 
said  terms  of  office  shall  expire. 

5  Responsibility  for  Operations.  Amend  RSA  176  by  insert- 
ing after  section  3  the  following  new  section: 

176:3-a  Duties.  In  addition  to  all  other  duties  imposed  upon 
the  Uquor  commissioners,  it  shall  be  their  prime  duty  and 
they  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  the  efficient  and  effective 
operation  of  the  commission.  In  order  to  carry  out  said  duty, 
they  may  employ  such  technical  and  professional  consultants 
and  assistants  as  they  shall  deem  necessary. 

6  New  Positions.  Amend  RSA  176  by  inserting  after  section 
7  the  following  new  section: 

176:7-a  Personnel.  In  addition  to  all  other  staff  employed 
by  the  commission,  the  commission  shall  appoint  the  follow- 
ing personnel  who  shall  be  classified  state  employees.  Such 
personnel  shall  be  responsible  for  overseeing  the  functions 
of  the  commission  in  their  designated  areas  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  the  commissioners  and  shall  perform  such  addi- 
tional duties  as  the  commissioners  shall  from  time  to  time 
assign : 

I.  There  shall  be  an  executive  administrative  assistant  who 
shall  be  a  labor  grade  34  and  who  shall  oversee  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  commission  subject  to  the  authority  of  the 
commissioners. 

II.  There  shall  be  a  director  of  licensing  and  enforcement 
who  shall  have  such  labor  grade  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
department  of  personnel  and  who  shall  be  responsible  for 
licensing,  enforcement,  taxes  and  audits. 
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III.  There  shall  be  a  manager  of  merchandising  and  ware- 
housing who  shall  have  such  labor  grade  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  department  of  personnel  and  who  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  operations  of  the  commission  including  but  not 
limited  to  warehousing,  distribution  and  stores  operation. 

IV.  There  shall  be  a  manager  of  accounting  who  shall  have 
such  labor  grade  as  may  be  determined  by  the  department 
of  personnel  and  who  shall  be  responsible  for  the  accounting 
systems  of  the  commission. 

V.  There  shall  be  manager  of  data  processing  who  shall 
have  such  labor  grade  as  may  be  determined  by  the  depart- 
ment of  personnel  and  who  shall  be  responsible  for  all  data 
processing  functions  and  activities  of  the  commission. 

7  Positions  Abolished.  Notwithstanding  any  other  pro- 
vision of  law,  the  positions  of  director  of  merchandising, 
director  of  accounts,  and  director  of  data  processing  established 
by  the  governor  and  council  and  the  select  committee  on 
Uquor  oversight  pursuant  to  the  Laws  of  1979,  434:113  are 
hereby  abolished  and  the  terms  of  the  incumbents  therein 
terminated.  The  position  of  executive  director  estabhshed 
by  the  governor  and  council  and  the  select  committee  on 
Uquor  oversight  .pursuant  to  Laws  of  1979,  434:113  is  hereby 
abolished  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  incumbent, 
provided  that  during  the  balance  of  his  term,  the  executive 
director  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  commission  shall 
assign. 

8  Representatives  Required.  Amend  RSA  175  by  insert- 
ing after  section  14  the  following  new  sections: 

175:15  Sales  Representatives.  Every  person,  firm,  partner- 
ship, corporation,  association  or  company  which  sells  any 
Uquor  or  wine  in  this  state  shaU  have  one  or  more  represen- 
tatives who  shall  be  approved  by  the  Uquor  commission.  The 
commission  shaU  approve  aU  representatives  except  for  good 
cause.  At  least  one  of  said  representatives  shaU  be  a  resident 
of  this  state  who  shaU  be  appointed  as  agent  to  receive  service 
of  process  and  to  receive  any  official  notification  of  actions 
taken  by  the  commission  with  respect  to  the  company  which 
he  represents.  Said  representatives  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  normal  course  of  business  conducted  in  this  state  by  said 
companies. 

175:16  Penalty.  Any  pubUc  elected  state  official,  member 
of  the  Uquor  commission  or  employee  of  the  Uquor  commis- 
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sion  who  shall  knowingly  interfere  with  the  selection  of  a 
liquor  or  wine  representative  required  by  RSA  175:15  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  class  B  felony. 

9  Discount.  Amend  RSA  178-A:21,  II  (supp)  as  inserted 
by  1978,  3:1  by  striking  out  said  paragraph  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

II.  A  schedule  of  hours  and  procedures  by  which  table 
wines  may  be  purchased  for  resale  by  holders  of  retail  wine 
licenses  at  such  discount  as  the  commission  may  determine; 
provided,  however,  that  unless  and  until  the  commission  deter- 
mines otherwise,  the  discount  price  shall  be  25  percent  less 
than  the  retail  price  at  the  state  Uquor  stores. 

10  Restaurant  Discounts.  Amend  RSA  178  by  inserting 
after  section  3-d  the  following  new  section : 

178:3-e  Discounts  Authorized.  Notwithstanding  any  other 
provision  of  law,  the  commission,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  RSA  541 -A,  shall  adopt  rules  providing  for  a  schedule  of 
hours  and  procedures  by  which  wines  as  defined  in  RSA  178- 
A:l  may  be  purchased  by  holders  of  Ucenses  authorizing 
the  sale  of  wines  by  the  glass  under  RSA  178  at  such  discount 
as  the  commission  may  determine. 

1 1  Employees  Protected.  Notwithstanding  any  other  pro- 
vision of  law,  any  permanent  classified  employee  whose  em- 
ployment is  terminated  as  the  result  of  this  act  shall  be  given 
preference  over  original  appointments  to  positions  in  the 
same  department  for  which  he  is  qualified  for  a  period  of  one 
year  following  his  actual  termination  date.  Such  former  em- 
ployee shall  be  given  preference  over  candidates  for  promo- 
tion when  deemed  advisable  by  the  commission.

Amend  RSA  262-A:62,  I  as  inserted  by  section  2  of  the 
bill  by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

I.  Any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  operating  or  at- 
tempting to  operate  a  motor  vehicle  upon  any  way,  while 
under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor  or  any  controlled 
drug  shall,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Title  LXII,  be 
guilty  of  a  violation  and  fined  not  more  than  $  1 ,000,  and  his 
license  or  operating  privilege  shall  be  revoked  for  a  period 
not  less  than  60  days,  and  if  the  person  holds  an  out  of  state 
operator's  license,  said  person  shall  not  operate  on  any  ways 
of  the  state  for.a  period  of  not  less  than  60  days,  and,  in  either 
situation-  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  this  revocation  of  an 
operator's  license  or  operating  privilege  and  revocation  of 
operating  privileges  of  an  out  of  state  operator  may  be  ex- 
tended for  a  period  not  to  exceed  2  years.  Upon  conviction 
based  on  a  complaint  which  alleges  that  the  person  has  had 
one  or  more  prior  convections  in  this  state  or  another  state 
and  said  prior  convection  or  convections  are  proven  and  said 
prior  convection  or  convections  were  within  the  7  years  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  the  second  or  subsequent  offense,  such 
person  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  7  consecutive 
24  hour  periods  to  be  served  within  6  months  of  the  convic- 
tion and  fined  not  more  than  $1,000.  Further,  the  operating 
privilege  or  operator's  license  of  a  person  who  had  one  prior 
conviction  within  the  7  year  period  shall  be  revoked  and  he 
shall  be  ineligible  for  a  license  for  the  next  3  calendar  years, 
and  if  the  person  is  an  out  of  state  operator,  his  privilege 
to  operate  in  the  state  shall  be  suspended  for  the  next  3 
calendar  years.

7  Purpose  of  Amendment  to  Implied  Consent  Law.  The  in- 
tention of  section  8  of  this  act  is  to  correct  any  perceived 
deficiencies  in  the  language  of  RSA  262-A:69-e  as  recognized 
by  the  New  Hampshire  supreme  court  in  State  v.  Berry  (April 
17,  1981)  and  to  clarify  legislative  intent  as  to  the  application 
of  this  statute.

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Venue.  Amend  RSA  464-A:3  (supp)  as  inserted  by  1979, 
370: 1  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 
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464-A:3  Venue.  The  venue  for  guardianship  proceedings  for 
a  proposed  ward  is  in  the  county  in  which  the  proposed  ward 
resides.  If  the  proposed  ward  does  not  reside  in  the  state,  the 
venue  is  in  the  county  in  which  property  of  the  proposed  ward 
is  located.  If  the  proposed  ward  is  admitted  to  an  institution 
pursuant  to  order  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  or  is 
a  resident  of  an  institution  for  a  period  of  at  least  2  years, 
venue  is  also  in  the  county  in  which  that  institution  is  located.

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Sen.  Boyer  offered  a  floor  amendment. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Essentially  what  this  does  is  put  back  in 
what  was  in  HB  925  originally,  that  some  poor  attorney  who 
sat  on  Judiciary  had  stripped  out  of  HB  925  at  the  request 
of  a  young  Senator  on  Judiciary.  This  is  the  original  version 
of  HB  925  that  came  over  from  the  House.  In  order  to  accom- 
modate someone  we  added  this  onto  another  bill,  took  it 
off,  and  put  in  the  prison  visitationers  rights  bill,  better  known 
as  the  Lessard's  prisoner  visitation  rights  bill  which  we  have 
just  added  to  this  bill.  This  amendment  essentially  says  that 
there  is  a  recent  Supreme  Court  case,  State  vs.  Berry,  that 
says  that  in  a  case  where  there  is  a  drunk  driver  and  more 
than  one  crime  was  committed,  namely  driving  while  under 
the  influence  and  lets  say  negligent  homicide,  they  could 
not  use  the  blood  test  that  they  took  from  the  defendant 
because  he  was  unconscious,  and  under  the  implied  consent 
law  of  course  you  have  to  give  your  consent.  The  court  said 
because  the  statute  says  you  can't  use  that,  not  only  can't 
you  use  it  while  in  the  prosecution  for  driving  under  the  in- 
fluence but  you  also  cannot  use  that  in  the  prosecution  for 
the  negligent  homicide  case.  This  would  change  that  to  say 
that  yes  you  can't  use  it  in  the  DWI  but  you  can  use  it  in 
the  homicide  case,  which  is  the  way  it  is  generally  across  the 
country.  This  is  to  clarify  that  case  and  to  correct  a  loophole 
in  the  statute. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  You  mentioned  something  about  a  poor 
lawyer  having  done  this?  Could  you  describe  what  a  poor 
lawyer  is? 

SEN.  BOYER:  Well,  generally  he  is  about  5  foot  9  inches, 
very  frail,  and  he  limps. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  will  take  your  word  for  it  but 
you  know  when  you  get  into  this  kind  of  business  right  now 
when  you  are  a  httle  bit  tired,  I  would  like  to  ask  you  this 
question:  Are  you  sure  that  there  is  no  sneaky  pete  in  that? 

SEN.  BOYER:  Independent  democrats  don't  do  that. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Could  you  explain  to  me  what  Sen. 
Lessard  was  talkmg  about?  I  don't  see  anything  in  here  about 
visitation  rights. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  would  yield  to  Sen.  Lessard. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  Sen.  Chandler,  the  amendment  that  you 
are   referring  to   that   we  passed  was  in  today's  calendar.  It 
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was  a  committee  amendment  which  deals  with  the  question 
of  visitation.  The  floor  amendment  deals  with  implied  con- 
sent.

Sen.  Lamontagne  wishes  to  be  recorded  as  against  the  amend- 
ments to  HB  925. 

HB  542,  relative  to  shoplifting  and  warrantless  arrests.  Inex- 
pedient to  legislate.  Sen.  Chandler  for  the  committee. 
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SEN.  CHANDLER:  This  is  an  identical  bUl  to  a  Senate 
bill  that  we  had  passed  and  it  is  in  the  House.  The  House 
passed  the  bill  and  sent  it  in  to  us.  It  concerns  tightening 
up  the  laws  of  shoplifting.  I  think  most  everyone  remembers 
the  bill  because  in  the  Senate  it  was  sponsored  by  23  Senators. 
It  didn't  have  any  difficulty  here  and  it  went  into  the  House. 
To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  if  I  remember  correctly,  the 
House  passed  it.  We  don't  need  two  bills  so  the  committee 
recommended  this  one  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Adopted. 

Sen.  Stabile  moved  to  take  HB  162-FN  from  the  table. 
Adopted. 

HB  162-FN,  relative  to  sunset  review  of  pastoral  counselors. 
Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Sen.  Stabile  moved  that  the  words  "ought  to  pass"  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  report  of  "inexpedient  to  legislate." 

SEN.  CONLEY:  I  have  discussed  the  issue  at  hand  with 
Sen.  Stabile  and  I  am  going  to  go  along  with  his  amendment 
that  is  going  to  be  offered,  therefore  I  would  go  along  and 
would  urge  the  Senate  to  go  along  with  ought  to  pass. 

Adopted. 

Sen.  Stabile  moved  a  floor  amendment  to  HB  162-FN. 

SEN.  STABILE:  This  amendment  eliminates  the  board 
yet  it  continues  to  recognize  pastoral  counselors  as  qualified 
mental  health  professionals.  The  State  of  New  York  has  recog- 
nized fellows  and  diplomats  of  the  American  Association  of 
Pastoral  Counselors  in  the  same  way  as  this  amendment  does. 
The  spirit  of  this  amendment  follows  the  siinset  recommen- 
dation, that  is  that  the  certifying  be  done  by  the  national 
professional  organization  yet  it  does  not  deprive  clients  pre- 
sently in  treatment  of  continued  coverage  their  treatment.

What 
we  are  doing  is  eliminating  the  need  for  a  board  for  pastoral 
counselors  and  allowing  them  still  to  collect  third  party  pay- 
ments under  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  and  other  efforts.  I  urge 
the  Senate  to  support  it.

Sen.  Blaisdell  moved  that  HB  842  be  taken  off  the  table. 
Adopted. 

HB  842,  maintaining  the  confidentiality  of  hospital  com- 
mittee records  required  to  monitor  and  improve  the  quality 
of  patient  care.  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Sen.  Blaisdell  moved  the  words  "ought  to  pass"  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  committee  report  of  "inexpedient  to  legislate." 

Sen.  Blaisdell  moved  a  floor  amendment  to  HB  842. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  HB  842  is  the  hospital  bill  that  Sen. 
Roy  had  on  the  table.  We  were  in  contact  with  Sen.  Roy 
this  afternoon  in  her  hospital  room.  We  talked  to  her  about 
the  amendment  and  I  told  her  what  I  was  going  to  do,  take 
the  bill  off  the  table.  After  reading  the  amendment  to  her, 
she  agreed  that  we  should  pass  the  bill  with  the  amendment. 
I  can  explain  it  to  you  but  I  think  the  most  important  thing 
for  you  to  knqw  is  that  I  did  talk  with  Sen.  Roy  and  I  asked 
her  first  whether  or  not  she  would  let  me  take  the  bill  off 
the  table. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Right  now  if  you  remember.  Sen.  Trow- 
bridge, Sen.  Rock,  established  a  committee  of  to  take  care 
of  claims  under  $10,000  to  the  state  so  we  wouldn't  have 
so  many  bills  come  in.  We  have  just  had  at  least  two  claims 
of  people  in  the  State  Hospital  come  before  that  committee 
and  one  of  the  reasons  that  we  cannot  settle  those  claims 
is  because  the  State  Hospital  will  not  release  the  record.  Now 
if  I  understand  this  amendment,  doesn't  this  more  or  less 
enforce  even  stronger  that  these  records  shall  not  be  released 
so  that  we  can  study  them  for  a  supposedly  just  claim? 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  I  think  I  will  have  to  defer  to  Sen. 
Champagne.  I  want  to  be  sure  and  he  is  a  lawyer.  I  don't  think 
so  but  I  want  to  be  sure. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  This  bill  concerns  records  within 
the  hospital  and  hospitals  reviewing  what  is  happening  within 
their  own  institutions.  It  has  nothing  to  do  with,  and  there 
is  an  exception  in  this  bill  as  a  matter  of  fact  as  it  was  originally 
printed,  a  patient  is  entitled  to  or  his  attorney,  to  all  of  the

hospital  records,  nurses'  notes,  as  it  applies  to  his  case.  This 
bill  only  concerns  review  committees  in  hospitals.  For  instance, 
if  the  hospital  decides  to  review  a  procedure  of  a  doctor  or 
a  procedure  within  their  hospital,  this  would  apply  to  that 
type  of  review.  I  think  you  are  talking  about  claims  of  an 
individual  and  the  individual  would  be  entitled  to  that  today 
and  this  bill  would  not  affect  that  at  all. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Isn't  this  proposed  bill  at  this  time, 
I'm  asking  about  the  bill  I  don't  know  about  the  amendment, 
I  didn't  know  it  was  coming  in.  I'm  asking  you  this  question 
now.  We  say  that  there  was  an  operation  that  has  been  per- 
formed and  doesn't  this  open  up  the  records  of  that  opera- 
tion of  that  individual  by  the  doctors  in  that  hospital  which 
will  review  and  see  whether  or  not  that  the  operation  was 
done  right?  Is  that  the  purpose  of  this  proposed  bill? 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  First  of  all,  it  is  my  understanding 
that  the  situation  you  cite  is  law  today  and  there  is  nothing 
to  stop  the  hospital  from  reviewing  what  a  particular  doctor 
did  within  that  hospital.  If  it  is  being  reviewed  today  for  the 
purposes  of  a  hospital  reviewing  it's  own  procedures,  that 
kind  of  a  review  would  be  confidential  under  this  bill.  It  would 
not  be  open  to  pubhc  scrutiny.  That  is  what  this  bill  does, 
it  makes  that  kind  of  a  review  confidential. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Isn't  the  purpose  of  this  bill  also 
so  that  the  doctors  in  that  hospital  will  review  the  records 
and  if  they  find  that  an  operation  hasn't  been  done  correctly, 
then  they  have  the  opportunity  to  get  rid  of  a  doctor  who 
is  no  good.  Isn't  that  the  purpose  of  this  bill? 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  They  have  that  privilege  today.  It 
is  a  question  about  who  can  look  at  the  records.  If  a  parti- 
cular hospital  decides  to  review  a  particular  doctor  and  they 
want  to  cancel  his  privileges  they  can  do  that  today.  It  has 
been  done  these  days.  What  this  does  is  it  says  that  the  action 
taken  by  the  hospital  and  the  review  is  confidential. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  want  to  go  back  to  the  question 
that  was  asked  by  Sen.  Sanborn.  Isn't  it  right  that  this  pro- 
posed bill  does  not  allow  these  records  to  go  outside  of  the 
hospital  and  therefore  these  records  cannot  be  used  for  court 
material? 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  I  don't  think  those  records  are  avail- 
able for  public  scrutiny  today.  If  there  is  a  claim  out  there, 
the  claims  and  the  forms  are  available  to  the  patient  but  they 
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are  not  available  to  just  anybody  who  wants  to  see  them.  Pa- 
tients' records  are  confidential.  But  not  the  review  done  by 
lets  say  a  quality  control  board  in  a  particular  hospital.  That 
is  not  what  he  is  talking  about. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  don't  particularly  care  if  it  is  Sen.  Cham- 
pagne or  Sen.  Blaisdell.  You  can  throw  your  hands  up  but 
that  doesn't  answer  the  question.  I  didn't  like  the  bill  when 
I  saw  it  before  and  I  like  it  even  less  now.  I'm  going  to  read 
something  to  you  and  I  can  understand  English,  I'm  not  a 
lawyer.  "Records  of  a  hospital  committee  organized  to  evalu- 
ate matter  relative  to  the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  or 
to  reduce  morbidity  and  mortality,  and  testimony  by  hos- 
pital trustees,  medical  staff,  employees  or  other  committee 
attendees",  that  means  attendees  who  speak  before  that  com- 
mittee, "relating  to  activities  of  the  quality  assurance  com- 
mittee", and  in  every  hospital  they  have  some  kind  of  com- 
mittee like  a  quaHty  assurance  committee  who  looks  into 
practices  at  that  hospital,  "shall  be  confidential  proof  and 
shall  be  protected  from  direct  or  indirect  means  of  discovery, 
subpeona,  or  admission  of  evidence  on  any  judicial  or  ad- 
ministrative proceeding."  Now,  except  when  they  want  to 
do  it.  It  is  right  on  there.  I  want  to  ask  one  question  and  I 
don't  want  any  more  of  that  arm  waving  in  this  campaign, 
I  just  want  to  ask  one  question.  Why  do  those  have  to  be 
confidential?  Who  is  asking  for  them?  Who  would  want  them? 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Sen.  Monier,  this  is  not  my  bit.  Sen. 
Sanborn 

SEN.  MONIER:  Then  lets  get  whoever  made  the  request. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Sen.  Sanborn  .  .  .  Sen.  Monier,  if 
you  don't  want  me  to  wave  my  hands,  don't  wave  yours.  Sen. 
Sanborn  asked  a  question  and  I  am  attempting  to  answer 
Sen.  Sanborn's  question.  I  repeat  this  is  not  my  bill.  I'm  not 
a  sponsor  on  the  bill.  You  can  do  anything  you  want  with 
the  bill.  I  attempted  to  answer  Sen.  Sanborn's  question. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Further  question. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  I  haven't  answered  Sen.  Sanborn's 
question. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Yes  you  have.  Now  I  will  answer  the  ques- 
tion I  just  asked.  Maybe  it  is  not  your  bill,  maybe  Sen.  Blais- 
dell wants  to  answer,  I  don't  know.  All  I  want  to  know  is  a 
very  simple  question.  What  this  really  says  as  I  interpret  it, 
I'm  not  a  lawyer,  is  that  anything  that  the  quaUty  assurance 
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committee  calls  in  evidence  or  testimony  becomes  confi- 
dential. Now  the  simple  question  is  why? 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Because  I  assume  the  sponsor  of 
this  bill  wanted  quahty  assurance  committee  material  made 
confidential. 

SEN.  MONIER:  One  last  question.  I  appreciate  your  answer. 
You  are  a  lawyer.  Would  you  believe  that  if  I  wish  to  and  I 
thought  I  had  a  malpractice  suit  and  I  was  to  bring  this  around 
and  indicate  to  them  that  I  thought  something  was  wrong, 
that  the  quality  assurance  committee  could  investigate  that 
by  loolcing  at  the  doctor's  records,  they  could  investigate 
it  by  calHng  in  the  patients,  the  trustees,  the  medical  staff, 
employees  or  other  attendees,  whoever  that  might  be,  and 
once  they  have  done  it  it  now  becomes  confidential  because 
it  says  that  the  evidence  in  any  judicial  or  administrative  pro- 
ceeding except  that  by  the  quality  assurance  committee.  That 
sounds  to  me  Uke  they  have  the  right  to  pull  the  records  in, 
ask  questions  about  themselves,  and  the  minute  they  do  it 
becomes  confidential.  Is  that  a  correct  statement  as  a  lawyer? 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  That  is  not  correct.  The  bill  has  a 
specific  exception  for  a  patient's  particular  medical  record. 
So  if  I  am  the  subject  of  that  review  and  I  want  my  medical 
records  I  can  get  a  complete  Hst  of  the  medical  records,  the 
hospital  records,  the  nurses'  notes,  all  that  material.  Just  be- 
cause the  quality  assurance  committee  has  requested  that 
information  doesn't  mean  it  is  excepted  from  here  because 
that  type  of  information  is  excepted  from  the  bill. 

SEN.  MONIER:  But  it  is  true  that  whatever  they  decide 
about  it  or  what  they  talk  about  it,  cannot  be  used  in  a  judi- 
cial manner  or  matter  in  terms  of  malpractice.  Is  that  right? 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  That  is  correct  with  the  exception 
of  the  amendment  that  has  been  submitted  this  afternoon. 
The  amendment  says  that  if  the  particular  investigation  con- 
cerns repetitive  action  by  a  doctor.  In  other  words  if  he  has 
made  five  mistakes  and  the  sixth  one  happens  to  be  me,  the 
quahty  assurance  committee  information  is  available  in  that 
set  of  circumstances. 

SEN.  MONIER:  In  the  case  where  there  are  repetitive  mis- 
takes, I  would  agree,  what  you  are  saying  is,  I  assume  and  I 
am  asking,  is  that  if  a  doctor  has  made  repeated  mistakes, 
had  several  malpractice  suits  to  use  as  an  example,  quahty 
assurance  can  call  them  together,  all  of  that  material  becomes 
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confidential  unless  repetitive  malicious  action  in  a  proceeding 
and  personal  injury  is  brought  against  a  physician,  the  com- 
mittee records  shall  be  discoverable.  That  means  I  have  to 
bring  the  action  and  then  they  will  be  open  to  me. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Correct. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Sen.  Blaisdell,  in  the  next  to  the  last 
line  it  says  alleged  repetitive  mahcious  action  then  it  will 
make  an  exception.  Suppose  he  has  one  malicious  action, 
that  is  still  confidential,  it  has  to  be  repetitive.  I  don't  see 
why  if  he  does  something  wrong  once  that  it  still  would  re- 
main confidential?  If  it  is  repetitive  then  it  would  not  remain 
confidential. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Correct. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Do  you  think  that  is  right? 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  You  be  the  judge. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  No,  I'm  asking  you,  it's  your  amend- 
ment. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  You  be  the  judge,  Senator. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  hope  no  one  asks  me  any  questions.  I 
am  going  to  vote  for  this  bill.  As  I  understand  it  it  gives  the 
hospitals  more  interplay  amongst  the  doctors  and  records, 
and  can  allow  them  to  have  a  better,  more  qualified  staff 
That  is  what  I  have  been  told.  That  is  why  I  am  going  to  vote 
for  the  bill. 

Floor  Amendment  to  HB  842 

Amend  RSA  151:19,  II  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill 
by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

II.  Records  of  a  hospital  committee  organized  to  evaluate 
matters  relating  to  the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  or  to 
reduce  morbidity  and  mortahty  and  testimony  by  hospital 
trustees,  medical  staff,  employees,  or  other  committee 
attendees  relating  to  activities  of  the  quality  -assurance  com- 
mittee shall  be  confidential  and  privileged  and  shall  be  pro- 
tected from  direct  or  indirect  means  of  discovery,  subpoena, 
or  admission  into  evidence  in  any  judicial  or  administrative 
proceeding,  except  that  in  the  case  of  a  legal  action  brought 
by  a  quaUty  assurance  committee  to  revoke  or  restrict  a  phy- 
sician's Ucense  or  hospital  staff  privileges,  or  in  a  proceeding 
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alleging  repetitive  malicious  action  and  personal  injury  brought 
against  a  physician,  a  committee's  records  shall  be  discoverable. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

Sen.  Monier  wishes  to  be  recorded  as  being  in  opposition 
to  HB  842. 

HB  427-FN,  to  estabhsh  the  incorporation  of  consumer 
cooperative  associations  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 
Interim  Study.  Sen.  Wiggins  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  WIGGINS:  This  bill  really  needs  some  more  considera- 
tion. It  needs  amendments.  We  heard  it  this  last  week.  We 
had  to  get  it  out  and  so  therefore  we  recommend  that  we 
study  it  and  make  it  right  and  bring  it  in  in  the  next  session. 

Adopted. 

HB  762-FN,  permitting  the  financing  of  commercial  facilities 
and  water  powered  electric  generating  facihties  by  the  industrial 
development  authority.  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen. 
Boyer  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  BOYER:  What  this  bill  would  do  is  expand  the  pur- 
chasing authority  of  the  industrial  development  authority 
from  just  industrial  projects  to  commercial  projects.  It  is  a 
recognition  of  a  fact  of  Ufe  in  New  Hampshire  that  many 
worthwhile  projects  are  not  strictly  industrial  but  also  may 
be  more  broadly  called  commercial,  such  as  downtown  re- 
development. The  amendment  accompUshes  the  same  thing 
but  it  is  in  the  language  of  the  industrial  development  authority 
bond  council  which  it  felt  was  necessary  to  clean  up  the  bUl. 
It  came  out  of  committee  unanimous  ought  to  pass.  We  urge 
the  Senate  to  approve  the  committee's  recommendation. 

Amendment  to  HB  762-FN 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 
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AN  ACT 

permitting  the  financing  of  commercial 

facilities,  water  powered  electric  generating 

facilities  and  aircraft  hangar  facilities 

by  the  industrial  development  authority. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Purpose.  Amend  RSA  162-1:1,  I  as  inserted  by  1975, 
98:1  as  amended  by  striking  out  said  paragraph  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

I.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  there  is  a  need  for  the  develop- 
ment of  industrial  facilities,  including  pollution  control  facili- 
ties, commercial  facilities  in  redevelopment  project  areas,  water 
powered  electric  generating  facilities  and  aircraft  hangar 
facilities  within  the  state  in  order  to  create  or  preserve  employ- 
ment opportunities,  protect  the  physical  environment,  preserve 
or  increase  the  social  or  economic  prosperity  of  the  state  and 
its  political  subdivisions  and  promote  the  general  welfare  of 
the  state's  citizens. 

2  Definition  of  Aircraft  Hangar  Facility.  Amend  RSA  162- 
1:2,  I  by  striking  out  said  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

I.  "Aircraft  hangar  facility"  shall  be  an  ehgible  facility  and 
means  any  privately  owned  structure  used  for  housing  or  re- 
pairing aircraft. 

I-a.  "Authority"  means  the  industrial  development  authority 
created  under  RSA  162-A:3. 

3  Definition  of  Commercial  Facihty.  Amend  RSA  162-1:2 
by  inserting  after  paragraph  III  the  following  new  paragraph: 

Ill-a.  "Commercial  facility"  shall  be  an  ehgible  facility  and 
means  any  facihty  which  is  to  be  used  in  a  trade  or  business  in 
a  redevelopment  project  area.  A  housing  authority  established 
under  RSA  203:4  must  certify  to  the  authority  that  the  com- 
mercial facility : 

(a)  Is  located  within  a  redevelopment  project  area  approved 
under  RSA  205:4; 

(b)  Will  materially  contribute  to  the  achievement  of  the 
purposes  of  RSA  205  in  that  area;  and 
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(c)  Is  entirely  consistent  with  the  redevelopment  plan  for 
the  area  approved  under  RSA  205:4.  The  authority  may  con- 
clusively rely  on  any  such  certification  for  the  purpose  of 
this  chapter. 

4  Definition  of  Water  Powered  Electric  Generating  Facihty. 
Amend  RSA  162-1:2  by  inserting  after  paragraph  XI  the  fol- 
lowing new  paragraph: 

XII.  "Water  powered  electric  generating  facility"  shall  be 
an  eligible  facility  and  means  any  facility  which  is  suitable 
for  converting  energy  from  the  movement  of  water  by  gravity 
or  tide  into  electric  energy. 

5  Special  Findings.  Amend  RSA  162-1:9,  11(a)(2)  as  inserted 
by  1975,  98:1  as  amended  by  striking  out  said  subparagraph 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

(2)  If  the  facility  is  an  industrial  facility,  the  governor  and 
council  shall  find  that  the  establishment  and  operation  of 
the  facility  will  either  create  or  preserve  employment  oppor- 
tunities directly  or  indirectly  within  the  state  or  help  to  protect 
and  enhance  the  state's  physical  environment,  or  will  accom- 
plish both  purposes; 

(3)  If  the  facility  is  an  aircraft  hangar  facility,  the  governor 
and  council  shall  find  that  the  establishment  and  operation 
of  the  facility  will  either  create  or  preserve  employment  oppor- 
tunities directly  or  indirectly  within  the  state,  or  will  improve 
or  maintain  facilities  for  air  travel  within  the  state,  or  will 
accompHsh  both  purposes; 

(4)  If  the  facility  is  a  commercial  facility,  the  governor 
and  council  shall  find  that  the  estabhshment  and  operation 
of  the  facility  will  either  create  or  preserve  employment  oppor- 
tunities directly  or  indirectly  within  the  state,  will  facihtate 
the  rehabihtation  of  a  blighted  area  and  will  likely  be  of  general 
benefit  to  the  community  as  a  whole;  and 

(5)  If  the  facility  is  a  water  powered  electric  generating 
facility,  the  governor  and  council  shall  find  that  the  estabhsh- 
ment and  operation  of  the  facihty  are  hkely  to  reduce  the 
state's  dependence  on  fossil  fuels  and  to  utilize  better  one  of 
the  state's  naturally  renewable  energy  sources. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  537,  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  public  cemeteries. 
Inexpedient  to  legislate.  Sen.  Podles  for  the  committee. 
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SEN.  PODLES:  HB  537  eliminates  the  requirement  that 
every  town  provide  and  maintain  a  fence  with  gates  around 
each  public  cemetery  within  the  town  limits.  The  committee 
felt  the  fence  was  a  protection  and  is  necessary  against 
vandalism  and  recommends  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Adopted. 

HB  687-FN,  changing  the  deadline  for  applying  for  a  tax  lien 
for  the  elderly  or  disabled.  Ought  to  pass.  Sen.  Wiggins  for  the 
committee. 

SEN.  WIGGINS:  This  bill  is  to  help  some  selectmen  in  the 
towns  so  they  can  put  a  tax  hen  on  property  or  the  elderly 
can  apply  for  abatement  or  can  apply  for  a  tax  lien  on  their 
property  after  they  have  received  their  tax  bill.  This  bill  states 
that  they  have  four  months  to  do  it  after  receipt  of  the  tax 
bill.  We  recommend  passage.  At  first  I  was  opposed  to  the 
bill  but  some  selectmen  approached  me  and  wanted  it  and 
we  recommitted  it  to  committee  and  we  are  passing  it  to 
help  some  of  the  selectmen. 

Adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  253,  relative  to  unreasonable  rules  and  the  health  and 
safety  conditions  affecting  tenants  in  mobile  home  parks. 
Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen.  Boyer  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  BOYER:  This  bill  essentially  provides  a  petition  pro- 
cedure under  what  they  call  the  mobile  home  bill  of  rights, 
RSA  205-A.  Presently  there  are  rules  and  guidelines  provided 
in  the  statutes  but  there  is  really  not  a  petition  for  relief  if 
there  is  a  violation  of  those  rules  and  procedures.  Secondly, 
the  amendment  would  add  one  more  restriction  in  that  it 
would  estabhsh  that  you  could  not  have  an  additional  charge 
or  increase  rental  payment  directly  or  indirectly  for  persons 
under  the  age  of  18  residing  in  a  mobile  home  once  that  mobile 
home  park  let  that  tenant  in  and  had  a  contract  with  that 
tenant.  The  park  owner  or  operator  however  may  make  a 
reasonable  rule  governing  the  number  of  adults  or  total  num- 
ber of  persons  to  reside  in  the  mobile  home  and  may  charge 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  $10  per  adult.  It  came  out  of  com- 
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mittee   ought   to  pass  unanimous   with   the   amendment.  We 
urge  your  support  for  this. 

Amendment  to  HB  253 

Amend  RSA  205-A:2,  Vlll(a)  as  inserted  by  section  1  of 
the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

(a)  establishes  an  additional  charge  or  increased  rental  pay- 
ments, directly  or  indirectly,  for  persons  under  the  age  of  18 
residing  in  a  mobile  home.  The  park  owner  or  operator  may 
make  reasonable  rules  governing  the  number  of  adults  or 
total  number  of  persons  permitted  to  reside  in  a  mobile  home 
and  may  charge  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $10  per  adult  per 
month  where  the  number  of  adults  residing  in  the  mobile 
home  exceeds  the  limit  estabUshed  by  such  rules. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

HB  799,  relative  to  condominiums.  Interim  Study.  Sen. 
Podles  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  PODLES:  HB  799  gives  protection  to  tenants  of 
properties  threatened  by  condominium  conversion.  The  hearing 
attracted  a  large  crowd  and  there  was  a  lot  of  opposition. 
On  June  1st  an  amendment  was  offered  by  the  New  England 
Manufacturers  and  from  Mr.  Funk  who  represents  the  Jensen 
Mobile  Park.  This  amendment  also  had  the  approval  of  the 
Attorney  General.  However,  the  amendment  made  it  an  en- 
tirely new  bill.  The  committee  met  again  on  Wednesday,  June 
3rd,  to  discuss  the  bill  and  because  of  the  length  of  the  amend- 
ment which  was  a  whole  new  bill,  the  lack  of  time  to  properly 
study  this  amendment,  the  committee  voted  unanimously 
to  send  this  bill  to  interim  study  so  that  it  could  be  properly 
studied. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  This  is  my  bill.  I  introduced  this  bill 
with  some  members  of  the  House.  I  understand  what  Sen. 
Podles  is  saying.  I  will  agree  with  the  interim  study  but  I  want 
it  clearly  understood,  and  also  Sen.  Conley  I  think  is  going 
to  speak  to  it,  in  talking  with  the  people  in  the  industry  they 
promised  me  faithfully  that  they  would  take  a  hard  look  at 
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this  bill  and  work  with  it  in  interim  study  and  come  up  with 
an  answer.  I  am  going  to  hold  them  to  that. 

SEN.  CONLEY;  I  wish  to  address  the  provision  for  interim 
study.  I  too  am  very  concerned  about  what  has  happened 
here  and  particularly  in  regard  to  the  welfare  of  the  handi- 
capped who  are  directly  involved  in  this  kind  of  situation. 
I  concur  with  Sen.  Blaisdell  on  this  issue  that  certainly  if 
it  is  going  to  go  to  interim  study  then  let  it  come  out  having 
been  studied  and  lets  have  a  bill  that  people  can  live  with 
in  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Adopted.  Referred  to  Interim  Study. 

HB  864-FN,  creating  state  liabiHty  for  the  expenses  of  ju- 
veniles confined  in  state  institutions.  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 
Sen,  Champagne  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  If  we  passed  this  bill  we  probably 
could  all  go  home  heros.  However  the  Finance  Committee 
would  probably  be  a  little  concerned.  This  makes  the  State 
responsible  for  all  juveniles.  The  price  on  that  would  be  in- 
credible thus  the  reason  for  the  inexpedient  to  legislate  recom- 
mendation. 

Adopted. 

HB  898-FN,  relative  to  liability  for  expenses  under  RSA 
169-B,  RSA  169-C  &  RSA  169-D.  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 
Sen.  Champagne  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  This  bill,  HB  898-FN  and  HB  702, 
have  been  combined  and  I  will  report  in  a  few  minutes  on 
HB  702,  thus  the  reason  for  the  inexpedient  to  legislate  recom- 
mendation on  HB  898-FN. 

Adopted. 

HB  702,  requiring  the  submission  of  a  financial  statement 
by  the  person  responsible  for  a  minor's  support  at  certain 
juvenile  proceedings.  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen. 
Champagne  for  the  committee. 
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SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  The  bill  as  I  previously  stated,  con- 
cerns the  liability  of  cities  and  towns  for  the  services  delivered 
under  RSA  169-B-C-D  which  include  services  for  children. 
The  towns  right  now  are  the  legally  hable  unit  and  the  towns 
want  more  clout  in  determining  the  financial  capability  of 
parents.  This  particular  bill  as  it  is  drafted  combines  HB  898-FN 
and  HB  702  to  give  the  towns  the  additional  information 
they  need,  financial  information  on  the  parents  to  determine 
whether  the  towns  should  get  their  money  from  the  parents 
for  the  liability  they  incur  for  the  child. 

Amendment  to  HB  702 

Amend  RSA  169-B:40,  H  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the 
bill  by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

n.  Upon  determination  of  liabihty  at  any  stage  of  the  pro- 
ceeding, the  court  shall  send  notice  to  the  appropriate  legally 
liable  unit.  The  legally  liable  unit  may  within  30  days  from 
receipt  of  notice  request  a  hearing  on  the  issue  of  hability. 
At  such  hearing,  the  court  shall  provide  all  financial  infor- 
mation, including  names  and  addresses  of  persons  chargeable 
by  law  for  the  minor's  support  and  necessities,  to  the  legally 
Hable  unit. 

Amend  RSA  169-C:27,  II  as  inserted  by  section  2  of  the 
bill  by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

II.  Upon  determination  of  liabihty  at  any  stage  of  the  pro- 
ceeding, the  court  shall  send  notice  to  the  appropriate  legally 
liable  unit.  The  legally  liable  unit  may  within  30  days  from 
receipt  of  notice  request  a  hearing  on  the  issue  of  hability. 
At  such  hearing,  the  court  shall  provide  all  financial  infor- 
mation, including  names  and  addresses  of  persons  chargeable 
by  law  for  the  child's  support  and  necessities,  to  the  legally 
liable  unit. 

Amend  RSA  169-D:29,  II  as  inserted  by  section  3  of  the 
bill  by  striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 
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II.  Upon  determination  of  liability  at  any  stage  of  the  pro- 
ceeding, the  court  shall  send  notice  to  the  appropriate  legally 
liable  unit.  The  legally  hable  unit  may  within  30  days  from 
receipt  of  notice  request  a  hearing  on  the  issue  of  liability. 
At  such  hearing,  the  court  shall  provide  all  financial  infor- 
mation, including  names  and  addresses  of  persons  chargeable 
by  law  for  the  minor's  support  and  necessities,  to  the  legally 
liable  unit. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

Sen.  Champagne  moved  to  take  HB  877  off  the  table. 
Adopted. 

HB  877-FN,  relative  to  poUtical  expenditures  and  contribu- 
tions. Interim  Study. 

Motion  failed. 

Sen.  Champagne  moved  ought  to  pass. 
Adopted. 

Sen.  Champagne  moved  a  floor  amendment. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  HB  877-FN  was  the  subject  of  some 
discussion  this  afternoon  between  Sen.  Blaisdell  and  Sen. 
Conley  and  they  said  the  bill  was  very  complicated.  It  covered 
ten  pages  and  Sen.  Blaisdell  asked  me  for  a  short  amendment 
to  shorten  the  bill.  That  is  exactly  what  is  being  passed  out 
to  you. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  This  is  an  agreed  amendment  to  HB  877-FN 
which  was  a  criss-cross  of  a  lot  of  attempted  clarification 
but  particularly  in  the  areas  of  political  expenditures  and 
contributions.  I  have  talked  to  Mrs.  Flanagan  who  is  our 
counterpart  in  the  Statutory  Revision  Committee  of  the  House 
and  she  has  agreed  if  we  do  this  and  put  it  over  to  the  House 
she  will  accept  the  Committee  of  Conference  and  we  can 
work  out  the  bugs. 
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Floor  Amendment  to  HB  877-FN 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Repeal.  RSA  664:6,  V,  relative  to  political  committee 
statements,  is  hereby  repealed. 

2  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect  60  days  after  its 
passage. 

Amendment  adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

Sen.  Brown  moved  that  all  bills  subject  to  the  joint  rules  that 
are  now  laid  on  the  table  or  still  in  committee  be  reported 
inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Adopted. 

SUSPENSION  OF  RULES

INTRODUCTION  OF  RESOLUTION 

SENATE  RESOLUTION  NO.  1 1 

relative  to  consideration  of  HB  600 

Resolved  by  the  Senate; 

That  in  the  consideration  of  the  state  operating  budget,  HB 
600,  the  following  procedure  shall  be  followed: 

No  floor  amendment  to  the  state  operating  budget  shall 
be  offered  by  any  member  or  considered  by  the  senate  unless 
the  amendment  contains  therein  the  means  of  funding  the 
proposed  change  either  by  making  an  offsetting  reduction, 
or  by  providing  new  revenue  or  otherwise. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  The  Senate  Finance  Committee  is 
offering  the  resolution  for  one  basic  reason,  by  constitution- 
ality we  have  to  have  a  balanced  budget.  The  Committee 
has  worked  very,  very  hard  over  the  past  five  weeks.  We  have 
done  absolutely  the  best  we  can  under  the  given  set  of  cir- 
cumstances. Simply  stated  what  this  does  is  that  if  anyone 
is  going  to  offer  a  floor  amendment  appropriating  additional 
monies,  we  simply  ask  that  you  tell  us  where  the  appropria- 
tion is  coming  from.  One  has  to  be  tied  to  the  other. 

SEN.  STEPHEN:  As  a  courtesy  to  me  I  ask  that  I  have 
a  chance  to  review  this  budget.  It  was  only  IV2  hours  ago 
that  I  received  the  budget.  I  asked  for  it  last  Friday  and  it 
wasn't  ready  then.  I  would  like  to  act  intelligently  and  use 
common  sense  in  reviewing  this  budget  that  is  so  important 
to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  so  I  ask  you  to  allow  me 
to  have  the  time. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Well  I  appreciate  your  remarks  and  we 
can  discuss  that  later,  but  right  now  we  have  a  resolution 
before  us  that  has  nothing  to  do  with  that,  Sen.  Stephen. 
I'm  not  trying  to  cut  you  off  or  anything  else,  your  remarks 
will  be  put  in  the  record. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Doesn't  this  resolution  concern  the 
budget? 

SEN.  MONIER:  Yes,  but  the  resolution  has  nothing  to 
do  with  what  his  question  was. 
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SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Well  I  believe  Sen.  Stephen  is  trying 
to  say  that  he  would  like  an  opportunity  to  review  this  and 
that  all  subject  matter  that  concerns  the  budget  might  solve 
itself  it  some  of  us  have  a  chance  to  look  at  this  document. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  do  not  question  that.  You  have  made 
your  statement.  We  still  have  a  resolution  before  us  which 
has  nothing  to  do  with  whether  we  look  at  the  budget  longer 
or  less.  It  is  a  resolution  offered  that  would  apply  any  time 
that  the  budget  is  discussed  or  not  discussed.  That  is  a  Chair 
ruling. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  First  a  question,  are  we  going  to  be  able 
to  address  the  situation? 

SEN.  MONIER:  If  after  we  have  finished  with  the  business 
on  the  floor,  if  somebody  wants  to  make  another  motion 
I  will  entertain  that  motion,  but  at  the  present  time  we  have 
a  resolution  on  the  floor. 

Recess. 

Out  of  Recess. 

Sen.  Rice  moved  to  lay  SR  1 1  on  the  table. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  wish  to  speak  opposed  to  the  resolu- 
tion. It  would  seem  to  me  that  the  point  that  Sen.  Stephen 
brought  up  is  very  relevant  to  this  entire  issue.  I  certainly, 
speaking  as  one  member  of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee 
which  worked  on  this  budget  pretty  hard  for  the  last  three 
weeks  under  the  direction  of  the  Senate  President  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  Robert  Monier,  would  like  to  have 
the  additional  time  to  digest,  I  use  that  word  with  care,  to 
be  able  to  digest  the  final  printed  document  which  is  before 
us.  I  know  I  stayed  up  all  night.  I  wanted  to  see  what  this 
budget  was  going  to  contain.  I  was  here  yesterday.  Most  of 
us  in  Senate  Finance  were  here  fifteen  hours,  from  9:00  a.m. 
on  Saturday  morning  until  1:00  a.m.  Sunday  morning  working 
on  this  budget,  straight  on.  I  came  back  yesterday  to  see  the 
final  printed  document,  it  wasn't  ready.  LBA  worked  hard. 
They  had  a  couple  problems  with  their  computer  system, 
I  guess,  and  even  though  they  worked  around  the  clock  in 
varying  shifts,  they  weren't  able  to  come  up  with  a  final  printed 
version  until  around  midnight.  I  called  the  Senate  President 
at   1:00  a.m.  this  morning  to  remind  him  that  I  was  waiting 
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for  a  copy  and  finally  I  got  one  at  3:30  a.m.  I  have  been  up 
ever  since  trying  to  digest  it.  I  use  that  word  very  carefully. 
I  think  that  Sen.  Stephen  pointing  out  that  he  got  here  and 
was  able  to  see  it  up  IVi  hours  ago,  brings  up  the  very  im- 
portant point  of  heck,  what  are  we  doing  here  dealing  with 
a  resolution  relevant  to  the  budget  and  then  potentially  going 
on  to  the  budget  when  all  of  us,  none  of  us,  I  guess  I  was 
probably  the  first  one  to  see  the  final  printed  version  of  this 
budget  at  3:30  a.m.,  but  none  of  us  has  yet  really  had  an 
opportunity  to  go  through  it.  We  were  all  elected  on  the  basis 
of  making  sound  fiscal  judgment,  I  think  many  of  us  cam- 
paign on  that  basis  also,  and  the  best  way  to  achieve  that  is 
to  take  a  little  bit  of  care  in  what  we  are  supposed  to  be  doing 
here. 

SEN.  RICE:  In  the  resolution,  Resolution  11,  it  indicates 
that  we  could  not  make  any  proposed  changes  without  making 
an  offsetting  reduction  or  providing  new  revenue,  I  didn't 
think  we  could  provide  new  revenue  because  I  thought  that 
was  the  responsibility  of  the  House.  My  question  is  that  if 
we  have  got  to  make  changes  and  we  act  on  the  budget  today, 
and  we  have  to  make  them  by  making  an  offsetting  reduc- 
tion in  another  area,  how  can  we  do  that  if  none  of  us  have 
had  sufficient  time  to  look  at  the  budget  to  see  what  we  want 
to  increase  or  what  we  correspondingly  want  to  decrease? 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  In  answer  to  your  question,  I  think  that 
you  have  stated  what  I  tried  to  say  in  the  last  four  minutes 
very  well  and  very  concisely.  Here  is  a  document  that  for 
the  first  time  my  eyes  looked  at  1 1  hours  ago,  and  yours 
probably  looked  at  it  a  lot  later,  and  consequently  we  are 
being  asked  to  come  in  with  amendments  to  this  without 
even  knowing  whether  or  not  we  want  to  amend  it?  Is  there 
any  Senator  here  today,  even  those  of  us  who  were  on  the 
Finance  Committee,  who  can  honestly  stand  up  and  tell  me 
that  you  know  whether  or  not  you  might  want  to  amend 
something?  And  is  it  a  mature,  politically  wise,  and  I  say 
that  from  a  position  of  being  in  the  State  Senate,  and  respon- 
sible thing  to  do  to  be  voting  on  this  without  having  any  input 
from  those  who  are  directly  affected  by  it?  To  me  it  sounds 
kind  of  confusing  and  I  really  don't  know  what  the  terrible 
crisis  or  the  rush  is. 

SEN.  RICE:  Mr.  President,  if  this  resolution  is  in  fact  ger- 
maine  to  the  budget  and  given  that  Sen.  Stephens  has  already 
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made  a  request,  would  it  be  possible  to  make  a  motion  to 
lay  this  resolution  on  the  table  and  then  address  his  question 
based  upon  what  the  results  of  his  question  are,  and  then 
to  reintroduce  this  resolution? 

SEN.  MONIER:  You  can  do  anything  you  wish  to  do.  The 
question  before  us  at  the  present  time  is  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  which,  while  I  appreciate  what  Sen.  Stephen  and 
Sen.  Splaine  are  talking  about,  has  no  relationship  to  the 
resolution.  That  is  all  I  can  reply  as  a  parhamentary  inquiry. 

Sen.  Boyer  requested  a  Roll  Call. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Blaisdell. 

The  following  Senators  voted  yes:  Blaisdell,  Boyer,  Rice, 
Stephen,  Champagne,  Lessard,  Preston,  and  Splaine. 

The  following  Senators  voted  no:  Lamontagne,  Conley, 
Freese,  Hough,  Bergeron,  Chandler,  Wiggins,  Monier,  Mann, 
Stabile,  Kelly,  Podles,  Sanborn,  and  Brown. 

8  yeas     14  nays 

Motion  failed. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Parhamentary  inquiry.  On  the  resolu- 
tion, would  it  be  not  correct  to  state  that  providing  new 
revenue  can  be  accomplished  by  raising  established  percen- 
tages, for  example,  but  what  we  specifically  cannot  do  is 
raise  revenue  by  the  addition  of  a  new  tax.  Would  that  be 
procedurally  correct? 

SEN.  MONIER:  The  Chair  can  only  say  to  you.  Sen.  Ber- 
geron, the  purpose  of  the  resolution  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee as  I  understood  it  and  as  I  have  it  read  in  front  of  me 
for  action,  was  simply  that  any  amendment  offered  which 
changed  the  balance  in  the  budget  would  have  to  either  have 
new  revenues  attached  to  it  in  order  to  accomplish  that  if 
it  was  an  increase,  or  would  have  to  show  where  you  were 
to  make  the  changes  between  it. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  If  I  had  two  changes  in  the  budget 
that  I  wished  to  make,  one  was  an  increase  for  example  in 
the  IFC  care  and  I  was  asking  for  an  additional  $5  milhon 
appropriation,  and  I  told  you  I  wished  that  $5  million  to 
come   from   the   University   budget   for  example,   and   I   had 
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another  one  that  I  wished  an  additional  $5  million  for  the 
Business  Profits  Tax  for  the  cities  and  towns  and  I  wished 
to  raise  that  revenue  with  a  fireworks  tax  bill,  are  they  both 
procedurally  correct? 

SEN.  MONIER:  The  answer  would  be  that  it  would  seem- 
ingly be  yes,  or  no,  depending  upon  which  one  was  offered. 
You  are  asking  for  a  procedural  response  and  I  am  trying  to 
give  you  a  reply.  It  is  not  a  funny  matter.  It  may  sound  like 
I  am  saying  two  different  things  but  if  you  will  let  me  finish 
the  sentence  I  am  not.  In  the  first  case,  where  you  were  saying 
to  raise  $5  million  in  one  area  and  remove  it  from  another  of 
budget,  obviously  that  would  be  proper  within  the  confines 
of  the  resolution.  In  the  other  one  where  you  are  offering 
a  different  one,  that  would  be  proper  too  if  you  were  sub- 
stituting one  for  the  other  but  then  in  that  case  they  would 
have  to  be  voted  on  together.  That  is  what  this  resolution 
is  saying.  Each  case  would  have  to  be  decided  by  whoever 
was  in  the  Chair  at  that  particular  time,  on  the  merits  of  the 
resolution. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Say  that  a  Senator  wants  to  make 
a  proposal  to  this  Senate  knowing  full  well  that  he  cannot 
raise  or  put  in  tax  bills,  only  as  a  suggestion.  What  would 
be  the  ruling  of  the  Senate  on  that? 

SEN.  MONIER:  If  I  may  reply  to  that.  We  have  already, 
if  you  would  look  at  your  calendar,  you  will  see  HB  368  which 
is  in  front  of  you,  HB  368  has  been  devised  and  retained  and 
was  recommitted  to  Senate  Finance  for  the  express  purpose 
of  being  able  to  make  that  kind  of  an  amendment.  For  exam- 
ple, if  you  will  read  it  carefully,  that  is  before  us  as  a  working 
document  for  us  to  work  with  as  a  body,  in  which  those  kinds 
of  proposals  and  is  what  I  think  you  are  asking,  can  be  made. 
That  is  why  we  have  left  this  there.  To  be  very  frank  with 
you,  if  you  will  remember,  that  was  discussed  on  the  floor 
at  the  time  we  recommitted.  It  is  there.  It  is  available  for 
any  kind  of  an  amendment  for  that  express  purpose  and  that 
is  not  connected  with  the  budget,  which  is  what  I  think  your 
question  was  concerned  with.  Am  I  correct? 

Sen.  Boyer  moved  that  SR  1 1  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

SEN.  BOYER:  My  peers  have  already  spoken  to  the  issue. 
I  think  that  we  ou^t  to  have  some  time  to  look  at  the  bud- 
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get.  This  is  perhaps  the  most  important  document  that  this 
Senate  will  face  this  year  and  to  be  given  a  matter  of  a  couple 
of  hours  to  review  a  document  of  this  importance  is  just  frivo- 
lous. I  don't  care  what  the  Senate  or  the  House  has  done 
in  years  past,  there  is  no  reason  to  perpetuate  a  fraud  on  the 
public  and  that  is  what  is  going  to  happen  if  we  are  going 
to  be  required  to  vote  on  a  document  that  affects  everyone's 
lives  to  the  extent  that  this  House  bill  will.  I  think  that  my 
motion  gives  everyone  an  opportunity  to  reconsider  what 
I  consider  precipitous  action.  I  assure  you  that  I  will  be  the 
first  to  move  to  take  the  Senate  Resolution  off  the  table  in 
the  event  that  I  may  succeed  on  this  motion. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  don't  mean  to  interrupt  with  your  state- 
ments but  they  are  incorrect  and  I  don't  want  to  leave  them 
unchallenged  from  the  Chair.  In  an  indefinite  postponement 
there  would  be  no  further  action  on  this.  It  would  not  be 
a  matter  of  taking  it  off  the  table.  I  merely  wish  to  correct 
you  so  that  you  understand  that. 

SEN.  BOYER:  If  I  might  inquire,  I  always  thought  that 
a  Senator  could  move  to  have  a  bill  reconsidered  if  it  was 
indefinitely  postponed.  Point  of  order,  Mr.  President,  I  would 
appreciate  it  if  the  Chair  would  speak  to  my  senior  colleague 
from  Berlin,  if  he  wants  to  be  recognized  by  the  Chair  that 
he  be  so  recognized  and  he  can  speak. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  would  like  to  speak. 

SEN.  MONIER:  We  presently  have  someone  on  the  floor. 
Continue  Sen.  Boyer. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  appreciate  that  my  lack  of  experience 
may  have  led  me  astray  but  I  thought  that  any  motion  could 
be  reconsidered  or  any  action  by  the  Senate  could  be  recon- 
sidered. 

SEN.  MONIER:  That  is  correct.  Sen.  Boyer. 

SEN.  BOYER:  If  my  colleague  Sen.  Stephen  prevails  on 
his  motion  that  I  believe  he  will  be  making  to  postpone  action 
on  this  budget,  then  I  would  be  first  to  move  for  reconsidera^ 
tion  of  an  action  on  indefinite  postponement. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Just  so  that  we  have  no  differences  between 
the  Chair  and  what  you  said,  you  can  reconsider  action  but 
indefinite  postponement  is  a  separate  action  and  if  you  look 
in  the  rules  in  the  black  book  you  will  see,  indefinite  post- 
ponement is  something  that  once  passed  reconsideration  cannot 
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take  place  during  that  session  on  that  postponement.  I  just 
don't  want  you  to  be  misunderstood,  that's  all. 
SEN.  BOYER:  Okay,  I  stand  corrected. 

Sen.  Preston  moved  to  make  SR  1 1  a  special  order  of  busi- 
ness at  1:01  p.m.,  Tuesday,  June  9,  1981. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  I  have  to  rise  in  opposition  to  the 
pending  motion.  We  have  already  been  this  route  in  our  first 
vote.  I  can  see  it  coming  down  the  pike.  There  is  going  to  be 
one  stall  tactic  after  another.  This  resolution  simply  means 
exactly  what  it  says.  It  has  nothing  to  do  with  your  passing 
the  budget,  not  passing  the  budget,  reviewing  the  budget, 
or  whatever  else  you  want  to  do  to  the  cussed  thing.  I  think 
it  is  a  stall  tactic.  I  think  we  ought  to  move  ahead  with  the 
business  of  the  day  and  go  ahead  and  pass  the  resolution. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  I  rise  in  support  of  the  motion  of  Sen. 
Preston.  I  stand  here  before  this  Senate  telhng  you  that  the 
decisions  that  you  make  today  have  never  had  to  be  made 
in  this  state.  We  have  a  deep,  serious  problem  facing  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire.  I  can't  emphasize  it  upon  you  enough 
that  you  think  .what  you  are  doing,  what  you  are  destroying. 
If  you  take  the  time,  as  we  have  since  7:00  a.m.  this  morning, 
to  look  at  this  budget  you  will  have  to  agree  with  me.  There 
is  no  need  to  rush,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  been 
here  a  long  time.  And  in  just  one  frivolous  day  of  trying  to 
get  out  we  can  destroy  it.  I  warn  you,  that  is  what  you  are 
doing  and  it  is  not  frivolous,  I  think  it  is  just  a  courtesy  to 
this  Senate  to  sit  down  and  have  the  knowledge  and  the  ex- 
pertise and  the  compassion  to  look  at  what  we  are  doing  to 
the  people  of  our  state.  I  plead  with  you  not  to  put  this  reso- 
lution through  and  to  make  it  a  special  order  of  business  for 
tomorrow  so  that  you  can  go  home  today  and  you  can  think 
in  your  own  mind  and  in  your  own  hearts  about  what  you 
are  doing,  and  forget  the  political  impHcations  of  it,  and  forget 
whatever  things  that  you  said  to  other  Senators  in  this  room 
and  any  committments  that  you  have  made.  Please,  know 
what  you  are  doing.  I  ask  you  to  support  this  motion. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  If  I  voted  for  this  resolution  and  it 
should  pass,  could  I  take  further  action  on  postponing  the 
discussion  on  the  budget  until  some  future  date? 

SEN.  MONIER:  Those  are  separate  motions  altogether. 
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SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  am  very  much  concerned  about 
learning  about  this  budget.  I  feel  that  if  we  go  ahead  with 
these  motions  that  you  have  now,  you  aren't  going  to  discuss 
the  budget.  So  as  far  as  I'm  concerned,  I  want  to  know  where 
the  cuts  are  and  where  this  budget  is  going  to  affect  my  dis- 
trict. If  the  rest  of  you  Senators  are  not  interested  in  it,  I 
am  interested.  I  think  it  is  foolish  to  turn  around  and  table 
this.  It  is  foohsh  to  indefinitely  postpone.  And  I'm  against 
the  motion  to  lay  it  on  the  table.  I  feel  that  if  we  want  to 
learn  something  then  this  is  the  place  to  learn.  I  want  to  know 
about  this  budget.  I  want  to  know  it  for  my  people  so  I  can 
go  back  home  and  make  a  report.  Now  I  have  had  a  lot  of 
phone  calls  from  University  people.  I  have  had  a  lot  of  calls 
about  the  New  Hampshire  Employees.  I  have  had  people 
calling  me  about  the  retarded  children.  Well  I  want  to  know 
something  about  this  budget  and  how  it  is  going  to  affect 
these  people.  I  think  that  if  you  people  don't  know,  at  least 
my  ears  have  been  open  enough  to  hear  that  I  understand 
around  the  18th  that  we  may  have  a  sick  walk-out  on  state 
employees.  So  we  better  learn  about  this  budget  so  this  doesn't 
happen.  Because  I'm  going  to  tell  you  those  three  days  could 
hurt  this  state  and  it  could  cost  us  more  revenue  than  what 
we  are  facing  now  as  deficits. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Have  you  read  the  budget? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  have  read  the  budget.  I  just  feel 
that  it  ought  to  be  explained. 

SEN.  BOYER:  When  did  you  receive  the  budget? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  got  it  just  about  an  hour  ago. 

SEN.  BOYER:  And  you  went  through  it?  Would  you  be- 
lieve that  I  got  the  budget  a  little  before  10:00  a.m.  and  just 
before  coming  up  here  I  was  able  to  get  through  the  budget? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Let  me  tell  you  that  I'm  not  talking 
about  this,  I  am  talking  about  what  has  been  proposed  during 
the  Finance  Committee  meeting.  I  haven't  had  a  chance  to 
read  that  budget  any  more  than  you  have. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Would  you  beUeve  that  that  is  why  there 
are  a  few  Senators  here  that  want  just  the  time  that  you  are 
suggesting,  to  read  the  budget,  and  that  is  why  we  want  this 
a  special  order  of  business  for  tomorrow,  so  that  we  can  read 
this  budget? 
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SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Senator,  we  have  all  the  experts 
here.  Let's  learn  from  the  experts.  And  then  you  can  study 
your  budget. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Would  you  believe,  Senator  Lamontagne, 
that  in  order  to  ask  question  you  would  have  to  know  what 
questions  there  are  to  ask  and  you  ought  to  know  what  the 
budget  says? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Senator,  I've  been  here  before 
and  this  is  nothing  unusual  what  is  going  on  now,  and  I  want 
you  to  know  that  you  will  be  able  to  ask  better  questions 
after  you  hear  the  experts. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Sen.  Lamontagne,  do  you  believe  me 
that  I  just  believe  that  if  you  vote  for  this  type  of  resolution 
that  is  before  you,  and  if  you  cannot  come  up  with  any  new 
revenue  pitches,  that  you  cannot  pick  up  $95,000  for  the 
Berlin  Vo-Technical  School  that  is  taken  out  of  your  budget, 
that  the  Senate  is  going  to  take  out  against  the  House?  Where 
are  you  going  to  get  the  revenue?  By  this  resolution  you  cannot 
do  it  and  you  have  to  be  responsible.  Senator. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  You  have  been  here  before  .  .  . 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Yes  I  have.  I've  been  here  almost  as 
long  as  you  have. 

SEN.  MONIER:  We  will  not  have  a  debate  in  this  Senate 
at  this  time.  Sen.  Blaisdell. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  I  didn't  get  an  answer  to  my  question, 
Mr.  President. 

SEN.  MONIER:  He  does  not  have  to  answer  a  question. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Oh,  I  will  be  glad  to  answer  the 
question. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Please. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  said  Senators,  both  of  you  will  sit.  Neither 
one  of  you  are  going  to  make  ad  hoc  comments  in  this  Senate 
while  we  are  in  session. 

SEN.  MANN:  Mr.  President,  could  I  ask  you  a  question? 

SEN.  MONIER:  You  may  make  a  parliamentary  inquiry, 
yes. 

SEN.  MANN:  Is  this  the  first  time  a  resolution  like  this 
has  ever  been  introduced  into  the  Senate? 

SEN.  MONIER:  No  it  is  not.  I  don't  know  the  exact  wording 
but  it  has. 

SEN.  MANN:  Were  the  doors  of  Senate  Finance  ever  closed? 
Didn't  we  have  ample  chance  .  .  . 
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SEN.  MONIER:  One  time,  if  I  may  respond,  the  record 
will  show  that  we  went  into  executive  session  once  at  the 
request  of  the  warden. 

SEN.  MANN:  But  all  through  the  hearings  and  everything, 
as  far  as  I  remember,  the  doors  were  always  open  and  every- 
body was  welcome  to  come  in  and  listen  if  they  had  any  great 
interest. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Is  that  an  inquiry?  , 

SEN.  MANN:  Yes. 

SEN.  MONIER:  The  answer  is  yes. 

Sen.  Wiggins  moved  the  previous  question. 

Adopted. 

Sen.  Rice  moved  a  Roll  Call. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Stephen. 

The  following  Senators  voted  yes:  Blaisdell,  Boyer,  Rice, 
Stephen,  Champagne,  Lessard,  Preston,  and  Splaine. 

The  following  Senators  voted  no:  Lamontagne,  Conley, 
Freese,  Hough,  Bergeron,  Chandler,  Wiggins,  Monier,  Mann, 
Stabile,  Kelly,  Podles,  Sanborn,  and  Brown. 

8  yeas     14  nays 

Motion  failed. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  This  vote,  is  this  a  suspension  of 
the  rules? 

SEN.  MONIER:  No  it  is  not,  it  is  a  resolution  offered  by 
the  Committee  of  Finance. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Doesn't  this  in  effect  suspend  a  Senate 
Rule  that  says  we  can  amend  a  bill  in  a  regular  fashion?  It 
restricts  that  rule,  does  it  not? 

SEN.  MONIER:  Yes,  the  Chair  would  rule  however  that 
this  is  a  recommendation  voted  by  the  committee  and  adopted 
by  the  Senate. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  But  isn't  is  not  a  change  in  the  Rules? 

SEN.  MONIER:  No  it  is  not,  really. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  I  challenge  that.  That  is  a  change  in 
the  Senate  Rules. 
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SEN.  MONIER:  The  answer  to  you  is  no. 
Resolution  adopted. 

Sen.  Blaisdell  wishes  to  be  recorded  as  voting  against  SR  1 1 . 
Sen.  Sanborn  in  the  Chair. 

SEN.  STEPHEN:  Pariiamentary  mquiry? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  You  may. 

SEN.  STEPHEN:  The  motion  to  recess  until  1:00  p.m.  to- 
morrow so  I  can  familiarize  myself  with  this  budget. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Is  that  a  parharmentary  procedure  or 
are  you  providing  a  motion? 

SEN.  STEPHEN:  A  motion. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  We  are  not  on  HB  600  at  this  time  so 
we  will  not  take  up  that  motion  at  this  time.  When  we  have 
the  committee  report  we  will  listen  to  your  motion. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Inquiry.  There  is  a  committee  report 
on  the  floor  but  immediately  after  the  committee  report 
we  would  be  able  to  make  that  motion,  would  we  not? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  You  may. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

HB  424-FN,  creating  the  New  Hampshire  energy  finance 
authority.  Ought  to  pass.  Sen.  Monier  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  will  be  very  brief.  HB  424-FN  deals  with 
the  energy  finance  authority  as  requested  by  both  the  Governor 
and  many  other  people  with  respect  to  our  crisis.  The  nation's 
energy  problems  stem  primarily  from  two  simply  facts,  our 
inability  to  get  new  resources  on  the  line  to  replace  oil  and 
spiraling  prices,  and  we  here  in  New  Hampshire  and  New 
England  feel  the  affects  of  these  two  problems  more  than 
most  areas  of  the  country  because  of  our  heavy  reliance  on 
oil  used  or  for  generating  electricity.  The  replacement  for 
oil  that  must  be  made  if  we  are  to  continue  to  make  economic 
progress  and  preserve  our  style  will  not  take  place  if  there 
is  not  a  cooperative  effort  made  between  government  and 
industry.  The  basic  assumption  of  the  proposal  before  the 
Senate   today   contained  in   HB  424-FN  is  as   follows:    that 
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major  new  energy  facilities  powered  by  other  than  oil  or  gas 
must  be  built  to  displace  oil  and  satisfy  future  growth  in  New 
Hampshire's  energy  needs  even  after  giving  effect  to  reason- 
able conservation  measures;  that  the  need  for  investment 
in  new  electrical  generating  or  other  energy  production  facili- 
ties is  not  in  question;  that  one  of  the  most  important  poHcies 
before  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  is  how  best  to  finance 
the  construction  of  energy  facilities  to  achieve  the  lowest 
possible  cost  to  the  consumer;  the  consumers  will  ultimately 
bear  the  cost  resulting  from  cancellation  or  delay  of  any  pro- 
ject regardless  of  the  method  of  financing  employed;  that 
relying  on  the  total  customer  base  of  a  particular  utility  to 
repay  bonds  issued  to  finance  a  project  will  result  in  much 
lower  financing  costs  than  other  conventional  forms  of  fi- 
nancing resulting  in  significant  savings  in  future  energy  costs 
to  reduction  of  the  capital  component.  The  main  feature 
of  this  bill  is  to  finance  major  generating  or  other  energy 
projects  on  the  strength  of  aggregate  payments  by  customers 
served.  This  legislation  without  using  the  state's  credit  has 
a  potential  to  provide  an  effective  mechanism  for  reducing 
regulatory  risk  and  in  turn  the  cost  of  financing  state  energy 
projects.  I  repeat  the  first  portion,  this  legislation  without 
using  the  state's  credit  has  that  potential.  HB  424-FN  is  a 
product  of  a  lot  of  work  since  the  start  of  the  idea  back  in 
1979,  with  the  amendments  proposed  it  is  now  in  workable 
form  but  needless  to  say,  it  is  a  very  complicated  bill  since 
it  must  satisfy  the  legal  and  technical  requirements  of  the 
bond  market.  An  estimate  of  the  savings  for  consumers  in 
New  Hampshire  on  a  project  using  $500  million  of  authority 
financing  ranges  from  $34  to  $55  milhon  annually.  That  is 
a  customer  saving.  The  steps  required  for  project  approval 
are  as  follows:  there  is  to  be  an  appHcation  by  a  user  utihty; 
there  has  to  be  an  independent  engineering  feasibility  analysis 
to  establish;  technical  and  economic  feasibility;  future  demand 
for  power  to  justify  the  need  for  the  project;  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  energy  from  completed  project  will  be  lower  than 
alternative  energy  resources;  there  has  to  be  an  approval  by 
Governor  and  Council  of  total  expected  financing;  there  has 
to  be  approval  by  the  Pubhc  Utilities  Commission  of  total 
financing  in  the  terms  of  each  bond  issue.  This  authority 
cannot  construct  or  operate  any  projects  itself,  nor  can  it 
compel    any    utility    to  utilize   authority   financing.   For  the 
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project  where  the  authority's  proposed  membership  share 
is  expected  to  exceed  $500  million  a  joint  legislative  resolu- 
tion would  be  required  before  the  financing  can  proceed. 
The  House  version  of  the  bill  had  a  limit  of  $250  million 
which  our  amendment  has  changed  to  $500  million  because 
this  still  represents  less  than  half  the  current  construction 
cost  of  a  large  base-load  generating  or  energy  project.  The 
bill  will  have  no  fiscal  impact  on  the  state.  Section  162L:20 
fully  states  that  the  bonds  are  not  obligations  of  the  state. 
The  bonds  cannot  be  paid  by  tax  money  or  other  pubhc  funds, 
so  there  will  be  no  contingency  Uability  on  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  The  amendments  to  the  bill  introduced  here  in 
the  Senate  are  of  three  categories.  First,  there  were  the  changes 
that  were  needed  for  clarification.  These  were  simply  house- 
keeping changes.  Second,  were  technical  changes  that  were 
felt  to  be  essential  to  the  legal  and  financial  structure  of  this 
legislation,  without  which  the  purposes  of  the  proposed  New 
Hampshire  Energy  Finance  Authority  could  not  and  cannot 
be  achieved.  Third,  were  the  changes  that  we  felt  necessary 
in  order  to  permit  the  authority  to  accomphsh  its  intended 
purposes  in  an  efficient  and  effective  manner,  and  at  the  same 
time  permit  the  higher  level  of  benefit  for  our  consumer  in 
this  state.  The  changes  in  this  category  are,  one  that  I  men- 
tioned earlier,  the  change  to  a  $500  miUion  limit  because 
of  the  high  cost  of  energy  projects.  Another  is  the  elimina- 
tion of  a  dupUcative  study  of  feasibility  and  need  that  appeared 
to  be  a  simple  waste  of  time  and  money.  Third,  a  removal 
of  a  special  legislative  approval  provision  for  projects  cur- 
rently under  construction.  Here  it  seems  to  us  that  if  a  pro- 
ject is  found  to  be  feasible  through  the  studies  provided  for 
us  in  this  bill  then  the  project  already  underway  could  very 
well  be  more  economical  than  a  newly  proposed  project. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  new  projects  always  entail  higher 
total  construction  costs  than  any  project  that  is  under  way. 
Another  change  in  this  category  entails  the  use  of  an  existing 
agency  already  a  party  of  our  state  government  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  not  to  create  another  agency 
which  would  lead  to  additional  and  unnecessary  expense. 
It  is  our  feeling  that  an  agency  such  as  the  present  Housing 
Financing  Agency  or  the  newly  proposed  New  Hampshire 
Housing  Finance  Authority,  could  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  this  bill  without  difficulty.  The  bill  would  not  be  identi- 
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fied  as  a  Seabrook  bill  or  a  nuclear  bill.  This  bill  should  not 
be  identified  as  either  a  Seabrook  bill  or  a  nuclear  bill.  It  is 
a  bill  designed  to  help  us  secure  more  rehable  and  lower  cost 
energy  sources  than  are  presently  available  from  foreign  oil. 
The  bill  has  every  provision  needed  to  make  sure  that  only 
worthy  projects  will  qualify  for  financing  through  the  author- 
ity. These  provisions  apply  to  all  projects  equally  so  that 
we  can  move  aliead  as  effectively  as  we  possibly  can  in  getting 
beyond  our  needs  for  foreign  oil. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  know  that  we  have  a  lot  of  serious 
matters  before  us  today  but  I  ask  every  single  member  of 
the  Senate  to  be  aware  that  there  are  five  pages  of  amend- 
ments to  this  bill.  I  agree  with  the  Senate  President  that  you 
see  no  fiscal  impact  there.  These  have  been  referred  to  us  as 
five  pages  of  housekeeping  changes.  Housekeeping  changes 
in  effect  may  gut  principally  what  the  House  bill  was  and 
I  want  you  aware  of  it.  This  should  not  be  called  a  pro  or 
anti-Seabrook  bill.  But  for  those  that  have  expressed  con- 
cern in  the  past,  particularly  Sen.  Sanborn  and  Sen.  Mann, 
I  think  you  should  be  totally  aware  that  the  bonded  indebted- 
ness on  this  bill  states  very  clearly  on  page  29  an  amount 
of  $500  million.  After  this  session  a  direct  bonded  indebted- 
ness will  be  $400  milhon  and  contingent  liabilities  in  our 
bonded  indebtedness  through  IDA  and  Housing  Finance  will 
be  $1  biUion.  This  bill,  as  I  see  it,  and  attorneys  I  might  have 
spoken  to  question  what  Sen.  Monier  just  said,  he  said  it  is 
not  a  contingent  liability.  I  suggest  the  very  fact  that  we  are 
voting  on  the  bill  in  this  Chamber  indicates  that  legislative 
intent,  and  so  I  am  told  by  people  with  far  more  legal  exper- 
tise than  I,  that  the  Senate  amendment  calls  for  the  use  of 
the  present  Housing  Finance  Agency,  the  Housing  Finance 
Agency  to  handle  this,  and  the  Housing  Finance  Agency  is 
more  exempt  from  the  right-to-know  laws  than  the  Energy 
Authority  that  was  originally  intended  within  this  bill.  You 
may  see  no  fiscal  impact  today  but  I  caution  you  to  think 
very  thoroughly  on  this  one  before  you  vote  it  to  get  to  HB 
600.  In  my  mind  this  could  increase  our  liabilities,  contin- 
gent or  otherwise,  50%  over  what  they  are  today.  So  I  would 
suggest  you  think  very  hard,  I  am  going  to  vote  against  the 
bill  totally  now  because  it  is  in  a  completely  different  form. 

SEN.  WIGGINS:  Sen.  Preston,  were  you  at  the  hearing? 
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SEN.  PRESTON:  You  know  I  was  not  at  the  hearing,  Sena- 
tor, I  was  at  Senate  Finance. 

SEN.  WIGGINS:  Would  you  believe  that  the  bond  council 
said  that  this  would  not  affect  the  state  bonding  rate  in  any 
way,  shape,  or  monetary  manner? 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  didn't  speak  to  the  state  bonding  rate, 
but  that  is  a  good  point,  because  if  it  could  affect  our  very 
high  ratings  that  would  even  concern  me  more.  But  I  am  con- 
cerned about  increasing,  what  I  could  see,  contingent  liabilities 
of  an  additional  $500  million. 

SEN.  WIGGINS:  Where  do  you  get  the  idea  that  it  would 
increase  our  bonding  liabilities  when  it  says  in  the  bill  that 
the  liability  only  extends  as  far  as  the  bonds  on  the  utility 
being  built? 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  don't  pretend  to  be  too  bright  as  far 
as  the  writing  of  amendments  or  anything,  but  on  page  29 
it  says,  "expected  to  result  in  the  issuance  of  bonds  with 
respect  to  one  facihty  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  ex- 
ceeding $500  milUon."  That  is  very  clear. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  I  would  like  to  speak  to  the  point 
that  has  been  raised,  and  that  is  that  it  might  possibly  add 
to  the  conting&nt  liability  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
on  this  $500  million.  I  said  that  it  will  not  and  I  know  from 
personal  experience  with  the  Vermont  Educational  Financing 
Agency,  when  they  allowed  Windham  College  with  their  sanc- 
tions to  issue  bonds  and  Windham  College  went  broke  and 
the  bonds  are  not  a  liability  on  the  State  of  Vermont  at  all. 
They  were  only  secured  by  a  Fine  Arts  building  at  Windham 
College.  The  Fine  Arts  building  is  only  worth  maybe  $200,000 
and  the  value  of  the  bonds  was  $6  million.  So  the  people 
who  are  getting  stuck  there  are  the  people  who  bought  the 
bonds  and  the  Vermont  Educational  Finance  Agency  has 
no  obligation  whatsoever.  I  don't  think  that  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  would  have  any  obligation  from  any  bonds  that 
were  issued  under  this  new  piece  of  legislation. 

SEN.  BROWN:  I  rise  in  support  of  the  coiiimittee  report. 
It  was  stated  here  that  the  state's  liabihty,  reputation  in  rela- 
tion to  bond  rating  and  so  forth,  would  be  jeopardized.  It 
would  not  in  any  way.  It  is  stated  twice  in  the  bill  that  the 
rates  and  the  credit  of  the  state  is  definitely  not  behind  these 
bonds,  this  is  strictly  what  the  user  will  collect  in  relation 
to  bills  from  their  consumers  or  their  customers.  I  was  stated 
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that  there  were  7  pages  of  amendments,  true  there  are  7,  but 
practically  every  amendment  in  there  except  for  maybe  3 
is  strictly  what  the  bond  council  and  underwriters  have  re- 
quested to  make  the  bill  legally  acceptable.  As  far  as  the  right- 
to-know  in  relation  to  the  Housing  Finance  Agency  I  happen 
to  be  a  member  of  the  Housing  Finance  Agency,  we  are  very 
cognizant  of  the  right-to-know  law.  Before  we  do  anything 
we  ask  our  counsel,  Bill  Craig,  immediately  as  to  what  action 
we  should  take  in  relation  to  right-to-know.  In  relation  to 
the  Housing  Finance  Agency  in  administering  this,  this  is 
the  committee's  suggestion  in  the  report,  the  reason  being 
that  this  bill  sets  up  a  complete  new  authority  with  five  mem- 
bers to  be  appointed  by  Governor  and  Council  to  make  up 
the  board,  plus  it  will  appoint  an  Executive  Director,  a  General 
Counsel,  accountants,  attorneys,  financial  advisors,  expertise, 
and  all  other  agents  and  employees  that  shall  be  necessary 
or  desirable  for  its  purposes  and  affixed  compensation.  None 
of  the  foregoing  shall  be  classified  employees.  I  call  that  quite 
a  bureaucracy.  We  have  presently  in  the  state  the  IDA,  the 
bond  council,  and  the  Housing  Finance  Agency.  All  three  of 
them  are  equipped  with  expertise,  housing  capabilities,  and 
everything,  to  handle  such  a  thing.  I  have  inquired  about  it 
with  the  council,  they  all  say  they  can  handle  it.  The  com- 
mittee personally  chose  the  Housing  Finance  Agency  because 
we  are  more  familiar  with  it.  The  bonding  bills  that  we  have 
passed  this  session  have  been  to  the  IDA  or  the  bond  bank, 
there  has  been  nothing,  so  we  felt  that  this  agency  would 
be  more  capable  of  handling  it.  It  has  the  expertise,  the  facili- 
ties, the  capabilities,  without  setting  up  a  new  bureaucracy. 
I  urge  your  support  of  the  committee  recommendation. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Sen.  Brown,  I  listened  for  a  couple 
of  minutes  and  I  want  you  to  clear  up  something  for  me, 
bonding  up  to  $500  million. 

SEN.  BROWN:  That  is  the  authorization. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Who  then  is  hable?  Is  the  rate  payer 
Uable? 

SEN.  BROWN:  Yes  sir.  Those  are  the  ones  who  paid  the 
utility  bills  for  this  facility  that  is  build  under  this  process. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  So  that  this  is  really  construction  work 
in  progress  then,  really,  if  you  want  to  talk  it  that  way. 

SEN.  BROWN:  Call  it  what  you  will.  This  was  Rep.  Crory's 
bill.  And  she  put  an  awful  lot  of  time  into  it. 
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Roll  Call  requested  by  Sen.  Preston. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Lessard. 

The  following  Senators  voted  yes:  Lamontagne,  Conley, 
Freese,  Hough,  Bergeron,  Chandler,  Wiggins,  Monier,  Mann, 
Stabile,  Kelly,  Podles,  Sanborn,  and  Brown. 

The  following  Senators  voted  no:  Blaisdell,  Boyer,  Rice, 
Stephen,  Champagne,  Lessard,  Preston,  and  Splaine. 

14  yeas     8  nays 

Adopted.  Ordered  to  third  reading. 

CHALLENGE  TO  THE  CHAIR 

Sen.  Boyer  challenged  the  ruhng  of  the  Chair  on  SR  11, 
under  Rule  2 1 . 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  think  that  under  Senate  Rule  21  that  an 
amendment  is  appropriate  under  that  rule  on  the  second  reading 
of  any  bill  and  that  SR  1 1  changes  that  Senate  Rule  and  by 
changing  that  that  would  require,  under  Senate  Rule  33,  a 
two-thirds  vote.  As  the  Chair  ruled,  we  voted  a  simple  ma- 
jority. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  There  is  nothing  in  the  action  taken 
on  SR  1 1  that  prevents  anyone  in  this  Senate  from  proposing 
an  amendment,  as  you  state  under  Rule  21  that  you  may 
propose  an  amendment  to  any  bill.  There  is  nothing  in  there 
that  prevents  you  from  proposing  an  amendment. 

SEN.  BOYER:  It  says  right  in  the  resolution,  no  floor  amend- 
ment to  the  state  operating  budget  shall  be  offered  by  any 
member  or  considered  by  the  Senate  unless  the  amendment 
contains  therein  the  means  of  funding  the  proposed  change, 
either  by  making  an  offsetting  reduction  or  providing  a  new 
revenue  or  otherwise.  Specifiecifically  under  Rule  21  there  is  no 
requirement  as  to  funding  or  coming  up  with  alternate  means 
of  funding  or  cutting  some  other  programs.  The  rule  is  very 
clear  that  an  amendment  is  appropriate  on  the  second  reading 
of  any  bill.  There  are  no  conditions  or  requirements  to  that. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Basically  the  way  I  read  SR  11,  it  only 
clarifies  the  Senate  Rule  to  which  you  refer.  It  does  not  pre- 
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vent  you  at  any  time  from  proposing  amendments  to  HB  600 
or  any  other  bill. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I'm  challenging  the  ruHng  of  the  Chair  under 
Rule  40  that  requires  a  vote  of  the  full  floor  of  the  Senate. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  I  would  like  to  inquire  of  the  Chair 
if  it  is  proper  to  challenge  a  ruling  that  Sen.  Monier  made 
when  he  was  in  the  Chair  and  he  is  no  longer  in  the  Chair, 
Sen.  Sanborn  is  in  the  Chair. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  It  is  perfectly  legal.  The  Chair  is  still 
the  Chair  regardless  of  who  is  here. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Thank  you. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  There  has  been  a  challenge  to  the  Chair 
by  Sen.  Boyer.  You  will  take  a  vote  as  to  whether  to  uphold 
the  challenge  or  uphold  the  Chair. 

SEN.  MONIER:  The  ruUng  made  by  the  Chair,  which  at 
that  time  was  occupied  by  me,  was  made  after  conference 
with  the  Senate  Clerk,  was  made  after  conference  with  looking 
at  the  Rules.  A  challenge  to  the  Chair  is  not  a  frivolous  matter. 
We  are  not  in  a  court  of  law.  We  are  in  a  place  where  we  have 
the  right  to  set  our  own  rules.  We  do  not  have  a  right  to  change 
them  except  when  staying  within  the  rules.  It  is  the  first  time 
I've  seen  a  challenge  to  the  Chair,  and  Mr.  President  I  want 
to  say  very  frankly  that  if  you  are  so  damn  desperate  that 
you  have  to  do  this  then  I  want  everyone  in  this  Senate  to 
take  that  vote  seriously  because  if  this  challenge  is  accepted 
then  I  will  step  down  from  this  Chair  for  good.  So  make  that 
your  issue. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  respect  the  Senate  President's  view  of 
the  matter  however  I  want  to  assure  him  that  I  don't  believe 
it  is  a  frivolous  matter.  I  think  that  any  time  that  a  Senator 
beheves  that  the  Rules  are  not  being  followed,  whether  it 
be  by  innocent  interpretation,  although  it  may  be  wrong 
interpretation  or  not,  that  it  is  a  serious  matter  and  that  the 
Chair  ought  to  be  challenged  to  uphold  the  integrity  of  those 
Rules.  I  don't  treat  the  matter  lightly. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Is  this  challenge  to  the  Chair  a  simple 
majority  or  a  2/3's  vote? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  A  majority  of  the  members  present  and 
voting. 

Roll  Call  requested  by  Sen.  Monier. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Chandler. 
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The  following  Senators  voted  yes:  Blaisdell,  Boyer,  Rice, 
Stephen,  Champagne,  Lessard,  Preston,  and  Splaine. 

The  following  Senators  voted  no:  Lamontagne,  Conley, 
Freese,  Hough,  Bergeron,  Chandler,  Wiggins,  Monier,  Mann, 
Stabile,  Kelly,  Podles,  Sanborn,  and  Brown.

Challenge  failed. 

HB  600,  making  appropriations  for  the  expenses  of  certain 
departments  of  the  state  for  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1982 
and  June  30,  1983.  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen, 
Monier  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  MONIER:  As  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  I 
would  like  to  just  ask  the  indulgence  of  the  Senate,  normally 
I  would  be  behind  the  table  but  we  have  so  many  documents 
that  I  want  to  be  able  to  find  them.  I  also  want,  if  at  all  possi- 
ble, that  any  questions  referred  to  me  that  I  cannot  respond 
to  be  responded  to  by  the  staff  to  me  and  I  will  relate  them 
back  to  you.  The  staff  is  here  today.  I  would  like  to  take  just 
a  couple  of  minutes  to  thank  some  people.  This  has  not  been 
an  easy  time,  I  think  most  of  you  understand  that.  I  am  per- 
sonally convinced  that  what  we  have  gotten  into  is  a  person- 
ality thing  and  I  apologize  to  the  Senate  for  that  but  I  don't 
apologize  enough  that  I  won't  defend  the  position  that  we 
have  taken.  I  think  in  all  honesty  that  we  owe  as  a  Senate 
a  high  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee.  Sen.  Roy  is  not  with  us  today,  she  is  still  in  the 
hospital.  I  spoke  to  her  a  few  minutes  ago.  At  one  time  we 
were  going  to  put  througli  a  phone  patch  to  her,  but  she  is 
undergoing  some  medication  and  she  doesn't  want  that.  She 
has  conveyed  her  sorrow  at  not  being  here  and  I  can  assure 
you,  as  we  can  all  members  of  that  committee,  that  she  was 
a  great  assistance  to  us  in  the  Health  and  Welfare  section. 
I  would  like  to  say  very  frankly  that  we  had  some  frayed 
tempers,  we  had  some  frayed  times,  but  all  I  can  say  is  we 
must  have  had  a  pretty  good  job  and  we  must  have  earned 
a  lot  of  respect  for  each  other  because  Sen.  Splaine  called 
me  last  night  at  1:30  in  the  morning  and  I  never  thought 
that  would  happen.  I  am  pleased  to  announce,  and  I  am  going 
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to  repeat  some  things  in  here  so  that  we  set  the  tone  for  what 
we  have,  that  the  hard-working  Senate  Finance  Committee 
is  presenting  this  morning  a  balanced  budget.  We  have  lived 
within  the  revenues  that  are  available  to  us.  There  seems  to 
be  a  misnomer  in  some  peoples  minds,  the  effect  that  we 
have  made  some  very  serious  cuts.  My  answer  to  those  people 
are  that  we  have.  My  answer  to  those  people  also  is  that  we 
had  no  other  alternative.  No  one  that  has  criticized  us  wants 
to  hear  that.  You,  in  the  Senate,  in  a  full  and  open  debate 
under  very  trying  conditions  and  under  agreements  between 
Sen.  Blaisdell  and  myself,  as  Chairman  of  Ways  and  Means 
appointed  by  me,  made  the  agreement  that  the  Senate  would 
have  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  every  revenue  issue  that  came 
to  us  out  of  HB  600.  I  don't  want  any  Senator  in  here  to  do 
and  nod  your  heads  because  you  had  that  opportunity.  In 
every  case  they  were  debated  fully  and  they  were  discussed. 
We  wound  up  then  in  the  Senate  Finance  with  a  loss  of  the 
payroll  tax,  which  to  be  quite  frank  with  you  if  I  recall  right 
was  an  unanimous  vote.  Therefore  I  think  that  before  we 
consider  belaboring  each  other  from  one  side  of  the  fence 
to  the  other  I  think  we  should  remember  that  part  of  the 
decisions  of  the  Senate  Finance  was  made  by  the  full  Senate 
before  we  ever  went  down  there.  The  House  sent  us  a  budget 
with  a  $599  million  spending  level.  The  Senate  cut  $56  million 
from  that  spending  level.  Our  spending  level  today  is  $543 
milhon.  I  am  using  round  figures  if  I  may  do  that  please.  We 
have  adopted,  and  this  perhaps  is  where  the  difficulty  in  some 
members  of  the  House  and  some  state  agencies  occur  but 
again  we  did  not  adopt  this  new  businesslike  procedure  for 
the  state  budgeting  process  without  full  explanation  in  the 
Senate,  without  an  understanding  of  what  we  were  doing, 
without  a  resolution  that  came  before  the  Senate  way  back 
in  the  session  saying  we  were  going  to  do  it,  we  even  asked 
that  the  department  heads  and  the  agencies  involved  pro- 
vide us  with  information  while  the  House  was  working  on 
their  budget  so  that  we  could  continue  to  do  this  in  a  busi- 
nesshke  and  hopefully  a  legitimate  open  fashion,  which  we 
did.  We  have  a  number  of  highly  skilled,  highly  paid,  com- 
petent managers  in  state  service.  Under  the  Senate  budget 
process  we  have  given  them,  the  managers  as  they  are,  the 
flexibihty  to  manage.  It  is  very  easy,  and  I'm  digressing,  in 
an  ever  expanding  budget  base  to  provide  line  item  guaran- 
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tees  and  guidance  because  otherwise  everybody  knows  that 
if  you  give  people  money  they  will  usually  find  some  way 
to  spend  it,  particularly  when  it  is  not  their  own.  However, 
when  you  are  in  an  increasing  budget  base  level  then  it  be- 
comes a  matter  that  instead  of  us  attempting  on  a  day  to 
day  basis  to  make  the  necessary  adjustments  to  meet  the 
lose  of  revenues,  it  becomes  necessary  that  those  managers, 
those  people  that  are  responsible,  to  earn  the  money  that 
they  are  paid  for  and  utilize  the  skills  they  have.  We  should 
not  be  doing  it  in  subcommittee  sessions  behind  closed  doors 
or  in  wheeling  and  dealing  with  friends,  protected  interests, 
or  special  groups.  It  should  be  done  by  those  that  are  there 
with  straight  budgeting  items  so  that  they  can  take  care  of 
it  and  open  to  the  scrutiny  under  the  pubhc  riglit  to  know, 
etc.  This  is  not  new.  It  is  not  Monier.  It  is  not  Monier's  bud- 
get as  I  heard  said  this  morning.  This  budget  was  adopted 
by  a  majority  of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  and  it  will 
either  be  adopted  or  rejected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Senate. 
The  are  people  in  state  government,  in  the  House,  and  in  con- 
stituency that  do  not  like  it  because  I  tell  it  the  way  I  think 
I  see  it  and  therefore  they  want,  because  they  want  me  to 
be  the  focus  of  attention.  That's  fine  because  as  Harry  Truman 
once  said  "If  you  can't  take  the  heat,  get  out  of  the  kitchen". 
I'm  still  in  the  kitchen,  I  can  take  the  heat.  But  before  any- 
body starts  pretending  that  you  are  dealing  with  Monier's 
budget,  you  are  dealing  with  a  budget  that  was  selected  by 
a  majority  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  which  will  be  voted 
on  by  a  majority  of  the  Senate.  That's  not  only  a  ridiculous 
argument,  it  means  very  simply  that  you  don't  want  to  argue 
the  basic  facts  that  exist.  Somebody  wants  to  live  in  never- 
never  land. 

In  1972  New  Hampshire  received  from  the  New  England 
Regional  Commission  funds  to  study  it's  own  budgeting  pro- 
cess. The  study  produced  a  nine-part  procedure  for  managing 
taxpayer  resources.  Seven  parts  of  that  process  were  imple- 
mented into  our  current  budgetary  procedures.  We  in  the 
Senate  have  added  the  last  two  steps  in  that  1972  recom- 
mended procedure  to  our  process.  What  that  involves  is,  it 
makes  every  department  head,  in  addition  to  the  present 
steps,  rank  each  function  and  program  they  do  by  priority. 
These  priorities  were  carefully  considered  by  the  Finance 
Committee  and  either  accepted  or  revised  in  open-door  work 
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sessions.  I  repeat  open-door  work  sessions  because  there  have 
been  fabrications  of  the  truth,  deliberate  lies,  and  in  some 
cases  headline  grabbing  that  have  been  indicating  exactly 
the  opposite.  There  is  no  one  who  sits  on  this  Finance  Com- 
mittee that  cannot  defend  that  position.  Any  such  statements 
are  fabrications  of  the  the  imagination.  The  priorities  that 
were  voted  by  majority  were  discussed  and  deliberated  by 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee  in  consultation  with, 
not  always  in  agreement  with  but  with  them  present.  Those 
priorities  were  funded  by  the  legislature,  by  this  budget,  and 
the  managers  have  the  flexibility  within  it  to  use  the  funds 
allocated  to  meet  those  priorities  as  stated  and  given  to  the 
rates.  They  are  called  goals  and  objectives,  if  you  like.  The 
process,  I  feel,  will  be  fought  vigorously  by  longtime  appro- 
priations techniques  and  members  and  others  who  can  no 
longer  protect  particular  programs  or  I  suppose  satisfy  their 
egos  if  that  is  necessary  in  order  to  handle  particular  indi- 
viduals' desires.  I  am  confident  that  our  new  budgeting  pro- 
cess will  prevail  because  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  state's 
citizens  in  total.  Let  me  outline  some  of  the  highlights  of 
this  budget.  We  used  the  so-called  1981  adjusted  expendi- 
tures spending  level  as  our  base  line.  Don't  let  some  one 
tell  you  that  we  are  talking  biennium,  or  let  some  one  tell 
you  we  are  talking  appropriations,  we  are  talking  what  was 
the  spending  level  in  1981.  In  plain  English,  that  is  the  figure 
that  we  spent  this  year  for  each  program.  To  attain  $56  million 
in  reductions  from  the  House  passed  budget  sans?????????  I 
would  point  out  however  that  we  only  cut  $16  million  and 
3  percent  from  this  year's  spending  level.  The  House  budget 
had  increased  spending  by  $39  million  and  7  percent  increase 
from  this  year's  current  spending  level  and  then  provided  us 
with  $152  million  in  new  taxes  or  adjustments  to  balance 
their  budget.  All  of  which  has  a  direct  effect  on  every  tax- 
payer in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.  The  House  and  Senate 
after  careful  deliberations,  and  the  process  has  already  been 
explained,  agreed  upon  revenue  measures  totaling  $42  million, 
however  the  Senate  rejected  the  $104  milHon  payroll  tax  and 
the  $6  milhon  real  estate  transfer  tax  which  found  me  on 
the  strange  position  of  on  the  floor  arguing  for  it.  This  brings 
the  available  revenues,  after  absorbing  the  $30  milHon  deficit, 
for  Senate  consideration  to  $511  milHon.  The  Senate  spend- 
ing level  in  the  total  budget  is  a  reduction  of  approximately 
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3  percent  below  the  1981  adjusted  authorization  current 
level  of  spending.  It  is  9.4  percent  below  the  spending  level 
of  HB  600.  I  think  you  should  keep  those  figures  in  mind, 
particularly  in  our  economic  times,  and  with  what  is  hap- 
pening at  the  federal  level  and  with  what  is  happening  at  our 
state  level.  We  did  not  make  across  the  board  reductions  as 
was  done,  if  I  might  add  and  this  is  not  a  criticism,  in  the 
House.  After  careful  deliberations  we  reduced  on  the  basis 
of  established  priorities  which  I  have  already  described  the 
process.  Despite  widespread  publicity  to  the  contrary,  and 
I  speak  to  this  only  because  I  see  no  problem  with  advising 
or  recommending  to  the  University  management  certain  ac- 
tions they  could  take,  there  is  no  requirement  in  the  budget, 
as  to  reducing  and  helping  in  their  budget  because  I  have 
witnessed  their  efficiency  in  the  last  three  days.  Witnessed  it 
very  well  as  has  every  other  Senator  here.  I  don't  know  who 
paid  for  those  telegrams  but  that  might  have  helped.  Their 
leaders  have  known  for  the  past  ten  days  that  they  were  not 
going  to  be  cut  20  percent,  whether  you  played  this  game 
as  10  percent  from  the  House  and  10  percent  from  the  Senate, 
or  20  percent  on  top  of  the  House,  etc.  Anybody  can  say 
they  were  cut  40,  15,  20  percent,  any  agency,  from  what 
they  requested.  What  we  are  dealing  with  is  HB  600,  the  re- 
venues we  had  available  to  us,  and  what  the  Senate  did.  I 
feel  very  strongly  and  I'm  going  to  speak  to  this.  Their  leaders 
have  known  for  the  past  ten  days  they  were  not  going  to 
get  a  20  percent  cut  no  matter  how  you  added  it  up  from 
us,  yet  for  reasons  of  their  own  they  keep  using  that  figure 
to  generate  additional  pressure  both  on  the  committee  and 
obviously  upon  the  House  and  Senate  and  obviously  on  mis- 
informing the  public.  We  left  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire at  the  same  10  percent  cut  that  the  New  Hampshire 
House  approved.  I  don't  know  how  many  times  somebody 
has  to  say  that.  We  did  reduce  their  general  funds  appropria- 
tion by  $3.2  million  and  then  we  provided  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire  with  our  own  assistance  recommenda- 
tion, I  use  that  word  very  guardedly  and  carefully,  recom- 
mendation, to  ehminate  that  by  proposing  a  $100  across- 
the-board  tuition  increase  which  would  make  that  a  washout 
of  general  fund  taxes  and  leave  them  at  the  same  level.  Parents 
throughout  New  Hampshire  are  aware  that  private  colleges 
and  universities  raise  tuition  annually  and  in  many  cases  semes-

ter-wise.  The  House  for  example  voted  a  $300  per  year  increase 
in  tuition  at  our  vocational-technical  colleges  and  there  hasn't 
been  a  single  viewer  cry  against  that  tuition  increase  from 
parents,  from  alumni,  or  from  the  public.  Because  academic 
instruction  is  the  universities  highest  priority,  they  have  testi- 
fied that  to  us,  they  continuously  say  it,  and  I  think  I  per- 
sonally agree  with  it,  I  can't  do  anything  else  but  do  that, 
to  make  a  pubHc  determination  we  have  asked  them  as  to 
whether  they  should  continue  to  spend  $1  million,  plus  or 
minus,  for  the  lean  New  Hampshire  administrative  operation, 
and  $1  milhon  for  Channel  11  TV,  or  could  that  money  be 
better  utilized  to  prevent  and  increase  the  amounts  available 
to  them  to  fulfill  the  higher  priority  of  maintaining  academic 
instruction.  For  that  purpose  we  are  getting  blistered  again. 
That  was  a  suggestion,  it  is  merely  a  complement  to  them, 
and  I  personally  and  I  think  some  other  members  of  the  com- 
mittee did,  and  I  know  some  of  the  Senators  do,  felt  it  would 
strengthen  their  hand  to  do  that.  But  they  are  not  required 
to,  so  don't  misinform  the  public  anymore.  The  answer  to 
those  questions  must  be  determined  by  the  trustees  and  not 
the  legislature.  The  legislative  intent  of  the  footnotes  that 
are  so  questionable  by  everybody  is  very  simple  and  very 
basic,  it  is  now  on  the  record,  the  legislative  intent  is  they 
are  recommendations  only.  They  are  not  legal  matters,  they 
do  not  bind  them,  they  do  not  concern  them,  they  are  free 
to  make  their  own  decisions  with  it.  We  strongly  urge  the 
trustees  not  to  grant  pay  raises  for  UNH  personnel,  with  tax 
dollars  at  least,  unless  similar  raises  are  made  available  to 
our  state  employees.  I  don't  think  that  is  unreasonable  at 
all.  I  only  raze  UNH  because  they  have  razed  me. 

On  the  revenue  side,  the  changes  we  have  made  were  to 
include  the  revenue  from  both  Sunday  and  hohday  sales  of 
liquors,  that  had  been  agreed  to  by  both  branches  even  though 
in  differing  forms.  We  have  added  Sunday  Greyhound  racing 
which  is  a  similar  concept.  We  have  included  revenue  from 
the  13/4  percent  surtax  on  business  profits  by  amending  HB 
951.  I  stress  that  because  some  comments  from  people  have 
been  to  the  effect  that  we  have  raised  the  tax  in  the  budget, 
that  is  not  correct.  We  amended  HB  951,  sent  to  us  from 
the  House,  deahng  with  surtax.  So  that  is  another  false  rumor 
that  runs  the  halls  and  evidently  in  some  cases  gets  into  the 
newspapers   as   fact.   The   only   new   revenue  proposal  which 
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we  have  initiated  and  which  is  now  in  the  budget,  finally 
closes  the  loophole  that  has  enabled  professional  people  such 
as  lawyers,  doctors  and  others,  to  escape  paying  any  business 
profits  tax  at  all.  For  your  information  this  is  something  people 
have  been  trying  to  do  for  years  and  I  am  happy  to  say  we 
think  we  have  found  a  way  to  do  that.  All  it  does  however  is 
very  simple.  We  accomplish  this  by  making  it  a  minimum 
$100  tax  fee.  There  are  29,000  individuals  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  who  now  fill  out  a  business  profits  tax  form 
annually  and  pay  no  tax.  Before  I  am  asked,  rest  assured, 
compassion  does  not  endear  itself  to  either  House  members, 
to  the  majority  opposition  in  the  Senate,  nor  to  anybody 
in  particular,  we  all  have  it.  That  $100  would  be  deductible 
if  you  are  paying  a  tax  so  it  is  not  a  double  taxation.  I  have 
heard  that  comment.  We  have  however  doubled  the  mini- 
mum income  required  before  you  file  under  this  law,  from 
$6,000  to  $12,000  for  a  very  specific  purpose.  You  do  have 
small  business  people  who  are  in  a  marginal  area  of  $6,000 
to  $12,000  and  we  have  raised  that  to  $12,000  to  protect 
the  small  merchant  from  getting  hurt.  Or  the  small  business- 
man, or  the  small  contractor,  or  the  Mom  and  Pop  store, 
you  translate  it:  We  have  accepted  the  proposal  of  the  House 
on  the  distribution  the  business  profits  tax  revenue  to  fiscal 
year  communities,  reluctantly.  I  would  like  to  say  something 
at  this  point  so  that  there  is  no  misnomer  at  this  time.  We 
did  not  initiate  that,  that  came  from  the  House.  We  recog- 
nized the  seriousness  of  that  concern.  Sen.  Mann,  Sen. 
Stabile  spoke  to  us.  Senators  on  the  committee  know  what 
that  problem  is.  There  was  no  way  for  us  to  deliberately  change 
it  back,  we  accepted  the  House  but  we  did  take  some  action 
which  we  feel  assists  the  local  people  in  maintaining  it  so  as 
not  to  have  to  raise  their  tax  revenue  just  because  they  are 
locked  in  this  year.  I  would  like  to  have  you  know  what  they 
are.  They  are  local  options  authorized  by  this  budget  to  ab- 
sorb the  change  completely  in  1982,  which  if  they  do  means 
they  will  absorb  the  tax  rate.  Secondly,  to  absorb  the  change 
completely  in  1983  and  absorb  that  in  the  third  year  or  to 
reduce  their  expenditures  which  we  have  had  to  do  from 
the  House  bill  to  the  Senate  bill.  The  third  alternative  is  ab- 
sorb half  of  the  loss  in  1982  and  the  other  half  in  1983.  Loss 
being  expectations  not  loss  from  total  money.  And  fourth, 
allow  them  to  buy  a  bond  for  not  more  than  five  years.  The 
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funding  change  itself,  if  there  is  some  major  municipality,  is 
locked  in  in  such  a  fashion  that  they  can  do  it  no  other  way, 
to  soften  the  impact  on  the  tax  rates  immediately.  One  last 
point  with  that  issue,  and  this  is  a  statement  that  anybody 
may  ask  and  we  will  have  the  staff  verify  it  for  you  so  that 
nobody  is  playing  any  games  in  the  hallways  or  any  place 
else.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  whether  a  community 
is  on  a  fiscal  year  or  a  calendar  year  they  will  get  the  same 
amount  of  total  dollars  in  the  end  from  the  state.  I  want  that 
pointed  out,  that  whether  a  community  is  on  a  fiscal  year  or  a 
calendar  year  they  will  get  the  same  amount  of  total  dollars 
in  the  end  from  the  state.  That's  a  pretty  good  statement. 
The  communities  on  a  fiscal  year  went  there  by  a  bookkeep- 
ing device  to  have  their  share  of  the  revenue  into  their  budgets 
quicker.  Now  because  of  the  change  in  the  law  proposed  by 
the  House,  I  have  to  keep  saying  that  because  since  we  are 
the  last  one  I  understand  we  are  getting  blamed  for  it,  they 
will  have  a  short  term  loss  to  counterbalance  a  short  term 
gain  when  they  originally  made  the  change. 

Because  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  actual  impact  of  the 
President's  block  grant  approach  we  have  taken  several  steps 
in  the  budget.  I  think  we  should  listen  to  this  not  because 
I'm  speaking  but  because  it  addresses  some  things  that  I  have 
heard  today  and  I  once  again  say  to  you,  there  are  no  un- 
compassionate  people  in  here,  we  are  all  concerned  with  this. 
There  is  no  question  about  it.  Sen.  Blaisdell  and  I  disagree 
philosophically.  I  think  either  one  of  us  would  give  a  hand 
to  anybody  who  needs  it.  I  think  personally  I  take  a  little 
resentment  to  the  fact  because  we  are  in  a  position  where 
we  had  to  reduce  our  revenue  and  therefore  had  to  reduce 
our  expenditures,  that  somehow  or  another  we  are  ogres, 
we  are  not.  Because  of  this  we  have  taken  several  steps  to 
look  after  and  to  attempt  to  protect  as  much  as  possible  within 
the  revenues  given  to  us.  We  eliminated  certain  categorical 
programs  within  the  Division  of  Public  Health  and  appro- 
priated money  for  their  funding  until  January  1,  1982.  We 
did  this  by  adding  a  catastrophic  unit  or  a  catastrophy  fund, 
whichever  way  you  want  to  use  it,  in  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  Welfare's  office.  I  believe  that  figure  is  close  to 
$400,000.  We  have  created,  in  addition,  a  $1  milHon,  and 
for  lack  of  another  word  we  called  it  superfund,  to  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Welfare,  that 
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would  allow  him  to  provide  aid  to  the  neediest  unfunded 
cases  in  the  areas  of  handicapped  aid,  developmen tally  dis- 
abled, sheltered  workshops  and  so  forth.  One  area  of  highest 
priority,  that  is  not  found  in  the  Senate  budget,  is  the  state's 
share  of  the  cost  of  intensive  care  facility  nursing  homes,  ICF. 
Because  the  Senate  cannot  under  the  constitution  originate 
revenue  raising  measure  we  have  amended  HB  368.  I  hope 
all  of  you  will  look  on  your  desks,  HB  368  is  there.  Sen.  Blais- 
dell,  as  I  got  up  asked  me  a  question,  do  you  mind  if  I  give 
them  the  answer?  We  were  asked  if  that  was  coming  up  next, 
the  answer  is  you  betcha.  It  is  a  bill  that  we  recommitted 
with  your  permission  back  to  the  Senate  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  attempting  to  take  care,  for  amendment  purposes 
in  order  to  add  things  or  delete  things.  But  in  each  case  as 
we  have  said  we  have  asked  the  House  to  advise  us  if  they 
wish  this  measure  funded  at  current  state  levels  and  to  deter- 
mine the  consensus  as  to  which  revenue  measures  should 
be  used  to  fund  it.  The  bill  that  is  before  you,  even  though 
it  is  not  HB  600,  lists  the  whole  series  of  them.  You  may 
amend  any  other  kind  you  wish  to  it  and  I  will  accept  them 
from  the  chair.  The  problem  that  exists  here  is  a  constitu- 
tional problem,,  what  is  a  tax  and  what  is  not  a  tax?  The 
simplest  way  to  do  it  and  the  most  honest  way  to  do  it  is 
that  once  again  there  will  be  a  consensus  taken  in  the  Senate 
on  each  of  those  and  the  House  will  be  asked  to  take  the 
action  on  it.  We  have  attempted  to  correct  a  problem  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Transportation  Authority  by  merging  it  into 
the  Public  Works  and  Highways  Department  as  proposed 
by  the  Governor  himself,  with  the  hopes  that  we  can  increase 
rail  opportunities  througliout  the  state  rather  than  in  cer- 
tain selected  areas.  We  have  transferred  the  collection  divi- 
sion for  alimony  and  child  support  from  probation  to  the 
4D  division  of  the  welfare  department.  This  is  an  outstand- 
ing department,  it  has  one  of  the  lowest  error  rates  in  the 
nation  and  it  was  felt  that  by  combining  the  two  agencies 
that  carry  on  somewhat  similar  tasks  we  can'  make  substan- 
tial loss  reductions.  We  have  also  asked  them  to  prepare  for 
fiscal  committee  consideration  a  plan  to  contract  out  to  pri- 
vate companies  some  of  the  collection  work  on  a  fee  basis. 
Collection  work  only.  We  have  agreed  with  the  House  con- 
cept of  a  public  defender  program  and  we  have  incorporated 
the  provisions  of  SB  4,  currently  before  the  Supreme  Court, 
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into  the  budget.  That's  not  unusual.  We  had  it  here,  it  had 
passed,  we  sent  it  to  the  Supreme  Court,  we  feel  it  ought 
to  be  incorporated  so  that  if  we  have  an  answer  from  the 
Supreme  Court  to  the  affirmative  and  pass  it  through  the 
House,  why  then  it  is  in  our  budget.  It's  no  different  than 
that  every  bill  that  was  passed  in  the  House  was  in  their  budget. 
We  beheve  this  move  will  give  us  an  opportunity  to  substan- 
tially reduce  expenditures  in  the  indigent  defenders  area  and 
at  the  same  time  make  those  who  do  receive  those  services 
ultimately  liable  for  reimbursement.  That's  SB  4  itself,  and 
that's  already  been  debated. 

We  have  reinstituted  partial  funding  for  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Fairs  Association,  providing  enough  funds  to  keep  the 
Eastern  States  Exhibition  Hall  open  at  a  reduced  level.  We 
agreed  with  the  House  version  to  provide  a  $10  miUion  cap 
for  the  funding  of  the  handicapped  each  year  as  provided  in 
both  SB  9  and  I  believe  HB  935.  These  are  some  of  the  high- 
liglits  of  what  we  have  in  that  budget.  There  are  no  hidden 
secrets  in  it.  There  are  no  devious  plans  in  it.  We  couldn't 
be  very  devious  with  the  people  we  had  sitting  on  that  Finance 
Committee  because  they  are  all  sharp.  They  are  all  knowing 
and  they  all  worked  together.  I  must  add  that  at  the  same 
time  I  think  it  only  fair  to  make  a  small  comparison  which 
I  would  like  to  do  now.  And  which  the  staff  can  justify  and 
verify.  If  I  can  I  would  like  to  just  take  up  seven  issues  or  six 
sections  of  the  budget.  I  asked  for  a  delta  analysis  which  means 
both  horizontal  and  vertical,  in  terms  for  certain  things.  I 
think  one  fair  comparison  that  should  be  made,  at  least  for 
us  to  judge  our  values  on  these  things  nevermind  what  the 
press  wants  to  judge  for  a  moment,  simply  is  what  is  the  com- 
parison between  what  our  actions  took  in  terms  of  these  sec- 
tions of  the  government,  such  as  general  government.  In  case 
you  don't  know,  and  that's  possible,  I'll  list  the  various  parts 
of  the  budget.  Number  one  is  general  government,  two  is  ad- 
ministration and  justice  and  pubhc  protection,  three  is  re- 
source protection  and  development,  four  is  transportation, 
five  is  health  and  social  services,  and  six  is  education.  Those 
are  the  general  sections  of  the  budget.  Your  budget  is  laid 
out  that  way.  For  those  of  you  that  did  not  get  to  see  it  I 
am  sure  you  have  all  read  HB  600  before  you  came  on  the 
floor  because  that  has  been  available  to  you  and  therefore 
you  should  be  familiar  with  those  six  sections.

In  the  area  of  general  government,  for  example,  if  you 
compare  the  base  value  of  HB  600  to  the  base  value  of  our 
amendment  you  will  find  that  they  allocated  26.4  percent 
of  their  total  budget  for  area  1,  which  is  general  government. 
We  allocated  29.3  percent  of  our  available  revenue.  You  might 
well  say  why  did  you  raise  it.  One  of  the  real  differences  in 
here  is  the  simple  fact  that  that  represents  the  transfer  of 
the  indigent  defenders  program  from  category  2  to  category 
1.  So  we  really  spent  less  if  you  didn't  ignore  the  transfer 
of  the  function  we  made. 

In  category  2  that  value  adjustment  by  the  House  budget 
was  10.9  percent.  In  ours  it  is  10.7  percent.  So  we  Hterally, 
even  though  we  reduced  which  we  have  to  do,  we  Hterally 
did  not  change  the  priorities  by  general  areas. 

In  the  business  of  resource  protection  and  development 
their  base  value  was  5.7  percent,  it  was  6.1  percent  for  ours. 
Once  again  I  think  there  was  some  slight  transfers  in  there 
and  that  was  still  within  .4  of  a  percent. 

In  the  area  of  transportation,  it's  very  strange,  but  using 
their  base  figure  and  their  base  value  they  gave  .3  percent 
and  we  gave  .3  percent.  So  this  is  that  transfer  back  but  they 
made  no  difference. 

In  the  area  of  social  and  health  services,  the  concern  of 
every  single  Senator,  the  concern  of  every  citizen,  and  ob- 
viously the  concern  of  the  recipients  and  primarily  the  con- 
cern of  the  interests  of  lobbyists  in  many  cases,  the  House 
value  was  36.8  percent  of  their  total  budget  or  their  total 
value  budget.  Ours  is  32.8  percent.  The  explanation  for  the 
slight  differences  is  very  simple.  The  House  funded  part  of 
ICF  in  that  and  I've  already  spoken  that  ICF  is  not  in  there 
for  the  total  of  $25  million,  but  we  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  deal  with  ICF  in  that  next  bill.  So  that  if  you  remove  that 
$25  milHon  from  that  we  would  be  very  close  to  the  House's 
total.  We  would  be  equal  in  our  funding  of  our  base  value 
for  health  and  social  services  activities  in  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire.  The  reason  we  are  lower  at  the  present  time  is 
because  we  have  not  included  the  $25  million  for  the  ICF 
problem  which  we  have  already  discussed. 

If  you  go  to  education,  and  I  take  particular  pleasure  in 
this  because  I  Uke  to  get  lambasted  by  these  educationalists, 
continuously.  I  see  Bill  Bushy  is  here,  I  hope  that  you  are 
a  guest  of  somebody  Bill.  The  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Edu- 
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cation  Committee  has  invited  him.  I'm  glad  to  know  that 
Bill.  The  answer  there  is  that  the  House  funded  from  their 
base  value,  comparable  now,  not  money  but  comparable, 
they  funded  the  educational  systems  19.9  percent  and  I'm 
happy  to  tell  you  that  with  all  the  hullabaloo  of  the  Univer- 
sity, etc.  we  funded  them  20.8  percent.  BiU  Bushy  would 
you  do  me  a  favor  and  see  that  that  is  a  headline  in  the  Na- 
tional Education  Association  of  New  Hampshire  and  they'll 
turn  the  cartoon  around  where  I'm  smoking  a  cigar  in  my 
ear?  Thank  you,  just  wanted  to  make  sure  that  you  were 
going  to  give  equal  play  with  it.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is 
that  I  have  just  tried  to  introduce  that  so  that  you  would 
recognize  it.  Those  figures  are  available  to  you  in  a  graph 
that  was  given  here.  The  analysis  is  here,  it  was  done  by  the 
LB  A,  not  by  Bob  Baneer,  not  in  any  darkroom.  It  was  pre- 
pared this  morning  and  it  is  still  in  handwritten  form.  I  do 
this  in  toto  at  the  point  so  that  we  have  given  you  at  least 
a  base  report  which  we  have  tried  to  reply,  I  think,  to  some 
of  the  obvious  smokescreens  that  have  been  thrown  up.  I 
don't  mean  in  here,  I'm  talking  about  the  press.  I'm  going 
to  make  just  one  last  comment  that  the  staff  has  told  me 
not  to  make,  I'm  going  to  make  it  anyhow.  That's  why  every- 
body loves  me.  The  reason  I'm  going  to  make  it  is  because 
I  don't  like  people  spreading  false  rumors.  I  don't  hke  them 
implying  to  you  people.  Sen.  Splaine,  and  I  congratulate  him 
for  it,  at  our  press  conference  this  morning  down  in  the  Senate 
Finance,  made  the  statement  that  I'm  going  to  make  now. 
It  is  not  a  direct  quote,  Jim,  but  let  it  go  will  you  it  will  be 
close  enough.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  we  have  been  ac- 
cused of  running  secret  meetings  that  nobody  knows  what 
we  are  doing.  I  might  add  althougli  I'm  not  going  to  get  into 
it  because  it  isn't  fair  from  my  position  here  as  a  debate  about 
it  but  the  effect  that  nobody  knows  what  is  in  the  budget. 
I  have  to  say  this  very  bluntly  and  very  frankly  and  it's  going 
to  be  the  last  time  I  am  going  to  say  it.  So  anyone  else  that 
says  it  after  me  or  differently  I  can  either  call  him  out  for 
a  duel  if  we  were  in  Louisiana  in  the  1880's  or  I  can  ignore 
him,  and  I've  chose  the  latter.  We  did  nothing  behind  closed 
doors.  And  this  in  great  contrast  to  the  formulation  of  HB 
600.  And  that's  not  a  challenge  to  the  House  but  I  am  a  little 
tired  and  it's  a  quote  right  out  of  a  newspaper  and  I'll  produce 
it  if  you  wish  it,  to  the  effect  that  we  did  not  know  what 
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the  Senate  is  going  to  do,  we  have  not  been  given  a  copy  of 
it,  we  have  not  done  this,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.  That's  unnecessary. 
That  is  a  desire  for  confrontation,  I  have  no  desire  for  such 
confrontation.  But  I  will  defend  the  Senate  and  I  will  defend 
this  committee,  that  we  did  every  single  thing  with  the  doors 
open,  with  the  State  House  open  and  the  black  flies  coming 
in  the  windows,  with  the  lights  on,  with  people  sitting  in 
there.  I  don't  know  the  gentleman's  name  but  I  think  it's 
John  Andrews,  sat  with  us,  for  I  think  three  or  four  days 
steady.  Nobody  questioned  him  being  there.  I  might  add 
there  were  members  of  the  staff  of  the  House  Appropriations 
Committee  that  sat  in  at  our  meetings.  Nobody  stopped  them. 
Nobody,  I  don't  think,  even  inquired  who  they  were,  except 
I  recognized  a  couple  of  them.  We  did  this  in  the  open.  Peo- 
ple wandered  in  and  out,  we  answered  their  questions  if  they 
had  one  that  was  legitimate  to  what  we  were  discussing.  Every 
department  had  an  opportunity  to  sit  in  open  session  with 
us,  in  work  session.  I  just  feel  it  is  not  only  improper  but  I 
feel  there  is  some  other  motivation  and  I  resent  it  to  the  effect 
that  somebody  and  some  groups  are  trying  to  pretend  we 
did  it  any  other  way.  We  did  not. 

I  understand,  the  concern  that  people  are  raising  about 
the  budget.  But  I  sat  in  that  seat  that  Sen.  Bergeron  is  in  in 
a  couple  of  my  first  sessions  here.  I  know  for  a  fact  that  Sen. 
Blaisdell  was  on  Finance  and  Sen.  Trowbridge  sat  where  Sen. 
Mann  is  and  was  on  Finance.  I  know  that  they  knew  what 
was  in  the  budget  when  they  came  on  the  floor.  I  had  re- 
ceived the  budget  the  day  before  or  the  night  before,  nothing 
more.  I  didn't  question  that  because  everyone  that  is  in  this 
room  that  has  been  here  before  knows,  knows  full  well,  that 
the  Committee  of  Conference  is  the  next  step.  This  is  not  the 
final  step  at  all.  They  know  the  Committee  of  Conference  is 
open.  I  can  remember  being  in  the  House  when  it  was  not 
open.  You  couldn't  go  to  it,  but  it  is  open  now.  That's  another 
place.  I'm  not  questioning  that  you  would  like  to  read  it. 
I'm  not  arguing  that.  I  am  saying  that  should' not  be  an  ex- 
cuse for  the  simple  fact  that  we  have  not  done  our  job,  that 
we  have  not  served  the  people,  and  that  we  are  not  as  com- 
passionate as  those  who  have  worked  before. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  I  have  a  couple  of  questions  for  in- 
formation. On  page  1  it  says  our  spending  level  is  $543  mil- 
lion. Does  that  figure  include  the  $1  million  superfund? 
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SEN.  MONIER:  Yesitdoes. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  On  page  3  it  says  available  revenues 
of  $51 1  million. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Do  you  want  to  know  where  the  differ- 
ence is,  Jack? 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Yes. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  will  do  this  with  you  as  a  checkbook 
exercise  if  you  would  like  to  take  your  seat  for  a  moment. 
I'm  not  trying  to  order  you  to,  I'm  just  saying  if  you  want 
to.  You  can  stand  if  you  wish  too.  I  don't  like  to  do  this, 
but  we  will.  If  you  look  first  in  a  budget,  you  look  at  revenues 
or  you  can  look  at  expenditures,  whichever  one  you  like. 
Then  the  two  are  compared  and  the  balance  comes  out.  I 
didn't  say  it  but  actually  if  you  look  at  the  $543  and  the  $5 1 1 
million  you  will  find  that  it  will  wind  up  with  a  miUion  dollar 
surplus.  Let  me  explain  how  we  arrived  there.  You  started 
with  current  revenues  of  $507.3  million.  That  is  not  in  the 
budget  that  is  an  analysis  sheet  or  an  accounting  sheet  as  to 
how  that  figure  arrived.  We  accepted  from  $605.7  from  the 
Rooms  and  Meals,  $  1 1  million  from  HB  66  which  is  the  in- 
terest and  dividends,  we  accepted  $7  million  from  the  business 
profits  tax  loopholes  which  was  HB  505,  we  also  accepted 
liquor  Sunday  sales  and  holidays  which  is  $2.7  million,  we 
accepted  that  fee  that  I  talked  about  of  $100  on  the  busi- 
ness profits  tax,  we  actually  accepted  business  profits  surtax 
of  $17  million,  we  put  the  Greyhound  racing  in  there.  When 
you  add  those  all  up  you  come  up  with  $560.8  milhon  po- 
tential revenue.  From  this  you  have  to  start  a  few  deductions. 
One  of  them  is  about  a  $2.1  million  deduction  in  workmen's 
compensation,  unemployment  compensation  which  are  state 
funds  that  are  set  aside.  So  that  you  wind  up  with  a  total 
revenue  of  $558.7  million.  From  that  we  started  by  taking 
the  $30  milhon  deficit  that  was  handed  to  us  for  the  next 
biennium  and  right  away  you  have  $528.7  milhon  balance 
available  for  1982-83.  On  the  expenditure  side  on  the  other 
hand  you  are  dealing  with  a  base  value  of  $544.2  milhon, 
which  is  what  I  think  you  have  in  front,  which  is  HB  600 
adjusted  down  after  we  have  reduced  the  revenues  we  did 
not  accept  and  so  forth,  and  you  deduct  payments  for  the 
seller  tax  that  we  had  in  there,  etc.  And  you  adjust  this.  Once 
you  do  that  you  have  a  calculated  lapse  of  4  percent  which 
is  16.5  million  and  you  wind  up  with  $527.7  milhon.  If  you 
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compare  that  with  the   $528.7  milUon  in  revenues  you  have 
a  $1  milHon  surplus. 

Sen.  Stephen  moved  that  the  Senate  stand  in  Recess  until 
tomorrow  at  1 : 00  p.m. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Is  it  true,  Mr.  President,  that  the  Joint 
Rules  state  that  we  can  delay  action  on  legislation  for  24 
calendar  hours  so  that  Sen.  Stephen  motion  would  be  proper? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Actually  the  motion  is  more  or  less  in- 
correct because  we  can  only  recess  for  a  24-hour  period. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  That  is  exactly  what  the  Joint  Rules 
say  that  we  can  recess  within  the  law  and  the  rules? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  We  can. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I'm  not  trying  to  argue,  Sen.  Blaisdell. 
Am  I  not  correct,  the  Joint  Rules  are  very  specific  that  no 
legislative  day  may  be  extended  beyond  a  twenty-four  calendar 
day?  That's  what  the  rule  says,  it  does  not  say  that  you  have 
the  right  to  do  this  or  anything  else.  We  cannot  extend  it 
any  time  beyond  that.  There  is  no  way  you  are  saying  in  that 
rule  that  you  can  or  must  or  should  or  anything  else.  It's  a 
limitation  not  a  suggestion  or  recommendation.

Amendment  adopted. 
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Sen.  Preston  moved  the  following  floor  amendment  to  HB 
600. 

Note:  Sen.  Splaine's  name  was  inadvertently  left  off  the  pro- 
posed floor  amendment. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  want  to  make  it  very  clear.  I  don't  know 
how  to  refer  to  what  I  am  trying  to  say.  I've  heard  the  word 
recommendation,  instructions,  philosophy,  and  even  foot- 
notes applied  to  that  section  of  the  budget  as  it  pertains  to 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  Simply  this  very  small 
amendment  would  remove  the  footnotes,  I  must  say,  as  they 
pertain  to  the  University  budget.  I  think  the  efficiency  aspects 
of  the  entire  budget  have  been  made  clear  to  every  depart- 
ment head,  anyone  that  has  testified  before  us,  including 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  I  think  the  issue  of  economy, 
the  message  has  been  conveyed  very  clearly  as  to  where  we 
go  from  here.  I  think  the  Senate  recommendation  or  the  foot- 
note, regardless  of  what  has  been  stated  by  the  Senate  Presi- 
dent has  serious  implications  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
carrying  out  their  legal  duties.  But  the  most  offensive  part 
of  the  footnotes,  as  I  read  them,  is  to  even  suggest  nevermind 
putting  it  in  print  in  the  budget,  "that  their  highest  priority 
shall  be  for  maintaining  quahty  academic  programs  and  ex- 
cellence". I  consider  that  an  insult  to  the  Trustees,  to  the 
faculty,  and  the  youngsters  going  there.  There  is  no  sense 
in  discussing  this  any  further,  every  Senator  has  been  con- 
tacted individually.  He's  been  contacted  by  the  University, 
the  students,  there  has  been  a  lot  of  lobbying,  and  the  Senate 
President  has  been  very  strong  on  this  matter  and  I  urge,  in 
the  sake  of  fairness  and  fair  play,  in  respect  for  the  Trustees 
duties  that  is  allowable  to  them  under  the  law  by  this  body 
that  we  remove  these  footnotes  and  vote  in  favor  of  this 
amendment. 

SEN.  KELLY:  I  rise  to  support  this  amendment  and  in 
opposition  to  the  four  footnotes  as  pertains  to  the  University 
system.  In  questioning  those  footnotes  and  their  legislative 
intent  I  have  been  told  that  they  do  not  mandate  anything 
but  our  suggested  priorities.  I'm  afraid  of  that.  For  instance, 
when  the  press  word  goes  out  that  a  $100  increase  in  tuition 
is  suggested  I  am  quite  sure  that  it  will  be  interpreted  by  the 
general  public  that  the  increases  cannot  be  higher.  I  am  not 
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an  attorney  or  a  judge  but  if  tested  they  might  be  the  very 
ones  who  decide  what  our  legislative  intent  is.  The  Univer- 
sity will  take  its  cuts  like  any  other  agency  and  further  belt- 
tightening  will  continue.  They  know  this  and  they  agree  with 
it,  however,  the  prioritizing  decisions  like  the  tuition  hike, 
the  closing  of  Channel  1 1 ,  the  closing  of  the  Chancellor's 
office  and  personnel  pay  raises,  whether  mandated  or  sug- 
gested, should  not  come  from  the  Legislature  but  from  the 
Trustees  as  the  governing  body  of  that  institution.  Once  the 
Legislature  begins  to  move  in  administrative  areas  the  po- 
tential for  threat  to  academic  freedom  begins  to  grow.  The 
history  of  legislative  frustration  with  the  University  is  not 
new.  Centers  of  knowledge,  I  submit,  are  unique  in  any  free 
society  in  that  they  require  a  good  deal  more  autonomy  than 
other  state  funded  operations  in  order  to  cultivate  that  free- 
dom and  to  keep  it  healthy.  I  ask  my  fellow  Senators  today 
to  join  in  support  of  Sen.  Preston's  amendment  and  to  help 
keep  that  freedom  growing. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  I  note  your  feelings  toward  the  Uni- 
versity. Why  is  it  that  you  find  objection  to  a  probable  sug- 
gested $100  raise  at  the  University  system  and  I  hear  not 
a  word  from  you,  the  pubhc,  the  press,  or  any  one  else  about 
the  House  requirement  of  a  $300  raise  for  the  vo-tech  stu- 
dents. And  for  the  vo-tech  students,  over  90  percent  stay 
in  this  state,  work  in  this  state,  and  help  industry  grow  in 
this  state,  so  that  we  can  get  benefits  from  the  business  profits 
tax  and  so  forth,  where  about  50  percent  of  our  University 
students  go  out  of  state  as  soon  as  they  graduate? 

SEN.  KELLY:  Sen.  Sanborn,  I  do  not  disagree  with  a  $100 
raise  or  a  $200  dollar  raise  or  a  $300  raise,  I  disagree  with 
the  Legislature  putting  a  figure  on  that.  I  think  that  is  a  de- 
cision to  be  made  by  the  University  and  should  be  left  open 
to  them.  I  have  no  problem  if  they  want  to  go  over  $100, 
that's  not  my  point. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I  rise  in  support  of  Sen.  Preston's  motion. 
There  has  been  a  lot  of  talk  about  these  four  footnotes.  A  lot 
of  the  talk  has  been:  well,  they  are  just  suggestions  and  they 
are  not  needed.  Then  why  have  them  in  the  budget?  Why 
put  them  in?  They  are  footnotes  and  they  can  be  perceived 
as  having  the  same  weight  as  any  other  footnote.  I  would 
hope  that  you  would  take  them  out.  Let  me  speak  most 
strongly   about   the   amendment   that   deals   with   the  tuition

increase.  We've  heard  that  the  Senate  Finance  Committee 
has  recommended  $100  increase  when  we  know  full  well 
that  because  of  the  action  of  the  House,  tuition  is  going  to 
have  to  go  up  $500,  $600,  $700  additionally.  So  we  are  not 
talking  about  a  $100  increase.  The  people  that  are  out  there, 
the  students  that  are  going  into  that  institution  this  fall  are 
hearing  $100  and  they  are  going  to  be  blaming  the  Univer- 
sity for  the  increase.  I  promise  you  that  if  this  budget  stays 
as  it  is  now  there  will  be  an  incredible  increase.  Very  large, 
and  not  just  $100  because  what  the  House  did  and  what  Senate 
Finance  did  in  addition  is  a  17.6  percent  reduction  in  the 
state's  support  of  the  University.  Many  of  you  have  seen  this 
document,  it  shows  where  New  Hampshire  rates  in  state  sup- 
port of  higher  education,  and  we  are  fiftieth.  We  are  fiftieth 
in  appropriations  per  capita.  We  are  fiftieth  in  appropriations 
for  $1000  of  personal  income.  And  it  is  not  justified.  Addi- 
tional cuts  beyond  what  the  House  did  is  not  justified.  I've 
heard  a  lot  of  talk  about  vocational-technical  schools  in  New 
Hampshire  and  how  the  public  has  not  screamed  bloody  mur- 
der because  of  a  $300  increase  that  is  being  proposed.  I  main- 
tain that  the  state's  share,  the  input,  the  finances  that  go  into 
vocational-technical  education  is  much  higher.  In  1980  the 
state's  general  fund  was  80  percent  of  the  operating  budget  of 
vocational-technical  schools,  20  percent  was  from  tuition.  The 
reverse  is  true  at  the  University  system  where  25  percent 
is  from  the  state  and  75  percent  is  from  other  sources.  If 
these  recommendations  are  so  unimportant  I  would  ask  you 
to  please  take  them  out  and  allow  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity system  the  ability  to  administer  their  own  ship.  Things 
are  hard  enough  between  inflation  hitting  the  University  and 
hitting  the  employees  of  the  University  and  hitting  the  students 
of  the  University  without  adding  this  additional  burden  of 
suggestion.  We  cannot  even  hold  to  our  current  level  of  ser- 
vices. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  University 
to  give  a  pay  increase .  while  the  state  employees  aren't  going 
to  get  one? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I  think  that  that  decision  should  be  made 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Senator.  We  have  given  them  the 
authority  under  the  state  statutes  to  operate  and  run  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  and  I  think  that  that  decision 
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has  to  be  made  there.  With  75  percent  of  the  funding  for 
the  University  coming  from  outside  of  state  government. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Are  you  aware  that  two  years  ago 
we  had  a  footnote  saying  that  the  University  would  not  give 
more  than  7  percent  wage  increase?  Are  you  aware  of  that? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I  was  a  member  of  the  House  Appro- 
priations Committee  and  I  helped  draft  the  footnote  that 
you  are  referring  to. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Are  you  aware  that  that  footnote 
went  to  court? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I'm  not,  no.  Did  it? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Are  you  aware  that  the  Trustees 
have  also  given  a  15  percent  increase  to  some  employees  and 
some  employees  didn't  get  any  increase? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  Senator,  I  understand  that  they  have 
a  merit  system  and  there  are  some  employees  at  the  Univer- 
sity system  that  get  higher  percentages  than  others  because 
of  the  merit  system. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Then  what  is  wrong  with  having 
one  of  the  footnotes  saying  that  the  University  does  not  give 
any  pay  increase  unless  the  state  employee  gets  an  increase? 
What's  wrong  with  that? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  Because,  Senator,  state  law  has  charged 
the  University  trustees  with  the  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  University  system.  This  footnote  slaps  that  state  law 
across  the  face. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  But  isn't  it  true  that  the  Trustees 
refused  to  go  with  the  footnotes  anyway? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I  know  that  they  are  responsible  for 
the  University  and  try  to  act  so  even  though  the  state  does 
not  fund  them  accordingly. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  In  the  twelve  years  that  I  have  been 
in  the  Senate  I  have  seen  legislative  intent  interpreted  many 
ways.  I  am  sure  that  there  are  other  Senators  in  this  room 
who  would  agree  with  me.  I  have  also  heard  in  the  twelve 
years  that  I've  sat  on  this  floor  people  stand'  and  say  "for 
the  record",  "this  is  our  intent",  "this  is  what  we  want  to 
do",  "this  is  what  we  want  to  get  across  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  University",  or  anyone  else  that  we  might  be  consider- 
ing at  that  time.  I  have  very  seldom  ever  seen  anything  like 
this.  That  would  direct  the  University  system  to  raise  tuition, 
to   do   away   with   the   Chancellor's  office,  who  by  the  way 
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only  uses  about  $50,000  in  state  money  and  probably  gen- 
erates around  $3  million  for  the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 
I  have  very  seldom  ever  seen  us  step  in  when  we  are  the  bar- 
gaining agent  and  we  are  at  the  table  right  now  and  I  would 
hke  to  know  how  in  God's  name  we  can  go  to  the  table  with 
people  at  Keene  State.  I  think  these  are  all  reasons  that  I 
object  to  the  four  amendments.  I  have  no  objections  to  any 
Senator  standing  on  this  floor  and  saying  I  think  you  should 
raise  tuition.  If  you  need  $1.6  million  and  $100  will  do  that 
I  think  that  is  a  good  idea,  as  Sen.  Kelly  said,  but  I  object 
strenuously  when  we  fund  a  University,  a  land  grant  college 
at  26  percent  and  we  sit  here  and  we  direct  the  Trustees  of 
the  University  and  tell  them  how  to  run  it.  I  ask  you  to  vote 
for  this  piece  of  legislation  right  here.  I  think  it  is  a  responsi- 
ble piece  of  legislation.  Keep  your  nose  out  of  the  University, 
I  don't  think  it  belongs  there. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  rise  in  support  of  the  motion,  Mr.  President, 
and  I'm  not  going  to  reiterate  everything  everyone  else  said. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  language  either  has  meaning  and  some 
effect  or  it  doesn't.  I  am  assured  by  the  Senate  President  that 
it  is  only  a  question  of  suggestion.  Then  my  statement  is  that 
as  an  important  document  as  HB  600  is  as  amended,  we 
shouldn't  be  engaging  in  this  type  of  activity  and  selecting 
one  particular  agency  or  department  of  the  state. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  rise  just  briefly,  in  support  of  what  is 
in  the  budget.  The  purpose  for  the  footnotes  being  there 
is  simply  stated  in  the  wording  that  is  there.  There  have  been 
attempts,  and  I  have  just  listened  to  one  of  them,  in  which 
to  state  you  are  tying  the  Trustees  hands  in  any  way.  This 
is  not  correct.  There  is  no  legal  interpretation  that  can  be 
made  of  those  to  state  that  that  is  true.  In  conversations  with 
members  from  the  University  staff  the  question  was  very 
dehberately  put  to  us,  "will  you  please  leave  the  figure  out". 
The  reason  was,  in  my  interpretation,  that  they  did  not  want 
a  figure  there  because  they  do  not  want  to  be  restricted  to 
that  figure.  We  very  carefully  wrote  this  to  where  they  are 
not  restricted  to  that  figure.  As  a  matter  of  fact  there  is  nothing 
in  there  that  says  they  have  to  do  any  of  this.  It  is  very  clearly 
stated  that  the  Trustees  have  all  the  authority  as  they  always 
have  had.  Nobody  wishes  to  infringe  upon  the  Trustees' 
authority  whatsoever.  I'm  not  going  to  respond  to  questions 
to  that  because  that  is  only  lending  credulence  to  the  question. 
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I  am  a  little  surprised  to  find  out  that  members  of  the  Senate 
do  not  feel  that  a  legislative  body  has  the  right  to  make  sug- 
gestions to  any  area  in  which  taxpayer  money  is  going.  These 
are  suggestions.  They  are  recommendations  of  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee  by  a  majority  vote.  The  Trustees  have 
never  had  their  hands  tied  in  their  life  and  believe  me  no  one 
in  this  Senate  is  big  enough  to  tie  them.  No  one  is  trying  to 
tie  them  and  that  is  a  false  issue.  What  is  not  a  false  issue, 
however,  and  what  these  four  footnotes  do  point  up,  not 
1,  2,  3,  4,  but  all  of  them  together,  is  the  fact  that  the  Uni- 
versity has  less  money  this  year  to  operate  than  last  year.  No 
question  about  it.  That  is  true  also  in  HB  600.  I  hope  you 
understand  that,  not  just  here.  I  felt,  and  I  still  feel,  that  the 
end  product  of  this  would  be  that  if  they  were  to  make  some 
management  decisions  to  the  public,  not  to  themselves,  not 
in  a  board  of  trustees  meeting,  but  after  they  have  deliberated 
and  after  they  have  decided,  to  let  us  know  and  let  the  pubhc 
know  and  let  themselves  know  that  there  is  a  possibility  with 
them  making  management  decisions  of  their  own,  and  we 
suggested  them  to,  only,  nothing  to  do  with  tuition,  that 
they  could  add  to  what  they  testified  continuously  and  I 
thoroughly  agree  with,  that  their  first  priority  is  academic 
quality.  The  cuts  were  disastrous  on  their  part  to  our  testi- 
mony and  that  they  were  going  to  lose  faculty,  administra- 
tion as  well.  We  heard  talk  about  engineering  faculty  and 
how  expensive  they  were  and  that  they  couldn't  compete. 
I  felt,  very  frankly,  that  this  was  a  way  by  which  if  they  think 
of  it,  they  could  move  with  internally,  which  they  have  the 
prerogative  to  do  anyhow,  and  offer  $2  million  more  plus 
some  odd  dollars  for  purely  academic  quality  and  faculty, 
secretaries,  and  whatever  else.  That's  the  first  point  and  I 
stand  by  that.  As  a  matter  of  fact  I  think  the  very  fact  that 
they  question  all  of  this  should  raise  a  question  in  some  peoples' 
minds,  you  are  the  keepers  of  the  taxpayers'  money.  You  are 
not  members  of  the  University  board.  I  wonder  very  frankly 
why  they  are  so  concerned  that  we  make  sugge-stions  to  them. 
I  leave  it  like  that.  But  I  will  say  this,  once  again  I  spoke  as 
Senate  President  and  I  will  do  it  again,  and  I  say  it  so  it  is 
in  the  record,  the  legislative  intent  of  the  Senate  Finance 
majority,  in  voting  this,  was  very  clearly  not  to  tie  their  hands 
to  $100  tuition  raise  at  all.  It  is  a  recommendation  so  they 
understand  something  and  that  is  that  for  every  $100  tuition 
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they  raise  they  can  increase  the  monies  available  to  them 
to  carry  out  the  needed  things  at  that  University  under  their 
decisions  $1.6  million.  I  think  it  is  a  known  fact  and  we'd 
be  hiding  and  pretending  if  it  is  not  true,  that  they  do  plan 
on  raising  tuition.  We  are  not  suggesting  they  have  to  raise 
it  $100,  we  are  not  suggesting  they  ought  to  raise  it  $100, 
we  are  not  limiting  them  to  $100.  I  am  telling  you  very  frankly 
that  legislative  intent  in  the  Senate  Journals  and  Sen.  Blaisdell 
sat  here  and  I  agree  with  him,  in  sixteen  years  he's  heard  these 
kinds  of  comments  but  in  those  same  sixteen  years  Sen. 
Blaisdell,  you  have  seen  cases  in  court  where  they  have  come 
to  the  Clerk's  office,  they  have  gotten  the  Journals,  they 
have  looked  at  that  and  measured  legislative  intent  and  I  am 
specifically  stating  as  the  Senate  President,  the  Chairman 
of  Finance,  that  the  legislative  intent  was  not  to  restrict  them, 
it  was  not  to  say  that  was  all  they  could  raise.  It  should  never 
be  used  in  any  kind  of  a  legal  action  against  them  because 
that  was  not  the  intent.  I  urge  that  we  leave  these  here.  They 
do  not  harm,  except  perhaps  to  some  egos. 

Sen.  Wiggins  moved  the  previous  question. 
Adopted. 

Sen.  Rice  moved  a  Roll  Call. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Preston. 

The  following  Senators  voted  yes:  Hough,  Bergeron,  Blais- 
dell, Boyer,  Kelly,  Rice,  Stephen,  Champagne,  Lessard,  Preston, 
and  Splaine. 

The  following  Senators  voted  no:  Lamontagne,  Conley, 
Freese,  Chandler,  Wiggins,  Monier,  Mann,  Stabile,  Podles,  San- 
born, and  Brown.

Motion  failed. 

Sen.  Preston  moved  a  floor  amendment  to  HB  600. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  Briefly,  I  have  a  housekeeping  amend- 
ment for  HB  600  as  it  relates  that  to  that  section  of  the  budget 
that    did   transfer   from   the   Attorney   General's   office   back 
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to  the  Department  of  Employment  Security.  This  amend- 
ment simply  transfers  those  people  back  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Attorney  General.  I  think  that  by  making  such 
a  move  as  suggested  in  HB  600,  we  are  all  aware  of  the  problems 
encountered  and  so  forth,  this  will  just  place  this  back  in  a 
better,  more  sensible,  business-like  position. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Could  this  amendment  be  taken 
care  of  in  the  Committee  of  Conference  which  you  are  going 
to  be  a  member  of? 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I'm  very  pleased  that  you  are  making 
an  assumption  I  wasn't  yet  aware  of,  as  far  as  being  a  member 
of  the  Committee  of  Conference,  Sen.  Lamontagne.  I  think 
if  we  put  it  within  HB  600  as  they  see  it,  it  would  show  an 
indication  that  we  want  to  be  sensible  about  this.  I'm  very 
concerned  that  this  really  politicizes  the  budget  by  making 
that  move  and  therefore  I  would  like  it  back  in  so  that  both 
bodies  could  discuss  it  in  the  Committee  of  Conference. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  want  to  speak  briefly  to  this.  I  can  under- 
stand Sen.  Preston's  position  on  this  but  I  would  like  the 
Senate  to  understand  something.  The  only  thing  that  is  in 
HB  600,  our  amendment,  is  the  bill  that  was  passed  in  the 
Senate.  I  recognize  that  that  could  be  called  politicalization, 
but  the  bill  was  passed  by  a  majority  vote  on  the  Senate  floor. 
The  same  is  true  of  HB  188.  The  same  is  true  of  the  DES, 
I  don't  remember  the  number  on  the  sunset  bill.  I  might  add 
so  that  the  record  is  perfectly  clear  and  the  press  will,  I  hope, 
listen  when  I  am  speaking  too,  the  effect  that  the  House  did 
the  same  thing  when  they  passed  them.  When  they  passed 
HB  188,  which  was  liquor,  and  HB  173,  they  also  included 
within  it  all  of  the  facts  of  that  bill  in  their  HB  600.  This 
is  always  done,  it  is  nothing  unusual.  Whenever  the  Senate 
or  the  House  has  a  bill  and  they  amend  it,  the  budget  bill 
then  reflects,  as  it  passes  between  the  houses,  the  action  that 
was  taken  by  both  parties.  Therefore  I  would  have  to  speak 
against  this  amendment  on  that  basis.  It's  a  normal,  adequate 
procedure. 

SEN.  FREESE:  I  have  a  parHamentary  inquiry.  When  we 
passed  this  bill,  did  we  reconsider,  if  we  did  I  don't  think 
we've  got  any  business  acting  on  this  motion.  I  don't  know 
if  we  reconsidered  or  we  didn't.  Are  the  records  available? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  This  amendment  is  perfectly  in  order. 

SEN.  FREESE:  Thank  you. 
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Sen.  Wiggins  moved  the  previous  question. 
Adopted. 

Sen.  Lessard  requested  a  Roll  Call. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Boyer. 

The  following  Senators  voted  yes:  Blaisdell,  Boyer,  Rice, 
Stephen,  Champagne,  Lessard,  Preston,  and  Splaine. 

The  following  Senators  voted  no:  Lamontagne,  Conley, 
Freese,  Hough,  Bergeron,  Chandler,  Wiggins,  Monier,  Mann, 
Stabile,  Kelly,  Podles,  Sanborn,  and  Brown.

Motion  lost. 

Sen.  Preston  moved  a  floor  amendment  to  HB  600. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  would  hke  to  preface  my  remarks  with 
an  apology  to  the  members  of  the  Senate  Finance  and  other 
members  of  the  Senate.  Members  of  the  Minority  did  not 
before  now  see  a  copy  of  what  we  are  suggesting.  If  it  had 
been  prepared  earlier  than  this  morning  I  would  have  taken 
it  before  the  Senate  Finance  Committee.  I  have  been  con- 
sistent in  losing  today  but  I  respectfully  request  the  atten- 
tion as  I  think  this  is  nonpartisan,  it  is  apolitical,  and  I  think 
it  points  out  a  very  specific  problem.  I  want  to  address  the 
problem  that  I  believe  we  can  positive  action  at  this  time  to 
protect  a  real  serious  negative  dollar  impact  on  our  revenues 
as  it  pertains  to  the  business  profits  tax.  President  Reagan 
has  proposed  one  of  the  most  significant  changes  on  business 
depreciation  schedules  that  has  occurred  in  many  years.  Per- 
haps this  is  a  first.  I  refer  to  the  so-called  1043  Depreciation 
Plan.  I  wish  to  suggest  a  defensive  proposal  as  an  offset  to 
the  1053  plan  as  to  the  minus  effect  it  will  have  on  our  state 
business  profits  tax.  1981  fiscal  year  effects  will  be  minimal 
but  opinions  given  me  tell  me  that  succeeding  years  could 
have  a  detrimental  effect  of  substantial  magnitude.  No  one 
at  this  time  can  tell  me  what  could  result  and  it  appears  to 
all  that  we  could  lose  revenues  in  the  next  biennium  of  up 
to  $30  milhon.  Whatever  the  amount  this  biennium,  it  could 
not   help    but    grow    over  the   succeeding  biennium   because 
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that  particular  tax  credit,  accelerated  depreciation,  directly 
affects  the  quoted  profits  on  which  we  calculate  the  per- 
centage of  our  business  profits  tax.  May  I  state  again  that 
the  present  accelerated  1053  depreciation  plan  should  be 
the  greatest  stimuli  I  know  of  to  encourage  capital  invest- 
ment by  business  and  industry  to  encourage  and  enhance 
the  country's  economy.  I  personally  think  this  will  work 
well  and  I  applaud  it.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the  benefits 
to  business  and  the  overall  economy  will  do  our  tax  base 
revenues  tremendous  harm.  As  an  example,  and  I  refer  you 
now  to  the  worksheet  that  went  out  with  the  amendment, 
and  ask  you  to  pay  particular  attention.  The  first  example 
on  the  worksheet,  and  you  should  look  at  it  closely,  indi- 
cates that  the  current  depreciation  based  on  $200,000 
buildings  would  be  based  on  20  years  at  $10,000  a  year, 
which  a  direct  reduction  on  your  income  tax  return.  In  the 
middle  under  the  proposed  federal  section  that  accelerated 
depreciation  would  allow  $20,000  on  the  depreciation  line. 
If  you  look  down  at  the  state  tax,  and  this  is  the  important 
portion  of  my  suggestion,  the  state  tax  presently  paid  on 
the  current  depreciation  schedule  would  be  $2,400,  but  the 
second  column  over  indicates  that  under  that  accelerated 
depreciation  the  tax  would  be  $1,600.  The  net  effect  would 
be  a  minus  $800  on  our  tax  revenue.  This  particular  example 
is  a  minus  33-1/3  percent  to  the  business  profits  tax.  As  the 
example  that  the  business  heretofor  had  held  a  new  struc- 
ture billed  for  $1  million  over  the  twenty  year  period  to  de- 
preciate at  $50,000  per  year,  under  the  new  schedule  pro- 
posed now  in  Congress  that  same  plant  depreciated  over  a 
10  year  period  or  an  additional  $50,000  a  year  deduction 
times  the  business  profits  tax.  The  additional  amount  is  where 
we  get  hurt.  That  deduction  with  it's  overall  economic  benefits 
and  incentive  for  business  effectually  slashes  our  business 
profits  tax  revenues  that  in  my  mind  we  have  addressed  before. 
I'd  like  to  address  this  problem  by  a  footnote  in  this  budget 
that  we  look  at  today,  that  was  set  in  a  positive  reaction  to 
compensate  the  Congressional  action  on  this  matter  as  follows: 
In  the  event  that  the  1053  plan  is  implemented  and  to  what- 
ever retroactive  date,  that  those  responsible  for  paying  the 
business  profits  tax  shall  on  their  return  report  the  new  de- 
preciated items  taken  in  their  return  under  the  1053  plan, 
and   shall  report  such  amount  and  whatever  that  total  shall 
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be,  divided  by  50  percent  times  the  percentage  of  the  exist- 
ing business  profits  tax  average  and  pay  that  to  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire.  This  is  not,  and  I  repeat,  not  detrimental 
to  the  business  community  as  the  tax  paid  to  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  is  deductible  on  federal  returns.  In  other 
words,  they  claim  what  they  pay  us.  They  deduct  an  amount 
on  their  tax  return.  To  my  knowledge  we  have  not  addressed 
this  problem.  The  objection  that  might  arise  is  that  start-up 
costs  for  new  business  might  suffer  losses  because  of  capital 
investment  and  plant  equipment  and  this  plan  could  cost 
them  taxes  even  if  they  lost  money.  Such  depreciation  taxes 
would  be  credited  to  any  losses.  The  answer  is  also  that  if 
a  company  did  experience  losses  in  start-up  years  this  could 
be  carried  over  or  deferred  through  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  under  this  amendment  as  a  carry-over  average 
of  a  period  of  years  and  not  be  detrimental  to  the  economic 
growth  and  the  climate  that  we  offer  in  New  Hampshire. 
The  time  to  set  this  in  place  is  now,  to  coincide  with  the  federal 
action  only  in  the  event  that  it  occurs.  If  it  does  not  occur  we 
continue  as  usual.  Any  attempt  to  do  this  two  years  from 
now  will  be  difficult.  The  harm  will  have  been  done  and  we 
will  find  ourselves  reacting  to  a  situation  that  we  can  foresee 
or  have  been  reminded  of  today.  This  is  now  a  defensive  action. 
In  the  event  this  raises  substantially  more  revenues,  that's  a 
good  problem  to  have.  Our  benefits  will  principally  be  at 
the  expense  of  Uncle  Sam  as  a  deduction.  The  businessman 
gets  the  deduction.  All  we  ask  is  a  piece  of  the  extra  benefit, 
the  8  percent,  9  percent,  whatever  the  figure  is  in  the  business 
profits  tax  of  the  accelerated  depreciation.  In  other  words, 
if  it  was  $50,000,  we  would  multiply  that  by  the  business 
profits  tax  and  take  that  benefit  and  let  them  take  it  as  a 
deduction  on  their  return.  When  the  Legislature  convenes 
at  a  future  date,  and  I  assume  it  will  be  this  fall  or  even  the 
next  biennium,  we  can  make  the  necessary  adjustments,  good 
or  bad.  My  own  personal  opinion  is  that  no  loss  of  revenues 
and  an  accumulative  longterm  big  dollar  benefit  that  allows 
business  profits  to  continue,  is  one  of  the  most  successful 
tax  revenues  measures  enacted  in  New  Hampshire.  If  taken, 
I  see  this  as  a  way  to  dedicate  a  portion  of  revenue  directly 
to  reduce  the  bonded  indebtedness  that  concerns  everyone. 
I  frankly  see  within  the  second  year  of  the  biennium,  without 
hurting    anyone,    a   possibihty   of  addressing  pay   raises  and

other  things.  I  do  not  wish  to  get  into  that  at  this  time.  I 
have  not  shown  this  to  the  Minority  members  before.  I  tried 
to  present  it  objectively.  I  asked  the  Senate  Finance  Chair- 
man and  others  to  address  this,  give  it  an  opportunity  to  be 
addressed  with  the  Joint  Committee  of  Conference  because 
I  think  it  is  a  serious  problem  and  can  have  a  negative  im- 
pact on  our  revenues.  I  apologize  to  the  Senate  President 
and  members  of  Finance  for  not  having  addressed  this  before. 

SEN.  WIGGINS:  I  rise  against  this  amendment.  It  is  strictly 
anti-business.  Right  now  we  write  off  twenty  percent  on  new 
machinery.  The  only  thing  this  would  affect  to  any  extent 
is  buildings.  I  haven't  seen  anything  in  the  proposal  that  is 
going  to  write  off  buildings,  it  is  just  machinery,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  that  is  being  proposed  at  the  federal  government. 
We  can  write  off  any  machine  today  at  twenty  percent  of 
it's  value,  any  new  machine  you  buy  during  the  year.  This 
hasn't  affected  the  revenues  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
very  greatly  because  of  our  good  business  climate.  We  have 
penalized  businesses  today,  one  percent  more  on  the  business 
profits  tax.  Pretty  soon  you  are  going  to  get  to  the  stage  where 
you  are  going  to  have  regressive  taxes  on  all  business  and 
you  are  not  going  to  have  an  employment  atmosphere  or 
employment  to  handle  the  jobs  that  are  necessary  in  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire.  Most  of  the  people  that  own  the  Mom 
and  Pop  stores  it  won't  affect  but  it  is  going  to  affect  the 
manufacturers  to  a  great  degree  and  I  urge  you  to  vote  this 
amendment  down. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Sen.  Preston,  is  this  going  to  force 
the  businessman  to  pay  more  taxes? 

SEN.  PRESTON:  No.  They  will  pay  no  more  taxes  than 
anything  they  have  now.  This  will  have  no  affect  on  any- 
thing, buildings,  plant  equipment,  currently  under  depre- 
ciation schedules  now.  What  it  does  address  is  the  double 
depreciation  that  is  going  to  take  place,  which  I  agree  with. 
Going  from  the  twenty  to  ten  years,  from  the  ten  to  five 
years,  that  is  going  to  really  slam  the  business  profits  tax 
revenues.  It's  not  going  to  affect  your  existing  depreciation 
schedules,  it  will  only  relate  to  the  accelerated  portion,  but 
we  have  got  to  address  it  in  some  way  in  that  Committee 
of  Conference  or  we  are  in  for  trouble. 

SEN.  MONIER:  We  will  be  happy  to  consider  this,  ob- 
viously,  in   the   Committee   of  Conference.   I'm   sure   it   will 
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be  proposed  there  but  I  have  asked  some  of  the  staff  to  quickly 
look  at  this  and  I  think  there  are  two  or  three  things  we  ought 
to  know  about.  First,  you  are  speaking  to  President  Reagan's 
1053  funding  in  which  he  is  talking  about  depreciation.  The 
second  thing  is,  and  we  checked  with  Lloyd  Price  on  this,  his 
figures  for  each  year  for  the  loss  for  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire are  approximately  $6  to  $10  million  and  obviously, 
and  I  might  add  that  the  Mathias  Corporation  and  the  thing 
on  the  U.S.  Senate  floor  which  will  probably  not  pass  in  the 
first  place,  you  are  talking  $3  to  $5  million,  so  in  a  sense 
this  is  $15  milhon,  you've  taken  the  highest  figures  and  doubled 
it  and  come  up  with  the  $30  milhon.  I  don't  object  to  that 
but  I  think  we  ought  to  recognize  that  the  lowest  figures 
would  be  at  the  most  $15  milhon.  And  if  the  Mathias  resolu- 
tion or  amendment  or  whatever  it  is  doesn't  pass  you  would 
have  another  $10  million  out  of  it.  The  goal  of  the  deprecia- 
tion as  put  forth  by  President  Reagan  is  very  simple,  it  is 
to  stimulate  the  economy.  That's  the  goal  of  it  and  I'm  not 
going  to  get  into  a  hassle  of  Democrat  and  Republican  about 
it.  Unfortunately,  when  I  look  at  this  amendment,  and  it's 
just  a  quick  reading  and  no  debate,  I  just  want  you  to  know 
that  I  think  it  stimulates  in  everywhere  but  New  Hampshire. 
That  disturbs  me  a  httle  bit  because  I  think  we  should  be 
looking  after  New  Hampshire.  I  think  these  things  do  not 
and  are  not  adequate  and  therefore  I  stand  against  the  amend- 
ment on  that  basis.  That  does  not  mean  that  I  would  not 
assist  in  seeing  to  it  that  it  is  presented  but  I  would  have  to 
be  against  it  on  that  basis. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  What  has  the  Finance  Committee 
done,  if  anything,  in  the  budget  to  anticipate  the  loss  of  revenue 
of  the  business  profits  tax  if  in  fact  federal  legislation  is  passed 
that  would  increase  depreciation? 

SEN.  MONIER:  The  answer  to  that  is  nothing  in  that  par- 
ticular thing  but  I'm  not  going  to  let  it  stay  that  way.  Because 
the  second  part  is  we've  already  talked  about  what  we  have 
done  with  respect  to  the  block  grant,  which  is  a  major  portion 
of  it.  No,  I  am  not  going  to  sit  here  and  continue  to  answer 
questions  on  it.  The  point  is,  with  the  business  profits  tax 
revenues  that  we  are  speaking  about,  we  have  already  said  and 
the  House  said,  and  we've  agreed  with  them  except  they 
changed  their  mind  after  they  passed  the  payroll  tax,  that 
we've  increased   the   surtax  for  the  two  years  in  order  that 
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we  may  make  enough  —  yes,  don't  nod  your  head  no,  because 
the  House  did  pass  it  and  then  rescinded  it  and  did  something 
else  with  the  10  percent,  if  that  is  what  you  are  shaking  your 
head  to. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Point  of  order.  Does  President  Monier 
understand  the  question?  I  merely  asked  what  did  his  com- 
mittee do  in  anticipation  of  an  increased  depreciation  schedule 
from  the  federal  government?  Believe  me,  that  has  nothing 
to  do  with  block  grants,  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  increases 
in,  I  guess,  business  profits  tax.  I  am  merely  asking,  what 
did  you  do  in  anticipation  of  the  loss  of  revenue  if  in  fact 
they  stepped  up  depreciation  schedules  as  passed  by  the  federal 
government? 

SEN.  MONIER:  Now  that  you've  made  your  poHtical  state- 
ment I  will  answer  you  specifically.  We  accepted  in  one  case 
a  separate  tax  that  was  sent  over  from  the  House,  which  raises 
that  business  profits  tax  for  the  next  two  years  in  anticipation 
that  some  of  that  would  go  down.  That's  number  one.  And 
that's  the  end  of  my  questions. 

SEN.  FREESE:  I  rise  in  opposition  to  this  proposed  legis- 
lation. I  think  we  are  expecting  enough  at  the  present  time 
out  of  the  business  people  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 
We've  raised  the  profits  tax  and  I  think  they  will  gladly  pay 
it.  However,  we  don't  know  what  Congress  is  going  to  do. 
Reagan's  proposed  legislation  is  not  on  the  books.  If  there 
is  a  big  problem  two  years  from  now  I  think  we  can  address 
it  then  and  make  that  tax  retroactive  to  January  1st.  Sen. 
Preston  has  already  admitted  the  first  year  it  is  not  going 
to  affect  our  business  profits  tax  very  much  and  I  would  think 
very,  very  little  myself  from  what  I  know  about  this.  I  think 
we  should  have  more  time  to  look  this  over  and  I  hope  the 
Senate  will  turn  this  proposed  legislation  down. 

SEN.  STABILE:  Having  seen  this  amendment  for  the  first 
time  and  the  implications  of  it,  I  would  say  at  first  blush 
it  looks  like  a  very  well  thought  out  and  sound  piece  of  work. 
My  problem,  and  I  think  this  is  something  we  Should  be  look- 
ing at,  but  when  you  are  dealing  with  a  budget  you  are  dealing 
imperical  data  of  revenues  at  one  side  and  expenses  at  the 
other  side.  Today  we  are  talking  about  passing  a  budget  and 
this  amendment  would  change  the  revenue  side  of  the  second 
year  of  your  budget.  Tlierefore  I'm  concerned  from  that  point 
of  view.  I  think  a  Committee  of  Conference,  or  some  place, 
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should  take  a  look  at  this  and  start  to  look  at  what  we  are 
going  to  lose  in  revenues  over  the  second  year  of  this  biennium 
due  to  any  changes  in  the  depreciation  schedule  that  occur 
through  President  Reagan's  actions. 

Sen.  Chandler  moved  the  previous  question. 
Adopted. 

Sen.  Splaine  requested  a  Roll  Call. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Preston. 

The  following  Senators  voted  yes:  Bergeron,  Boyer,  Rice, 
Stephen,  Champagne,  Lessard,  Preston,  and  Splaine. 

The  following  Senators  voted  no:  Lamontagne,  Conley, 
Freese,  Hough,  Chandler,  Wiggins,  Monier,  Blaisdell,  Mann, 
Stabile,  Kelly,  Podles,  Sanborn,  and  Brown.

Motion  lost. 

Sen.  Sanborn  in  the  Chair. 

Sen.  Rice  moved  a  floor  amendment  to  HB  600. 

SEN.  RICE:  This  floor  amendment  would  strike  out  section 
76  of  the  budget.  For  those  of  you  who  would  like  to  look 
at  footnote  76  you  will  find  it  on  page  137.  You  have  pro- 
bably already  read  it.  What  this  footnote  does  is  it  suspends 
all  personnel  department  rules  regarding  tenure  and  lay-offs 
of  state  employees.  Tliese  rules  have  been  in  existence  since 
1951,  that's  30  years  that  the  rules  have  been  in  existence. 
Now  that  we've  gotten  into  the  financial  crisis  we've  gotten 
into  and  that  we  may  have  to  lay  people  off  we  turn  around 
and  we  footnote  the  budget,  that  therefore  suspends  all  the 
rules.  The  rules  that  we  have  had  for  30  years  we  are  no  longer 
going  to  need  now  that  we  are  probably  going  to  have  mass 
lay-offs.  This  certainly  runs  contrary  to  the  practices  that 
have  existed  within  this  state.  It  certainly  runs  contrary  to 
the  interests  of  every  since  state  employee  within  the  state. 
And  I  respectfully  urge  that  this  amendment,  which  would 
delete  footnote  76,  be  adopted. 
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SEN.  BERGERON:  I  rise  in  opposition  to  the  pending 
motion.  This,  as  every  member  of  Senate  Finance  knows, 
this  particular  question  was  debated  from  every  angle  pos- 
sible. It  received  a  thorough  airing.  Tlie  problem  simply  is 
that  currently  the  rules  don't  work.  We  have  witnessed  that 
in  the  Nashua  liquor  store  deal  where  everything  went  helter- 
skelter  because  you  couldn't  prove  who  drank  the  bourbon 
and  who  drank  the  scotch.  There  are  problems  with  some 
of  the  rules.  The  basic  question  is  in  our  managerial  concept 
as  to  who  they  can  maintain  and  who  they  cannot  maintain. 
Do  you  cut  by  seniority  or  do  you  cut  by  getting  rid  of  the 
deadwood.  I  think  that  is  basically  a  management  decision. 
We  have  tried  to  remove  the  political  influence  from  within 
the  system  and  within  the  system  currently  as  we  have  it 
written  has  a  right  of  appeal.  He  has  a  right  of  appeal  to  a 
board  comprised  of  the  Governor  or  his  representative,  the 
Senate  President  and  the  House  Speaker.  Also  this  entire 
section  was  sent  down  to  the  Department  of  Labor  and  re- 
ceived their  approval.  So  I  think  it  is  important  in  the  con- 
tinuation of  a  managerial  functions  that  you  leave  section  76 
in  the  budget. 

SEN.  KELLY;  I'm  concerned  as  I  see  this,  and  I've  just 
briefly  looked  at  it.  About  what  this  does  in  the  state  system 
as  far  as  removing  all  protections  the  state  employees  have. 
Can  you  elaborate  in  any  way,  does  it  do  that? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  I  don't  see  it  that  way  because  you 
have  the  right  of  appeal.  What  we  are  trying  to  do  is  get  rid 
of,  within  the  managerial  process,  the  deadwood.  Let  the 
managers  make  the  decision.  If  someone  has  a  particular 
problem  as  far  as  removal  or  dismissal  he  has  the  right  of 
appeal. 

SEN.  KELLY:  Was  this  bill  hatched  or  created  because 
they  feel  we  have  a  great  deal  of  deadwood  in  state  service? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  No,  I'm  not  going  to  say  that,  but  I 
think  there  are  areas  that  could  be  improved  upon.  I  think 
this  is  just  one  other  concept  of  that  whole  ball:  of  wax  called 
managerial  ability.  You  know,  how  do  you  manage  your  own 
department. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  I  rise  in  opposition  to  this  amendment. 
It  has  already  been  alluded  to,  every  one  of  the  managers 
or  presumed  managers  of  departments  that  came  before  us 
in    work    sessions    agreed    most   heartedly   that   they   wanted 
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such  a  chance  to  clean,  and  they  made  the  statement,  dead- 
wood  out  of  their  departments.  They  have  a  pretty  good 
idea  of  who  the  good  workers  are,  those  who  are  putting 
in  eight,  nine  hours  work  or  eight  hours  of  pay.  They  also 
know  that  there  are  people  there  that  are  putting  in  time 
to  check  in  in  the  morning  and  time  to  check  out  at  night 
and  that's  about  all.  If  we  want  to  go  to  a  managerial  form 
in  our  state  government  we  have  to  have  the  flexibility  for 
the  managers  to  take  care  of  their  departments.  I  would  urge 
that  we  vote  against  this  amendment. 

SEN.  RICE:  Are  there  not  already  department  rules  or 
personnel  rules  that  allow  1)  state  employees  to  be  removed 
for  cause? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  That  is  all  the  way  through  the  book 
and  I  would  think  that  you  would  only  have  to  think  back 
to  when  the  last  Governor  tried  to  remove  a  man  by  the  name 
of  King  from  the  probation  department  and  how  it  ended  up. 
It  is  almost  an  impossibility  to  get  rid  of  a  state  employee. 
You  know  it  and  I  know  it. 

SEN.  RICE:  You  mean  to  tell  me  that  if  a  state  employee 
has  worked  for  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  let's  say  eight 
years  and  has  demonstrated  himself,  and  you  have  a  depart- 
ment head  where  there  may  be  a  personality  conflict  or  what- 
ever conflict  and  he  wants  to  get  rid  of  that  person  rather 
than  somebody  that  has  been  there  six  months,  that  they 
don't  even  have  a  personnel  relationship  on  that  he  should 
be  authorized  under  this  footnote  to  do  that? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Sen.  Bergeron  has  already  stated  that 
he  has  the  right  of  appeal  at  all  times.  That  is  still  there. 

Roll  Call  requested  by  Sen.  Rice. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Lessard. 

The  following  Senators  voted  yes:  Lamontagne,  Blaisdell, 
Mann,  Boyer,  Rice,  Stephen,  Champagne,  Lessard,  Preston, 
and  Splaine. 

The  following  Senators  voted  no:  Conley,  Freese,  Hough, 
Bergeron,  Chandler,  Wiggins,  Monier,  Stabile,  Kelly,  Podles, 
Sanborn,  and  Brown. 

10  yeas     12  nays 
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Motion  failed. 

Sen.  Bergeron  in  tiie  Chair. 

SEN.  KELLY:  I  am  sure  I  share  the  frustrations  of  every- 
one with  the  budgetary  process.  Recognizing  that  it  is  what 
it  is  and  we  will  do  our  best  to  live  within  it,  I  feel  that  I  must 
speak  in  certain  areas.  I  have  spoken  already  in  regard  to  the 
footnotes  on  the  University  system.  I  rise  this  time  particularly 
to  speak  to  the  budget  figures  for  the  Youth  Development 
Center.  All  througli  this  session  I  have  attempted  to  put  my 
name  on  legislation  that  deals  with  our  juvenile  delinquent 
population  in  this  state.  It  has  been  frustrating.  We  have  not 
been  successful  in  providing  any  new  programs.  We  have  not 
been  successful  in  taking  care  of  the  existing  situation,  i.e., 
the  Youth  Development  Center.  The  figures  in  this  budget 
do  not  provide  adequate  funding,  for  instance,  for  necessary 
staff  upgrading.  For  years  YDC  personnel  have  been  required 
to  work  48  and  51  hours  a  week.  Their  total  compensation 
was  approximately  equivalent  to  the  compensation  of  others 
in  state  government  performing  similar  duties  if  they  worked 
those  hours.  The  positions  have  been  undergraded  across 
the  board.  The  funding  allowed  in  this  budget  will  result  in 
a  13  to  29  percent  pay  reduction  for  most  YDC  employees. 
I  will  repeat  that.  13  to  29  percent  reduction  in  pay  for  the 
people  we  have  liandling  our  juvenile  delinquents  at  the  Youth 
Development  Center.  So  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
these  personnel  at  least  be  upgraded  to  an  appropriate  level. 
To  do  this  $85,000  should  be  added  to  the  budget.  In  addi- 
tion, funds  to  correct  two  potentially  dangerous  and  life- 
threatening  situations  have  not  been  provided.  Patchwork 
security  caused  by  the  lack  of  funds  in  previous  years  has 
resulted  in  a  dangerous  situation  in  that  it  takes  seven  dif- 
ferent keys  to  unlock  all  screens  in  the  event  of  a  fire  or  another 
disaster.  Just  a  year  ago  we  closed  a  building  housing  better 
than  60  young  people  because  as  a  trustee  I  didn't  want  to 
have  be  called  up  there  some  morning  to  a  fire  to  view  young 
people  who  had  been  individually  locked  up  and  we  were 
unable  to  get  out.  $28,500  was  requested  to  upgrade  also 
the  emergency  lighting  system  to  code  standards.  Unless  funds 
are  added  essential  staff  members  will  be  laid  off,  coverage 
will  be  critically  short  in  the  cottages  and  medical  coverage 
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will  not  be  adequate.  Further  funds  have  not  been  provided 
for  the  replacement  of  an  oven  and  a  radio  system.  I  men- 
tion these  last  two,  though  they  may  seem  small  to  you,  but 
these  two  items  in  the  budget  were  cost  effective.  The  oven 
for  instance  would  pay  for  itself  during  the  biennium.  An 
additional  $29,000  would  be  required  for  those  projects. 
I  hope  that  in  Committee  of  Conference  we  can  take  another 
look  at  these  figures  and  see  if  we  can  get  them  back  in  so 
that  we  can  provide  for  the  system,  poor  though  it  is,  and 
adequately  house  those  juveniles  in  our  state  that  we  feel 
we  must  detain. 

SEN.  STABILE:  HB  600  is  perhaps,  without  a  doubt,  the 
most  important  bill  this  legislative  body  has  had  to  deal  with 
this  year.  Yet  we  only  received  it  hours  before  we  started 
to  discuss  it.  This  process  gave  us  very  httle  notice  to  study 
it  or  to  do  anything  constructive  one  way  or  the  other.  I'm 
concerned  because  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  is  the  largest 
business  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.  The  state  of  New 
Hampshire  itself,  in  this  budget,  is  the  budget  of  the  largest 
business  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.  If  we  were  a  busi- 
ness, I  know  you  have  heard  this  said  many  times  before, 
but  if  we  were  a  business  and  we  as  a  board  of  directors  of 
a  business,  of  a  $500  milhon  business,  had  a  budget  shown 
to  us  an  hour  and  a  half  before  we  had  to  vote  on  it,  or  two 
hours  before  we  had  to  vote  on  it,  I  would  assume  that  we 
would  have  some  hability  to  the  stockholders  of  that  par- 
ticular corporation.  I'm  concerned.  Unfortunately,  that  is 
the  system.  I'm  told  that  in  the  past  this  is  the  way  it  has 
always  been  done.  I  would  hope  that  in  the  future  this  legis- 
lative body  or  some  future  legislative  body  would  look  to 
changing  the  system. 

We  have  a  community  health  problem  in  this  state.  I  had 
an  opportunity  to  go  through  only  parts  of  this.  In  the  1981 
biennium  they  were  given  $11  million.  In  this  new  budget 
they  are  going  to  get  $6  million.  That  is  a  54  percent  cut. 
I'll  save  a  lot  of  time  by  saying  the  bottom  line  is  that  the 
community  mental  health  centers  are  going  to  have  to  shut 
down.  It  costs  approximately  $7,600  a  year  per  patient  on 
the  community  health  center  basis.  The  state's  share  of  that 
is  40  percent.  The  community  health  center  share  is  26  percent. 
Bottom   line   to   the  state  $2,000.  We  have  a  cost  of  main- 
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tenance  at  the  state  hospital  of  approximately  $34,000  per 
patient  in  the  state  hospital.  Bottom  line  after  we  go  through 
the  same  process,  around  $19,800  per  patient.  A  difference 
of  $17,000  per  patient.  The  people  in  the  mental  health  field 
told  me,  I  can't  verify  these  figures,  that  we  will  have  between, 
on  an  annualized  basis,  400  and  450  people  institutionalized 
on  an  annualized  basis.  Not  only  that,  but  in  a  matter  of  three 
weelcs,  unless  the  Committee  of  Conference  takes  a  look  at 
this,  we  will  have  about  150  to  200  people  who  will  have 
to  be  reinstitutionalized,  that  are  out.  We  would  end  up  with 
a  net  loss  to  the  state,  by  cutting  out  $6  milHon,  a  net  loss  to 
the  state  of  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  $11  million.  I  hope 
the  Committee  of  Conference  takes  some  time  to  take  a  look 
at  areas  such  as  that,  where  when  we  made  our  cuts  they  are 
actually  going  to  end  up  bottom  lining.  I  come  from  the  busi- 
nessworld  and  bottom  line  is  where  it's  at.  The  bottom  line 
in  the  mental  health  area  is  going  to  cost  this  state  more  money, 
twice  the  amount  of  money  that  we  cut  out  of  the  budget. 
I  will  vote  for  the  budget  but  I  hope  that  in  the  Committee 
of  Conference  that  you  will  look  at  that  very  closely. 

SEN.  MANNrl  just  want  to  be  very,  very  brief.  I  have  the 
same  fears.  I  sat  down  there.  I  got  eaten  by  black  flies.  I  got 
rained  on  the  other  night.  We've  sweat,  toiled,  but  I  think 
our  toil  is  only  about  half  what  the  LBA  office  did.  I  would 
just  like  to  say  "Thanks  guys,  you  did  a  super  job."  And  Jane 
too. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  When  I  ran  for  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives seven  years  ago  I  did  so  because  I  was  grateful  to  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire  for  providing  me  with  a  quahty  edu- 
cation, providing  me  the  opportunity  to  grow  in  a  state  where 
the  environment  was  clean,  providing  me  with  opportunities 
that  I  probably  could  not  experience  anywhere  else.  I  wanted 
to  return  to  the  state  at  that  very  young  age,  something  that 
it  had  given  to  me.  Especially  in  regards  to  our  fine  Univer- 
sity system.  Today  I  do  not  feel  that  I  am  returning  to  the 
state  my  very  best.  I  am  not  doing  it  because  of  the  system, 
I  believe.  I  think  if  there  is  one  phrase  that  can  characterize 
this  budget,  it  is  that  I  do  not  know.  I  do  not  know  what 
the  federal  funding  is  going  to  be  that  we  base  much  of  the 
budget  on.  I  do  not  know,  frankly,  what  is  in  it  because  I 
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haven't  had  a  great  deal  of  time  to  look  at  it.  I  don't  know 
what  is  in  the  footnotes  because  of  time.  I  don't  know  what 
effect  it  is  going  to  have  on  the  local  property  taxpayer.  I 
am  told  on  one  hand  that  the  property  taxpayer  is  not  going 
to  be  overburdened  by  this  budget,  but  I  am  told  by  local 
officials  that  they  are  going  to  be  hurt  very  badly.  We  indi- 
vidually spend  more  time  on  our  household  budgets,  on  our 
$12  and  our  $14  and  our  $20  thousand  a  year  incomes  than 
we  have  to  today  on  the  state's  budget.  What  we  don't  know 
in  this  budget  concerns  me.  But  frankly,  what  I  know  that 
is  in  this  budget  concerns  me  even  more  because  there  is  no 
state  funding  for  the  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women. 
We  stood  on  this  floor  just  last  week  and  supported  legisla- 
tion for  the  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women  and  now 
we  are  taking,  with  the  other  hand,  and  funding  general  re- 
venues out.  We  are  eliminating  general  funds  on  the  Human 
Rights  Commission  and  eminent  domain,  and  we  are  reducing 
the  University's  share  by  17.6  percent  from  the  1981  adjusted 
authorized.  The  University  of  New  Hampshire  has  provided 
me  with  a  quality  education  and  I  wonder  if  my  son  some- 
day will  be  able  to  enjoy  the  same  quality  education,  the 
same  environment  that  I  enjoyed,  the  same  quality  of  instruc- 
tion that  I  enjoyed  as  a  student  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  We  are  totally  turning  our  backs  to  disadvantaged 
women  for  higher  education.  A  program  that  provides  85 
percent  success  taking  women  with  the  advantages  of  a  high 
school  diploma,  taking  them  and  providing  them  with  edu- 
cation. Taking  them  off  of  the  welfare  roles.  We  are  turning 
our  backs  on  those  women.  On  one  hand  we  are  attracting 
industry  to  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  on  the  other 
we  are  denying  the  University  system  quahty  education  to 
provide  the  technical  training  needed  at  Digital,  that  is  moving 
into  Som.ersworth  next  year.  The  University  in  it's  budget 
asked  for  money  to  train  additional  nurses.  We  have  watched, 
in  the  last  ten  years.  New  Hampshire  grow  in  leaps  and  bounds, 
a  25  percent  increase  in  population.  Well,  my  friends,  we 
have  to  provide  nurses  for  that  increase  in  population.  We 
have  to  provide  the  technical  assistance.  I  know  the  com- 
promises that  have  to  be  made  as  a  former  member  of  the 
House  Appropriations  Committee  but  frankly  this  budget 
goes  too  far.  It  not  only  cuts  into  the  fat  but  it  cuts  into  the 
muscle  and  the  marrow  of  the  bone.  I  cannot  sit  here  as  a 
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member  of  this  Senate,  and  I  am  proud  to  be  a  member  of 
this  Senate,  and  I  am  proud  to  be  a  citizen  of  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  that  has  provided  me  everything  in  my  life 
that  I  have  today,  but  I  cannot  sit  here  in  good  conscience 
and  sit  back  and  allow  this  bill  to  become  law.  We  will  go 
to  a  Committee  of  Conference  in  the  hopes  that  the  House 
will  do  the  honorable  thing  because  frankly  I  don't  think 
we  are  doing  that  here  today.  And  I  will  not  be  a  part  of  it. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  was  told  when  we  adopted  SR  1,  when 
the  Senate  was  going  to  adopt  it's  own  budget,  something 
that  can  at  least  be  said  unique,  that  that  wasn't  unusual.  I 
had  my  suspicions.  I  was  told  last  Thursday  that  it  was  normal 
that  I  wouldn't  get  the  budget  until  sometime  maybe  Friday 
morning.  Trusting  mankind  I  waited.  I  was  told  Friday  night 
to  wait,  I'd  get  the  budget.  Excuse  me  if  I  have  become  really 
cynical,  when  I  get  the  budget  at  10:00  a.m.  this  morning. 
I  am  told  on  the  one  hand  that  we  can  resolve  a  lot  of  these 
problems  in  Committee  of  Conference,  and  I  say  to  myself, 
"Why  do  we  need  to  even  vote  on  it?"  And  then  the  same 
coahtion  suggests  that  an  amendment  that  we  would  like 
to  put  in  the  budget  that  addresses  a  very  real  problem,  a 
problem  that  is  creating  the  whole  dilemma,  shortage  of  money, 
which  will  be  accelerated  if  the  federal  government  adopts 
it's  accelerated  depreciation  schedule.  I'm  told  we  shouldn't 
adopt  that,  we've  got  to  look  at  it  a  little  longer,  which  is 
the  first  time  we've  seen  it.  Well,  I've  seen  this  budget  for 
about  four  hours  and  I  think  that  is  about  the  same  time 
we  saw  this  amendment  that  could  straighten  out  that  problem, 
but  that,  that  might  be  taken  care  of  in  the  Committee  of 
Conference.  I  don't  understand  what  the  urgency  is  and  when 
I  think  about  all  the  delays  in  23  Senators  receiving  the  budget. 
A  good  share  of  them  have  been  foreclosed  from  really  par- 
ticipating in  the  process,  maybe  not  intentionally  but  by 
the  fact  that  only  a  few  of  us  can  sit  on  Finance.  Given  those 
facts  I  can't  help  but  be  suspicious  and  can't  help  but  think 
that  the  system  has  to  change.  I  am  not  willing,  like  some 
of  my  colleagues,  to  say  next  time.  This  is  the  time.  We 
shouldn't  be  voting  on  this  budget,  a  budget  that  at  the  very 
best  is  $50  milHon  something  short  of  the  House  amended 
version.  A  budget  that  has  footnotes  setting  up  very  substan- 
tive things  that  we  would  normally  do  through  the  committee 
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process,  introducing  separate  bills.  Defense  attorneys,  human 
riglits.  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women.  And  then  to 
top  that  all  off  I'm  given  an  amendment  on  the  floor  today, 
and  I'm  accused  of  using  some  parhamentary  trickery  be- 
cause I  want  some  additional  time  to  look  at  the  budget, 
when  we  adopt  a  resolution  that  says  we  can't  amend  this 
budget  without  some  financing  schemes  and  we  don't  generate 
the  revenue  here,  we  don't  create  the  revenue  generating  bill. 
Voting  for  this  budget  you  are  essentially  providing  a  bandage 
for  what  is  a  fracture.  I'm  happy  that  many  of  the  colleagues 
here  are  going  to  vote  for  the  most  serious  piece  of  legislation 
we  have  and  defer  to  a  small  select  Committee  of  Conference 
and  anyone  who  votes  for  this  budget  is  just  doing  that,  ex- 
cept for  those  select  few  who  sit  on  the  Finance  Committee 
who  have  had  the  opportunity  to  and  the  time  to  spend  with 
this.  I'm  sorry  if  the  Finance  Committee  has  had  a  few  black 
flies  and  heated  nights,  but  we  all  sit  on  committees  and  that 
really  isn't  relevant  to  the  question.  The  final  analysis  is,  are 
we  doing  justice  to  the  citizens  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire? 
I  don't  know  how  I  am  going  to  justify  voting  for  a  budget, 
or  even  really  voting  against  a  budget,  when  you  have  only 
had  it  for  one  day  and  nobody  is  spending  the  time  here  reading 
that  budget.  We  are  debating  the  budget. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  said  all  I  think  I  wanted  to  say  by  my 
expressions  on  the  various  amendments.  I  must  indicate  to 
you  though  that  I  am  intrigued  by  some  people  speaking 
how  bad  this  budget  is  and  that  I  am  going  to  vote  for  it. 
I'm  going  to  vote  against  it  on  the  basis  of  my  principles  that 
as  I  have  already  expressed  that  I  disagree  with  it.  I  am  hoping 
and  praying  that  something  can  be  done  in  the  Committee 
of  Conference  to  satisfy  some  of  the  very  serious  concerns 
that  I  have  spoken  to  you  in  committee  and  on  the  floor 
today. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  have  so  many  things  to  say  I  am  not 
going  to  say  them  all,  otherwise  I  would  speak  longer  than 
you  did.  I  have  a  feeling  that  thou  not  know  what  thou  do 
today.  I  guess  I'm  lucky.  I  happen  to  be  a  member  of  Finance, 
attended  most  of  the  meetings,  was  able  to  work  on  this  budget 
A  to  Z  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  footnotes,  for  fifteen  and 
a  half  hours  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  into  Sunday  morning. 
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I  was  doubly  lucky  I  guess  by  having  stayed  up  all  night  last 
night.  I  had  the  opportunity  to  see  the  budget,  at  least  at 
3:30  this  morning  whereas  the  rest  of  you  apparently  didn't 
have  that  golden  opportunity.  I  guess  I'm  lucky  from  that 
viewpoint.  But  I  can't  believe,  I  can  believe  but  I  can't  be- 
heve,  that  there  are  thirteen  or  fourteen  Senators  around 
here  today  who  are  blindly  obedient  enough  to  be  able  to 
vote  in  favor  of  this  budget  and  stand  up  on  this  floor  or 
say  in  the  anteroom  or  in  the  lobby,  that  you  have  only  seen 
it  for  the  last  couple  of  hours.  One  comment  that  I  just  had 
to  write  down  a  moment  ago  was  made  by  a  Senator  from 
Nashua  who  said  he  understands  "this  is  the  system".  This 
is  the  system  to  vote  on  this  with  two  hours  notice.  That's 
the  system,  yet,  earlier  today  we  had  a  challenge  to  that  system 
but  a  freshman  Senator  from  Manchester  who  said  "I've  only 
had  an  hour  and  a  half  to  look  at  this,  let's  change  the  system 
and  give  me  twenty-four  hours."  Let's  ask  department  heads 
and  coordinators  of  programs,  people  who  know  their  bud- 
get, to  take  a  look  at  the  budget  and  see  what  it  does  to  them 
and  tell  us  tomorrow  what  the  impact  is  going  to  be.  That 
would  have  changed  the  system,  but  no,  that  went  down 
to  defeat  by  the  J^lindly  obedient  fourteen.  To  me  it  is  amazing, 
surprising,  somewhat  unbelievable,  but  I  do  believe  it.  There 
are  dozens  of  specific  items  I  strongly  oppose  in  this  budget 
amendment  and  they  represent  those  areas  which  have  not 
gone  to  bare  bones  but  to  breaking  bones,  where  in  many 
cases  we  have  done  amputations  and  others  where  we  have 
endorsed  capital  punishment.  In  this  budget  we  have  endorsed 
capital  punishment,  not  by  law  but  by  appropriation  or  a 
lack  of  it.  Capital  punishment  has  been  exacted  on  important, 
worthwhile,  effective,  efficient,  needed  programs  and  oper- 
ations in  this  state  government.  You've  heard  a  couple  referred 
to  by  the  President  of  the  Senate.  I  want  to  tell  you  about 
a  couple  of  the  others.  The  Monier  Budget,  and  I  emphasize 
those  words,  the  Monier  Budget,  has  eliminated  the  medically 
needy  program,  a  $2  million  appropriation  for  a  program 
that  goes  to  those  who  really  need  help  and  need  it  most; 
those  who  can't  work,  those  who  need  our  help  just  to  sur- 
vive. What  kind  of  a  state  are  we?  The  Monier  Budget  has 
avoided  the  issue  of  providing  towns  and  cities  and  counties 
with  the  needed  $25  million  to  provide  for  at  least  partial 
funding  of  intermediate   care   facility   nursing  homes.  Those 
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programs  where  we  share  with  the  federal  and  local  govern- 
ments the  cost  of  providing  at  least  some  decent  care  for 
the  seriously  ill,  the  impoverished,  and  the  old.  What  kind 
of  people  are  we  when  we  do  that?  The  Monier  Budget,  this 
is  what  you  are  going  to  vote  on  in  a  few  moments,  the  Monier 
Budget  keeps  $1  milhon  out  of  the  handicapped  education 
program.  One  million  dollars  which  has  been  available  in  the 
past  for  sheltered  workshops  and  the  developmentally  dis- 
abled. People  who  can  work,  people  who  want  to  work,  people 
who  do  work,  people  who  need  that  opportunity,  people 
who  because  of  the  cessation  of  this  program  are  not  going 
to  be  able  to.  What  kind  of  legislators  are  we?  All  of  these 
are  out  of  the  budget  but  are  being  considered,  supposedly, 
in  a  separate  supplemental  appropriation.  Whoopee!  We  are 
voting  on  a  budget  that  eliminates  these  programs.  No  pay 
raise  to  state  employees  appears  in  this  budget.  No  pay  raise 
for  University  system  employees.  What  kind  of  a  society  are 
we?  The  judicial  council  is  eliminated,  eliminated,  a  program 
that  has  in  the  past  been  effective  in  providing  the  necessary 
haison  between  the  law,  the  courts,  the  Legislature,  and  the 
public.  Eliminated.  It's  abolished.  What  kind  of  pubhc  offi- 
cials are  we?  The  Commission  of  the  Arts  is  cut  by  over 
$200,000  in  the  next  biennium,  effectively  eliminating  any 
benefits  that  the  program  can  give  us.  Two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  $35,000  remains.  It's  in  your  budget,  $35,000  remains 
for  the  Commission  on  the  Arts.  They  can't  operate  like  that. 
What  kind  of  concern  do  we  have?  The  Education  Depart- 
ment and  the  Welfare  Department  are  taking  severe  deep 
cuts,  but  those  effects  will  not  even  be  fully  known  until 
program  and  department  heads  and  coordinators  are  going 
to  be  able  to  review  their  budget  and  let  us  know  about  their 
concern.  Those  concerns  are  not  going  to  be  voiced  to  us 
they  are  going  to  be  voiced  to  the  House  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee tomorrow  at  the  pubhc  hearing  starting  at  1:00  p.m. 
Amazing.  But  look  at  what  we  do  to  UNH  and  to  the  Uni- 
versity system.  We  reduce  them  by  an  effective  rate  of  5  per- 
cent below  the  10  percent.  There  is  no  way  to  get  around 
it,  you  can  talk  figures  if  you  want,  the  fact  is  at  least  over 
15  percent.  Then  we  entice  them  to  make  "management  de- 
cisions", that's  what  you  said  today,  blindly  obediently  you 
said  make  them  make  management  decisions.  All  right,  we 
tell   them   can   eliminate  some  or  all  of  the  general  funding 
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for  Channel  11,  a  service  given  to  schools  throughout  the 
state  and  the  many  students  and  adults  in  New  Hampshire. 
And  that  if  they  eliminate  that  funding  they  will  have 
$1,001,000  available  for  helping  fund  the  University  system. 
We  also  tell  them  that  "a  pubUc  management  decision  should 
be  made  as  to  the  relative  priority  of  utilizing  $1,071,000 
of  University  system  funding  for  the  administrative  opera- 
tion in  Lee,  New  Hampshire  vis  a  vis,  the  benefit  in  using 
the  same  funding  for  academic  construction."  Of  course,  we 
don't  mention  that  there  are  cost  savings  and  efficiencies 
in  having  created  that  administrative  office  a  few  years  ago. 
We  don't  mention  that  because  it  would  be  against  our  pur- 
pose to  mention  that.  But  you  mentioned  that  in  vote  of  14A. 
Then  to  top  all  of  that  off  we  say  "highest  priorities  shall 
be  for  maintaining  all  quality  academic  programs  and  ex- 
cellence. Budget  reductions  where  necessary  shall  be  in  the 
administrative  overhead  costs  before  any  reduction  in  class- 
room instruction.  It  is  a  high  priority,"  we  say,  "to  replace 
at  least  $1.6  million  each  year  in  budget  reductions  by  the 
imposition  of  a  $100  tuition  increase."  What  kind  of  mutual 
respect,  seriously,  what  kind  of  mutual  respect  are  we  ex- 
pecting from  the  younger  generation  with  that  kind  of  sup- 
port, or  lack  of  it,  of  higlier  education?  And  this  really  gets 
me  and  it  hasn't  been  mentioned  yet.  In  the  indigent  defenders 
program  we  say  that  if  someone  is  arrested,  requires  council 
due  to  inability  to  pay,  and  even  if  he  is  not  found  guilty, 
he  has  to  work  off  the  costs  of  protecting  himself  against 
the  charges.  We  footnote  quote.  This  is  what  you  said:  "Any 
defendent  whose  sentence  does  not  include  actual  incarcera- 
tion in  the  State  Prison  and  who  has  had  council  or  a  pubhc 
defender  assigned  to  him  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  county, 
city  or  town,  shall  be  ordered  by  the  court  to  repay  the  state, 
county,  city  or  town,  through  a  board  of  probation  all  fees 
and  expenses  paid  on  his  behalf  on  such  terms  as  the  court 
may  order.  Listen  to  this,  if  a  defendant  is  unable  financially 
to  repay  the  government  creditor  but  is  physically  able  to 
work,  such  defendent  shall  satisfy  his  debt  at  a  rate  of  $25 
per  day  by  performing  uncompensated  work  for  any  town, 
county,  or  agency  of  the  state."  Did  you  know  that?  That's 
a  footnote  in  this  budget.  What  all  that  means  is  quite  simple. 
If  you  lose,  you  win  or  lose,  you  can't  win.  If  you  go  to  court 
and  you  are  poor  you  lose.  Case  closed.  Is  that  how  we  spell 
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justice?  Well  that's  what  we  are  doing  in  this  budget.  The 
Monier  approach  to  the  budget  is  to  live  within  our  means. 
He  says  cut,  that  sounds  good.  It's  good  rhetoric,  that's  pro- 
bably good  poHtics.  That's  often  what  the  pubhc  wants  to 
hear.  And  talking  about  budget  reductions  is  important,  I 
don't  question  that.  A  conservative  fiscal  approach  when 
looking  at  a  budget  serves  the  pubhc  interest  weH,  I  don't 
challenge  that  fact.  But  the  effects  of  these  budget  cuts,  the 
effects  of  the  Monier  Budget  cuts  are  before  us  today.  The 
budget  cuts  are  deep,  sharp,  severe.  They  are  not  aU  on  over- 
head and  administration,  they  are  on  the  skin,  the  blood, 
the  bone,  of  our  citizens  and  our  state.  No  it  doesn't  sound 
good,  because  it  isn't,  yet  that  is  what  we  are  doing.  These 
wounds  are  too  deep.  How  can  we  justify  it?  Well,  in  closing, 
we  can  justify  it  by  saying  the  Monier  Budget  is  balanced. 
The  budget  you  are  about  to  vote  for  is  "balanced",  but  only 
by  stripping  and  ripping  and  tearing  away  those  very  pro- 
grams and  services  that  government  is  obligated  to  provide. 
Because  above  all  we  should  be  compassionate  and  consid- 
erate of  those  we  represent.  We  are  supposed  to  be  public 
servants.  A  crisis  in  government  today,  no  it's  much  worse. 
It  is  a  question  of  survival  for  the  weak,  the  old,  the  poor, 
the  handicapped,  and  those  who  need  us  to  help  them  most. 
It  is  a  question  of  survival  of  those  we  represent,  for  those 
we  serve,  for  those  we  won't  even  let  24  hours  go  by  to  listen 
to.  But  now  at  least  we  can  see  where  our  Senate  President, 
your  coahtion  leader  is  leading  us,  and  we  have  seen  what 
kind  of  a  state  he  wants.  But  in  good  conscience  I  ask  you, 
can  any  one  of  you  vote  for  this  budget  and  why? 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  I  ask  you  to  listen  to  me  because  after 
I  make  this  speech  it  is  very  probable  that  maybe  you  won't 
have  to  listen  to  me  anymore.  I  know  that  will  be  a  joy  to 
some  of  you  people  but  while  I'm  here  representing  the  10th 
District  I  feel  obligated  to  make  this  speech.  Before  I  start 
I  want  this  comer  to  know  after  the  1 2  years  that  I  have  been 
here  there  are  no  finer  people  than  Charlie  Connors  and  Billy 
Upson  and  everyone  of  that  staff.  And  when  you  said  to  me 
and  to  us  in  this  Senate  that  you  had  computer  problems, 
you  had  them.  And  when  Sen.  Monier  told  that  to  me,  truth- 
fully you  had  them.  I  want  you  to  know  what  I  think  of  you 
people  because  you  are  dedicated  state  employees  who  have 
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worked  long  and  hard  for  this  state.  Sometimes  harder  than 
what  we  have  on  this  Senate  floor  and  I  want  you  to  know 
that  before  I  don't  get  the  opportunity  again. 

I  rise  today  to  give  a  brief  account  of  what  we  have  pro- 
posed to  do  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Recognizing 
the  financial  problems  of  this  state,  outlining  a  realistic,  equit- 
able and  human  solution.  In  the  past  few  weeks  we  have  chosen 
a  hit  or  miss  approach  to  finance  and  manage  government. 
While  some  may  take  great  glee  in  seeking  individual  politi- 
cal retribution  and  others  find  it  easy  to  use  buzz  words  to 
appeal  to  people's  baser  feelings,  I  do  not  think,  and  I  repeat 
this,  I  do  not  think  one  of  us  wants  to  tell  the  parents  of 
a  child  killed  by  a  drunken  driver  that  opening  the  hquor 
stores  on  holidays  and  Sundays  means  an  additional  $100,000 
for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Or  I  can't  believe  a  respon- 
sible company  president  wants  to  tell  an  employee  whose 
son  or  daughter  can't  have  his  dream  and  go  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire,  to  Plymouth  State  College,  or  to 
Keene  State  College,  because  the  programs  have  been  cut. 
That  is  the  price  you  pay  for  living  in  New  Hampshire.  No? 
And  I  don't  think  any  of  us  want  to  drive  business  and  in- 
dustry out  of  the  state  with  payroll  taxes  or  gross  receipt 
taxes.  Nor  do  I  think  any  of  us  really  want  the  trully  needy, 
the  handicapped,  or  those  in  need  of  special  services,  to  be 
destined  to  a  pointless,  unfulfilling,  and  unchallenging  life 
in  this  great  state.  But  that,  Mr.  President  and  members  of 
the  Senate,  is  exactly  what  we  are  doing.  We  are  cutting  back 
on  human  services.  We  have  refused  to  fund  programs  for 
those  physically  dependent  and  on  drugs.  We  are  stripping 
the  University  System  of  maintenance,  of  effort  money.  We 
are  refusing  to  fund  our  vocational  and  technical  schools. 
We  are  increasing  the  business  profits  tax.  And  listen  to  this, 
after  two  disastrous  financial  years,  when  you  look  at  the 
next  bill  that  will  be  coming  before  you,  we  will  propose 
increasing  the  so-called  tourist  tax,  the  Rooms  and  Meals 
Tax.  And  when  you  look  at  that  bill,  when  you  look  at  that 
amendment,  when  it  says,  I  guess  this  is  the  wish  list  that 
they  talked  about,  the  Senate  urges  that  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives consider  increasing  the  head  tax  from  $10  to  $20, 
the  Rooms  and  Meals  Tax  which  has  been  killed  in  the  House 
from  $.06  to  $.07  that  will  cripple  an  industry  in  this  State 
that  is  already  in  deep  trouble.  Here  we  are,  legalizing  and 
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taxing  Class  C  fireworks,  isn't  that  wonderful.  We  are  going 
to  tax  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  again,  what  does  that  do  to 
the  average  person  in  this  state.  We  are  going  to  tax  personal 
gains  again.  And  then  the  kicker,  legalizing  electronic  game 
wagering  casino  gambling  in  this  great  state.  Then  you  are 
going  to  hit  the  beer  tax  again  from  15  cents  to  18  cents. 
And  then  you  are  going  to  bring  back  another  disastrous  tax, 
the  transfer  tax  that  we  defeated  in  this  Senate  12  to  7.  I 
want  to  add  that  we  are  now  telling  the  employees  of  this 
state,  you  are  second-class  citizens,  we  will  offer  you  no  job 
security,  we  want  you  to  be  a  political  football,  and  to  show 
you  how  much  we  care  we  aren't  even  going  to  offer  you 
a  pay  raise.  This  means  we  do  not  want  to  keep  our  most 
valuable  natural  resource,  our  young  people.  For  in  all  of 
these  actions  we  are  sending  them  a  message,  get  jobs,  get 
an  education,  treatment  for  special  problems,  and  a  future 
some  place  else.  And  we  are  doing  this  because  we  are  afraid 
to  pubhcly  utter  and  state  the  need  for  broadening  the  tax 
base  in  this  great  state.  I  am  not,  and  I  repeat,  I  am  not  afraid 
to  say  the  time  has  come  and  we  must  act  responsibly  and 
enact  a  fair,  flat  rate  income  tax  in  this  state.  My  proposal 
is  a  5%  adjusted  gross  income  tax  with  an  exemption  figure 
that  ensures  all  a  fair  and  equitable  income  and  in  no  way 
would  alter  an  individual  or  family  standard  of  living.  My 
proposal  would  offer  an  exemption  of  $8,750  for  each  of 
the  first  two  dependents  and  an  additional  $5,800  for  the 
next  two,  allowing  a  family  of  four  a  total  exempt  income 
of  $29,100.  Because  we  are  using  a  flat  5%  rate  on  adjusted 
gross  income  as  defined  by  federal  law,  only  half  of  the  non- 
property  capital  gains  would  be  taxed.  My  proposal  would 
have  no  effect  on  any  New  Hampshire  resident  who  earned 
all  or  most  of  their  income  in  other  states,  as  long  as  the  tax 
liability  in  the  other  state  is  higher  than  New  Hampshire's, 
all  of  the  New  Hampshire  liability  would  be  waived.  Just 
briefly,  I  would  like  to  talk  to  you  about  what  would  happen 
under  such  a  proposal  as  mine.  Say  Berlin,  if  we  sent  back 
$37.5  million  in  foundation  aid,  and  $37.5  million  more  in 
the  business  profits  tax  formula,  Berlin  would  end  up  with 
$1,561,174  more.  The  small  town  of  Charlestown  would 
get  another  $804,000.  As  I  go  down  through  this  Ust,  for 
Claremont,  $2,153,592;  Concord,  $1,808,000;  the  town  of 
Deny,  $2,560,000.  And  I  can  go  down  through  this  list  and 
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show  you  where  we  would  send  tax  rehef  back  to  the  cities 
and  towns  to  take  the  burden  of  the  property  tax  off  the 
peoples'  shoulders  in  this  State.  We  would  be  sending  the 
money  back  to  the  cities  and  towns  to  do  away  with  the  tax 
that  is  burdening  us.  Our  school  tax.  When  this  proposal  is 
enacted,  for  I  feel  as  we  all  have  time  to  consider  it  we  will 
realize  that  it  is  the  right  way  to  go,  we  will  be  able  to  keep 
the  business  profits  tax  at  8%,  keep  the  Rooms  and  Meals 
tax  at  the  1980  level,  and  more  than  that  we  can  repeal,  Sen. 
Chandler,  the  dividends  and  interest  tax  as  you  so  state  on 
this  floor  is  such  a  bad  tax  for  the  elderly  people  of  our  state. 
My  proposal  will  allow  the  state  to  collect  $120  million  per 
year  or  a  total  of  $240  million  per  biennium.  I  insist,  and  I 
want  this  for  the  record,  I  insist  that  as  long  as  this  levy  has 
been  in  affect,  for  two  bienniums,  that  the  people  of  the 
state  make  their  wishes  known  by  a  referendum  in  which 
they  simply  state  yes  or  no  on  whether  or  not  their  levy  should 
be  continued.  I  would  also  further  insist  that  any  increase 
from  5%  up  would  be  subject  to  a  pubUc  referendum.  The 
State  of  New  Hampshire  would  be  able  to  do  the  following: 
we  would  return  $37.5  million,  and  this  is  per  year,  to  the 
cities  and  towns  in  foundation  aid;  we  would  return  $37.5 
million  to  the  cities  and  towns  for  the  specific  purpose  of 
property  tax  relief  and  schools;  and  we  would  allow  $29  million 
for  a  long  overdue  and  well-deserved  pay  raise  for  our  state 
employees.  Yes,  we  would  still  be  shifting  some  burdens  to 
the  local  municipalities  of  this  state,  but  my  proposal,  and 
I  might  add  that  this  is  also  a  proposal  of  Sen.  Rice  from 
Concord,  we  have  talked  about  this  this  whole  session,  and 
since  I  have  not  sat  on  Senate  Finance  I  have  had  plenty  of 
time  to  think  about  what  is  happening  in  our  great  state. 
I  mentioned  to  you  that  the  state  would  also  be  the  bene- 
ficiary of  $90  million  for  the  biennium  to  fund  the  very  pro- 
grams that  we  are  not  funding  in  HB  600.  And  to  fund  the 
same  concerns  that  you  have  Sen.  Stabile,  and  others  in  this 
room.  We  would  be  sending  a  message  to  our  citizens  and 
to  our  businesses  and  to  our  industries,  and  to  the  young 
people,  and  to  the  elderly  people  of  our  state  that  New  Hamp- 
shire is  a  great  place  to  live  and  play  and  work,  and  maybe 
to  stay.

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  have  listened  this  afternoon  to 
quite  a  few  Senators  who  are  facing  some  problems  but  I 
don't  think  your  problems  are  as  bad  as  those  of  the  people 
up  north.  At  least  you  people  are  gaining  additional  popu- 
lation which  means  that  additional  people  are  going  to  be 
paying  more  taxes.  The  record  shows  that  the  population 
of  the  north  country  has  gone  down  a  great  deal.  You  cer- 
tainly don't  have  the  problems  that  we  have  in  Berlin  where 
we  have  over  400  homes  for  sale.  We  had  some  graduates 
who  graduated  last  Friday,  no  jobs  for  them,  they  are  coming 
down  to  the  southern  part  of  the  state  to  get  jobs.  Your  popu- 
lation is  increasing  a  great  deal  and  a  great  deal  of  this  popula- 
tion is  coming  from  the  northern  part  of  New  Hampshire. 
It  is  not  only  Berlin  that  is  suffering,  the  whole  District  1 
is  suffering.  We  have  a  problem,  the  first  vo-tech  that  was 
built  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  We  are  facing  a  problem 
like  you  are  too,  I  have  been  told  that  we  are  going  to  lose 
about  $75,000  for  the  vo-tech.  I  have  talked  to  quite  a  few 
of  the  students.  I  have  talked  to  the  parents  of  students.  I 
didn't  have  one  who  opposed  possibly  a  $200  increase.  Now 
I  don't  know  how  they  are  going  to  feel  about  the  proposal 
that  is  now  in  this  budget  about  $300  but  at  least  they  did 
approve  of  $200.  Over  the  weekend  I  had  quite  a  few  people 
call  me  about  UNH.  There  is  no  question  about  it,  UNH, 
the  vo-techs,  the  city  of  Berlin  and  the  taxpayers,  the  people 
in  District  1,  everybody  is  going  to  have  to  tighten  up  on 
their  belts.  No  question  about  it.  Because  we  are  in  a  depressed 
area.  I  want  you  to  know  that  it  is  really  depressed,  it  is  worse 
than  I  have  ever  seen  it.  It  even  goes  back  worse  than  it  was 
in  1959,  that  I  can  remember.  But  the  things  that  I  didn't 
like  from  the  phone  calls  that  I  got  from  UNH  and  some  of 
its  people  is  when  they  said  to  me,  tuition  is  going  up  50%, 
well  I  have  always  support  UNH  and  you  can  look  at  the 
record  for  all  the  years  that  I  have  been  down  here,  this  is 
my  fourteenth  term,  and  I  have  always  supported  UNH.  But 
when  a  doctor  from  Concord  called  me  and  told  me  about 
the  50%  I  couldn't  take  it.  I  had  to  let  him  have  it  because 
I  wasn't  going  to  accept  that.  I  think  the  budget  shows  today 
that  the  tuition  is  not  going  up  50%.  One  thing  that  I  am 
very  disappointed  about  and  this  should  have  been  done  even 
before  budget  time,  is  that  we  have  all  had  experience  last 
year  when  we  had  a  one-day  recall  March  25th,  and  the  wel- 
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fare  couldn't  tell  us  how  much  of  a  deficit  they  had,  and 
you  remember  we  were  recalled  in  on  May  29th  and  on  May 
29th  we  still  didn't  know  what  the  deficit  of  the  welfare  de- 
partment was,  but  Senators,  let  me  tell  you,  and  I'm  hoping 
that  the  Commissioner  of  Welfare  is  listening  and  if  he  is  not 
here  I  hope  that  someone  will  give  him  my  message,  I  feel 
that  there  are  further  cuts  that  could  be  made  in  that  welfare 
department.  Right  now  in  this  budget  we  have  put  in  a  bill 
collector.  I'm  hoping  that  the  Committee  of  Conference  lis- 
tens to  what  I'm  saying.  I'm  hoping  to  put  someone  in,  not 
only  bill  collectors,  the  thing  we  need  more  is  to  investigate 
the  give-outs.  That  is  what  we  ought  to  investigate.  There 
are  a  lot  of  give-outs  from  welfare  offices.  It  is  unbehevable 
what  they  give  away.  If  you  have  something  wrong  with  your 
rope,  go  to  the  welfare  department.  There  are  many  boyfriends 
who  are  living  in.  There  is  another  loophole  and  nothing  has 
been  done  about  it,  how  many  people  have  gotten  a  divorce 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  welfare?  How  many?  Those  are 
the  things  we  ought  to  get.  Welfare,  for  me,  welfare  is  for 
those  who  are  in  need.  But  those  who  go  to  the  grocery  store 
and  by  $4.25  steak  don't  need  welfare.  If  you  people  haven't 
seen  it,  I  have  been  around  and  I've  been  looking  and  I  don't 
care  if  anybody  says  that  I  have  been  snooping,  yes,  I  have 
been  snooping  for  the  interest  of  the  taxpayers.  It  is  a  shame. 
Another  thing  that  is  an  awful  shame  in  welfare  is  the  amount 
of  postage  we  have  to  pay.  It  is  unbelievable  the  amount  of 
postage  because  we  have  to  mail  some  of  those  people  their 
food  stamps.  We  have  to  mail  it.  They  can't  come  in.  I'm 
willing  to  see  people  who  are  in  need,  fine,  give  it  to  them. 
People  who  are  cripple,  fine,  let  it  be  in  the  mail.  But  every 
healthy  person  should  be  able  to  come  down  to  the  welfare 
department  and  should  be  able  to  get  their  own  stamps  without 
us  paying  postage.  But  now  hsten  to  this,  listen  to  this,  and 
the  reason  I  know  all  about  this  is  my  son  is  a  postman,  and 
he  tells  me  that,  in  fact  I  don't  know  how  many  times  he 
told  me,  I  took  those  food  stamps,  I  put  it  in  that  mailbox, 
the  individual  goes  down  to  the  welfare  department  and  tells 
them  they  lost  their  stamps.  They  lost  their  stamps  so  the 
kind-hearted  welfare  department  turns  around  and  reissues 
again,  but  now  they  send  those  stamps  back  registered  mail. 
And  how  much  does  registered  mail  cost  today?  It  is  unbe- 
lievable. All  right.  But  then  who  pays  for  those  stamps?  And 
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I  am  talking  about  the  stamps  that  are  lost.  I'm  not  talking 
about  the  stamps,  the  stamps  come  from  the  federal  govern- 
ment. But  again  the  federal  government  has  made  some  changes 
on  those  stamps.  Everybody  has  a  social  security  number, 
why  doesn't  the  federal  government  change  the  law  so  that 
it  would  cut  down  on  our  expenses  as  far  as  state  welfare, 
why  don't  they  put  a  social  security  number,  and  when  you 
go  to  a  store  you  have  to  show  your  social  security  card? 
This  would  be  an  interesting  game  I'll  guarantee  you.  It  would 
save  you  funds.  Now  I  would  like  to  go  to  the  question  that 
was  asked  of  Sen.  Monier  from  Sen.  Champagne.  Sen.  Cham- 
pagne asked,  "Did  the  Finance  Committee  look  into  the  cuts 
of  the  federal  government?"  Well  how  could  a  Finance  Com- 
mittee look  at  that?  With  all  these  programs  that  we  have 
laid  on  our  table  because  we  have  no  funds.  You  are  going 
to  face  it,  you  are  going  to  face  it  very  soon  when  the  federal 
government,  when  you  come  to  face  a  new  fiscal  year  in 
October,  we  may  have  a  special  session  for  that  purpose,  and 
that  will  be  coming.  But  now  there  is  one  more  thing  that 
I  would  like  to  say.  I  am  saying  this  in  closing.  I  am  very  sin- 
cere when  I  say  this.  Regardless  of  whether  Sen.  Monier  was 
the  head  of  Finance,  and  believe  me  I  want  you  to  know 
that  the  Senate,  Senator  Monier  along  with  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, we  have  had  problems  in  the  past,  but  we  never  hit 
the  bottom  of  the  barrel  as  much  as  we  have  hit  this  year. 
And  to  come  out  the  way  we  did,  and  I  resent  what  Sen. 
Splaine  said  about  this  is  a  Monier  budget,  this  budget  is  a 
Senate  budget.  And  it  is  a  Senate  budget  that  is  going  to  a 
Committee  of  Conference,  and  today  is  not  the  end  because 
the  Committee  of  Conference  is  going  to  have  to  iron  out 
their  differences.  That  is  when  the  people  are  going  to  know 
what  kind  of  a  budget  we  have.  But  to  Sen.  Monier  and  to 
the  Finance  Committee,  I  say  congratulations,  you  did  a  job 
and  you  did  it  well. 

SEN.  RICE:  I  will  remind  the  Senate  lest  we  forget,  I  don't 
every  day  pay  attention  what  the  Chaplain  has  got  to  say, 
however  this  afternoon  we  heard  part  of  his  prayer  allude 
to  the  fact  that  of  us  today  "lifting  the  hearts  and  the  living 
conditions  of  our  people."  When  you  vote  on  this  budget 
today  I  want  to  know  whose  heart  or  whose  living  conditions 
this   Senate   is  hfting.   Is  it  the  students?  Students,  be  they 
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students  at  the  University  or  be  they  at  the  day-care  center. 
No,  we  are  not  lifting  their  hearts.  How  about  the  parents? 
How  about  the  poor?  With  the  reductions  that  we  have  seen 
in  the  welfare  budget,  we  certainly  aren't  lifting  the  living 
conditions  of  the  poor  or  the  elderly  or  with  the  minority 
groups  or  the  handicapped,  or  the  people  from  the  north 
country,  or  any  property  taxpayer  in  this  state.  I  don't  even 
think  that  this  Senate,  if  it  adopts  this  budget,  are  helping 
ourselves,  because  I  sure  as  hell  wouldn't  vote  for  any  one 
or  anyone  who  voted  to  adopt  this  budget  today.  So  I'm 
not  sure  that  any  of  us  should  be  reelected.  I  think  that  I 
agree  wholeheartedly  with  Sen.  Blaisdell  that  there  comes 
a  point  when  this  Senate  collectively,  and  each  Senator  indi- 
vidually, has  got  to  go  on  record,  has  got  to  be  accountable, 
for  raising  an  equitable  form  of  taxation  in  this  state  that 
is  going  to  support  the  programs  that  are  in  fact  going  to 
raise  the  hearts  and  the  living  conditions  of  the  people  of 
this  state. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  I  wih  try  to  be  very  brief.  I  take  a  few 
exceptions  to  some  of  the  things  that  have  been  said  by  the 
Minority.  The  principle  exception  is  when  I  heard  it  loud 
and  clear  several  times  that  this  was  a  Monier  budget.  It  is 
not,  it  is  the  Finance  Committee  budget  presented  to  this 
Senate  for  adoption  or  rejection.  That  is  what  it  is.  And  speak- 
ing of  Finance,  we  have  been  meeting  down  there  for  the 
last  five  weeks  and  as  was  stated  earlier  in  the  discussion, 
with  an  open  door.  Now  every  member  here  had  their  ver- 
sion of  HE  600  as  the  House  passed  it.  Not  one  outside  of 
Sen.  Kelly,  and  the  Finance  Committee  itself,  made  any  en- 
deavor to  come  in  that  door  and  tell  us  what  they  liked  or 
didn't  like  about  HB  600.  Not  one.  Only  one  Senator  on 
this  floor  outside  of  Finance,  Sen.  Kelly.  Not  one  other.  So 
don't  tell  me  you  didn't  have  a  chance  to  know  what  was 
going  on.  You  had  plenty  of  time.  We  spent  the  entire  weekend, 
Memorial  Day,  down  in  Room  120.  Except  for  the  Senators 
who  were  on  Finance  I  didn't  see  another  Senator  around 
this  State  House  anywhere.  What  we  are  discussing  here  is 
a  bottom-line.  We  have  a  balanced  budget.  This  Senate  re- 
fused to  accept  the  Motor-mouth  Spiro's  amendment  of  a 
1%  payroll  tax.  They  refused  it.  Accordingly  that  is  how  the 
House   balanced   the   budget.  With  that  gone  the  only  thing 
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we  had  to  do  was  reduce  $600  million  to  the  known  revenues 
that  we  had  coming  in.  That  had  to  be  done  otherwise  we 
would  have  had  an  unbalanced  budget.  I  have  heard  a  good 
many  things  said  about  we  didn't  do  this  for  the  crippled 
children,  or  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  let  me  tell 
you,  every  Senator  in  this  Chamber  has  received  stacks  of 
telegrams,  stacks  of  letters,  telephone  calls  up  until  midnight 
and  past,  from  the  people  who  are  standing  up  for  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire  or  the  crippled  children,  or  this  or 
that.  If  half  the  money,  half  the  money  that  had  gone  into 
those  telegrams  and  so  forth  had  gone  into  the  programs  that 
they  were  wasting  on  letting  us  know  how  they  felt,  they 
would  have  had  plenty  of  money  to  hold  them  up  to  a  much 
higlier  programs  than  they  have  now.  We  have  heard  a  very 
strong  talk  for  a  broad-base  tax  from  two  Senators.  The  only 
thing  we  would  like  to  know  is,  what  state  in  the  Union  that 
has  a  broad-base  tax  decreased  the  tax  on  your  property?  If 
you  follow  through  you  will  find  out  that  every  one  of  them 
has  increased  and  increased,  and  what  pays  the  broad-base 
tax,  who  pays  the  property  tax,  who  pays  every  one  of  these 
taxes,  just  one  poor  guy  down  there,  the  workman.  That  is 
who  pays  every  single  one  of  them.  Don't  tell  me  that  a  broad- 
base  tax  is  going  to  cure  all  the  ills  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. There  is  just  going  to  be  another  tax  on  the  poor  guy, 
the  taxpayer.  The  calls  that  I  have  been  getting,  besides  those 
who  are  looking  for  special  interests,  are  of  this  line,  for  God's 
sake  cut  that  House  budget,  it  is  way  out  of  line.  They  are 
spending  too  much  money,  don't  add  any  taxes,  just  cut  the 
budget.  That  is  what  I  hear  from  my  constituents. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  I  wOl  be  brief.  I  rise  and  state  that 
I  will  vote  against  the  budget.  I  haven't  read  the  budget  and 
we  have  heard  a  lot  of  talk  this  afternoon  about  not  having 
a  chance  to  read  this  budget,  but  I  did  happen  to  read  one 
certain  note  that  appears  to  be  providing  in  this  day  of  aus- 
terity. Sen.  Sanborn  talks  about  cuts  and  who  was  at  what 
committee.  I  didn't  see  you  Senator  at  the  Senate  Judiciary, 
Senate  Insurance,  or  Senate  Health  and  Welfare.  But  here 
is  one  austerity  cut  that  is  footnote  105  in  the  budget,  which 
appears  to  be  providing  a  pension  plan  for  legislators.  That 
is  interesting  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are  cutting  things 
like  the  workshop  for  the  blind  in  Manchester,  and  we  are 
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cutting  other  programs.  But  here  is  an  example  where  I  sup- 
pose we  are  cutting  again.  Let  me  read  it:  "Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  law  any  member  who  is  a  state  em- 
ployee and  who  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  General  Court, 
prior  to  becoming  a  member  of  the  Retirement  System,  shall 
be  provide  said  member  is  employed  by  the  state  by  at  least 
three  years,  be  credited  with  one  year  of  creditable  service 
for  each  year  or  portion  thereof  that  some  member  was  a 
member  of  the  General  Court."  Very  interesting  footnote. 
I  don't  know  how  many  others  there  are  like  this,  but  that 
is  why  I  am  going  to  vote  against  this  budget. 

SEN.  HOUGH:  I  rise  to  speak  for  the  Senate  Finance's 
version  of  the  budget.  As  I  sat  here  I  listened  very  patiently. 
Sen.  Stabile  was  concerned  about  the  community  mental 
health  centers.  I  share  the  same  concerns  that  you  do.  Sen. 
Stabile.  I  know  that  for  every  individual  that  we  can't  treat 
in  the  community  we  are  going  to  be  forced  to  put  back  into 
the  State  Mental  Hospital  and  it  is  not  a  cost-effective  situa- 
tion. I  am  concerned  about  that  as  you  are  concerned  about 
that.  I  listened  to  Sen.  Kelly  talk  about  the  YDC  and  I  share 
his  concerns  about  what  we  are  doing  to  the  youth  in  this 
state.  Sen.  Lessard,  who  spoke  to  us  about  the  education 
in  this  state  and  the  University  System.  I  also  share  your  con- 
cerns about  the  University  System  and  the  education  across 
the  state.  Sen.  Boyer  is  concerned  about  the  Status  of  Women 
and  the  Human  Rights  Commission.  Sen.  Preston  says  he 
is  going  to  vote  against  this  budget  on  his  principles,  and  I 
respect  that.  Sen.  Splaine  questions  if  we  know  what  we  are 
doing,  and  I  respect  his  comments  too.  Sen.  Blaisdell  is  con- 
cerned about  all  of  the  junky  taxes,  for  lack  of  a  better  des- 
cription, that  we  are  going  to  be  addressing  ourselves  after 
we  dispose  of  this  budget.  Sen.  Lamontagne  is  concerned 
about  the  north  country  and  is  convinced  there  are  problems 
in  the  Welfare  Department.  And  on  and  on.  Sen.  Rice  is  con- 
cerned about  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
the  needy.  Sen.  Sanborn  has  spoken  about  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  what  we  have  been  faced  with.  And  finally  Sen. 
Champagne  needs  more  time  to  read.  But  the  facts  are,  the 
hard  facts  that  we  must  all  face  here  today  is  that  there  is 
only  a  certain  level  of  known  and  existing  revenue.  And  the 
presentation   of  the   budget   would   indicate   that   the   differ- 
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ence  between  the  House's  version  and  the  Senate's  version 
is  not  that  substantial.  There  is  $25  milHon  held  out  in  abey- 
ance and  we  have  got  to  raise  funds  to  meet  it  to  take  care 
of  the  nursing  home  program.  But  the  facts  are  that  we  can't 
pass  a  $599  million  budget  because  we  don't  have  the  revenue. 
We  have  a  chief  executive  who  has  come  forward  in  this  state 
and  indicated  that  he  is  diametrically  opposed  to  any  general 
sales  or  income  tax  and  will  veto  both  of  them.  We  had  a 
1%  gross  tax  in  January  but  that  defied  the  definition  and 
nobody  seems  to  know  where  that  is  at  this  time.  And  finally 
a  1%  payroll  tax  which  makes  no  sense  to  anybody  and  it 
was  the  unanimous  vote  of  this  Senate  to  reject  it.  Well  Sen. 
Monier  has  been  accused  of  many  things.  He  and  I  happen 
to  disagree  on  one  basic  issue,  the  facts  are  we  have  a  budget 
that  appropriates  money  and  it  appropriates  those  dollars 
which  we  have  in  hand.  And  that  is  what  we  are  having  to 
face  and  that  is  why  you  should  vote  for  this  budget  at  this 
point  in  time.  But  the  difference  between  what  Sen.  Monier 
might  feel  and  what  I  feel  or  Sen.  Sanborn  feels,  is  that  Sen. 
Blaisdell  is  absolutely,  unequivocably  correct.  The  time  has 
come  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  us  to  recognize  what 
the  legitimate  governmental  needs  are  and  we  should  tax 
ourselves  within  the  ability  to  pay.  That  is  the  debate  that 
has  been  going  on  in  this  state  for  the  last  ten  years.  It  is  the 
debate  that  has  been  going  on  in  this  Senate  for  the  last  ten 
years.  And  the  point  is  it  doesn't  matter  what  the  opinion 
makers  of  this  state  feel  relative  to  the  tax  question.  There 
is  no  one  that  ever  voted  for  me  that  didn't  know  fully  and 
clearly  where  I  stood  on  the  tax  issue.  We  are  not  going  to 
spend  money  that  we  don't  have.  We  are  all  in  agreement 
in  that.  If  it  is  correct  that  we  should  have  more,  should  be 
doing  more,  then  we  are  going  to  generate  the  revenues  and 
we  are  going  to  pay  it.  And  that  is  sound.  We  can  have  the 
battle.  We  can  have  the  debate.  I  tell  you  that  this  bill  will 
pass.  It  will  go  to  Conference.  There  will  be  a  budget.  It  will 
go  into  effect  on  July  1st.  The  forces  to  bear  in  New  Hamp- 
shire will  see  us  return  and  then  we  will  have  the  correct  debate 
on  revenue.  But  in  the  meantime  to  vote  against  this  amend- 
ment to  the  budget  at  this  time  is  irresponsible.  The  process 
must  go  on.  You  can  debate  whether  we  need  more,  more, 
more,  but  we  can  only  spend  those  dollars  which  we  have. 
And  nobody  seems  to  want  to  recognize  that  in  spite  of  all 
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of  the  other  demands  that  are  out  there,  we  are  only  spend- 
ing the  dollars  that  we  have.  That  is  what  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee  is  saying  to  you.  And  that  is  the  responsible  posi- 
tion, and  that  is  why  you  should  vote  for  it. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  will  be  very  brief.  We  have  had  a  very 
limited,  lengthy  debate  on  HB  600.  I  want  to  thank  the  Senate 
for  the  courtesy  in  which  we  have  carried  this  out,  but  I  par- 
ticularly at  this  moment  want  to  thank  the  LBA  staff  for 
listening  to  this.  I'm  sure  you  heard  it  in  the  House.  I'm  sure 
you  have  heard  it  in  the  Senate.  And  I'm  sure  you  are  going 
to  hear  it  in  the  Committee  of  Conference.  At  this  point  I 
would  like  to  just  deviate  long  enough  to  ask  every  one  of 
them  to  stand  up.  I'll  go  right  down  the  line.  Jane  Worsowicz 
who  is  one  of  our  Senate  staff;  Bill,  Charlie,  Dick,  Bill,  Tom, 
Bill,  and  Don.  Have  I  got  them  all  right.  How  about  that. 
I'm  going  to  tell  you  right  now  that  nobody  in  this  state,  no 
group  of  Senators,  no  group  of  House  people,  could  write 
a  budget  without  them  and  I  join  with  Sen.  Blaisdell  in  telling 
them  that.  I  hope  that  you  know  that  we  appreciate  it  and 
you  can  now  take  the  cotton  out  of  your  ears  because  we 
are  going  to  be  done  in  a  minute.  I  only  want  to  say  two  things. 
One  is.  Sen.  Splaine,  my  name  is  pronounced  Mooonier,  not 
Munier,  that  is  money.  I  would  like  to  say  also  that  there 
is  no  one  in  this  Senate  who  has  been  blindly  obedient  to 
anything.  And  I  kind  of  resent  that  a  little  bit  but  I  don't 
have  to  speak  to  it  because  I  think  every  one  of  you  know 
that  you  can  vote  the  way  you  do,  any  time.  There  happens 
to  be  14  or  15  people  which  is  a  majority  in  the  Senate,  who 
agree.  Just  as  there  are  8  who  agree.  That  is  the  democratic 
process.  I  want  to  speak  to  three  other  things  just  quickly. 
We  have  been  bhstered  already  on  the  floor,  I  think  that  it 
was  one  of  the  Senators  in  the  rear  quadrant,  I  can't  remem- 
ber which  one,  about  the  Commission  on  the  Arts,  the  Com- 
mission on  the  Status  of  Women,  Human  Rights,  etc.  I  want 
to  tell  a  quick  story.  In  front  of  the  Senate' Finance  Com- 
mittee a  member  of  one  of  those,  therefore  I  will  not  identify, 
was  asked  a  simple  question:  Do  you  feel  that  the  function 
that  you  perform  in  this  state  in  our  time  of  need,  or  reduc- 
tions, due  to  the  lack  of  revenues,  is  as  important  as  aid  to 
the  blind,  as  aid  to  the  developmental  disabled,  as  aid  to  .  .  .? 
The  answer  that  came  back  was  yes.  I  do  not  agree  with  that, 
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in  that  particular  three  instances.  That  does  not  make  me 
against  art.  It  does  not  make  me  against  the  Commission  on 
the  Arts.  I  use  these  as  an  example.  It  does  not  make  me  against 
the  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women.  I  wouldn't  be  able 
to  go  home  if  I  was.  I  helped  and  voted  with  it  when  you 
passed  the  bill.  We  are  not  talking  about  that.  We  are  talking 
about,  as  Sen.  Hough  said,  how  much  money  do  we  have  and 
where  it  is.  We  have  done  the  best  we  could.  I  make  absolutely 
no  apologies  for  it  whatsoever.  When  you  are  in  an  expand- 
ing economy,  and  I  use  the  newspaper  as  I  can,  and  you  are 
adding  money  to  a  budget  base,  just  Uke  this  paper  is  bigger 
than  this  piece,  then  you  have  a  responsibility  as  a  legislative 
body,  just  as  a  corporate  executive  body  does,  to  watch  where 
it  goes  because  it  will  get  spent.  When  you  are  contracting, 
and  that  gentlemen  and  ladies  is  exactly  what  we  are  doing, 
contracting,  I  agree  that  we  do  not  have  enough  revenue.  I 
do  not  agree,  however,  that  we  ought  to  have  a  broad-base 
tax.  No  one  has  proposed  one  so  that  is  a  false  issue  on  this 
budget,  but  I  recognize  the  feelings  of  the  opposite  feelings 
with  respect  to  this.  Sen.  Blaisdell  and  I  have  disagreed  on 
this  for  years.  He  can  get  elected  in  his  district  saying  that 
he  is  for  it.  I  couldn't  get  elected  as  dogcatcher  in  my  dis- 
trict saying  I  was  for  it.  I  may  not  be  able  to  get  elected  as 
dogcatcher  anyhow,  but  that  is  beside  the  point.  That  is  part 
of  what  we  are  doing  here.  However,  when  you  are  contract- 
ing the  costs  of  government  because  you  do  not  have  the 
revenues,  then  it  is  time  that  we  stop  pretending  that  we  are 
quaUfied  at  $100  a  year  on  a  parttime  basis,  to  sit  here  and 
write  the  line  items  that  John  Zilch  will  go  here  and  John 
Doe  will  go  there.  I  want  to  go  back  to  my  original  opening 
statement  on  this  budget.  We  have  implemented  here  not 
Monier's  ideas,  we  have  implemented  two  facets  of  the  study 
made  with  respect  to  government  that  was  recommended 
and  adopted  by  this  government.  We  have  implemented  it 
because  it  is  the  first  time  since  then  that  we  have  been  in 
a  reduced,  economic,  lowered  revenue  base.  I  might  add  that 
it  was  the  majority  report  and  I  appreciate  the  support. 

Sen.  Monier  moved  the  previous  question. 
Adopted.

Sen.  Roy  wished  to  be  recorded  as  being  in  favor  of  the 
budget  as  amended. 

HB  368-FN,  to  provide  the  New  Hampshire  Veterans'  Home 
classified  employees  a  differential  pay  increase  and  making  an 
appropriation  therefor.  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment.  Sen. 
Monier  for  the  committee. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  rise  in  support  of  the  committee  amend- 
ment. I  do  this  because  it  was  an  agreement  among  all  Senators 
that  a  bill  would  be  left  here  for  the  express  purposes  of  at- 
tempting to  provide  a  vehicle  to  fund  ICE.  I  would  like  you 
to  just  allow  me  the  privilege  of  reading  quickly  to  you  section 
2.  Incidentally  may  I  say  this,  section  1  has  not  been  touched 
in  the  original  bill,  which  if  you  have  it  in  front  of  you,  is 
differential  pay  or  various  groups,  which  we  had  already  passed. 
So  there  is  no  argument  with  that  at  all.  We  have  added  here 
to  it.  Section  2:  "The  Senate  has  funded  the  operating  budget 
within  the  revenues  made  available,  by  establishing  relative 
to  priorities  .  .  .  the  highest  priority  program  that  funds  were 
not  available  for  is  the  intermediate  care  facility,  ICE  (state's 
share  of  the  nursing  homes  program).  Cost  to  meet  the  current 
formula  funding  level  is  $25  million  for  the  biennium  for 
this  program."  This  was  verified  by  LBA.  Under  the  New 
Hampshire  Constitution  there  are  restrictions  against  the 
Senate  originating  many  types  of  revenue  generating  meas- 
ures. If  the  ICE  is  not  funded  it  jeopardizes  certain  federal 
revenues  and  will  have  a  serious  impact  on  county  taxes  and 
local  property  taxes.  No  question  about  it.  Now  section  5, 
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let  me  skip  4  for  a  minute.  The  Senate  requests  that  the  House 
of  Representatives  determine  if  its  members  desire  to  fund 
the  ICF  nursing  home  program  at  its  current  level.  What  that 
literally  means  is,  at  the  formula  that  is  currently  in  effect. 
I  hope  everybody  understands  that  so  we  are  not  hiding  any- 
thing here.  At  the  formula  that  is  currently  in  effect,  the 
House  bill  changes  that  formula.  So  I  will  repeat,  at  its  cur- 
rent level  from  some  combination  of  the  above  itemized  or 
similar  revenue  sources.  Now  the  only  reason  section  4  is 
in  here,  and  I  say  it  very  frankly,  these  are  not  what  the  Senate 
Finance  recommends.  They  were  here  so  that  anybody,  and 
I  don't  want  to  pick  on  Sen.  Blaisdell  but  may  I  use  you  as 
an  example,  if  he  wished  to  offer  at  this  point  an  income 
tax  or  a  sales  tax,  or  if  somebody  else  wanted  to  put  some 
other  tax  in,  we  could  do  it  and  send  it  to  the  House  because 
we  have  no  right  to  introduce  that  kind  of  a  tax  and  it  would 
have  to  be  ruled  out  of  order,  and  we  did  not  want  to  deny 
free  debate  on  it.  Therefore,  section  4  can  remain  in,  we  can 
take  it  out,  you  could  add  to  it  if  you  wish,  you  can  leave 
it  alone,  or  you  can  change  it  so  that  we  say  to  the  House 
only  what  we  have  said  up  through  section  3  and  5,  which 
says  requests  the  House  of  Representatives  determine  if  its 
members  desire  to  fund  ICF  at  its  current  level,  once  again 
at  the  formula  we  are  now  in,  from  any  source  of  revenues. 
I  have  no  objections  to  any  of  those  amendments.  Those 
are  simple  amendments.  They  are  clearly  able  to  be  under- 
stood. We  will  accept  them  on  the  floor  because  we  are  trying 
to  expedite  and  at  the  same  time,  meet  a  necessary  problem. 
So  when  you  look  at  (a)  through  (h),  I  might  add  they  were  all 
there  by  letter  so  we  can  talk  about  them  as  you  want  to.  I 
personally,  if  you  wish,  am  perfectly  willing  to  accept  an 
amendment  to  take  out  section  4,  which  has  been  suggested 
to  me,  and  to  take  out  the  words  "of  the  above  itemized" 
and  just  put  in  "level  from  some  revenue  sources",  if  you 
like.  The  point  I  am  trying  to  get  at  is  that  there  was  not 
money  in  the  budget  and  ICF  was  the  next  priority  of  the 
Health  and  Welfare  Department  that  the  Senate  Finance  dealt 
with.  We  all  sat  there  and  heard  this.  The  point  that  I  am 
saying  is,  if  it  had  been  $3  million  we  would  have  done  some- 
thing about  it,  at  $25  million  we  would  have  been  just  gone. 
This  is  one  we  all  strongly  felt  in  Finance  needed  a  vehicle 
to  get  moved  to  the  House  to  allow,  not  to  determine,  not 
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to  force,  but  to  allow  consideration  of  revenue  measures  for 
that  purpose.  That  is  the  reason  it  is  Usted  the  way  it  is,  and 
that  is  the  reason  why  it  is  here  for  open  discussion  or  amend- 
ment. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  I  think  I  speak  for  all  the  members 
of  the  Minority  party  when  I  say  that  we  have  no  problem 
with  the  bill  if  we  could  amend  it  on  the  floor  without  too 
much  problem  to  take  out  section  4  and  also  check  with  sec- 
tion 5  to  take  out  the  words  "from  some  combination  of 
the  above  itemized  or  similar  revenue  sources".  I  again,  very 
briefly,  don't  believe  that  this  is  the  way  that  the  people  in 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  including  the  people  in  the  inter- 
mediate care  facilities,  want  us  to  drive  our  state.  Legalized 
gambling  and  real  estate  transfer  tax,  and  legalizing  fireworks, 
and  increasing  a  Rooms  and  Meals  Tax,  it  would  be  disastrous 
to  the  economy  of  our  state.  Then  to  increase  the  head  tax 
from  $10  to  $20.  Who  in  God's  name  are  we  hitting  when 
we  do  that?  I  then  make  the  motion  that  we  strike  from  HB 
368-FN  section  4  and  the  part  of  section  5  where  it  says  "or 
from  some  combination  of  the  above  itemized  or  similar 
revenue  sources".  I  then  could  support  the  bill. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  have  already  said,  Sen.  Blaisdell,  that 
I  could  support  your  amendment.  It  is  a  very  simple  one  be- 
cause you  can  strike  the  whole  section  4  and  everyone  here 
can  see  what  you  are  doing.  The  only  point  is  I  would  like 
to  make  certain  that  Sen.  Blaisdell  has  the  record  show  that 
you  recognize  that  (a)  through  (h)  were  not  recommendations 
of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee,  they  were  instead  measures 
which  have  been  acted  upon,  discussed,  and  via  the  one  body 
or  the  other,  previously.  I  want  to  make  that  clear.  No  one 
in  Senate  Finance  was  recommending  that  we  extend  the 
Head  Tax,  that  is  a  suggestion  that  had  been  in  the  House 
and  out.  No  one  is  recommending,  for  example,  that  Rooms 
and  Meals  Tax  be  increased  from  6  to  7  cents,  that  was  de- 
feated in  the  House.  We  were  merely  listing  all  of  them.  I 
hope  that  is  clearly  understood  and  I  am  sure  you  agree  with 
me. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  I  agree  with  you. 

SEN.  MONIER:  The  wording  of  section  4.  I  would  like 
to  just  have  the  amendment  read  in  two  different  portions, 
or  we  can  take  it  as  one,  that  what  you  are  doing  is  moving 
to  strike  section  4,  period.  And  in  section  5  that  you  would 
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be  striking  in  line  3,  so  that  it  reads  as  follows:  "Senate  re- 
quests the  House  of  Representatives  determine  if  its  mem- 
bers desire  to  fund  ICF  nursing  home  program  at  its  current 
level  from  additional  revenue  sources." 

Amendment  to  HB  368-FN 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

AN  ACT 

to  provide  the  New  Hampshire  Veterans'  Home 

classified  employees  a  differential  pay  increase 

and  Senate  action  on  1982-83  operating  budget. 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2  Senate  Action  on  1982-83  Operating  Budget. 

I.  The  senate  has  funded  the  operating  budget  within  the 
revenues  made  available  by  estabhshing  relative  priorities  in 
all  departments  and  agencies  of  the  state.  The  highest  priority 
program  that  funds  were  not  available  for  is  the  Intermediate 
Care  Facilities,  ICF  (state  share  of  the  nursing  home  program). 
Cost  to  meet  the  current  formula  funding  level  is  $25,000,000 
for  the  biennium  for  this  program. 

II.  Under  the  New  Hampshire  Constitution  there  are  restric- 
tions against  the  senate  originating  many  types  of  revenue 
generating  measures. 

III.  If  the  ICF  program  is  not  funded  it  jeopardizes  certain 
federal  revenues  and  will  have  a  serious  impact  on  county 
taxes  and  the  local  property  tax. 

IV.  The  senate  requests  that  the  house  of  representatives 
determine  if  its  members  desire  to  fund  the  ICF  nursing  home 
program  at  its  current  level  from  additional  revenue  sources. 

3  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect  June  12,  1981. 

Amendment  adopted. 

Sen.  Lessard  moved  a  floor  amendment. 
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SEN.  LESSARD:  There  is  a  floor  amendment  that  has 
been  passed  out  and  I  believe  that  it  is  on  everyone's  desk 
at  this  point.  What  the  amendment  does  is  it  closes  the  loop- 
holes for  doctors  and  lav^ers  and  professional  associations 
that  can  be  making  up  the  $250,000  and  pay  no  business 
profits  tax.  What  the  bill  would  do  is  allow  $40,000  to  be 
exempt  for  them,  to  be  able  to  take  that  $40,000  as  their 
salary,  but  then  be  taxed  8%  on  anything  from  there  up 
through  the  business  profits  tax.  Well  9.1%  now,  or  what- 
ever the  business  profits  tax  would  be.  In  my  own  district 
while  I  was  campaigning  last  session  I  heard  a  lot  of  talk  about 
why  not  close  up  the  business  profits  tax  for  these  lav^ers, 
doctors,  and  other  people  who  are  paying  it.  The  real  estate 
man  pays  it.  The  small  company  pays  it.  A  number  of  people 
who  own  smaller  companies  do.  Your  doctor  or  lawyer,  or 
if  you  belong  to  a  professional  association,  it  is  a  business. 
It  is  a  business,  and  it  is  not  fair  for  these  people  to  be  making 
$250,000  or  $100,000  annually  and  pay  no  tax.  So  this  would 
close  it  up.  I  have  been  trying  to  find  out  exactly  where  we 
could  fix  the  income  on  this  and  we  frankly  don't  know  it 
to  date.  But  I  would  like  to  get  it  into  a  Committee  of  Con- 
ference and  addressed  at  that  time  and  we  will  be  able  to 
have  a  better  idea  as  to  what  financially  resources  it  will  bring 
in. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  This  floor  amendment  in  the  first  line, 
it  says,  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  150  and  I  don't 
see  any  section  150  in  the  bill.  There  must  be  some  mistake 
somewhere. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Sen.  Lessard,  I  have  had  a  quick  check 
done  by  one  of  our  staff.  The  only  thing  that  troubles  me 
about  this  is  because  we  have  tried  for  years  to  try  to  close 
that  loophole  in  this  area,  that  is,  is  this  something  different 
than  has  been  tried  before?  I  only  say  that  because  when  we 
were  first  at  Senate  Finance  we  asked  the  LBA,  we  asked 
Legislative  Services,  and  we  asked  the  Attorney  General,  I 
think  I've  covered  them  all  but  there  may  have  been  others, 
but  we  did  ask  the  main  body,  for  any  way  in  which  the  loop- 
hole, we  are  using  the  general  term  but  I  think  we  all  under- 
stand what  we  are  saying,  could  be  closed.  In  any  way.  They 
brought  up  their  files  and  went  through  it  with  us,  with  I 
think  myself  and  I  think  Sen.  Bergeron  and  Sen.  Sanborn 
were  there,  they  had  had  about  a  dozen  different  proposals 
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ranging  all  the  way  from  what  New  York  State  does  which 
is  to  put  a  cap  on  how  much  you  can  claim  which  is  a  copy 
off  the  old  IRS  which  means  you  can  move  down  a  line,  to 
all  of  the  other  ways  that  they  have  tried  to  do  it.  The  only 
way  that  we  came  up  with  is  what  we  now  have  in  the  budget, 
which  was  a  minimum  but  you  would  reduce  that  if  you  paid 
a  tax.  In  every  single  case,  and  this  has  been  here  ever  since 
Governor  Peterson  has  the  business  profits  tax  enacted,  there 
have  been  enumerable  attempts  to  close  the  loophole.  God 
knows  I  have  nothing  against  trying  it  again,  but  I  just  have 
trepidations  that  if  there  was  a  way  to  do  it,  it  would  seem 
to  me  that  by  this  time  the  LBA,  the  Legislative  Services, 
or  the  Attorney  General  would  have  found  it.  I  must  ask 
it  without  being  facetious,  has  any  of  this  been  checked  by 
any  of  those  agencies? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  No,  Senator,  and  I  understand  that  there 
is  a  problem.  I  understand  the  problems  that  you  raise. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Constitutional. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  Constitutional  problems.  But  I  think 
that  we  are  in  the  process  right  now  where  something  has 
got  to  be  offered  in  this  area.  That  the  Senate  should  go  on 
record  as  endorsing  this  concept.  I  think  that  the  questions 
that  you  are  raising  are  legitimate,  they  concern  me  also, 
and  if  we  are  at  a  point  in  the  process  where  there  should 
be  final  action  before  the  signature  of  the  Governor,  I  would 
be  reluctant  to  offer  it.  But  where  it  is  going  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  Conference  I  would  see  the  issues  there  resolved 
and  hopefully  a  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  this  mechan- 
ism that  we  outlined  here  could  be  passed. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Then  you  will  adhere  or  admit  to  the  Senate, 
and  I'm  not  trying  to  get  you  here  at  all,  that  you  recognize 
that  this  would  be  something  on  a  separate  bill.  It  has  nothing 
to  do  with  HB  600,  thank  heavens,  which  you  would  expect 
to  have  either  challenged  or  accepted,  or  looked  at. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  That  is  correct. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Well,  I  just  wanted  to  ask  the  question. 
I  think  everybody  in  the  Senate  ....  I  will  speak  when  my 
turn  comes,  excuse  me. 

SEN.  FREESE:  Sen.  Lessard,  I  would  point  a  question 
of  clarification  on  the  proposed  legislation  amendment  to 
HB  368-FN.  We  have  quite  a  few  large  industries  in  the  State 
that  are  paying  a  business  profits  tax.  Does  this  mean  that 
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the  officers  who  earn  over  $40,000  a  year  will  also  be  taxed 
for  their  income? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  No.  Just  the  businesses.  No  those  corpora- 
tions where  salary  would  be  set.  This  is  not  meant  to  be  an 
income  tax.  It  is  directed  at  those  businesses,  association 
or  partnership,  where  an  individual  can  charge  off  up  to 
$250,000  as  personal  income.  It  is  not  directed  at  the  small 
company  that  you  are  talking  about  where  the  executive 
receives  over  $40,000. 

SEN.  FREESE:  Where  in  the  amendment  is  this  covered? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  It  addresses  partnerships,  proprietor- 
ships or  sole-proprietorships  within  the  language  of  it.  It  deals 
specifically  with  those  three  areas. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Sen.  Lessard,  would  you  believe  me  if 
I  tell  you  that  I'm  not  fighting  you  on  this,  but  that  I  would 
like  to  recommend  to  you  first  and  see  if  I  can  get  an  agree- 
ment, then  if  necessary  I  will  recommend  it  to  the  Senate, 
that  instead  of  us  passing  this  at  this  point  because  of  the 
questions  I  have  raised  of  constitutionahty,  that  either  you 
withdraw  it  or  I  would  have  to  urge  that  we  vote  it  down. 
With  the  idea  that  you  submit  it  to  LBA  and  I  will  make  ar- 
rangements for  it  to  be  done  right  away,  for  analysis  in  light 
of  the  things  that  I  have  said  and  after  we  had  that  analysis 
I  will  certainly  see  to  it  that  in  any  Committee  of  Confer- 
ence on  HB  368-FN  it  will  be  offered.  Would  you  be  willing 
to  accept  my  word  on  that,  or  whatever  you  wish  to  do  with 
it. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I  would  be  happy  to  do  that  because  I 
do  feel  that  there  is  need  for  revenue  and  this  might  be  a 
tool  for  that.  I  would  be  very  happy  to  withdraw  that  if  you 
will  try  to  get  it  on  to  a  Committee  of  Conference. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  want  to  make  it  clear  that  you  under- 
stand what  I  will  do.  For  example,  what  troubles  me  is  that 
we  will  have  to  recess  and  wait  because  the  section  is  wrong, 
it  should  be  1  or  2  or  3  or  whatever  one  you  want  to  put 
it  on,  in  short  it  is  not  drafted  properly,  but  that  is  beside 
the  point.  We  understand  what  we  are  trying  to  do.  What 
I  said  I  would  do  is  that  if  you  will  withdraw  it  I  will  see  to 
it  that  Mr.  Cobleigh  of  our  staff  takes  it  to  LBA  and  leaves 
it  with  them  for  an  analysis,  and  at  that  point  if  they  and 
the  Attorney  General,  and  you  ought  to  follow  this  up  as 
a  sponsor  to  it,  approves  of  it,  that  we  will  see  to  it  that  one 
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of  you  has  the  opportunity  to  present  it  to  the  Conference. 
That  is  what  I  am  really  saying. 

Sen.  Lessard  withdrew  his  motion. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  would  also  support  the  amendment 
and  the  withdrawal  as  presented.  I  would  like  to  make  it  very 
clear  that  Legislative  Services  drafted  that  bill  for  Sen.  Cham- 
pagne and  Sen.  Lessard,  so  that  if  there  is  anything  wrong 
it  is  not  their  fault.  We  have  made  a  couple  of  proposals  here 
today  that  could  have  been  revenue-raising  measures.  We 
are  aware  that  there  is  a  possibihty,  legally,  to  do  what  we 
are  trying  to  do,  but  we  can't  say  that  for  sure  today.  So  I 
would  support  the  analysis  by  LB  A,  but  this  is  another  at- 
tempt to  indicate  our  support,  if  we  have  stricken  those  other 
revenue  raising  measures,  which  I  agree  with  Sen.  Blaisdell, 
that  we  want  to  speak  to  positive  ways  of  raising  revenue 
without  just  being  critical  of  the  budget  as  it  stands.  We  are 
going  to  fund  those  ICF  facihties  and  we  hope  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  Conference  will  listen  to  some  of  the  proposals 
we  are  making. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Just  so  the  record  shows  clearly.  Sen. 
Lessard,  Sen.  Preston,  Sen.  Champagne.  I  have  just  asked 
Mrs.  Worsowicz  to  do  the  following,  to  have  this  amendment 
as  we  have  it  here  sent  to  LEA,  the  LBA  to  give  their  analysis, 
Mr.  Price  of  administration  to  give  his,  the  Attorney  General 
give  his,  and  we  will  have  that  as  soon  as  possible,  at  least 
in  general  form,  and  at  that  point  I  will  turn  it  back  to  Sen. 
Champagne  and  Sen.  Lessard  and  they  are  free  then  to  offer 
that  to  the  Committee  of  Conference  whenever  it  meets. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  just  want  to  make  a  point  before  I  finish, 
that  from  our  side  of  the  room  I  understand  that  Sen.  Sanborn 
said  some  of  the  Senators  didn't  have  any  input  into  the 
Finance  Committee.  I  as  one  Senator  did  have  input  from 
many  of  the  Senators.  I  discussed  some  of  our  concerns.  I 
spoke  to  some  of  them  on  the  floor  today.  So  I  just  want 
to  make  it  clear  that  in  fairness.  Sen.  Sanborn,  for  those  who 
couldn't  be  in  Finance  because  of  other  hearings,  for  those 
who  didn't  sit  with  Sen.  Blaisdell,  who  sat  alone  two-thirds 
of  the  time  in  Revenue  because  they  were  in  Finance,  I  don't 
think  we  should  be  accusing  each  other  of  no  input.  I  re- 
ceived input  from  my  Senators  and  I  can  understand  why 
they  didn't  go  to  you.

(c)  Include  a  specified  quantity  of  complimentary  bever- 
ages as  part  of  a  bona  fide  contract  for  the  hosting  of  a  con- 
vention or  offer  a  specified  quantity  of  complimentary  bever- 
ages in  soliciting  such  conventions.  As  used  in  this  paragraph 
"convention"  means  an  assembly  of  at  least  100  persons  parti- 
cipating in  a  business,  social,  political  or  other  type  of  meeting 
to  exchange  ideas,  views  and  information  of  common  interest 
to  such  group.  Notwithstanding  RSA  175:10  or  any  rules 
adopted  under  that  section,  hotels  may  advertise  and  offer 
package  deals  to  resident  guests,  which  include  complimentary 
drinks,  provided  such  offers  shall  be  limited  to  persons  of 
legal  drinking  age.

Sen.  Mann  having  voted  with  the  majority  moved  reconsider- 
ation of  the  action  whereby  HB  600  was  sent  to  third  reading. 

SEN.  MANN:  Having  been  in  this  Legislature  for  12  years, 
I  am  well  aware  that  this  motion  may  be  poHtically  danger- 
ous. I  realize  that  the  iron  hand  of  the  third  floor,  comer 
office  will  come  down  hard  and  swift  and  will  probably  re- 
duce the  number  of  my  Committee  of  Conference  assign- 
ments substantially.  However,  my  conscience  mandates  action 
on  this  very  important  matter.  My  long  association  with  the 
President  and  the  similarity  of  our  views  and  fiscal  policy 
should  evidence  that  this  is  not  a  political  vendetta  against 
Sen.  Monier.  Rather  this  action  addresses  a  politically  grave 
situation.  I  also  wish  to  emphasize  that  my  motion  moves 
to  reconsider  only  Sen.  Preston's  amendment  concerning 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire  footnotes.  My  reason  for 
reconsidering  these  footnotes  stems  from  a  friendly  conver- 
sation I  had  with  an  attorney.  At  that  time  I  was  informed 
of  a  political  legal  problem  with  the  legislation  as  it  now  stands. 
This  legislation  as  it  now  stands  could  leave  us  vulnerable 
to  political  legal  action  against  the  University  System.  I  re- 
fuse to  be  a  party  to  that.  For  this  reason  I  urge  you  to  sup- 
port me  in  my  move  to  reconsider.

They  have  been  a 
disgrace.  Mr  Poulton,  and  Mrs.  Handler,  and  the  rest  of  the 
crew  that  has  been  over  here  for  two  or  three  days,  my  answer 
to  you  is  you  do  not  run  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  There 
is  absolutely  no  reason  in  the  world,  and  you  know  it,  and 
I  would  be  very  happy  to  be  present  at  any  time  that  you 
wish  to  debate  this,  that  you  could  not  have  asked  for  this 
to  be  done  in  a  Committee  of  Conference,  and  that  you  would 
have  had  it  done.  The  Senators  on  this  floor  recognize  that. 
You  have  harassed  Senators.  You  have  sent  out  telegrams. 
You  have  arm-twisted.  You  are  a  disgrace  to  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire.  That  is  my  statement  and  it  is  a  personal 
one.  I  will  be  very  frank  with  you,  I  wish  that  the  one  who 
had  told  one  of  the  Senators,  as  reported  to  me,  that  if  you 
do  not  vote  for  reconsideration  you  will  not  be  a  Senator. 
Say  that  to  me. 

Sen.  Preston  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  resent  what  took  place  today.  I  resent 
the  fact  that  some  of  the  Minority  members  of  the  Senate 
were  accused  of  roadblocking  the  removal  of  the  footnotes. 
I  resent  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  Senatorial  courtesy 
was  not  granted  to  Sen.  Stephen  because  he  asked  for  24 
hours  to  look  at  a  bill.  I  resent  the  fact  that  the  RepubHcans 
created  a  problem  today  by  one  Senator  wanting  to  change 
his  mind,  and  the  few  Democrats  that  had  voted  consistently, 
gracefully  lost  having  fought  our  causes  the  other  day,  were 
accused  today  of  trying  to  hold  up  the  whole  process  and 
hurt  the  University.  We  were  consistent  in  doing  what  we 
thought  was  right  on  Monday.  We  did  today  what  we  thought 
was  the  right  thing.  But  to  those  Senators  who  theatened 
the  Rick  Boyers  and  other  principal  Senators  in  here  because 
they  did  not  wish  a  roll  call,  I  say  shame  on  you.  For  those 
that  said  they  would  meekly  holler  yes  if  there  was  no  roll 
call,  and  didn't  want  their  constituents  to  know  where  they 
stood,  shame  on  you.  And  you  know  who  I  am  talking  about. 
To  some  of  us,  we  don't  experience  pressure  in  this  Chamber. 
To  some  of  us  we  can  go  home  at  night  with  no  pressure  and 
be  relaxed  because  we  thought  we  did  the  right  thing.  That 
we  voted  on  doing  the  right  thing  to  do,  not  what  we  were 
told  to  do.  We  are  not  here  to  be  manipulated  by  a  Senate 
President,   a  Minority   Leader,   a  pubHc   servant,  the  Univer- 
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sity  of  New  Hampshire.  We  voted  the  way  we  wanted  to  do 
the  other  day.  Good  luck  to  all  of  you.  You  are  blessed  by 
the  secrecy  of  the  cloak  of  parliamentary  procedure.  Even 
your  constituents  won't  know  how  you  voted  today.  But 
from  my  faithful  few  today,  accused  of  being  obstructionists 
downstairs,  I  consider  it  insulting,  and  I  resent  it.

SUPREME  COURT  OPINION 

OPINION  OF  THE  JUSTICES 

June  11,  1981 

The  following  request  of  the  Senate  for  an  opinion  of  the 
justices  was  adopted  on  May  27,  1981,  and  filed  with  the 
supreme  court  on  June  3,  1981 : 

"Whereas,  the  Senate  has  under  consideration  HB  698 
which  reduces  the  number  of  persons  serving  on  juries  in  civil 
cases  from  12-6. 

"Whereas,  some  members  of  the  Senate  question  the  con- 
stitutionality of  certain  aspects  of  the  proposed  legislation; 

"Now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate; 

"That  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  are  respectfully 
requested  to  give  their  opinion  and  answer  the  following  ques- 
tion: 

"Do  any  provisions  of  HB  698  in  the  form  as  passed  by 
the  House  of  Representatives  violate  any  provision  of  the 
United  States  Constitution  or  of  the  New  Hampshire  Consti- 
tution?"; and 

"That  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  transmit  copies  of  this  resolu- 
tion and  HB  698  as  passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives, 
to  the  Justices  of  the  I^upreme  Court." 

The  following  answer  was  returned. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate : 

The  undersigned  justices  of  the  supreme  court  reply  as 
follows  to  your  request  filed  m  this  court  on  June  3,  1981 . 

We  need  not  devote  considerable  discussion  to  your  in- 
quiry regarding  the  constitutionality  of  House  Bill  698  under 
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the  federal  constitution.  In  passing,  however,  we  note  that 
the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  have 
expressed  divergent  views  in  their  individual  opinions  on  the 
subject  matter. 

In  Williams  v.  Florida,  399  U.S.  78  (1970),  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  in  considering  a  Sixth  Amendment 
questions  sustained  a  Florida  statute  providing  for  the  use  of 
unanimous  six-member  juries  in  all  but  capital  cases,  holding 
that  the  twelve-member  jury  is  not  a  necessary  ingredient 
ofa"trialbyjury."OnColgrovev.  Battin,  413  U.S.  149,  159-60 
(1973),  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  held  that  a 
federal  district  court  procedural  rule  providing  for  six-member 
juries  in  civil  cases  did  not  violate  the  Seventh  Amendment's 
guarantee  of  trial  by  jury  in  civil  cases. 

Since  the  WilUams  supra  and  Colgrove  supra  decisions, 
writings  of  legal  scholars  with  empirical  studies,  leading  to 
considerable  debate  regarding  the  impact  of  six-member  juries, 
have  been  legion.  For  a  Usting  of  several  of  these  articles,  see 
BaUew  v.  Georgia,  435  U.S.  223,  231  n.lO  (1978).  In  Ballew 
supra,  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  a  jury  of  less  than  six  in 
a  criminal  trial  violated  the  Sixth  and  Fourteenth  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution.  When  Justice  Blackmun  wrote 
the  majority  opinion  in  Ballew,  he  had  the  benefit  of  the 
post-WilUams  data,  and  he  discussed  several  studies  that  sug- 
gested: "that  progressively  smaller  juries  are  less  likely  to 
foster  effective  group  deliberation,"  and  that  "[a]  t  some  point, 
this  decline  leads  to  inaccurate  fact-finding  and  incorrect 
application  of  the  common  sense  of  the  community  to  the 
facts,"  435  U.S.  at  232;  "that  the  risk  of  convicting  an  inno- 
cent person  .  .  .  rises  as  the  size  of  the  jury  diminishes,"  id.  at 
234;  that  "]t[he  chance  for  hung-juries  would  decline,"  id.  at 
236;  and  that  "[f]uther  reduction  in  size  will  erect  additional 
barriers  to  [minority]  representation,"  id.  at  237.  See  gener- 
ally Note,  The  Jury  Size  Question  in  Pennsylvania:  Six  of  One 
and  a  Dozen  of  the  Other,  53  Temple  L.  Q.  89,  90  n.5-7  (1980) 
(discussing  studies  regarding  these  problems). 

Although  Justice  Blackmun's  majority  opinion  in  Ballew 
expressed  these  concerns  in  the  context  of  a  decision  regarding 
a  further  reduction  of  criminal  trial  juries  from  six  to  five, 
we  note  that  these  problems  may  also  arise  in  the  context  of 
reducing  the  size  of  juries  in  civil  cases  from  twelve  to  six. 

Justice  Marshall,  in  a  footnote  to  his  dissent  in  Colgrove 
supra,  noted  that  "the  Seventh  Amendment  is  one  of  the  few 
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remaining  provisions  in  the  Bill  of  Rights  which  has  not  been 
held  to  be  appHcable  to  the  states"  through  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment.  413  U.S.  at  169  n.4.  Accordingly,  although 
House  Bill  698  might  pass  muster  under  the  federal  consti- 
tution, the  determination  of  its  propriety  falls  sqaurely  within 
this  State's  power  to  apply  its  own  constitutional  provisions 
regarding  trial  by  jury.  See  First  Nat'l  Bank  of  Olathe  v.  Clark, 
226  Kan.  619,  622,  602  P.2d  1299,  1302  (1979). 

In  1859,  the  New  Hampshire  House  of  Representatives  asked 
the  justices  of  this  court  whether  the  legislature  had  the  power 
to  change  the  law  to  provide  for  petit  juries  numbering  less 
than  twelve.  In  responding  to  the  House  of  Representatives 
this  court  stated: 

"We  regard  it  as  a  well  settled  and  unquestioned  rule  of 
construction  that  the  language  used  by  the  legislature,  in 
the  statutes  enacted  by  them,  and  that  used  by  the  people 
in  the  great  paramount  law  which  controls  the  legislature  as 
well  as  the  people,  is  to  be  always  understood  and  explained 
in  that  sense  in  which  it  was  used  at  the  time  when  the  consti- 
tution and  the  laws  were  adopted." 

Opinion  of  the  Justices,  41  N.H.  550,  551  (1860).  (Emphasis 
added.)  The  court  examined  the  meaning  of  the  terms  "jury" 
and  "trial  by  jury"  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  our  consti- 
tution, concluding  that: 

"[W]e  are  of  opinion  that  no  body  of  less  than  twelve  men, 
though  they  should  be  by  law  denominated  a  jury,  would  be 
a  jury  within  the  meaning  of  the  constitution;  nor  would  a 
trial  by  such  a  body,  though  called  a  trial  by  jury,  be  such, 
within  the  meaning  of  that  instrument.  We  think,  therefore, 
that  the  legislature  have  no  power  so  to  change  the  law  in  rela- 
tion to  juries,  as  to  provide  that  petit  juries  may  be  composed 
of  a  less  number  than  twelve,  nor  to  provide  that  a  number 
of  the  petit  jury,  less  than  the  whole  number,  can  render  a 
verdict.  .  .  ." 

Id.  at  552  (emphasis  added);  see  Copp  v  Henniker,  55  N.H. 
179,  193  (1875).  We  reaffirm  this  decision,  beUeving  that  the 
vitality  of  its  conclusion  remains  today,  especially  in  light 
of  the  number  of  empirical  studies  that  have  questioned  the 
impact  of  the  six-member  jury  on  our  court  system.  We  there- 
fore answer  your  question  as  it  pertains  to  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Constitution,  N.H.  CONST.,  pt.  I,  art.  20,  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 
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Nothing  in  this  opinion  is  to  be  construed  as  preventing 
parties  by  stipulation  from  obtaining  a  trial  with  less  than 
twelve  jurors  in  both  civil  and  criminal  cases.  We  are  aware 
of  the  existence  of  RSA  606:8,  :9,  but  these  section  have 
never  been  before  us  for  our  consideration.

If  HB  456-FN  of  the  1981  regu- 
lar session,  "An  Act  relative  to  hazardous  waste,  including 
the  creation  of  the  New  Hampshire  hazardous  waste  cleanup 
fund,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor,"  does  not  be- 
come law,  the  director  of  legislative  services  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  change  the  citation  in  RSA  149-L:1,  XVIII  from  RSA 
147-A:2toRSA  147:49. 

1 1  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect  60  days  after  its 
passage. 

Amendment  adopted. 

Sen.  Brown  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

It  is  obvious  to  me  that  ex-C.I.A.  agent  Rep.  Bruce  Rounds 
of  Bristol  and  Governor  Hugh  Gallen  have  conspired  to  bring 
about  chaos  at  the  liquor  commission  because  of  their  hatred 
of  a  classified  employee,  Robert  HerUhy. 

HerUhy  administered  the  liquor  commission  for  many  years 
before  Gallen  was  elected  Governor  and  was  respected  through- 
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out  the  United  States  as  a  capable  administrator.  Herlihy  ran 
into  problems  when  he  chose  to  support  another  political 
candidate  other  than  Gallen.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  Senator 
to  support  an  individual's  right  to  free  choice  of  pohtical  con- 
viction. To  hound  a  man  out  of  his  job  because  of  personal 
animosity  or  personality  conflict  is  wrong. 

The  Senate,  in  good  faith,  went  to  a  committee  of  con- 
ference meeting  ready,  willing,  and  able  to  compromise.  We 
offered  five  compromises  and  the  House  rejected  all  of  them 
without  offering  any  compromise  of  their  own.  Rep.  Chris 
Spirou  in  his  usual  fashion  simply  wanted  a  pubHc  forum  from 
which  he  could  manipulate  the  press. 

It  is  wrong  for  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  John  Tucker,  to 
allow  the  political  persecution  of  any  citizen  and  to  bring  the 
State  Liquor  Commission  to  the  brink  of  chaos.  I  call  upon 
him  to  bring  this  action  to  a  halt. 

REPORT  ON  HB  188 

The  committee  of  conference  to  which  was  referred  HB  188, 
an  act  relative  to  sunset  review  of  the  liquor  commission  — 
administration,'  having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same 
with  the  following  recommendations: 

That  the  House  recede  from  its  position  of  nonconcurrence 
with  the  Senate  amendment,  and 

That  the  Senate  and  House  adopt  the  following  new  amend- 
ment to  the  bill  as  amended  by  the  Senate,  and  pass  the  bill 
as  so  amended: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  section  2  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3  Responsibility  for  Operations.  Amend  RSA  176  by  insert- 
ing after  section  3  the  following  new  section: 

176:3-a  Duties.  In  addition  to  all  other  duties  imposed  upon 
the  liquor  commissioners,  it  shall  be  their  prime  duty  and 
they  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  the  efficient  and  effective 
operation  of  the  commission.  In  order  to  carry  out  said  duty, 
they  may  employ  such  technical  and  professional  consultants 
and  assistants  as  they  shall  deem  necessary. 
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4  Advisory  Board.  Amend  RSA  176  by  inserting  after  sec- 
tion 6  the  following  new  section: 

176:6-3.  Advisory  Board. 

I.  There  is  hereby  established  an  advisory  board  to  the  liquor 
commission  which  shall  be  composed  of  8  members  who  shall 
be  appointed  as  follows:  4  members  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  governor  and  council,  2  members  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  president  of  the  senate,  and  2  members  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives.  Each  member 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  2  years  and  until  his  successor 
is  appointed  and  quaUfied.  The  governor  and  council  shall 
designate  one  member  to  be  chairman.  The  members  shall 
serve  without  compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  their 
actual  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

II.  The  advisory  board  shall  have  the  following  powers  and 
duties: 

(a)  To  advise  the  liquor  commission  on  long  range  policy; 

(b)  To  work  with  the  commission  in  establishing  rules  and 
regulations  relative  to  liquor  sales  representatives; 

(c)  To  review  all  contracts  entered  into  by  the  commission 
and  make  recommendations  back  to  the  commission; 

(d)  To  develop  a  sales  incentive  program  for  state  liquor 
store  employees; 

(e)  To  act  as  an  appeals  board  and  to  hear  and  decide  with 
the  commission  any  appeal  relative  to  action  taken  by  the 
commission  with  respect  to  listing  and  delisting  of  any  liquor 
or  wine  or  with  respect  to  the  revocation  of  any  Ucense.  In 
acting  as  an  appeals  board,  the  advisory  board  shall  deter- 
mine in  accordance  with  RSA  541 -A  its  own  rules  of  pro- 
cedure. Any  decision  of  the  board  may  be  appealed  in  ac- 
cordance with  RSA  541.  No  member  of  the  liquor  commis- 
sion may  serve  on  the  appeals  board. 

5  New  Positions.  Amend  RSA  176  by  inserting  after  sec- 
tion 7  the  following  new  section: 

176:7-a  Personnel.  In  addition  to  all  other  staff  employed 
by  the  commission,  the  commission  shall  appoint  the  follow- 
ing personnel  who  shall  be  classified  state  employees.  Such 
personnel  shall  be  responsible  for  overseeing  the  functions  of 
the  commission  in  their  designated  areas  subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  commissioners  and  shall  perform  such  additional 
duties  as  the  commissioners  shall  from  time  to  time  assign: 
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I.  There  shall  be  a  director  of  warehousing  and  transporta- 
tion who  shall  have  such  labor  grade  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  department  of  personnel  and  who  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  warehousing  and  transportation  functions  of  the  com- 
mission. The  director  of  warehousing  and  transportation  shall 
develop  plans  to  operate  warehouses  in  the  most  efficient 
manner,  shall  maintain  traffic  rate  information,  develop  security 
measures  to  minimize  loss  of  inventory  and  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  commission  for  improvements  in  material 
handling. 

II.  There  shall  be  a  director  of  hcensing  and  enforcement 
who  shall  have  such  labor  grade  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  department  of  personnel  and  who  shall  be  responsible 
for  licensing,  enforcement,  taxes  and  audits. 

III.  There  shall  be  a  director  of  marketing,  merchandising, 
and  store  operations  who  shall  have  such  labor  grade  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  department  of  personnel  and  who  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  operations  of  the  commission  including 
but  not  limited  to  marketing,  merchandising,  and  store  opera- 
tion. The  director  of  marketing,  merchandising,  and  store 
operations  shall  recommend  sales  to  promote  competitive 
position,  coordinate  in-store  promotion  with  advertising  pro- 
grams, recommend  to  the  commission  the  delisting  of  pro- 
ducts not  meeting  gross  profit  levels  and  the  listing  of  products 
that  will  maximize  profits  to  the  state,  control  expenditures 
within  appropriated  funds,  recommend  changes  in  store  loca- 
tions and  hours,  and  plan  store  activities  to  provide  maximum 
customer  service  and  sales. 

IV.  There  shall  be  a  director  of  accounting  who  shall  have 
such  labor  grade  as  may  be  determined  by  the  department 
of  personnel  and  who  shall  be  responsible  for  the  accounting 
systems  of  the  commission.  The  director  of  account  shall 
maintain  records  to  assure  fiscal  control,  prepare  reports  as 
required  by  the  commission,  design  and  implement  internal 
security  procedures  to  minimize  losses  to  the  state,  and  gather 
and  consolidate  information  for  budgetary  and  other  purposes. 

V.  There  shall  be  a  director  of  data  processing  who  shall 
have  such  labor  grade  as  may  be  determined  by  the  depart- 
ment of  personnel  and  who  shall  be  responsible  for  all  data 
processing  functions  and  activities  of  the  commission.  The 
director  of  data  processing  shall  recommend  to  the  commis- 
sion improvements  in   the   commission's  hardware   and  soft- 
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ware    as  may   be   needed   to   keep   the   system   current   with 
industry. 

6  Positions  Abolished.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provi- 
sion of  law,  the  positions  of  executive  director,  manager  of 
merchandising,  manager  of  accounts,  and  manager  of  data 
processing  established  by  the  governor  and  council  and  the 
select  committee  on  Hquor  oversight  pursuant  to  the  Laws 
of  1979,  434:113  are  hereby  abolished  and  the  terms  of  the 
incumbents  therein  terminated. 

7  Representatives  Required.  Amend  RSA  175  by  insert- 
ing after  section  14  the  following  new  sections: 

175:15  Sales  Representatives.  Every  person,  firm,  partner- 
ship, corporation,  association  or  company  which  sells  any 
liquor  or  wine  in  this  state  shall  have  one  or  more  representa- 
tives who  shall  be  approved  by  the  liquor  commission.  The 
commission  shall  approve  all  representatives  except  for  good 
cause.  At  least  one  of  said  representatives  shall  be  a  resident 
of  this  state  who  shall  be  appointed  as  agent  to  receive  service 
of  process  and  to  receive  any  official  notification  of  actions 
taken  by  the  commission  with  respect  to  the  company  which 
he  represents.  Said  representatives  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  normal  course  of  business  conducted  in  this  state  by  said 
companies. 

175:16  Penalty.  Any  public  elected  state  official,  member 
of  the  liquor  commission  or  employee  of  the  liquor  com- 
mission who  shall  knowingly  interfere  with  the  selection  or 
dismissal  of  a  Hquor  or  wine  representative  required  by  RSA 
175:15  shall  be  guilty  of  a  class  B  felony. 

175:17  Employment  Prohibited.  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  law,  no  elected  state  official,  member  of 
the  liquor  commission,  or  employee  of  the  liquor  commis- 
sion shall  be  a  sales  representative  of  any  person,  firm,  part- 
nership, corporation,  association,  or  company  which  sells 
liquor  or  wine  to  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  for  a  period 
of  2  years  from  the  date  that  such  person  leaves  office  or 
terminates  such  employment. 

8  Discount.  Amend  RSA  178-A:21,  II  (supp)  as  inserted 
by  1978,  3:1  by  striking  out  said  paragraph  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

II.  A  schedule  of  hours  and  procedures  by  which  table 
wines  may  be  purchased  for  resale  by  holders  of  retail  wine 
licenses  at  such  discount  as  the  commission  may  determine; 
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provided,  however,  that  unless  and  until  the  commission  deter- 
mines otherwise,  the  discount  price  shall  be  25  percent  less 
than  the  regular  retail  price  at  the  state  Hquor  stores. 

9  Restaurant  Discounts.  Amend  RS A  178  by  inserting  after 
section  3-d  the  following  new  section: 

178:3-e  Discounts  Authorized.  Notwithstanding  any  other 
provision  of  law,  the  commission,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  RSA  541 -A,  shall  adopt  rules  providing  for  a  schedule  of 
hours  and  procedures  by  which  wines  as  defined  in  RSA  178- 
A:l  may  be  purchased  by  holders  of  licenses  authorizing  the 
sale  of  wines  by  the  glass  under  RSA  178  at  such  discount 
as  the  commission  may  determine. 

10  Manufacturer's  Permits.  Amend  RSA  181:8  by  striking 
out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:

1 1  Employees  Protected.  Notwithstanding  any  other  pro- 
vision of  law,  any  permanent  classified  employee  of  the  liquor 
commission  whose  employment  is  terminated  as  the  result  of 
this  or  any  other  act  shall  be  given  preference  over  original 
appointments  to  a  position  in  the  same  department  for  which 
he  is  qualified  for  a  period  of  one  year  following  his  actual 
termination  date.  Such  former  employee  shall  be  given  prefer- 
ence over  candidates  for  promotion  when  deemed  advisable 
by  the  commission. 

12  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage. 

Conferees  on  the  Part  of  the  Senate 
Sen.  Brown,  District  19 
Sen.  Lessard,  District  21

Sen.  Lessard  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I  rise  here  to  give  a  report  to  you  on 
what  transpired  on  HB  188.  Many  of  you  now  know  that 
the  House  and  the  Senate  refused  to  come  to  an  agreement 
on  the  sunset  review  of  the  administrative  portion  of  the 
Liquor  Commission.  Sen.  Brown  has  outlined  one  of  the  under- 
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lying  problems  with  that  piece  of  legislation.  Let  me  just 
start  off  by  saying  that  the  Senate  Conferees  were  willing 
to  go  in  and  compromise.  We  offered  compromises.  We  were 
prepared  to  listen  to  compromise.  The  attitude  that  we  came 
across  when  we  walked  into  the  Committee  of  Conference 
was  one  of  absolutely  uncompromising  attitude  on  the  part 
of  the  Conferees  of  the  House.  They  refused  to  consider  the 
amendments  that  we  brought  in.  One  of  the  major  problems 
that  now  exists  between  the  Senate  and  the  House  is  on  the 
citizens'  advisory  board  as  proposed  by  the  Senate,  but  the 
pohcy  and  review  board  on  the  part  of  the  House.  Let  me 
just  read  you  some  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  citizens'  policy 
and  review  board:  to  estabUsh  regular  meetings;  to  hear  recom- 
mendations for  license  suspension  and  revocation  from  the 
commissioners  for  licensing  enforcement  and  to  act  on  them; 
to  hear  appeals  from  hcensees  and  hand  down  final  decisions 
on  such  appeals;  to  consider  the  act  on  all  applications  for 
wine  solicitors  and  liquor  representatives;  to  decide  on  all 
products  to  be  listed  and  delisted;  to  hold  pubhc  hearings 
for  the  adoption  of  amendments  or  repeal  of  the  rules;  to 
nominate  the  director  for  licenses  and  enforcement,  and  the 
director  of  operations;  to  consider  such  other  matters  as  may 
be  referred  to  the  board.  I  maintain  that  there  is  absolutely 
no  need  for  the  Liquor  Commission,  none,  if  you  have  this 
board.  And  this  was  the  position  of  the  Senate  Conferees. 
Either  you  are  going  to  have  a  strong  Commission  who  is 
responsible  for  those  people  under  them  or  you  are  not.  Either 
you  are  going  to  have  a  citizens'  policy  and  review  board 
running  the  Commission,  or  you  are  not.  It  is  the  position 
of  the  Senate,  at  least  the  Senate  Conferees,  that  we  are  not 
going  to  impose  upon  the  Commission  this  citizens'  review 
board.  I  maintain  that  these  are  not,  in  fact,  citizens.  The 
pay  for  these  individuals  was  $100  per  day.  The  House  and 
the  Senate  agreed  during  the  last  biennium  to  put  a  manage- 
ment team  in  the  Liquor  Commission,  and  I  maintain  that 
they  have  done  nothing  but  interfere  with  the  operation  at 
the  Liquor  Commission.  This  was  not  a  proposal  we  offered 
to  take  out.  There  is  absolutely  no  clear  lines  of  authority  at 
the  Liquor  Commission  currently  because  of  this  manage- 
ment team.  I  maintain  that  the  proposal  of  the  House,  once 
again,  imposes  on  the  Commission  no  clear  lines  of  authority. 
Under  our  proposal,  and  we  offered  this  verbally  as  an  alter- 
native  to   offer  an   advisory   board,  and  here  are  the  duties 
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the  Senate  proposed:  to  advise  the  Liquor  Commission  on 
long-range  policies;  to  work  with  the  Commission  in  estab- 
lishing rules  and  regulations  relative  to  liquor  sales  repre- 
sentatives; to  review  all  contracts  entered  into  by  the  Com- 
mission and  make  recommendations  back  to  the  Commis- 
sion; to  develop  a  sales  incentive  program  for  state  Uquor 
store  employees;  to  act  as  an  appeals  board  and  to  hear  and 
decide,  with  the  Commission,  on  any  appeal  relative  to  the 
action  taken  by  the  Commission  with  respect  to  licensing 
and  delicensing  of  any  liquor  or  wine,  or  with  respect  to  the 
revocation  of  a  license;  in  acting  as  an  appeal  board  the  ad- 
visory board  shall  determine  in  accordance  with  RSA  541 -A 
its  own  rules  and  procedure,  and  of  course  decisions  may 
be  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court.  This  is  an  advisory  board. 
It  is  not  imposing  anything  on  the  Commission,  but  it  does 
bring  in  input.  Our  board  would  not  be  paid  a  dime,  it  would 
be  voluntary.  We  were  willing  to  talk  about  this  with  the 
House  but  they  were  unwilling.  I  don't  think  that  anyone 
believes  that  the  nine  months  between  now  and  when  the 
Liquor  Commission  was  sunsetted,  that  the  Liquor  Commis- 
sion would  in  fact  be  sunsetted.  No  one  believes  that.  There 
is  too  much  money  involved  here.  But  for  the  present  time 
I  don't  think  we  can  come  to  any  agreement  with  our  Con- 
ferees on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Sen.  Wiggins  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  WIGGINS:  I  am  a  member  of  the  Committee  of 
Conference.  To  me  it  was  obvious  that  the  House  Conferees 
had  no  intention  of  compromising  when  we  first  sat  down 
at  the  meeting.  Having  served  in  the  House  myself,  I  was  very 
sorry  to  see  my  former  colleagues  adopt  that  attitude,  that 
everything  had  to  be  their  way  or  they  were  willing  to  put 
the  state's  largest  revenue  producer  out  of  business.  I  can't 
beUeve  the  rest  of  the  House  membership  wpuld  be  willing 
to  go  along  with  such  a  callous  and  irresponsible  attitude 
on  the  part  of  the  Conferees  of  the  House.  This  unbending 
attitude  is  an  insult  to  the  people  who  elect  them. 

Sen.  Freese  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  FREESE:  I  would  like  to  make  a  few  remarks  in 
regard  to  HB   173,  which  is  the  Department  of  Employment 
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Security  Committee  of  Conference  procedures.  We  got  to- 
gether four  or  five  times  in  our  Committee  of  Conference 
and  there  was  a  lot  of  compromising  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 
The  Senate  Conferees  were  Sens.  Freese,  Bergeron,  and  Brown. 
The  Representative  Conferees  were  Skinner,  Bosse,  Spirou, 
and  Wheeler.  Rep.  Spirou  did  not  attend  all  the  sessions.  Sen. 
Bergeron  was  tied  up  in  many  of  the  budget  sessions.  As  you 
know,  the  term  of  the  Commissioner  was  resolved  before 
our  Committee  of  Conference.  Both  the  House  and  the  Senate 
agreed  on  a  five-year  term.  Those  left  to  Committee  of  Con- 
ference were  the  advisory  council,  the  question  of  the  attorney 
in  the  Attorney  General's  office,  and  the  right-to-know  law. 
We  came  to  an  agreement  in  the  Committee  of  Conference 
that  the  advisory  council  would  be  left  alone.  With  regard 
to  the  Attorney  General's  office  housing  the  lawyer  for  DES, 
I  made  a  suggestion  that  we  put  another  level  of  tribunal, 
called  the  appellate  tribunal,  above  the  advisory  council  for 
appeals.  This  would  eliminate  court  procedures  in  the  Superior 
Court,  saving  a  lot  of  litigation  and  time.  That  was  adopted 
by  the  Committee  of  Conference.  The  right-to-know  law  was 
another  hurdle.  We  discussed  this  back  and  forth  and  there 
appeared  to  be  agreement  on  opening  up  the  right-to-know 
law.  The  toughest  question  brought  up  in  the  Committee 
of  Conference  was  the  attorneys  that  were  to  be  housed  in 
the  Attorney  General's  office  but  the  Committee  of  Con- 
ference finally  resolved  that  we  would  on  the  Senate  side, 
agree  to  two  lawyers  and  one  stenographer  going  to  the  At- 
torney General's  office  designated  by  the  Commissioner  of 
DES,  paid  for  with  federal  funds.  That  was  also  a  contro- 
versial issue  that  the  Senators  came  in  on.  We  felt  that  we 
had  gone  as  far  as  we  could.  Rep.  Spirou  was  not  happy  with 
some  of  the  agreements  and  I  believe  convinced  enough  mem- 
bers with  him  that  they  could  not  sign  a  Committee  of  Con- 
ference. The  Senate  went  ahead  and  filed  their  agreement 
in  the  Committee  of  Conference  with  Legislative  Services. 
I  have  the  Committee  of  Conference  results  here.  I  would 
be  glad  to  photostat  any  of  those  for  anyone  who  wants  them. 
We  would  like  to  be  on  record  as  addressing  all  these  con- 
flicts for  the  compromise.  We  still  feel  that  we  have  a  good 
package  here  and  that  it  should  be  adopted  by  the  Committee 
of  Conference  but  we  haven't  been  able  to  attain  that  at  this 
point  and  I  understand  that  very  shortly  it  will  be  lost  and 
the  department  will  probably  be  sunsetted. 
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Sen.  Blaisdell  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  BLAISDEJX:  You  heard  a  few  minutes  ago  that 
we  asked  for  a  discharge  of  a  Committee  of  Conference  on 
SB  60  and  set  up  a  new  Committee  of  Conference.  We  sent 
that  over  to  the  House  in  hopes  that  we  can  get  together. 
In  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  Sen.  Sanborn  and  I,  and 
I  think  it  was  Sen.  Bergeron,  put  in  a  piece  of  legislation  that 
will  take  care  of  the  dam  problem  in  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. Here  we  are  a  tourist-oriented  state.  Here  we  are  with 
the  tracts  of  land  surrounding  these  lakes  worth  milUons  of 
dollars.  Here  we  are  advertising  for  people  to  come  to  our 
state.  We  have  boat  landings  to  invite  the  people  to  come 
to  our  state  and  use  our  lakes.  We  tried  last  year,  unsuccess- 
fully, the  House  blocked  us,  we  passed  a  bill  in  the  Senate, 
we  lost  it  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  We  came  back 
this  year.  Sen.  Freese,  Sen.  Bergeron,  Sen.  Sanborn,  and  my- 
self, put  in  a  bill  that  we  thought  would  take  care  of  their 
objections.  We  worked  all  session  long  on  it.  Very  briefly, 
because  I  know  you  are  tired,  I  worked  yesterday  afternoon 
until  exactly  5  minutes  before  3:00.  I  worked  all  day  long 
with  one  member  of  a  Committee  of  Conference,  Rep.  Phil 
Heald  from  the  House.  He  absolutely  refused  to  budge  in  any 
way.  Rep.  Matson  from  the  House  signed  the  bill.  Rep.  Palmer 
from  the  House  signed  the  bill.  Rep.  Lamott  signed  the  bill. 
Sen.  Freese  signed  the  bill.  Sen.  Bergeron  signed  the  bil,  and 
I  signed  it.  One  man  blocked  us.  We  compromised  every  way 
we  possibly  could,  the  members  of  the  Senate.  Sen.  Freese 
with  his  Sunrise  Lake,  me  with  Granite  Lake,  Sen.  Bergeron. 
We  even  went  as  far  as  to  say  that  we  would  raise  50%  of 
the  money.  We  compromised  every  way  we  possibly  could. 
Here  we  are,  trying  to  protect  a  resource  in  this  state  that 
is  so  vital  to  us.  Freese's  pond,  I  think  last  year  they  pulled 
the  plug  and  the  valuation  of  that  land  now,  you  could  pro- 
bably buy  the  cottages  for  $100  a  piece,  where  before  it  was 
nice  property  and  well-kept  property.  It  is  a  great  investment. 
It  pays  good  taxes  to  the  towns.  I  just  can't  believe,  really, 
that  one  person  should  be  allowed,  and  that  is  one  Repre- 
sentative in  the  House.  Very  seldom  do  you  see  me  stand 
on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  and  criticize  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. I've  always  got  along  well  with  them.  To  me  it 
is  inexcusable  that  one  person  could  put  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and  the  tourist  industry  of  this  state  second  and 
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put  his  own  personal  feelings  first.  I  don't  think  it  should 
happen.  I  just  hope  the  House  listens  to  it  and  we  can  get 
a  Committee  of  Conference.  By  God,  there  is  $9  milUon  worth 
of  property  surrounding  Granite  Lake  in  my  area,  if  you  pull 
the  plug  on  that  and  they  are  not  worth  $100  a  piece.  There 
goes  the  town  of  Nelson  and  the  town  of  Stoddard,  who  de- 
pend heavily  upon  that  tax  revenue.  I  know  Sen.  Freese  could 
speak  to  it  and  I'm  sure  Sen.  Bergeron  could,  but  I  think 
it  is  inexcusable  that  we  as  Senators  and  members  of  the  House 
would  not  even  think  about  our  State  first.  I  want  that  on 
the  record,  please.

Upon  conviction  based  on  a  complaint  which  alleges 
that  the  person  has  had  one  or  more  prior  convictions  in  this 
state  or  another  state  and  said  prior  conviction  or  convictions 
are  proven  and  said  prior  conviction  or  convictions  were  within 
the  7  years  preceding  the  date  of  the  second  or  subsequent 
offense,  such  person  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
shall  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  7  consecutive  24  hour  periods  to  be  served  within  6 
months  of  the  conviction  and  fined  not  more  than  $1,000.

I.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  agency  shall  develop  a  sire 
stakes  program  for  standardbred  horses,  bred  in  this  state, 
and  foals  of  New  Hampshire  stallions  which  have  been  regis- 
tered with  the  agency  and  are  listed  in  its  books.  Stallions 
shall  be  registered  only  if  they  are  standing  at  a  New  Hamp- 
shire breeding  farm  and  are  either  owned  by  a  New  Hamp- 
shire resident  or  leased  by  a  New  Hampshire  resident  to  stand 
the  full  season  on  a  New  Hampshire  breeding  farm.

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  section  2  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3  Youth  Development  Center  Updated.  Amend  RSA  621  by 
striking  out  said  chapter  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

CHAPTER  621 
YOUTH  DEVELOPMENT  CENTER 

621:1  New  Hampshire  Youth  Development  Center.  The  New 
Hampshire  youth  development  center,  a  juvenile  correctional 
facility  formerly  known  as  the  industrial  school,  may  also  be 
referred  to  as  the  YDC  or  the  center.  References  to  the  in- 
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dustrial  school  or  the  YDC  in  statutes  or  other  documents  shall 
mean  the  youth  development  center. 

621 :2  Philosophy  of  the  New  Hampshire  Youth  Development 
Center.  The  New  Hampshire  youth  development  center  shall  be 
administered  to  effect  the  following  purposes  and  policies: 

I.  To  provide  a  wholesome  physical  and  emotional  setting  for 
each  child  detained  at  or  committed  to  the  center; 

II.  To  provide  protection,  care,  counseling,  supervision,  and 
rehabilitative  services  as  required  by  the  individual  child; 

III.  To  assure  that  the  child  has  not  been  deprived  of  those 
rights  to  which  he  or  she  is  entitled  by  law; 

IV.  To  teach  the  child  to  accept  responsibility  for  his  or  her 
actions; 

V.  To  recognize  that  the  child's  interests  are  of  major  impor- 
tance while  also  acknowledging  the  interests  of  pubhc  safety; 

VI.  To  cooperate  with  the  courts,  law  enforcement  agencies, 
and  other  agencies  in  juvenile  matters  to  ensure  that  the  needs 
of  each  child  who  is  involved  with  these  agencies  are  met  with 
minimum  adverse  impact  upon  the  child;  and 

VII.  To  return  each  child  committed  to  the  center  to  a  com- 
munity setting  with  an  improved  attitude  toward  society. 

621:3  Definitions.  In  this  chapter: 

I.  "Administrative  release  to  parole"  means  an  administrative 
procedure  to  provide  a  period  of  community  adjustment  before 
parole  status  is  granted,  subject  to  approval  by  the  board  of 
trustees  at  its  next  regular  meeting. 

II.  "Child,"  "minor,"  or  "juvenile"  means  a  person  under  the 
age  of  18  years. 

III.  "Commitment"  or  "committed"  refers  to  children  who 
are  in  the  custody  of  the  center  as  a  result  of  being  adjudicated 
delinquent  by  a  district  or  superior  court  and  who  are  placed  in 
the  custody  and  care  of  the  center  for  their  minority. 

IV.  "Court"  means  the  district  court,  unless  otherwise  indi- 
cated. 

V.  "Delinquent"  or  "delinquent  child"  means  a  minor  who 
has  committed  an  offense  before  reaching  the  age  of  18  years 
which  would  be  a  felony  or  misdemeanor  under  the  criminal 
code  of  this  state  if  committed  by  an  adult. 

VI.  "Detention"  means  the  care  of  a  minor  in  a  physically 
restricted   facility   while   awaiting  further  action  by  a  court. 

VII.  "Minority"  means  the  period  of  time  before  the  age  of 
18  years  and  terminates  on  the  eighteenth  birthday. 
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VIII.  "Parole"  means  a  conditional  release  from  the  center 
which  allows  the  child  to  serve  the  remainder  of  his  or  her 
commitment  outside  the  center,  supervised  by  a  juvenile  parole 
officer,  contingent  upon  satisfactory  compliance  with  the  terms 
and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  parole  agreement. 

621:4  Board  of  Trustees.  The  board  of  trustees,  to  be  known 
as  the  trustees  of  the  New  Hampshire  youth  development  center, 
shall  be  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  taking,  holding,  and 
managing,  in  trust  for  the  state,  lands,  money,  or  other  property 
granted,  devised,  or  bequeathed  for  the  use  of  the  center,  and 
of  selling  and  conveying  the  lands,  money,  or  other  property 
and  of  investing  the  proceeds  therefrom  in  such  investments 
as  are  legal  for  New  Hampshire  savings  banks  or  in  the  physical 
plant  of  the  center.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  also  function 
as  the  parole  granting  authority  for  children  committed  to  the 
center. 

621:5  Supervisory  Control  Over  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
board  of  trustees  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
governor  and  council. 

621 :6  Books  and  Records  of  Account.  All  books  of  account 
and  documents  relating  to  the  center  shall  be  open  to  examina- 
tion by  the  barik  commissioner,  the  governor  and  council,  or 
either  legislative  branch. 

621:7  Bylaws.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  adopt  and  may 
amend  bylaws  for  the  governance  of  the  center  and  for  the 
management  of  its  concerns,  and  shall  prescribe  in  the  bylaws 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  superintendent  and  other  persons 
connected  with  the  center,  in  conformity  with  the  rules  of  the 
department  of  personnel. 

621:8  Fire  Code  Compliance.  The  state  fire  marshall,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  division  of  pubhc  health  services  and  the 
superintendent  of  the  center,  shall  inspect  all  youth  develop- 
ment center  facilities  once  every  6  months.  In  order  to  insure 
compUance  with  the  fire  safety  rules  which  he  is  authorized  to 
promulgate  under  RSA  153:5,  the  fire  marshall  shall  assist 
the  center  administration  in  developing  a  plan  to  bring  all  center 
buildings  into  comphance  with  such  rules. 

621:9  Care  of  Children.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  ensure 
that  children  sent  to  the  center  are  properly  accounted  for  and 
are  provided  with  those  services  to  which  they  are  entitled  by 
statute,  the  bylaws  of  the  center,  and  other  directives. 
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621:10  Limits  to  Population  at  the  Youth  Development 
Center. 

L  No  residential  facility  at  or  under  the  control  of  the  youth 
development  center  shall  exceed,  for  a  period  of  more  than  24 
hours,  Sundays  and  hohdays  excluded,  the  maximum  capacity 
for  the  facihty  as  fixed  by  a  population  oversight  panel  com- 
posed of  the  fire  marshall,  the  director  of  the  division  of  public 
health  services,  and  the  chief  engineer  of  public  works  and  high- 
ways. 

IL  The  panel  shall  meet  annually  during  the  month  of  October 
to  review  or  modify  population  limits  for  each  residential  facihty 
controlled  by  the  center.  Minutes  of  annual  meetings  shall  be 
kept  for  at  least  7  years  and  shall  be  maintained  by  the  super- 
intendent. If  new  facilities  are  made  available  or  existing  facil- 
ities are  modified,  the  panel  shall  convene  to  fix  the  population 
limit  before  any  residential  use  is  made  of  the  new  or  modified 
facihty.  Population  limits  shall  be  supplied  to  the  superintendent 
in  letter  form  at  the  conclusion  of  each  meeting. 

IIL  Population  limits  fixed  by  the  panel  for  each  facility  shall 
be  prominently  displayed  in  the  administrative  area  of  the 
center. 

IV.  When  youth  development  center  facihties  used  for  de- 
tention approach  maximum  population  capability  as  fixed  by 
the  panel,  the  district  courts  shall  be  notified  by  the  superinten- 
dent or  his  agent  so  that  the  courts  may  determine  alternatives 
to  detention  at  the  center.  Courts  shah  be  notified  to  consider 
other  facilities  when  all  space  in  the  detention  houses  is  assigned. 
Expenses  arising  from  alternative  detention  shall  be  borne  by 
the  city  or  town  in  which  the  minor  resides  at  the  time  the 
petition  is  filed  or,  if  such  place  of  residence  cannot  be  de- 
termined, by  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  alleged  offense 
occurred.  Either  town  shall  have  a  right  of  action  for  these 
expenses  against  the  person  chargeable  by  law  for  the  minor's 
support  and  necessities.  A  court  may  make  such  order  as  to 
reimbursement  as  may  be  reasonable  and  just,  based  on  the 
person's  abihty  to  pay. 

621 : 1 1  Superintendent.  The  trustees  shall  appoint  a  super- 
intendent of  the  center,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governor 
and  council. 

621:12  Superintendent's  Duties.  The  superintendent  shall 
have  charge  of  the  lands,  buildings,  furniture,  tools,  implements, 
stock,  provisions,  and  other  property  of  the  center,  subject  to 
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the  control  of  the  trustees.  The  superintendent  shall  keep,  in 
suitable  books,  regular  and  complete  accounts  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  of  the  debts,  credits,  contracts,  and 
property  of  the  center,  showing  its  income  and  expenses,  and 
shall  account  to  the  trustees  annually,  and  such  other  times  as 
they  may  require,  for  all  money  received  and  paid  out.  Such 
accounts  shall  be  specific  and  contain  the  dates  and  amounts  of 
all  receipts,  and  the  date,  quantity,  and  price  of  every  article 
purchased  or  procured.  There  is  specifically  excepted  from  the 
foregoing  such  accounts  and  accountability  as  the  department 
of  administration  and  control  otherwise  requires.  The  super- 
intendent shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization  of  the  center 
to  effect  the  maximum  in  economy  and  efficiency,  and  shall  be 
the  appointing  authority  for  employees  of  the  center.  The 
superintendent  and  employees  of  the  center,  as  the  superin- 
tendent directs,  shall  have  custody  and  charge  of  the  children 
committed  to  their  care  and  shall  provide  maintenance  to  those 
children  detained  at  the  center  awaiting  further  court  action. 

621:13  Deputy  Superintendent.  The  superintendent  shall 
appoint  a  deputy  superintendent,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
trustees.  The  deputy  superintendent  shall  perform  such  duties 
as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  superintendent  and,  in  the 
superintendent's  absence,  shall  perform  all  of  the  duties  of  the 
superintendent. 

621:4  Compensation  of  Superintendent  and  Deputy.  The 
salaries  of  the  superintendent  and  deputy  superintendent  shall 
be  as  prescribed  by  RSA  94: 1-5. 

621:15  Records  of  Children  Committed  or  Detained.  The 
superintendent  shall  cause  accurate  records  to  be  kept  which 
shall  contain,  as  a  minimum,  the  child's  name,  address,  age, 
parents'  or  guardians'  names  and  addresses,  committment  docu- 
ments, and  such  other  data  as  may  be  appropriate.  The  super- 
intendent shall  issue  directives  to  ensure  compliance  with  state 
and  federal  privacy  laws  and  regulations. 

621:16  Erroneous  Committal  Elsewhere.  If  a  child  shall  be 
committed  by  error  of  any  court  to  a  correctional  institution 
other  than  the  center,  the  trustees,  the  director  of  the  division 
of  welfare,  the  county  attorney,  the  minor,  or  any  person 
interested  in  the  minor  may  apply  to  a  justice  of  the  superior 
court  for  an  order  for  the  commitment  of  the  minor  to  the 
center  for  the  term  of  minority,  and  the  justice  shall  issue  a  new 
mittimus  accordingly.

621  Al  Committal  by  the  United  States.  The  trustees  may 
receive  and  maintain  juvenile  offenders  sent  to  the  center  by 
virtue  of  any  act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  for  such 
reasonable  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the 
United  States  for  such  reasonable  compensation  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  with  the  United  States  authorities.  The  superintendent 
shall  receive,  detain,  and  treat  these  offenders  as  if  they  had 
been  detained  or  committed  by  a  juvenile  proceeding  in  a  New 
Hampshire  court,  except  that  no  such  juvenile  shall  be  released 
to  parole  or  furlough  without  approval  of  the  United  States 
authorities. 

621:18  Detention.  Children  detained  at  the  center  under 
RSA  169-B  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
relative  to  release,  administrative  release  to  parole,  parole,  and 
discharge,  but  shall  be  subject  to  the  transfer  provided  for  in- 
corrigibles  until  the  court  disposes  of  their  cases. 

621:19  Releases  and  Discharges. 

I.  The  trustees  may  release  any  child  committed  to  their  care 
on  administrative  release  to  parole  or  parole,  not  to  exceed  the 
minority  of  the  child,  but  no  release  shall  be  effective  until 
provisions  have  been  made  for  the  proper  care  of  the  released 
child. 

II.  Any  child  may  be  discharged  by  the  trustees  whenever 
they  find  the  discharge  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  child 
and  of  the  state.  Every  discharge  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall 
be  a  full  release  from  all  the  penalties  and  disabilities  created 
by  the  commitment  and  may  be  in  such  terms  of  commenda- 
tion as  the  child  deserves. 

621:20  Contract  for  Board.  The  trustees  may  contract  to 
pay  the  board  of  a  released  child  when  the  child,  because  of  age 
or  other  conditions,  is  unable  to  earn  board  and  no  proper 
place  may  be  found  for  him  or  her  without  payment  of  board. 

621:21  Payment  of  Board.  Payments  of  board  shall  be 
charged  to  the  expenses  of  the  center  as  if  they  were  payments 
for  boarding,  instructing,  and  disciplining  the  child  at  the 
center,  with  a  right  of  recovery  against  the  legally  liable  unit 
in  accordance  with  RSA  169-B:40and  RSA  621:31. 

621:22  Children  in  Residential  Care.  Notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  any  other  statute,  whenever  the  trustees  release  a 
child  and  contract  for  the  child's  residential  care  in  a  facility 
which  has  been  approved  by  the  department  of  health  and  wel- 
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fare,  payment  for  the  care  shall  be  charged  in  accordance  with 
RSA  169-B:40and  RSA  621:31. 

621 :  23  Religious  Preference.  In  all  questions  of  release,  the 
trustees  shall  investigate  the  religious  and  moral  character  of 
those  into  whose  custody  a  released  child  is  placed. 

621:24  Effect  of  Release.  No  administrative  release  or 
parole  of  a  child  shall  operate  as  a  discharge  of  the  child  from 
the  center.  The  trustees  shall  continue  to  have  control  of  children 
on  administrative  release  to  parole  or  parole  until  they  reach  the 
age  of  1 8  years,  and  the  control  conferred  by  the  trustees  upon 
others  shall  be  conferred  upon  them  as  agents  of  the  trustees, 
except  where  a  child  is  discharged  under  RSA  621 :  19. 

621 : 25  Remands  and  Changes  in  Conditions  of  Release.  The 
trustees  or  the  superintendent  as  their  agent,  subject  to  their 
approval  at  the  next  regular  or  special  meeting,  may  modify  or 
cancel  any  arrangements  or  conditions  relative  to  release, 
other  than  discharge  of  a  child,  or  may  order  a  child  remanded 
to  the  center,  until  the  child  reaches  the  age  of  1 8  years  or  is 
discharged  under  RSA  621:19.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
trustees  and  subject  to  regulations  prescribed  by  them,  the 
superintendent  shall: 

I.  Seek  out  proper  places  for  children  who  are  qualified  for 
administrative  release  to  parole  or  parole  and  keep  in  contact 
with  these  children  after  they  are  so  released; 

II.  Make  reports  of  his  activities  to  the  trustees  when  they 
require.  When  the  superintendent  deems  it  to  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  a  child  on  administrative  release  to  parole  or  parole 
to  be  placed  under  different  conditions,  he  shall  report  the  case 
fully  to  the  trustees,  together  with  his  recommendations,  and 
the  trustees  shall  act  on  the  case  in  whatever  manner  seems  to 
them  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  child;  and 

III.  Remand  children  to  the  center  with  the  same  power  and 
authority  as  provided  to  the  trustees  or  under  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  they  may  prescribe. 

The  superintendent  may  delegate  his  authority  in  the  per- 
formance of  these  duties  and  functions  to  an  individual  or 
board. 

621:26  Discharge  by  Superior  Court.  A  minor  erroneously 
committed  to  the  center  may  be  discharged  by  a  justice  of  the 
superior  court  upon  petition  of  the  county  attorney  or  a 
selectman  of  the  town  or  mayor  of  the  city  in  which  the  minor 
resides,   when   continued   commitment  is  unnecessary.   Upon 
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petition  to  the  superior  court  by  the  superintendent  or  by  an 
agent  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  court  may  review  the  case  of 
a  child,  modify  or  amend  the  order  of  commitment,  or  order 
the  release  of  the  child. 
621:27  Incorrigibles. 

I.  If  a  minor  committed  or  detained  at  the  center  shall  be 
found  by  the  trustees  to  be  incorrigible  and  dangerous  to  the 
discipline  of  the  center,  the  trustees  may  order  the  minor  to  be 
transferred  and  committed  to  another  institution  with  facilities 
for  minors  for  a  time  not  exceeding  the  time  when  the  commit- 
ment to  the  center  expires. 

II.  The  trustees  shall  cause  an  attested  copy  of  their  order  to 
be  served  on  the  minor  and  his  or  her  father  or  mother  or 
guardian,  or  other  person  standing  in  loco  parentis,  either  per- 
sonally or  by  certified  mail.  No  defeat  or  insufficiency  in  the 
service  of  the  copy  shall  invalidate  the  order  of  transfer  and 
commitment.  The  minor,  or  any  interested  person  in  the 
minor's  behalf,  may,  within  30  days  from  the  entry  of  the 
order,  petition  the  superior  court  or  any  justice  of  the  superior 
court  for  a  review  of  the  findings  and  order  of  transfer  and  com- 
mitment to  determine  whether  the  order  was  justified.  The 
court  or  justice  shall  immediately  fix  a  time  and  place  for 
hearing  and  make  such  orders  relative  to  the  giving  of  notice 
of  the  hearing  as  may  be  proper  and,  upon  hearing  all  relevant 
evidence,   an   order  shall   be  entered  as  justice  may  require. 

III.  The  minor  may  be  transferred  to  any  institution  upon 
payment  by  the  center  of  a  reasonable  sum  for  the  minor's 
care  and  maintenance,  and  for  such  time,  not  exceeding  the 
minority,  as  the  trustees  may  determine.  The  center  shall  have 
the  right  of  recovery  in  accordance  with  RSA  169-B:40  and 
RSA  621:31. 

621:28  Modification  of  Transfer.  The  terms  and  condition 
of  transfer  and  commitment  of  the  child  may  be  modified 
at   the   discretion   of  the  trustees,  as  with  released  children. 

621:29  Orders.  A  written  order  of  the  superintendent  shall 
authorize  the  keeper  of  any  state,  county,  city,  or  town  facil- 
ity to  receive  and  keep,  or  to  discharge  into  the  keeping  of  an 
employee  of  the  center,  any  such  child. 

621:30  Children's  Funds.  Accounts  shall  be  established  to 
administer  the  following  funds: 

I.  The  children's  benefit  fund,  a  budgetary  line  item,  shall  be 
used  for  allowances  to  residents,  payment  to  residents  for  their 
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services,  funding  for  resident  projects,  and  other  expenditures 
directly  benefiting  the  residents  as  determined  by  the  superin- 
tendent. 

II.  The  residents'  personal  accounts  shall  be  held  in  trust  by 
the  superintendent  for  individual  residents  and  shall  be  kept  in 
approved  facilities  in  accordance  with  the  manual  of  procedures 
of  the  department  of  administration  and  control.  Residents  who 
receive  social  security  benefits  or  veterans  administration 
benefits  or  who  are  receiving  regular  income  from  sources  other 
than  the  resident's  own  labor  shall  have  individual  bank  accounts 
established,  to  be  administered  for  the  residents  by  the  super- 
intendent. 

III.  The  special  projects  fund  shall  consist  of  moneys  from 
gifts,  bequests,  and  miscellaneous  contributions  and  shall  be 
administered  by  the  superintendent  for  the  direct  benefit  of 
residents  or  in  accordance  with  donor  instructions. 

IV.  Trust  funds  shall  be  administered  separately  and  held  in 
the  state  treasury,  with  the  state  treasurer  designated  as  custo- 
dian. 

621 :3 1   Parents  or  Estate  of  Child  to  Contribute  to  Costs. 

I.  It  appears  that  the  parent  or  estate  of  a  child  who  is  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  is  able  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  the  child,  the  court  may  enter  an  order  requiring  the 
parent,  guardian,  or  executor  of  the  child's  estate  to  pay  a 
reasonable  sum  toward  the  support,  education,  or  maintenance 
of  the  child. 

II.  The  order  of  the  court  shall  direct  the  money  to  be  paid 
to  the  probation  department  serving  that  court  for  disburse- 
ment to  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  general  fund  where  it  shall 
be  further  disbursed  to  the  New  Hampshire  youth  development 
center,  upon  its  request. 

III.  On  application  and  on  such  notice  as  the  court  may 
direct,  the  court  may  make  modifications  in  the  requirement 
for  contribution  as  justice  may  require.  The  court  may  require 
security  for  payment  of  sums  due  and  shall  have  the  power  of  a 
court  of  equity  to  enforce  its  orders.  Failure  of  the  parent, 
guardian,  or  executor  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the  court 
shall  constitute  prima  facie  evidence  of  contempt  of  court  and 
shall  be  admissible  as  evidence  in  contempt  proceedings. 

621:32  Contraband.  No  person  shall  have  in  his  or  her 
possession,  with  the  intent  to  deliver  or  otherwise  convey  to 
any  child  committed  to  or  detained  at  the  center,  any  article 
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contrary  to  the  rules  of  the  center.  No  person  shall  deposit  or 
conceal  any  such  item  in  or  about  the  center,  in  any  buOding 
or  vehicle,  or  on  any  land  adjacent  to  the  center,  with  the 
intent  that  a  resident  of  the  center  shall  receive  it.  No  person 
shall  convey  out  of  the  center  any  article  contrary  to  the  rules 
of  the  center.  A  person  who  violates  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  class  B  felony. 

621:33  Authority  to  Apprehend.  Certain  employees  of  the 
center  who  satisfactorily  complete  a  prescribed  course  of  in- 
struction and  are  certified  by  the  superintendent  shall  be  des- 
ignated as  ex  officio  constables  to  possess  general  police  powers, 
including  the  power  of  arrest,  but  limited  as  follows: 

I.  These  powers  shall  extend  to  employees  only  during  the 
period  of  duty  with  the  center. 

n.  These  powers  shall  extend  only  to  property  controlled  by 
the  center  with  3  exceptions: 

(a)  When  an  employee  is  in  hot  pursuit  of  a  person  who  has 
committed  a  crime  while  on  grounds,  in  buildings,  or  in  vehicles 
controlled  by  the  center; 

(b)  When  an  on  duty  employee  observes  a  child  whom  the 
employee  knows  has  escaped  from  the  center  or  failed  to  re- 
turn from  furlough,  or  who  is  in  violation  of  the  terms  of 
parole ;  or 

(c)  When  an  employee  is  transporting  a  detained  or  com- 
mitted child  to  another  location. 

621:34  Reimbursement  for  Transportation  Costs.  When  a 
child  who  is  committed  to  the  center  escapes  or  is  in  viola- 
tion of  the  parole  agreement  by  being  absent  from  placement, 
and  is  apprehended  at  distance  from  the  center  requiring  ex- 
penditure of  funds  for  transportation  to  the  center,  the  super- 
intendent may  petition  a  court  having  jurisdiction  to  conduct 
a  hearing  under  RSA  621:30  to  assess  reimbursement  for  travel 
expenses. 

621:35  Rulemaking  Authority.  The  trustees  shall  adopt 
rules,  under  RSA  541 -A,  relative  to  the  proper  administration 
of  the  center.  Those  rules  pertaining  only  to  children  com- 
mitted or  detained  at  the  center  or  to  employees  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  notice  and  hearing  requirements  of  RSA 
541-A. 

4  Review  of  Physical  Facilities.  The  department  of  public 
works  and  highways  shall,  as  part  of  its  duties  under  RSA 
228:6,  conduct  a  review  of  each  building  at  the  youth  develop- 
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ment  center  in  order  to  determine  what  general  repairs  and 
maintenance  the  buildings  require.  The  department  of  public 
works  and  highways  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  office  space 
study  committee  no  later  than  60  days  after  passage  of  this  act. 

5  Sale  of  Candia  Property.  The  office  space  study  committee 
shall  review  and  make  recommendations  relative  to  the  sale  of 
the  approximately  60  acres  of  land  which  the  youth  develop- 
ment center  owns  in  the  town  of  Candia.  The  committee  shall 
file  a  report  together  with  any  proposed  legislation  on  or  before 
September  15,  1981,  to  the  trustees  of  the  youth  development 
center. 

6.  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

The  committee  of  conference  to  which  was  referred  House 
Joint  Resolution  2,  an  act  to  establish  a  state  poHcy  on  energy, 
having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  with  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

That  the  House  recede  from  its  position  of  nonconcurrence 
with  the  Senate  amendment,  and  concur  with  the  Senate 
amendment,  and 
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That  the  Senate  and  House  adopt  the  following  new  amend- 
ment to  the  bill  as  amended  by  the  Senate,  and  pass  the  bill 
as  so  amended: 

Amend  the  resolution  by  striking  out  all  after  the  title 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Whereas,  the  production  and  use  of  energy  is  essential  to 
the  economic,  social,  and  physical  well-being  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  its  people;  and 

Whereas,  the  promotion  of  energy  conservation  and  the 
use  of  renewable  energy  resources  strengthens  state  and  local 
economies,  can  be  sustained  while  maintaining  environmental 
quality,  and  is  consistent  with  New  Hampshire's  tradition 
of  independence  and  self-reliance;  and 

Whereas,  New  Hampshire  citizens  have  deep  concerns  about 
their  energy  future  and  the  respective  roles  of  the  individual 
citizen,  and  local  and  state  government,  in  the  formulation 
of  energy  policy;  and 

Whereas,  in  recent  years  the  pattern  of  energy  consump- 
tion and  growth  rates  demonstrate  an  increasing  dependence 
upon  and  demand  for  imported  non-renewable  energy  sources; 
and 

Whereas,  the  dependence  on  imported,  non-renewable  energy 
resources  creates  a  steady  economic  drain,  leaves  the  state 
vulnerable  to  increasing  energy  prices  and  possible  supply 
shortages,  and  places  a  severe  burden  on  all  people  but  espe- 
cially those  with  low  and  fixed  incomes;  and 

Whereas,  by  the  passage  of  House  Concurrent  Resolution 
No.  6,  the  house  and  senate  have  recognized  the  need  to  hold 
down  the  cost  of  future  electricity  by  the  completion  of  the 
Seabrook  nuclear  power  station  free  of  unnecessary  delay;  and 

Whereas,  numerous  public  and  private  studies  and  practical 
demonstrations  indicate  that  New  Hampshire  can  save  sub- 
stantial amounts  of  energy  through  conservation  and  increased 
energy  efficiency  without  adverse  effect  on  the  personal  quality 
of  life  or  economic  productivity;  and 

Whereas,  New  Hampshire's  renewable  energy  resources  can 
provide  substantial  amounts  of  energy  through  an  economically 
feasible  and  environmentally  acceptable  development  program 
for  both  the  public  and  the  private  sectors;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  convened: 
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To  initiate  and  foster  the  orderly  development  of  a  produc- 
tive and  self-reliant  energy  policy  to  reduce  the  state's  depen- 
dency on  imported  oil,  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  through 
its  appropriate  agencies,  municipalities  and  citizens,  shall  pursue 
the  achievement  of  the  following  goals  and  designated  poUcies 
with  which  to  implement  them: 

I.  Assure  proper  planning  and  comprehensive  studies  about: 

(a)  Present  and  future  energy  demand  in  the  state; 

(b)  The  potential  of  various  conservation  and  energy  effi- 
ciency measures  to  reduce  that  demand; 

(c)  The  potential  supply  of  energy  from  renewable  resources 
which  could  contribute  to  meeting  the  demand;  and 

(d)  The  development  of  a  statewide  emergency  energy  con- 
servation and  utilization  plan. 

II.  Promote  energy  conservation  and  increased  efficiency  of 
energy  consumption  in  the  following  sectors: 

(a)  State  Government 

( 1 )  Conduct  energy  audits  of  each  state  facility  to  determine 
where  effective  conservation  efforts  would  reduce  increases  in 
agency  budgets.  Each  responsible  agency  should  use  such 
reports  in  the  development  and  support  of  capital  budget 
proposals; 

(2)  New  state  facilities  should  take  advantage  of  the  best 
current  cost  effective  conservation  and  energy  efficient  tech- 
nologies; 

(3)  The  legislature  should  enact  construction  and  operating 
guidelines  for  all  state  buildings  requiring  conservation  pro- 
jects, new  building  designs,  and  retrofits  with  favorable 
economic  benefits; 

(4)  A  state  agency  should  be  responsible  for  distributing 
energy  conservation  information  and  providing  energy  audits; 
and 

(5)  Encourage  and  promote  the  private  sector  to  use  the 
most  cost  effective  conservation  and  energy  efficient  tech- 
nology in  their  homes  and  personal  lifestyle. 

(b)  Local  Government 

(1)  All  public  buildings  should  be  audited  for  energy  use 
and  retrofitted,  where  cost  effective,  to  insure  energy  con- 
servation. 

(2)  All  governing  bodies  should  promote  compliance  with 
the  "Model  Code  for  Energy  Conservation  in  New  Buildings 
Construction." 
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(c)  Residential 

( 1 )  Conservation  and  alternative  heating  and  cooling  systems 
should  be  promoted  by  incentive  programs  directed  at  invest- 
ment in  energy  saving  systems  and  housing  rehabilitation. 

(2)  The  New  Hampshire  Housing  Finance  Agency  should 
establish  an  energy  conservation  loan  program. 

(3)  Consumers  should  be  encouraged  to  buy  energy  effi- 
cient appliances  and  to  replace  energy  inefficient  appliances 
where  cost  effective. 

(d)  Commercial  —  Industrial 

(1)  Co-generation  should  be  implemented  to  the  maximum 
extent  through  increased  awareness  of  its  potential  and  im- 
proved utility  pricing  and  regulatory  practices. 

(2)  Tax  incentives  should  be  provided  in  order  to  encourage 
greater  use  of  alternative  energy  supplies  for  on-site  produc- 
tion and  the  use  of  more  energy  efficient  machinery. 

III.  Provide  for  the  maximum  economically  and  environ- 
mentally sound  use  of  New  Hampshire's  renewable  energy 
resources,  including  solar,  wood,  wind,  hydro  and  solid  waste. 

(a)  State  government  should  set  an  example  by  implementing 
the  following  initiatives: 

(1)  All  new  state  buildings  should  incorporate  solar  heating 
or  cooling  or  both,  and  existing  buildings  should  be  retrofitted, 
where  justified  through  life  cycle  cost  analysis; 

(2)  Require  evaluation  by  the  state  of  proposed  energy  poli- 
cies or  facilities  through  public  hearings  and  pubhc  participa- 
tion by  comparing  specific  economic,  environmental  and 
social  effects  of  the  proposed  policy  or  facility  to  other  possi- 
ble means  of  conserving  or  producing  the  needed  energy;  and 

(3)  Implement  poHcies  and  develop  facilities  that  utilize 
nonrenewable  energy  resources  only  after  full  consideration 
of  whether  the  demand  for  energy  can  be  met  through  an 
economically,  environmentally,  and  socially  acceptable  pro- 
gram of  conservation  and  renewable  resource  utiUzation. 

(b)  Encourage  the  use  of  solar  and  wind  energy  as  an  alter- 
native or  supplement,  or  both,  to  conventional  energy  resources 
to  the  maximum  extent  practical.  The  issues  of  solar  access  and 
the  impact  of  zoning  laws  on  solar  and  wind  power  should  be 
investigated.  Legislation  should  be  passed  to  remove  barriers 
and  provide  incentives  for  the  use  of  solar  and  wind  energy. 

(c)  Encourage  the  utilization  of  the  state's  forest  resources 
for  fuel. 
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(1)  Resolve  associated  issues  concerning  forest  management 
and  air  pollution. 

(2)  Promote  increased  forest  management  of  private  lands. 

(3)  Encourage  proper  management  for  fuel  and  timber  uses 
of  municipally  owned  land. 

(d)  Develop  New  Hampshire's  hydroelectric  generation  po- 
tential to  the  maximum  practical  extent. 

(1)  The  use  of  hydro  should  be  encouraged  by  programs  to 
coordinate  the  permit  appHcation  process  and  expedite  the 
licensing  of  small  hydro  projects  throughout  the  state. 

(2)  Use  of  hydro  resources  should  be  encouraged  by  revi- 
sion of  taxation  and  financing  policies  which  may  impede 
development  of  potential  hydro  sites. 

(e)  Solid  waste  should  be  recognized  as  a  valuable  energy 
resource.  Municipalities  should  work  together  to  develop 
resource  recovery  facilities  and  recycling  programs. 

IV.  Substantially  increase  the  efficiency  of  various  modes 
of  transportation  and  promote  the  most  efficient  modes  avail- 
able. 

(a)  Car/van  pooling  should  be  encouraged  through  such  in- 
ducements as  special  parking  facilities  and  economic  incentives. 

(b)  The  probable  future  energy  efficiencies  of  various  means 
of  transportation  should  be  studied  and  reported  to  the  legis- 
lature to  be  used  as  the  basis  for  a  future  public  transportation 
policy. 

(c)  The  development  of  regional  transportation  authorities 
to  allow  for  coordinated  transportation  planning  should  be 
encouraged. 

V.  Provide  adequate  electrical  energy. 

(a)  Reduce  use  of  imported  petroleum  and  provide  eco- 
nomical electricity  for  New  Hampshire  by  bringing  all  avail- 
able electrical  generating  facihties,  with  adequate  safeguards, 
into  full  operation  as  soon  as  possible.  The  state  should  seek 
to  assure  that  an  approvable  emergency  response  plan  for 
the  pubHc  be  completed  expeditiously  in  order  to  avoid  po- 
tential licensing  delays. 

(b)  Conservation  by  utiUties  should  be  promoted  by  de- 
veloping programs  to  reward  efficient  utilization  of  generating 
facilities  and  prudent  fuel  procurement  practices. 

(c)  Substitute  domestic  coal  for  imported  oil  while  pro- 
tecting the  quaUty  of  the  air  and  water  from  significant  deter- 
ioration.  Conversion   of  oil-fired   burners   to   coal   should  be 
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encouraged  by  federal  programs  and  through  economic  incen- 
tives at  the  state  level. 

VI.  Reduce  regulation. 

(a)  Regulation  of  energy  extracting  businesses  should  be 
simplified  and  made  less  intrusive  to  present  an  attractive 
climate  for  needed  investment  in  exploration  and  produc- 
tion, while  protecting  the  environment  and  natural  resources. 

(b)  Encourage  substitution  of  natural  and  synthetic  gases  for 
imported  oil,  where  cost  effective,  and  make  full  use  of  New 
Hampshire's  existing  gas  distribution  system.  Inflexible  and 
overlapping  regulations  regarding  gas  prices,  marketing,  and 
distribution  should  be  modified  to  enhance  operating  effi- 
ciency and  reduce  the  frequency  of  rate  proceedings. 

VII.  Adopt  pricing  policies. 

(a)  Assure  energy  conservation  by  allowing  the  real  costs 
of  energy  to  be  reflected  in  the  prices  paid  by  consumers. 

(b)  Energy  prices  should  not  be  controlled  at  artificial 
levels. 

(c)  Utihty  rates  should  also  reflect  actual  costs  of  service.

RECONSIDERATION 
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Sen.  Bergeron  moved  reconsideration  of  the  action  on  com- 
mittee of  conference  report  on  HB  352. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Basically  this  bill  contains  a  portion 
relative  to  the  offense  of  driving  while  intoxicated,  and  a 
number  of  Senators  were  out  of  the  room  when  it  came  in. 
The  Committee  of  Conference  report  was  signed  in  haste 
and  I  think  there  are  some  things  in  there  that  the  members 
of  the  Senate  were  not  aware  of.  Now  that  we  have  a  full 
complement  I  think  our  actions  should  be  reconsidered.  For 
example,  one  item  that  I  am  unhappy  with  and  just  as  long 
as  we  have  full  consideration,  is  the  double  damages  for  people 
involved  in  an  accident  as  a  result  of  driving  while  intoxicated. 
I  have  no  problem  with  that  individual  being  made  to  pay 
for  his  actions  or  suffering  from  it,  but  I  don't  think  every 
other  rate  payer  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  should  also 
be  penalized.  I  would  ask  that  the  Senate  reconsider  their 
action. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Point  of  order.  Can  a  Committee 
of  Conference  report  be  reconsidered? 

SEN.  MONIER:  Sure.  It  is  an  action  taken  by  the  Senate. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Can  the  Chair  advise  us  as  to  what  the  vote 
would  be  required  of  us  to  consider  a  Committee  of  Con- 
ference report? 

SEN.  MONIER:  Majority  vote.  There  is  no  difference  be- 
tween, that  I  know  of,  between  that  or  any  other  vote. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  I  rise  to  speak  against  this  motion. 
The  provision  that  Sen.  Bergeron  is  speaking  about  has  been 
in  HB  352  from  the  beginning.  It  passed  the  Senate  as  such. 
It  passed  the  House.  It  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Committee 
of  Conference.  I  rise  to  speak  against  his  motion. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  rise  to  speak  as  opposed  to  the  motion. 
As  Sen.  Champagne  indicated,  that  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  Committee  of  Conference,  that  was  in  the  original  bill 
which  passed  both  the  Senate  and  the  House.  Secondly,  again, 
we  are  going  to  be  put  in  the  position  of  paying  lip  service 
to  being  hard  on  DWI  violators,  and  this  is  one  way  we  are 
talking  about  compensating  victims.  This  is  a  real  way  to 
see  that  that  is  done  and  at  the  same  time  do  something  to 
start  lowering  the  DWI  statistics. 

Adopted. 
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Sen.  Bergeron  moved  to  lay  HB  352  on  the  table. 

Sen.  Bergeron  withdrew  his  motion. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  GUESTS 

Sen.  Sanborn  in  the  Chair. 

Sen.  Monier  moved  that  a  consensus  vote  be  taken  as  to 
whether  the  Senate  stiU  agrees  on  the  action  it  took  on  HB  539 
sending  the  bill  to  interim  study. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  rise  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Senate 
a  very  serious  matter  that  bothers  me,  disturbs  me  so  much 
that  before  we  are  done  I  am  going  to  make  a  motion  to  the 
Senate  and  as  for  a  consensus  of  opinion  on  a  particular  thing. 
I  think  we  are  all  aware,  and  we  have  been  sitting  around 
all  afternoon  in  the  hot  air  trying  to  get  a  series  of  agreements 
on  sunset  bills,  on  things  that  have  affected  the  budget,  which 
I  can  assure  you  and  I  will  say  this,  I  went  off  the  rostrum 
because  the  Governor  and  I  have  consulted  on  this.  I  think 
both  the  Governor's  office,  the  Senate  President's  office, 
and  the  Speaker's  office,  and  I  am  very  careful  how  I  delineate 
that,  have  been  trying  for  the  last  T-h  hours  to  work  out  some 
kind  of  an  acceptable  compromise  on  HB  539,  which  no  longer 
exists  in  either  Body.  And  it  doesn't  exist  in  either  Body 
because  this  Body  put  it  into  interim  study  and  the  House 
passed  it.  It  does  exist  however,  or  did  exist,  or  threatened 
to  exist,  and  I'm  saying  it  the  way  I'm  going  to  say  it,  on 
several  other  sunset  bOls.  Now  I  am  not  going  to  give  a  long 
dissertation.  Sunset  bills  are  a  separate  body  of  law.  They 
deal  directly  and  there  are  procedures  for  it  that  have  nothing 
whatsoever  to  do  with  normal  legislative  processes.  Examples, 
they  cannot  be,  for  example,  sunsetted  and  then  someone 
on  another  bill  put  an  amendment  to  put  them  back  into 
effect.  The  law  says  no.  I'm  giving  just  general  things.  They 
cannot,  for  example,  be  passed  over  and  back  and  they  do 
not  meet  calendar  day  exemptions,  time  limits.  They  cannot 
and  should  not  be  in  the  budget  as  footnotes  or  any  other 
manner  unless  they  are  resolved.  Let  me  explain  very  care- 
fully and  clearly,  if  a  bill  passes  the  sunset,  whatever  that 
passes,  the  LBA  normally  in  the  budget  picks  up  those  kinds 
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of  things,  as  you  do  in  any  other  special  if  they  have  money 
in  them.  The  opposite,  however,  is  not  true.  The  opposite 
is  that  if  something  does  not  pass,  LBA  does  take  it  out  of 
the  budget  if  it  is  in  the  budget.  You  cannot  have  two  bodies 
or  two  legislative  pieces  of  legislation  contradicting  each  other. 
You  can  but  it  is  stupid.  And  it  also  eventually  causes  all 
kinds  of  problems.  You  can't  though  when  they  are  sunset. 
Now  I  am  leaving  it  like  that  although  that  is  not  the  whole 
picture.  For  four  days  we  have  been  in  to  budget  Committee's 
of  Conference.  Threaded  throughout  it  has  been  HB  539. 
HB  539,  if  you  don't  know  what  it  is,  is  the  consoUdation 
of  boards  and  commissions.  The  issues  in  the  hallways  which 
have  no  place  being  there  in  the  first  place  because  they  really 
have  no  effect  upon  the  hallway,  is  supposed  to  be  that  we 
save  money.  In  some  cases  you  do.  That  has  not,  however, 
been  proven.  But  that  is  beside  the  point.  The  Senate  Presi- 
dent has  not  been  involved  in  any  of  the  negotiations  on  HB 
539.  Our  Committee  of  Conference  has  been  working  on 
it.  The  standing  committee  that  dealt  with  it  has  and  this 
Senate  had  a  vote  on  it.  Now  it  appears  in  several  other  places 
where  it  should  not  appear.  Number  one,  it  appears  in  the 
House  budget,  there  it  should  appear  and  it  is  proper  to  be 
there  because  when  the  House  passed  it,  it  included  money 
and  it  was  put  in  their  budget.  When  it  came  over  here  and 
was  put  into  interim  study  it  was  taken  out  of  our  budget 
because  it  was  no  longer  part  of  our  budget.  In  the  Com- 
mittee of  Conference,  we  are  there  now,  you  have  a  stale- 
mate on  this.  Now  I  have  seen  stalemates  before  in  Com- 
mittees of  Conference.  I  have  never  seen  such  a  stupid,  ridi- 
culous, irresponsible  stalemate  in  my  life.  And  I  will  tell  you 
something,  I'm  not  going  to  speak  for  the  Governor,  I  think 
he  feels,  although  probably  in  a  less  emphatic  way,  about 
the  same.  This  is  a  situation  where  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire in  dealing  with  a  budget,  I  don't  care  whether  you  sup- 
port the  Senate  budget  or  you  don't  support  it,  I  don't  care 
whether  you  support  the  House  budget  or  not,  we  are  now 
in  a  position  where  you  haven't  got  any  budget  because  you 
have  certain  groups  of  people  who  will  refuse  to  allow  the 
budget  to  proceed  because  they  couldn't  get  their  way  on 
a  piece  of  legislation.  And  they  couldn't  get  their  way  on 
a  sunset  bill.  Not  one,  but  two  or  three. 
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SEN.  BERGERON:  I  agree  with  most  of  the  remarks  as 
given  by  Sen.  Monier.  I  would  just  like  to  bring  the  Senate 
up  to  date  on  some,  not  necessarily  because  some  of  you 
people  care,  but  on  some  of  my  activities  in  the  last  two  hours. 
This  bill  and  the  importance  given  to  it  as  to  the  relative  posi- 
tions, I  have  to  be  frank  with  you,  I  don't  understand  the 
rigid  positions.  However,  there  are  rigid  positions.  A  Com- 
mittee of  Conference  is  nothing  more  than  an  effort  to  com- 
promise the  issue.  I  have  been  speaking  with  people  in  the 
Speaker's  office.  I  have  been  speaking  to  some  of  the  House 
members  involved.  I  have  spoken  to  our  own  Senate  people. 
I  went  so  far  as  to  arrange  a  conference.  There  were  four 
people  locked  in  a  room  upstairs  for  the  last  IVi  hours.  I  sat 
in  it  myself.  It  became  painfully  clear  that  there  was  abso- 
lutely going  to  be  no  movement  from  the  positions  that  we 
already  had.  Sen.  Conley  and  his  committee  had  offered  some 
changes,  they  were  unacceptable  to  the  House  members,  to 
the  House  Conferees.  The  House  Conferees  had  offered  some 
changes  to  the  Senate  members,  these  were  not  acceptable 
to  the  Senate.  The  situation  is,  and  as  I  say  for  the  last  IVz 
hours  we  sat  there,  they  debated  the  issues.  There  is  no  change 
in  position.  We  are  at  a  dead  stalemate.  Quite  honestly  I  think 
before  we  do  anything  further,  before  we  go  to  the  budget 
Committee  of  Conference,  we  have  to  know  what  the  position 
is  of  this  body. 

SEN.  MONIER:  This  is  not  a  conflict  between  Sen.  Bergeron. 
I  think  there  are  two  or  three  more  things  that  need  to  be 
brought  up.  I  want  to  compliment  Sen.  Bergeron.  I  want 
to  compliment  Sen.  Sanborn  and  Sen.  Conley  for  the  posi- 
tions they  have  taken  on  these  matters.  I  asked  Sen.  Bergeron 
to  moderate  this  and  I  asked  the  House  and  one  of  our  staff, 
Mr.  Reddy,  to  establish  in  this,  in  order  to  see  if  we  could 
arrive  at  some  kind  a  decision.  The  thing  that  has  been  hap- 
pening consistently,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  record,  is  that  there 
are  the  opposite  end  of  the  continuum,  that  always  happens. 
Senator,  has  the  Senate  moved  from  its  position  j  at  least  toward 
the  other  side,  at  least  once? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Yes. 

SEN.  MONIER:  At  least  twice? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Yes. 

SEN.  MONIER:  At  least  three  times?  Well,  twice. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  I'm  told  four  times.  I  wasn't  there. 
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SEN.  MONIER:  You  are  aware  of  at  least  two  this  after- 
noon? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Yes. 

SEN.  MONIER:  In  any  case  has  the  House  budged  one 
inch  from  what  they  have  asked? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  No.  They  are  holding  fast.  Their  idea 
is  they  want  this  centralized  licensing  function.  We  have  said 
fine,  we  disagree.  The  Senate  on  two  different  occasions  has 
voted  against  this  concept  but  the  Senate  Conferees  have 
agreed  to  go  to  seven  positions.  So  we  have  come  from  one 
position  halfway,  we  feel  more  than  halfway. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  only  bring  this  out  because  the  other 
thing  that  is  being  said  is  that  nobody  has  offered  any  com- 
promises. I  want  it  on  the  record  loud  and  clear  that  I  have 
seen  at  least  three.  Sen.  Bergeron,  I  think,  by  agreeing  has 
said  he  has  seen  two.  There  has  been  absolutely  dead,  no 
movement  on  the  House  side.  This  is  not  just  today,  this  is 
in  the  last  month. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  At  least  I  want  to  have  an  opportunity 
to  pick  up  on  what  I  said  on  this  issue  about  three  weeks 
ago  when  we  first  debated  it.  The  vote  at  that  time  was  13 
to  9  against  the  concept  of  HB  539  and  consoHdation  of  the 
agencies.  I  think  that  at  least  we  should  express  that  same 
kind  of  support,  support  of  nine  members  of  the  Senate  in 
support  of  consoHdation  of  agencies  today.  I  can  understand 
the  dilemma,  the  problem  that  the  Senate  President  and  the 
other  members  of  the  Senate  speaking  to  this,  have  already 
alluded  to.  We  are  in  the  middle  of  a  budgetary  situation 
where  we  are  trying  to  move  from  dead  center  on  the  bud- 
get, but  as  I  pointed  out  three  weeks  ago,  this  is  an  issue  that 
a  lot  of  people  do  have  some  strong  views  on  and  House  mem- 
bers have  been  working  on  this,  studying  it  at  some  length 
during  this  entire  legislative  term.  As  I  held  up  that  day,  a 
report  from  the  commission  appointed  in  1949  by  Sherman 
Adams,  this  has  been  reviewed  for  three  or  four  decades. 
The  concept,  the  idea,  the  benefit  of  bringing  together  the 
agencies  under  one  office,  preferably  according  to  the  com- 
mission report  which  was  completed  in  1949,  under  the  Secre- 
tary of  State's  office.  It  is  an  important  issue.  In  my  opinion, 
in  my  view,  even  after  hearing  the  comments  today,  not  an 
issue  of  the  House  against  the  Senate,  as  much  as  what  is 
the  best  kind  of  approach  to  bring  all  of  these  agencies  to- 
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gether  to  serve  the  state,  to  serve  the  trade  professions,  and 
to  serve  the  pubhc,  the  consumers.  It  is  a  consumer  issue, 
no  matter  how  v^e  might  want  to  look  at  it.  I  think  the  bottom 
Unes  are  efficiency,  effectiveness  of  state  government,  whether 
or  not  we  are  going  to  have  bureaucracy  serve  different  trades, 
or  that  kind  of  bureaucracy  serve  the  state.  It  is  a  question 
of  accountability.  And  it  is  a  question  of  how  to  best  use  a 
computer  system  which  we  already  happen  to  have  in  the 
Secretary  of  State's  office  for  the  benefit  of  all  of  the  26 
agencies  and  commissions  and  boards  which  we  are  talking 
about  under  the  consolidation  bill.  I  think  it  is  a  very  logical 
thing  to  take  the  position  that  the  State  Senate  wants  to  con- 
tinue to  discuss,  want  to  try  to  encourage  the  House  members 
to  find  some  kind  of  compromise.  I'm  not  suggesting  that 
we  go  along  entirely  with  the  House  and  say  HB  539,  no 
changes,  that  is  the  way  to  go.  I  think  that  Sen.  Conley  and 
Sen.  Monier,  Sen.  Bergeron,  had  some  good  approaches  of 
their  own,  but  just  trying  to  say,  hey,  we  are  not  even  going 
to  talk  about  it  anymore,  we  want  you  not  to  talk  about 
it,  we  want  you  to  start  working  with  the  budget  with  us, 
without  talking  about  consolidation,  I  think  that  is  kind  of 
arrogant  on  the  part  of  the  State  Senate.  The  House,  400 
members,  or  a  lot  of  them,  have  worked  some  length  of  time 
on  this,  they  have  some  logic.  We  might  have  worked  in  dif- 
ferent Committees  of  Conference  today  and  in  the  past  four 
days  on  different  aspects  of  this,  but  with  the  brains,  the 
amount  of  dedication  of  Senators  and  House  members  that 
we  have  concerning  this  very  important  issue,  and  we  might 
be  talking  about  saving  money  in  the  long  run  as  well  as  on 
the  short  term  in  the  budget  for  1982-1983  with  consolida- 
tion. Lets  work  on  it.  Lets  talk  on  it.  Lets  continue  to  con- 
sult with  the  Governor's  office  and  the  House,  the  House 
Appropriations  Committee,  and  those  others  who  think  that 
consolidation  of  state  agencies  might  be  a  way  to  help. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  As  far  as  I'm  concerned  I  think 
HB  539  has  been  killed  in  this  Senate  and  I  just  can't  see 
why  we  should  allow  the  matter  to  come  up  during  budget 
time.  I  think  it  is  completely  wrong.  There  have  been  a  lot 
of  other  bills  that  are  just  as  important  as  HB  539  is  to  some 
people,  and  if  this  had  to  be  done  to  satisfy  everybody  it 
would  be  mostly  impossible.  I  would  like  to  say  that  as  for 
my  vote,  my  vote  would  be  in  favor  of  staying  with  the  Com- 
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mittee  of  Conference,  that  HB  539  does  not  go  in  as  an  amend- 
ment. It  has  been  dead  in  this  Senate  and  it  should  stay  dead. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  This  was  Uke  a  consensus.  Rather  than 
getting  into  a  debate,  why  couldn't  we  get  the  consensus  of 
the  Senate.  Then  if  we  have  to  debate  it  lets  do  it  in  there. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  I  know  that  everybody  here  is  looking 
for  me  to  make  a  very  impassioned  speech  about  this  thing. 
When  I  hear  somebody  say,  go  one  more  time,  I  would  like 
that  individual  to  understand  that  that  is  what  we  have  been 
doing  continually  for  the  past  four  days  on  this  issue,  is  one 
more  time.  The  only  way  I  can  express  what  is  going  on,  is 
that  it  is  the  same  waltz  with  a  different  kiss.  Lets  let  it  go 
at  that. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Inquiry.  Actually  it  isn't  a  matter  of  whether 
it  can  be  debated  in  the  budget,  Mr.  President.  I  do  not  ques- 
tion but  that  there  is  a  right  to  discuss  it  in  the  budget,  never 
have.  The  question  that  I  raise  very  seriously  is,  is  does  this 
Senate  agree  that  the  House  action  on  this  HB  539  should 
be  that  the  reason  by  which  a  budget  cannot  be  met.  And 
it  disturbs  me  no  end.  HB  539,  itself  as  a  bill,  is  on  a,  part 
of  it  at  least,  is  on  a  sunset  bill,  and  the  sunset  bills  in  the 
Senate  and  in  the  House  I  believe  unless  somebody  challenges 
the  Chair,  which  they  have  not  yet  done,  the  deadlines  are 
past.  I  would  just  Like  a  concensus  as  to  whether  the  Senate 
still  agrees  with  the  position  it  took  regarding  HB  539,  and 
urges  us  on  the  Committee  of  Conference  for  the  budget  to 
indicate  that  the  Senate  has  taken  that  position  again.  If  we 
can  do  that  then  perhaps  there  will  be  a  backing  off  that 
nothing  else  can  be  done  to  the  budget  until  we  concede  to 
it.  That  is  the  problem.  And  that  is  straight  out. 

SEN.  BROWN:  Doesn't  it  really  boil  down  to  whether 
we  support  the  Senate  position  or  not?  Isn't  that  really  what 
it  boils  down  to? 

SEN.  MONIER:  That  is  correct  because  of  the  consensus 
is  strong  enough  then  the  members  of  the  Committee  of  Con- 
ference will  meet  with  me,  we  will  go  back  to  the  budget 
Committee  of  Conference,  we  will  indicate  that  we  recog- 
nize as  we  did  two  days  ago  and  it  was  turned  down  again, 
and  which  I  will  give  Speaker  Tucker  credit  for.  I  also  give 
the  Governor  credit  for  attempting  to  assist  in  the  last  hour, 
I   don't  know  that  he  wasn't  assisting  before  on  this  but  I 
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know  he  was  the  last  hour.  Everybody  has  attempted,  in 
this  budget  conference,  to  leave  this  out  of  the  issue,  but 
I  think  all  of  you  know  that  as  you  go  through  the  holes, 
every  one  of  them  is  related  either  to  some  portion  of  I'll 
trade  this  or  I'll  trade  that,  not  in  writing  or  anything  like 
this  but  simply  that  everything  refers  back  to  if  they  can 
have  their  way  in  HB  539  then  we  can  have  a  budget.  I  think 
this  is  absolutely  irresponsible.  With  this  consensus  vote  we 
will  step  back  into  the  Committee  of  Conference  and  the 
Committee  of  Conference  members  will  indicate  that  to  the 
Committee  of  Conference  that  if  they  wish  to  go  forward 
with  the  budget  and  take  care  of  the  problems  of  the  State 
then  we  are  willing  to  stay  there.  But  I  am  not  going  to  stay 
there  for  another  four  days  and  haggle  one  bill  that  they  didn't 
possibly  pass.

OPINION  OF  THE  JUSTICES 

June  12, 1981 

The  following  request  of  the  Senate  for  an  opinion  of  the 
justices  was  adopted  on  April  23,  1981,  and  filed  with  the 
Supreme  Court  on  April  29,  1 98 1 : 

"Whereas,  the  Senate  has  under  consideration  SB  4-FN 
which  makes  certain  changes  in  the  law  relative  to  the  consti- 
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tutional  requirement  that  the  state  provide  legal  counsel  to 
indigent  defendants  in  certain  criminal  cases;  and 

"Whereas,  some  members  of  the  Senate  question  the  con- 
stitutionality of  certain  aspects  of  the  proposed  legislation; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate; 

"That  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  are  respectfully 
requested  to  give  their  opinion  and  answer  the  following 
question: 

"Whether  anh  provisions  of  SB  4-FN  if  amended  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendations  of  the  judiciary  committee 
violate  any  provision  of  the  United  States  Constitution  or  the 
New  Hampshire  Constitution;  and 

"That  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  transmit  copies  of  this  resolu- 
tion and  SB  4-FN  amended  in  accordance  with  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  judiciary  committee  to  the  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court." 

The  following  answer  is  returned: 

To  the  Honorable  Senate 

Your  question  asks  that  we  render  our  opinion  on  the  con- 
stitutionahty  of  Senate  Bill  4-FN,  which  proposes  certain 
amendments  to  RSA  ch.  604-A  and  RSA  169-B:12  I  (Supp. 
1979).  RSA  ch.  604-A,  which  was  enacted  following  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court's  decision  in  Gideon  v.  Wainwright, 
372  U.S.  335  (1963),  is  designed  "to  provide  adequate  repre- 
sentation for  indigent  defendants  in  criminal  cases  charged 
with  being  delinquent.  .  .  ."  RSA  604-A:l.  RSA  169-B:12  I 
(Supp.  1979)  provides  for  the  appointment  of  counsel  at  the 
public's  expense  for  minors  charged  with  delinquency. 

We  consider  first  whether  the  proposed  amendment  to  RSA 
604-A: 2  is  constitutional.  RSA  604-A: 2  presently  provides  that 
the  court  shall  appoint  counsel  to  represent  a  criminal  defen- 
dant if  it  is  "satisfied  after  appropriate  inquiry  that  the  defen- 
dant is  financially  unable  to  obtain  counsel.  .  .  ."  Thus,  under 
the  current  statute  the  court  need  inquire  only  into  the  de- 
dendant's  own  financial  status  in  determining  whether  he 
qualifies  as  an  "indigent  defendant."  The  proposed  amendment 
to  RSA  604-A :2,  however,  provides  that  the  court  shall  appoint 
counsel  only  if  the  court  is  satisfied  that  "the  defendant  and 
persons  hable  for  his  support  under  RSA  546-A:2.  .  .  are 
financially    unable    to    obtain    counsel."    (Emphasis    added.) 
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RSA  546-A:2  imposes  upon  a  person  whose  financial  resources 
are  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  his  or  her  own  needs  "a  duty 
to.  .  .  contribute  to  the  support  of  his  or  her  wife,  husband, 
child,  father  or  mother  when  in  need." 

There  is  nothing  unconstitutional  in  extending  the  duty  of 
support  imposed  by  RSA  546-A:2  to  encompass  the  expense 
of  providing  counsel  to  an  indigent  criminal  defendant, 
although  the  legislature  may  want  to  consider  whether  it  wishes 
to  impose  the  expense  of  providing  counsel  on  the  children  of 
a  defendant.  The  existence  of  such  a  duty,  however,  may  not 
interfere  with  an  indigent's  right  to  counsel  "during  every  stage 
of  the  criminal  proceedings  against  him."  Fuller  v.  Oregon, 
417  U.S.  40,  53  (1974);  Powell  v.  Alabama,  287  U.S.  45,  69 
(1932).  Thus,  the  court  could  not  refuse  to  appoint  counsel  and 
allow  the  prosecution  to  proceed  simply  because  one  who  is 
liable  for  the  indigent  defendant's  support  under  RSA  546-A:2 
and  who  is  financially  able  to  assume  the  cost  of  legal  counsel 
refuses  to  incur  that  expense.  People  v.  Gustavson,  131  111. 
App.  2d  887,  889,  269  N.E.  2d  517,  519  (1971).  The  court 
could,  of  course,  order  a  person  who  has  a  statutory  duty  to 
support  the  defendant  to  abtain  counsel  for  the  defendant, 
enforce  its  order  through  its  contempt  powers,  and  stay  the 
criminal  prosecution  pending  resolution  of  the  matter.  This 
approach,  however,  could  at  some  point  raise  constitutional 
questions  regarding  a  defendant's  right  to  a  speedy  trial.  See 
State  V.  Weitzman,  121  N.H.xxx  xxx  x,xxx,  427  A. 2d  3,  5 
(1981). 

There  would  be  no  constitutional  infirmity  in  a  statutory 
scheme  that  would  allow  the  court  to  appoint  counsel  at  State 
expense,  permit  the  prosecution  to  proceed,  and  leave  it  to  the 
State  to  seek  reimbursement  from  the  person  having  a  duty  of 
support  under  RSA  546-A:2.  The  proposed  amendment  to  RSA 
604-A:2,  however,  makes  no  provision  for  such  a  course  of 
action  but  provides  for  court-appointed  counsel  only  if  the 
defendant  and  persons  hable  for  his  support  under  RSA  546- 
A:2  cannot  afford  counsel.  The  defendant  i?  always  entitled 
to  "the  guiding  hand  of  counsel  at  every  step  in  the  proceedings 
against  him."  Ferguson  v.  Georgia,  365  U.S.  570,  572  (1961); 
Chandler  v.  Fretag,  348  U.S.  3,  10  (1954);  Powell  v.  Alabama, 
287  U.S.  at  69.  If  defendants  are  not  afforded  that  right,  then 
convictions  would  have  to  be  overturned,  thereby  frustrating 
the  very  purpose  of  bringing  to  trial  persons  accused  of  crimes 
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against  society.  It  is  our  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  proposed 
amendment  to  RSA  604-A:2  is  unconstitutional  but  that  the 
legislature  could  amend  RSA  546-A:2  to  make  it  clear  that  the 
duty  of  support  imposed  by  that  statute  included  the  expense 
of  providing  counsel. 

We  next  consider  the  constitutionality  of  the  proposed 
amendment  to  RSA  169-B:12  I  (Supp.  1979).  That  statute 
currently  provides  that,  absent  a  valid  vaiver,  all  minors  charged 
with  delinquency  shall  have  counsel  appointed  to  represent  the. 
Senate  Bill  4-FN  would  amend  RSA  169-B:12  I  (Supp.  1979) 
to  require  the  court  to  appoint  counsel  only  if  it  is  satisfied 
that  MMthe  minor  and  persons  liable  for  his  support  inder  RSA 
546-A:2.  .  .  are  financially  unable  to  obtain  counsel  on  their 
own." 

The  legislature's  decision  to  provide  counsel  only  to  indigent 
minors  charged  with  delinquency  rather  than  to  all  minors 
charged  with  delinquency  violates  no  constitutional  provision. 
SEE  In  re  Gault,  387  U.S.  1,41  (1967).  A  person  has  no  right 
to  counsel  at  public  expense  merely  because  he  happens  to  be 
a  minor  rather  than  an  adult. 

Insofar  as  the  proposed  amendment  to  RSA  169-B:12  I 
(Suup.  1979)  permits  the  court,  in  determining  whether  a  minor 
is  indigent  and  therefore  entitled  to  court-appointed  counsel, 
to  consider  the  financial  status  of  persons  Hable  for  the  minor's 
support  under  RSA  546-A:2,  however,  it  runs  aground  on  the 
same  constitutional  reef  as  does  the  propoesed  amendment 
to  RSA  604-A:2.  A  juvenile's  right  to  counsel  during  every 
stage  of  the  prceedings  against  him  cannot  be  made  to  depend 
upon  the  financial  status  of  persons  liable  for  his  support  under 
RSA  546-A:2  or  their  willingness  to  fulfill  that  support  obli- 
gation at  the  time  the  court  makes  the  determination  of 
whether  to  appoint  counsel.  The  legislature  could,  however, 
extend  liability  under  RSA  546-A:2  to  include  the  expense  of 
counsel,  require  persons  liable  for  a  juvenile  defendant's  support 
to  reimburse  the  government  creditor  for  the  cost  of  rpoviding 
counsel,  se  In  re  Ricky  H.,  2  Cal.  3d  513,  520-21,  468  P.2d 
204,  208  (1970),  and  let  the  government  creditor  enforce 
that  obligation  with  criminal  sanctions.  See  RSA  639:4  (Supp. 
1979). 

Thus,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  proposed  amendment  to 
RSA  169-B:  12  I  (Supp.  1979)  is  unconstitutional  to  the  extent 
that  it  requires   the   court   to   appoint   counsel   to   represent 
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an  indigent  minor  only  if  "persons  liable  for  .  .  .  [the  minor's] 
support  under  RSA  546-A:2  ...  are  financially  unable  to 
obtain  counsel  on  their  own  .  .  ."  but  that  the  legislature 
could  require  that  persons  obligated  to  support  an  indigent 
juvenile  defendant  under  RSA  546-A:2  ultimately  bear  the 
cost  of  providing  the  minor  with  counsel. 

We  now  turn  to  the  proposed  amendment  to  RSA  604-A:9. 
The  current  statute  provides: 

"Any  defendant  whose  sentence  is  unconditional  dis- 
charge, conditional  discharge,  or  probation  and  who 
has  had  counsel  assigned  to  him  at  the  [government's] 
expense  .  .  .  may  be  ordered  by  the  court  to  repay  ...  all 
of  the  fees  and  expenses  paid  on  his  behalf  on  such  terms 
as  the  court  may  order." 

(Emphasis  added.)  If  amended  in  accordance  with  Senate 
Bill  4-FN,  RSA  604-A:9  I  would  provide  as  follows: 

"Any  defendant  whose  sentence  does  not  include  actual 
incarceration  in  the  state  prison  and  who  has  had  coun- 
sel or  a  public  defender  assigned  to  him  at  the  expense 
of  the  state,  county,  city  or  town  shall  be  ordered  by 
the  court  to  repay  ...  all  fees  and  expenses  paid  on  his 
behalf  on  such  terms  as  the  court  may  order  ....  If  a 
defendant  is  financially  unable  to  repay  the  government 
creditor  .  .  .,  but  is  physically  able  to  work,  such  defen- 
dant shall  satisfy  his  debt  at  the  rate  of  $25.00  per  day 
by  performing  uncompensated  work  for  any  town,  county 
or  agency  of  the  state.  The  court  may  include  a  schedule 
in  its  order  for  the  performance  of  work  in  repayment 
of  a  debt  under  this  section  which  allows  a  defendant 
to  seek  additional  employment  other  than  that  required 
for  satisfaction  of  the  debt." 

RSA  604-A:9  III  would  require  that  all  petitions  for  court- 
appointed  counsel  contain  language  expressly  notifying  criminal 
defendants  of  the  repayment  obligations  imposed  by  RSA 
604-A:9  I.  RSA  604-A:9  IV  would  provide  that 

"[nlotwithstanding  any  law  to  the  contrary,  if  any  repay- 
ment ordered  pursuant  to  paragraph  I  becomes  overdue, 
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the  court  .  .  .  may  order  .  .  .  [the  defendant's  employer] 
to  deduct  from  that  person's  wages  or  salary  the  appro- 
priate  amount   and   pay   such   amount   to  the  board  of 
probation,  which  shall  refund  such  amount  to  the  state, 
county,  city  or  town  as  appropriate." 

Many  states  have  enacted  recoupment  statutes  which,  like 
the  proposed  amendment  to  RSA  604-A:9,  are  designed  to 
enable  the  State  to  recover  counsel  fees  expended  on  behalf 
of  indigent  defendants.  See  James  v.  Strange,  407  U.S.  128, 
132-33  (1972).  It  is  possible  to  draft  such  statutes  to  com- 
port with  the  requirements  of  both  the  Federal  Constitution, 
see  Fuller  v.  Oregon,  417  U.S.  40  (1975),  and  N.H.  CONST. 
pt.  I,  art.  15.  Although  we  have  stated  that  the  State  Con- 
stitution "requires  that  the  costs  of  services  rendered  by  attor- 
neys on  behalf  of  indigent  defendants  be  borne  by  the  govern- 
ment of  this  State,"  Smith  v.  State,  118  N.H.  764,  769,  394 
A.2d  834,  838  (1978),  we  did  not  mean  to  imply  that  all  such 
costs  must  ultimately  be  borne  by  the  State  in  every  case. 
The  legislature  could,  for  example,  constitutionally  require 
indigents  who  have  or  subsequently  acquire  the  ability  to 
repay  the  State  to  do  so.  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  109  N.H. 
508,  512,  256  A.2d  500,  502  (1969).  The  question  is  whether 
the  particular  repayment  scheme  before  us  violates  any  con- 
stitutional provisions. 

Initially,  we  note  that  the  proposed  amendment  to  RSA 
604-A:9  imposes  an  obligation  to  repay  only  upon  those 
defendants  "whose  sentence  does  not  include  actual  incarcera- 
tion in  the  state  prison.  .  .  ."  Because  the  imposition  of  a 
sentence  presupposes  a  valid  conviction,  we  construe  the 
proposed  statute  to  apply  only  to  convicted  defendants.  In- 
deed, to  require  a  defendant  who  has  been  acquitted  to  reim- 
burse the  State  for  expenses  resulting  from  the  State's  pro- 
secution would  certainly  be  unfair  and  perhaps  unconstitu- 
tional. Olson  V.  James,  603  F.2d  150,  155  (10th  Cir.  1979); 
see  Fuller  v.  Oregon,  417  U.S.  at  49-50;  James  v.  Strange, 
407  U.S.  at  139. 

We  also  note  that  the  proposed  amendment  to  RSA  604-A:9 
does  not  require  defendants  whose  sentence  includes  actual 
incarceration  in  the  State  prison  to  reimburse  the  State  for 
the  cost  of  furnishing  counsel.  We  assume  that  because  con- 
victed  felons  whose   sentences  exceed   one   year  and   a  day 
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of  actual  commitment  are  sent  to  the  State  prison,  the  ad- 
ministrative cost  associated  with  having  to  delay  seeking  reim- 
bursement for  a  prolonged  period  is  too  high  to  justify  imposing 
on  them  a  duty  of  reimbursement.  On  the  other  hand,  some- 
one serving  only  a  few  months  in  a  house  of  correction,  and 
probably  being  on  probation  thereafter,  is  easier  to  supervise 
and  more  likely  to  be  gainfully  employed  within  a  reasonable 
period  of  time  after  counsel  has  been  provided.  This  would 
also  be  true  of  someone  merely  fined  or  sentenced  to  proba- 
tion. See  Fuller  v.  Oregon,  supra  at  49  n.  10;  Rinaldi  v.  Yeager, 
384  U.S.  305,  309-10  (1966).  Thus,  it  is  our  opinion  that 
there  is  a  rational  basis  for  distinguishing  between  defendants 
whose  sentences  include  actual  incarceration  in  the  State 
prison  and  those  whose  sentences  do  not,  and  that  imposing 
a  repayment  obhgation  only  on  the  latter  class  would  not 
violate  the  equal  protection  guarantees  of  the  State  or  Fed- 
eral Constitutions.  See  Fuller  v.  Oregon  supra;  Rinaldi  v. 
Yeager,  supra  at  308-09. 

We  are  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  RSA  604-A:9  IV, 
if  enacted  without  further  amendment,  would  violate  the 
equal  protection  guarantees  of  the  United  States  and  New 
Hampshire  Constitutions,  U.S.  CONST,  amend.  XIV  §  1;  N.H. 
CONST.,  pt.  I,  arts.  2  and  12,  insofar  as  it  provides  for  the 
garnishment  of  a  former  defendant's  wages  "[n]  otwithstand- 
ing  any  law  to  the  contrary.  .  .  ."  This  statute,  as  we  read 
it,  would  deprive  indigent  criminal  defendants  of  the  pro- 
tective exemptions  that  RSA  512:21  affords  to  other  civil 
judgment  debtors.  The  United  States  Supreme  Court  has 
held  that  such  discriminary  treatment  runs  afoul  of  equal 
protection  principles.  James  v.  Strange,  407  U.S.  at  134-42. 
If  the  proposed  statute  were  amended  to  afford  indigent  de- 
fendants the  benefit  of  RSA  512:21,  then  this  problem  would 
be  eliminated. 

If  the  proposed  statute  were  so  amended,  that  aspect  of 
subsection  IV  regarding  wage  withholding  would  not  be  con- 
stitutionally infmn.  Under  RSA  458:35-a,  :35-b  (Supp.  1979), 
for  instance,  a  court  may  order  employers  to  withhold  an 
employee's  wages  to  secure  child  support  payments.  Under 
RSA  161-C:21  (Supp.  1979),  wage  assignments  for  public 
child  support  payments  are  allowed.  The  proposed  amend- 
ment places  appropriate  "teeth"  in  the  repayment  mechanism. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  RSA  604-A:9  I,  as  presently 
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worded,  would  be  unconstitutional.  In  Fuller  v.  Oregon,  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  sustained  the  constitutionality 
of  an  Oregon  counsel  fee  recoupment  statute  which  was  "care- 
fully designed  to  insure  that  only  those  who  actually  become 
capable  of  repaying  the  State  will  ever  be  obliged  to  do  so." 
417  U.S.  at  53.  RSA  604-A:9  I,  however,  would  impose  on 
all  indigent  defendants  an  absolute  obligation  to  reimburse 
the  State,  regardless  of  a  defendant's  particular  circumstances 
or  his  foreseeable  abihty  to  meet  that  obligation.  The  State 
cannot  constitutionally  take  such  action  absent  an  escape 
clause  based  upon  the  indigent  defendant's  ability  to  pay. 
Olson  V.  James,  603  F.2d  at  155;  Opinion  of  the  Justices, 
109  N.H.  at  512,  256  A.2d  at  502;  see  Fuller  v.  Oregon,  417 
U.S.  at  53-54;  State  v.  Hess,  86  Wash.  2d  51,  54,  541  P.2d 
1222,  1223-24  (1975).  The  Oregon  statute  upheld  in  Fuller 
prohibited  court-ordered  repayment  of  fees  unless  the  de- 
fendant "is  or  will  be  able  to  pay  them,"  Ore.  Rev.  Stat.  § 
161.665(3),  and  only  utilized  the  contempt  power  to  enforce 
such  orders  if  the  defendant  had  not  made  a  good  faith  effort 
to  pay.  Ore.  Rev.  Stat.  §  161.685(2). 

Rather  than  basing  an  exemption  from  the  repayment 
obligation  on  ability  to  pay,  the  legislature  has  apparently 
sought  to  obviate  this  constitutional  problem  by  providing 
that  a  physically  fit  indigent  defendant  may  work  off  his 
debt  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  day  if  he  is  other- 
wise unable  to  repay  the  government  creditor. 

The  thirteenth  amendment  to  the  United  States  Consti- 
tution provides: 

"Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a 
punishment  for  crime  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been 
duly  convicted,  shall  exist  within  the  United  States.  .  .  ." 

Under  RSA  604-A:9  I,  however,  an  indigent  defendant  who 
is  unable  to  repay  the  government  creditor  "shall  satisfy  his 
debt  ...  by  performing  uncompensated  work"  for  the  govern- 
ment. Clearly,  such  compulsory  service  based  upon  the  de- 
fendant's indebtedness  constitutes  involuntary  servitude. 
See  United  States  v.  Reynolds,  235  U.S.  133,  144  (1914); 
Clyatt  V.  United  States,  197  U.S.  207,  215  (1905).  Because 
involuntary  servitude  may  be  imposed  as  punishment  for  a 
crime,    U.S.    CONST,    amend   XIII;   see  Pollock  v.   Williams, 
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322  U.S.  4,  17  (1944),  a  statute  such  as  RSA  651:2  Vl-a 
(Supp.  1979),  which  provides  for  uncompensated  public  em- 
ployment but  only  as  part  of  a  criminal  sentence,  would  not 
offend  the  thirteenth  amendment.  Repayment  of  the  cost 
of  legal  counsel  assessed  against  one  who  has  been  convicted 
of  a  crime,  however,  is  not  part  of  his  punishment  for  the 
crime.  Wicks  v.  City  of  Charlottesville,  215  Va.  274,  279,  208 
S.E.2d  752,  756  (1974)  (quoting  Commonwealth  v.  McCue, 
109  Va.  302,  304,  63  S.E.  1066,  1067  (1909));  see  Anderson 
V.  Ellington,  300  F.  Supp.  789,  793  (M.D.  Tenn.  1969).  Con- 
sequently, a  statute  requring  a  convicted  defendant  who  is 
unable  to  reimburse  the  State  for  such  expenses  to  satisfy 
his  debt  by  performing  uncompensated  labor  for  the  State 
would  be  proscribed  by  the  thirteenth  amendment.  See  United 
States  V.  Reynolds,  supra  at  149-50;  Anderson  v.  Ellington, 
supra  at  793;  Wright  v.  Matthews,  209  Va.  246,  248-49,  163 
S.E. 2d  158,  160  (1968).  If  made  optional,  however,  there 
would  be  no  constitutional  infirmity  in  permitting  the  recipient 
of  counsel  at  State  expense,  who  later  becomes  able  to  pay, 
to  work  rather  than  pay. 

It  is  no  answer  to  say  that  the  "servitude"  that  would  be 
imposed  by  RSA  604-A:9  I  is  not  involuntary  because  the 
defendant  is  free  to  waive  his  right  to  counsel  and  thereby 
not  incur  that  expense.  To  espouse  this  position  would  be 
to  condition  an  indigent  defendant's  enjoyment  of  his  thir- 
teenth amendment  rights  upon  his  relinquishment  of  his  sixth 
amendment  right  to  counsel.  To  require  a  person  to  surrender 
one  constitutional  right  in  order  to  gain  the  benefit  of  another 
is  simply  intolerable.  See  Simmons  v.  United  States,  390  U.S. 
377,  394  (1968);  State  v.  Williams,  115  N.H.  437,  444,  343 
A. 2d  29,  34  (1975)  (Grimes,  J.,  dissenting).  We  recognize 
that  the  Federal  Constitution  does  not  forbid  "every  govern- 
ment-imposed choice  in  the  criminal  process  that  has  the 
effect  of  discouraging  the  exercise  of  constitutional  rights." 
Chaffm  V.  Stynchcombe,  412  U.S.  17,  30  (1973);  McGautha 
V.  Cahfomia,  402  U.S.  183,  213  (1971).  Nevertheless,  there 
are  some  choices  which  the  State  cannot  require  a  defendant 
to  make,  e.g.  Sanitation  Men  v.  Sanitation  Comm'r.,  392 
U.S.  280,  283-85  (1968);  United  States  v.  Jackson,  390  U.S. 
570,  581-83  (1968),  and  a  choice  between  constitutional 
rights  is  one  of  them.  See  Simmons  v.  United  States,  supra 
at  394. 
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It  is  our  opinion,  however,  that  the  legislature  could  con- 
stitutionally require  a  physically  fit  indigent  defendant  who 
is  financially  unable  to  reimburse  the  government  creditor 
for  the  expense  of  counsel  to  satisfy  his  debt  by  perform- 
ing uncompensated  work  for  the  government  as  a  condition 
of  probation.  A  person  convicted  of  a  crime  is  not  consti- 
tutionally entitled  to  probation.  Escoe  v.  Zerbst,  295  U.S. 
490,  492-93  (1935);  Douglas  v.  Sigler,  386  F.2d  684,  687 
(8th  Cir.  1967);  Shum  v.  Fogliani,  82  Nev.  156,  158-59,  413 
P.2d  495,  496-97  (1966);  State  v.  Hewett,  270  N.C.  348,  351, 
154  S.E.2d  476,  478  (1967).  "Probation  is  .  .  .  conferred  as 
a  privilege  and  cannot  be  demanded  as  a  right."  Bums  v.  United 
States,  287  U.S.  216,  220  (1932);  see  United  States  v.  Alarik, 
439  F.2d  1349,  1351  (8th  Cir.  1971);  In  Re  Osslo,  51  Cal.  2d 
371,  377,  334  P. 2d  1,  5  (1958).  Because  probation  "comes 
as  an  act  of  grace  to  one  convicted  of  a  crime  .  .  .  [it]  may  be 
coupled  with  such  conditions  in  respect  of  its  duration  as 
[the  legislature]  may  impose."  Escoe  v.  Zerbst,  supra  at  492- 
93.  We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  if  it  were  made  a 
condition  of  an  indigent  defendant's  probation  that  he  repay 
the  government  creditor  by  performing  uncompensated  labor 
for  a  city,  town,  county,  or  agency  of  the  State  and  if  work 
which  the  defendant  was  capable  of  doing  was  available  as  a 
means  of  repayment  but  the  defendant  refused  to  perform 
such  work  and  otherwise  failed  to  reimburse  the  government 
creditor,  a  revocation  of  his  probation  would  not  offend  either 
the  State  or  Federal  Constitutions.  Any  chiUing  effect  of  such 
a  plan  on  the  exercise  of  the  right  to  counsel  is  not  greater 
than  is  experienced  by  persons  who  have  worked  hard  and 
who  have  accumulated  some  savings  but  are  forced  to  expend 
those  savings  to  obtain  counsel  because  they  are  not  indigent. 
There  is  httle  difference  between  requiring  the  fruits  of  past 
labor  to  be  spent  for  counsel  and  requiring  future  labor  to 
pay  for  the  same  thing.  Of  course,  this  sanction  would  be 
available  only  during  the  defendant's  probationary  period. 
See  RSA  651:2  V. 

For  the  same  reasons,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  legislature 
could,  consistent  with  the  State  and  Federal  Constitutions, 
amend  RSA  651:2  VI  (Supp.  1979)  so  as  to  require  an  indi- 
gent defendant  who  cannot  repay  the  government  creditor 
to  satisfy  his  debt  by  performing  uncompensated  labor  for 
the  government  pursuant  to  a  conditional  discharge.  Any  form 
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of  compulsory  service  imposed  on  a  defendant  except  as  a 
condition  of  probation  or  discharge,  however,  would  be  of 
doubtful  constitutionality. 

We  reemphasize  that  a  constitutional  recoupment  scheme 
can  be  devised.  While  all  indigent  defendants  have  the  right 
to  court-appointed  counsel,  the  Constitution  does  not  re- 
quire that  they  "remain  forever  immune  from  any  obliga- 
tion to  shoulder  the  expenses  of  their  legal  defense.  .  .  ." 
Fuller  V.  Orgeon,  417  U.S.  at  53-54;  see  Wicks  v.  City  of  Char- 
lottesvUle,  215  Va.  at  280,  208  S.E.2d  at  757.  Any  repay- 
ment statutue,  however,  must  accommodate  the  constitu- 
tional considerations  discussed  herein. 

We  have  considered  the  other  provisions  of  Senate  Bill  4-FN 
and  find  no  constitutional  infirmity  in  them.  Therefore,  other 
than  with  respect  to  certain  language  in  the  proposed  amend- 
ments to  RSA  169-B:12  I  (Supp.  1979),  RSA  604-A:2,  and 
RSA  604-A:9,  we  answer  your  inquiry  in  the  negative.

necessitated  by  situations  of  apparent  extreme  emergency 
which  required  such  driving  to  save  life  or  hmb.  Any  sentence 
of  one  year  or  less  imposed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall 
be  served  in  the  county  house  of  correction.  Any  sentence  of 
more  than  one  year  imposed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall 
be  served  in  the  state  prison. 

9  Mandatory  Sentence;  Enforcement  Area  (Recodified). 
Amend  RSA  265:82, 1  by  striking  out  said  paragraph  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

I.  Any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  driving  or  attempting 
to  drive  a  vehicle  upon  any  way,  while  under  the  influence  of 
intoxicating  liquor  or  any  controlled  drug  shall,  notwithstand- 
ing the  provisions  of  Title  LXII,  be  guilty  of  a  violation  and 
fined  not  more  than  $1,000,  and  his  Ucense  or  driving  privilege 
shall  be  revoked  for  a  period  not  less  than  60  days,  and  if  the 
person  holds  an  out  of  state  driver's  license,  said  person  shall 
not  drive  on  any  ways  of  the  state  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
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60  days,  and,  in  either  situation  at  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
this  revocation  of  an  driver's  Ucense  or  driving  privilege  and  re- 
vocation of  driving  privileges  of  an  out  of  state  dirver  may  be 
extended  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  2  years.  Upon  conviction 
based  on  a  complaint  which  alleges  that  the  person  has  had  one 
or  more  prior  convictions  in  this  state  or  another  state  and  said 
prior  conviction  or  convictions  are  proven  and  said  prior  convic- 
tion or  convictions  were  within  the  7  years  preceding  the  date 
of  the  second  or  subsequent  offense,  such  person  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  7  consecutive  24  hour  periods  to  be 
served  within  6  months  of  the  conviction  and  fined  not  more 
than  $1,000.  Further,  the  driving  privilege  or  driver's  license  of 
a  person  who  had  one  prior  conviction  within  the  7  year  period 
shall  be  revoked  and  he  shall  be  ineligible  for  a  license  for  the 
next  3  calendar  years,  and  if  the  person  is  an  out  of  state  driver, 
his  privilege  to  drive  in  the  state  shall  be  suspended  for  the  next 
3  calendar  years.  The  driving  privilege  or  driver's  license  of  a 
person  who  had  2  or  more  prior  convictions  within  the  7  year 
period  shall  be  revoked  indefinitely  and  he  shall  be  ineligible 
for  a  Ucense  for  at  least  the  next  3  calendar  years,  and  if  the 
person  is  an  out  of  state  driver,  his  privilege  to  drive  in  the  state 
shall  be  suspended  indefinitely,  for  at  least  the  next  3  calendar 
years.  No  portion  of  the  minimum  mandatory  sentence  of  im- 
prisonment and  no  portion  of  the  mandatory  sentence  of  the 
period  of  revocation  and  no  portion  of  any  fine  imposed  under 
this  section  shall  be  suspended  by  the  court.  No  case  brought 
to  enforce  this  section  shall  be  continued  for  sentencing. 

10  Definition  of  Way  (Recodified).  Amend  RSA  259:125  by 
striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

259:125  Way.  "Way"  shall  mean: 

I.  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  II,  the  entire  width  be- 
tween the  boundary  lines  of  any  public  highway,  street,  avenue, 
road,  alley,  park  or  parkway,  or  any  private  way  laid  out  under 
authority  of  statute,  or  any  such  way  provided  and  maintained 
by  a  public  institution  to  which  state  funds  are  appropriated  for 
public  use,  or  any  such  way  which  has  been  used  for  public 
travel  thereon,  other  than  toand  from  a  toll  bridge  or  ferry,  for 
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20  years,  or  any  public  or  private  parking  lot  which  is  main- 
tained primarily  for  the  benefit  of  paying  customers; 

II.  For  the  purposes  of  RSA  265:82,  T,  any  public  highway, 
street,  avenue,  road,  alley,  park,  parking  lot  or  parkway,  or  any 
private  way  laid  out  under  authority  of  statute,  and  ways  pro- 
vided and  maintained  by  public  institutions  to  which  state 
funds  are  appropriated  for  public  use,  or  any  privately  owned 
and  maintained  way  open  for  public  use. 

1 1  Annulling  of  Record  Prohibited  (Recodified).  Amend 
RSA  265:82  by  inserting  after  paragraph  III  the  following  new 
paragraph : 

IV.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  RSA  651:5,  no  court 
shall  order  an  annulment  of  any  record  of  conviction  of  driving 
or  attempting  to  drive  a  vehicle  upon  any  way  while  under  the 
influence  of  intoxicating  liquor  or  any  controlled  drug  pursuant 
to  paragraph  I  until  7  years  after  the  date  of  conviction. 

12  New  Section  (Recodified).  Amend  RSA  265  by  inserting 
after  section  89  the  following  new  section: 

265:89-a  Double  Damages. 

I.  A  defendant  in  a  civil  case  arising  from  an  accident 
which  resulted  in  the  defendant's  conviction  for  operaing  a 
motor  vehicle  in  violation  of  RSA  265:82,  where  such  convic- 
tion was  the  second  or  subsequent  conviction  for  that  offense  in 
a  7  year  period,  shall  be  liable  for  double  the  amount  of  damages 
awarded. 

II.  The  provisions  of  this  section  awarding  double  damages 
in  civil  suits  against  intoxicated  drivers  shall  not  be  construed  to 
relieve  the  plaintiff  in  any  action  from  the  burden  of  proving 
that  the  defendant's  intoxication  was  a  contributing  cause  to 
the  accident.

I.  Sections  1-7  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  60  days  after 
its  passage.

Sen.  Chandler  moved  adoption. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  As  you  are  well  aware  I  am  the  one 
who  asked  reconsideration  of  HB  352  yesterday  because  there 
were  a  number  of  us  who  were  out  of  the  Chamber  at  the 
time  it  was  passed  and  I  thought  it  important.  I  thought  it 
important  enough  that  I  for  one  did  sign  the  Committee  of 
Conference  report  to  get  it  here  on  the  floor  to  discuss  the 
issues.  I  have  to  once  again  remind  the  members  of  the  Senate 
that  I  am  not  against  toughening  the  DWI  offender  laws.  I 
notice  that  on  my  desk  was  a  letter  from  the  Majority  Leader 
of  the  House  in  which  he  states:  "It  is  time  we  gave  law  en- 
forcement agencies  the  tools  they  need  to  deal  with  DWL" 
I  concur  with  those  sentiments.  A  problem  is  in  one  section 
of  the  bill.  The  section  that  is  in  the  bill  currently  is  a  sec- 
tion that  I  have  previously  raised  objections  to  in  the  past 
on  another  matter.  Tliis  bill  is  punitive  in  nature,  but  it  is 
punitive  against  the  wrong  people.  On  this  double-damage 
award  people  who  are  injured  as  a  result  of  being  struck  by 
a  drunk  driver  would  collect  double  indemnity.  I  submit  to 
you  that  what  is  going  on  today  is  that  the  rate  payers  in 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  already  subsidizing  these 
activities.  To  pass  this  bill  as  is  would  only  add  to  the  com- 
plex problem  of  the  rate  payers  further  subsidizing  these 
people.  The  problem  I  have  with  it  is  the  man  who  has  done 
the  damages,  the  individual  who  is  inebriated  and  causes  the 
damage  or  the  injury  completely  walks  away  free  and  clear. 
It  is  absolutely  nothing  out  of  his  pocket.  It  is  absolutely 
nothing  to  him.  The  only  thing  we  have  done  is  increase  the 
double  damages,  and  in  my  opinion  it  is  geared  to  a  certain 
segment   of  our  society   who   thrives  on  this  type  of  thing. 
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I  think,  for  the  record,  you  want  to  consider  that  this  parti- 
cular section  of  the  law  does  not  do  anything  to  the  offender 
but  it  directly  materially  affects  every  rate  payer  in  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire.  I  would  just  like  to  give  you  some  figures 
that  I  have  accumulated  from  the  New  Hampshire  Insurance 
Department.  Roughly  6,000  people  per  year  are  arrested  for 
DWI,  a  major  problem,  something  that  we  have  to  do  some- 
thing about.  The  figures  are  not  available  for  the  year  1980 
but  in  the  year  1978,  689  were  involved  in  accidents  where 
the  primary  cause  was  attributed  to  alcohol.  In  1979  it  was 
638.  In  estimates  that  I  have  received  from  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Insurance  Department,  if  we  doubled  the  penalty  that 
is  now  surcharged  on  the  drunk  driver,  if  we  doubled  that, 
which  we  cannot  do,  we  do  not  have  the  authority  nor  the 
power  to  do  it,  but  if  that  was  done,  even  with  that  doubling 
effect  it  would  result  in  an  additional  cost  under  our  current 
figures  of  $6  per  policy  holder  throughout  the  state.  As  time 
goes  on  these  figures  are  increasing  and  your  gap  is  going 
to  be  wider  and  wider.  I  am  against  the  drunk  driver  but  I 
don't  think  that  Mary  Jones  and  Paul  Smith  who  are  sitting 
home  in  their  kitchens  should  subsidize  a  drunk  driver  while 
he  walks  away  scot  free.  There  is  no  additional  retribution 
to  him.  I  have  made  my  objections  to  the  bill,  that  one  sec- 
tion of  the  bill  known,  and  as  we  came  in  to  the  session  this 
noon  I  was  told,  by  the  way  everyone  agrees  that  that  is  a 
bad  section  to  the  bill,  I  was  told  by  Minnie  Carswell,  let 
this  go  to  inexpedient  to  legislate  because  they  are  cleaning 
up  the  bill,  taking  that  double  indemnity  out  of  there  and 
they  will  amend  the  drug  paraphemaHa  bill  and  put  that  on 
that  as  an  amendment.  I  ask  the  Senate  to  consider  this. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  rise  to  speak  in  support  of  the  committee 
report.  First  of  all  I  would  like  to  state  that  not  everybody 
says  that  that  is  an  offending  part  of  the  bill  or  ought  not 
to  be  in  there.  I  spoke  to  the  sponsor  today  and  he  feels  it 
ought  to  still  be  in  the  bill.  The  Committee  of  Conference 
in  which  Sen.  Bergeron  was  a  part  signed  the  legislation  with 
that  part  in  the  bill.  I  might  add  that  the  Committee  of  Con- 
ference in  changing  the  bill  and  making  amendments  to  the 
bill,  did  not  change  that  provision  of  the  bill  whatsoever. 
That  is  one  of  the  few  provisions  in  that  whole  statutory 
framework  that  went  both  through  the  Senate  and  through 
the  House  unchanged.  In  regard  to  the  rate  payers,  the  double 
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damage  provision  would  not  necessarily  mean,  and  it  would 
be  unlikely  to  mean,  that  the  rate  of  persons  convicted  of 
DWI  would  double.  There  are  a  number  of  things  that  have 
to  happen  first.  First  the  DWI  offender  has  to  be  convicted 
for  driving  while  under  the  influence.  Secondly,  he  has  had 
to  cause  personal  injury  or  bodily  or  property  damage.  Thirdly, 
he  has  to  be  sued.  Fourth,  there  has  to  be  a  verdict.  And  no 
one  can  say  that  in  every  DWI  case  there  is  going  to  be  injury 
and  a  verdict.  Right  now  the  rates  for  driving  while  under 
the  influence,  the  increase  in  those  rates,  are  primarily  on 
the  DWI  driver.  His  rates  go  up.  It  is  fine  for  everyone  to 
say,  as  this  Senate  has  said  on  a  number  of  occasions  when 
we  have  talked  about  two  other  pieces  of  DWI  legislation, 
that  we  are  all  for  strong  DWI  laws,  but  every  chance  we  have 
had  to  pass  such  laws,  we  have  looked  the  other  way.  This 
particular  legislation,  no  matter  how  bad  or  how  good  the 
double  damages  are,  has  six  or  seven  other  items  in  it  that 
are  absolutely  essential  if  we  are  going  to  address  the  rising 
DWI  crime  rate.  You  have  got  the  mandatory  sentence  pro- 
vision. You  have  the  defining  of  private  and  pubhc  way.  You 
have  the  annulling  of  a  conviction.  Presently  enterprising 
lawyers,  so  there  clients  don't  get  convicted  of  second  DWI 
offenses,  if  they  have  had  one  DWI  offense  will  go  into  court 
under  criminal  statutes,  get  the  record  annulled.  You  have 
the  restoration  of  the  driver's  license  for  driving  under  the 
implied  consent  and  refusing  consent.  The  committees  have 
worked  long  and  hard  on  this.  This  is  a  compilation  of  seven 
different  bills.  The  testimony  for  such  groups  as  the  Auto- 
mobile Association,  the  New  Hampshire  Chief  of  Police,  the 
Christian  Civic  League,  the  New  Hampshire  Traffic  Safety 
Committee,  concerned  citizens,  all  were  in  support  of  this 
legislation.  It  is  interesting  that  the  only  people  who  had  any 
reservations  about  the  legislation  and  with  regard  to  the  double 
damages,  was  the  insurance  industry.  It  seems  to  me  that 
if  this  legislation  has  met  the  traditional  test  and  gone  be- 
yond, it  has  gone  through  the  House  in  regard  to  double 
damages  without  rejection,  it  went  through  the  Senate.  It 
was  even  in  Committee  of  Conference  and  was  signed  by 
the  very  people  who  would  object  to  it  right  now.  If  it  doesn't 
work  we  will  have  another  session  to  resolve  it.  But  I  can't 
believe  that  the  Senate,  which  is  saying  we  want  to  do  some- 
thing about  DWI,  is  going  to  take  the  cornerstone  legislation 
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and  throw  it  away  because  one  offending  provision  the  ob- 
jections of  which  were  considered  in  committee.  The  Senate 
now  in  the  eleventh  hour  after  this  legislation  has  met  all 
these  traditional  tests  has  a  chance  to  do  something.  I  can't 
believe  that  we  would,  because  of  the  double  damage  pro- 
vision, throw  it  all  away. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Before  anybody  in  the  balcony  has 
a  heart  attack,  I  will  support  the  committee  report.  I  happen 
to  come  from  the  city  of  Keene  which  has  some  large  insur- 
ance companies.  There  is  no  question  that  they  have  related 
their  fears  to  me  about  this  section  of  the  bill.  I  will  not  vote 
to  defeat  a  bill  that  I  think  has  some  merit.  I  am  asking  the 
people  in  this  room  and  some  people  upstairs  if  they  can  in 
the  next  few  days,  work  to  take  that  provision  out.  I  will 
have  to  take  some  of  the  responsibility  myself.  I  did  not  speak 
to  it,  I  realize  that.  Again,  I  guess  maybe  I  thought  that  it 
would  be  addressed  in  the  Committee  of  Conference.  I  would 
just  hope  that  in  the  next  few  days  of  this  Legislature  that 
someone  could  do  something  about  that  one  part  that  I  ob- 
ject to.  I  will  not  vote  to  kill  the  whole  bill  because  of  that. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  If  there  was  not  some  concern  from 
everyone  involved,  would  it  have  been  possible  to  have  killed 
this  bill  without  bringing  it  to  the  floor? 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  I  think  so  Senator. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  In  other  words  if  I  were  determined 
to  kill  that  bill,  the  subject  matter,  could  I  have  refused  to 
sign  the  Committee  of  Conference  report  and  it  would  still 
be  over  there  in  the  draw? 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  We  discussed  that.  Sen.  Bergeron.  There 
is  no  question  about  that.  You  could  have  done  that. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Would  you  also  believe  that  the  only 
reason  for  my  discussion  on  this  is  so  that  everyone  under- 
stands that  I  think  that  there  is  a  problem  with  it,  you  are 
taxing  people  who  shouldn't  be  taxed  and  you  are  letting 
the  guilty  party  get  away  with  that  section? 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  The  way  you  have  been  buffering  it 
around  the  last  few  days  I  want  to  agree  with  you  and  give 
you  some  kind  of  confidence.  Senator. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  I  just  want  to  reiterate  some  of  the 
things  I  said  yesterday.  This  particular  provision  was  discussed 
in  committee.  I  discussed  it  with  the  people  in  the  Senate 
President's   office   as  late   as  yesterday   afternoon,   asking  to 
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see  if  there  was  anything  we  could  do  to  take  that  out,  and 
I  was  told  that  there  isn't  anything  we  can  do  to  take  that 
out  at  this  point.  A  vote  against  this  bill  at  this  stage  of  the 
game,  a  vote  no  for  the  bill,  is  a  vote  in  favor  of  drunk  drivers. 
It  is  that  simple.  If  we  could  have  done  it  before  we  would 
have  done  it. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Sen.  Champagne,  I  was  half  asleep  during 
the  debate,  but  I  will  ask  you  a  simple  question.  What  is  the 
Senate  President  supposed  to  do? 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Well,  I  would  suggest  you  stay  awake, 
but  yesterday  afternoon  .  .  . 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  would  if  it  were  interesting. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Yesterday  afternoon  I  checked  with 
people  in  your  office  and  said  is  there  any  way  I  can  take 
this  provision  .  .  . 

SEN.  MONIER:  You  answered  my  question. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Well  let  me  finish  answering  it.  Is 
there  any  way  I  can  take  .  .  . 

SEN.  MONIER:  Why? 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  Any  way  I  can  take  the  double  damage 
provision  out  of  here  and  save  the  bill,  because  I  was  interested 
in  saving  the  bill.  That  is  what  I  did  yesterday  afternoon. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  heard  the  Senate  President's  name  used 
or  the  title,  and  I  will  be  frank  with  you,  I  will  stay  awake 
if  you  have  something  to  say.  That  is  all  I  want  to  know. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  We  thought  we  did. 

Adopted. 

COMMITTEE  OF  CONFERENCE  REPORT  ON  HB  894 

The  committee  of  conference  to  which  was  referred  House 
Bill  894,  An  Act  to  increase  the  minimum  Umits  of  motor 
vehicle  Uability  insurance  for  bodily  injury  and  relative  to 
uninsured  motorist  coverage  having  considered  the  same,  re- 
port the  same  with  the  following  recommendations: 

That  the  House  recede  from  its  position  of  nonconcurrence 
with  the  Senate,  amendment,  and 

That  the  Senate  recede  from  its  position  in  adopting  its 
amendment  to  the  bill,  and 
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That  the  Senate  and  House  adopt  the  following  new  amend- 
ment to  the  bill  as  amended  by  the  Senate,  and  pass  the  bill  as 
so  amended: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Limits  of  Liability  for  Bodily  Injury  or  Death.  Amend  RSA 
268:1,  VII  as  amended  by  striking  out  said  paragraph  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

VII.  "Motor  vehicle  liabihty  pohcy",  a  policy  of  liabihty 
insurance  which  provides: 

(a)  indemnity  for  or  protection  to  the  insured  and  any  person 
responsible  to  him  for  the  operation  of  the  insured's  motor 
vehicle,  trailer,  or  semi-trailer  who  has  obtained  possession  or 
control  thereof  with  his  express  or  implied  consent,  against  loss 
by  reason  of  the  liability  to  pay  damages  to  others  for  damage 
to  property,  except  property  of  others  in  charge  of  the  insured 
or  his  employees,  or  bodily  injuries,  including  death  at  any  time 
resulting  therefrom,  accidentally  sustained  during  the  term  of 
said  policy  by  any  person  other  than  the  insured,  or  employees 
of  the  insured  actually  operating  the  motor  vehicle  or  such 
other  person  responsible  as  aforesaid  who  are  entitled  to  pay- 
ments or  benefits  under  the  provisions  of  any  workmen's  com- 
pensation act  arising  out  of  the  ownership,  operation,  main- 
tenance, control,  or  use  within  the  Limits  of  the  United  States 
of  America  or  the  Dominion  of  Canada  of  such  motor  vehicle, 
trailer  or  semi-trailer,  to  the  amount  or  limit  of  at  least  $25,000 
on  account  of  injury  to  or  death  of  any  one  person,  and  sub- 
ject to  such  limit  as  respects  injury  or  death  of  one  person,  of 
at  least  $50,000  on  account  of  any  one  accident  resulting  in 
injury  to  or  death  of  more  than  one  person,  and  at  least  $25,000 
for  damage  to  property  of  others,  as  herein  provided,  or  a 
binder  pending  the  issue  of  such  a  poUcy  or  an  endorsement 
to  an  existing  pohcy,  as  defined  in  RSA  268:15,  16  and  18  and 

(b)  which  further  provides  indemnity  for  or  protection  to  the 
named  insured  and  to  the  spouse  of  such  named  insured  as  in- 
sured if  a  resident  of  the  same  household,  or  the  private  chauf- 
feur or  domestic  servant  acting  within  the  scope  of  the  employ- 
ment of  any  such  insured  with  respect  to  the  presence  of  any 
such  insured  in  any  other  motor  vehicle,  from  Uability  as  a 
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result  of  accidents  which  occur  in  New  Hampshire  due  to  the 
driving  of  any  motor  vehicle,  trailer,  or  semi-trailer  not  owned 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  such  insured,  provided,  however,  the 
insurance  afforded  under  this  subparagraph  (b)  applies  only  if 
no  other  valid  and  collectible  insurance  is  available  to  the 
insured. 

2  Satisfaction  of  Financial  ResponsibiHty  Requirements. 
Amend  RSA  268:10  as  amended  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

I.  When  $25,000  has  been  credited  upon  any  judgment  or 
judgments  rendered  in  excess  of  that  amount  because  of  bodily 
injury  to  or  death  of  one  person  as  the  result  of  any  one  acci- 
dent; or 

II.  When,  subject  to  such  limit  of  $25,000  because  of  bodily 
injury  to  or  death  of  one  person,  the  sum  of  $50,000  has  been 
credited  upon  any  judgment  or  judgments  rendered  in  excess  of 
that  amount  because  of  bodily  injury  to  or  death  of  2  or  more 
persons  as  the  result  of  any  one  accident;  or 

III.  When  $25,000  has  been  credited  upon  any  judgment  or 
judgments  rendered  in  excess  of  that  amount  because  of  injury 
to  or  destruction  of  property  of  others  as  a  result  of  any  one 
accident. 

Credit  for  such  amounts  shall  be  deemed  a  satisfaction  of  any 
such  judgment  or  judgments  in  excess  of  said  amounts  only  for 
the  purpose  of  this  chapter. 

Payments  made  in  settlement  of  any  claims  because  of  bodily 
injury,  death  of  property  damage  arising  from  a  motor  vehicle 
accident  shall  be  credited  in  reduction  of  the  amounts  provided 
for  in  this  section. 

3  Uninsured  Motorist  Coverage.  Amend  RSA  268:15-a,  I 
and  II  as  inserted  by  1967,  284:2  as  amended  by  striking  out 
said  paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:

persons  insured  thereunder  who  are  legally  entitled  to  recover 
damages  from  owners  or  drivers  of  uninsured  motor  vehicles, 
and  hit-and-run  vehicles  because  of  bodily  injury,  sickness  or 
disease,  including  death  resulting  therefrom.  When  an  insured 
elects  to  purchase  Uability  insurance  in  an  amount  greater  than 
the  minimum  coverage  required  by  RSA  268:1,  VII,  his  unin- 
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sured   motorist  coverage  shall  automatically  be  equal  to  the 
habihty  coverage  elected. 

II.  For  the  purpose  of  this  coverage,  the  term  "uninsured 
motor  vehicle"  shall,  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
such  coverage,  be  extended  to  and  include  an  insured  motor 
vehicle  where  the  liabihty  insurer  thereof  is  unable  to  make 
payment  with  respect  to  the  legal  liability  of  its  insured  within 
the  limits  specified  therein  because  of  insolvency.  In  the  event 
of  such  insolvency,  and  if  no  other  insurance  applies,  uninsured 
motorist  coverage  shall  provide  for  no  less  than  $25,000  coverage 
for  injury  to  or  destruction  of  property  in  any  one  accident.

6  Satisfaction  of  Financial  Responsibility  Requirements 
(Recodified).  Amend  RSA  264:8,  I  by  striking  out  said  para- 
graph and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

I.  Every  judgment  herein  referred  to  shall  for  the  purpose 
of  this  chapter  be  deemed  satisfied: 

(a)  When  $25,000  has  been  credited  upon  any  judgment

motor  vehicles,  and  hit-and-run  vehicles  because  of  bodily 
injury,  sickness  or  disease,  including  death  resulting  therefrom.

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  feel  kind  of  sad  to  see  that  the 
Committee  of  Conference  couldn't  come  to  an  agreement. 
Because  there  is  not  an  agreement  it  is  forcing  me  to  make 
a  statement  at  the  present  time.  First  I  would  like  to  have 
the  Senate  know  that  I  did  meet  with  the  Democratic  leader- 
ship and  most  of  the  Democrats  in  this  Senate.  I  have  asked 
them  to  ask  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
to  put  a  stop  to  all  this  foolishness  and  to  get  off  Bob  Herlihy's 
back  and  stop  them  from  taking  his  job  away.  I  was  going 
to  make  this  statement  yesterday,  one  hour  after  we  recessed, 
but  I  felt  that  I  ought  to  sleep  on  it  and  make  the  statement 
today.  I  thought  maybe  that  I  would  get  a  response  from 
the  Governor's  office  about  leaving  Bob  Herlihy  aone.  I  have 
known  Bob  Herlihy  to  be  an  honest  man.  I  have  always  known 
him  to  be  working  for  the  interests  of  his  job  as  well  as  bringing 
profits  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  I  hate  very  much  to 
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see  one  of  the  largest  revenue  departments  in  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  go  to  pieces.  Therefore  at  this  time  I  am 
making  it  public  that  Bob  Herlihy  is  taking  a  rap  for  some- 
body else.  And  Bob  Herlihy  is  not  protecting  himself  and  I 
want  you  to  know  that  I  went  to  the  Liquor  Commissioner 
this  morning  and  I  had  a  talk  with  Bob  Herlihy  and  I  have 
informed  Bob  Herliliy  that  he  has  got  to  get  out  and  he  has 
got  to  tell  the  truth  and  you  have  to  tell  them  what  really 
is  happening  and  why  are  you  letting  this  go  on  when  you 
know  it  is  going  to  hurt  your  future,  it  is  going  to  hurt  your 
family.  Therefore  I  have  informed  him  that  I  was  going  to 
make  a  statement  that  Bob  Herlihy  is  being  used  and  is  taking 
the  rap  for  somebody  else.  I  can  tell  you  what  that  rap  is 
and  I'm  sure  that  some  of  you  know  what  I  am  talking  about. 
I  am  going  to  let  the  Attorney  General  go  to  Bob  Herlihy 
and  see  if  Bob  Herlihy  will  tell  them  who  he  is  covering.  And 
certainly  Bob  ought  to  be  protecting  his  own  self  as  well  as 
his  family  because  if  he  is  fired  from  that  job  that  man  will 
never  be  able  to  get  another  job.  I  want  you  people  to  know 
that  I  have  never  let  a  friend  down  and  I'm  not  going  to  let 
Bob  Herlihy  go  down  either.  And  if  Bob  Herlihy  doesn't  come 
out  and  tell,  then  I  will  make  a  statement  on  this  floor  before 
we  adjourn  this  session,  because  I  want  to  put  a  stop  to  this 
foolishness.  Bob  Herlihy  is  doing  his  job.  Bob  Herlihy  is  honest. 
Bob  Herlihy  is  trustworthy.  And  he  has  done  nothing  else 
but  a  good  job.  I  would  like  to  see  this  matter  stopped.  There 
has  been  so  much  said  about  Bob  Herlihy  and  a  lot  of  the 
statements  that  have  been  made  were  untrue.  Untrue.  It  is 
about  time  it  comes  to  a  head  so  that  our  people  in  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  won't  feel  that  Bob  Herlihy  has  committed 
a  crime. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I  just  want  to  state  one  last  time,  for 
the  record,  that  the  position  of  the  Senate  is  not  encased 
in  concrete.  We  are  ready,  we  are  willing,  we  are  able  to  reach 
some  kind  of  a  compromise  to  insure  that  the  second  largest 
revenue  producer  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  can  con- 
tinue. We  will  wait  upon  the  House  Conferees. 

SEN.  BROWN:  I  would  like  to  speak  as  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Conference  on  HB  188,  the  issue  presently 
on  the  floor.  There  is  an  awful  lot  of  truth  to  what  Sen.  La- 
montagne  has  said,  without  going  into  it  any  deeper.  My  col- 
league Sen.  Lessard  was  also  on  the  committee.  We  tried  in 
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every  way,  every  possible  way,  to  compromise.  We  presented 
five  different  compromises  and  they  presented  not  one  to  us. 
They  were  very  firm  in  their  position.  It  was  very  obvious 
that  in  no  way  were  they  going  to  even  try  to  compromise 
with  us.  It  is  too  bad  that  such  a  thing  exists  but  unfortun- 
ately it  has  been  that  way  with  some  other  issues  too.  I  don't 
know  why  it  exists  but  it  does.  I  will  tell  you  this  in  all  honesty, 
I  think  this  department  is  terminated  and  some  way,  some 
where  along  the  Une,  in  the  Executive  Branch,  the  Legisla- 
ture, somewhere,  you  had  better  make  provisions  to  go  into 
the  private  enterprise  system  in  relation  to  liquor.  And  boy 
if  you  end  up  in  that  and  they  do  it  like  they  do  in  Massa- 
chusetts, you  will  really  have  problems  in  this  state. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  think  that  it  has  got  to  be  put  in  the 
record  very  quickly  that  I  think  this  is  a  very  poor  response 
to  what  the  sunset  was  built  for.  I  am  going  to  support  the 
committee  report  simply  because  I  know  from  firsthand  the 
many  hours  of  effort  that  were  put  in  to  compromise  when 
no  compromise  was  at  all  acceptable.  It  seems  too  bad  that 
the  sunset  process  has  deteriorated  into  this  type  of  non- 
negotiable  activities.  However,  it  has  become  evident  to  many 
of  us  who  have  watched  it  very  carefully  throughout  the 
months,  that  certain  issues  in  the  sunset  are  being  used  for 
purposes  other  than  what  the  sunset  was  for.  In  this  parti- 
cular case  I  think  that  is  a  very  true  statement.  I  want  to  com- 
pliment Sen.  Brown,  Sen.  Lessard,  and  Sen.  Wiggins,  for  the 
efforts  they  put  forth  in  this.  I  know  for  a  fact  of  at  least 
five  different  compromise  positions  that  were  put  forth.  I 
do  not  know  of  one  that  was  acceptable  to  the  other  side, 
and  I  will  stand  corrected  if  the  committee  would  tell  me 
so.  I  do  not  know  of  one  written,  succinct  compromise  put 
forth  from  the  House  side.  Not  a  single  one.  It  calls  into  ques- 
tion the  whole  issue  of  sunset.  And  it  calls  it  into  question 
in  such  a  fashion  that  I  for  one  am  going  to  seriously  con- 
sider that  in  the  next  legislative  session,  or  during  any  pre- 
vious session,  that  this  Body  consider  the  whole  process.  This 
has  been  used  in  this  particular  case.  We  know  that  the  sunset 
process  has  been  used  in  other  cases  such  as  the  issue  of  HB 
539,  which  we  discussed  on  this  floor  before.  I  think  that 
is  too  bad,  but  I  will  also  state  that  the  Senate  will  leave  itself 
open  to  do  anything  we  can  during  the  future,  and  there  is 
a   nine   month   period  of  time,  to  reaccomplish  what  sunset 
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really  means,  restructuring  it.  It  does  not  mean  political  games 
with  it.  I  repeat,  the  Senate  offered  at  least  five  different 
positions  on  different  portions  of  the  House  position,  not 
one  was  received  and  no  compromise  was  offered  from  the 
other  side.  I  think  we  have  no  choice  but  to  adopt  the  com- 
mittee report  as  it  is  today.

The  commissioner  of  public  works 
and  highways  is  authorized  to  reorganize  the  division  of  public 
works  as  created  by  RSA  228  by  merging  of  personnel  from 
the  special  projects  section  of  the  division  of  special  services 
to  create  an  expanded  division  of  public  works  and  special 
services  whose  responsibiHty  shall  be  the  construction  and 
maintenance  supervision  of  all  projects  defined  in  RSA  228:4 
as  "maintenance  and  betterments  in  fixed  plants  and  build- 
ings." The  commissioner  is  further  authorized  to  create  within 
available  appropriations  of  the  merged  sections  a  position 
of  assistant  chief  engineer  —  public  works,  labor  grade  34. 
The  commissioner  is  further  authorized  to  keep  a  record  of 
expenses  during  the  biennium  on  projects  financed  from  other 
funds  and  furnish  a  report  of  same  annually  to  the  president 
of  the  senate  and  the  speaker  of  the  house  for  reimbursement 
purposes. 

24  Capital  Planning  Committee.  Amend  RSA  by  inserting 
after  chapter  17-1  the  following  new  chapter: 

CHAPTER  17-J 
CAPITAL  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

17-J:1  Committee  Established.  There  is  hereby  established 
a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  capital  planning  committee. 
The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  9  members  of  which 
3  shall  be  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  appointed 
by  the  speaker,  3  shall  be  members  of  the  senate  appointed 
by  the  president,  one  shall  be  a  representative  of  the  governor 
appointed  by  the  governor,  one  shall  be  the  commissioner 
of  pubHc  works  and  highways  or  his  designee,  and  one  shall 
be  the  comptroller  or  his  designee.  The  legislative  members 
shall  serve  for  the  balance  of  their  elected  terms  and  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  governor  shall  serve  for  the  balance  of  the 
term  of  the  governor.  The  committee  shall  choose  a  chair- 
man, vice-chairman  and  clerk.  The  members  shall  receive 
no  compensation  for  their  services  but  the  legislative  members 
shall  receive  legislative  mileage  while  on  official  business. 
Each  member  shall  be  reimbursed  for  his  expenses  incurred 
on  official  business. 

17-J: 2  Powers  and  Duties.  The  committee  shall  study  the 
physical  needs  and  financial  resources  of  the  state.  It  shall 
develop  a  plan  to  coordinate  the  needs  and  resources  into  a 
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feasible  long  range  capital  improvement  program  for  the  entire 
state  and  shall  make  recommendations  for  improvements 
in  the  capital  budget  process.  In  conducting  its  study,  the 
committee  may  hold  hearings  at  such  times  and  in  such  places 
as  the  committee  shall  deem  advisable  to  enable  the  com- 
mittee to  most  efficiently  fulfill  its  duties.  The  committee 
may  require  the  assistance  of  any  state  department,  com- 
mission, board,  agency  or  institution  in  conducting  its  studies 
and  such  departments,  commissions,  boards  and  agencies 
and  institutions  are  hereby  directed  to  assist  said  committee 
whenever  the  committee  so  requests. 

17-J:3  Reports.  The  committee  shall  issue  a  long  term  capi- 
tal improvement  plan  for  the  state  on  or  before  December  1 
in  each  even  numbered  year.  Said  report  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  presiding  officers  of  each  house  and  shall  be  a  public 
document  available  to  the  public. 

25  Effective  Date. 

I.  Sections  1-12  and  18-24  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  July  1, 
1981. 

II.  Sections  13-17  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  June  30,  1981.

SEN.  SANBORN:  I  think  it  would  be  good  to  explain  what 
is  in  this  amendment  and  in  this  capital  budget  bill.  Early 
in  this  session  we  passed  the  so-called  fast  track  bill  which 
amounted  to  about  a  httle  over  $16  miUion.  This  bill  con- 
tains $14,700,000.  It  might  be  of  interest  to  the  Senate  and 
for  the  record  that  two  of  the  projects  on  the  fast  track  bill 
have  alreahy  been  let.  One,  the  Seacoast  Regional  Vo-Tech- 
nical  School  for  $1  milHon  less  than  was  anticipated  the  cost

of  that  building  to  be.  The  Laconia  Foundation  has  been 
let,  it  cost  only  $85,000  where  we  appropriated  $200,000. 
So  we  already  gained  over  $1.1  million  in  getting  those  bids 
out  early.  The  prison  is  going  to  be  coming  in  this  week  and 
we  are  hoping  that  we  will  be  able  to  go  along  on  this  same 
process  with  the  fast  track  bill  and  actually  be  saving  the 
State  money.  For  a  quick  look  through  the  bill:  the  acqui- 
sition and  renovation  of  the  Old  Mill  No.  1  in  Claremont, 
Sen.  Wiggins  district,  is  in  there  for  $1,675,000.  In  the  second 
section,  Sky  Haven  Airport,  the  Bergeron  Memorial  Airport, 
with  $131,000  of  state  funds,  the  rest  put  in  by  the  federal 
government.  In  Section  3  the  first  part  is  an  engineering  audit 
and  implementation  of  the  recommendations  for  $1  million 
on  all  of  our  Vo-Tech  colleges  throughout  the  state.  We  have 
the  New  Hampshire  Technical  Institute  in  here,  designs  and 
plans  for  a  multi-purpose  classroom.  This  is  in  Sen.  Rice's 
district.  Also  for  dental  hygienic  equipment,  architectural 
equipment,  mechanical  engineering  electronic  equipment, 
for  a  total  of  $434,000.  The  Beriin  Vo-Technical  College, 
Sen.  Lamontagne's  district,  various  other  equipment,  new 
stoves  for  the  culinary  arts  department,  for  $119,000.  In 
Claremont,  in  5en.  Wiggins'  district  again,  various  pieces  of 
equipment  that  they  wanted  to  update  their  program,  $47,500. 
Laconia  Vo-Tech,  Sen.  Freese's  district,  some  other  instruc- 
tional equipment  required  to  update  their  programs  to  the 
tune  of  $48,000.  The  Manchester  Vo-Tech,  Sen.  Stephen's, 
Sen.  Podles,  and  Sen.  Champagne's  districts,  $224,000.  The 
Nashua  Vo-Tech,  various  equipment,  machine  tools,  secre- 
tarial, automotive,  and  applied  computer  technological  equip- 
ment for  $137,000.  Some  other  equipment  in  the  automotive 
services  and  industrial  and  electronic  equipment  for  the  Ports- 
mouth Vo-Tech,  Sen.  Splaine's  district,  for  $28,950. 

In  the  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare,  Glencliff,  Sen. 
Hough's  district,  $100,000.  There  will  be  another  Httle  piece 
for  Sen.  Hough  a  httle  later.  To  go  back  to  Resources  and 
Economic  Development,  snow  making  on  Mt.  Sunapee  in 
Sen.  Chandler's  district,  and  on  Cannon  Mt.,  Sen.  Lamon- 
tagne  should  be  interested  in  that  because  it  is  going  to  help 
in  his  North  Country,  Portsmouth  Fish  Pier  dredging  for  Sen. 
Splaine,  and  the  Hampton  Beach  Seashell  Rehabilitation  for 
Sen.  Preston,  for  $250,000. 
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In  the  Department  of  Safety,  Troop  E  barracks,  Sen. 
Conley's  district,  and  for  Sen.  Mann  we  are  going  to  try  and 
find  a  piece  of  land  for  Troop  B  for  $  100,000. 

Veterans'  Homes,  many  of  us  are  interested  in  this  and 
here  is  where  one  of  the  departments  really  came  back  and 
did  something  for  us,  they  went  out  and  got  gifts  and  dona- 
tions to  the  tune  of  $213,000.  The  state  will  match  it  to  the 
tune  of  $95,000,  with  that  we  are  able  to  add  the  storeroom, 
the  new  garage,  and  the  recreation  room  that  was  badly  needed 
up  there.  That  is  in  Sen.  Conley's  district. 

Water  Resources  Board,  Masacoma  Lake  Dam,  where  the 
city  of  Lebanon  and  Sen.  Hough  get  their  water,  we  repaired 
their  dam. 

Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control,  we  continue  with 
the  Winnipesaukee  River  Basin  Program,  Franklin,  Sen.  Chand- 
ler, and  Belmont.  Hopefully  this  will  finish  up  the  Winnipe- 
saukee River  and  Lake  Basin. 

And  for  Sen.  Rice  we  have  the  designs  and  plans  for  a  new 
mechanical  division  garage  on  Sheep  Davis  Road  in  Concord. 
This  just  carries  out  a  long  term  commitment  that  we  have 
had  in  public  works  that  will  do  designs  and  plans  in  one  ses- 
sion and  then  decide  to  do  the  final  construction  and  so  forth 
in  the  following  session. 

The  total  amounts  to  about,  as  I  said  earlier,  $14,715,288. 
There  are  some  little  changes  in  the  payments.  Most  of  the 
stuff  usually  comes  out  of  the  General  Fund,  however,  the 
Hampton  Beach  Seashell  Rehabilitation  Project  will  be  paid 
for  by  the  Hampton  Beach  Parking  Meter  account.  They  tell 
us  that  all  the  bonds  in  that  account  have  all  been  paid  off 
and  there  will  be  money  in  that  account  so  that  Hampton 
Beach  will  actually  pay  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  shell 
down  there.  Following  that  there  are  several  changes  in  there 
that  are  only  bringing  the  capital  budget  of  last  session  up 
to  date  so  that  Lebanon  and  a  few  of  the  other  works  that 
were  in  there  for  various  airports  around  the  state,  could 
be  completed.  Over  on  page  8  we  have  a  few  little  changes. 
We  say  that  as  soon  as  the  Portsmouth  Vo-Technical  College 
is  empty  and  the  new  one  in  use  in  Stratham,  that  that  build- 
ing will  be  sold  by  the  state  and  the  money  received  from 
there  used  to  reduce  our  bonded  indebtedness.  This  also  goes 
for  the  item  immediately  following.  We  found  out  that  the 
Superintendent's  house  at  the  YDC  was  in  such  a  condition 
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no  longer  used,  somebody  was  living  there  who  worked  on 
the  grounds  only  to  protect  that  piece  of  property.  The  school 
had  no  further  use  for  it,  it  would  cost  to  much  to  try  to 
rehabilitate  it  for  use  by  the  school,  so  we  decided  to  sell 
that.  That  money  will  be  apphed  against  bonded  indebted- 
ness. 

At  the  top  of  page  9,  an  item  of  interest,  it  seems  that 
some  feel  that  the  Fish  and  Game  Building  in  Newmarket 
is  surplus.  They  had  requested  after  looking  at  the  capital 
budget  in  December,  that  the  state  put  $100,000  into  reno- 
vating that  building.  We  can't  see  putting  $100,000  into  reno- 
vating any  building  and  turning  it  over  to  the  town  of  New- 
market, so  we  are  selling  the  Fish  and  Game  building  to  the 
town  of  Newmarket  for  the  sum  of  $  1 .  They  are  very  happy 
to  get  it,  so  the  selectmen  tell  us. 

Item  20,  these  are  various  repair  projects  throughout  the 
state  that  are  banded  more  or  less  into  one  group.  We  have 
instructed  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways 
to  more  or  less  lump  these  various  projects  together.  As  you 
may  notice  there  are  many  boilers  in  there  that  someone 
who  is  in  the  business  can  try  to  bid  them  all  in  and  they 
can  probably  get  them  at  a  lower  price.  This  is  anticipation. 

On  the  very  last  page,  on  the  bottom  of  page  12,  capital 
planning  committee.  This  is  a  new  section.  This  came  out 
of  the  LBA's  office,  a  recommendation  from  other  bonding 
councils  and  so  forth,  that  we  have  no  planning  of  future 
capital  projects  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  What  this 
does  is  estabhsh  a  committee  that  will  look  into  the  various 
needs  or  wants  of  departments  within  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  prepare  a  long  range  capital  budget  for  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire.  That  is  looking  down  the  road  as  much 
as  five,  ten,  fifteen  years  ahead  to  see  what  we  can  afford 
over  the  coming  years.  The  bonding  councils  have  all  agreed 
that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  lacks  it  and  this  is  very  much 
needed  within  our  state.  We  personally  think  that  we  have 
done  a  pretty  good  job  on  this  capital  budget  this  year  and 
we  hope  that  the  Senate  will  pass  it. 

SEN.  MONIER:  What  is  the  bonding  on  the  fast  track  ap- 
propriations. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  That  is  the  same  as  this  bill  that  you 
have  before  you.  Anything  that  is  in  there  and  has  an  asterik 
is  five  years.  Anything  else  is  twenty  years.  We  have  had  some 
bills  in  the  past  and  made  them  a  ten-year  bond. 
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SEN.  MONIER:  Do  you  have  any  idea  what  this  totaled 
up  to  and  how  they  did  it? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  The  one  that  you  have  here  is  $14  million 
actually,  and  I  would  say  better  than  half  of  it  was  in  five 
year  bonds  and  the  rest  in  twenty  year  bonds. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Can  you  give  me  some  similar  idea  with 
respect  to  the  other  fast  tracks? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  I  would  say  a  good  three-quarters  of 
the  fast  track  bill  would  be  twenty  year  bonds. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Senate  to  seriously 
reconsider  their  action  on  this  bill.  I  would  like  also  to  have 
the  Senate  recognize  that  in  looking  at  these  fast  tracks  and 
and  I  will  stand  corrected  by  Sen.  Sanborn  because  he  is  much 
more  knowledgeable  in  this  than  I  am,  the  General  Funds 
are  $15,316,000.  In  HB  727  the  General  Fund  level  is  $16 
million  and  the  Highway  is  $728,000,  but  no  one  has  said 
yet  what  the  total  bondedness  is  to  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  total  cost  is  $33.5  milHon  in  a  two-year  biennium. 
In  a  period  of  time  when  we  are  already  talking  fiscal  restraint. 
Of  that  total,  if  my  figures  are  correct,  about  1/3  of  that 
total  would  therefore  be  in  five  year  bonds.  And  about  2/3 's 
of  it  would  be  in  twenty  year  bonds.  I  have  asked  the  finance 
aide  to  bring  me  a  couple  more  figures  but  in  the  meantime 
I  would  like  you  to  all  to  Hsten  to  this  figure,  the  required 
principal  and  interest  on  these  two  bills,  over  the  hfe  of  the 
bond,  1/3  five  years,  2/3 's  approximately  twenty  years,  is 
$64  million.  I  say  this  not  because  I  stand  in  opposition  to 
the  bill,  I  say  this  because  I  think  every  Senator  ought  to 
seriously  consider  their  actions  on  this  Committee  of  Con- 
ference for  this  bill.  I  think  that  as  a  result  of  those  kinds 
of  figures,  I  would  like  to  ask  after  everyone  else  wishes  to 
speak  to  this,  that  I  could  make  a  motion.  This  is  not  an  indict- 
ment. This  is  not  an  argument  against  the  bill.  I  make  that 
clear.  What  it  is,  it  is  something  that  we  should  seriously  con- 
sider. $64  million  in  principle  and  interest  is  what  you  are 
paying  for  if  you  accept  both  of  these  bills.  It  seems  to  me 
that  this  is  a  high  price  to  pay  for  all  of  the  various  things 
that  are  within  both  bills.  I  compliment  the  Committee  of 
Conference  and  the  House  Pubhc  Works  Committee,  I  believe 
it  is  called,  and  our  section  of  the  Finance  Committee,  in 
their  efforts  on  this.  This  is  not  a  criticism  of  their  efforts. 
It  is  merely  that  we  are  now  in  a  process,  in  a  mode,  in  which 
if  we  continue  this  kind  of  spending  and  the  kind  of  spend- 
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ing  that  is  now  going  to  be  put  forth  before  the  Committee 
of  Conference  on  House  budget  600,  this  state  has  not  done 
one  single  blessed  thing  to  reduce  its  spending.  It  has  done 
instead  exactly  what  every  state  and  this  state  had  promised 
not  to  do  in  the  Senate.  It  has  expended  this  money.  I  there- 
fore think  that  after  everyone  else  has  had  a  chance  to  speak 
I  would  like  to  be  recognized  for  a  motion. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  That  $64  million,  is  that  the  total 
appropriation  and  interest,  including  the  federal  money  or 
just  the  state  money? 

SEN.  MONIER:  It  is  the  principle  and  interest  and  I  can't 
answer  that  specific  question.  There  is  very  little  federal  money 
in  what  we  have  talked  about.  There  are  only  Highway  funds 
and  General  Funds. 

SEN.  MANN:  I  hope  you  realize  that  this  isn't  all  the  bond- 
ing that  we  have  done  this  year,  it  is  not  all  in  this  particular 
bill.  We  have,  I  think  Sen.  Sanborn  said  it  not  too  long  ago, 
that  even  without  this  bill  we  are  around  $60  million.  If  in 
the  present  bond  market,  instead  of  being  $60  million,  you 
are  up  around  $120  million  because  you  can  just  multiply 
it  by  2  and  that  is  about  what  it  comes  out,  what  it  is  going 
to  cost  the  state.  But  since  then  we  have  done  $11  million, 
I  think,  for  the  101.  It  is  all  money  and  I  just  wanted  to  know 
if  you  realize  that  what  you  are  saying  has  a  heck  of  a  lot 
more  on  top  of  it. 

SEN.  MONIER:  If  I  didn't  realize  it  Sen.  Mann  I  wouldn't 
be  on  the  floor.  However,  I  can't  answer  you  about  the  other 
kinds  of  bonds.  I  don't  have  money  enough  to  worry  about 
bonds  or  anything  like  that.  The  things  that  I  do  know,  if 
you-  would  like  to  continue  bonding,  is  that  the  state  at  the 
present  time,  and  that  once  again  has  no  reference  to  this 
bill,  if  you  take  the  state  as  a  whole,  as  a  legislative  fiscal 
committee  had  a  study  done  about  March  or  April,  in  which 
we  had  first  found  out  just  exactly  what  the  state's  bonding 
level  is.  It  is  over  $1  billion. 

SEN.  MONIER:  If  the  Senate  would  indulge  me.  I  want 
you  to  understand  now  so  that  there  is  no  question.  I  will 
probably  vote  for  this  bill  but  I  want  the  Senate  and  myself 
to  have  the  time  to  consider  it.  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Senate 
to  allow  me  to  put  it  on  the  table  and  I  would  take  it  off 
as  the  first  order  of  business  tomorrow. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Laying  it  on  the  table  is  a  nondebatable 
motion. 
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SEN.  BLAISDELL:  I  know  it  is  but  I'm  going  to  be  gone 
tomorrow  for  a  funeral.  I  want  to  know  if  it  is  going  to  be 
taken  off  tomorrow.  I  want  to  be  here  when  it  is  taken  off. 
Is  it  going  to  be  tomorrow? 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  withdraw  my  motion  at  the  present  time. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Could  I  for  the  record  say  that  Sen.  Blais- 
dell  asked  me  about  that  before  and  I  forgot  it.

SEN.  LESSARD:  Sen.  Boyer  asked  for  a  roll  call  on  this 
and  was  not  heard  at  that  time.  As  a  courtesy  to  the  Senator 
I  would  like  for  the  Senate  to  reconsider  its  vote  on  HB  727 
so  that  Sen.  Boyer's  request  for  a  roll  call  can  then  be  taken 
and  we  can  pass  it  on.  We  would  appreciate  your  voting  for 
reconsideration  on  this. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  would  indeed  consider  it  a  personal  favor. 
I  understand  the  Chair  was  busy  with  a  number  of  things 
at  the  time  but  I  did  ask  for  a  roll  call.  I  was  advised  by  Sen. 
Splaine  who  was  at  the  other  side  of  the  room  that  he  heard 
my  request.  I  was  advised  by  the  press  which  is  at  this  other 
end  of  the  room  that  they  heard  my  request.

Sen.  Splaine  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  have  a  Rule  44  that  I  think  all  members 
of  the  Senate  would  like  to  listen  to.  I  will  make  sure  that  those 
who  might  not  want  to  listen  will  have  copies.  This  morning 
I  had  the  opportunity,  everyone  had  the  opportunity  I  guess, 
to  listen  to  some  comments  made  by  the  House  Speaker  con- 
cerning what  he  saw  during  the  last  few  hours  of  the  Legis- 
lature and  the  problems  with  Committees  of  Conferences. 
I  was  both  very  proud  to  have  the  opportunity  to  listen  to 
the  House  Speaker  and  at  the  same  time  quite  embarrassed 
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to  be  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  at  the  same  time.  I  think 
he  made  some  very  good  points.  His  comments  when  he  spoke 
to  the  House  next  door  alluding  to  the  situation  that  we  got 
into  yesterday  which  I  had  spoken  on  yesterday,  on  the  licens- 
ing boards  and  the  consoHdation  of  the  state  agencies.  Another 
speaker  followed  him,  also  alluding  to  the  issue  of  the  licensing 
boards.  That  got  me  to  being  very  concerned  about  what 
happened  yesterday  so  I  did  a  lot  of  research  during  the  day, 
talked  to  a  lot  of  people.  This  is  what  I  have  to  say  about  it. 
Something  happened  on  this  Senate  floor  yesterday  which 
I  think  should,  must  in  fact,  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
all  Senate  members.  It  involves  integrity,  honesty,  beliefs, 
of  members  of  this  body.  And  when  I  as  a  member  of  this 
Senate  sit  here  in  this  Chamber  and  listen  to  information 
that  is  simply  not  true.  When  I  as  a  member  of  this  Senate 
sit  here  in  this  Chamber  and  I  am  not  told  the  true  facts  on 
a  matter,  I  become  quite  angry.  I  think  the  Senate  and  each 
member  of  this  Body  deserves  the  truth  and  deserves  facts. 
We  were  told  yesterday  in  considering  the  centralized  licensing 
issue,  and  I  hope  I'm  speaking  loud  enough  for  those  who 
may  be  out  in  the  anteroom,  HB  539  the  consolidation  of 
boards  and  commissions,  that  members  of  the  House  work- 
ing on  the  issue  and  the  budget  were  unwilling  to  bend.  We 
were  told  that  the  Senate  had  offered  two  or  three  alterna- 
tive proposals  and  that  the  members  of  the  House  during 
the  past  four  days  and  during  the  past  four  weeks,  had  not 
offered  any  alternatives,  that  they  were  unwilling  to  com- 
promise. That  is  what  we  had  been  told  on  the  floor  of  this 
Senate  yesterday.  That  they  were  unwilling  to  bend.  That 
is  what  we  were  told  on  the  floor  of  this  Senate  yesterday. 
That  they  were  unwilling  to  even  discuss  different  approaches 
to  centralized  hcensing  other  than  the  original  HB  539.  Well, 
I've  been  very  close  to  this  issue  in  the  past  three  years  and 
I  spoke  to  this  issue  three  weeks  ago  when  centralized  licensing 
first  came  up  in  the  State  Senate.  I  spoke  to  it  yesterday, 
but  yesterday,  of  course,  when  these  comments  were  made 
on  the  floor  of  this  Senate  I  could  not  directly  address  the 
compromised  position  of  the  House  because  I  had  not  at 
that  time  discussed  the  compromises  of  the  House  members 
as  of  yesterday.  So  I  could  not  refute  the  comments  made 
by  Sen.  Conley,  Sen.  Bergeron,  or  Sen.  Monier,  when  they 
painted  the  picture  to  us  .  .  . 
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SEN.  CONLEY:  Point  of  order.  Sen.  Conley  did  not  refer 
to  anything  of  that  such  nature  .  .  . 

SEN.  BOYER:  Mr.  President,  point  of  order. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Sit  down  every  one  of  you  right  now, 
including  Sen.  Splaine. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  am  recognized  under  Senate  Rule  44. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  You  will  be  recognized  in  time. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  will  stand  until  I  am  recognized. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  I  have  a  request  for  a  point  of  order. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  And  we  have  the  tape. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Senator  Splaine,  you  may  proceed. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  As  I  will  pick  up,  when  they  painted  the 
picture  to  us  of  a  House  that  would  not  even  discuss  com- 
promise on  centralized  licensing.  Well  here  I  have,  prepared 
by  several  people  in  the  House  who  had  worked  on  this  issue, 
the  items  which  those  people  had  talked  about  as  compro- 
mises on  HB  539.  The  written  amendments,  the  written  agree- 
ments that  up  until  yesterday  were  being  discussed  by  those 
people  concerned  and  dedicated  to  this  issue  in  the  House. 
The  fact  is  that  they  were  very  much  willing  to  talk  about 
how  to  make  HB  539  work.  As  a  member  of  this  Senate  today 
I  am  telling  you  that  they  did  have  many  ideas  and  many 
compromises  that  they  wanted  to  work  out  but  we  on  this 
floor  yesterday,  because  we  were  told  that  they  didn't  want 
to  budge  an  inch,  voted  by  concensus.  That  is  the  fact.  The 
truth  is  the  House  members  did  offer  alternatives.  They  offered 
several.  They  had  worked  hard  on  this  issue.  And  those  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate  who  spoke  last  evening  to  us  simply  did 
not  tell  the  truth.  There  is  no  other  way  to  address  it,  they 
simply  did  not  tell  the  truth.  They  were  so  desperate  in  their 
attempt  to  get  a  consensus  vote  supporting  their  view  on 
centralized  licensing  that  they  did  not  tell  the  truth  and  they 
know  it.  As  a  member  of  this  Senate  who  respects  honesty, 
integrity,  and  truth,  and  who  in  the  future  wants  to  be  able 
to  believe  my  fellow  colleagues.  Senators,  when  they  speak 
on  the  floor,  I  request  a  full  explanation  and  I  tjiink  this  Senate 
deserves  an  apology. 

Sen.  Preston  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  want  to  speak  to  the  vote  on  recon- 
sideration  of  HB   727.   Tempers   are   running  high,   and   sad 
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to  say,  distrust  is  prevalent.  But  I  am  a  little  embarrassed 
about  some  of  the  behavior  and  demeanor  of  the  Senate  as 
a  whole.  I  just  wonder  what  has  happened  to  this  Body,  or 
to  us  as  Senators,  that  we  are  afraid  to  allow  a  roll  call  on 
a  vote  as  important  as  the  capital  budget.  That  we  are  afraid 
to  stand  up  and  have  our  names  recorded  in  the  eyes  of  the 
public,  in  the  eyes  of  the  press  so  they  can  report  to  our  con- 
stituents whether  we  are  for  or  against  a  bill.  Sen.  Boyer  arose, 
and  as  a  courtesy,  asked  for  that  privilege  to  reconsider  only 
for  the  purpose  of  a  roll  call.  This  is  my  fifth  term  in  the 
Senate  and  I  must  say  that  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  and  re- 
spect, it  has  been  granted  in  the  past  and  I  say  what  are  you 
afraid  of.  I  think  it  is  really  shameful. 

Sen.  Boyer  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  speak  under  Rule  44.  First  of  all  I  would 
like  to  apologize  to  the  Chair  for  my  point  of  order,  however, 
in  this  session  there  has  been  only  a  few  occasions  when  some- 
one spoke  under  Rule  44  and  someone  interrupted  them. 
That  is  what  I  consider  unfair  tactics.  I  think  the  Chair  should 
have  stopped  Sen.  Conley  in  his  tracks  before  even  allowing 
me  to  stand  up.  When  I  saw  that  happening  I  felt  I  had  no 
alternative.  I  appreciate  Sen.  Preston's  statement.  This  has 
happened  to  me  three  times.  When  we  had  the  reconsidera- 
tion on  the  University  budget  I  arose  under  Rule  44  and  was 
not  recognized,  and  later  I  was  apologized  to.  This  morning, 
earlier  today  I  asked  for  a  roll  call  on  HB  325  and  was  not 
recognized.  Again  on  HB  727  I  asked  for  a  roll  call  and  was 
not  recognized.  I  can  say  there  is  not  a  Senator  in  here  that 
if  he  asked  for  reconsideration  on  a  bill,  I  don't  care  if  I  was 
diametrically  opposed  to  that  bill,  I  don't  care  if  there  was 
a  one  vote  margin,  there  is  not  one  Senator  in  this  room  that 
I  would  not  yield  to  for  reconsideration.  And  we  have  done 
that  time  and  time  again.  I  just  cannot  believe  that  the  type 
of  courtesies  that  have  been  shown,  and  courtesy  would  be 
a  partisan  or  a  hberal  or  conservative  issue.  For  those  of  you 
who  had  the  courage  to  at  least  support  me  on  reconsidera- 
tion, particularly  when  the  prevailing  side  had  the  votes  in 
their  pocket  to  begin  with,  I  appreciate  that.  Thank  you. 

Sen.  Preston  moved  the  following  resolution: 
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SR  12,  protesting  the  proposed  social  security  cuts. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  will  read  this  resolution  in  a  couple 
of  seconds,  and  it  is  consistent  with  our  philosophy  of  fair 
play.  I  prepared  a  resolution  in  conjunction  with  Sen.  Boyer 
and  others  in  regard  to  the  subject  which  I  will  still  talk  about. 
I  provided  the  Senate  President  with  a  copy  and  I  understand 
that  the  Senate  Clerk  is  in  possession  of  an  amendment  to 
my  resolution  that  I  have  not  yet  presented.  I  just  want  to 
welcome  any  amendments  that  speak  to  this  very  sensitive 
subject  and  I'm  pleased  that  the  majority  are  joining  with 
me  in  addressing  this  subject,  but  I  hope  they  will  credit  us 
with  bringing  it  to  the  floor  of  the  Senate.  The  resolution 
reads  as  follows: 

"Whereas  ever  since  its  inception  in  the  30's  the  Social 
Security  System  has  provided  the  promise  of  decent  retire- 
ment benefits  for  the  elderly  of  our  state  and  nation,  and 

Whereas  in  addition  to  providing  retirement  benefits,  the 
Social  Security  System  also  provides  protection  against  the 
financial  consequences  of  serious  Olness  as  well  as  supple- 
mentary benefits  to  the  handicapped,  and 

Whereas  recent  proposals  made  by  President  Reagan  to 
change  the  Social  Security  System  would  among  other  things 
reduce  benefits  to  persons  retiring  at  age  62  by  nearly  40 
percent,  and  would  reduce  benefits  to  persons  retiring  at 
age  65,  and 

Whereas  such  reductions  if  enacted  into  law  would  con- 
stitute a  betrayal  and  a  breech  of  trust  to  those  Americans 
who  have  paid  Social  Security  taxes  over  the  years  and  who 
now  have  legitimate  claims  on  the  benefits  they  have  bought 
and  paid  for 

Now  Therefore  Be  It  Resolved, 

That  the  New  Hampshire  State  Senate  shares  the  legiti- 
mate concern  that  the  Social  Security  System  should  remain 
solvent,  but  most  strongly  protest  any  changes  in  the  Social 
Security  System  that  would  betray  the  trust  of  those  who 
have  paid  Social  Security  taxes  in  the  legitimate  hope  of  at- 
taining benefits  they  have  bought  and  paid  for. 

And  be  it  further  Resolved, 

That  the  New  Hampshire  Senate  urges  President  Reagan 
to  reconsider  his  proposals  concerning  the  Social  Security 
System

SEN.  BROWN:  My  amendment  to  the  resolution  that  Sen. 
Preston  read  is  that  we  amend  the  resolution  by  striking  out 
the  third  and  fourth  paragraphs  preceding  the  Resolving  clause 
and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Whereas  it  is  recognized  that  the  Social  Security  Fund 
is  rapidly  nearing  bankruptcy  and  that  action  must  be  taken 
to  protect  the  fund  so  that  those  who  paid  in  the  past  get 
the  protection  they  have  paid  for  and  that  we  maintain  the 
integrity  of  the  fund  so  that  those  now  paying  in  will  be  able 
to  receive  the  protection  that  they  are  currently  paying  for. 

Now  Therefore  Be  It  further  amended  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  resolving  clause  and  replace  it  by  the  following: 

That  the  New  Hampshire  Senate  shares  a  legitimate  con- 
cern that  the  Social  Security  System  should  remain  solvent 
and  we  urge  Congress  to  study  President  Reagan's  proposal 
that  by  the  1986  Social  Security  recipients  of  65  and  over 
be  allowed  to  earn  as  much  outside  income  as  they  can  without 
loss  of  benefits  and  President  Reagan's  position  of  opposing 
the  use  of  General  Funds  revenue  to  finance  Social  Security, 

And  Be  It  Further  Resolved, 
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That  Congress  develops  a  plan  that  would  resolve  the  im- 
mediate crisis  in  the  Social  Security  System  which  projects 
a  deficit  of  $29.1  billion  in  1980-84  in  the  Old  Age  Survi- 
vors Disability  Insurance  Trust  Funds.  Said  plan  should  also 
keep  the  Social  Security  System  from  going  broke  now  and 
place  it  on  sound  financial  ground  in  the  future. 

A  copy  of  this  resolution  be  communicated  to  the  Presi- 
dent, Vice  President,  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  members 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Congressional  delegation. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  fully  realize  that  these  resolu- 
tions have  been  coming  on  to  the  floor  of  this  Senate  but 
I  haven't  seen  any  of  these  resolutions  amended  and  there- 
for I  think  in  fairness,  I  think  the  matter  ought  to  be  referred 
to  the  Resolutions  Committee. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  We  recognize  that  in  the  past  years  we 
usually  had  a  Rules  and  Resolution  Committee  to  handle 
this  sort  of  thing,  however  throughout  this  session  we  have 
taken  resolutions  directly  from  the  floor  and  passed  them 
either  up  or  down  and  I  don't  think  we  will  change  the  pro- 
cedure at  this  time. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  have  great  respect  for  the  Dean  of  the 
Senate's  wisdom  on  certain  occasions  and  I  would  certainly, 
as  I  indicated  before,  encourage  the  support  and  we  appre- 
ciate the  recognition  that  the  Majority  Party  has  given  to 
this  and  if  sending  it  to  the  committee  on  Rules  and  Resolu- 
tions could  place  further  emphasis  on  this  problem,  we  cer- 
tainly would  support  Sen.  Lamontagne's  motion,  if  it  was 
one. 

Sen.  Lessard  moved  that  the  resolution  and  amendment 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  &  Resolutions. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  support  the  motion.  I  just  think  it  would 
be  nice  to  have  Sen.  Lamontagne  have  a  chance  to  look  at 
these  resolutions  although  I  would  remind  the  Dean  of  the 
Senate  that  Senate  Rules  do  not  necessitate  a  Senate  Resolu- 
tion going  to  the  Rules  and  Resolutions  Committee,  but  I 
agree  with  you.

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  First  of  all,  Sen.  Boyer,  I  owe  you 
a  deep  apology.  I  misunderstood  that  motion.  I  would  have 
still  voted  for  the  capital  budget.  I  apologize  for  not  giving 
you  that  courtesy,  Sen.  Boyer.  I  want  that  known  for  the 
record.  If  I  had  any  way  of  changing  my  vote  I  would  do 
it  now  and  give  you  the  right  for  the  recall.  I  just  want  you 
to  know  that.  I  guess  I  will  have  to  start  listening  from  now 
on  because  that  is  one  of  the  very  few  times  in  the  twelve 
years  I  have  been  here  that  I  did  not  give  consideration  to 
a  Senator.  I  apologize. 

Sen.  Monier  in  the  Chair. 

Sen.  Lamontagne  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  would  like  to  have  the  members 
of  the  Senate  know  that  I  have  talked  with  quite  a  few,  in 
fact  a  large  group  of  House  members  and  I  want  you  to  know 
that  along  with  the  20  Senators  who  voted  against  HB  539, 
that  we  have  a  large  group  of  legislators  who  really  didn't 
know  what  HB  539  was  but  found  out  about  it  last  night. 
I  want  you  to  know  that  they  are  in  opposition  to  seeing 
HB  539  getting  back  on  the  budget.  They  feel  that  this  matter 
should  rest  in  the  Senate  as  it  has  been  voted  by  the  Senate. 
At  the  same  time  last  night  when  we  talked  about  this  mat- 
ter of  HB  539  everyone  said,  gee,  my  nurse  told  me  to  vote 
against  it  and  we  are  going  to  stick  with  our  nurses.  I  want 
you  to  know  that  the  nurses  have  done  their  job  just  like 
the  nurses  did  in  Berlin  when  they  did  their  job  with  me. 
I'm  going  to  stick  with  the  nurses  throughout  the  whole  state 
of  New  Hampshire.  But  we  have  a  lot  of  friends  in  the  House, 
as  I  learned  last  night,  and  I  want  you  to  know  that  what 
I  am  saying  now  is  that  there  were  members  of  the  Senate 
staff  who  were  with  me  when  I  asked  these  questions  to  many, 
many  of  them  last  evening.  I  learned  they  were  with  us. 

Sen.  Sanborn  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  I  have  been  basically  in  some  ways  en- 
joying my  fifth  term  in  this  Senate.  I  think  it  is  the  first  time 
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that  I  have  heard  anybody  use  Rule  44  to  insinuate  that  another 
Senator  was  a  har.  I  take  a  httle  exception  to  that.  The  Senator 
who  called  others  a  Har  did  not  know,  did  not  know  of  what 
he  spoke.  Yes,  he  came  to  the  committee  and  he  brought 
a  report  that  had  been  done  some  time  back  in  the  Ides  of 
Governor  Adams  where  they  had  recommended  consolida- 
tion. When  you  stop  and  look  at  that  consolidation,  yes,  the 
House  wanted  to  make  a  little  change,  they  wanted  to  take 
the  17  positions  that  were  going  to  be  the  staff  of  the  Deputy 
Secretary  of  State  out.  That  was  about  the  only  thing.  There 
was  no  one  cent  mentioned  in  that  HB  539.  That  is  where 
they  said  there  was  going  to  be  that  consolidation,  in  one 
department  and  nothing  else.  This  is  what  they  said  long  and 
firm  to  Sen.  Conley  and  to  myself.  But  now  you  stop  and 
look  at  the  figures,  actually,  that  would  go  into  HB  539. 
Number  1,  a  new,  improved,  maybe,  type  of  Deputy  Secre- 
tary of  State  to  be  in  charge  with  a  five-year  term.  The  pre- 
sent Secretary  of  State  is  elected  every  two  years.  But  this 
Deputy  would  be  for  a  five-year  term.  He  is  going  to  have 
a  staff.  In  the  second  version  they  didn't  mention  how  much 
the  staff  was,  but  you  know  and  I  know  that  in  the  bureau- 
cracy that  we  have  that  there  are  going  to  be  clerks,  there 
are  going  to  be  secretarys,  and  all  that  kind  of  stuff,  and  they 
are  going  to  put  everything  into  the  Wang  computer.  To  begin 
with  the  Wang  computer  is  going  to  cost  us  $8,000  a  month 
in  rent.  That  is  not  in  the  bill,  but  that  is  what  it  is  going 
to  cost  us.  They  are  going  to  have  to  have  operators  for  it. 
That  is  all  in  that  staff.  Then  we  look  down  a  little  further 
in  that  bill,  what  do  we  see?  We  are  going  to  have  inspectors. 
Right  now  in  all  the  20  some  odd  different  committees  and 
commissions  there  are  about  SVi  inspectors.  Remember  that 
number,  SVi.  Also  in  the  bill  there  are  going  to  be  investiga- 
tors. No  number,  nobody  knows  how  many.  Also  in  the  bill 
there  are  going  to  be  hearing  officers.  Nobody  knows  how 
many,  nor  what  price.  You  don't  get  hearing  officers  under 
$50  an  hour.  So  what  else  happens  on  the  bill?  If  you,  any 
one  of  you  have  a  complaint,  lets  say  in  the  beauty  parlor, 
you  don't  any  longer  complain  to  the  cosmetology  board, 
you  send  it  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  He  has  to  have  it  in- 
vestigator go  out  and  investigate  and  see  what  happened,  if 
that  actually  did  happen.  If  it  goes  against  the  people  or  some- 
thing, the  final  decision,  then  they  have  got  to  have  the  hearing 
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officer  and  have  a  hearing,  a  public  hearing.  And  you  tell  me 
that  that  is  going  to  come  in  at  the  cost  the  House  said,  of 
$900,000.  No  way.  No  way.  And  this  is  the  stupidity,  the 
stupidity  of  the  whole  HB  539.  They  have  not  investigated 
one  thing  of  what  they  are  suggesting,  not  one  thing.  They 
have  gone  ahead  and  because  somebody  in  CaHfomia  thought 
it  might  be  an  idea  to  streamline  government,  it  may  work 
in  California.  It  hasn't  worked  in  another  state  in  this  union. 
And  it  has  been  tried  in  about  14  or  15  and  every  one  of 
them  has  found  that  it  is  broken  down  and  useless.  So  we 
are  going  to  foist  it  upon  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire with  less  than  1  miUion  people  and  it  can't  work  in  Florida 
with  a  hell  of  a  lot  more  people.  This  is  something  that  needs 
to  be  checked,  double  checked,  and  triple  checked.  And  find 
out,  which  the  House  committee  refuses  to  do,  to  find  out 
exactly  what  a  type  of  bill  of  this  nature  is  going  to  cost.  I 
would  predict  off-hand  that  it  would  probably  cost  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  $2  million  a  year,  with  all  the  various 
junk  that  is  in  that  bill. 

Sen.  Conley  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  I  will  apologize  for  my  outburst  of  a  short 
time  ago  but  I  apologize  to  the  Senate.  I  do  not  apologize 
to  the  speaker. 

I  would  hke  to  make  available  to  any  Senator  two  of  the 
several  proposals  that  were  made  to  the  House  committee 
by  this  member  of  the  Senate  that  were  in  written  form  and 
drafted  by  Legislative  Services.  I  would  also  be  willing  to 
present  to  any  member  of  this  Senate  a  Committee  of  Con- 
ference report  which  was  offered  for  signature  to  this  Senate 
committee  before  the  Committee  of  Conference  on  that  issue 
was  ever  held.  I  challenge  the  House  to  show  one  single  drafted 
proposal  of  amendment  from  the  Legislative  Services  other 
than  that  one  which  we  were  supposed  to  sign  without  even 
having  had  a  Committee  of  Conference.  I  do  not  apologize 
for  the  statement  that  I  made  and  I  beheve  the  only  state- 
ment that  I  made  the  other  day,  that  it  is  indeed  the  same 
dance  with  just  another  kiss.

chapter  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  engineering. 

III.  "Engineering"  means  any  professional  service  or  creative 
work  requiring  education,  training,  experience,  and  the  appli-

The  satisfactory  completion  of 
each  year  of  an  approved  curriculum  in  engineering  in  a  school 
or  college  approved  by  the  board  as  of  satisfactory  standing, 
without  graduation,  shall  be  considered  as  equivalent  to  a  year 
of  experience  under  RSA  310-A:  12,  II  and  III.  Graduation  in 
a  curriculum  other  than  engineering,  but  in  a  related  field,  from 
a  college  or  university  of  recognized  standing  may  be  considered 
as  equivalent  to  2  years  of  experience  under  RSA  310-A:  12,  II 
and  III;  provided,  however,  that  no  applicant  shall  receive  credit 
for  more  than  4  years  of  experience  because  of  undergraduate 
educational  qualifications.  In  counting  years  of  experience,  the 
board,  at  its  discretion,  may  give  credit  not  in  excess  of  one 
year  for  satisfactory  graduate  study  in  engineering. 
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310-A:  16  Applications.  Applications  for  licensure  shall  be  on 
forms  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  board,  shall  contain 
statements  made  under  oath,  showing  the  applicant's  education 
and  a  detailed  summary  of  his  technical  work,  and  shall  contain 
not  less  than  5  references  of  whom  at  least  3  shall  be  hcensed 
engineers  having  personal  knowledge  of  his  professional  experi- 
ence. The  board  shall  establish  fees  for  application  and  any 
examination  required  under  this  chapter.  If  the  board  denies 
the  issuance  of  a  license  to  any  applicant,  any  initial  fee  deposited 
shall  be  retained  as  an  application  fee. 

310-A:  17  Examinations.  Written  technical  examinations  in 
engineering  shall  be  held  at  least  annually  at  such  times  and 
places  as  the  board  shall  determine.  If  examinations  are  required 
on  fundamental  subjects,  the  applicant  shall  be  permitted  to 
take  this  part  of  the  examination  upon  completion  of  the 
requisite  years  of  professional  experience.  The  board  may 
issue  to  each  apphcant,  upon  successfully  passing  the  examina- 
tion in  fundamental  subjects,  a  certificate  stating  that  he  has 
passed  the  examination.  The  scope  of  the  technical  and  profes- 
sional examination  and  the  methods  of  procedure  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  board.  A  candidate  failing  an  examination 
may  apply  for  re-examination  upon  payment  of  an  additional 
fee  determined'  by  the  board  and  shall  be  re-examined  on  the 
next  regularly  scheduled  examination  date.  A  candidate  failing 
the  examination  3  consecutive  times  shall  be  required  to  furnish 
evidence  of  additional  experience,  study,  or  education  credits 
acceptable  to  the  board  before  being  allowed  to  procceed  with 
the  examination. 

310-A:  18  Certificates;  Seals.  The  board  shall  issue  a  hcense, 
upon  payment  of  the  registration  fee  established  by  the  board, 
to  any  applicant  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  has  satis- 
factorily met  all  the  requirements  of  this  chapter.  Licenses  shall 
show  the  full  name  of  the  licensee,  have  a  serial  number,  and  be 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board  under 
seal  of  the  board.  The  issuance  of  a  license  by  the  board  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  person  named  in  the  license 
is  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  licensed  engineer 
while  the  license  remains  valid.  Each  licensee  shall  upon  licensure 
obtain  a  seal  of  the  design  authorized  by  the  board,  bearing  the 
registrant's  name  and  the  legend,  "Licensed  Engineer."  All 
papers  or  documents  involving  the  practice  of  engineering  under 
this  chapter,  when  issued  or  filed  for  public  record,  shall  be 
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dated  and  bear  the  signature  and  seal  of  the  licensed  engineer 
who  prepared  or  had  responsibility  for  and  approved  them.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  the  licensee  to  stamp  or  seal  any  documents 
with  his  seal  after  his  license  has  expired  or  has  been  revoked, 
unless  such  license  shall  have  been  renewed  or  reissued. 
310-A:  19  Interstate  Licensure. 

I.  The  board  may  grant  an  engineer's  licnese  to  any  applicant 
who  is  similarly  licensed  in  any  other  state,  provided  the  other 
state's  licensing  requirements  are  substantially  equivalent  to 
or  higher  than  those  of  this  state. 

II.  A  nonresident  engineer  seeking  to  render  engineering 
services  in  this  state,  who  holds  an  unexpired  license  or  certificate 
of  registration  issued  to  him  by  the  state  in  which  his  principal 
office  is  located,  and  such  other  certification  as  the  board 
deems  necessary,  shall  be  permitted  to  offer  to  render  such 
engineering  services  in  this  state  without  first  having  been  hcensed 
by  this  state,  but  he  shah  not  practice  engineering  until  he  is 
hcensed  in  this  state. 

310-A:  20  Corporate  Engineering  Certificates. 

I.  The  practice  of  or  offer  to  practice  professional  engineering 
for  others  by  individual  engineers  licensed  under  this  chapter 
through  a  corporation  as  officers,  employees,  or  agents  or 
through  a  partnership  as  partners,  employees  or  agents,  is  per- 
mitted, subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter;  provided  that: 

(a)  One  or  more  of  the  corporate  officers  of  a  corporation 
or  one  of  more  of  the  general  partners  of  a  partnership  is 
designated  as  being  responsible  for  the  engineering  activities 
and  engineering  decisions  of  the  corporation  or  partnership, 
respectively,  and  is  a  licensed  engineer  under  this  chapter; 

(b)  All  personnel  of  the  corporation  or  partnership  who  act 
in  its  behalf  as  professional  engineers  are  licensed  under  this 
chapter;  and 

(c)  The  corporation  or  partnership  has  been  issued  a  certificate 
of  authorization   by   the   board,  as  provided  in  this  section. 

II.  The  requirements  of  this  chapter  shall  not  affect  either  a 
partnership  or  a  corporation  and  its  respective  employees  in 
performing  services  for  such  partnership  or  corporation  or  its 
subsidiary  or  affiliated  corporations.  All  final  drawings,  specifi- 
cations, plans,  reports,  or  other  engineering  papers  or  documents 
involving  the  practice  of  engineering,  when  issued  or  filed  for 
public  record,  shaU  be  dated,  and  bear  the  signature  and  seal  of 
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the  professional  engineer  who  prepared  them  or  under  whose 
direct  supervisory  control  they  were  prepared. 

III.  A  corporation  desiring  a  certificate  of  authorization 
shall  file  with  the  board  an  application,  using  a  form  provided 
by  the  board,  listing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  officers 
and  board  members  of  the  corporation,  and  also  of  any  individ- 
uals duly  licensed  to  practice  engineering  in  this  state  who 
shall  be  in  responsible  charge  of  the  practice  of  engineering  in 
this  state  through  the  corporation,  and  any  other  information 
required  by  the  board.  The  same  form,  giving  the  same  informa- 
tion, must  accompany  the  annual  renewal  fee.  If  there  is  a 
change  in  any  of  these  persons  during  the  year,  such  change 
shall  be  designated  on  the  same  form  and  filed  with  the  board 
within  30  days  after  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  If  all 
requirements  of  this  section  are  met,  the  board  shall  issue  a 
certificate  of  authorization  to  such  corporation,  and  such 
corporation  shall  be  authorized  to  contract  for  and  to  collect 
fees  for  furnishing  engineering  services. 

IV.  A  partnership  desiring  a  certificate  of  authorization 
shall  file  with  the  board  an  application,  using  a  form  provided 
by  the  board,  listing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  partners, 
both  general  and  limited,  and  also  of  any  individuals  duly 
Hcensed  to  practice  professional  engineering  in  this  state  who 
shall  be  in  responsible  charge  of  the  practice  of  engineering  in 
this  state  through  said  partnership,  and  other  information, 
must  accompany  the  annual  renewal  fee.  If  there  is  a  change  in 
any  of  these  persons  during  the  year,  such  change  shall  be 
designated  on  the  same  form  and  filed  with  the  board  within 
30  days  after  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  If  all  of  the 
requirements  of  this  section  are  met,  the  board  shall  issue  a 
certificate  of  authorization  to  such  partnership  and  such  partner- 
ship shall  be  authorized  to  contract  for  and  to  collect  fees  for 
furnishing  professional  engineering  services. 

V.  No  such  corporation  or  partnership  shall  be  relieved  of 
responsibihty  for  the  conduct  or  acts  of  its  agents,  employees, 
officers  or  partners  by  reason  of  its  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section,  nor  shall  any  individual  practicing  profes- 
sional engineering  be  relieved  of  responsibility  for  professional 
engineering  services  performed  by  reason  of  his  employment 
by  or  relationship  with  such  corporation  or  partnership. 

VI.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  not  issue  a  certificate  of 
incorporation  to  an  applicant  for  incorporation  or  for  registra- 
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tion  as  a  foreign  corporation  or  a  foreign  partnership  which 
includes  the  words  "Engineer"  or  "Engineering"  or  any  modi- 
fication or  derivative  thereof  in  its  corporate  or  business  name 
or  which  includes  the  practice  of  engineering  among  the  objects 
for  which  it  is  established  unless  the  board  shall  have  issued 
with  respect  to  such  applicant,  a  certificate  of  authorization 
or  eligibility  for  authorization,  a  copy  of  which  shall  have 
been  presented  to  the  secretary  of  state.  Similarly,  the  secretary 
of  state  after  a  reasonable  transition  period  shall  decline  to 
register  any  tradename  or  service  mark  which  includes  such 
words  or  modifications  or  derivatives  thereof  in  its  firm  or 
business  name  except  to  partnerships,  sole  proprietorships  and 
associations  holding  certificates  or  registration  or  authorization 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  a  copy  of  which 
shall  likewise  have  been  presented  to  the  secretary  of  state. 

VII.  An  engineer  who  renders  occasional,  part-time  or  con- 
sulting engineering  services  to  or  for  a  corporation,  partnership 
or  association  may  not,  for  the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  be 
designated  as  being  responsible  for  the  engineering  activities  and 
decisions  of  such  corporation,  partnership  or  association. 

310-A;21  Expiration  and  Renewals.  Licenses  shall  expire 
on  the  last  day  of  the  second  December  following  their  issuance 
or  renewal  and  shall  become  invahd  in  that  date  unless  renewed. 
The  secretary  of  the  board  shall  notify  every  person  licensed 
under  this  subdivision,  one  month  in  advance,  of  the  date  of 
the  expiration  of  his  certificate  and  the  amount  of  the  fee  that 
shall  be  required  for  its  renewal  for  2  years.  Renewal  may  be 
effected  any  time  during  the  month  of  December  by  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  as  established  by  the  board.  The  failure  on  the 
part  of  any  licensee  to  renew  his  license  biennially  in  the  month 
of  December  as  required  in  this  section  shall  not  deprive  such 
person  of  the  right  of  renewal  but  the  fee  to  be  paid  for  the 
renewal  shall  be  increased  20  percent  for  each  month  or  fraction 
of  a  month  that  renewal  is  delayed.  If  a  licensee  fails  to  renew 
his  certificate  within  the  1 2  months  after  the  date  of  expiration 
of  his  certificate,  the  licensee  shall  be  required  to  reapply  for 
registration  in  accordance  with  RSA  3 10-A:  1 6. 

310-A:22  Disciplinary  Action. 

I.  The  board  may  undertake  disciplinary  proceedings: 

(b)  Upon  written  complaint  of  any  person  which  charges  that 
a  person  hcensed  by  the  board  has  committed  misconduct 
under  paragraph  II  and  which  specified  the  grounds  therefor. 
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II.  Misconduct  sufficient  to  support  disciplinary  proceedings 
under  this  section  shall  include: 

(a)  The  practice  of  fraud  or  deceit  in  procurring  or  attempting 
to  procure  a  certificate  to  practice  under  this  chapter; 

(b)  Conviction  of  a  felony  or  any  offense  involving  moral 
turpitude; 

(c)  Any  unprofessional  conduct,  or  dishonorable  conduct 
unworthy  of,  and  affecting  the  practice  of  the  profession; 

(d)  Unfitness  or  incompetency  by  reason  of  negligent  habits 
or  other  causes;  or  negligent,  or  willful  acts  performed  in  a  man- 
ner inconsistent  with  the  interests  of  persons  relying  on  the 
expertise  of  the  licensee; 

(e)  Addiction  to  the  use  of  alcohol  or  other  habit-forming 
drugs  to  a  degree  which  renders  him  unfit  to  practice  under  this 
chapter; 

(f)  Mental  or  physical  incompetency  to  practice  under  this 
chapter;  or 

(h)  Suspension  or  revocation  of  a  license,  similar  to  one 
issued  under  this  chapter,  in  another  jurisdiction  and  not 
reinstated. 

310-A:23 

I.  The  board  shall  take  no  discipUnary  action  without  a  hear- 
ing. At  least  14  days  prior  to  hearing,  both  parties  to  a  disci- 
plinary proceeding  shall  be  served,  either  personally  or  by  regis- 
tered mail,  with  a  written  copy  of  the  complaint  filed  and 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  for  hearing.  All  complaints  shall  be 
objectively  received  and  fairly  heard  by  the  board,  but  no  com- 
plaint shall  be  acted  upon  unless  it  is  in  writing.  A  hearing  shall 
be  held  on  all  written  complaints  received  by  the  board  within 
3  months  of  the  date  notice  of  a  complaint  was  received  by  the 
accused,  unless  otherwise  agreed  to  by  the  parties.  Written 
notice  of  all  disciplinary  decisions  made  by  the  board  shall  be 
given  to  both  parties  to  the  proceeding  upon  their  issuance.

Any  member  ofthe  board  may  administer  oaths  or  affirmations 
to  witnesses  appearing  before  the  board.  Any  person  failing  or 
refusing  to  obey  the  subpoena  or  order  of  the  board  may  be 
proceeded  against  in  the  same  manner  as  for  refusal  to  obey  any 
other  subpoena. 
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310-A:24  Reissuance  of  Licenses.  The  board,  for  reasons  it 
deems  sufficient,  may  reissue  a  license  to  any  person  whose 
license  has  been  suspended  or  revoked,  provided  3  or  more 
members  of  the  board  vote  in  favor  of  such  reissuance.  A  new 
hcense  may  be  issued,  subject  to  the  rules  of  the  board,  and  a 
charge  shall  be  made  for  such  issuance. 

310-A:25  Violations. 

L  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  natural  person  or  a 
felony  for  any  other  person  to: 

(a)  Present  or  attempt  to  use  the  license  or  seal  of  another  as 
his  own ; 

(b)  Give  any  false  or  forged  evidence  of  any  kind  to  the 
board  or  to  any  member  thereof  in  obtaining  a  license; 

(c)  Falsely  impersonate  any  other  hcensee  of  like  or  different 
name; 

(d)  Attempt  to  use  an  expired  or  revoked  license; 

(e)  Practice  engineering  without  a  hcense;  or 
(0  Violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

IL  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  duly  constituted  officers  of  the 
law  of  this  state,  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  to  prosecute  any  persons 
violating  same. 

310-A:26  Restraint  of  Violations.  The  superior  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  restrain  violations  of  RSA 
310-A:25  on  proceedings  brought  by  the  attorney  general, 
the  board  or  any  society  of  hcensed  engineers  duly  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  this  state. 

310-A:27  Exemptions.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prevent: 

I.  The  practice  of  engineering  by  a  person  not  a  resident  of 
and  having  no  established  place  of  business  in  this  state  in 
connection  with,  or  on  account  of,  engineering  work  or 
construction  being  carried  on,  or  to  be  carried  on,  in  this  state 
when  such  practice,  wherever  performed,  does  not  exceed  in  the 
aggregate  more  than  30  days  in  any  calendar  year;  provided 
such  person  is  legally  qualified  to  practice  the  profession  in  his 
own  state  or  country  in  which  the  requirements  and  quahfica- 
tions  for  obtaining  a  license  are  not  lower  than  those  specified 
in  this  chapter.  Practice  for  any  portion  of  a  day  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  performed  for  a  whole  day  and  days  of  practice 
shall  be  measured  consecutively  from  the  first  day  to,  and 
including,  the  last  day  of  each  engagement  on  which  such  per- 
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son  or  his  agent  performs  or  has  an  obligation  to  perform  en- 
gineering; 

II.  The  work  of  an  employee  or  a  subordinate  of  a  person 
holding  an  engineering  license  under  this  chapter,  or  an  em- 
ployee of  a  person  practicing  lawfully  under  paragraph  I;  pro- 
vided such  work  does  not  include  final  designs  or  decisions  and 
is  done  under  the  direct  responsibihty,  checking,  and  super- 
vision of  a  person  holding  an  engineering  license  under  this 
chapter  or  a  person  practicing  lawfully  under  paragraph  I; 
III.  The  practice  of  officers  and  employees  of  the  government 
of  the  United  States  while  engaged  within  this  state  in  the 
practice  of  professional  engineering,  for  the  federal  government; 
or 

IV.  The  practice  of  architecture  by  a  duly  Hcensed  architect. 

Architects 

310-A:28  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  subdivision: 

I.  "Architect"  means  a  person  who,  by  reason  of  having 
acquired  through  professional  education  and  an  advanced  training 
in  building  construction  and  architectural  design  and  an  ex- 
tensive knowledge  of  building  standards  created  to  safeguard 
the  public  from  hazards  such  as  fire,  panic,  structural  failure, 
and  unsanitary  conditions,  is  technically  and  legally  qualified 
to  practice  architecture  and  who  is  hcensed  by  the  board  or 
otherwise  authorized  by  this  chapter  to  engage  in  the 
practice  of  architecture. 

II.  "Architecture"  means  any  professional  service  or  creative 
work  requiring  the  application  of  advanced  knowledge  of 
architectural  design,  building  construction  and  standards,  and 
involving  the  constant  exercise  of  discretion  and  judgment  in 
such  activities  as  consultation,  investigation, 
evaluation,  planning,  design  or  responsible  supervision  of  con- 
struction in  connection  with  any  pubhc  or  private  buildings, 
wherein  the  safeguarding  of  life,  health  or  property  is  concerned. 

III.  "Board"  means  the  board  of  architects; 
310-A:29  Board  Established. 

I.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  architects  consisting  of  4  mem- 
bers; including  3  architects  and  one  pubhc  member,  each  to  be 
appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  approval  of  the  council,  to 
a  term  of  5  years.  No  member  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed 
to  more  than  2  consecutive  terms.  Only  board  members 
provided  for  in  this  paragraph  shall  have  the  authority  to  vote 
in  board  determinations. 
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II.  Each  professional  member  of  the  board  shall: 

(a)  Be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  a  resident  of  tliis 
state; 

(b)  Have  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  architecture  as  his 
chief  means  of  Uvelihood  for  at  least  1 0  years;  and 

(c)  Have  been  in  responsible  charge  of  important  architectural 
work  for  at  least  5  years,  including  responsible  charge  of  the 
teaching  of  the  profession. 

III.  The  pubUc  member  of  the  board  shall  be  a  person  who  is 
not,  and  never  was,  a  member  of  the  architectural  profession  or 
the  spouse  of  any  such  person,  and  who  does  not  and  never  has 
had,  a  material  financial  interest  in  either  the  provision  of  such 
professional  services  or  an  activity  directly  related  thereto,  in- 
cluding the  representation  of  the  board  or  either  profession  for 
a  fee  at  any  time  during  the  5  years  preceding  appointment. 

310-A:30  Compensation;  Expenses.  In  addition  to  any 
monies  received  under  RSA  310-A:34,  members  of  the  board 
shall  receive  $25  for  each  day  actually  engaged  in  the  duties  of 
their  office  and  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  actual  travel,  inci- 
dental and  clerical  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

310-A:31  Organization  and  Meetings.  The  board  shall  hold 
at  least  3  regular  meetings  a  year  and  shall  give  notice  to  its 
members  of  the  time  and  place  for  holding  all  regular  and 
special  meetings.  A  quorum  of  the  board  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  3  members.  The  board  shall  biennially  elect  a  chairman, 
vice-chairman,  and  secretary  from  among  its  members. 

310-A:32  Rulemaking  Authority. 

I.  The  board  shall  adopt  rules,  pursuant  to  RSA  541 -A,  rela- 
tive to: 

(a)  The  apphcation  procedure  for  a  hcense  to  practice  under 
this  chapter; 

(b)  The  qualifications  of  appUcants  in  addition  to  those  re- 
quirements set  by  statute,  and  including  the  qualifications  for 
satisfactory  evidence  of  good  professional  character, 

(c)  How  an  apphcant  shall  be  examined,  including  the  time 
and  place  of  the  examination; 

(d)  How  a  Hcense  to  practice  under  this  chapter  shall  be 
renewed; 

(e)  The  establishment  of  all  fees  required  under  this  chapter; 
(0  Ethical  and  professional  standards  required  to  be  met  by 

each  holder  of  a  license  under  this  chapter  and  how  disciplinary 
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actions  by  the  board  shall  be  implemented  for  violations  of 
these  standards; 

(g)  Matters  related  to  the  proper  administration  of  this 
chapter; 

(h)  Procedures  for  the  conduct  of  hearings  consistent  with 
the  requirements  of  due  process; 

(i)  The  design  of  an  official  seal; 

(j)  The  salary  of  the  board  secretary ;  and 

(k)  AppUcation  procedures  for  and  issuance  of  corporate 
engineering  certificates. 

II.   In   adopting   any   rule  under  this  section  the  board  may 
consult  with  the  joint  board  estabhshed  under  RSA  3 10-A:  1 . 

III.  At  least  40  days  prior  to  any  hearing  to  be  held  pursuant 
to  RSA  541 -A: 3,  1(b);  the  board  shall  furnish  a  copy  of  any 
proposed  rules  of  professional  conduct,  or  amendments  there- 
to, to  all  affected  professionals  licensed  by  the  board. 

3 10-A: 33  Fees.  The  board  shall  establish  fees  for  examina- 
tion of  appUcants,  for  hcenses,  for  certificates  of  authorization, 
for  reissuance  of  Hcenses,  and  for  renewal  of  licenses  and  certifi- 
cates to  practice  under  this  chapter,  and  for  transcribing  and 
transferring  records  and  other  services. 

3 10-A: 34  Receipts  and  Disbursements.  There  shall  be  a 
board  secretary  who  shall  receive  and  account  for  all  moneys 
derived  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  shall  pay  the 
same  to  the  state  treasurer  who  shall  keep  such  moneys  in  a 
separate  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Architects'  Fund."  Such 
fund  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  moneys 
in  the  treasury,  and  shall  be  paid  out  only  for  purposes  of  this 
chapter.

3 10-A: 35  Records  and  Reports. 

I.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings  and  a 
register  of  all  apphcations  for  registration,  which  register  shall 
show: 
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(a)  The  name,  age  and  residence  of  each  applicant; 

(b)  The  date  of  apphcation; 

(c)  The  place  of  business  of  such  applicant; 

(d)  The  apphcant's  educational  and  other  quahfications; 

(e)  Whether  or  not  an  examination  was  required; 

(f)  Whether  the  applicant  was  rejected; 

(g)  Whether  a  certificate  of  registration  was  granted; 
(h)  The  date  of  the  action  of  the  board;  and 

(i)  Such  other  information  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by 
the  board. 

II.  The  records  of  the  board  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  board,  and  a  transcript  thereof  certified 
by  the  secretary  of  the  board  under  seal,  shall  be  admissible  in 
evidence  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  original  were 
produced.  Biennially,  as  of  December  31,  the  board  shall  submit 
to  the  governor  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  preceding 
biennium,  and  also  shall  transmit  to  him  a  complete  statement 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  board. 

310-A:36  Roster.  A  roster  showing  the  names  and 
places  of  business  of  all  architects  hcensed  professionals  under 
this  subdivision  shall  be  published  by  the  secretary  of  the  board 
during  February  of  each  even  numbered  year.  Copies  of  this 
roster  shall  be  mailed  to  each  person  so  hcensed,  placed  on  file 
with  the  secretary  of  state  and  furnished  to  the  pubhc  upon 
request  at  a  fee  to  be  estabhshed  by  the  board.  The  board  may 
include  in  such  roster  any  other  information  it  deems 
appropriate. 

310-A:37  Licensure  Required.  No  person  shall  practice 
arcliitecture  in  tliis  state,  except  as  permitted  in  RSA  310-A:52, 
without  an  architect's  hcense  issued  under  this  chapter. 

310-A:38  Prehminary  Requirements  for  Licensure  as  an 
Architect. 

I.  The  following  preliminary  requirements  shall  be  considered 
as  minimum  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  board  that  an  apphcant 
is  qualified  for  hcensure  to  practice  architecture  in  this  state: 

(a)  Apphcant  shall  be  at  least  21  years  of  age  and  shah  have 
graduated  from  an  approved  higli  school  or  its  equivalent;  and 

(b)  Apphcant  shall  hold  a  professional  degree  in  architecture 
from  an  accredited  school  and  have  had  such  diversified 
practical  experience,  including  academic  training,  as  the  board 
shall  deem  appropriate,  or 
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(c)  In  lieu  of  a  professional  degree  in  architecture,  the  board 
may  accept  evidence  of  additional  diversified  practical 
experience,  including  academic  training,  as  the  board  shall  deem 
appropriate. 

II.  The  board  shall  have  the  discretion  to  reject  an  appHcant 
w^ho  is  not  of  good  professional  character,  as  evidenced  by: 

(a)  Conviction  for  commission  of  a  felony ; 

(b)  Misstatement  of  facts  by  the  appUcant  in  connection  with 
his  apphcation ; 

(c)  Violation  of  any  of  the  standards  of  conduct  required  of 
architects  as  they  are  set  forth  in  this  chapter  or  in  rules 
adopted  by  the  board;  or 

(d)  Practicing  architecture  without  being  licensed  in  violation 
of  laws  of  the  jurisdiction  in  which  the  practice  took  place. 

III.  Upon  complying  with  the  preliminary  requirements  set 
forth  in  this  section,  the  apphcant  shall,  in  order  to  become 
hcensed,  pass  written  examinations  as  provided  in  RSA 
310-A:45. 

310-A:39  Education  Credits.  The  satisfactory  completion  of 
each  year  of  an  approved  curriculum  in  architecture  in  a  school 
or  college  approved  by  the  board,  without  graduation,  shall  be 
considered  as  equivalent  to  a  year  of  experience  under  RSA 
310-A:38,  1(c).  Graduation  in  a  curriculum  other  than  archi- 
tecture from  a  college  or  university  or  recognized  standing  may 
be  considered  as  equivalent  to  2  years  of  experience  under  RSA 
310-A:38,  1(c).  No  apphcant  shall  receive  credit  for  more  than 
4  years  of  experience  because  of  undergraduate  educational 
qualification. 

310-A:40  Teaching  Credits.  In  considering  the  quahfications 
of  apphcants,  architectural  teaching  may  be  construed  as 
architectural  experience. 

310-A:41  Work  as  Contractor.  The  mere  execution,  as  a  con- 
tractor, of  work  designed  by  an  architect  or  the  supervision  of 
the  construction  of  such  work  as  a  foreman  or  superintendent 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  experience  in  architecture. 

310-A:42  Applications.  Apphcations  for  hcensure  shall  be 
on  forms  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  board,  shall  contain 
statements  made  under  oath,  showing  the  apphcant's  education 
and  detailed  summary  of  his  technical  work,  and  shall  contain 
not  less  than  5  references,  of  whom  at  least  3  shall  be  Ucensed 
architects  having  personal  knowledge  of  his  professional  experi- 
ence. The  board  shall  establish  fees  for  apphcation  and  any 
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examination  required  under  this  chapter.  Should  the  board 
deny  the  issuance  of  a  hcense  to  any  apphcant,  any  initial  fee 
deposited  shall  be  retained  as  an  apphcation  fee. 

310-A:43  Examinations.  Written  technical  examinations  in 
architecture  shall  beheld  at  least  annually  at  such  times  and 
places  as  the  board  shall  determine.  If  examinations  are  required 
on  fundamental  subjects,  the  apphcant  shall  be  permitted  to 
take  this  part  of  the  examination  upon  completion  of  the  re- 
quisite years  of  professional  experience.  The  board  may  issue  to 
each  applicant  upon  successfully  passing  the  examination  in 
fundamental  subjects,  a  certificate  stating  that  he  has  passed  the 
examination.  The  scope  of  the  technical  and  professional  ex- 
amination and  the  methods  of  procedure  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  board.  A  candidate  failing  an  examination  may  apply  for  re- 
examination upon  payment  of  an  additional  fee  determined  by 
the  board  and  shall  be  re-examined  on  the  next  regularly  sched- 
uled examination  date.  A  candidate  failing  the  examination  3 
consecutive  times  shall  be  required  to  furnish  evidence  of  addi- 
tional experience,  study,  or  education  credits  acceptable  to  the 
board  before  being  allowed  to  proceed  with  the  examination. 

310-A:44  Certificates;  Seals.  The  board  shall  issue  a  license 
upon  payment  of  the  registration  fee  established  by  the  board, 
to  any  applicant  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  has  sat- 
isfactorily met  all  the  requirements  of  this  chapter.  Licenses 
shall  show  the  full  name  of  the  licensee,  have  a  serial  number, 
and  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  the  board 
under  the  seal  of  the  board.  The  issuance  of  a  license  by  the 
board  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  person  named 
therein  is  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  hcensed 
architect  while  the  license  remains  valid.  Each  Hcensee  shall 
upon  licensure  obtain  a  seal  of  the  design  authorized  by  the 
board,  bearing  the  registrant's  name  and  the  legend,  "Licensed 
Architect".  All  papers  or  documents  involving  the  practice  of  a 
profession  under  this  chapter  when  issued,  or  filed  for  public 
record,  shall  be  dated  and  bear  the  signature  and  deal  of  the 
licensed  professional  who  prepared  or  had  responsibility  for  and 
approved  them.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  licensee  to  stamp  or 
seal  any  documents  with  his  seal  after  the  license  of  the  licensee 
named  thereon  has  expired  or  has  been  revoked,  unless  such 
license  shall  have  been  renewed  or  reissued. 

310-A:45  Interstate  Licensure. 
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I.  The  board  in  its  discretion  may,  upon  application  and  the 
payment  of  a  fee,  issue  an  architect's  Hcense  to  any  person  who 
holds  a  National  Council  of  Architectural  Registration  Boards 
certificate,  or  to  any  person  who  holds  an  unexpired  license  or 
certificate  of  registration  issued  to  him  by  any  state,  territory 
or  possession  of  the  United  States,  provided  that  the  applicant's 
qualifications  meet  the  requirements  of  this  chapter  and  the 
rules  estabUshed  by  the  board. 

II.  The  board  may  grant  an  architect's  license  to  any  appli- 
cant who  is  similarly  licensed  in  any  other  state,  provided  the 
other  state's  licensing  requirements  are  substantially  equivalent 
to  or  higher  than  those  of  this  state. 

III.  A  nonresident  architect  seeking  to  render  architectural 
services  in  this  state,  who  holds  an  unexpired  license  or  certifi- 
cate of  registration  issued  to  him  by  the  state  in  which  his 
principal  office  is  located,  and  such  other  certification  as  the 
board  deems  necessary,  shall  be  permitted  to  offer  to  render 
such  architectural  services  in  this  state  without  first  having  been 
licensed  by  this  state,  but  he  shall  not  practice  architecture 
until  he  is  licensed  in  this  state. 

310-A:46  Expiration  and  Renewals.  Licenses  shall  expire  on 
the  last  day  of  the  second  December  following  thier  issuance  or 
renewal  and  shall  become  invahd  on  that  date  unless  renewed. 
The  secretary  of  the  board  shall  notify  every  person  licensed 
under  this  subdivision,  one  month  in  advance,  of  the  date  of  the 
expiration  of  his  certificate  and  the  amount  of  the  fee  that 
shall  be  required  for  its  renewal  for  2  years.  Renewal  may  be 
effected  any  time  duing  the  month  of  December  by  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  as  established  by  the  board.  The  failure  on  the 
part  of  any  licensee  to  renew  his  Hcense  biennially  in  the  month 
of  December  as  required  in  this  section  shall  not  deprive  such 
person  of  the  right  of  renewal  but  the  fee  to  be  paid  for  the  re- 
newal shall  be  increased  20  percent  for  each  month  or  fraction 
of  a  month  that  renewal  is  delayed.  If  a  licensee  fails  to  renew 
his  certificate  within  the  1 2  months  after  the  date  of  expira- 
tion of  his  certificate,  the  hcensee  shall  be  required  to  reapply 
for  registration  in  accordance  with  RSA  310-A:42. 

310-A:47  Disciplinary  Action 

I.  The  board  may  undertake  disciplinary  proceedings: 

(a)  Upon  its  own  initiative ;  or 

(b)  Upon  written  complaint  of  any  person  which  charges  that 
a  person   licensed   by   the   board  has  committed  misconduct 
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under  paragraph  II  and  which  specified  the  grounds  therefor. 

II.  Misconduct  sufficient  to  support  disciplinary  proceedings 
under  this  section  shall  include: 

(a)  The  practice  of  fraud  or  deceit  in  procuring  or  attempting 
to  procure  a  certificate  to  practice  under  this  chapter; 

(b)  Conviction  of  a  felony  or  any  offense  involving  moral 
turpitude; 

(c)  Any  unprofessional  conduct,  or  dishonorable  conduct 
unworthy  of,  and  affecting  the  practice  of  the  profession; 

(d)  Unfitness  or  incompetency  by  reason  of  negligent  habits 
or  other  causes;  or  negligent,  or  willful  acts  performed  in  a  man- 
ner inconsistent  with  the  interests  of  persons  relying  on  the  ex- 
pertise of  the  licensee; 

(e)  Addiction  to  the  use  of  alcohol  or  other  habit-forming 
drugs  to  a  degree  which  renders  him  unfit  to  practice  under  this 
chapter; 

(f)  Mental  or  physical  incompetency  to  practice  under  this 
chapter; 

(g)  Willful  or  repeated  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter;  or 

(h)  Suspension  or  revocation  of  a  license,  similar  to  one  is- 
sued under  this  chapter,  in  another  jurisdiction  and  not  re- 
instated. 

3 10-A: 48  Hearings 

I.  The  board  shall  take  no  disciplinary  action  without  a 
hearing.  At  least  14  days  prior  to  hearing,  both  parties  to  a 
disciplinary  proceeding  shall  be  served,  either  personally  or  by 
registered  mail,  with  a  written  copy  of  the  complaint  filed  and 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  for  hearing.  All  complaints  shall  be 
objectively  received  and  fairly  heard  by  the  board,  but  no  com- 
plaint shall  be  acted  upon  unless  in  writing.  A  hearing  shall  be 
held  on  all  written  complaints  received  by  the  board  within  3 
months  of  the  date  notice  of  a  complaint  was  received  by  the 
accused,  unless  otherwise  agreed  to  by  the  parties.  Written 
notice  of  all  disciplinary  decisions  made  by  the  board  shall  be 
given  to  both  parties  to  the  proceeding  upon  their  issuance. 

II.  The  board  may  subpoena  witnesses  and  compel  their  at- 
tendance, and  also  may  require  the  production  of  books,  papers 
and  documents  in  a  case  involving  the  revocation  of  registration. 
Any  member  of  the  board  may  administer  oaths  or  affirmations 
to  witnesses  appearing  before  the  board.  Any  person  failing  or 
refusing  to  obey  the  subpoena  or  order  the  board  may  be  pro- 
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ceeded  against  in  the  same  manner  as  for  refusal  to  obey  any 
other  subpoena. 

310-A:49  Reissuance  of  Licenses.  The  board,  for  reasons  it 
may  deem  sufficient,  may  reissue  a  license  to  any  person  whose 
license  has  been  suspended  or  revoked,  provided  3  or  more 
members  of  the  board  vote  in  favor  of  such  reissuance.  A  new 
license  may  be  issued,  subject  to  the  rules  of  the  board,  and  a 
charge  shall  be  made  for  such  issuance. 

3 10-A: 50  Violations. 

L  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  natural  person  or  a 
felony  for  any  other  person  to: 

(a)  Present  or  attempt  to  use  the  license  or  seal  of  another 
as  his  own; 

(b)  Give  any  false  or  forged  evidence  of  any  kind  to  the 
board  or  to  any  member  thereof  in  obtaining  a  license; 

(c)  Falsely  impersonate  any  other  licensee  of  hke  or  different 
name; 

(d)  Attempt  to  use  an  expired  or  revoked  hcense; 

(e)  Practice  architecture  without  a  license;  or 

(f)  Violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

IL  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  duly  constituted  officers  of  the 
law  of  this  state,  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  to  prosecute  any  persons 
violating  same. 

310-A:51  Restraint  of  Violations.  The  superior  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  restrain  violations  of  RSA  3 1 0- 
A:50  on  proceedings  brought  by  the  attorney  general,  the  board 
or  any  society  of  licensed  architects  duly  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  state. 

310-A:52  Exemptions.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prevent: 

I.  The  preparation  of  drawings  and  specifications  for  and  the 
supervision  of  the  construction  or  alteration  of  a  single-family 
or  two-family  residence  or  of  any  building  used  for  farm  pur- 
poses; 

II.  The  alteration  of  an  existing  building  nof  involving  struc- 
tural changes;  or 

III.  The  practice  of  architecture  by  officers  and  employees 
of  the  United  States  while  engaged  within  the  state  in  the  prac- 
tice of  architecture  for  the  federal  government. 
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Land  Surveyors 

3 10-A:53  General  Provisions. 

L  In  order  to  safeguard  property  and  to  promote  the  public 
welfare,  the  practice  of  land  surveying  in  this  state  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  subject  to  regulation  in  the  public  interest. 

II.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  practice  or  offer  to 
practice  land  surveying  in  this  state,  as  defined  in  the  provisions 
of  this  subdivision  or  to  use  in  connection  with  his  name,  or 
otherwise  assume,  or  advertise  any  title  or  description  tending 
to  convey  the  impression  that  he  is  a  land  surveyor,  unless  such 
person  has  been  duly  licensed  under  the  provision  of  this  sub- 
division. Admission  to  practice  land  surveying  shall  be  deter- 
mined upon  the  basis  of  individual  personal  qualification. 

310-A:54  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  subdivision: 

I.  "Board"  means  the  state  board  of  licensure  for  land 
surveyors. 

II.  A  "land  surveyor"  is  a  professional  specialist  in  the 
technique  of  measuring  land,  educated  in  the  basic  principles  of 
mathematics,  the  related  physical  and  apphed  sciences,  and  the 
relevant  requirements  of  law  for  adequate  evidence  and  all  re- 
quisite to  the  surveying  of  real  property  and  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  land  surveying  as  herein  defined. 

III.  "Land  surveyor  in-training"  means  a  candidate  for  li- 
censure as  a  land  surveyor  who,  prior  to  completion  of  the 
requisite  years  of  experience  in  surveying  work  provided  in 
RSA  310-A:63,  has  met  the  preliminary  requirements  for 
licensure  as  a  land  surveyor,  and  has  been  issued  a  certificate  by 
the  board  stating  that  he  is  a  land  surveyor  in-training. 

310-A:55  Board. 

I.  There  shall  be  a  state  board  of  licensure  for  land  surveyors 
consisting  of  4  members;  including  3  land  surveyors  and  one 
public  member  each  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the 
approval  of  the  council,  to  a  term  of  5  years.  No  member  of 
the  board  shall  be  appointed  to  more  than  2  consecutive  terms. 
Only  board  members  provided  for  in  this  paragraph  shall  have 
the  authority  to  vote  in  board  determinations. 

II.  Board  members  who  are  land  surveyors  shall: 

(a)  Be  residents  of  this  state; 

(b)  Have  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  land  surveying  in 
New  Hampshire  for  at  least  6  years;  and 

(c)  Have  been  in  charge  of  surveying  work,  which  may  in- 
clude the  teaching  of  surveying. 
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III.  The  public  member  of  the  board  shall  be  a  person  who  is 
not,  and  never  was,  a  member  of  the  land  surveying  profession 
or  the  spouse  of  any  such  person,  and  who  does  not  and  never 
has  had,  a  material  financial  interest  in  either  the  provision  of 
land  surveying  services  or  an  activity  directly  related  to  land 
surveying,  including  the  representation  of  the  board  or  profes- 
sion for  a  fee  at  any  time  during  the  5  years  preceding  appoint- 
ment. 

310-A:56  —Compensation  and  Expenses.  Members  of  the 
board  shall  receive  $25  for  each  day  actually  engaged  in  the 
duties  of  the  office,  and  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  actual 
traveling,  incidental  and  clerical  expenses  necessarily  incurred 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision. 

310-A:57  -Organization  and  Meetings.  The  board  shall  hold 
at  least  4  regular  meetings  each  year.  Special  meetings  shall  be 
held  at  such  times  as  the  rules  of  the  board  may  provide. 
Notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be  given  in  such  a  manner  as  the 
rules  may  provide.  The  board  shall  elect  or  appoint  the  fol- 
lowing officers:  A  chairman,  vice-chairman  and  secretary. 
The  secretary  may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of  the  board.  A 
quorum  of  the  board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  3  members. 

310-A:58  Rulemaking  Authority.  The  board  shall  adopt 
rules,  pursuant  to  RSA  541 -A,  relative  to: 

I.  The  application  procedure  for  a  license  to  practice  under 
this  chapter; 

II.  The  quahfications  and  record  of  applicants  in  addition  to 
those  requirements  set  under  this  chapter; 

III.  How  an  applicant  shall  be  examined,  including  the  time 
and  place  of  the  examination; 

IV.  How  a  license  to  practice  under  this  chapter  shall  be  re- 
newed, including  the  requirements  for  continuing  education; 

V.  The  establishment  of  all  fees  required  under  this  chapter; 

VI.  Ethical  and  professional  standards  required  to  be  met  by 
each  holder  of  a  license  to  practice  under  this  chapter  and  how 
disciplinary  actions  by  the  board  shall  be  implemented  for 
violations  of  these  standards,  including: 

(a)  Technical  standards  for  forest,  rural  and  urban  surveys, 
including  minimum  error  of  closure;  and 

(b)  Standards  for  adequate  deed  research  into  the  history 
of  the  subject  parcel  and  adjacent  tracts  necessary  for  proper 
practice ; 
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VII.  Matters  related  to  the  proper  administration  of  this 
chapter;  and 

VIII.  Procedures  for  the  conduct  of  hearings  consistent  with 
the  requirements  of  due  process. 

310-A:59  Additional  Powers.  The  board  shall  adopt  and 
have  an  official  seal.  The  board  may  subpoena  witnesses  and 
compel  their  attendance,  and  also  may  require  the  produc- 
tion of  books,  appers  and  documents  in  a  case  involving  the 
revocation  of  registration. 

310-A:60  Fees.  The  board  shall  establish  fees  for  examina- 
tion of  applicants,  for  licenses  and  for  renewal  of  licenses  to 
practice  land  surveying  and  for  transcribing  and  transferring 
records  and  other  services. 

310-A:61  Receipts  and  Disbursements.  The  secretary  of  the 
board  shall  receive  and  account  for  all  moneys  derived  under 
this  chapter,  and  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  state  treasurer.  The 
secretary  of  the  board  shall  receive  such  salary  as  ,the  board 
shall  determine  in  addition  to  the  expenses  provided  herein. 
The  board  may  employ  such  clerical  or  other  assistants  as  are 
necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  its  work,  and  may 
make  expenditures  for  any  purpose  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board,  are  reasonably  necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of 
its  duties  under  this  chapter. 

310-A:62  Report.  The  board  shall  publish  a  roster  and 
report  on  July  31  of  each  even  numbered  year,  listing  the 
names,  license  number,  and  addresses  of  all  licensed  land 
surveyors.  Copies  of  this  report  shall  be  placed  on  file  with  the 
secretary  of  state  and  furnished  to  the  public  on  request  and 
payment  of  a  reasonable  charge  in  an  amount  determined  by 
the  board. 

310-A:63  Licensure. 

I.  A  person,  as  minimum  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  board 
that  he  is  qualified  for  licensure  as  a  land  surveyor,  shall  have  a 
specified  record  of  6  years  or  more  accumulated  experience  in 
land  surveying  work  indicating  that  he  is  competent  to  practice 
land  surveying  and  has  passed  a  written  or  oral  examination,  or 
both,  prescribed  by  the  board. 

II.  A  year  of  accumulated  experience  for  the  purpose  of  para- 
graph I  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to: 

(a)  Any  year  during  which  the  applicant  was  enrolled  at  an 
institution  of  higher  learning  pursuing  a  curriculum  of  sur- 
veying, engineering,  or  forestry,  or  forestry  technician,  so  long 
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as  the  applicant  completed  at  least  one  course  in  land  surveying 
during  the  said  enrollment;  provided  such  education  credits 
towards  accumulated  experience  shall  not  exceed  4  years  of 
accumulated  experience; 

(b)  Any  year  during  which  the  applicant  was  actively  engaged 
in  land  surveying  work  as  a  land  survey  or- in-training  under  the 
supervision  of  a  licensed  land  surveyor;  or 

(c)  Any  substantial  period  of  time  (even  if  less  than  a  full 
calendar  year)  during  which  the  applicant,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  board,  was  considered  to  be  actively  engaged  in  land  sur- 
veying work. 

III.  An  applicant  for  licensure  as  a  land  surveyor  who  is  a  resi- 
dent of  a  state,  country,  or  territory  where  licensure  or  regis- 
tration is  prerequisite  to  the  legal  practice  of  land  surveying, 
shall  be  licensed  or  registered  in  such  state,  country  or  territory 
prior  to  being  eligible  for  licensure  as  a  land  surveyor  under  this 
chapter. 

A  person 
who  has  passed  the  board's  written  examination  in  fundamen- 
tals of  land  surveying  shall  be  certified,  or  enrolled,  as  a  land 
surveyor-in-training. 

310-A:65  Application.  Applications  for  licensure  shall  be 
on  forms  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  board,  shall  contain 
statements  made  under  oath,  showing  the  applicant's  education 
and  detailed  summary  of  his  technical  work,  and  shall  contain 
not  less  than  5  references,  of  whom  3  shall  be  land  surveyors 
having  personal  knowledge  of  the  applicant's  land  surveying 
experience.  All  applications  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee 
established  by  the  board. 

310-A:66  Examinations. 

I.  The  board  upon  application  and  payment  of  a  fee  shall 
provide  a  written  examination  in  fundamentals  of  land  sur- 
veying. The  board  shall  provide  a  professional  examination  for 
those  who  have  passed  the  fundamentals  examination  or  are 
otherwise  qualified  to  take  the  professional  examination  with- 
out regard  to  experience  criterion.  However,  those  who  have 
successfully  passed  the  fundamentals  examination  and  the 
professional  examination  shall  not  be  licensed  until  they  have 
also  complied  with  the  requirements  of  experience.

The  practice  of  surveying  principles  necessary  in  carrying 
out  forest  management  practices,  including  the  remarking  of 
established  boundaries  and  the  estabhshment  of  new  interior 
boundaries  of  a  forest  property,  but  not  to  include  the  establ- 
lishment  of  boundaries  common  to  another  owner  where  the 
corners  or  boundary  is  unknown.

9  PAU  Created.  A  PAU  is  hereby  created  for  the  joint  board 
of  engineers,  architects,  and  land  surveyors,  which  board  shall 
terminate  July  1,  1987,  pursuant  to  RSA  17-G. 

10  Repeal.

VETO  MESSAGE 

To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court: 

Pursuant  to  Article  44  Part  2  of  the  Constitution,  I  am  re- 
turning Senate  Bill  105  with  my  objections  thereto  noted. 

Senate  Bill  105  would  increase  sheriffs'  travel  and  per  diem 
fees  from  $.25  a  mile  to  $.40  a  mile  and  increase  their  reim- 
bursement for  court  attendance  from  $40  to  $45  a  day. 

In  these  fiscally  austere  times,  I  cannot  in  good  conscience 
sign  into  law  a  bill  which  would  pass  back  to  the  already  over- 
burdened local  or  county  budgets  a  60%  increase  in  their 
budget  expenditures  in  this  area. 

Although  the  fiscal  note  accompanying  Senate  Bill  105 
states  that,  "the  fiscal  impact  of  this  bill  upon  local  or  county 
funds  cannot  be  practically  estimated,"  it  is  reasonable  to 
assume  that  a  60%  increase  in  these  fees  would  place  an  undue 
additional  burden  on  local  and  county  budgets  at  a  time  when 
inflation  and  ever-increasing  funding  requests  place  increasingly 
heavy  demands  on  limited  local  revenue  sources. 

Although  it  may  not,  as  the  fiscal  note  states,  be  possible 
to  "accurately  forecast"  the  exact  amount  of  mileage  incurred

per  year,  I  believe  that  it  is  possible  to  accurately  forecast  that 
this  severely  strained  budget  year  is  not  the  year  for  the  state 
to  mandate  further  increases  on  local  budgets. 

I  am,  therefore,  returning  Senate  Bill  105  without  my  sig- 
nature and  hope  that  the  General  Court,  after  careful  con- 
sideration, will  concur  with  my  judgement  in  this  matter.

The  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court: 

Pursuant  to  Article  44,  Part  U  of  the  Constitution,  I  return 
Senate  Bill  96  with  my  objections  thereto  noted. 

Senate  Bill  96  takes  away  the  power  of  the  Executive  branch 
of  government  to  apply  for  and  accept  federal  funds  absent 
legislative  approval.  I  object  to  this  unwarranted  dilution  of 
the  constitutional  responsibilities  of  the  Governor  and  the 
Council. 

A  fundamental  lesson  of  government  which  we  learned  early 
in  our  lives  is  that  the  legislature  makes  the  laws  and  the  Execu- 
tive branch  carries  them  out.  This  legislation  puts  the  Legisla- 
tive branch  of  government  in  the  position  of  carrying  out  the 
laws  which  it  enacts. 

Senate  Bill  96  is  not  needed.  The  Governor  and  Council 
cannot  obligate  one  cent  which  the  legislature  does  not  lawfully 
choose  to  appropriate. 

Senate  Bill  96  is  inconsistent  with  action  taken  by  the 
legislature  in  the  1979  session  (House  Bill  161)  which  amended 
RSA  31:95-b  and  now  allows  towns  to  empower  selectmen 
to  "apply  for,  accept  and  expend  without  further  action  by 
the  town  meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal  or  other 
governmental  unit  or  private  source  which  becomes  available 
during  the  fiscal  year."  It  is  also  inconsistent  with  House  Bill 
442  which  you  passed  earlier  this  session  and  I  signed  into 
law  recently.  That  bill  would  grant  school  districts  similar 
grant  application  and  spending  authority. 

My  immediate  predecessor  vetoed  similar  legislation,  and 
in  doing  so  he  said  in  part,  "the  matter  of  federal  funds  should 
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be  handled  during  the  interim  period  between  legislative  ses- 
sions, as  it  now  is,  by  Governor  and  Council. 

I  ask  you  to  reconsider  your  action  and  to  request  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  separation  of  powers  between  the  legislative 
branch  and  the  executive  branch  under  the  Constitution  by 
voting  to  uphold  the  action  I  have  taken  and  returning  this 
legislation  to  you  with  my  objections.

SEN.  BERGERON:  Parliamentary  inquiry  on  these  vetoes. 
I  think  I  have  to  ask  the  question  in  two  parts:  a)  What  is 
the  time  deadhne  on  these  veto  messages,  and  b)  What  effect, 
or  how  do  we  handle  the  vetoes  that  are  now  on  the  table? 

SEN.  MONIER:  The  answer  to  your  first  question  is  a 
two-part  answer.  The  first  part  being  that  if  they  are  veto 
messages  we  have  received  from  the  House,  in  short.  House 
Bills,  and  we  are  the  last  acting  body,  there  is  nothing  in  the 
Rules  that  gives  any  date  on  them  and  therefore  the  Chair 
would  rule  on  any  action  about  them,  but  they  could  stay 
there  then  from  now  till  the  end  of  the  session  and  afterward, 
because  that  isthe  final  action  of  the  body.  No  further  action 
is  necessary.  As  an  example,  if  the  House  has  overridden  it 
or  if  it  sustains  it,  obviously  it  would  be  here,  if  it  has  over- 
ridden it  we  would  never  see  it.  If  it  is  sustained  and  comes 
here,  we  can  act  on  it  any  time  we  wish  to  pull  it  off  the  table, 
we  can  leave  it  on  the  table,  we  can  pull  it  off  the  table  and 
sustain  it  or  not  sustain  it,  because  no  further  action  is  re- 
quired. Whatever  action  is  final  is  final  from  us.  The  second 
part  is  if  it  is  a  veto  that  is  received  into  our  body  first,  and 
has  not  been  acted  upon,  we  would  have  to  take  action  at 
some  time  which  would  not  prohibit  the  other  House  from 
acting  upon  the  same  measure. 

Sen.  Lamontagne  moved  that  SB  96  be  laid  on  the  table. 
Adopted. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Sen.  Bergeron,  the  last  two  that  we  have 
put  on  the  table,  as  part  of  your  parhamentary  inquiry,  we 
will  have  to  take  action  on  at  some  time  in  which  the  time 
element  would  not  forbid  the  other  House  from  taking  action. 
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SEN.  CHANDLER:  Parliamentary  inquiry.  Inasmuch  as 
the  House  and  Senate  never  adjourn  from  a  session  any  more, 
they  recess  to  the  Call  of  the  Presiding  Officer,  could  these 
veto  messages  hang  on  in  there  indefinitely? 

SEN.  MONIER:  The  question  is  a  good  one  but  it  really 
doesn't  direct  itself  to  the  matter.  In  the  first  place  it  is  in- 
correct, we  do  not  recess  until  after  the  session,  v^e  adjourn 
to  the  Call  of  the  Chair,  which  leaves  us  the  capability  of 
returning.  However,  a  part  of  that  motion,  and  it  normally 
is  that  any  matters  before  the  Senate  not  yet  having  been 
resolved,  are  indefinitely  postponed.  So  you  would  not  have 
them  carried  forth.  I  should  have  added  one  other  bill  just 
so  you  know  it.  There  are  three  veto  messages  on  the  table 
that  will  have  to  be  acted  upon  in  such  a  fashion  that  they 
do  not  interfere  with  the  other  House  taking  action.  That 
includes  Sen.  Lamontagne's  moose  bill  which  is  still  on  the 
table,  as  well  as  the  two  we  put  there  today. 


SEN.  MONIER:  There  are  two  or  three  little  items  that 
I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Senate  so  that 
if  there  is  any  question  about  them  they  can  have  their  shot 
and  we  may  be  able  to  use  the  time.  Three  particular  Com- 
mittees of  Conference  have  been  under  discussion  and  under 
rumor  for  a  long  period  of  time.  One  of  them  deals  with  HB 
156,  which  is  the  psychologists.  The  other  one  deals  with 
HB  161,  which  is  the  nursing.  And  the  other  one  deals  with 
HB  157,  which  is  the  real  estate.  Since  all  three  of  these  were 
sunset  bills,  all  three  of  these  have  been  controversial  down 
through  the  last  few  weeks,  the  Senate  President  at  his  own 
request  because  of  his  own  admission  he  is  not  afraid  of  the 
responsibihty.  We  also  asked  and  the  Minority  Leader  was 
aware  of  this  as  well,  I  asked  that  the  Committees  of  Con- 
ference chairmen  from  the  House  meet  with  me  or  discuss 
with  me  in  a  last  minute  effort  to  see  if  there  was  any  agree- 
ment possible.  I  want  to  make  that  clear.  I  did  not  offer  to 
make  an  agreement.  I  asked  both  committee  chairmen  to 
meet  with  me  to  find  out  if  there  was  a  possibility  on  their 
side  of  an  agreement.  Quite  frankly,  on  real  estate,  which 
I  have  checked  with  Sen.  Preston,  who  happens  to  be  the 
Minority  Leader,  but  also  is  a  Committee  of  Conference  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate,  the  answer  which  was  posted  on  June  16th 
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and  signed  by  the  Committee  members  of  the  House  yester- 
day, who  is  Rep.  Ward,  Rep.  Mace,  Rep.  Wojnowski,  and 
Rep.  Ramsey,  which  they  have  signed  and  filed  this  after- 
noon. There  was  no  change  and  the  Committee  of  Confer- 
ence members  on  the  Senate  side  refused  to  sign.  I  have  no 
problem  with  that  at  all.  Therefore  that  Committee  of  Con- 
ference record,  when  we  go  out  of  session  this  afternoon, 
will  be  dead.  There  will  be  a  sunset  then  of  real  estate.  The 
House  refused  to  budge  on  the  position. 

In  the  Committee  of  Conference  on  HB  156,  which  in- 
cludes the  psychologists,  there  were  three  different  Com- 
mittee of  Conference  requests  that  were  made  in  terms  of, 
I  won't  use  the  word  compromise,  but  suggestions,  one  on 
June  3rd,  one  on  June  15th,  and  the  last  one  on  June  16th, 
yesterday  or  the  day  before,  which  once  again  was  signed 
by  the  House  members  yesterday  afternoon,  which  includes 
Rep.  Townsend,  Rep.  Russell,  Rep.  Trachey,  and  Rep.  Ramsey 
again,  in  which  the  positions  taken  were  at  odds  with  the 
Committee  of  Conference  compromise  offers  from  the  Senate 
and  from  the  House.  The  difficulty  here  was  the  members 
and  numbers  on  the  board  which  really  was  a  matter  of  which 
group  was  going  to  have  a  dominance  on  the  board.  There- 
fore that  Committee  of  Conference  and  report  on  HB  156, 
a  sunset  committee  on  the  psychology  board,  which  is  called 
a  board  of  psychologists,  has  been  unable  to  agree  upon  it. 
And  once  we  are  out  of  session  it  will  be  dead  and  will  be 
sunsetted. 

The  last  one,  on  nursing,  which  is  HB  161,  and  in  which 
there  have  been  several  offers  of  compromise  from  the  Senate 
side  and  from  the  House  side.  The  final  compromise  which 
came  back  yesterday  afternoon  and  is  filed  by  June  17th, 
that  is  yesterday,  and  by  checking  it  was  signed  late  in  the 
afternoon,  includes  within  it,  once  again,  on  Section  15,  the 
administrative  coordination  intent  of  the  Legislature  that 
the  board  of  nursing  education  and  nurse  registration  be  in- 
corporated in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  admin- 
istrative, clerical,  budgetary  purposes  with  a  budget  that  in- 
clude $195,000  plus  or  minus  in  fiscal  year  1982  and  $494,000 
plus  or  minus  in  fiscal  year  1983.  These  similar  figures  or 
figures  of  a  nature  to  accomplish  the  same  thing  were  also 
discussed  at  the  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  budget 
the  last  time  we  met  and  they  were  deducted,  not  those  figures 
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but  similar  figures  for  the  same  purpose,  were  deducted  from 
the  budget  Committee  of  Conference  the  day  before  this 
report  was  made.  This  report  therefore  is  unacceptable  again 
to  the  Senate  Conferees  and  that  means  that  HB  161,  which 
is  a  sunset  bill,  is  now  dead  when  we  adjourn. 

I  thought  that  we  ought  to  make  a  report  on  those  three 
because  there  are  all  kinds  of  comments  and  etc.  and  I  would 
recommend  that  that  report  be  put  in  the  report  as  being 
made  by  the  Senate  President,  which  will  therefore  negate 
anyone  else  making  a  report.

SEN.  WIGGINS:  Being  a  member  of  the  Conferees  on  HB 
188,  the  Liquor  Commission,  I  would  like  to  read  this  state- 
ment. With  the  recent  revelation  of  preferrential  treatment 
of  the  overstocking  of  wine  by  the  State  for  pohtical  crony- 
ism of  Governor  Gallen,  I  suggest  everyone  read  the  editorial 
of  June  18th,  1981  in  the  Union  Leader.  The  many  other 
rumors  of  preferential  treatment  with  the  apparent  loss  of 
control  by  the  Gallen  management  team,  I  am  given  to  under- 
stand that  the  State  liquor  inventories  may  be  $3-$4  million 
in  an  overstocked  position.  And  the  Gallen  management  team 
is  now  engaged  in  a  giant  cover-up  because  the  fiscal  year 
will  soon  be  coming  to  a  close.  It  is  apparent  to  me  that  the 
Gallen  management  team  has  become  involved  in  pohtical 
considerations  and  not  enough  involved  in  making  sound 
business  judgements.  It  is  time  to  get  Gallen's  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  Liquor  Commission  to  take  control  and  along 
with  the  other  two  commissioners,  bring  the  running  of  the 
State's  largest  revenue  producer  back  into  line,  out  of  politics 
and  into  fashion  which  the  good  people  of  New  Hampshire 
have  been  accustomed  to  until  the  advent  of  the  so-called 
management  team  which  was  appointed  by  Governor  Gallen 
some  time  ago.  It  is  apparent  that  the  only  way  the  problem 
of  the  Liquor  Commission  can  be  solved  is  with  the  instant 
abolition  of  the  management  team  and  the  adoption  by  the 
House  Conferees  of  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Senate  Con- 
ferees. We  provided  for  the  hnes  of  authority  to  be  clearly 
recognized.    We  provided   for  a  realistic   discount   for  many 
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on-premise  and  off-premise  licensees.  We  provided  for  a  real- 
istic and  to  pacify  and  show  our  willingness  of  compromise, 
we  included  a  citizens  advisory  board  and  appeals  board  which 
now  the  House  Conferees  are  refusing  to  go  along  with.  The 
conspiracy  to  destroy  the  Liquor  Commission  must  be  ex- 
posed or  stopped,  or  a  state  sales  or  income  tax  will  be  finally 
loaded  on  the  backs  of  the  taxpayers  by  these  unknown  and 
conspiring  forces.  I  suggest  to  you  that  a  full  and  complete 
investigation  be  conducted  so  that  the  people  of  New  Hamp- 
shire can  be  assured  of  the  honest  type  of  administration 
of  our  Liquor  Commission,  which  they  have  become  accus- 
tomed to  before  the  advent  of  the  Gallen  management  team.

There  was  only  one  minor  section  of  the  bill  that  one  or 
two  suggested  to  amend,  but  all  the  rest  of  the  testimony 
was  in  favor  and  none  against  it.  We  recommend  passage. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  am  going  to  vote  against  this  bill  and 
I  want  the  record  to  show  why.  Ever  since  this  activity  of 
the  Rockingharn  Park  has  been  involved,  I  have  watched  as 
an  experienced  member  of  the  Legislature,  a  charade  that 
has  been  performed.  A  charade  that  bothers  me  because  the 
State  has  not  really  been  a  consideration  in  this  issue.  This 
is  particularly  true,  I  believe,  in  the  actions  that  have  been 
taken  in  the  House.  We  had,  regardless  of  who  they  were 
or  who  they  were  not,  which  became  a  major  issue,  an  oppor- 
tunity to  have  the  area  known  as  Rockingham  Park  redeveloped 
into  a  sports  complex  on  the  basis  that  the  State,  or  for  the 
purposes  of  the  State  retaining  a  revenue-generator,  which 
it  has  always  had  at  that  particular  location.  Instead  of  meeting 
the  question  head-on  as  it  should  have  been  met  head-on,  it 
has  become  a  matter  of  considerations  of  all  kinds  of  various 
interests,  all  of  which  and  none  of  which,  .had  the  State's 
interest  at  heart.  Instead  they  had  their  own  interests  at  heart. 
This  disturbs  me  and  I  make  a  prediction  on  this  floor,  that 
you  will  not  see  the  Rockingham  area  developed  into  any- 
thing that  is  a  revenue  generator  for  the  State  in  the  future. 
I  don't  think  that  was  the  purpose  of  all  of  the  activities  that 
went  on  with  respect  to  that  area,  and  respect  to  the  final 
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bill  that  has  come  to  us,  but  I  think  that  is  the  end  result. 
I  say  it  is  a  shame  and  I  think  that  some  of  us  who  have  been 
involved  in  this,  and  some  of  us  who  have  been  cotton  to 
this,  should  also  be  a  little  ashamed. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I'm  going  to  vote  for  the  bill.  I 
personally  feel  that  again  New  Hampshire  was  only  used,  and 
I  have  said  this  for  several  months,  that  this  was  nothing  else 
but  just  a  great  big  bluff.  Because  as  you  know  Massachu- 
setts has  always  been  playing  around  with  nickels  and  dimes 
as  far  as  Hquor.  And  certainly  Massachusetts  is  not  going  to 
let  dollar  bills  go  to  New  Hampshire,  especially  with  the  popu- 
lation of  Massachusetts  and  all  the  big  shots  coming  from 
Dorchester,  certainly  they  are  not  going  to  come  to  New 
Hampshire.  So  I  think  that  the  people  in  Rockingham  have 
just  been  fools.  As  far  as  I'm  concerned  I  have  said  this  and 
I  will  repeat  what  I  said  about  eight  years  ago,  this  was  at 
a  time  when  Rockingham  was  operating  and  the  horses  were 
running,  I  said  that  there  were  rumors  and  it  has  been  part 
of  the  records  of  this  Senate,  that  the  rumors  were  that  Rock- 
ingham was  possibly  going  to  sell  to  a  shopping  center.  I  still 
feel  the  same  way  today,  Rockingham  will  be  sold  for  a 
shopping  center  even  though  there  are  already  a  lot  of  shopping 
centers  in  Salem.  I  feel  that,  and  I've  been  saying  this  for 
a  long  time,  and  I  still  feel  the  same  way,  New  Hampshire 
has  been  fooled  and  especially  the  people  in  Salem. 

Sen.  Blaisdell  moved  the  previous  question. 
Adopted.

INTRODUCTION  OF  HOUSE  BILL 

First  and  Second  Reading  and  Referral 

HB  847,  relative  to  poHtical  expenditures  and  contributions. 
(To  Executive  Departments) 

VETO  MESSAGE 

To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court: 

Pursuant  to  Article  44  of  Part  II  of  the  New  Hampshire 
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Constitution,  I  am  returning  Senate  Bill  57  with  my  objec- 
tions thereto  noted. 

Senate  Bill  57  would  require,  notwithstanding  the  provi- 
sions of  the  authorizing  legislation  of  the  Berlin  Water  Depart- 
ment, that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  conduct  an  investi- 
gation of  the  Berlin  Water  Works  on  or  before  July  1,  1982 
and  thereafter  set  rates  and  tariff  provisions  for  a  period  of 
two  years. 

Senate  Bill  57  is  not  only  repugnant  to  the  laws  governing 
operation  and  management  of  municipally-owned  utihties, 
but  repugnant  to  the  fundamental  principle  of  home  rule. 

Chapter  294  of  the  Laws  of  1925  authorized  the  City  of 
Berlin  to  purchase  the  Berlin  Water  Company,  Inc.  and  to 
establish  a  board  of  water  commissioners  to  see  to  the  proper 
operation  of  the  water  works.  Section  2  of  that  act  specifically 
provides  that  the  city  "make  such  contracts  and  .  .  .  establish 
such  regulations  and  tolls  for  the  use  of  water  ...  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  deemed  proper."  New  Hampshire  RSA  38:15 
generally  authorizes  municipalities  to  establish  regulations 
and  tolls  for  the  use  of  water,  electricity,  or  gas  supplied  to 
customers  by  municipal  utilities. 

Moreover,  Senate  Bill  57  is  repugnant  to  the  home  rule 
principle  that  has  long  governed  municipal  services.  It  is  an 
established  principle  that  municipal  utility  companies  oper- 
ating within  their  corporate  limits  are  exempted  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.  Blair  vs.  Man- 
chester Water  Works,  103  N.H.  505  (1961). 

For  these  reasons,  I  am  returning  Senate  Bill  57  without 
my  signature.  I  hope  that  the  General  Court,  after  careful 
consideration,  will  concur  with  my  judgment  in  this  matter.

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  feel  kind  of  sorry  that  the  Governor 
is  referring  to  home  rule.  When  the  Governor  refers  back  to 
1925  I  think  he  should  have  looked  back  and  found  out  that 
the  water  department  was  created  back  in  1829.  There  have 
been  thousands  of  people,  not  hundreds  but  thousands  of 
people  in  the  city  of  Berlin  who  have  been  complaining.  I 
hope  the  Senate  understands  that  I  am  definitely  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  Governor's  veto.  I  want  you  to  know  that  thou- 
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sands  of  people  have  been  complaining  and  complaining,  and 
therefore  I  felt  that  the  fair  thing  to  do,  not  only  for  the 
water  commissioners  but  also  for  the  Mayor  and  Council, 
that  certainly  if  we  had  someone  else  come  in  to  look  over 
the  books  of  the  water  department,  that  it  would  create  better 
feelings  than  the  city.  It  is  bad  enough  that  we  have  over 
400  homes  for  sale  but  at  the  same  time  if  you  don't  think 
that  there  is  anything  wrong  then  how  come  a  complete  com- 
mission and  the  old  commissioners  have  been  doing  an  excel- 
lent job.  When  the  city  has  been  paying  the  interest  and  bonds 
and  have  been  paying  them  and  made  payments  until  last 
year  there  was  $146,000  that  was  not  put  into  the  budget 
to  pay  for  the  filter  plant  which  the  city  of  Berlin  had  ac- 
cepted grants  from  the  federal  government,  which  was  the 
reason  why  they  were  making  payments.  But  last  year  $146,000 
was  not  put  into  the  budget  and  therefore  there  is  $146,000 
that  must  be  paid  by  September  1st  of  1981.  Now  we  have 
to  turn  around  and  all  the  rate  users  had  to  pay  a  fee  towards 
paying  the  interest  and  bonds  when  all  the  time  it  has  already 
been  agreed  by  the  previous  Mayor  and  Council  and  Manager 
that  these  premiums  would  be  taken  care  of  by  the  city.  To 
make  it  short  and  right  to  the  point,  the  old  commission  quit. 
Every  one  of  them  resigned.  Now  if  every  one  of  those  com- 
missioners resigned,  there  must  be  something  wrong.  You 
ought  to  see  the  amount  of  complaints  that  the  water  depart- 
ment has  been  receiving.  You  ought  to  see  the  amount  of 
complaints  that  I  get  from  these  people.  And  these  people 
come  for  advice  and  I  tried  to  advise  them  as  best  I  could. 
Therefore  by  doing  that  I  contacted  some  of  my  friends  down 
here  to  find  out  what  I  could  do  to  help  these  people  out. 
Well,  this  is  how  SB  57  was  created.  I'm  hoping  that  for  the 
benefit  of  the  people  of  Berlin  that  need  some  help.  There 
was  a  letter  that  was  sent  by  the  Chairman  of  the  PubUc  Utili- 
ties Commission,  Mike  Love,  who  sent  to  the  committee  and 
told  them  that  he  would  support  SB  57.  Well  now  my  gosh, 
there  the  PUC  was  willing  to  go  ahead  and  do  this,  and  try 
to  help  the  city  of  Berlin.  Then  the  Governor  says  it  is  not 
right,  we  are  going  against  home  rule.  Well  I  think  the  people 
of  Berlin  need  help  and  they  need  your  help,  and  I  need  your 
help,  and  I'm  asking  for  your  help.  Will  you  please  vote  against 
this  veto? 
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SEN.  PRESTON:  Parliamentary  inquiry.  If  I  wish  to  sup- 
port the  bill  as  it  was  written  I  would  vote  yes?  If  I  wish  to 
uphold  the  Governor's  veto  would  I  vote  no? 

SEN.  MONIER:  If  you  wish  to  pass  the  bill,  notwithstand- 
ing the  veto,  you  will  vote  yes.  If  you  wish  not  to  pass  the 
bill  and  support  the  Governor's  veto,  you  will  vote  no. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Parliamentary  inquiry.  This  vote  in 
order  to  overturn  the  veto  takes  a  2/3 's  majority  of  all  elected 
Senators? 

SEN.  MONIER:  It  takes  16  votes  to  pass  this  bill,  notwith- 
standing the  veto.  Two-thirds  of  Senators  elected.  We  have 
twenty-three  Senators.

To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court: 

Pursuant  to  Article  44  of  Part  II  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution,  I  return  herewith  Senate  Bill  112  with  my  ob- 
jections thereto  noted. 

The  bill  would  repeal  charter  provisions  inserted  by  a  refer- 
endum vote  in  the  City  of  Berlin  on  March  10,  1970,  relative 
to  the  appointment,  powers,  and  duties  of  the  city  manager. 

The  General  Court  enacted,  during  the  1979  Session,  RSA 
Chapter  49-B,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  ensure  that  the  home 
rule  powers  granted  to  municipalities  by  Article  39  of  Part  I 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Constitution  are  exercised  in  a  con- 
sistent, uniform  manner.  RSA  Chapter  49-B:3  (supp.)  provides 
that,  in  cases  where  the  inhabitants  of  a  municipahty  deter- 
mine that  amendments  should  be  made  in  the  municipal 
charter,  the  municipal  officers  shall  establish  a  charter  com- 
mission to  carry  out  such  a  purpose.  RSA  49-B:3,  II  through 
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V  prescribe  the  method  whereby  inhabitants  petition  for  the 
formulation  of  such  a  charter  commission. 

Senate  Bill  112  is  an  attempt  to  circumvent  the  procedure 
established  in  the  1979  Session.  The  bill,  were  it  to  become 
law,  would  be  contrary  not  only  to  the  laws  governing  amend- 
ment of  city  charters,  but  contrary  to  the  constitutional  prin- 
ciple that  changes  in  local  charters  be  instituted  by  the  localities 
themselves. 

For  these  reasons,  I  cannot  in  good  conscience  sign  Senate 
Bill  1 1 2  into  law.  I  am  hopeful  that  the  General  Court  will 
concur  in  my  decision  to  veto  Senate  Bill  112.

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  would  like  to  inform  all  of  you 
and  I'm  sure  that  I  don't  have  to  repeat  to  you,  but  I  am 
sure  that  every  one  of  you  are  well  aware  that  a  referendum 
is  nothing  else  but  home  rule.  I  would  like  to  certainly  ask 
the  Governor  where  does  he  feel  that  the  1,159  people  who 
have  signed  a  petition  asking  the  Mayor  and  Council  to  have 
a  referendum  and  put  the  question  of  the  city  manager  onto 
a  ballot.  Wher6  do  the  people  of  Berlin  or  any  other  city  or 
town,  go  to  when  the  Mayor  and  Council  have  refused  to 
give  home  rule  to  1,159  people?  If  the  Mayor  and  Council 
will  find  any  kind  of  an  excuse  to  put  it  into  the  drawer  and 
tell  1,159  people  no,  we  and  the  Mayor  and  Council  do  not 
agree,  where  do  you  think  the  people  have  got  to  go?  Well 
they  have  got  to  come  to  the  General  Court  or  they  have 
got  to  hire  an  attorney  and  take  the  matter  to  court.  But 
why  make  people  pay  especially  when  the  General  Court 
is  in  session?  Isn't  it  a  proper  way  to  appeal  to  its  represen- 
tatives? I  say  yes.  My  people  have  petitioned  and  these  peti- 
tioners have  asked  to  have  this  question  put  onto  the  1982 
election.  Senators,  this  is  home  rule.  Keep  in  mind  that  the 
petitioners  have  asked  the  Mayor  and  Cou^ncil  before.  So 
now  the  question  is  before  you.  Twenty-three  of  you  people 
supported  that  bill.  Two  hundred  and  seventy-nine  people 
in  the  House  supported  this  bill  of  home  rule.  And  only  twenty- 
seven  against.  Look  at  the  report  of  the  committee,  no  one 
opposed  it.  So  now  there  are  1,159  people  who  would  like 
to  have  that  question  put  onto  the  ballot  and  this  is  what 
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SB  112  does.  I'm  going  to  cut  it  short  right  now.  I'm  only 
asking  you  to  please  give  1,159  people  in  Berlin  the  home 
rule  from  this  General  Court  and  give  these  people  an  oppor- 
tunity to  go  to  the  ballot  box  and  cast  their  votes.  If  that 
is  not  home  rule,  my  gosh,  then  I'd  better  give  up. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Was  there  a  roll  call  on  SB  1 12? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  No,  it  was  an  unanimous  vote. 
Nobody  opposed  it. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Okay,  but  there  was  no  roU  call? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  No. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Is  it  a  fact  that  the  petitions  that  you  are 
speaking  of,  the  1,159  signatures  were  declared  illegal  by 
the  Council  for  the  City  of  Berlin? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  The  Council  found  any  type  of 
an  excuse  not  to  grant  these  people,  but  the  intent,  the  intent, 
was  right  there  and  the  intent  was  up  to  the  Mayor  and  Coun- 
cil to  put  it  in  the  right  language  and  put  it  onto  the  ballot 
so  that  the  people  could  make  a  decision  at  the  polls,  and 
they  refused  to  do  it. 

SEN.  BOYER:  My  question  again  is,  were  the  petitions 
in  fact  found  illegal  by  the  Council? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  The  Mayor  and  Council  found 
an  excuse  to  find  it  in  vain,  yes. 

SEN.  BOYER:  So  yes.  Were  we  advised  of  this?  Was  there 
any  floor  debate  on  SB  112? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  There  were  1,159  names  and  at 
the  same  time  I  gave  to  the  committee  a  news  item  which 
was  attached  to  SB  112. 

SEN.  BOYER:  Was  there  any  floor  debate  on  SB  1 12? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  No  there  was  not.

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  As  the  regular  session  which  marks  the 
ninth  consecutive  year  that  I  have  been  in  the  Senate,  draws 
to  a  close,  I  would  like  to  take  a  few  minutes  of  your  time 
to  address  some  of  the  many  concerns  which  have  not  been 
addressed  by  us.  I  urge  all  of  your  to  listen  to  this  because 
I  am  going  to  quote  from  one  who  had  these  same  concerns 
some  ten  years  ago  and  who  expressed  his  concerns  ten  years 
ago.  I  quote  "I  regret  the  erosion  of  pubHc  and  legislative 
confidence  in  our  State  University  which  has  caused  reduc- 
tion in  the  State's  share  of  the  University's  budget  from  52% 
in   1963  to  32%  in  this  biennium."  The  existing  State  share 
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of  the  University  budget  is  now  only  29%.  I  quote,  "I  regret 
our  foundation  aid  program  for  education  in  1963  was  7.4% 
of  the  State's  net  budget,  helping  97  school  districts  and  today 
we  allocated  3.3%  of  the  net  budget,  which  helps  only  68 
school  districts."  Again,  in  the  budget  just  ending  we  allo- 
cated only  1.4%  of  the  net  budget  for  foundation  aid  and 
helped  only  32  school  districts  last  year.  I  quote,  "Our  sister 
state  of  Vermont,  with  14,036  miles  of  state  highway  to  patrol 
assigns  239  troopers  to  the  task."  New  Hampshire,  with  more 
miles  of  highways  still  has  fewer  state  troopers  than  Vermont 
had  ten  years  ago,  and  only  one  trooper  every  125  miles.  At 
various  times  during  this  session  I  have  proposed  various 
methods  of  tax  reform.  I  am  not  the  first  legislator  to  have 
done  so.  Once  again  allow  me  to  quote  from  what  was  said 
ten  years  ago.  "You  don't  want  a  tax.  I  don't  want  to  say 
no  to  kids  who  desire  a  technical  educational  vocation.  You 
don't  want  to  tax.  I  don't  want  you  to  say  no  to  the  needs 
for  the  industrial  developments  of  the  North  Country.  You 
don't  want  a  tax.  I  don't  want  to  have  to  inform  somebody 
of  a  highway  death  caused  by  inadequate  numbers  of  state 
police.  You  don't  want  a  tax.  I  don't  want  to  ignore  the 
problems  of  the  aging."  How  much  longer  will  the  needs  of 
our  State  be  recognized  but  the  solutions  needed  not  taken. 
This  marks  the  fifth  consecutive  session  I  have  been  in.  I  have 
to  admit  that  this  session  has  not  been  as  enjoyable  as  the 
previous  ones.  The  same  person  I  have  quoted,  addressed  him- 
self ten  years  ago  to  the  same  feelings  I  now  have.  I  saw  in 
words  what  was  until  then  just  a  nebulous  feeling.  Again  I 
quote,  "The  one  difference  that  really  stands  out  among  all 
the  others  is  that  in  those  days  many  more  members  seem 
to  care  more  deeply  about  this  institution.  There  seem  to 
be  more  members  who  loved,  respected,  and  reverred  this 
House  and  its  accoutements.  Maybe  it  is  nostalgia,  but  there 
appeared  to  be  a  friendlier  rapport  among  members,  a  greater 
comradeship,  a  greater  understanding,  a  greater  trust  for  each 
other's  motives,  foibles,  and  concerns.  I  see^a  significant  dif- 
ference that  on  the  last  night  of  those  sessions,"  (and  they 
used  to  go  all  night  in  those  days)  "the  forces  of  opposition 
were  here  to  the  closing  gun.  They  loved  this  Legislature  and 
they  didn't  really  want  to  go  home,  as  long  as  there  was  an 
excuse  to  stay  with  their  friends,  their  comrades,  and  their 
adversaries.   Now   on   this  last   night  we  find  the  opposition 
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making  their  speeches,  issuing  their  press  releases,  and  all 
returning  home,  all  but  one  who  immediately  demands  a 
quorum  call."  Some  of  you  may  say,  well,  this  is  a  Blaisdell 
press  release.  Well  if  it  is  at  least  it  is  not  given  under  the  guise 
of  a  statement  on  pending  legislation.  Many  of  you  have  read 
statements  regarding  bills  being  debated  on  the  floor.  Those 
statements  on  papers  marked  in  big  letters,  Press  Releases, 
were  very  probably  written  by  the  same  man  who  first  gave 
the  speeches  I  quoted  from  this  statement.  I  refer  to  a  man 
who  ten  years  ago  recognized  the  problems  of  this  state.  I 
only  wish  he  had  the  courage  to  tell  this  Senate  and  the  Senate 
President,  that  we  still  have  these  problems.  Then  again  it 
is  never  too  late,  is  it,  Former  Speaker  Marshall  Cobleigh?

Sen.  Lamontagne  for  the  committee. 

Sen.  Sanborn  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  In  the  early  part  of  this  session  a  day 
or  two  ago  we  upheld  a  veto  of  the  Governor  relative  to  SB  105 
which  was  increasing  the  fees  of  the  sheriffs  and  deputy  sheriffs. 
I  realize  that  the  Governor  has  legal  assistance  that  he  hires 
in  his  office  and  should  be  able  to  read  the  RSAs,  however, 
when  he  made  the  statement  that  the  counties  would  have 
to  bear  the  burden  of  the  increased  fees  of  the  sheriffs  and 
deputy  sheriffs,  he  is  in  error  because  his  legal  counsel  just 
doesn't  know  how  to  read  the  RSAs.  I  would  like  to  quote 
from  Chapter  23,  Title  2  of  the  RSAs  of  counties,  23:7,  "Every 
county  shall  have  the  power  to  establish  salaries  and  expenses 
or  other  compensations  made  to  the  county  attorney,  assistant 
county  attorney,  sheriff,  chief  deputy  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff, 
registrar  of  deeds,  treasurer,  deputy  treasurer,  and  county 
commissioner.  Said  salary  shall  be  estabhshed  not  less  than 
biannually  by  the  county  convention  upon  recommendations 
of  the  executive  committee.  Notwithstanding  any  other  pro- 
vision of  the  law  to  the  contrary  in  counties  in  which  any 
of  the  forementioned  officers  receive  fees  and/or  mileage 
for  services  performed  by  them  as  part  of  their  compensa- 
tion, the  county  convention  may  put  such  officer  on  a  salary 
and  expense  basis.  Such  officers  will  be  required  to  continue 
to  collect  the  usual  fees  and  mileage  for  the  services  performed, 
and  to  pay  over  all  such  fees  and  mileage  to  the  county  trea- 
surer for  the  use  of  the  county."  Now  I  don't  know  how 
much  plainer  it  could  be  that  the  money  collected  in  fees 
shall  be  turned  over  to  the  county  for  use  by  the  county. 
I  cannot  make  any  motion  to  reconsider  hut  others  should 
stop  and  think  that  they  were  so  valiant  in  upholding  the 
Governor's  veto  and  cut  money  coming  in  to  the  counties 
which  in  turn  cuts  your  taxes  because  the  taxpayer  of  the 
county,  through  their  property  tax,  pays  the  county  taxes. 
There  was  a  chance  to  get  a  little  bit  more  money  into  the 
counties  but  the  Governor  and  a  majority  here  in  the  Senate

saw  to  uphold  it  and  consequently  the  counties  are  without 
those  funds  to  help  run  the  counties,  as  it  says  very  plainly 
inRSA23:7. 

Sen.  Lamontagne  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  certainly  appreciate  very  much 
that  Sen.  Sanborn  stood  up  here  and  quoted  the  law,  because 
yesterday  there  were  some  Senators  who  accused  me  of  lying 
to  them.  I  think  the  quotation  of  that  law  certainly  is  spelling 
out  that  I  did  not  lie,  that  I  said  the  truth,  as  far  as  the  money 
that  was  going  to  go  to  the  county,  and  not  to  the  individual. 
I'm  glad,  but  Sen.  Sanborn  let  me  tell  you  that  even  so  that 
veto  yesterday  or  any  of  the  vetoes  that  I  took,  and  I  took 
it  on  the  chin,  I  took  it  because  I  was  being  honest.  One  of 
the  Senators  came  over  to  see  me  after  it  was  over  and  he 
said  well  I  told  you  you  needed  more  friends.  Well  that  indi- 
vidual, and  I  will  tell  you  it  was  Sen.  Champagne  who  came 
to  me,  and  I  considered  it  to  be  an  insult.  Because  Sen.  Cham- 
pagne wanted  me  to  create  a  job  for  a  friend  of  his  and  a 
friend  of  the  Governor's  in  the  PUC.  To  create  a  job  and  put 
up  funds  to  take  care  of  that  job.  I  definitely  opposed  it  be- 
cause I  felt  that  it  was  wrong.  It  was  wrong  to  turn  around 
and  put  somebody  into  the  PUC  and  put  somebody  there 
where  he  is  not  needed.  I  was  also  asked  if  I  didn't  want  to 
put  Alphonse  Duvall  on,  that  at  least  I  would  go  along  to 
create  the  job  and  the  funding.  I  said  in  no  way  will  I  do  that. 
And  therefore  as  Chairman  of  the  Conferees  of  this  Senate 
I  opposed  it.  I  was  strongly  in  opposition  to  such  position. 
And  certainly  I  was  not  in  favor  of  using  the  taxpayers  money 
to  create  a  job  for  a  friend  of  somebody  else,  or  even  if  it 
was  a  friend  of  mine.  And  if  I  would  have  gone  along  with 
the  Senator  from  the  20th  District,  I  feel  sure  that  I  would 
have  had  enough  votes  to  be  able  to  turn  around  and  over- 
ride the  Governor's  veto,  but  I  can  go  home  with  a  straight 
face.  I  can  go  home  and  face  you  and  I  can  face  anybody 
else  because  my  job  here  as  a  Senator  has  always  been  honest 
and  I  always  will  be  honest.  I  again  want  to  say  thank  you 
to  Sen.  Sanborn  because  you  have  proven  a  point  to  people 
who  accused  me  of  lying,  that  I  told  them  the  truth  about 
the  law.

Floor  Amendment  to  HB  873 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

2  Cruelty  to  Animals.  Amend  RSA  644:8  (supp)  as  in- 
serted by  1971,  518:1  as  amended  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

644:8  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

I.  In  this  section,  "cruelty"  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited 
to,  acts  or  omissions  injurious  or  detrimental  to  the  health, 
safety  or  welfare  of  any  animal,  including  the  abandoning 
of  any  animal  without  proper  provision  for  its  care,  susten- 
ance, protection  or  shelter. 

II.  In  this  section,  "animal"  means  a  domestic  animal,  a 
household  pet  or  a  wild  animal  in  captivity. 

III.  A  person  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if  he: 

(a)  Without  lawful  authority  negligently  deprives  or  causes 
to  be  deprived  any  animal  in  his  possession  or  custody  neces- 
sary care,  sustenance  or  shelter; 

(b)  Negligently  beats,  cruelly  whips,  tortures,  mutilates 
or  in  any  other  manner  mistreats  or  causes  to  be  mistreated 
any  animal; 

(c)  Negligently  overdrives,  overworks,  drives  when  over- 
loaded, or  otherwise  abuses  or  misuses  any  animal  intended 
for  or  used  for  labor; 

(d)  Negligently  transports  any  animal  in  his  possession  or 
custody  in  a  manner  injurious  to  the  health,  safety  or  physi- 
cal well-being  of  such  animal; 

(e)  Negligently  abandons  any  animal  previously  in  his  pos- 
session or  custody  by  causing  such  animal  to  be  left  without 
supervision  or  adequate  provision  for  its  care,  sustenance  or 
shelter;  or 
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(f)  Otherwise  negligently  permits  or  causes  any  animal  in 
his  possession  or  custody  to  be  subjected  to  cruelty,  inhumane 
treatment  or  unnecessary  suffering  of  any  kind. 

IV.  In  addition  to  being  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  as  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  III,  any  person  charged  with  cruelty  to 
animals  may  have  his  animal  confiscated  by  the  arresting 
officer  and,  upon  said  person's  conviction  of  cruelty  to  animals, 
the  court  may  dispose  of  said  animal  in  any  manner  it  decides. 
The  costs,  if  any,  incurred  in  boarding  and  treating  the  animal, 
pending  disposition  of  the  case,  and  in  disposing  of  the  animal, 
upon  a  conviction  of  said  person  for  cruelty  to  animals,  shall 
be  borne  by  the  person  so  convicted.

SB  83,  relative  to  witnesses  at  a  marriage  ceremony  and 
the  fee  charged  for  performing  such  a  ceremony. 
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SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  feel  kind  of  sorry  in  a  way  that 
just  a  little  simple  bill  of  increasing  the  fees  of  marriages  from 
$5  to  $25  would  turn  in  to  such  a  complicated  bill.  The  pur- 
pose of  it  being  recalled  is  because  the  Monsignor  was  in  today 
and  pointed  out,  and  this  was  an  amendment  that  was  opposed 
by  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  reason  why  it  was  opposed  is 
because  of  the  witnesses  so  that  when  you  got  married  you 
didn't  have  to  have  any  witnesses  unless  you  wanted  to,  but 
because  of  a  problem  that  was  going  on  where  some  people 
were  either  charging  $50  for  their  relations  to  be  a  witness 
or  they  would  get  somebody  to  come  in  and  charge  a  fee 
of  $50,  so  therefore  I  was  asked  if  it  was  all  right  to  amend 
my  bill  and  I  felt  well  it  sounded  all  right  to  me.  But  it  seems 
to  have  created  a  problem  with  the  Catholic  religion.  This 
is  the  reason  the  Monsignor  was  in  was  to  point  out  to  them 
that  in  the  Catholic  religion  it  is  a  must  that  they  have  wit- 
nesses. So  that  was  one  problem.  But  before  his  problem 
I  had  a  minister  who  got  hold  of  me  from  Concord  and  called 
me  in,  of  course  he  was  talking  about  the  fees  being  changed, 
and  therefore  the  fee  of  $5  to  $20  as  it  was  amended  from 
the  House  was  creating  a  problem  because  at  times  when 
they  do  have  marriages  people  pay  beyond  the  $20  and  give 
the  minister  a  gift  and  therefore  felt  that  that  law  would  be 
complicated.  As  much  as  I  feel  that  I  have  to  agree  that  there 
are  problems  for  those  people,  and  seeing  that  my  bill  was 
just  a  simple  bill,  that  I  felt  that  at  this  time  I  would  ask  you 
to  take  this  bill  and  refer  it  to  a  study  so  we  can  avoid  another 
veto  from  the  Governor.  So  I  would  appreciate  it  if  you  would 
at  least  vote  with  me  and  we  only  need  a  majority  vote  to  send 
this  to  study.  I  would  appreciate  it.  It  is  my  bill,  SB  83,  please 
send  it  to  study  and  then  we  will  stop  all  this  commotion, 
and  then  when  I  come  back  in  two  years  I  will  see  if  I  can 
put  it  back  in  again  and  do  it  the  right  way. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  apologize  maybe  for  not  paying  atten- 
tion at  the  beginning.  Was  this  the  House  bill  that  increased 
the  marriage  license  fee? 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  This  is  not  a  House  bill,  it  is  a  Senate 
bill. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  Then  it  is  not  the  one  that  increased  mar- 
riage license  fees  to  assist  .  .  . 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  It  increases  the  hcense  fees  and  this 
is  the  one  that  the  Governor  was  going  to  veto. 
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Sen.  Lamontagne  moved  that  SB  83  be  sent  to  interim 
study. 

Adopted. 

Sen.  Champagne  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  CHAMPAGNE:  I  guess  this  is  the  day  for  Rule  44. 
I  happened  to  be  in  the  hall  and  heard  my  name  mentioned 
in  connection  with  a  certain  bill,  which  happened  to  be  the 
LUCC  bill.  I  feel  that  at  this  point  because  of  the  comments 
that  have  been  made  that  I  should  make  comments  of  my 
own.  The  LUCC  bill  came  out  of  the  House  transferring  the 
consumer  advocate  from  the  LUCC  to  the  Pubhc  Utilities 
Commission.  In  effect,  at  the  time  the  bill  came  out,  there 
were  two  employees  left  at  the  LUCC.  One  was  the  consumer 
advocate  and  one  was  a  financial  analyist.  The  financial  analyist 
was  being  used  to  handle  consumer  complaints  against  utilities 
and  consumer  complaints  that,  I  am  told,  went  to  the  PUC 
and  were  not  handled  in  a  very  expeditious  manner.  The  other 
employee  other  than  the  consumer  advocate,  namely  Mr. 
Duvall,  was  handling  consumer  complaints  at  the  LUCC. 
Strangely  enough  Sen.  Lamontagne  happens  to  be  Chairman 
of  the  LUCC  and  Mr.  Duvall  has  been  working  for  the  LUCC 
for  two  years,  however  I  am  told  that  Mr.  Duvall  handles 
complaints  for  people  making  complaints  a  little  too  enthu- 
siastically to  please  the  people,  the  LUCC,  regularly.  When 
we  come  to  talk  about  who  represents  who,  I  represent  the 
people  in  my  district  and  I  represent  them  in  all  areas,  and 
I  think  handling  consumer  complaints  that  the  PUC  can't 
handle  and  being  a  little  too  tough  on  utilities  is  too  bad. 
Mr.  Duvall  was  accused  of  handling  these  things  a  little  too 
enthusiastically.  I  think  it  is  a  sad  state  of  affairs  that  a  man 
does  lose  his  job  because  he  does  it  too  well.

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SUSPENSION  OF  RULES 

Sen.  Conley  moved  that  the  rules  of  the  Senate  be  so  far 
suspended  as  to  allow  a  Committee  Report  on  HB  847  without 
a  hearing  and  without  notice  in  the  calendar. 

Adopted. 

Sen.  Bergeron  in  the  Chair. 

HB  847,  relative  to  political  expenditures  and  contributions. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  The  bill  before  us,  HB  847,  was  one  that 
was  held  in  the  House  of  Representatives  because  of  a  Su- 
preme Court  decision.  What  we  have  left  after  the  Supreme 
Court  decision  is  two  sections.  The  first  is  to  repeal  the  neces- 
sary pohtical  committee  statements  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  if  they  are  under  the  $500  limit.  The  second  has  to 
do  with  limiting  the  amounts  that  can  be  contributed  to  a 
candidate  by  poUtical  committees  and  political  action  com- 
mittees, etc.,  to  the  same  limit  as  for  the  federal  elections, 
which  would  be  $1,000.  The  exemptions  are  there  for  poli- 
tical committees  and  political  action  committees  under  RSA 
664:3,  in.  What  this  does  in  actuahty  is  limit  the  amount 
that  a  single  person  can  contribute  to  a  candidate.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  committee  has  reviewed  HB  847  and  recom- 
mends its  passage.  We  also  will  announce  to  the  Senate  that 
HB  847  will  have  some  floor  amendments  and  it  will  become 
the  trailer  bill  for  some  materials  that  were  left  over  at  the 
end  of  the  Senate  session  and  we  will  add  those  on  to  HB 
847  as  amendments  from  the  floor. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  don't  seem  to  have  a  copy  of  the  ver- 
sion that  you  are  talking  about  of  HB  847  before  me.  But 
on  the  contribution  limits,  the  $1,000,  are  we  talking  essen- 
tially similar  to  the  legislation  which  I  have  sponsored  which 
was  heard  in  your  committee  a  couple  of  months  ago,  or 
how  does  this  differ  from  that  legislation  which  would  have 
set  a  $  1 ,000  limit? 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Sen.  Splaine  I  don't  remember  what  the 
details  of  your  bill  were.  I  have  just  received  this  Tuesday 
from  the  House  of  Representatives  in  a  modified  form.  What 
it  says,  if  you  will  bear  with  me  I  will  read  it  to  you:  "Any 
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person  or  political  committee  except  a  political  committee 
of  a  political  party,  or  a  political  committee  which  has  com- 
phed  with  RSA  664:3,  III,  to  any  one  candidate:  1)  if  an 
excess  of  the  limit  for  such  contributions  established  by  federal 
law  or  for  federal  elections  except  for  contributions  made 
by  a  candidate  in  behalf  of  his  own  candidacy;  2)  if  made 
anonymously  or  under  a  name  not  that  of  the  donor;  3)  if 
made  in  the  guise  of  a  loan;  4)  if  in  any  manner  concealed; 
5)  if  made  without  knowledge  and  written  consent  of  the 
candidate  or  his  fiscal  agent,  a  political  committee  or  its  treas- 
urer, or  not  to  any  one  of  the  same."  As  I  understand  it  it 
limits  the  contributions  by  single  individuals  to  a  candidate 
to  $1,000. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  And  a  political  action  committee  to  $5,000? 

SEN.  CONLEY:  There  is  no  limit  on  the  political  action 
committee  spelled  out,  unless  it  is  so  stated  in  the  federal 
law. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  Just  very  briefly.  I  think  that  the  limita- 
tions set  up  by  this  legislation  as  read  by  Sen.  Conley  is  very 
good.  Right  now  in  state  law  there  is  no  limitation  for  poli- 
tical action  committees  whatsoever.  One  could  contribute 
$100,000.  And  the  Limitation  for  an  individual  was  up  to 
$5,000.  As  we  got  into  discussion  a  couple  of  months  ago 
with  SB  29,  which  the  Supreme  Court  deemed  would  not 
be  constitutional  in  the  way  it  was  written,  there  is  a  need 
to  limit  the  amount  of  contributions.  This  was  one  way  to 
do  it.  Certainly  it  sounds  very  feasible,  very  realistic  to  me, 
that  at  least  we  are  attacking  the  way  the  people  are  going 
to  be  able  to  contribute  to  a  candidate  on  a  reasonable  level 
so  that  some  of  the  high  spending  campaigns,  particularly 
for  governor,  governor's  council,  and  in  some  cases  State 
Senate,  will  not  be  getting  way  out  of  hand.  At  the  same 
time  an  individual  can  contribute  as  much  as  he  or  she  may 
want  to  to  his  own  campaign,  that  cannot  be  changed  be- 
cause of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  rulings  that  free 
speech  would  be  impaired  if  one  could  not  cofitribute  as  much 
as  he  wants,  or  she  wants,  to  his  own  campaign.  So  I  speak 
in  favor  of  this  legislation  as  explained  by  Sen.  Conley. 

Sen.  Monier  moved  a  floor  amendment. 
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SEN.  MONIER:  This  amendment  has  three  sections  to  it. 
Two  of  the  sections  are  related,  deahng  with  retirement.  The 
first  section,  of  course,  is  one  that  deals  with  the  sunsetting 
of  the  Liquor  Commission,  in  which  HB  188,  no  Committee 
of  Conference  was  received  or  was  met,  and  as  a  result  it  has 
been  sunsetted.  But  during  the  last  session  in  the  budget  bill 
which  is  179,  the  laws  are  434:11,  113,  the  select  committee 
established  the  four  positions  that  are  now  known  as  the 
unclassified  middle  management  team.  If  they  are  not  removed, 
notwithstanding  the  law,  then  they  remain  on  the  books  and 
they  should  not  remain  on  the  books  because  as  a  chapter 
they  are  not  a  statutory  part.  You  will  note  that  it  says  upon 
the  completion  of  the  term  and  the  encumbent  positions. 
There  is  no  attempt  to  remove  the  people  who  are  already 
in  the  position  for  the  terms  they  are  serving. 

Section  4  and  section  5  deals  with  two  parts  which  were 
brought  up  in  Senate  Finance  at  one  time  and  then  brought 
up  again  at  the  budget  Committee  of  Conference.  I  said  I 
would  put  them  in  a  trailer  bill.  It  depends  upon  two  parts. 
The  first  part,  number  4,  deals  with  the  selectivity  or  the 
alternatives  offered  to  a  person  of  50  years  or  older  who  has 
within  their  twenty  years  of  service,  or  fifteen  years  of  ser- 
vice, and  all  this  really  does  to  the  current  law  is  lower  the 
age  to  50,  and  that  means  he  may  elect  to  receive  lowered 
retirement  benefits  in  case  the  new  budget  is  passed,  he  was 
one  of  those  who  was  passed  over.  The  number  E  portion 
of  that  is  the  other  side  of  that.  If  he  does  not  wish  to  have 
or  does  not  wish  to  take  an  early  retirement,  and  he  is  passed 
over,  this  is  a  protection  device  for  him.  There  again  it  is  the 
age  of  50  and  he  has  had  at  least  fifteen  years  of  service.  The 
reason  those  two  dates  were  selected  was  so  that  he  could 
go  to  sixty-five  and  have  a  full  thirty  years  if  he  so  desired. 
This  is  really  a  kind  of  a  concession  to  the  fact  that  the  new 
budget  calls  for  management  principles  and  the  people  in 
the  50-year  age  group  or  above,  actually,  are  the  ones  that 
are  going  to  have  the  greatest  problems  if  they  were  to  be 
passed  over  or  let  off  their  jobs.  I  cleared  this  with  Mr.  McCredy 
this  afternoon.  You  have  a  copy  of  the  letter  in  which  it  very 
clearly  says  there  is  no  fiscal  impact  upon  it.  It  does  not  af- 
fect the  actuarial  positions.  It  is  a  matter  of  just  giving  alter- 
natives to  people  of  50  years  or  older  in  the  state  service. 
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SEN.  PRESTON:  I  would  just  like  to  speak  briefly  to  the 
number  3,  positions  abolished.  I'm  just  concerned  at  this 
time  that  this  should  appear  at  this  late  date  as  it  relates  to 
a  very  controversial  topic.  We  had  bills,  various  versions  from 
the  House  and  Senate,  that  related  to  the  reorganization  of 
the  Liquor  Commission,  and  that  is  the  basis  of  the  advice 
to  some  of  my  colleagues  to  vote  no,  if  I  may. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I  just  wanted  to  advise  the  Senate  that 
this  appeared  both  in  the  House  version  of  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  Liquor  Commission,  and  in  the  Senate  version. 
It  was  not  a  position  of  contention  between  the  Conferees 
on  the  part  of  the  House  and  the  Senate.  It  was  not  contro- 
versial. There  were  other  things  that  were  far  more  on  the 
minds  of  the  Senate  and  the  House.  I  would  urge  the  Senate 
to  support  the  amendment. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Sen.  Preston,  rather  than  ask  questions 
because  you  and  I  discussed  it.  This  particular  thing  is  in  there 
because  we  have  a  conflict  in  the  law.  If  you  remember  the 
select  committee  when  Sen.  Rock  had  it,  and  then  when  he 
got  ill  I  had  it,  we  had  under  that  select  committee  authority 
in  the  budget  to  create  a  new  position  with  the  Governor's 
approval  and  the  Governor's  Council  appointment.  We  did 
that  and  you  had  four  jobs  which  are  listed  here,  created. 
They  were  all  subsequently  filled  and  there  are  some  people 
still  holding  those  positions,  some  of  them  that  extend  be- 
yond July  1981.  The  problem  is  that  a  budgetary  bill  does 
not  have  a  chapter  statutory  authority,  all  we  have  got  is 
created  positions  and  no  funding  in  the  budget.  While  it  can 
be  taken  care  of  under  the  Senate  version  of  budgetary  man- 
agement, for  those  people  who  are  still  in  it,  you  can't  leave 
those  things  there  vacant,  essentially  they  must  be  abolished, 
or  should  be.  It  is  a  technical  housekeeping  and  I'm  sorry 
that  it  happens  to  be  the  Liquor  Commission.  But  both  this 
provision  or  similar  provisions  were  in  both  the  House  and 
the  Senate  bill.  Had  either  one  of  them  come  to  a  compro- 
mise they  would  have  been  removed.

100-A:5,  1(d)  as  inserted  by  1975,  435:1  by  striking  out  said 
subparagraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

(d)  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  the  1982-1983  state 
operating  budget  and  any  other  provision  of  law,  any  group  I 
member  who  meets  the  requirements  of  RSA  100-A:10,  1(a), 
and  who  has  attained  the  age  of  50,  but  not  the  age  of  60, 
may  elect  to  retire  and  have  his  benefits  commence  immedi- 
ately as  a  reduced  service  retirement  allowance  upon  written 
application  to  the  board  of  trustees  setting  for  the  time,  not 
less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  90  days  subsequent  to  the 
filing  thereof,  at  which  he  desires  to  have  his  benefits  com- 
mence.

Sen.  Mann  moved  Concurrence. 

Sen.  Conley  in  the  Chair. 

SEN.  MANN:  I  would  hke  to  move  that  we  limit  the  speakers 
to  two  on  each  side. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  would  certainly  oppose  that  motion.  I 
can't  imagine  how  anyone  is  going  to  decide  who  the  two 
speakers  should  be  on  what  side  of  this  budget.  I  know  I  have 
some  comments  to  make  on  this  budget  and  I'm  going  to 
say  it.  Either  we  talk  during  debate  on  HB  600  or  we  are 
going  to  remain  here  and  talk  about  the  parhamentary  pro- 
cedure. When  we  are  talking  about  twenty-two  Senators  voting 
on  a  budget  of  this  magnitude,  a  budget  which  none  of  us 
had  an  opportunity  to  see  before  yesterday,  and  a  budget 
which  at  least  a  number  of  us  only  saw  this  morning  for  the 
first   time   in   which   the   House  has  just  voted  on  moments 
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ago,  we  are  talking  about  an  important  issue,  v^n  issue  that 
is  going  to  be  affecting  the  lives  of  9,000  state  employees. 
An  issue  that  is  going  to  be  affecting,  directly  and  indirectly, 
the  lives  of  just  about  everyone  in  New  Hampshire.  I'm  cer- 
tainly going  to  have  my  say  on  this  budget  as  I  vote  opposed 
to  it.  I  think  that  trying  to  put  this  kind  of  a  gag  rule  against 
any  of  the  members  of  this  Senate  would  be  quite  preposter- 
ous. Come  on,  what  kind  of  a  body  are  we  running  here? 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  I  think  this  motion  for  closure  is  com- 
mon practice  at  times  in  the  House  when  they  feel  that  there 
is  going  to  be  too  many  speakers,  and  also  in  Congress.  I  don't 
think  that  what  anybody  says  here  today  or  may  say  would 
change  anybody's  opinion.  So  I  am  in  favor  of  limiting  two 
speakers  to  each  side  because  I  think  most  everybody  has 
already  made  up  their  mind. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  would  like  to  know,  Sen.  Chandler, 
since  you  are  supportive  of  this  motion,  who  decides  who 
the  two  speakers  on  each  side  are  going  to  be?  Do  we  hold 
a  lottery  or  does  the  Ayatollah  decide  or  what? 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  You  do  it  the  same  way  they  used 
to  do  it  in  the  House,  Senator. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  Then  tell  me  the  method. 

SEN.  MANN:  I  would  like  to  withdraw  my  motion  but 
I  think  I  just  made  a  point.  I  hope  they  will  keep  it  short. 

SEN.  MONIER:  This  has  been  debated  in  the  newspapers, 
it  has  been  debated  in  the  press,  in  some  cases  there  has  been 
exchanges  of  ignorances,  in  other  cases  there  have  been  some 
intelhgent  statements  made.  I'd  like  to  just  quickly  run  you 
through  where  we  stand  on  the  Committee  of  Conference, 
if  I  may.  You  all  know  that  there  are  six  sections  to  the  bud- 
get. I  thought  you  might  like  to  just  have  an  appraisal  of  the 
difference  between  the  House  and  Senate  position  in  the 
Committee  of  Conference  so  that  you  can  have  a  clear  cut 
analysis  of  what  happened  in  each  of  those  sections. 

Let's  take  section  1 ,  General  Government.  The  House  ver- 
sion as  it  came  to  Committee  of  Conference  was  157.6,  and 
I'm  going  to  use  round  figures  if  I  may.  The  Senate  position 
was  158.8,  and  the  Committee  of  Conference  was  164.9.  The 
significant  differences  between  these  three  were  that  we  move 
from  public  protection,  which  is  the  second  section  of  the 
budget,  we  moved  the  whole  kit  and  kaboodle  of  the  domestic 
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relations,  I  believe,  to  the  General  Government.  As  a  result 
the  Senate  was  higher  in  that  case  than  the  House.  The  House 
concurred  with  the  Senate's  actions  and  the  end  product 
was  $164.9  milhon. 

In  Public  Protection,  which  is  the  second  section  of  the 
budget,  the  House  position  was  $65  million,  the  Senate  posi- 
tion was  $57,  and  for  the  same  reason  it  was  lower.  The  Com- 
mittee of  Conference  came  out  at  $58.7  million.  So  the  sig- 
nificant difference  here  was  that  we  were  about  equal  across 
after  we  had  made  the  move  that  I  spoke  of  earlier. 

Resources  and  Development,  the  House  passed  position 
was  $34.2  million,  the  Senate  position  was  $33.1,  and  the 
Committee  of  Conference  was  $34.8.  This  is  because  we  added 
to  one  or  two  of  the  protection  and  resources  development 
sections. 

The  fourth  section  of  the  budget  which  was  Transporta- 
tion was  $1.7  milhon  from  the  House,  $1.5  million  from 
the  Senate,  and  it  wound  up  at  $1.7  in  the  Committee  of 
Conference. 

I  think  the  most  interesting  figure  is  the  next  one  in  which 
everybody  wants  to  Done,  both  Houses  I  guess,  that  they 
haven't  done  enough.  I  want  to  speak  to  not  having  "Done" 
enough  for  just  a  minute  after  I  read  the  figures.  The  fifth 
section  is  Health  and  Social  Services.  The  House  passed  a 
$203.3  milhon,  the  Senate  had  $178.1  milhon,  primarily 
because  we  had  less  revenues  after  the  Senate  by  a  vote,  un- 
animous vote  I  might  add,  that  removed  a  payroll  tax.  The 
Committee  of  Conference,  in  compromise,  and  in  recognizing 
the  situation  from  both  Houses,  wound  up  with  a  figure  of 
$210.7  million,  which  is  $7  milhon  higher  than  what  the 
House  itself  had  with  a  budget  of  $600  million.  The  major 
growth  in  any  area  of  the  budget  was  in  Health  and  Social 
Services. 

Education,  the  House  position  was  $118.6  million,  the 
Senate  position  was  $112.8  milhon,  and  the  Committee  of 
Conference  was  $1 16.2  million. 

The  compromises  that  were  made  were  between  two  bud- 
gets in  the  Committee  of  Conference.  The  House's  budget 
being  a  position  of  $580.6  which  was  their  appropriated, 
agreed  upon  level  in  the  House,  and  after  you  deducted  that 
portion  of  the  tax  that  was  the  payroll  tax  which  had  not 
passed    in    the    Senate.   The    Senate's   position    was    $452.1 
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million  and  the  position  of  the  Committee  of  Conference 
was  $587.3  milHon.  I  think  it  would  be  interesting  to  note 
that  the  differences  in  these  are  that  in  1981,  and  I  might 
say  at  this  time  that  I  am  pleased  that  the  House  passed  this 
budget  because  while  some  people  have  been  screaming  for 
a  continuing  resolution,  a  continuing  resolution  that  would 
pass  both  Houses  would  have  been  a  disaster  for  the  state, 
if  they  think  that  the  budget  level  of  the  Committee  of  Con- 
ference is  a  disaster  they  wouldn't  have  seen  anything  at  all, 
it  would  have  been  the  difference  between  a  tornado  and 
a  hurricane.  In  1981  our  spending  level  projected  would  have 
been  $566.3  miUion  and  the  expenditures  that  are  called 
for  in  the  Committee  of  Conference  are  $574.8  milHon.  Your 
appropriated  increases  were  $599.2  million  for  a  $3  million 
increase,  in  case  you  are  interested  in  those  kinds  of  statistics. 
Some  of  the  highhghts  of  the  budget  are  very  simple.  It  creates 
a  $1  million  superfund  to  provide  aid  to  the  neediest,  unfunded 
cases  in  the  areas  of  handicapped  aid,  developmentally  dis- 
abled and  sheltered  workshops.  It  consoUdates  hazardous 
wastes  programs  under  the  Division  of  Public  Health.  It  also 
provides  for  additional  funding  under  the  the  superfunding, 
by  priority.  It  provides  $10  million  annually  to  local  school 
districts  for  handicapped  education,  which  incidentally  is 
not  a  cap  that  the  Committee  of  Conference  set  but  a  cap 
that  was  set  by  both  Houses  in  the  bill.  And  I  might  add,  recom- 
mended by  the  Governor.  It  retains  boards  and  commissions 
as  independent  agencies.  It  transfers  administration  of  the  indi- 
gent defenders  program  to  the  comptroller  and  implements 
the  provisions  of  SB  4  to  reduce  expenditures,  which  for 
your  information  gained  us  $1  million  which  we  put  into 
social  welfare  programs.  It  transfers  the  domestic  relations 
collections  divisions  to  probation,  to  the  Division  of  Wel- 
fare as  a  cost-saving  measure.  It  provides  $19  million  as  the 
state's  share  for  ICF  county  nursing  homes  starts.  And  I'm 
going  to  ask  Sen.  Bergeron  to  deal  with  that  problem  in  just 
one  minute  if  I  can  by  referring  to  it.  It  provides  sufficient 
funding  to  meet  current  state  commitments  for  construc- 
tion of  waste  water  treatment  projects,  those  that  are  in  being. 
It  provides  $5.1  milHon  for  twelve  fiscal  year  communities 
affected  by  the  changes  due  in  the  business  profits  tax  dis- 
tributions, thus  protecting  property  tax  increases.  It  restores 
partial    funding    for    the   New   Hampshire   Agricultural   Fairs, 
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to  promote  the  4-H,  and  to  provide  for  some  of  our  rural 
communities  as  well.  It  consolidates  the  New  Hampshire  Trans- 
portation Authority  with  the  Public  Works  and  Highways 
Department  and  increases  rail  opportunities  throughout  the 
state.  It  provides  $9  million  for  a  state  employees'  pay  raise. 
I  want  to  speak  on  that  for  just  a  moment.  Pay  raises  were 
never  in  the  Governor's  budget,  they  were  never  in  the  House 
budget,  they  were  not  included  in  the  Senate  budger,  and  they 
weren't  included  in  the  first  four  days  of  a  Committee  of 
Conference.  They  were  interjected  into  the  Committee  of 
Conference  when  the  Governor  signed  a  9%  or  8%  raise  for 
two  years  the  day  that  we  were  still  in  Committee  of  Con- 
ference, knowing  full  well,  and  I  repeat  it  loud  and  clear, 
knowing  full  well  there  was  no  funding  available  to  take  care 
of  it.  The  $9  million,  I  might  add,  represents  a  motion  that 
was  made  by  the  House  on  the  next  day  or  even  that  night, 
I'm  not  sure  which  it  was.  That  motion  was  made  without 
knowledge  of  the  SEA  at  all  because  they  were  questioned 
on  the  floor  at  that  time  and  they  admitted  they  did  not. 
It  included  a  motion  which  was  all  inclusive  of  unclassified, 
classified,  and  University  personnel,  and  at  a  6%  raise.  It 
actually  didn't  say  that,  it  said  at  a  raise  no  less  than  what 
they  had  received  in  the  first  year  of  the  last  biennium,  which 
was  6%.  The  $9  million  represents  that  motion.  It  is  only 
funded  for  one  year  because  that's  all  the  money  there  is. 
Very  simple,  very  basic.  It's  not  a  matter  of  whether  it  is 
adequate,  it  is  not  a  matter  of  what  they  want,  it  is  a  matter 
of  what  we  have  to  give. 

It  retains  five  industrial  development  agencies  in  DRED 
which  were  eagerly  talked  about  and  which  were  pushed  very 
heavily  on  development  in  terms  of  raising  business  profits 
tax,  in  building  economy  in  the  North  Country,  and  in  con- 
tinuing our  healthy,  very  healthy  economic  situation.  It  pro- 
vides state  matching  funds  for  elderly  nutrition  programs 
in  which  the  USDA  funding  was  cut  off  by  Washington  and 
we  had  to  provide  state  matching  funds.  It  establishes  a  catas- 
trophic illness  program  in  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Welfare's  office  of  $350,000,  which  he  may  once  again  use 
for  that  catastrophic  illness  purposes,  which  incidentally  takes 
care  of  some  of  the  medically  needy  that  the  Governor  has 
left  out  of  his  budget.  It  adopted  business-hke  management 
procedures    for    the   state   budgeting  processes   and   this   was 
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a  major,  I  think,  overhaul.  And  I  do  appreciate  the  House 
accepting  the  Senate's  version  of  management  procedures. 
I  not  only  appreciate  it  but  we've  been  backed  by  manage- 
ment consultants,  by  the  LBA,  by  the  audits,  and  even  by 
the  comptroller,  that  this  is  probably  the  best  way  to  go  at 
this  particular  time.  It  provides  an  additional  $1  million  for 
tourist  promotion.  It  provides  an  additional  $1  million,  that 
makes  a  total  of  $2  million,  since  tourism  is  one  of  our  major 
sources  of  income.  It  provides  for  $11.6  million  for  com- 
munity mental  health  centers  and  flexibility  to  transfer  funds 
between  the  state  institutions  and  community  mental  health 
centers.  According  to  the  processes  that  we  are  being  told 
of  consistently,  deinstitutionalization  justs  puts  people  out 
to  the  community  mental  health  centers.  If  it  does  so  we 
felt  that  if  they  were  going  to  put  them  out  they  should  also 
transfer  funds  for  them.  It  provides  funding  for  voluntary 
commitment  to  the  New  Hampshire  Hospital.  I  will  repeat 
that  because  there  has  been  a  letter  put  forth  by  the  Gover- 
nor which  I  want  to  discuss  as  soon  as  I  refer  to  Sen.  Ber- 
geron to  take  care  of  a  couple  of  the  questions  we  have  raised. 
I  want  to  come  back  to  that  if  I  can.  There  is  $7  million  for 
foundation  aid  in  this  budget,  which  I  believe  is  $2  million 
more  than  they  have  at  the  present  time.  It  provides  legis- 
lative budget  control  over  fuel  assistance  and  other  emer- 
gency assistance  programs  for  the  needy  in  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire.  These  are  a  few  of  the  highhghts  that  it  does. 
I  personally  feel  that  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  with 
it's  budget,  the  House  Appropriations  Committee  with  it's 
budget,  and  the  Committee  of  Conference  with  what  was  avail- 
able to  them,  did  a  superb  and  excellent  job.  I  would  like, 
if  I  could,  to  defer  for  a  moment  to  Sen.  Bergeron  to  talk 
about  what  we  did  in  terms  of  the  revenues  and  expenditure 
levels. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Just  as  an  insight  as  to  how  we  arrived 
at  our  revenues,  I  think  it  is  important  that  you  know.  Our 
current  revenues  going  in  were  $507.3  million.  These  were 
considered  in  HB  600  as  being  available  revenue.  To  that 
we  added  the  Rooms  and  Meals  discount  charge  which  is 
HB  600  originally  and  approved  by  both  Houses  for  $7.9 
million.  Your  interest  and  dividends,  HB  66,  for  $18  million 
dollars  passed  by  both  Houses.  Your  BPT  loopholes  and  your 
HB   505  for  $8  million,  passed  by  both  Houses.  There  was

a  rooms  and  meals  increase  of  1%,  which  generated  $12.4 
million  in  new  revenue.  Your  real  estate  transfer  tax,  your 
seller's  tax,  which  was  HB  190  which  the  Senate  had  originally 
passed  on  or  defeated  was  reintroduced  into  this  Committee 
of  Conference  budget,  that  was  $6.9  million.  Your  liquor, 
Sunday  and  hoHdays,  HB  190,  $2.7  million,  passed  by  both 
Houses.  Your  BPT  surtax,  your  131/2%,  HB  951,  $18.2  million, 
passed  by  both  Houses.  Your  greyhound  Sunday  racing,  $4 
million,  a  Senate  proposal.  Your  business  profits  minimum 
tax  of  $250,  the  Senate  passed  originally  $100,  it  was  in- 
creased to  $250,  which  generated  $15.2  million.  Your  beer 
tax,  $2  million,  it  increases  another  3  cents  a  gallon,  and  your 
liquor  fees  which  are  your  Hcense  fees,  were  increased  for 
an  additional  $2  million.  That  gave  you  a  total  of  $604.6 
million.  To  that  we  included  an  additional  $1  million  for 
your  indigent  defenders  reimbursement.  Deducting  your  sta- 
tuory,  your  workmen's  compensation,  and  your  unemploy- 
ment compensation  which  amounted  to  $2.1  million  for  a 
net  of  $603.4  million.  To  that  amount  we  had  to  deduct 
the  deficit,  the  current  deficit  of  this  biennium  which  as  a 
result  of  the  estate  and  legacy  tax,  we  uncovered  an  addi- 
tional $1.5  million  so  your  deficit  netted  out  at  $28.5  mil- 
lion. Therefore  your  revenue  balance  available  was  $574.9 
million.  On  the  expenditure  side  your  Committee  of  Con- 
ference level  was  $563.2  million.  We  were  able  to  success- 
fuUy  get  in  $19  million  in  ICF  county  nursing  home  costs. 
That  in  all  honesty  and  in  all  fairness  represents  a  change 
in  the  funding  formula  to  15%,  however,  the  net  results  to 
your  local  communities  was  an  additional  $5  million  for  the 
biennium.  It  included  $9  million  for  the  pay  raise  for  the 
state  employees,  there  was  an  additional  $1  million  put  in 
at  the  last  moment  for  the  state  prison  and  the  Laconia  State 
School,  and  we  were  able  to  fund  to  the  tune  of  $5  million 
for  your  business  profits  tax  fiscal  year  communities.  These 
three  items  in  this  expenditure  level  was  a  direct  reflection 
on  your  local  property  taxes.  That  gave  us  a-  grand  total  of 
$598.2  milhon,  adding  again,  as  Sen.  Monier  said,  $1  million 
for  tourism  promotion,  gave  us  an  appropriation  level  of  $599.2 
million,  deducted  from  that  $24.4  million  in  lapses  with  the 
net  spending  level  of  $574.8  million.  Now  that  basically, 
Mr.  President,  is  the  appropriation  and  the  expenditure  level. 
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If  I  may  I  would  just  like  to  pursue  a  little  further  on  some 
of  the  activities  that  we  have  gone  through.  As  most  people 
here  are  aware,  your  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  budget 
has  worked  hard  and  diligently  on  this  matter  and  have  ar- 
rived at  this  compromise  budget.  We  also  were  well  aware 
that  going  in  we  knew  what  our  current  and  estimated  levels 
of  revenue  were,  and  we  also  knew  that  we  had  to  fund  a 
$30  million  deficit.  The  Committee  of  Conference  report, 
as  you  have  it  before  you,  is  nothing  more  than  a  compro- 
mise of  both  positions.  Your  conferees  prepared  to  carry 
out  your  will  and  to  do  the  best  job  possible  for  you,  did  so, 
but  also  fully  realizing  and  understanding  that  the  House 
conferees  had  positions  that  they  also  wanted  to  see  carried 
out.  Members  of  the  Senate,  yes  there  are  problems  with 
this  budget.  There  are  items  that  I  do  not  agree  with  within 
the  budget  and  I  had  hoped  and  I  had  wished  that  we  could 
correct  these  problems.  There  is  nothing  I  would  rather  do 
than  to  say  yes  to  everybody,  to  fund  fully  the  programs 
that  need  funding,  to  give  the  state  employees  the  pay  raise 
they  want  and  deserve.  I  had  hoped  for  example  that  we  could 
have  put  more  into  mental  health,  more  into  the  State  Hos- 
pital, that  we  could  have  fully  funded  up  to  the  tune  of  $24 
million  the  intensive  care  facilities  state  wide.  I  didn't  like 
the  way  the  hazardous  waste  funding  was  handled.  And  there 
are  other  items  in  the  budget.  But  I  want  you  to  know  that 
this  budget  has  come  a  long  way  from  what  we  originally 
started  with.  Sen.  Monier  made  reference  to  the  Health  and 
Social  Services  for  which  we  are  now  up  over  $210  million, 
almost  $211  million.  We  were  able  to  fund  the  programs 
directly  affecting  local  property  taxes,  your  foundation  aid, 
your  business  profits  tax  for  your  fiscal  year  communities, 
and  your  county  nursing  homes  funding.  The  other  thing 
I  think  we  have  to  give  both  sides  credit  for  was  the  accept- 
ability of  our  management  concept  program.  This  is  a  drastic 
move  from  what  we  have  been  doing  in  the  past.  The  House 
accepted  it,  early  on  they  accepted  it.  We  now  have  three 
lines  in  the  budget  in  each  category.  We  think  it  will  work. 
We  think  that  state  department  heads  deserve  the  chance 
to  make  it  work.  For  the  first  time  they  are  going  to  be  able 
to  fully  manage  their  own  departments.  Since  last  Monday 
night  when  this  package  was  put  together,  I  have  heard  all

kinds  of  complaints:  You  didn't  do  this  for  so-so,  that's  wrong, 
the  other  thing  is  wrong,  and  these  are  the  specific  reasons 
why  certain  members  are  going  to  vote  against  the  budget. 
You  know,  they  have  been  telling  us  what  the  problems  are, 
we've  known  what  the  problems  are,  we  have  known  right 
along.  We  don't  need  them  reiterating  the  problems.  What 
we  would  like  from  these  people  are  the  solutions.  Every- 
one has  the  problems  but  no  one  seems  to  have  any  sugges- 
tions for  alternatives  to  the  problems.  Mr.  President,  I  am 
comfortable  in  my  own  mind  that  unless  we  are  willing,  and 
unless  we  are  willing  to  raise  additional  revenues  we  have 
done  the  best  that  we  could  do  and  arrived  at  the  best  solu- 
tion available  at  the  time.  We  will  be  back  later  to  adjust  this 
budget  once  the  Feds  have  passed  theirs.  We  can  take  any 
additional  action  that  we  want  to.  The  continuing  resolu- 
tion to  this  offering  you  have  before  you  today  is  not  an 
answer.  We  heard  testimony  as  to  what  would  happen.  I  sat 
there  in  the  House  gallery  listening  to  their  testimony  as  to 
what  payoffs  a  continuing  resolution  would  create.  You  want 
to  start  passing  a  continuing  resolution  based  on  1981  fund- 
ing minus  20%,  if  you  don't  think  that  is  going  to  create  prob- 
lems, it  would '  create  problems  for  the  State  Hospital,  the 
ICE  now  set  at  $19  million  goes  back  to  $1 1  million,  nothing 
for  hazardous  waste,  nothing  in  there  for  a  pay  raise,  nothing. 
Never  the  $9  milHon.  Foundation  is  back  to  square  zero. 
You  want  your  University  budget  that  you  people  all  argued 
for,  you  want  that  reduced  by  20%,  vote  for  a  continuing 
resolution.  Catastrophic  illness,  $300,000  as  opposed  to  $1 
milhon.  Your  mental  health,  you  now  have  $11  million,  now 
you  want  to  go  back  to  $9.4  million.  It  doesn't  make  sense 
to  not  seriously  consider  this  budget  and  just  oppose  it  be- 
cause someone  else  has  said  you  should  oppose  it.  I  urge  my  col- 
leagues to  pass  the  pending  resolution  before  them. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  You  know  that  the  city  of  Rochester 
and  the  city  of  Berlin  and  ten  other  communities  face  this 
problem  as  far  as  facing  an  increase  in  taxation.  Do  I  under- 
stand you  correctly  that  now  this  matter  has  been  straightened 
out  in  reference  to  the  bookkeeping  system  which  is  the  fiscal 
year  and  has  been  changed  to  a  calendar  year  that  the  com- 
munities will  not  be  facing  a  tax  increase  on  their  properties? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  The  House  conferees  frankly  agreed 
to  fully  fund  those  communities  that  were  being  short-changed 
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as  a  result  of  going  on  a  fiscal  year  basis.  It  is  fully  funded 
for  this  biennium,  however,  the  House  sentiment  was  very 
strong  and  very  clear,  and  you'll  note  a  footnote  in  your  bud- 
get where  they  are  saying,  all  right  you've  got  away  with  it 
one  more  time,  and  that  is  debatable  whether  they  have  gotten 
away  with  anything,  but  their  position  is  you've  gotten  away 
with  it  one  more  time,  the  next  time  around  prepare  for  it, 
you  have  two  years,  we  are  changing  it  in  the  1984  session. 
Now  whether  that  will  happen  or  not  who  knows,  but  yes, 
it  is  fully  funded. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  We  have  another  problem  that 
is  going  on  throughout  the  whole  state  of  New  Hampshire. 
As  you  know  we  had  a  serious  deficit  in  our  nursing  homes. 
Do  I  understand  correctly  that  this  budget  is  not  going  to 
create  an  increase  in  taxes  in  our  county  taxes  so  that  it  won't 
reflect  back  on  property  taxes,  do  I  understand  that  correctly? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Basically  that  is  correct.  In  the  last 
biennium  the  nursing  homes  were  funded  to  the  tune  of  $14 
million.  In  our  budget  as  presented  to  you  today  there  is 
funding  for  the  biennium  to  the  tune  of  $19  miUion.  They 
are  telling  us  because  of  their  increases  they  needed  $24  mil- 
hon.  At  one  point  the  House  was  willing  to  give  them  $10, 
there  is  $19  million  in  there  now.  Now  your  communities 
technically  could  come  to  you  and  say,  "Senator,  but  you 
didn't  fully  fund  us",  although  they  got  $5  milHon  more 
than  in  the  last  biennium.  So  what  we  did  is  a  codicil  to  the 
increase  in  the  Rooms  and  Meals  tax  the  communities  share, 
their  first  priority  is  to  pay  the  additional  funding  for  the 
ICF.  So  all  things  being  equal  they  should  balance  out. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  Are  there  any  funds  within  this  docu- 
ment for  the  administration  of  the  Liquor  Commission? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Yes,  there  are.  The  administration 
is  of  course,  because  of  SB  188,  in  a  difficult  position.  The 
position  of  the  Committee  of  Conference  was  that  we  would 
have  plugged  into  the  budget  whatever  the  Committee  of 
Conference  had  decided  on.  As  you  know,  now  because 
of  what  has  happened,  there  is  only  9  months  in  there. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  Just  to  clarify  this  in  my  own  mind, 
there  is  nine  months  of  funding  for  the  administration  por- 
tion of  state  hquor  commission.  Because  of  the  failure  of 
the  Committee  of  Conference  to  reach  an  agreement,  is  there 
a  crisis  situation  after  the  nine  months? 
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SEN.  BERGERON:  Absolutely,  they  have  nine  months  to 
phase  the  operation  out. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  Thank  you. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  In  talking  with  Sen.  Lamontagne  about 
the  business  profits  tax  payment  back  to  the  cities  and  towns, 
does  that  mean  that  you  are  telling  us  in  the  city  of  Keene 
that  next  year  be  prepared  because  you  are  going  to  take  it 
away  from  us  again? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  No  sir.  What  we  said  was  we  fully  funded 
it  for  this  biennium.  But  what  the  House's  position  is  that 
they  are  going  to  attempt  for  the  third  time  to  do  the  same 
thing  in  the  next  biennium. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Getting  back  to  the  nursing  homes:  You 
said  there  would  be  no  cost  back  to  the  areas,  that  it  wouldn't 
raise  the  taxes  in  Berlin? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  What  I  said,  Senator,  is  that  we  funded 
them  to  the  tune  of  $19  million,  $5  million  more  than  what 
they  had  had  in  the  last  biennium.  For  some  reason  their 
costs  have  doubled  but  what  we  said  is  that  the  agreement 
was  for  $  1 9  million  with  the  offset  being  out  of  the  additional 
monies  from  the  Rooms  and  Meals  Tax. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Did  you  change  the  formula? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Oh  sure.  As  I  stated  earlier,  that  for- 
mula was  changed  on  the  state's  share  of  15%. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  It  was  60  -  20  -  20  in  the  last  budget. 
Now  it  is  60  federal,  15  state,  and  25.  So  there  is  a  difference 
factor  for  Berlin.  I  want  you  to  know  that  Sen.  Lamontagne. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  But  there  are  additional  monies  going 
back.  Senator,  as  a  result  of  the  other  actions  that  we  have 
taken.  To  the  best  bottom  line,  the  best  answer  I  can  give 
you  and  Charlie  Connors  is  sitting  there  and  he'll  correct 
me  if  I'm  wrong,  but  the  best  answer  I  can  give  you  to  this 
whole  thing  as  far  as  the  local  communities  are  concerned  is 
they  should  pretty  well  even  out  with  what  they  had. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  We  did  repeal  the  Rooms  and  Meals 
discount,  right,  to  the  people  in  the  state  who  have  restau- 
rants? We  did  repeal  it? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Discounts,  yes.  Your  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  did  that. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Then  we  also  raised  the  Rooms  and 
Meals  up  by  1%,  right? 

SEN.  BERGERGON:  Yes,  effective  October  1st. 
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SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Did  we  change  the  Rooms  and  Meals 
distribution  in  the  cities  and  towns  from  33%  to  25%? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  Yes,  you  did.  But  you  get  the  addi- 
tional 1%. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Now  explain  another  thing  to  me  on 
this  indigent  defenders  reimbursement.  Does  that  mean  that 
anybody  who  is  an  indigent  defender,  you  are  going  to  get 
the  money  from  him? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  If  you  can. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  That's  what  I'm  saying.  It's  a  million 
dollars  that  you  are  going  to  get  from  him. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  If  you  can.  That's  the  difference.  That 
was  SB  4  that  was  sent  up  to  the  Supreme  Court.  I'll  defer 
to  Sen.  Monier,  he  knows  more  about  that  one. 

SEN.  MONIER:  If  I  may,  Sen.  Blaisdell,  your  statement 
is  only  partially  correct. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Well,  there  is  some  truth  to  it  though, 
let's  put  it  that  way. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Well,  there  is  some  truth  to  everything. 
Like  it's  almost  daylight  and  it's  almost  night.  If  you  are  trying 
to  say  that  the  $1  million  was  made  up  only  by  having  them 
repay,  the  answer  is  no.  If  you  are  saying  that  the  $1  milHon 
was  made  up  because  we  expanded  the  public  defenders  pro- 
grams and  because  we  cut  some  administrative  costs  and  put 
it  under  the  Comptroller,  and  if  you  are  saying  the  $1  million 
was  paid  up  because  SB  4  which  was  taking  care  of  these 
things,  which  was  declared  constitutional,  the  answer  is  yes. 
One  portion  of  that  was  that  wherever  possible  you  would 
collect  from  those  that  could  pay.  The  answer  to  your  ques- 
tion is  both  yes  or  no  depending  on  which  emphasis  you  wish 
to  stress. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  On  the  business  profits  tax  assessment, 
if  you  do  $12,000  gross,  if  you  have  a  few  apartment  houses 
and  you  make  $12,000,  say  your  business  profits  tax  this  year 
was  $50  to  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.  How  much  is  it  going 
to  be  this  year? 

SEN.  MONIER:  $200. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  $250,  isn't  it? 

SEN.  MONIER:  No,  because  the  first  $50,  if  you  paid 
that  tax,  would  be  deductible.  However,  if  you  had  paid  $50 
last  time  you  didn't  pay  $50  because  the  limited  fee  or  the 
exemption   was  not  $12,000,  it  was  $6,000.  So  you  proba-

bly  paid  a  lot  more  than  that,  if  you  want  to  use  your  own 
figure.  The  minimum  tax  we  are  talking  about  which  the 
Senate  passed  without  any  murmur  of  disapproval  at  $100 
also  raised  the  exemption  from  $6,000  to  $12,000.  So  any- 
body who  was  paying  a  business  profits  tax  of  $50  last  time 
on  any  amount  of  his  profits  from  $6,000  to  $12,000  is  no 
longer  paying  any.  So  there  is  both  side  to  that  coin  as  well. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  When  you  talked  about  the  super  fund, 
the  $1  million  super  fund,  you  are  saying  that  hazardous 
and  solid  wastes  is  in  there,  handicapped  children,  catastro- 
phic illness,  developmental  disability  and  sheltered  work- 
shops, is  that  right? 

SEN.  MONIER:  No.  Would  you  like  me  to  run  the  list 
for  you? 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Yes  I  would. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I'd  be  very  happy  to.  The  first  thing  that 
was  put  in  the  $  1  million  super  fund  was  to  take  care  of  the 
handicapped  aid,  developmentally  disabled  and  the  sheltered 
workshops,  which  incidentally  were  some  of  the  areas  that 
were  left  out  or  were  not  funded  at  the  proper  level  below. 
While  we  were  in  Committee  of  Conference  the  question, 
and  catastrophic  illness  is  separately  funded  with  an  addi- 
tional $350,000  so  it  is  not  in  the  super  fund,  that's  a  sepa- 
rate issue. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Then  I  must  have  misread  footnote 
114. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Well,  I  haven't  got  footnote  114  in  front 
of  me.  Handicapped  and  hazardous  waste,  is  that  what  you 
are  talking  about? 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Yes. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Well  let  me  get  to  that  in  a  minute,  will 
you? 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Well  that's  what  I  want  you  to  do. 
I'm  in  no  hurry  Senator.  Sen.  Mann  is  in  a  hurry. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Fine.  Then  let  me  say  you  included  catas- 
trophic illness  and  catastrophic  illness  is  not  in  your  foot- 
note. I  thought  that  was  what  you  were  looking  for.  That's 
a  separate  funding  of  $350,000.  Then,  as  I  started  to  say, 
as  we  got  into  the  Committee  of  Conference  hazardous  waste 
came  up  and  we  had  already  consolidated  hazardous  waste 
programs  under  the  Division  of  Public  Health  and  I  do  not 
know  the  amount.  At  the  same  time  the  question  came  up 
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that  can  we  do  anything  with  any  other  kind  of  activity  for 
hazardous  waste.  One  of  the  suggestions  that  was  made  that 
since  pubhc  health  is  under  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Welfare  we  said  there  is  a  $1  million  super  fund  there  and 
we  would  allow  it,  and  that  is  why  it  is  added  in  the  foot- 
note that  you  saw,  to  be  given  or  provided  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  and  Welfare  as  another  one  of  the  priorities 
that  he  can  decide  upon.  So  if  you  are  saying  it  was  funded 
out  of  it  the  answer  is  no.  It  is  a  category  that  was  added 
from  which  money  could  be  used  if  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  Welfare  so  desires.  Catastrophic  illness  is  not  part 
of  the  super  fund.  So  if  you  want  to  add  the  two  it  is  $1.35 
million. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Just  one  last  question.  Sen.  Lamon- 
tagne  I  hope  you  Hsten  to  this.  On  the  business  profits  tax 
growth,  when  it  was  passed  in  1969  that  was  to  take  the  place 
of  the  stock  and  trade  inventory  tax,  am  I  right? 

SEN.  MONIER:  No,  it  was  not.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  read 
Governor  Gallen's  letter  too,  and  I  would  like  to  just  .  .  . 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  This  was  not  Governor  Gallen's  letter, 
by  the  way. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Well,  it  is  Governor  Gallen's  letter  that 
talks  about  it.  I  will  tell  you  very  frankly  than  when  the  busi- 
ness profits  tax  was  passed  it  was  the  substitute  for  the  stock 
and  machinery  trade  but  it  did  not  include  at  that  time  a 
5%  ghost  factor.  That  was  added  by  amendment,  I  believe, 
four  years  later. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Did  we  promise  this,  though,  back  to 
the  cities  and  towns,  that  that  growth  factor  would  be  in  it. 
There  were  promised  that  weren't  they? 

SEN.  MONIER:  They  were  promised  that.  That  is  correct. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  And  now  we  are  taking  it  away  from 
them? 

SEN.  MONIER:  That  is  correct. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Remember  that.  Senator. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  think  you  also  ought  to  remember  some- 
thing else.  This  is  somewhat  like  when  which  we  build  in  a  lot 
of  other  subterfuges  in  our  federal  and  state  budgets  in  which 
we  consistently  state  that  if  you  have  a  growth  factor  you 
can  do  this.  Also,  I  think  you  well  recognize  that  one  Legis- 
lature cannot  bind  another  one.  The  ghost  factor  of  the  5% 
has  become  a  major  factor  in  costs  to  the  state.  While  it  has

been  promised,  as  you  use  the  word,  the  budget  was  passed 
and  it  was  added  as  an  amendment,  I  believe  four  years  after 
the  original  business  profits  tax  which  did  not  include  it.  And 
at  the  present  time  with  the  monies  that  we  have  available 
we  have  deducted  it  after  this  biennium.  So  once  again  you 
may  have  said  something  that  you  are  now  renigging  on,  which 
is  the  way  you  would  like  to  put  it,  but  we  are  giving  them 
enough  notice  so  they  can  also  reduce  some  of  their  govern- 
ment costs. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Would  you  believe  that  the  reason 
that  I  am  standing  up  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  and  you 
Sen.  Bergeron,  is  because  I  did  come  in  and  tell  you  how 
to  fund  this  budget.  So  I  think  I  have  every  right  in  the  world 
to  stand  up.  I'm  not  saying  that  your  budget,  that  what  you 
people  did  was  wrong.  I'm  not  saying  I  don't  appreciate  the 
work  you  did,  I  disagree  the  way  you  are  funding  it  and  that's 
the  reason  that  I  think  I  have  the  right  to  stand  on  the  floor, 
because  Sen.  Blaisdell  came  in  and  said  "This  is  what  I  think 
you  should  do"  and  not  destroy  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, which  this  does  as  far  as  I'm  concerned. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  do,  I  do  beheve  that  you  want  an  income 
tax  bill.  I  respect  your  positions,  I've  said  that  publicly.  I 
can  only  say  one  thing,  I  didn't  get  one  to  vote  on.  And  there- 
fore when  we  worked  with  the  budget,  while  you  may  want 
it,  it  isn't  there. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  don't  think  there  will  be  a  lot  of  long 
speeches  today,  and  I  don't  plan  to  give  one.  I  think  that  I 
said  most  of  what  I  wanted  to  say  the  other  times  and  I  haven't 
changed  my  basic  views  on  the  budget  that  we  saw  at  that 
time,  three  weeks  ago  or  whatever.  I  see  this  as  still  giving 
us  a  lot  of  problems  for  the  state  and  giving  a  lot  of  people 
in  this  state  a  lot  of  problems.  I  appreciate  the  fact  that  a 
lot  of  people  worked  long  and  hard  on  this  in  the  last  couple 
of  weeks  in  the  Committee  of  Conference.  I  worked  long 
and  hard  on  it  along  with  Sen.  Preston  and  a  lot  of  people 
on  the  Finance  Committee  and  others  on  thi^  budget  within 
the  last  several  months.  We  had  a  lot  of  morning,  noon,  and 
night  sessions  and  I  know  the  Committee  of  Conference  did 
too,  but  the  procedure  still  bothers  me  and  I  want  to  make 
a  footnote  on  that,  not  adding  to  the  170  footnotes  in  the 
budget,  I  just  want  to  make  a  notations  here  that  I  think 
that   the   procedure   certainly  can  be  much  improved  in  the 
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future.  This  budget,  and  I'd  like  to  see  hands  if  I'm  wrong, 
was  in  the  hands  of  the  Senators  of  this  Chamber,  at  best, 
yesterday,  and  most  of  us,  certainly  myself  included,  received 
it  today.  Although  I  understand  it  was  available  yesterday. 
The  first  budget  that  we  voted  on,  most  of  us  had  only  seen 
that  day,  that  morning  at  10:00  or  11:00.  The  House  is  in 
the  same  situation  on  this  budget  as  I  guess  they  were  the  first 
time  around.  It  certainly  doesn't  seem  right  for  one  specific 
reason,  and  that  is  we  pay  a  lot  of  people  throughout  this 
state.  State  agencies,  the  very  people  that  Sen.  Bergeron,  I 
believe  it  was,  said  that  we  want  to  manage  this  state,  we 
pay  them  for  their  input  and  yet  we  come  out  with  a  budget 
that  affects  their  departments,  affects  their  agencies,  boards, 
commissions.  We  come  out  with  a  budget  the  day  before 
at  best  in  printed  form  that  the  Legislative  branch  is  going 
to  be  passing  on  to  the  Executive  branch  the  next  day.  We 
just  don't  have  the  opportunity  to  receive  that  kind  of  input 
from  the  people  who  we  say  we  want  to  manage.  Oh  sure, 
we  hold  public  hearings,  we  say  come  on  in  and  talk  with 
us  and  let  us  know  what  your  budget  should  be.  We  ask  them 
for  synopsis  statements,  we  ask  them  for  analyses  as  to  what 
a  5%,  10%  and  15%,  20%  reductions  would  do  to  their  de- 
partments. Fine.  Then  we  vote  without  giving  them  the  op- 
portunity the  day  before  or  at  least  in  this  case  I  would  think 
it  would  be  technically  feasible  to  allow  for  a  weekend  to 
give  us  their  analysis.  To  me  that  is  not  a  good  way  to  run 
a  state.  In  fact  to  me  it  is  a  rather  horrible  way  to  run  a  state. 
Anyway,  we  are  voting  today  on  a  new  hohday,  we  already 
have  a  Fast  Day  in  this  state  that  is  unique  to  New  Hampshire, 
well  we  are  voting  today  to  create  a  new  day  and  that's  the 
Last  Day  on  June  30th.  June  30th  is  going  to  be  the  last  day 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  in  many  instances  where  we 
are  actually  going  to  be  providing  and  funding  some  of  the 
basic  services  which  I  would  think,  at  least,  that  government 
should  be  providing.  On  June  30th  it  is  going  to  be  the  Last 
Day  that  cities  and  towns  are  going  to  know  that  they  are 
not  going  to  have  to  absorb  an  additional  expense  from  ICF, 
from  the  nursing  homes.  Sure,  we  are  giving  them  a  few  mil- 
lion dollars  more  we  say  than  the  last  biennium,  but  we  are 
not  giving  them  the  $24  million  that  they  require  in  order 
to  be  able  to  break  even  and  not  have  the  input  on  to  their 
property  taxes  that  this  budget  is  going  to  be  putting  on.  We

say,  well  we  are  giving  them  additional  monies,  we  are  not. 
We  are  saying  that  we  are  passing  on  an  obligation  on  their 
part  that  they  ought  to  use  the  Rooms  and  Meals  tax  as  a 
first  priority  toward  funding  nursing  homes.  Oh  swell.  Well, 
we  could  say  the  same  thing  to  any  department  head  that 
they  ought  to  use  their  own  salaries  to  fund  the  programs 
which  their  department  provides  for.  We  are  saying  that  June 
30th  is  going  to  be  the  last  day  that  state  employees  are  going 
to  be  able  to  anticipate  clearly  that  they  are  going  to  be  able 
to  receive  a  state  employee  pay  raise.  We  are  saying  that  come 
June  30th,  that's  the  last  day  folks  that  you  are  going  to  be 
able  to  anticipate  having  a  9%  and  9%  increase.  We  are  saying, 
nope,  now  starting  the  fiscal  year  we  are  going  to  give  you 
a  6%  increase,  employee  raise,  6%,  hey  twelve  months  later 
you  are  going  to  lose  that  6%  increase  entirely,  it  ends,  it 
ends  twelve  months  later.  Oh  swell.  That's  a  temporary  pay 
increase.  I'm  sure  the  state  employees  are  going  to  like  that. 
I  wonder  what  kind  of  job  action  we  might  see  down  the 
line.  I  would  certainly  be  with  them  if  they  want  to  picket 
the  State  House  and  the  State  Senate  Chambers  at  that  time. 
We  say  on  that  day,  June  30th,  that  that  is  going  to  be  the 
last  day  that  we  are  going  to  be  providing  many  of  the  wel- 
fare assistance  programs  that  we  have.  We  are  going  to  be 
saying  that  the  medically  needy  program  is  going  to  be  elim- 
inated. No,  no,  sorry,  it  is  not  going  to  be  eliminated  because 
here  we  have  a  footnote,  number  114,  I  love  the  wording 
of  this  footnote  and  please  listen  if  you  listen  to  nothing 
else,  to  the  wording  of  this  footnote:  "A  super  fund  estab- 
lished", come  June  30th  this  is  what  we  are  going  to  live 
under,  "there  is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  Welfare  the  sum  of  $500,000 
for  fiscal  year  1982  and  a  like  sum  for  fiscal  year  1983.  Said 
sums  shall  be  in  addition  to  other  funds  appropriated  to  the 
Commission  of  Health  and  Welfare  and  shall  be  known  as 
the  super  fund  for  the  handicapped  and  hazardous  wastes. 
The  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Welfare  shall  use  the  fund 
to  care  for  the  neediest,  unfunded  cases  in  the  categories  of 
aid  for  the  handicapped,  aid  for  the  developmentally  dis- 
abled, and  assistance  for  sheltered  workshops  and  for  the 
problems  associated  with  soHd  and  hazardous  waste.  $500,000 
a  year  to  care  for  these  programs.  No,  we  are  not  cutting 
out  these  programs  on  our  new  Last  Day  of  June  30th,  we 
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are  just  underfunding  them  so  pathetically  that  all  we  can 
do  is  go  home  and  sleep  tonight  and  say,  yup,  we  funded 
them  by  name  at  least,  but  we  actually  did  not  fund  them. 
I  really  can't  see  how  we  can  stand  up  on  this  floor  and  say 
yup  we  funded  medically  needy,  yea  we  funded  handicapped, 
yea  we  funded  developmentally  disabled,  yea  we  funded  work- 
shops for  the  handicapped,  and  yes  we  funded  hazardous 
waste,  with  $500,000  a  year.  And  in  addition  to  all  of  that 
we  are  saying  that  on  the  Last  Day,  June  30th,  we  are  giving 
you  notice  that  come  October  we  are  going  to  be  increasing 
the  Rooms  and  Meals  tax  in  which  the  Hospitality  Associa- 
tion for  very  good  cause,  it  was  pointed  out  in  the  House 
and  I  heard  most  of  that  debate  a  few  moments  ago,  that 
this  would  bring  us  up  to  the  highest  levels  in  the  country 
for  Room  and  Meals,  7%  Room  and  Meals  tax.  Tourists  just 
don't  pay  that,  we  are  talking  about  working  men  and  women 
who  pay  this.  A  7%  Room  and  Meals  tax  effective  in  October. 
Oh,  we've  also  got  a  seller's  tax  that  is  going  to  bring  in  $6.9 
million  to  the  state.  A  seller's  tax  that  we  now  charge  the 
buyers.  A  seller's  tax  for  the  transfer  of  real  estate,  which 
is  fine  and  dandy  except  that  that  $6.9  million  is  coming 
from  New  Hampshire  people  who  are  now  going  to  be  dis- 
couraged to  transfer  their  property.  That  is  going  to  hurt 
the  real  estate  transactions  in  the  state,  but  we  say  that  we 
are  hoping  that  business  is  going  to  eventually  recover.  All 
of  this  leads  to  a  lot  of  deep  and  sharp  and  severe  cuts.  We 
are  cutting  into  the  blood,  and  bone,  and  marrow  of  state 
government  and  the  bottom  line  is  that  the  people  who  live 
in  this  state,,  and  I  don't  think  that  that  is  anything  the  con- 
scientious members  of  the  State  Senate  should  be  doing.  The 
alternative  to  all  of  this  is  something  that  was  debated  long 
and  hard  in  the  House  and  I  listened  to  much  of  that  debate 
today,  and  that  is  a  possible  continuing  resolution.  A  lot  of 
people  over  there  spoke  on  this  concept  of  a  continuing  reso- 
lution. I  don't  have  a  short  memory.  I  remember  four  years 
ago  we  had  a  continuing  resolution.  The  state  didn't  fall  apart 
even  though  Governor  Thompson  was  governor  at  the  time. 
The  state  managed  to  get  along  and  we  didn't  face  at  that 
time  the  kind  of  dilemma  that  we  face  now  and  that  is  looking 
toward  September  and  October  and  finding  out  what  the 
federal  government  is  going  to  be  doing  on  the  monies  coming 
in  from  federal  sources.  It  seems  imminently  honest  and  logi- 
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cal  to  me  that  we  wait  until  then,  with  a  continuing  resolu- 
tion in  the  meantime  and  we  don't  have  to  adopt  a  continuing 
resolution  that  is  going  to  cut  out  20%  it  can  be  any  percent- 
age that  anybody  wants  to  support,  come  back  after  a  con- 
tinuing resolution  has  been  in  effect  and  do  something  respon- 
sible after  we  know  exactly  what  the  expenses  are  going  to 
be,  instead  of  the  "sharp,  short-term  cuts"  which  we  see  in 
this  budget  that  is  being  forced  on  us  today.  The  bottom 
line  to  me  is  that  this  is  not  a  budget  that  should  be  supported 
either  on  the  basis  of  what  we  are  doing  for  the  state,  we 
are  making  too  many  sharp  cuts,  too  many  cuts  which  are 
going  to  be  detrimental  to  a  number  of  agencies,  we  are  cutting 
way  back  on  the  Status  of  Women,  we  are  cutting  way  back 
on  the  New  Hampshire  Arts  Commission,  $50,000  a  year 
instead  of  the  $138,000  minimal  that  the  Arts  Commission 
said  that  they  could  live  with  and  continue  to  operate.  That 
is  going  to  affect  a  lot  of  art  programs  throughout  the  state, 
over  200  of  them.  We  are  cutting  the  bottom  out  of  the  Human 
Rights  Commission.  These  are  things  which  we  should  be 
providing  but  come  this  new  holiday,  June  30th,  Last  Day, 
New  Hampshire  is  not  going  to  have  these  programs  con- 
tinuing the  way  that  they  have.  Consider  this  one  last  com- 
ment. When  I  was  out  in  the  hallway  saying  hello  and  good- 
bye to  some  of  the  House  members  who  were  passing  by 
just  before  the  Clerk  brought  the  budget  over  here,  I  spoke 
briefly  to  one  of  the  House  members,  an  80-year-oid  House 
member  from  Nashua.  She  said,  referring  to  the  budget,  "I'm 
just  sick."  I  considered  that  a  little  bit  before  I  made  my 
comments  today  and  all  I  can  add  to  it  is,  "Yea,  I  feel  very 
bad  too."  Not  bad  for  the  Senate,  not  bad  necessarily  for 
state  government  because  we  will  survive  I  guess,  but  I  feel 
really  bad  and  sad  for  the  public,  for  the  people  of  New  Hamp- 
shire because  that  is  not  for  whom  we  are  passing  this  budget 
that  is  on  whom  we  are  dumping  this  budget. 

SEN.  STABILE:  I  mean  this  totally  constructively.  Con- 
sidering the  fact  that  the  people  of  this  state  have  mandated 
or  that  they  do  not  want  a  sales  or  income  tax,  considering 
that  we  are  mandated  to  have  a  balanced  state  budget,  when 
you  take  a  look  at  the  fact  that  your  revenues  must  equal 
your  expenditures,  when  you  take  those  things  into  consider- 
ation, rather  than  criticize  this  budget  if  you  would  realize 
that  we  have  self-imposed  these  financial  limitations  on  our- 
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selves,  rather  than  criticize  why  don't  you  come  up  with  some 
positive  revenue  sources  so  that  we  can  increase  the  expendi- 
tures because  unless  we  increase  the  revenue  we  raise  in  this 
state  we  cannot  increase  the  expenditures.  And  your  request 
for  expenditures  are  very  legitimate  but  in  order  to  accom- 
plish that  we  have  got  to  increase  the  revenues  and  the  people 
of  this  state  have  chosen  time  and  time  again  not  to  have 
a  tax.  So  therefore  why  don't  you  put  forth  that  same  effort 
and  give  us  some  suggestions  on  how  to  increase  the  revenues? 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  Answering  your  question,  I  suppose  we 
have  twenty-three  will  have  twenty-four  views  around  this 
table  about  how  to  address  that  problem,  but  I  think  that 
there  are  several  alternatives.  I  think  that  the  public,  after 
seeing  this  budget,  will  begin  to  feel  much  more  favorably 
toward  a  more  equitable  method  of  raising  taxes  and  revenues 
for  the  state.  I'm  not  saying  that  we  are  going  to  end  up  this 
biennium  with  a  broad  based  tax  as  proposed  by  Senators 
Blaisdell  and  Rice.  I'm  not  saying  that  within  this  biennium 
we  would  jump  toward  a  ^2  or  1%  payroll  tax  as  proposed 
by  Rep.  Chris  Spirou  and  others  in  the  House,  which  inci- 
dentally now  I  would  support  on  a  yi%  basis  because  I  think 
that  it  would  lean  toward  a  lot  fairer  revenue  producing  than 
what  we  have  now.  I  think  that  if  we  did  have  a  continuing 
resolution  and  we  came  back  and  looked  at  the  sad  state  of 
the  state  in  three,  four,  five  months,  with  the  monies  which 
we  are  going  to  be  losing  from  revenue  sources  that  we  would 
have  a  much  more  objective  and  thorough  way  to  analyze 
what  we  should  do. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I  do  rise  reluctantly  today,  on  this  hot 
day  it  was  far  more  comfortable  to  sit  in  my  seat  and  think 
about  my  cottage  in  Milton,  thinking  about  my  wife  and 
my  son  at  home  tonight.  It's  easy  not  to  speak  and  just  hope 
that  the  debate  will  move  along  rapidly.  That  we  will  make 
our  decisions  and  go  home.  But  I  cannot  sit  back  and  not 
say  a  thing  about  this  budget.  This  budget  is  simply  an  atrocity. 
It  is  absolutely  the  worst  budget  in  my  close  to  eight  years 
as  a  member  of  the  Legislature.  I  will  try  to  keep  my  remarks 
to  just  two  or  three  items  within  the  budget.  I  must  start 
with  the  state  employees  pay  raise  because  I  was  a  very  proud 
supporter  of  the  collective  bargaining  process  that  the  Legis- 
lature endorsed,  supported,  and  passed  a  few  years  ago.  I 
was  a  member  of  the  House  and  I  was  glad  to  do  that  because 
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it  set  into  mechanism  a  means  of  dealing  with  the  questions 
of  pay  raises  for  state  employees  without  the  chaos  that  might 
otherwise  exist.  I  think  that  the  reason  that  we  saw  the  sick-out 
the  last  few  days  was  basically  because  of  the  levels  of  frus- 
tration that  are  within  the  state  employees  today.  It  is  not 
easy  to  be  a  state  employee  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 
The  areas  that  are  so  labor  intensive  within  the  areas  of  Health 
and  Welfare,  those  state  employees  see  day -in  and  day -out 
situations  that  I  don't  think  that  any  member  of  this  State 
Senate  would  like  to  confront  themselves  at  Laconia  State 
School  and  at  the  State  Hospital.  These  are  the  people  who  care 
for  the  people  of  the  state  who  cannot  care  for  themselves. 
I  have  a  cousin  at  the  Laconia  State  School  and  I  have  seen 
with  my  own  eyes  the  dramatic  changes  that  have  occurred 
over  the  last  few  years  with  him,  he  cannot  walk,  he  cannot 
talk,  he  cannot  eat  by  himself.  He  was  completely  on  the 
verge  of  death  about  four  years  ago.  Today  he  is  far  more 
healthy  than  I  have  seen  him  in  his  30  years  of  life.  I  see  these 
institutions  going  back  to  custodial  care  and  as  such  I  see 
his  health,  along  with  many  others,  deteriorating.  These  are 
the  conditions  that  our  state  employees  face  day-in  and  day- 
out,  and  I  promise  you  a  week  ago  if  you  had  told  me  that 
eighty  percent  or  eighty-two  percent  were  not  going  to  show 
up  for  work  I  would  have  told  you  you  were  crazy.  It  is  the 
level  of  frustration.  These  people  are  not  paid  adequately 
now  and  facing  13%  and  14%  inflation  out  there,  and  we 
are  asking  them  to  take  9%,  with  a  Governor's  signature  on 
a  collective  bargaining  contract.  And  then  they  are  slapped 
across  the  face  with  a  6%  bonus  for  one  year  and  then  back 
where  they  should  have  been,  according  to  the  Committee 
of  Conference.  I've  heard  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
members  of  his  Majority  Coalition  talking  about  special  in- 
terests, talking  to  each  and  every  one  of  you  Senators,  we 
hear  it  all  the  time,  special  interests  are  trying  to  get  to  you. 
The  University  is  trying  to  get  to  you.  The  State  Employees 
Association  is  trying  to  get  to  you.  We  hear  it  in  the  corri- 
dors that  there  are  special  interests  out  there.  Let  me  tell 
you,  there  is  one  special  interest  I'm  concerned  about  and 
that  is  the  people  of  New  Hampshire.  The  people  of  New 
Hampshire  are  made  up  of  people  with  interests.  I'm  here 
to  represent  those  interests.  I'm  here  to  represent  the  Laconia 
State   School   and  state   employees.   I've  heard  an  awful  lot 
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of  criticism  about  a  continuing  resolution.  Yes,  Sen.  Splaine, 
we  faced  a  continuing  resolution  four  years  ago  and  the  end 
of  the  world  did  not  come.  You  say  that  this  is  a  balanced 
budget,  well  I  say  to  you  wait  three  months.  What  the  federal 
government  is  going  to  do  to  this  budget  is  to  put  it  unbalanced. 
This  budget  will  be  out  of  balance  in  three  months  because 
the  $474  million  or  so  that  we  are  basing  our  budget  on  today 
is  not  going  to  be  there.  The  cuts  are  already  being  debated  in 
the  halls  of  Congress  and  it  is  going  to  have  a  dramatic  effect 
on  us. 

Let  me  talk  about  revenue  in  this  budget.  The  real  estate 
transfer  tax.  A  tax  that  this  Senate  defeated  by  a  comfort- 
able margin.  It  was  brought  here  and  it  was  defeated.  A  Rooms 
and  Meals  tax  from  6%  to  7%.  This  budget  is  an  atrocity. 
John  Andrews  sent  a  letter  to  me,  I  assume  many  of  you 
got  it.  The  total  negative  impact  on  property  taxes  for  fiscal 
year  1982  under  this  compromised  budget,  $11  milHon;  in 
fiscal  year  1983  $17.9  milhon.  I  can't  wait.  I  can't  wait  for 
you  to  go  back  and  face  your  selectmen,  your  mayors.  I  can't 
wait.  A  year  from  now  hell  is  going  to  pay  because  these  tax 
bills  will  be  heading  back  at  that  time.  I  maintain  a  continuing 
resolution  is  the  way  we  should  go.  They  are  probably  going 
to  have  to  cut  3%  or  4%  and  I  think  that  20%  is  a  phony  issue. 
John  Tucker  told  me  two  weeks  ago  that  we  had  raised  enough 
revenue  to  pass  the  continuing  resolution  at  the  1981  adjusted 
authorized  and  I  believe  that  we  can.  And  then  face  what  we 
have  to  face  in  the  fall,  which  is  going  to  mean,  probably, 
a  revamping  of  our  tax  structure  but  it  is  about  time  we  face 
up  to  our  responsibility. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  You  just  made  a  statement  that  I'm 
interested  in.  You  said  that  one  man  in  a  letter  said  that  $11 
million  back  on  to  the  taxpayers.  Did  he  identify  where  we 
had  cut  $1 1  milhon  out? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  There  is  a  whole  list  of  them  here,  Senator. 
I'd  be  happy  to  give  it  to  you. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Would  you  read  one  please,  for  the  record? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  It's  a  rather  long  letter  why  don't  I  just 
give  it  to  you? 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Read  the  figures. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  All  right.  A.  Distribution  -  Business 
Profits  Tax  fiscal  year  1982,  $1,016,254;  fiscal  year  1983, 
$3,000,000.    I    &    D,   no    change,    second   year    $5,961,425. 
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Rooms  and  Meals  $135,062;  fiscal  year  1983,  $1,017,309. 
Highway  Aid  -  Tax  Subsidy  1982,  $3,425,280,  fiscal  year 
1983,  $1,316,370  increased  highway  fees,  plus  $3,443,880, 
second  year  $2,536,380.  School  Aid  —  SAV,  Foundation 
Aid,  etc.,  1982,  $234,868,  second  year  $1,814,868.  Handi- 
capped Education,  fiscal  year  1982,  $1,500,000,  second  year 
$1,500,000.  Vocational  high  school  tuition  and  transporta- 
tion, fiscal  year  1982  up  $290,550,  second  year  up  $450,550. 
Additional  local  costs:  Nursing  homes  —  25%  increase,  $3 
million  the  first  year,  $3  million  the  second  year;  Handicapped 
Education,  assuming  19%  local  cost  increase  from  statewide 
survey  of  school  districts,  $4,400,000,  the  second  year 
$4,840,000;  Community  mental  health  centers,  $1  million 
the  first  year,  $1  million  the  second  year;  Welfare,  conser- 
vative estimate  due  to  various  budget  sections;  $500,000 
first  year,  second  year  $500,000.  Net  negative  total  on  pro- 
perty taxes  $1 1,477,034,  the  second  year  $17,966,999. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Senator,  did  you  hear  Sen.  Bergeron 
when  he  spoke  about  how  we  did  not  take  away  all  those 
funds?  That  we  gave  the  full  funding  to  the  business  profits 
tax  over  the  next  biennium.  How  they  increased  the  amount 
of  money  that  is  actually  going  back  to  them  under  the  busi- 
ness profits  tax? 

SEN,  LESSARD:  I  believe  that  Sen.  Bergeron  is  misstaken. 
I  think  that  those  figures  are  not  going  to  be  accurate. 

SEN.  SANBORN:  Do  you  have  anything  to  substantiate 
that  statement  that  you  just  made? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I  have  the  figures  here  from  John  Andrews. 
These  are  the  figures  I  choose  to  use  in  this  instance. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Sen.  Lessard,  I  am  very  happy  that  you 
chose  to  read  those  figures  but  let  me  tell  you  something 
that  is  left  out,  if  you  don't  mind. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  No,  I  don't  mind. 

SEN.  MONIER:  It's  just  one,  and  I  don't  want  to  sit  here 
and  go  through  all  of  these  figures  and  I  don't  think  we  should. 
The  first  response  is,  I  don't  know  what  he  is  comparing  them 
to,  but  when  you  look  at  the  bottom  of  $11,477,000  and 
$17,966,999,  I  don't  see  a  think  on  here  about  596  which 
is  $14  milHon  plus.  What  happened  to  that? 

SEN.  LESSARD:  I  don't  know  Senator. 

SEN.  MONIER:  Well,  I  can  tell  you  very  frankly  it  is  not 
in  here   so   therefore   it   doesn't  stack  up  there.  That  leaves 
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$15  million  difference  and  I  don't  want  to  go  through  all 
of  these  but  I  will  be  very  frank  with  you,  when  you  talk 
also  about  the  tax  on  the  highways  I  would  like  to  know 
if  he  has  included  the  3  cents  gas  tax.  I  don't  see  that  in  here 
either.  I'm  glad  that  you  say  you  would  Hke  to  stay  with 
those  figures  but  I  won't. 

SEN.  LESSARD:  Fine,  thank  you  Senator. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  would  first  like  to  thank  Sen.  Mann 
for  withdrawing  his  motion  that  would  have  limited  the  dis- 
cussion. Some  of  us  have  a  lot  to  say  and  we  don't  win  very 
often.  That  is  a  courtesy  that  as  the  Minority  Leader  I  appre- 
ciate. Much  has  been  said  by  the  previous  speakers.  I  would 
just  like  to  address  a  couple  of  concerns  and  reply  to  a  remark 
of  Sen.  Bergeron's.  I  too  have  concern,  particularly  coming 
from  a  tourist  industry  where  we  are  going  to  impose  a  7% 
figure  where  our  bordering  states  are  much  less.  I'm  very 
oriented  to  the  concerns  and  the  problems  that  this  creates 
and  though  some  of  the  business  people  responsibly  agreed 
to  giving  up  their  discounts  for  administrating  this  tax,  the 
7%  Rooms  and  Meals  tax,  for  the  effect  it  has  on  the  work- 
ing people  of  this  state  as  well  as  the  visitors  has  concern 
to  me,  a  negative  impact  that  I  don't  think  any  of  us  can 
measure.  I  share  in  the  concerns  of  the  real  estate  transfer 
tax  where  young  couples  trying  to  buy  homes  are  now  facing 
16%  and  17%  interest  and  where  both  buyers  and  sellers  now 
face  additional  charges.  I  would  just  like  to  respond  to  Sen. 
Bergeron  that  someone  else  has  instructed  people  to  vote 
against  that  budget,  I  don't  think  that  is  entirely  true  but 
it  may  sound  strange  but  some  of  us  vote  according  to  the 
way  we  think  we  should  vote.  I  would  also  like  to  address 
the  fact  that  it  was  said  that  we  had  no  alternative  and  some 
of  us  did  offer  alternatives  whether  they  were  agreed  with 
or  not.  I  may  not  agree  with  Sen.  Blaisdell's  suggestion  of 
an  income  tax  but  I  did,  with  some  other  Senators,  present 
an  effort  to  address  the  accelerated  depreciation  that  we  are 
going  to  face  in  Washington.  I  know  it  arrived  at  a  late  time 
but  to  me  it  would  have  allowed  the  business  community 
who  is  going  to  benefit  handsomely  from  the  accelerated 
depreciation  in  Washington  to  pay  us  a  tax  to  make  up  for 
the  negative  impact  that  I'm  told  could  be  $15  million.  May 
be  $8  miUion  this  year.  It  is  an  adverse  impact  on  our  budget. 
I  sent  a  note  to  the  members  of  the  Conference  Committee 
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and  asked  them  to  just  footnote  this  to  address  it,  to  stop 
this  negative  flow.  They  failed  to  do  that  and  I  think  that 
if  they  had  addressed  it  we  could  have  found  that  we  could 
have  brought  in  additional  revenues  that  could  have  met  with 
some  of  the  problems  that  we  are  speaking  to  today.  I  agree 
with  Sen.  Bergeron,  we  will  be  back  later  on  this  budget,  not 
only  to  consider  the  impact  of  the  actions  by  Congress,  the 
federal  government  and  the  block  grants,  but  I  think  we  will 
be  back  here  to  address  the  reaction  to  our  actions  on  HB  600 
today.  I  guess  that  when  real  estate  tax  bills  do  come  out  we 
will  get  our  reaction. 

SEN.  KELLY:  I'm  going  to  vote  for  the  budget  and  I  appre- 
ciate all  the  hard  work  that  went  into  it  by  the  members  of 
the  Appropriations  Committee  and  the  Conference  Committee 
in  both  Houses.  I'm  voting  for  it  with  certain  disappointments. 
There  are  several  sections  that  create  that  disappointment 
and  I  would  not  be  consistent  if  I  didn't  speak.  A  special 
hurt  is  the  lack  of  attention  to  the  Youth  Development  Cen- 
ter in  Manchester.  All  through  this  session  I  have  spoken  out 
for  the  need  of  working  with  the  state's  juvenile  delinquent 
problem.  We  saw  a  major  attempt  at  reorganization  fail.  We 
are  once  again  left  in  the  position  of  having  only  the  Youth 
Development  Center  to  handle  the  bulk  of  the  problem.  That 
institution  and  the  kids  it  represents  have  no  constituency 
yet  what  happens  to  them  affects  all  constituents  in  every 
community  because  YDC  is  underfunded  and  therefore  under- 
graded  we  can  expect  only  further  trouble  at  an  institution 
that  is  already  deeply  in  trouble.  I  am  told  we  will  be  back 
in  the  fall  and  I'm  going  to  try  again  to  gain  some  needed 
support  for  the  Youth  Development  Center.  Let's  hope  that 
it  is  not  too  late  and  let's  hope  that  between  now  and  then 
the  Senators  in  this  body  will  take  a  look  at  the  Youth  De- 
velopment Center  and  look  in  their  own  communities  at  the 
young  people  who  are  facing  difficult  problems  and  have 
only  the  Youth  Development  Center  to  go  to.

The  committee  of  conference  to  which  was  referred  HB 
173-FN,  an  act  relative  to  sunset  review  of  the  department 
of  employment  security,  having  considered  the  same,  report 
the  same  with  the  following  recommendations: 

That  the  House  recede  from  its  position  of  nonconcurrence 
with  the  Senate  amendment,  and 

That  the  Senate  recede  from  its  position  in  adopting  its 
amendment  to  the  bill,  and 

That  the  Senate  and  House  adopt  the  following  new  amend- 
ment to  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  House,  and  pass  the  bill  as 
so  amended: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  section  2  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 
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3  Commissioner's  Term.  Amend  RSA  282:9,  C,  as  amended 
by  striking  out  said  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

C.  TERM  OF  COMMISSIONER.  The  commissioner  shall  hold 
office  for  5  years  from  the  date  of  his  appointment  and  until 
his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

4  Term  of  Incumbent  Commissioner.  Section  3  of  this  act 
shall  not  take  effect  until  the  incumbent  commissioner  of 
employment  security  shall  cease  to  hold  that  office. 

5  Exclusion  Deleted.  Amend  RSA  91 -A: 6  as  inserted  by 
1967,  251:1  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

91 -A: 6  Employment  Security.  This  chapter  shall  apply  to

(1)  Procedure.  The  commissioner  may,  upon  written  request 
of  an  interested  party  or  upon  his  own  initiative,  in  any  case 
in  which  a  decision  has  been  rendered  reopen  the  case  on 
the  basis  of  fraud,  mistake,  or  newly  discovered  evidence. 
Such  request  shall  set  forth  the  facts  or  arguments  considered 
to  be  the  basis  for  the  reopening.  No  reopening  will  be  con- 
sidered by  the  commissioner  unless  the  request  is  received 
in  his  office  within  15  days  immediately  following  the  date 
of  mailing  of  the  appeal  tribunal's  decision.  The  commis- 
sioner shall  promptly  notify  in  writing  all  interested  parties 
of  the  request  for  reopening. 

(2)  Commissioner's  Determination.  The  commissioner  shall 
render  his  determination  within  a  reasonable  period  after  all 
the  facts  or  arguments  are  made  available  to  him.  The  deter- 
mination of  the  commissioner  shall  be  sent  by  registered  mail 
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to  each  interested  party  at  the  last  address  of  each  according 
to  the  records  of  the  department  of  employment  security. 
The  appeal  tribunal  shall,  upon  direction  to  reopen,  proceed 
in  the  same  manner  as  though  an  appeal  in  said  case  were 
being  taken  from  a  determination  of  a  certifying  officer;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  further  hearing  shall  be  Umited  to 
the  introduction  of  evidence  or  argument  relative  to  and  con- 
cerning the  factors  which  constitute  the  basis  or  ground  for 
the  reopening  unless  the  commissioner  orders  a  de  novo  hearing. 
F.  APPELLATE  DIVISION. 

(1)  There  shall  be  an  appellate  division  consisting  of  5  mem- 
bers, no  2  of  whom  shall  be  from  the  same  executive  council 
district,  who  are  and  continue  to  be  residents  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, appointed  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  executive  council  for  3  year  terms  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed  and  qualified.  Two  of  the  members 
shall  be  attomeys-at-law  admitted  to  the  practice  of  law  in 
the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  chair- 
man, one  of  whom  shall  be  the  vice  chairman  and  shall  serve 
in  the  absence  of  the  chairman.  The  first  appointments  shall 
be  2  for  one  year,  2  for  2  years  and  one  for  3  years.  The  mem- 
bers shall  be  paid  $100  for  each  day  or  any  part  thereof  during 
which  they  perform  services  and  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all 
expenses  determined  by  the  commissioner  to  be  necessary 
to  the  performance  of  their  duties  including  mileage  and  board 
and  room  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  hearings  in  Concord. 

(2)  Organization  and  Support.  The  appellate  division  shall 
be  part  of  the  department  of  employment  security  for  organ- 
izational purposes,  but  shall  operate  independently  of  that 
department.  All  funds,  clerical  personnel,  facilities,  space, 
supplies,  services,  and  other  support  necessary  to  the  func- 
tioning of  the  appellate  division,  shall  be  determined  by,  pro- 
vided for,  and  administered  by,  the  commissioner. 

(3)  Jurisdiction.  The  appellate  division  shall  hear  appeals 
from  decisions  of  the  appeal  tribunal.  Appeal  must  be  filed 
with  the  appellate  division  within  1 5  days  of  the  date  of  mailing 
of  the  commissioner's  decision  on  a  request  for  reopening 
and  not  otherwise.  The  review  by  the  appellate  division  shall 
be  confined  to  the  record.  No  evidence  shall  be  received. 
The  appellate  division  shall  provide  all  parties  and  the  com- 
missioner with  a  transcription  of  the  appeal  tribunal  hearing. 
The   commissioner  shall   provide   the   appellate   division  with 
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a  copy  of  all  other  department  records  relating  to  the  claim. 

The  appellate  division  shall  not  substitute  its  judgment 
for  that  of  the  commissioner  or  appeal  tribunal  as  to  the  weight 
of  the  evidence  on  questions  of  fact,  or  as  to  the  prudence 
or  desirability  of  the  determination.  The  appellate  division 
shall  reverse  or  modify  the  decision  or  remand  the  case  for 
further  proceedings  only  if  the  substantial  rights  of  the  appel- 
lant had  been  prejudiced  because  the  findings,  inferences, 
conclusions,  or  the  decision  is: 

(a)  in  violation  of  constitutional  or  statutory  provisions; 
or 

(b)  in  excess  of  the  statutory  authority  of  the  department 
of  employment  security;  or 

(c)  affected  by  reversible  error  of  law;  or 

(d)  affected  by  fraud;  or 

(e)  affected  by  the  absence  of  newly  discovered  evidence, 
which  was  not  available  to  the  affected  party  upon  reasonable 
search  at  the  time  of  the  appeal  tribunal  hearing,  in  which 
case  the  appeal  shall  be  remanded  to  the  appeal  tribunal. 
Otherwise,  the  appellate  division  shall  affirm  the  order. 

(4)  Quroum.  The  appellate  division,  while  in  session,  shall 
consist  of  3  members  designated  by  the  chairman.  Any  party 
aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  appeal  tribunal  may  appeal. 
The  parties  to  such  appeal  shall  be  the  claimant,  all  interested 
parties  as  defined  in  this  chapter,  and  the  commissioner.  The 
appellate  division  shall  adopt  rules  of  procedure  pursuant 
to  RSA  541 -A.  It  shall  not  require  written  briefs.  The  appel- 
late division  shall  render  a  written  decision  within  15  days 
of  the  hearing  or  adopt  the  decision  of  the  appeal  tribunal. 
When  a  decision  is  not  rendered  within  15  calendar  days  after 
a  hearing  by  the  appellate  division,  such  will  constitute  a 
dismissal  of  the  appeal. 

(5)  Sessions.  The  appellate  division  shall  sit  in  Concord  and 
shall  hold  sessions  at  least  monthly  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
arguments,  making  orders,  rendering  decisions  and  filing 
opinions. 

(6)  The  appellate  procedures  provided  by  this  chapter  shall 
be  exclusive. 

G.  JUDICIAL  REVIEW. 

(1)  An  interested  party  who  has  exhausted  all  administra- 
tive remedies  within  the  department,  and  who  is  aggrieved 
by  a   final   decision  of  the  appeal  tribunal  may  appeal  that 
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decision  to  the  supreme  court,  but  only  if  the  notice  of  that 
appeal  is  filed  with  the  court  within  15  days  after  the  date 
of  mailing  of  the  decision  from  which  the  appeal  is  taken  and 
the  notice  of  appeal  is  served  upon  the  appeal  tribunal  and 
the  attorney  general  contemporaneously  with  the  filing  of 
that  notice  of  appeal  with  the  court.  In  addition,  that  notice 
of  appeal  shall  be  served  upon  all  parties  of  record.  The  ser- 
vice required  by  this  subsection  may  be  by  certified  mail. 
The  appeal  shall  be  styled  "appeal  of  (name  of  the  party  filing 
the  appeal)  (unemployment  compensation  appeal  tribunal)", 
and  shall  be  an  in  rem  proceeding.  Any  interested  party,  and 
the  state,  shall  have  a  right  to  participate  as  a  party  in  the 
appellate  proceedings  before  the  court.  The  notice  of  appeal 
shall  specifically  identify  each  error  for  which  review  is  sought. 
The  filing  of  a  notice  of  appeal  shall  not  stay  enforcement 
of  the  appeal  tribunal  decision. 

(2)  Within  60  days  after  the  service  of  the  notice  of  appeal 
upon  the  appeal  tribunal,  or  within  such  further  time  allowed 
by  the  court,  the  appeal  tribunal  shall  transmit  to  the  court 
a  certified  copy  of  the  entire  record  of  the  proceeding  before 
the  appeal  tribunal.  By  stipulation  of  all  parties  to  the  review 
proceeding,  the  record  may  be  shortened.  If  the  record  is 
shortened  by  stipulation,  the  court  may  subsequently  require 
additional  portions  of  the  record  certified. 

(3)  The  review  of  the  court  shall  be  confined  to  the  record. 
No  evidence  shall  be  received  in  the  court.  The  court  may 
require  oral  argument  or  written  briefs,  or  both. 

(4)  The  court  shall  not  substitute  its  judgment  for  that  of 
the  appeal  tribunal  as  to  the  weight  of  the  evidence  on  ques- 
tions of  fact.  The  court  shall  reverse  or  modify  the  decision 
of  the  appeal  tribunal,  or  remand  the  case  for  further  pro- 
ceedings, as  determined  by  the  court,  only  if  the  substantial 
rights  of  the  appellant  had  been  prejudiced  because  the  ad- 
ministrative findings,  inferences,  or  conclusions  are: 

(a)  in  violation  of  constitutional  or  statutory  provisions; 

(b)  in  excess  of  statutory  authority; 

(c)  made  upon  unlawful  procedures; 

(d)  clearly  erroneous  in  view  of  the  substantial  evidence  on 
the  whole  record;  or 

(e)  affected  by  other  error  of  law. 

Otherwise,  the  court  shall  affirm  the  appeal  tribunal  decision. 
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(5)  The  judicial  review  provided  by  this  subsection  shall 
be  exclusive  of  all  other  methods  of  judicial  review  of  unem- 
ployment compensation  decisions,  including  extraordinary 
writs,  including  the  writ  of  certiorari.  No  unemployment 
compensation  decision  shall  be  questioned,  invalidated,  vacated, 
set  aside,  suspended,  or  otherwise  impeached  by  any  court 
or  other  tribunal  except  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  subsection.

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  At  the  present  time  I  would  like 
to  make  my  final  report  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
to  the  Senators.  The  reason  for  this  report  is,  as  you  proba- 
bly already  know,  that  the  LUCC  has  been  sunsetted.  Our 
last  day  will  be  June  30th,  which  is  today.  After  June  30th 
we  win  have  no  funding  although  under  Section  17G:7  the 
LUCC  wUl  continue  for  another  nine  months,  even  though 
the  council  wUl  have  no  work  and  we  will  have  no  staff  for 
the  next  nine  months.  This  is  the  reason  that  I  say  to  you 
that  this  will  be  the  final  report  for  the  LUCC.  On  this  occa- 
sion I  am  both  happy  and  sad  to  recommend  that  the  Council 
of  the  LUCC  has  voted  to  return  possibly  $124,392  of  the 
federal  funds  to  the  Department  of  Energy.  Y  am  happy  be- 
cause the  taxpayers  will  receive  money  to  the  extent  of  $  1 24,000 
and  I  am  sad  because  the  LUCC  will  not  be  permitted  to  con- 
tinue functioning  and  therefore  was  not  able  to  spend  these 
dollars  as  a  means  of  saving  to  the  residential  consumer  of 
many  times  that  amount.  I  have  considered  the  question  of 
what  to  do  with  the  federal  funds  since  the  original  proposal 
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to  the  Department  of  Energy  encompassed  the  expenditures 
of  botli  state  and  federal  funds,  and  at  the  same  time  since 
we  will  not  have  any  state  funds  as  of  June  30th,  1981,  I 
have  made  a  recommendation  to  the  LUCC  Council  that  the 
balance  of  the  federal  funds  will  be  returned  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Energy.  I  do  not  believe  we  have  any  other  choice 
in  this  matter.  In  addition,  there  will  be  a  small  balance  of 
$1,000  left  in  the  old  federal  grant  after  the  auditors  fee 
is  paid.  I  have  also  recommended  to  the  LUCC  Council  that 
these  funds  be  returned  to  the  Department  of  Energy  as  well. 
We  held  a  public  hearing  on  June  25th  at  1 1 :00  a.m.  in  Room 
101  and  the  council  did  vote  to  have  the  Chairman  of  the 
LUCC  proceed  to  return  the  federal  funds  back  to  the  federal 
government.  As  you  know  I  have  been  in  this  Senate  for  27 
years  and  I  want  you  to  know  that  I  can  never  recall  when 
we  have  returned  federal  funds  back  to  the  federal  govern- 
ment. In  closing  I  would  certainly  like  to  compliment  the 
members  of  the  LUCC,  Sen.  Brown,  Sen.  Freese,  Sen.  Ber- 
geron, Rep.  Quimby,  Rep.  White,  Rep.  Brodeur,  Rep.  Lacy, 
and  I  would  also  like  to  comphment  the  members  of  the  LUCC 
staff  who  I  have  personally  worked  with,  Gerald  Lynch  and 
Jackie  Camus.  I  am  very  pleased  to  have  served  with  these 
people.  I  want  to  point  out  that  they  were  very  dedicated 
people.  I  will  miss  my  work  that  I  loved  so  well.  And  also 
being  the  head  of  that  department.  I  want  to  thank  you,  Mr. 
President,  for  having  appointed  me  to  the  LUCC. 

RECONSIDERATION 

Sen.  Stabile  having  voted  with  the  prevailmg  side,  moved 
reconsideration  of  HB  197. 

SEN.  STABILE:  HB  197-FN  deals  with  the  Commissioner's 
office  of  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Board.  I  make 
this  motion  somewhat  with  mixed  emotions  inasfar  as  I  be- 
Heve  that  that  department  has  some  serious  management 
problems.  There  have  been  numerous  cases  and  examples  of 
problem  areas  within  that  department.  However  I  feel  the 
department  itself  and  the  work  it  performs  is  far  too  impor- 
tant to  the  people  of  this  state  and  to  the  cities  and  the  towns 
of  this  state,  that  have  sewerage  treatment  plants,  that  have 
hazardous   waste   problems  infiltrating  the   water  systems  in 
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their  towns,  towns  that  have  federal  grants  that  could  possi- 
bly be  jeopardized.  I  think  that  these  factors  far  outweigh  the 
fact  that  this  department  is  not  running  at  full  speed.  When  re- 
considering this  and  asking  you  to  vote  with  me  to  override 
the  Governor's  veto,  I  would  like  to  do  so  with  a  caveat,  a 
warning  to  that  department  that  it  is  time  to  clean  up  your 
act  and  time  to,  when  I  walk  over  to  that  department  and 
I  sit  in  that  department  and  I  see  a  cafeteria  full  of  people 
playing  pinocle,  when  I  see  one  man  reading  the  Sire  Stakes 
Program,  and  I  see  the  next  fellow  I  go  to  reading  the  funnies 
in  the  Manchester  Union  Leader,  and  then  I  go  to  the  next 
desk  and  the  fellow  is  sitting  there  drawing  a  map  of  the  state 
of  Maine,  and  I  ask  why  something  isn't  done  and  they  say 
we  are  very  busy  over  here  and  we  are  understaffed  and  over- 
worked, I'm  real  concerned.  I  think  that  the  management 
of  that  particular  department  needs  to  take  a  look  at  some 
of  the  problems  that  they  have  over  there.  The  spirit  or  the 
intent  of  that  department  is  a  very  good  one  but  we  need 
to  shape  it  up  and  whip  it  into  shape.  I  ask  you  to  vote  with 
me  to  override  the  Governor's  veto. 

SEN.  WIGGINS:  I  do  urge  reconsideration  on  HB  197-FN. 
I  do  know  that  -there  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  problems 
over  there  in  the  way  the  department  is  run  and  the  delay 
in  time  that  things  are  done.  I  ask  reconsideration  so  those 
that  want  to  can  reaffirm  their  vote  of  the  other  day.

SEN.  MONIER:  I  intended  to  stay  in  the  Chair  today  but 
I  want  to  speak  to  this  reconsideration  motion.  I  want  to 
speak  to  it  on  two  bases.  First  the  accusation  has  been  made 
by  Senators  on  this  floor  in  conversation  with  other  Senators, 
and  I  believe  other  elected  officials,  and  by  Mr.  Healy's  office, 
particularly  a  Mr.  Lindsey  and  also  Mr.  Healy  himself,  to 
the  effect  that  the  action  taken  the  other  day  on  the  sustain- 
ing of  the  veto  was  done  for  poHtical  purposes.  My  answer 
to  that  is  hogwash.  My  second  answer  is  that  I  think  the  actions 
that  Mr.  Healy's  office  and  the  Commission  took  after  the 
vote  of  this  Senate  clearly  demonstrates  that  they  probably 
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ouglit  to  be  sunsetted.  In  the  first  place  Mr.  Healy's  office, 
for  which  he  is  responsible,  and  various  members  of  it  during 
working  hours,  made  it  a  specific  point  to  get  a  listing  of  all 
the  towns  and  cities  that  were  being  granted  grants  in  the 
next  year,  and  they  began  to  make  phone  calls  to  them  to 
cause  panic  among  them,  deliberately  asking  them  to  call 
Senators  because  of  the  action  taken  in  the  Senate,  when, 
I  might  add,  and  I  would  like  the  record  to  clearly  show, 
that  when  the  Governor  originally  vetoed  it  no  such  action 
was  taken  at  all.  Supposedly  on  the  basis  that  the  Governor's 
action  was  taken  for  reconstruction,  or  reconsideration,  or 
restructuring  of  the  agency,  whichever  way  you  want  to  call 
it.  That  can  only  mean  one  thing.  They  must  have  been  fully 
aware  of  what  the  restructuring  was  going  to  be  and  they 
must  have  been  satisified  with  it.  Where  when  the  Senate 
took  its  action  of  not  sustaining  the  veto,  which  takes  a  2/3 's 
vote,  then  the  action  was  that  we  were  responsible  for  all 
of  their  problems.  I  don't  mind  being  responsible  for  problems 
of  agencies  like  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Com- 
mission, which  has  a  record  of  what  I  consider  to  be  a  shame- 
ful record,  of  service  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. It  serves  primarily  its  own  masters  and  always  has.  And 
I  have  sat  on  that  board  so  I  am  qualified  to  say  so.  I  have 
also  been  very  frank  with  you,  almost  all  of  the  Senators 
in  here  have  had  some  kind  of  a  horror  story  to  talk  about 
it.  I  have  no  problem  with  reconsideration.  What  I  want  the 
record  to  show,  however,  is  that  instead  of  doing  their  job 
what  they  were  mostly  interested  in  was  making  certain  that 
their  arm  and  their  telephones  were  used  for  political  pur- 
poses, to  create  panic,  to  spread  lies,  because  it  is  a  lie  when 
they  tell  somebody,  and  that  is  not  a  nice  word  to  use  but 
it  is  a  true  word,  when  they  tell  somebody  that  as  of  the  1st 
of  July  they  are  going  to  be  closed,  and  therefore  they  won't 
be  able  to  process  grants,  or  that  the  money  that  was  taken 
away  from  them  on  the  sunset  is  money  which  is  used  for 
matching  grants,  which  is  not  true.  The  only  money  that 
was  taken  away  under  that  sunset  provision  is  that  which 
provides  for  their  own  commission  functions.  Oh,  well  then 
that's  all  right,  the  commission  functions  then  will  be  changed 
and  therefore  we  wouldn't  be  able  to  process  these  things. 
They  don't  bother  to  state,  for  the  record,  nor  to  the  people 
they    are   calling,   nor   to   the  direction  they   are  giving,  that

the  Senators  are  responsible  for  all  of  this  problem.  They 
don't  bother  to  say  that  for  the  next  nine  months  they  are 
supposed  to  be  continuing  to  carry  out  their  functions.  They 
don't  bother  to  say  that  at  all,  simply  because  they  were  more 
interested  in  preserving  their  turf,  their  authority,  and  I  might 
add,  their  arrogance  that  has  been  pressed  down  the  line  for 
many  years.  I  think  that  their  actions  taken  after  this  Senate 
voted  on  that  matter  were  reasons  enough  for  them  to  be 
sunsetted.  I  do  understand  Sen.  Stabile's  position.  I  also  under- 
stand, and  I  want  it  clearly  understood  in  the  record  and  on 
this  floor,  that  nobody  is  urging  anybody  in  the  Senate  to 
vote  any  way  at  all  on  this  particular  reconsideration  anymore 
than  anyone  urged  any  Senator  to  vote  the  other  way  the 
day  the  veto  was  up.  So  if  Mr.  Healy  or  his  supporter,  Mr. 
Brown,  who  has  been  contacting  Senators  and  who  has  had 
Senators  contacting  Senators  for  him,  wants  to  make  an  issue 
of  that  I  would  be  very  happy  to  make  it  outside  of  this  floor. 
Therefore  there  would  be  libel  involved  it  that  is  what  they 
wish.  I  ask  them  to  take  the  same  challenge.  Tliey  lied  to 
the  people.  They  set  up  and  deliberately  attempted  to  mis- 
interpret. Those  kinds  of  people  don't  deserve  to  be  a  com- 
mission involved  in  passing  out  any  kind  of  funds.  And  I  for 
one  will  vote  against  this  motion,  as  an  individual  Senator. 

Sen.  Blaisdell  requested  a  Roll  Call.

The  committee  of  conference  to  which  was  referred  HB  156, 
an  act  relative  to  sunset  review  of  board  of  psychologists, 
having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  with  the  following 
recommendations : 

That  the  House  recede  from  its  position  of  nonconcurrence 
with  the  Senate  amendment,  and  concur  with  the  Senate 
amendment,  and 
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That  the  Senate  and  House  adopt  the  following  new  amend- 
ment to  the  bill  as  amended  by  the  Senate,  and  pass  the  bill 
as  so  amended. 

Amend  RSA  330-A:3  as  inserted  by  section  3  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

330-A:3  Board.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  examiners  of  psy- 
chologists consisting  of  6  members:  2  certified  psychologists; 
one  associate  psychologist;  one  teacher  of  psychology  who 
has  received  a  doctoral  degree  in  psychology,  is  a  member  of 
the  faculty  of  an  accredited  college  or  university  in  this  state, 
and  is  actively  engaged  in  the  teaching  of  psychology;  one 
certified  pastoral  counselor;  and  one  pubhc  member;  each  to 
be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  approval  of  the  coun- 
cil, to  a  term  of  5  years.  No  member  shall  be  appointed  to 
more  than  2  consecutive  terms.  Only  board  members  provided 
for  in  this  paragraph  shall  have  the  authority  to  vote  in  board 
determinations.

X.  Procedures  for  the  conduct  of  hearings  consistent  with 
the  requirements  of  due  process.

VETO  MESSAGE 

To  the  Honorable  Members 
of  the  General  Court: 

Pursuant  to  Article  44  of  Part  I  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Constitution,  I  am  returning  herewith  SB  278,  notmg  my 
objections  thereto. 

SB  278  makes  three  major  changes  in  the  operation  of  parks, 
all  of  which  need  further  study  before  being  implemented. 

It  shifts  the  approval  of  recreational  package  plans  from 
Governor  and  Council  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department 
of  Resources  and  Economic  Development.  Additional  income 
raised  through  the  package  plans  may  be  used  for  park  promo- 
tion rather  than  returned  to  the  General  Fund.  There  is  Uttle 
indication  that  promotion  of  Cannon  Mountain  and  Mount 
Sunapee  requires  more  than  the  $70,000  already  budgeted 
for  that  purpose,  and  every  indication  that  additional  weekend 
promotion  is  not  necessary.  The  bill,  however,  does  not  restrict 
promotion  to  weekdays  and  non-holidays  to  encourage  attend- 
ance during  periods  of  low  income. 

Secondly,  the  bill  removes  all  restrictions  from  the  Com- 
missioner's right  to  distribute  complimentary  passes.  While 
DRED  does  have  a  policy  with  regard  to  the  issuance  of  passes, 
the  granting  of  five  passes  without  restriction  has  been  a  subject 
of  abuse  in  the  past. 

Third,  the  bill  increases  the  Commissioner's  right  to  grant 
concessions  at  the  parks  without  the  approval  of  Governor 
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and  Council  from  contracts  worth  less  than  $  1 00  to  concessions 
valued  at  less  than  $1,000.  This  is  a  major  and  unwarranted 
decrease  in  the  overview  powers  of  the  Govenor  and  Council 
with  regard  to  Parks. 

I  agree  with  the  minority  opinion  on  the  Committee  of 
Resources,  Recreation  and  Development  that  the  bill  as  written 
is  vague  in  its  intent,  that  the  procedures  it  establishes  are  open 
to  abuse,  and  that  the  cost-effectiveness  of  the  proposal  requires 
additional  study  by  the  General  Court. 

For  these  reasons,  I  have  determined  not  to  sign  SB  278 
into  law.  I  hope  that  the  General  Court  will  concur  with  my 
decision.

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INTRODUCTION  OF  HOUSE  BILL 

First  and  Second  Reading 

HB  955,  making  appropriations  for  expenses  of  certain 
departments  of  the  state  for  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1982 
and  June  30,  1983. 

Sen.  Monier  moved  that  HB  955  be  placed  on  second  reading 
at  the  present  time. 

Adopted. 

SEN.  MONIER:  This  can  be  as  long  as  you  people  want 
or  as  short  as  you  people  want.  The  thing  that  I  would  like 
to  do  is  just  run  through  HB  600  which  is  in  front  or  you, 
or  you  should  have  a  copy,  and  tell  you  what  the  action  of 
the  House  did,  which  brings  HB  955  to  our  desks  today  for 
action.  If  you  can  bear  with  me  this  is  HB  955,  it  is  also  HB 
600  with  the  following  deletions.  All  you  have  to  do  is  just 
follow  the  index  and  we  can  delete  them  as  we  go. 

The  first  thing  it  has  done  is  take  out  Section  124,  and 
I  think  if  you  look  at  your  HB  600  you  will  find  124  rela- 
tively easy.  It  is  on  page  196.  Section  124  was  the  appeal 
of  State  Plans.  It  was  an  area  that  the  Governor  objected 
to.  It  was  SB  96  that  was  vetoed.  It  was  inadvertently  left 
in  the  Committee  of  Conference  and  it  has  been  removed. 

Your  second  change  is  Section  61  which  is  on  page  178. 
This  deals  with  the  layoff  of  personnel.  I  wish  to  speak  to 
this  just  for  a  moment.  It  has  been  deleted.  I  am  a  little  un- 
happy it  has  been  deleted  but  I  have  conceded  to  it  in  con- 
ferences with  the  Speaker  of  the  House.  I  will  tell  you  why 
I  am  unhappy  with  it,  not  because  it  is  out,  that  is  perfectly 
all  right  if  that  is  what  they  wish,  but  because  the  Governor 
in  his  press  conference  stated  he  wanted  it  put  back  in  in  its 
place  in  his  own  February  15  th  budget  footnote^  43.  And  then 
specifically  utilize  this  as  an  example  of  the  inefficiency  of 
the  Committee  of  Conference,  specifically  directed  at  the 
Senate,  and  stated  that  this  was  terrible  and  did  this  not  to 
all  the  poor  state  employees,  denied  them  their  seniority 
rights,  when  if  anybody  can  read  English,  if  you  look  at  the 
end  of  it  it  talks  about  that  we  amended  it  in  the  Committee

of  Conference  to  add  seniority  rights.  But  his  footnote  43, 
in  his  original  budget,  did  exactly  the  same  thing  with  no 
privileges  for  bumping,  and  no  concern  for  seniority  what- 
soever. I  find  it  one  of  the  major  inconsistencies  in  his  com- 
plaints of  our  budget.  It  is  now  removed. 

Section  93  is  removed.  This  was  one  of  the  so-called 
"goodies",  which  I  might  add  slipped  by  quite  a  few  people 
and  quite  a  few  of  us  also  recognized  it.  You  can  pick  or  choose 
which  side  you  were  on.  If  you  were  a  Democrat  you  will 
say  it  is  the  Republicans.  If  you  are  a  Republican  you  will 
say  it  was  the  Democrats.  For  your  information  it  was  a  co- 
alition of  both.  They  got  caught  at  it  and  Section  93  is  now 
out. 

If  you  then  will  just  take  one  last  thing,  all  sections  of 
HB  600  that  deal  with  the  6%  pay  raise  are  completely  de- 
leted. Therefore  it  is  very  difficult  to  tell  you  where  they 
are  because  there  are  a  variety  of  sections,  but  the  monies 
are  also  intermingled  throughout  in  the  various  areas.  But 
they  were  stricken  from  the  printing  of  HB  600.  Now  when 
you  did  so  strike  them,  you  then  freed  up  $9  million  for  re- 
allocation within  the  budget.  One  of  the  reasons  that  this 
was  done  and  dealt  with  in  this  fashion  was,  so  that  the  press 
is  clear  at  what  has  been  happening  rather  than  walking  the 
halls  and  talking  to  each  other,  which  they  have  been  doing 
all  day,  I  would  Hke  you  to  understand  something.  Yes,  I've 
hstened  to  you  and  watched  you,  and  I  want  you  to  under- 
stand that  while  you  were  walking  the  halls  some  of  us  were 
doing  our  work.  And  the  work  very  simply  was  that  an  agree- 
ment was  reached  early  this  morning  between  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  and  myself  to  the  effect  that  there  would  be 
no  more  revenues  involved  in  any  budget  bill  passed.  No  more 
revenues.  Therefore  anything  that  had  to  be  done  had  to 
be  done  within  the  revenues  and  the  budget  balance  that 
was  shown  in  HB  600.  Therefore  you  had  $9  million  freed 
up  by  the  action  of  deleting  the  6%  pay  raise.  That  has  been 
reallocated  and  those  reallocations  you  will  find  in  the  changes 
that  are  made.  But  to  save  you  a  lot  of  time  I  will  tell  you 
exactly  what  they  are.  $4  million  was  reallocated  to  the  State 
Hospital.  $2.9  million  was  provided  to  the  medically  needy. 
$.5  million  was  provided  to  hazardous  waste,  directly  through 
the  Public  Health.  $500,000  was  set  aside  in  one  of  the  foot- 
notes in   front  of  you  for  the  DES  settlement.  That  is  the 
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Department  of  Employment  Security  settlement  with  the 
Secretary  of  Labor  that  we  were  told  two  years  ago  on  this 
same  Senate  floor  was  already  settled,  by  the  same  Governor 
I  might  add.  And  $1  milUon  to  the  Laconia  State  School. 
And  $100,000  to  the  YDC.  That,  if  you  add  your  figures, 
will  take  you  to  $9  million.  Nothing  therefore  has  been 
changed.  The  reallocation  does  not  change  the  amount  of 
revenue.  It  does  not  change  the  amount  of  revenues  raised. 
It  does  not  change  the  amount  of  revenues  expended.  There 
is  your  $9  million  and  what  we  did  with  it. 

Let  me  talk  about  that  $9  million  for  two  more  minutes 
so  that  all  of  you  can  go  home  with  your  heads  up.  Four 
of  those,  the  State  Hospital,  the  medically  needy,  the  Laconia 
State  School,  were  four  things  that  we  dealt  with  extensively 
in  the  Committee  of  Conference.  It  wasn't  until  the  Friday 
or  Thursday  night,  and  I've  lost  track  of  those  days,  I  think 
it  was  Thursday  night,  that  the  pay  raise  was  interjected,  that 
anybody  in  the  Committee  of  Conference  had  any  idea  of 
deducting  these  from  those  needed  things  in  the  first  place. 
If  you  didn't  hear  that  I  want  you  to  hear  it  again.  It  wasn't 
until  the  Governor,  by  signing  a  pact,  who  interjected  a  pay 
raise  into  the  Committee  of  Conference  for  the  first  time, 
while  his  people  has  been  there  for  five  days  and  said  nothing 
about  it,  that  this  $9  million  was  deleted  from  any  of  these 
things.  Four  of  them  were  already  being  considered  in  the 
Committee  of  Conference  for  funding.  So  all  of  the  nicities 
that  have  been  stated  about  the  terribleness  of  this  Senate, 
for  your  information,  didn't  exist  in  the  first  place.  So  four 
of  these  that  have  been  put  back  were  already  on  our  agenda 
in  the  Committee  of  Conference  until  such  time  as  this  pay 
raise  was  interjected.  I  think  you  should  also  know  that  $7 
million  of  this  is  directly  related  to  property  tax.  Directly 
related.  For  example,  $2.9  million  for  the  medically  needy 
means  that  that  money  generates  $7  million  in  the  towns 
and  cities  for  those  activities  from  the  federal  funds.  Without 
that  $2.9  miUion  the  towns  and  cities,  in  order  to  generate 
that  money,  would  have  had  to  raise  their  property  tax.  So 
I  hope  that  all  the  emphasis  that  has  been  placed  on  the  medi- 
ocrisy  of  this  budget,  in  terms  of  looking  out  for  the  towns 
and  cities,  will  now  be  corrected.  $4  million  to  the  State  Hos- 
pital also  directly  relates,  because  those  100  persons  that 
would  have  been  on  the  involuntary  program  release,  would 
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have  had  to  have  been  picked  up  either  by  the  town  or  the 
counties.  If  they  were  picked  up  by  the  counties,  those  of 
you  who  do  your  homework  and  know  enough  about  it,  recog- 
nize that  is  also  picked  up  through  your  town  tax.  So  once 
again  this  budget,  without  that  required  pay  raise  that  was 
interjected,  now  has  provided  pretty  close  to  $6.9  plus  $7 
million  additional,  or  over  $14  million  back  to  the  towns 
and  cities  to  help  them  relieve  their  property  tax. 

Now  let  me  ask  you  or  inform  you  that  that  is  all  that 
has  happened  to  HB  600.  So  if  you  have  HB  600,  those  are 
the  changes  made.  The  changes  in  the  monies  obviously  are 
not  in  front  of  you.  You  could  go  through  and  sort  them 
out  but  they  have  been  made  and  accurately  checked  by  LBA, 
and  Mr.  Connors  is  here  to  answer  any  questions  if  you  would 
like  to  know  what  they  look  like.  The  new  bill  has  them  inter- 
spersed where  they  belong,  to  do  the  things  that  I  have  men- 
tioned. 

Now  what  has  been  added  to  HB  600,  which  is  the  package 
that  is  passed  to  you  here.  Let  me  run  through  that,  if  you 
will.  We  have  added,  not  added,  actually  by  the  deletion  of 
those  three  we  have  changed  all  the  numbers.  You  have  now 
knocked  what  used  to  be  Section  160  to  Section  157.  I  hope 
we  all  understand  that  too.  So  therefore  Section  161  has 
added  to  it,  to  old  HB  600  now  HB  955,  has  added  an  addi- 
tional 7%  to  the  lapse,  or  the  non-use  of  personnel  funds 
in  Class  10,  50,  and  59,  which  was  already  in  your  HB  600 
at  3%.  Now  before  you  try  to  make  a  complete  adjustment 
to  the  fact  that  this  probably  is  another  gain  for  the  Gover- 
nor because  it  is  a  10%  reduction,  that  is  not  correct.  What 
we  have  said  is,  in  this  budget  as  we  did  in  the  previous  bud- 
get, that  all  personnel  funding  of  those  classes  would  be  spent 
only  at  a  97%  level.  That  is  already  in  the  budget,  that  is  part 
of  the  $9  million  that  we  have  already  spent.  We  have  now 
said  that  that  will  be  reduced,  with  an  additional  footnote, 
7%  additionally,  to  where  it  is  90%  of  funding  for  personnel 
in  classes  10,  50,  and  59,  and  the  other  classifications  that 
apply.  In  so  doing  you  have  raised  an  additional  $15  million 
for  additional  allocations  within  the  same  framework.  Now 
that  $15  million  is  now  written  in  the  sections  that  are  at- 
tached to  this  and  which  you  can  look  at  yourself,  and  they 
are  Section  163,  I  through  VIII,  and  also  Section  164,  and 
Section   165.  Those  sections,  which  are  on  the  second  page, 
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talk  about  a  salary  increase.  This  $15  million  that  has  been 
gleaned,  or  skimmed,  or  whatever  you  want  to  call  it,  back 
from  the  original  HB  600,  by  adding  a  7%  additional  lapse 
in  personnel  funds,  is  to  be  provided  for  a  payroll  of  9%  to 
all  classified,  to  all  unclassified,  which  is  not  covered  by  the 
SEA,  and  to  all  University  people,  who  are  not  covered  by 
the  SEA,  for  one  year.  The  last  footnote  there,  or  Section 
which  is  the  proper  term,  and  I  will  read  it  to  you  so  you 
understand  why  it  applies,  says  negotiations  reopened,  that 
is  Section  165.  Section  166,  for  your  information,  is  the  effec- 
tive date.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  the  law, 
the  Executive  through  the  state  negotiating  committee  and 
the  State  Employees  Association,  certified  as  a  representa- 
tive thereupon,  shall  reopen  negotiations  to  consider  an  agree- 
ment for  fiscal  year  1983,  and  shall  present  any  such  agree- 
ment to  the  General  Court  for  required  legislative  action. 
Once  again  we  are  saying  that  we  open  the  negotiations  for 
the  second  year,  if  there  is  money  and  we  are  here,  we  will 
consider  it.  Just  as  we  considered  this. 

That  takes  care  of  all  of  them  except  one,  which  is  Section 
162,  which  is  once  again  the  one  that  we  attempted  in  this 
house  to  put  in,  the  Senate  did  put  it  in,  the  House  took  it 
out,  they  have  now  agreed  to  it,  and  that  is  the  retirement 
at  age  50  which  will  assist,  particularly  now  at  a  10%  level 
of  funding  reduction,  in  providing  for  some  people  at  50 
years  of  age  who  have  20  or  30  years  of  service,  to  retire  at 
the  accumulation  level  they  have  at  that  time.  Those  are  the 
age  groups  that  have  been  determined  by  Mr.  McCrady.  A 
letter  is  available  to  you  if  you  like.  There  is  no  cost  to  the 
retirement  system  and  it  gives  them  an  option  in  case  they 
are  one  of  those  who  are  phased  out. 

Those  are  the  basic  changes  from  HB  600  to  HB  955.  I 
will  be  glad  to  answer  any  questions.  The  fewer  questions 
we  have  the  sooner  we  can  go  home. 

SEN.  RICE:  I  can't  find  the  number  now  but  we  had  the 
super  fund  of  $1  milhon  .... 

SEN.  MONIER:  The  super  fund  stays  exactly  the  same 
and  the  hazardous  waste  no  longer  is  in  it. 

SEN.  RICE:  The  hazardous  waste  is  picked  up  in  the  $.5 
million  here,  so  the  super  fund  is  now  all  handicapped? 

SEN.  MONIER:  It  is  all  developmentally  disabled,  men- 
tally handicapped,  etc.,  that  it  was  originally  for.  Catastrophic 
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illness  is  a  separate  issue  and  that  is  for  $350,000  besides 
that. 

SEN.  BERGERON:  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  some  good 
has  come  of  this  impasse  that  we  have  been  in  since  the  last 
week.  Although  our  total  net  authorized  expenditure  has 
not  been  increased,  we  have  agreed  to  fund  additional  needed 
services  such  as  those  we  have  heard  about  tonight.  Some 
of  these  directly  affect  the  local  property  tax  rate,  something 
that  some  members  of  this  body  fought  very  hard  for.  An 
additional  change  was  in  the  increase  for  our  dedicated  state 
employees,  that  was  finally  accomplished.  We  increased  it 
3%.  We  are  50%  of  the  way  home  on  that  issue  and  hope- 
fully we  will  be  back  later  on  this  year  to  finish  off  the  second 
half  of  the  year.  This  budget  is  still  not  golden.  Nor  does  it 
satisfy  all  the  needs  of  our  people  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. We  still  have  problems  with  the  BPT  distribution,  the 
change  in  formula  for  the  ICF  to  15%,  and  numerous  other 
things.  However,  it  is  an  improvement  over  HB  600  Com- 
mittee of  Conference  Report.  I  urge  my  colleagues  in  this 
body  to  give  this  matter  your  favorable  consideration. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  This  is  an  agreement  between  the  House 
and  the  Senate,  but  has  the  Governor  agreed  to  it? 

SEN.  BERGERON:  I  cannot  speak  for  the  Governor,  maybe 
you  can  ask  Sen.  Preston. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Has  the  Governor  agreed  to  this  com- 
promise? 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  am  not  in  the  position  to  speak  for 
the  Governor. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Well  who  is? 

SEN.  PRESTON:  The  Governor  will  speak  for  himself. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  Having  been  involved  in  this  process  for 
quite  some  time  I  can't  let  this  go  through  without  at  least 
protesting  three  elements.  One  is  that  even  though  we  might 
say  that  it  is  better  than  the  original  version  of  HB  600,  which 
I  agree  it  is.  And  even  though  it  is  a  heck  of  a  lot  better  than 
the  version  of  HB  600  as  we  amended  it  and  sent  out  of  Senate 
and  sent  to  the  House,  a  heck  of  a  lot  better,  it  still  avoids 
and  ignores,  I  think,  a  very  important  problem,  and  that  is 
the  situation  with  the  pay  raise.  I  think  we  can  say  that  Sen. 
Bergeron  said  that  while  we  dealt  with  50%  of  the  problem, 
9%  for  one  year.  Well  that  is  very  well  and  good,  but  we  have 
state  employees  out  there,  looking  down  the  line  we  tell  them, 
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look,  we  are  going  to  meet  in  the  fall  and  we  are  going  to 
talk  about  the  year  1982-1983  sometime  in  the  fall,  but  we 
are  expecting  state  employees  to  stay  employed  with  the 
state  knowing  that  they  are  getting  9%  this  year  and  yet  that 
is  going  to  be  eliminated  in  July  of  next  year.  That  is  quite 
a  burden  after  a  negotiated,  collective  bargaining  settlement, 
for  us  to  expect  of  state  employees.  Secondly  I  think  we 
should  underline  this  fact,  you  know  we  can  say  that  a  couple 
of  changes  with  the  $4  million  money,  and  the  $2.9  million 
that  the  agreements  today  for  the  medically  needy,  Laconia 
State  School,  the  State  Hospital,  is  going  to  provide,  is  going 
to  reduce  some  of  the  burden  on  the  local  property  taxes  for 
the  cities  and  towns,  some  of  the  burden  that  the  original 
HB  600  did,  we  still  have  an  impasse  there  of  anywhere  from 
$15  to  $20  million  in  this  biennium,  that  is  going  to  be  picked 
up  by  cities  and  towns,  either  by  impact  or  lost  revenue  be- 
cause of  the  actions  of  this  Legislature,  the  House  and  Senate. 
Finally,  and  I  think  this  is  very,  very  important,  because  it 
is  the  one  thing  that  we  all  ought  to  look  toward  for  1983, 
is  the  procedure  that  we  found  ourselves  in  this  time.  Now 
things  can  always  be  improved.  I  think  I've  got  one  idea  on 
how  to  improve  it  but  I'm  sure  that  there  are  other  improve- 
ments that  can  be  suggested.  But  when  we  end  up  at  the  1 1th 
hour,  close  to  the  12th  hour,  working  on  this  budget,  and  it 
might  not  be  resolved  tonight.  Who  knows  what  the  Governor 
is  going  to  do.  I  don't  know  who  can  speak  for  the  Governor 
other  than  the  Governor  himself  and  his  immediate  staff.  But 
here  we  are  at  the  11th  or  12th  hour  voting  on  a  budget  that 
we  haven't  yet  been  able  to  analyze.  We  haven't  been  able 
to  get  the  managers  of  the  departments,  we  keep  talking  about 
the  state  government  and  having  an  input  with  them.  We 
haven't  been  able  to  get  their  reaction  on  a  couple  of  the 
other  changes  that  we  are  considering  today.  We  might  con- 
sider how  to  do  away  with  all  of  this  Committee  of  Con- 
ference wheeling  and  dealing  in  the  future,  and  work  out 
a  deadline  that  is  going  to  be  a  Httle  more  pragmatic  so  that 
we  don't  have  these  disagreements  between  the  House  and 
the  Senate.  Of  course  my  suggestion  is  a  unicameral  legis- 
lature abolishing  the  Senate,  but  that  is  not  part  of  the  dis- 
cussion here.  I  just  think  we  ought  to  take  a  good  look  at 
that  procedure  so  that  in  two  years  we  are  not  going  to  end 
up  with  this  kind  of  mish-mash.  It  happened  in  1977.  It  was 
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even  worse  then,  at  least  at  this  point  it  was  worse  then.  Maybe 
in  the  future  we  can  work  it  out  so  that  we  are  not  going 
to  do  it. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  Sen.  Monier,  it  has  been  requested  of 
some  Senators  to  address  the  question,  though  I  voted  against 
it  personally,  of  a  V2%  payroll  tax  to  fund  the  second  year 
of  the  state  pay  raises,  and  I  would  like  your  response  if  we 
did  prepare  an  amendment  on  the  floor  to  request  the  Gover- 
nor. 

SEN.  MONIER:  As  President  of  the  Senate  I  would  have 
to  rule,  and  I  think  that  the  President  sitting  in  the  Chair 
would  so  rule,  that  such  a  tax  is  unconstitutional  for  the  New 
Hampshire  Senate  to  deal  with.  The  precedent  from  the  Su- 
preme Court  is  very  clear,  we  may  raise  revenues  of  known 
taxes,  or  revenues  such  as  fees  and  etc.  to  use  as  two  exam- 
ples, we  do  not  have  the  constitutional  right  which  is  reserved 
for  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  introduce  a  tax.  Parti- 
cularly a  new  tax.  That  tax  has  not  been  introduced,  nor 
voted  on  in  this  Senate.  It  has  not  been  brought  to  any  bill 
and  we  have  nothing  by  which  you  can  amend  it  as  a  knowing 
tax,  or  a  tax  certainly  on  the  books.  My  ruling  would  auto- 
matically be,  from  the  Chair  if  I  was  in  the  Chair,  and  I  think 
the  President  Pro-tem  would  rule  the  same  way,  it  would 
be  illegal  and  unconstitutional  for  us  to  deal  with  it. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  If  proper  at  this  time,  there  are  some 
methods  that  we  think  we  have  of  acting  if  we  reconvene 
here  at  a  certain  time,  to  fund  that  second  year  of  the  state 
employees  pay  raise,  and  I  would  like  to  know  if  you  would 
respond  to  that  now  or  when  you  are  back  in  the  Chair,  be- 
cause we  would  like  to  know  when  we  might  be  coming  back 
to  address  the  problem. 

SEN.  MONIER:  It  is  the  intention  of  the  President,  when 
I  return  to  the  Chair  and  we  are  completed  with  our  business 
of  the  day,  to  adjourn  to  the  Call  of  the  Chair  with  a  resolu- 
tion that  we  used  two  years  ago,  with  one  or  two  modifica- 
tions which  I  will  explain  at  the  time  I  am  in  the  Chair.  Ob- 
viously we  are  always  under  the  Constitution  of  Article  50 
which  states  that  the  Governor  and  Council  may  call  us  back 
for  a  special  session  of  any  nature  that  he  so  wishes.  So  there 
are  two  opportunities.  If  we  as  a  body,  or  myself  and  the 
Speaker  because  it  is  under  our  Joint  Rules  as  well,  which 
have  been  adopted  by  both  Houses,  that  we  will  adjourn  at 
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the  Call  of  the  Chair,  as  we  have  before  a  recall  session.  The 
other  alternative,  obviously,  is  for  the  Governor  to  call  us 
back  in  special  session  through  the  actions  of  Article  50.  The 
resolution  and  the  adjournment  resolution  which  will  be  pre- 
sented at  the  proper  time  tonight,  will  explain  our  response 
to  that  as  it  did  two  years  ago,  and  you  were  present  at  the 
time  we  voted  for  it,  if  I  remember  correctly. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  request  the  privilege  of  a  five  minute 
recess  after  all  discussion  is  held  on  HB  955. 

SEN.  FREESE:  Sen.  Monier,  when  you  were  explaining 
Section  67,  which  is  the  management  technique  .  .  . 

SEN.  MONIER:  But  that  has  been  deleted. 

SEN.  FREESE:  I  understood  you  to  say  that  it  was  re- 
moved in  place  of  the  Governor's.  Is  that  so? 

SEN.  MONIER:  No,  you  misunderstood  me  Sen.  Freese. 
There  is  no  Section  67  in  the  current  bill  that  we  have  before 
us.  What  I  explained  was,  what  was  offered  and  what,  I  might 
add,  I  refused,  and  that  was  that  we  substitute  Section  67, 
or  take  Section  67  out  and  substitute  the  Governor's  old, 
and  I'm  using  what  I  think  it  was,  footnote  43.  I  refused  to 
go  along  with  that  because  I  said  that  if  you  don't  want  to 
have  a  temporary  layoffs  and  you  would  rather  go  on  straight 
firings,  it  is  all  right  with  me,  but  I  think  that  the  substitu- 
tion of  what  the  Governor  had  in  his  February  budget,  his, 
not  ours,  was  of  such  a  nature  that  there  was  no  protection 
for  seniority,  which  Section  67  does  have.  There  was  no  pro- 
tection for  bumping  rights,  which  Section  67  does  not  have, 
so  there  they  were  the  same,  but  there  was  no  protection 
at  all,  which  there  was  in  Section  67,  for  temporary  layoffs, 
which  meant  that  a  person  could  be  laid  off  and  could  be 
brought  back  at  a  later  time.  There  was  an  appeal  section 
in  both  of  those  that  would  have  an  appeals  board  that  was 
outside  the  personnel  system.  I  refused  to  accept  the  sub- 
stitution of  43  for  67  because  it  was  worse  on  the  state  em- 
ployees than  Section  67  was.  I'm  sure  that  that  will  be  some- 
thing that  will  be  misinterpreted  before  I'm  through  speak- 
ing, but  that  was  what  it  was,  and  so  the  agreement  was  reached 
to  just  drop  them  both. 

SEN.  MONIER:  To  speak  a  second  time.  Very  quickly, 
because  I  think  a  couple  of  things  has  to  be  said.  I  am  just 
going  to  read  very  simply  so  that  it  is  a  matter  of  record. 
I  personally  feel  that  the  actions  of  the  House  Minority  Leader 
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and  his  flock  of  sheep,  in  walking  out  over  a  technicality, 
once  again  demonstrates  the  irresponsibility  of  what  has  been 
going  on  for  five  days  between  the  Gallen-Spirou  antics.  At 
the  same  time  I  want  to  compliment  all  members  of  the  Senate, 
even  those  who  disagree  with  our  position  and  our  actions, 
for  maintaining  the  kind  of  representation  that  the  people 
of  this  state  expect  of  their  elected  officials.  I  think  it  was 
a  disgrace  to  sit  in  that  gallery  and  watch  Spirou  lead  his  sheep 
out  and  refuse  to  participate  because  he  couldn't  win  with 
a  minority.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  President  of 
the  Senate  have  had  to  work  hard  all  day  today  since  about 
8:30  a.m.  to  attempt  to  resolve  our  state  crisis  in  an  atmo- 
sphere of  deliberately  created  chaos.  It  takes  no  courage  to 
walk  out.  It  takes  real  capability  and  cooperation  and  respon- 
sibility to  be  able  to  hold  one's  temper  in  order  to  resolve 
problems.  Gallen  and  Spirou  should  take  a  lesson  in  what 
it  means  to  cooperate  and  coordinate  in  the  best  interests 
of  something  for  which  they  are  responsible,  our  state's  sur- 
vival. Like  Tip  O'Neill  Gallen  wanted  more  spending,  the 
people  did  not.  The  House  and  the  Senate  have  worked  to- 
gether, and  the  will  of  the  people  has  prevailed.  Tip  O'Neill 
could  not  block  the  will  of  the  people  with  technicalities 
in  the  Legislative  process  in  Washington,  DC,  and  thank  God 
Spirou  couldn't  here  either.  The  people  want  state  spending 
limited.  They  are  entitled  to  have  it  because  they  are  right, 
and  the  Governor  and  Spirou  can  not  and  should  not  stand 
in  their  way  on  either  technicalities,  excessive  vetoes  with 
no  optional  plan  offered,  not  a  single  one.  I  felt,  and  have 
talked  with  some  of  the  Minority  Leaders  on  this  floor  today, 
to  this  moment  they  have  not  seen  a  Gallen  sponsored  bill 
to  be  presented.  This  budget  is  the  product  of  hard  work 
by  the  Senate  and  the  House  leadership.  I  think  the  people's 
voice  has  been  heard  and  I  once  again  compliment  our  loyal 
opposition  for  remaining  and  carrying  out  their  responsi- 
bilities even  in  disagreement  with  us.  I  think  that  it  is  a  shame 
that  they  had  to  take  this  all  day  long  without  even  knowing 
what  their  opposition  was  doing. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  thank  Sen.  Monier  for  the  compliments 
to  the  members  of  this  Senate,  but  I  regret  that  we  use  this 
forum  before  we  are  voting  on  a  budget  bill,  to  personally 
assail  the  Minority  Leader  of  the  House  and  the  Governor. 
I  think  we  have  had  enough  over  the  last  week  or  so,  and

it  is  not  to  my  liking  or  any  members  of  tlie  public,  I  don't 
think  the  press,  to  have  us  personally  attacking  each  other 
at  this  time  when  we  are  hopefully,  maybe,  about  to  resolve 
part  of  our  problems. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  personally  consider  it  not  in  good  taste 
to  see  a  member  of  this  Senate,  whether  he  is  the  President 
of  the  Senate  or  whatever,  attack  and  call  some  of  my  friends 
in  the  House,  and  I  was  there  and  I  saw  the  Democrats  walk 
out,  a  flock  of  sheep.  I  don't  think  that  they  are  a  flock  of 
sheep.  I  don't  think  that  Chris  Spirou  led  them  without  a 
great  deal  of  consideration  and  compassion  on  his  own  part. 
Chris  can  speak  for  himself.  I  know  it  doesn't  take  a  great 
deal  of  courage  to  get  up  and  walk  out  of  a  meeting,  nor  does 
it  take  a  great  deal  of  courage  to  sit  down  and  vote  blindly 
with  blind  obedience  in  favor  of  something  or  against  some- 
thing, but  it  does  take  a  great  deal  of  courage  to  do  what 
you  think  is  right.  I  think  that  Chris  Spirou  and  the  Demo- 
crats, those  people  who  joined  him  in  walking  out  because 
of  parliamentary  maneuvering,  and  parliamentary  exercise, 
that  kind  of  manipulation  that  they  did  not  swallow  and 
accept,  was  being  pushed  down  their  throats  in  the  House 
by  the  Repubhcan  leadership.  And  in  response  to  the  com- 
ment that  the  President  of  the  Senate  just  made  that  this 
budget  is  the  result  of  long  and  hard  work  on  the  part  of 
the  leadership  of  the  House  and  the  Senate,  I  will  agree,  it 
is  the  result  of  a  lot  of  work  on  the  part  of  the  Republican 
leadership  of  the  House  and  the  Senate.  This  is  a  budget  which 
is  and  has  been  finalized  by  Republicans,  and  not  with  all 
of  the  input  that  should  have  been  received  from  the  Minority 
parties  of  either  sides  of  this  wall,  or  from  the  Governor's 
office  after  the  Governor's  budget  had  left  his  office.  In  fact 
at  one  time  we  so  arrogantly,  in  the  Finance  Committee  of 
this  body,  said  that  we  didn't  even  want  to  talk  about  the 
Governor's  budget  as  we  were  deliberating  this  issue.  And 
we  told  department  heads  when  they  started  to  refer  to  the 
Governor's  budget,  we  interrupted  them,  arrogantly  again, 
and  said  we  don't  want  to  listen  about  the  Governor's  bud- 
get. That  is  the  kind  of  compromise.  That  is  the  kind  of  con- 
sideration. That  is  the  kind  of  input  that  we  have  had  between 
the  Governor's  office  and  this  Senate.  Yes,  I  think  that  this 
budget  has  been  maneuvered  into  the  position  that  it  is  right 
now,  and  it  is  going  to  pass,  obviously,  in  this  body.  Proba- 
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bly  with  15  or  16  votes.  But  I  am  certainly  going  to  be  one 
of  those  voicing  my  objections.  And  I  don't  think  that  this 
forum,  as  Sen.  Preston  pointed  out,  is  any  place  to  try  to 
take  the  House  Democratic  Leadership  to  task  in  any  way. 
They,  Sen.  Monier,  showed  a  great  deal  of  courage  today, 
you  haven't. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE :  Where  were  you  when  you  weren't 
here  for  all  these  roll  calls  all  afternoon,  and  you  came  in 
a  little  late?  Where  were  you? 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  missed  one  roll  call  this  morning  be- 
cause I  understood  that  the  Senate  was  going  to  meet  at  1:00 
p.m.  not  10:00  a.m.  Nobody  called  me  and  told  me  it  was 
going  to  meet  at  10:00  a.m.  And  I  missed  one  roll  call  this 
evening  when  the  Senate  leadership  decided  to  call  them- 
selves back  to  order. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Weren't  you  in  and  out  of  the  House 
and  not  in  the  Senate  all  afternoon? 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  was  watching  the  House  and  trying  to 
keep  up  with  what  was  happening  on  the  budget,  yes.  I  think 
that  is  where  much  of  the  action  came,  in  the  House  today 
on  the  maneuvering  which  John  Tucker,  the  Speaker  of  the 
House,  the  esteemed  Republican  Leadership  of  the  House, 
was,  and  I  wanted  to  make  sure  that  I  knew  what  was  going 
to  be  in  the  final  version  of  HB  600  or  HB  955,  which  we 
would  end  up  voting  on.  HB  955,  imagine  that.  We  are  voting 
on  a  bill  that  we  haven't  even  sent  out  to  public  hearing,  cor- 
rect? Parliamentarily,  of  course,  it  is  correct. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Maybe  when  we  come  back  I  am  going 
to  tell  you  people,  I  told  you  so.  Today  we  have  balanced 
the  state  budget,  supposedly,  on  the  backs  of  businessmen 
again.  I  think  that  is  a  tragedy  for  our  state.  I  see  a  great  shift- 
ing of  responsibilities  back  to  the  cities  and  towns,  even  though 
some  have  been  cleared.  I  think  it  is  a  shame  for  our  state 
really,  that  we  will  not  adequately  fund  government  in  our 
state.  We  have  such  a  beautiful  state.  It  is  a  shame  that  we 
don't  take  care  of  it.  I  would  hope  that  we  would  address 
a  pay  raise  for  some  pretty  desperate  people,  if  we  do  come 
back.  I  think  they  deserve  it.  What  we  are  doing  today  to 
this  state,  I  think  we  will  all  be  sorry  for  because  we  still  have 
that  sacred  cow  in  this  state  that  says  that  we  cannot  have 
that  broad  based  tax  in  our  state.  What  in  God's  name  makes 
us  so  right?  That  we  should  be  the  only  ones?  That  we  should 
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put  the  hospitals  of  this  state  and  the  Laconia  State  School, 
and  the  prison,  and  the  Youth  Development  Center,  the  com- 
munity mental  health  centers,  and  everything  that  is  near 
and  dear  to  us,  why  we  should  put  it  in  jeopardy  because 
we  are  afraid,  as  a  body,  to  stand  up  and  be  counted?  I  still 
don't  know  whether  I'm  going  to  vote  for  this.  I  know  the 
work  that  you  people  have  put  into  it.  I've  done  it  too  for 
ten  years.  I  appreciate  that  work.  But  I  just  ask  you,  what 
are  we  doing  to  this  great  state?  My  God,  what  are  we  doing? 
Because  we  will  not  face  up  to  the  reality  that  we  need  re- 
venue in  our  state,  that  we  need  a  strong  University  system, 
that  we  need  to  take  care  of  the  handicapped  people  and 
those  who  can't  take  care  of  themselves.  And  we  will  not 
accept  that  challenge.  I've  said  this  many  times  and  I  think 
the  time  has  come  in  our  state  where  we  should  take  care 
of  the  human  needs  of  the  people  of  this  state,  and  to  hell 
with  getting  reelected.  Stand  up  and  be  counted.  I  hope  that 
those  of  you  who  return  to  this  Senate,  that  you  will  never 
have  to  face  what  we  face  today,  and  in  the  past  couple  of 
weeks.  I  think  it  is  a  tragedy  for  this  state.  To  those  of  us 
who  love  it  and  want  it  to  stay  the  way  it  is  for  our  kids  and 
our  grandchildren,  what  we  are  doing  to  it  is  wrong.  I  just 
can't  say  it  enough  times.  I  will  not  be  a  part  of  it.

That  if  under  such  circumstances  a  special  session  is  called, 
the  Senate  shall  consider  only  such  matters  as  are  declared 
an  emergency  by  a  majority  of  those  present  and  voting.

Sen.  Brown  moved  the  following  resolution: 
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SENATE  RESOLUTION  NO.  14 

adjourning  the  Senate  and  disposing  of 
all  unfinished  legislative  business. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate, 

That  the  Senate  adjourn  to  the  call  of  the  Chair  and  that 
no  further  business  be  conducted  except  for  action  on  reports 
of  the  Enrolled  Bills  Committee;  and 

That  all  bills,  except  for  bills  in  the  possession  of  the  En- 
rolled Bills  Committee,  and  all  resolutions  in  the  possession 
of  the  Senate  which  were  not  referred  to  interim  study  except 
the  two  veto  messages  on  HB  430  and  HB  862  current.  Lot, 
shall  be  indefinitely  postponed,  provided  that  if  any  bills  or 
resolutions  which  are  indefinitely  postponed  by  this  resolu- 
tion become  the  subject  of  a  call  through  constitutional  pro- 
cesses for  a  special  session  of  the  General  Court  under  Articles 
50  or  15  of  Part  2  of  the  New  Hampshire  Constitution,  such 
bills  or  resolutions  may  be  considered  by  the  Senate  if  such 
a  special  session  is  convened. 

Adopted. 

Sen.  Wiggins  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  WIGGINS :  It  is  now  apparent  to  all  that  the  conspiracy 
to  abolish  the  Liquor  Commission  and  set  up  a  political  opera- 
tion by  the  Governor's  office  has  been  successful.  With  that 
thought  in  mind,  the  time  has  come  when  the  facts  about  the 
liquor  takeover  should  be  laid  before  the  public.  The  conspiracy 
started  with  the  election  of  Hugh  Gallen  as  Governor  and  has 
continued  unabated  with  the  help  of  certain  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  because  of  their  innocence  and 
unwillingness  to  see  the  truth  as  it  really  exists. 

Soon  after  Hugh  Gallen  was  elected  Governor,  Liquor  Com- 
missioner, James  Nadeau,  democrat  of  Dover,  resigned  his  post 
after  a  meeting  with  Hugh  Gallen  and  Nadeau  in  a  Somers- 
worth  restaurant.  Simultaneously,  Commissioner  Nadeau's 
son  was  appointed  a  liquor  representative  for  Hiram  Walker 
with  the  Governor  disavowing  any  knowledge  of  why  this 
took  place.  After  the  Governor's  attempt  to  replace  Costas 
Tentas,  who  had  ably  managed  the  state  Liquor  Commission 
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for  almost  20  years,  the  Governor's  handpicked  candidate, 
Commissioner  Jean  Wallin,  took  over  the  reigns  as  chairman 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Liquor  Commission.  She  immediately 
proposed  a  code  of  ethics  which  was  nothing  more  than  a 
smoke  screen  for  her  intent  to  set  up  democratic  headquarters 
at  the  Liquor  Commission. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  hue  and  cry  over  the  political 
cronyism  that  has  since  developed.  Attorney  Jack  Sanders, 
a  political  crony  of  Governor  Gallen's,  has  now  become  a 
Uquor  representative  and  democrat  favorites  of  the  Governor 
has  received  preferential  treatment  because  of  the  chairman- 
ship of  Jean  Wallin.  Now  listen  to  this,  the  brother  of  Repre- 
sentative Peter  Hildreth,  a  democrat  and  political  crony  of 
Governor  Gallen's,  the  husband  of  Representative  Teddy 
Nardi,  a  poUtical  crony  of  Governor  Gallen's;  Leo  LaFrance, 
who  received  his  job  under  democrat  Governor  John  King 
and  now  a  political  crony  of  Governor  Gallen's;  David  Styles, 
whose  father  was  a  former  Liquor  Commissioner  and  became 
a  liquor  representative  himself  after  he  was  no  longer  a  liquor 
commissioner;  the  Colbath  brothers,  who  are  political  cronies 
of  former  democrat  Senator,  Mary  Louise  Hancock,  another 
crony  of  Governor  Gallen's  have  all  received  preferential  treat- 
ment. There  may  be  others  but  at  least  all  of  these  are  demo- 
crats, and  cronies  of  Governor  Gallen.  It  is  a  disgrace  for  us 
to  allow  Gallen  to  set  up  a  political  patronage  system  right 
under  our  very  noses.  The  people  of  New  Hampshire  can  ill 
afford  this  type  of  behavior. 

With  the  inauguration  of  a  new  Legislature,  the  conspiracy 
to  politically  take  over  the  Liquor  Commission  thickens  and 
adds  new  players.  Representative  Kay  Ward,  who  had  been 
leading  the  charge  against  the  Commission  and  who  had  not 
been  able  to  prove  any  wrong  doing,  was  summarily  dumped 
as  Chairman  of  the  Regulated  Revenues  Committee  for  ex-CIA 
agent,  Representative  Bruce  Rounds,  whom  I'm  sure  the  con- 
spirators felt  would  be  more  able  to  weave  a  web  of  intrigue 
so  that  the  Liquor  Commission  could  be  thoroughly  discredited 
and  Chairman  Wallin's  powers  to  set  up  a  political  hierarchy 
for  Gallen  would  be  increased.  Incidentally,  Kay  Ward  has  not 
been  heard  of  since  on  the  matter  of  hquor.  While  this  was 
all  going  on,  the  Legislature  formed  a  select  committee  to  look 
into  the  inefficiencies  of  the  old  Liquor  Commission  which 
they  claim  was  about  to  collapse  and  had  lost  control  of  their 
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finances.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  same  system  which 
everyone  claimed  was  about  to  collapse  operated  for  some 
time  after  their  claims  of  collapse  and  parts  of  that  system 
are  still  running  today. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  the  three  candidates 
proposed  by  the  select  committee  for  the  job  of  Executive 
Director  was  one  Robert  Herlihy.  Mr.  Herlihy  felt  through 
his  training  and  years  of  experience  that  he  should  have  been 
selected  by  the  Governor  to  be  the  Executive  Director.  The 
Governor  chose  instead  a  Vermont  resident,  James  Do  wrick. 
Herlihy  took  offense  at  this  selection  and  decided  during 
the  next  election  to  actively  support  a  candidate  for  Governor 
other  than  Hugh  Gallen.  When  Gallen  asked  him  at  the  Stafford 
county  democrat  picnic  to  stop  supporting  Governor  Thomson, 
Herlihy  refused  and  it  was  because  of  this  refusal  that  Governor 
Gallen  has  determined  that  Robert  Herlihy  should  be  driven 
from  state  service. 

In  the  meantime,  the  sunsetting  of  the  Liquor  Commission 
was  before  the  Legislature  and  the  House  of  Representatives 
Regulated  Revenues  Committee  had  decided  in  a  15  to  4  vote 
to  maintain  the  three  member  Liquor  Commission  with  Herlihy 
being  allowed  to  keep  his  current  job.  This  obviously  angered 
Governor  Gallen,  Jean  Wallin,  and  Bruce  Rounds  so  they  con- 
spired to  make  allegations  again  and  start  another  investiga- 
tion of  the  Liquor  Commission.  With  the  cooperation  of  the 
politically  corrupt  management  team,  it  was  learned  that  a 
transportation  contract,  although  beneficial  to  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire,  was  not  technically  correct.  Also  another 
player  surfaces,  Leo  LaPrance,  whom  I  have  previously  men- 
tioned is  a  democrat,  political  crony  of  Governor  Gallen, 
claiming  the  state  was  paying  too  much  for  his  products  and 
they  should  be  purchased  from  the  Almaden  Company  directly. 
Herlihy  was  asked  to  get  more  commission  for  LaFrance  from 
the  Massachusetts  wholesaler,  but  apparently  these  were  not 
sufficient  to  satisfy  LaFrance  and  besides  they  did  not  fit  into 
the  scheme  of  political  conspiracy  being  orchestrated  by  the 
Governor's  office. 

In  criticizing  Herlihy  for  his  interference,  the  Governor's 
office  failed  to  inform  the  public  that  it  had  on  previous  occa- 
sions themselves  asked  Herlihy  to  interfere  with  company 
decisions  in  support  of  their  poHtical  cronies.  Once  with  this 
same   Leo   LaFrance  on  the  Teacher's  Scotch  account,  once 
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with  a  political  crony  of  Henry  Goode,  a  Russ  Carter,  on  the 
Barton  Distillery  account,  and  once  on  behalf  of  David  Styles 
with  the  Old  Mr.  Boston  account.  With  the  announcing  of 
these  allegations,  and  mind  you  nowhere  were  they  ever  proved, 
the  Governor  convinced  the  Speaker  of  the  House  to  throw 
his  support  for  a  move  to  recommit  the  sunset  bill  to  the  Regu- 
lated Revenues  Committee  where  it  was  hoped  that  these 
allegations  would  be  enough  to  make  the  committee  rewrite 
the  sunset  bill  to  give  Gallen's  chairman,  Jean  Wallin,  complete 
authority  over  the  Liquor  Commission  and  to  set  up  a  special 
committee  of  political  apointees  of  the  Governor  and  now  a 
new  power  grab  takes  place. 

This  political  committee  is  now  going  to  issue  all  licenses 
whereas  before  an  ordinary  clerk  at  the  Liquor  Commission 
had  been  doing  this.  One  can  only  speculate  what  the  motive 
behind  this  was,  especially  with  the  revelations  of  the  selHng 
of  licenses  and  giving  of  licenses  to  political  friends  of  Gover- 
nors in  other  states.  This  move  was  thwarted  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Senate  and  this  political  committee  was  turned 
into  an  appeals  board  where  any  grieved  party  could  appeal 
for  justice. 

The  Senate  also  included  in  its  provisions  for  compromise 
a  prohibition  against  political  appointees  for  liquor  represen- 
tatives and  the  prohibition  against  any  elected  official  or 
Liquor  Commission  employee  interfering  with  the  selection 
of  a  Uquor  representative.  Obviously,  this  would  cut  the  legs 
out  from  under  the  Governor's  office  setting  up  a  political 
patronage  system  at  the  Liquor  Commission.  (This  the  con- 
spirators did  not  want.) 

The  Senate  also  included  provisions  to  protect  Robert 
Herlihy  against  poHtical  prosecution  by  the  Governor's  office. 
The  bill  now  is  languishing  in  the  Committee  of  Conference 
and  will  probably  never  see  the  light  of  day  and  the  Liquor 
Commission  will  be  abolished.  If  this  happens  then  Stewart 
Lamprey's  data  processing  commission,  Henry  Goode's  son, 
Henry  Goode,  Jr.,  the  account  at  the  Liquor  Commission, 
and  the  Governor's  office  will  step  into  the  void  and  take 
over  the  Liquor  Commission  and  the  political  patronage  system 
will  be  installed  after  first  declaring  a  civil  emergency. 

In  summary,  Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is  important  for  this 
Senate  and  the  public  to  be  on  notice  that  the  Governor's 
persecution  of  any  state  employee  will  not  be  tolerated.  That 
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none  of  the  charges  levelled  against  Herlihy  have  ever  been 
proven  and  that  the  Governor's  office  has  acted  in  a  manner 
that  should  bring  discredit  to  that  office  for  even  the  Gover- 
nor's selection,  Executive  Director,  James  Dowrick,  says  the 
Governor  told  him  to  get  rid  of  Herlihy.  The  Governor's  office 
has  interfered  on  another  occasion.  It  asked  that  the  license 
be  returned  to  a  Newmarket  fraternal  club  who  had  violated 
the  law.  The  Governor's  handpicked  chairman  has  held  secret 
meetings  with  the  Attorney  General's  office  and  has  refused 
to  inform  other  commissioners  of  the  contents  of  these 
meetings  and  although  another  riff  is  apparently  developing 
because  of  Dowrick's  informing  of  Chairman  Wallin  that  he 
had  equal  power  with  her  and  she  was  not  his  boss,  the  con- 
spiracy still  goes  on. 

Because  of  this  conspiracy,  the  Governor  has  now  come 
out  in  the  open  and  gave  as  one  of  his  reasons  for  vetoing 
the  state  budget,  the  fact  that  he  could  not  replace  Robert 
Herlihy  if  this  budget  passes.  To  hold  up  10,000  state  em- 
ployees pay  because  of  the  Governor's  vindictiveness  over 
any  employees'  refusal  to  support  him  is  the  height  of  arro- 
gance and  a  discredit  to  the  office  of  Governor.  I  bring  these 
facts  to  the  attention  of  the  Senate  in  hopes  that  the  pubhc's 
wrath  will  be  felt  by  the  conspirators  and  they  will  abandon 
their  course  to  set  up  political  empires  and  allow  their  con- 
science to  support  good  government  for  New  Hampshire. 

Sen.  Lamontagne  spoke  under  Rule  44. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I'm  going  to  be  very  brief  but  I  cer- 
tainly can't  go  home  witliout  first  saying  something  about 
HB  161,  the  nurses'  bill.  The  nurses  have  worked  real  hard 
and  they  tried  to  do  their  homework,  but  somehow  just  be- 
cause of  Kay  Ward  of  Littleton,  New  Hampshire,  who  in- 
sisted right  to  the  end  and  right  to  this  hour,  would  not  go 
along  with  HB  161-FN.  I'm  sure  that  the  nurses  can  look 
up  to  Sen.  Conley,  Sen.  Stabile,  and  Sen.  Sanborn,  because 
they  worked  right  to  the  last  minute  but  were  not  success- 
ful. But  I'm  sure  that  all  the  nurses  throughout  the  whole 
State  of  New  Hampshire  are  not  going  to  forget  what  has 
happened  and  I  feel  kind  of  sad  for  those  nurses,  that  their 
board  is  going  through  the  window,  but  at  least  I  think  that 
we  can  give  them  credit  because  they  said  they  would  rather 
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it  go  down  the  drain  than  to  have  gone  along  with  Sarah 
Townsend  and  Kay  Ward  in  their  doings.  And  at  the  same 
time  wasted  many  hours  of  the  General  Court,  of  both  the 
House  and  the  Senate,  in  trying  to  put  HB  539  back  in  so 
many  times  after  the  House  had  voted  it  down.  I  hope  that 
the  nurses  are  going  to  remember  in  the  days  to  come,  that 
they  might  be  able  to  get  revenge  at  the  right  time.

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VETO  MESSAGES 

Sen.  Freese  moved  that  the  veto  message  on  HB  430-FN 
be  removed  from  the  table. 
Adopted. 

HB  430-FN,  estabhshing  a  Pittsfield  judicial  district  and  a 
Pittsfield  district  court. 

SEN.  FREESE:  HB  430-FN  is  an  act  establishing  a  Pitts- 
field judicial  district  and  a  Pittsfield  district  court,  comprised 
of  Pittsfield,  Chichester  and  Epsom.  I  appear  before  you  today 
to  request  that  you  help  override  the  Governor's  veto  on  HB 
430-FN.  This  is  a  bill  which  would  upgrade  the  Pittsfield 
municipal  court  to  a  district  court.  Those  of  us  who  live  in 
the  Suncook  Valley  have  a  definite  need  for  a  court  that  will 
serve  our  three  towns,  which  was  the  case  before  1965.  Under 
the  present  court  arrangement,  which  was  estabhshed  in  1965, 
all  cases  from  Epsom  and  Chichester  must  be  heard  in  the 
Concord  district  court.  This  involves  many  miles  of  travel 
and  long  delays  because  of  backlogs  and  postponements.  While 
our  poUce  are  out  of  town  the  towns  are  left  without  pro- 
tection. Opposition  will  tell  you  to  wait  until  the  unified 
court  system  comes  along,  which  will  take  years  to  imple- 
ment. Our  answer  is,  what  do  we  do  in  the  meantime?  The 
opposition  will  tell  you  to  establish  a  circuit  rider  court.  Our 
answer  is  experience  indicates  in  many  towns  where  it  is  in 
effect  it  doesn't  work  out  completely  satisfactorily,  parti- 
cularly for  case  loads  as  large  as  Pittsfield,  Epsom,  and  Chi- 
chester. Opposition  will  tell  you  to  allow  Pittsfield  to  have 
a  district  court  for  Pittsfield,  Epsom,  and  Chichester,  is  setting 
a  precedent.  Our  answer,  since  the  present  court  arrangement 
which  was  established  in  1965,  a  precedent  has  already  been 
established.  In  1971  the  Hooksett  district  court  was  estab- 
lished and  some  time  between  1965  and  now  the  Merrimack 
district  court  was  estabhshed.  The  opposition  will  also  tell 
you  that  the  case  loads  of  the  three  towns  do  not  justify  estab- 
lishing a  district  court.  Our  answer  is  that  the  towns  produce 
700  to  1000  cases  a  year  with  potential  for  1500  to  1800. 
The  population  for  these  three  towns  is  6,000  and  growing 
fast,  particularly  Epsom.  Also  this  is  a  very  heavy  case  load 
with  which   to   burden   the  Concord   district   court,   a  court 
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which  already  has  long  delays  in  hearing  cases.  Under  Article 
4,  Part  2  of  the  Constitution,  creation  of  courts,  district  and 
municipal  courts  are  abolished,  changed,  or  estabhshed  by 
the  Legislature,  not  the  judicial  council  or  any  other  arm 
of  state  government.  The  House  Judiciary  Committee  minutes 
contain  the  committee's  decision  that  when  the  case  load 
and  the  number  of  towns  were  considered  for  district  courts 
they  were  Canaan,  Meredith,  Pittsfield,  Seabrook,  and  Tilton, 
the  Pittsfield  area  was  the  only  one  to  contain  enough  merit 
for  a  change  to  a  district  court.  Fellow  Senators,  this  includes 
Sen.  Roy  and  Sen.  Podles,  a  Pittsfield  district  court  has  proven 
its  viability  and  need  by  the  400-member  House  and  the  24- 
member  Senate.  Both  the  House  and  Senate  passed  this  legis- 
lation by  voice  vote  earlier  in  this  session,  and  the  House 
reaffirmed  the  need  later  by  passing  HB  430-FN  over  the 
Governor's  veto.  I  ask  you  now  in  the  Senate  to  reaffirm 
your  earlier  vote  and  also  pass  this  legislation  over  the  Gover- 
nor's veto  so  the  towns  of  Pittsfield,  Epsom,  and  Chichester 
can  have  their  district  court. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  rise  in  opposition  to  overriding  the  Gover- 
nor's veto  on  this  bill.  I  am  in  somewhat  a  unique  position 
of  speaking  against  a  lawyer's  bill  because  indeed  this  just 
makes  the  judicial  and  lawyer  bureaucracy  even  greater  than 
it  is  now.  For  this  reason  we  passed  a  comprehensive  plan 
for  district  courts  in  1965.  Indeed  we  have  made  some  ex- 
ceptions in  bad  precedents  to  it  already,  but  that  is  no  reason 
to  compound  the  problem  and  pass  another  special  legisla- 
tion. As  much  as  it  bothers  me  to  speak  against  my  brothers 
in  the  bar  I  would  ask  that  we  sustain  the  Governor's  veto 
and  put  an  end  to  the  judicial  bureaucracy. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  This  matter  has  come  before  us 
so  many  times  that  I  think  it  is  about  time  we  pass  it.  The 
people  in  Pittsfield,  ever  since  1965,  have  been  unhappy  and 
I  know  that  there  are  other  towns  who  are  also  very  unhappy. 
I  hope  that  this  time  we  go  along  with  the  new  Senator,  Sen. 
Freese.  I  don't  know  how  he  did  it,  to  get  it  as  far  as  he  did 
but  I'm  going  to  vote  with  him.

HB  862,  limiting  transfers  of  specially  appropriated  money 
under  the  municipal  budget  law. 

SEN.  WIGGINS:  We  introduced  this  bill  for  several  reasons. 
This  bill  would  prohibit  the  use  of  funds  for  any  other  pur- 
pose except  for  what  they  were  appropriated  for  by  the  town 
meetings.  The  town  meetings  warn  the  people  that  they  want 
to  request  a  certain  amount  of  money  to  do  a  certain  job.  After 
the  job  is  done  and  completed  and  there  is  a  certain  amount 
of  money  left  over,  these  monies  should  revert  back  to  the 
general  fund.  The  general  fund  is  used  to  help  reduce  the 
tax  rate  in  the  following  year.  The  Governor  states  in  his 
veto  message,  "I  am  opposed  to  unnecessary  regulations  by 
the  state  of  the  business  affairs  of  local  government.  Elected 
members  of  school  boards,  town  selectmen,  and  village  com- 
missioners are  presumed  capable  and  responsible  enough  to 
properly  carry  on  fiscal  business."  Let's  stop  there.  We  do 
carry  on  the  fiscal  business.  I  have  been  a  selectman  for  15 
years  and  we  do  handle  funds  that  are  allotted  to  us  and  in- 
structed by  our  town  meetings  that  we  can  spend  a  certain 
amount  of  money.  That  is  where  we  should  stop  because 
the  over-expenditures  of  money  helps  the  forever  increasing 
tax  rate  in  the  state.  If  they  can  do  a  job  and  have  the  money 
left  over  it  should  revert  back  to  the  general  fund  to  be  used 
in  the  reduction  of  the  following  year's  tax  rat'C.  He  further 
states,  "HB  862  is  an  unreasonable  and  unnecessary  encroach- 
ment on  home  rule."  That  I  disagree  with.  The  voters  have 
instructed  the  selectmen,  they  have  these  expenditures  and 
they  are  for  certain  items.  They  don't  tell  the  selectmen  that 
they  have  a  right  to  go  ahead  and  spend  it,  because  that  is 
why  you  have  a  contingency  fund  in  your  towns.  When  an 
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emergency  arises  you  have  a  contingency  fund  to  rely  on 
and  to  get  emergency  monies.  There  is  no  need  of  prolonging 
the  discussion  or  speeches,  I  could  go  on  for  half  an  hour 
extolling  the  virtues  of  this  bill  against  the  Governor's  veto 
but  I  will  say  this,  it  is  a  very  necessary  item  to  hold  the  costs 
down  in  the  towns.  The  city  government  is  different,  it  doesn't 
affect  the  city  or  wherever  they  have  town  councils.  I  recom- 
mend passage.

ACTION  OF  RULES  COMMITTEE 

Sen.  Lamontagne  reported  that  the  Rules  Committee  had 
met  and  voted  by  unanimous  vote  to  allow  HJR  4  to  be  intro- 
duced in  today's  session.  The  Rules  Committee  refused  to 
allow  the  introduction  by  Sen.  Preston  of  two  bills,  one  rein- 
stating the  nursing  board  and  the  other  the  real  estate  board. 

Recess. 

Out  of  recess. 

Sen.  Preston  moved  that  the  Rules  of  the  Senate  be  so 
far  suspended  as  to  allow  introduction  of  bills  without  the 
proper  notice  of  hearing  and  notice  in  the  Senate  Calendar. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  would  like  to  make  it  clear  that  our 
action  in  doing  this  today  does  nothing,  nothing  to  dimin- 
ish the  current  considerations  and  efforts  of  House  and  Senate 
committees.  Nothing  to  interfere  with  the  Senate's  special 
committee  considering  liquor,  nurses,  and  real  estate  licensees. 
This  is  not  an  effort  to  get  involved  in  the  issue  of  centrahzed 
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licensing  or  autonomy  of  the  various  boards.  This  is  not  an 
effort  to  overshadow,  in  any  way,  the  arduous  efforts  of  Sen. 
Conley,  who  has  worked  harder  and  spent  more  time  on  these 
topics  than  perhaps  any  other  senator.  I  have  been  chided, 
as  all  the  Democrats  who  support  this,  for  an  attempt  to  take 
this  action  today.  Sen.  Conley  has  chided  us  for  jeopardizing 
on-going  committee  efforts.  That  is  not  the  purpose  of  this 
motion  before  you  today.  Do  not  interpret  interference  by 
this  action  on  these  bills.  If  so,  this  special  committee  on 
liquor,  nursing,  and  real  estate,  should  also  be  criticized.  We 
should  not  be  accused  of  trying  to  politicize  this  issue.  I  think 
those  were  our  words  in  the  past.  I  think  the  proper  charge 
would  be  we  are  spotlighting  the  issue  we  face  today  because 
of  an  irresponsible  scenario  that  took  place  in  the  closing 
days  of  the  session.  The  arguments  over  centralized  licensing 
bills  deteriorated  to  the  point  that  two  agencies  were  held 
hostage  under  the  guise  of  a  sunset  bill.  Certain  House  mem- 
bers acted  irresponsibly,  in  my  personal  opinion.  Even  as 
members  of  the  Senate  we  disagree  yes  or  no  on  centralized 
licensing,  but  no  one,  not  one  member  in  the  Senate  that 
I  have  talked  to  says,  that  nurses  and  real  estate  salesmen 
or  brokers,  should  not  be  licensed.  If  there  is  one  member, 
please  stand  up.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  28,000  pro- 
fessional people  and  their  families,  15,000  nurses  and  licensed 
practical  nurses,  and  an  estimated  13,000  real  estate  licensees 
now  live  under  a  dark  cloud  as  to  their  future  because  of  a 
politically  stupid  act.  We  will  be  supporting,  no  doubt,  im- 
provements in  any  bills  as  proposed  by  the  special  committee 
or  Sen.  Conley's  committee,  relating  to  this  subject  at  a  future 
session.  But  for  heaven's  sake,  let's  not  even  temporarily  use 
the  health  services  of  this  state  as  a  pohtical  pawn.  Let  us  right 
a  wrong,  even  temporarily,  and  work  towards  improving  and 
upgrading  for  the  future.  It  is  a  sad  fact  that  three  weeks  ago 
people  were  commending  us  for  this  action  today  and  now 
they  are  calling  and  saying  please,  you  are  jeopardizing  our 
future  by  reinstating  our  hcensees.  It  shows  that  the  people 
in  nursing  and  real  estate  are  being  whipped-sawed  by  various 
political  factions.  No  one  loses  face  by  our  action  today. 
No  committee  is  interferred  with.  This  is  an  opportunity 
to  demonstrate  our  concern  that  the  Senate  didn't  cause  this 
problem  and  that  we  will  attempt  to  reestabhsh  these  boards. 
In  other  words,  it  is  the  proper  way  to  spell  relief  for  a  large 
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segment  of  the  professionals  in  real  estate  and  licensing  pro- 
fessions today. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  Did  I  understand  you  to  say  that  this 
attempt  to  suspend  the  rules  and  introduce  these  two  bills, 
did  I  understand  you  to  say  that  that  was  a  nonpolitical  move? 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  would  say  that  if  it  is  a  poHtical  move, 
in  your  interpretation,  that  the  Democratic  sponsors  of  this 
bill  say  we  want  to  license  nurses  and  real  estate  brokers,  yes. 
If  that  is  the  way  you  are  looking  at  it.  It  is  not  political.  I 
think  all  Senators,  Republican  and  Democrat,  agree  to  Hcensing 
of  nurses. 

SEN.  CHANDLER:  I  understand  your  answer  to  be  no, 
that  it  was  not  a  political  move.  In  that  case  my  question  is, 
if  it  is  a  nonpolitical  move  on  the  part  of  the  sponsors  why 
isn't  it  a  bipartisan  effort,  why  are  they  all  Democrats,  why 
aren't  some  RepubUcans  included  in  the  sponsorship  of  this 
bill? 

SEN.  PRESTON:  I  apologize.  I  would  certainly  call  for 
a  recess  and  let  all  members  of  the  Senate  join  this  sponsor- 
ship. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  I  have  just  quickly  reviewed  your  bill 
which  is  purported  to  reestablish  the  nursing  registration 
board.  A  couple  of  questions  if  I  may.  First  of  all,  I  will  not 
use  the  word  appalled  because  I  am  not  appalled  because 
I  know  what  is  going  on.  The  question  is,  did  you  run  this 
proposed  legislation  by  any  of  the  nursing  people  or  by  my 
committee  or  by  the  special  committee  or  by  anyone  else 
who  has  been  involved  in  the  reestablishment  of  the  nursing 
board  at  this  point? 

SEN.  PRESTON:  No  I  did  not,  Senator,  because  frankly 
I  am  not  aware  of  anyone  who  disagrees  with  the  fact  that 
it  should  be  licensed.  I  am  aware  that  the  special  committee 
and  your  committee  are  working  on  improving  some  of  the 
standards  as  far  as  licensing  goes  and  I  think  that  I  could  be 
in  accord  with  the  final  bill  that  you  come  out  with,  but  the 
fact  of  the  matter  is  we  are  just  going  back  to  ground  one 
where  we  took  the  hcensing  privileges  away,  in  effect,  by 
saying  in  March  you  will  be  out  of  business. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Are  you  aware  of  the  fact  that  since  June 
30th  there  have  been  certain  actions  taken  by  the  Legislature 
which  would  make  it  very  difficult  at  this  point  in  time  to 
reinstate  the  board  of  nursing  within  the  context  of  the  bill 
that  is  presently  drawn? 
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SEN.  PRESTON:  I  am  not  aware  of  that  from  the  people 
I  have  heard  from,  Senator.  I  know  that  many  of  the  nurses 
and  the  lobbyists  have  contacted  me  saying  that  they  are 
improving  the  requirements  of  the  board  and  Ucensing.  I  sup- 
port that,  but  I  haven't  met  anyone  who  disagrees  that  nurses 
should  be  licensed. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Would  you  believe  that  at  the  present 
time  if  we  were  to  reinstate  this  bill  as  presently  appearing 
before  us,  we  would  in  fact  be  involved  in  a  major  change 
in  the  budget  because  of  action  taken  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  with  regard  to  a  budget  with  regard  to  a  nursing 
board? 

SEN.  PRESTON:  No,  I'm  not  really  aware  of  any  problem 
that  couldn't  be  corrected  when  we  meet  very  shortly.  I  think 
I  am  trying  to  convey  a  very  strong  feeling  on  licensing,  and 
you  know,  as  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  that  the 
House  and  Senate  Finance  could  responsibly  correct  any 
problem  you  refer  to. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Would  you  believe  that  you  are  presenting 
to  the  Senate  today  an  action  which  over  a  period  of  at  least 
two  terms  in  this  Senate,  that  I  have  witnesses,  that  you  have 
completely  balked  at  a  number  of  times  when  this  sort  of 
last  minute  legislation,  which  has  not  been  thought  out  com- 
pletely or  for  a  matter  of  fact  given  the  opportunity  to  have 
hearings.  Are  you  aware  that  you  have  opposed  this  kind 
of  action  in  the  past? 

SEN.  PRESTON:  Sen.  Conley,  all  due  respect  to  you  sir, 
I  think  we  disagree  with  the  procedures,  but  you  know  full 
well  that  this  reconstitutes  what  was  in  existence  for  years 
by  the  Legislature.  It  is  nothing  new  and  it  is  no  surprise, 
and  it  is  not  going  to  interfere  with  anything  you  are  doing 
on  your  committees.  I  explained  that  to  you  personally,  and 
if  it  is  so  interpreted,  I  apologize.  I'm  saying  stand  up  today 
and  say  we  are  going  to  have  them  licensed.  If  you  approve 
the  licensing  procedures,  fine,  but  let  us  convey  a  very  strong 
message  today  as  to  how  we  feel  in  the  Senate. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  I  rise  in  opposition  to  the  proposed 
bill  that  is  now  pending  before  us.  This  is  the  same  bill  that 
came  before  the  Rules  Committee  this  morning  and  was  op- 
posed on  a  3  to  2  vote.  This  bill  with  the  hquor  bill,  is  in 
the  hands  of  a  special  committee  and  therefore  this  special 
committee  has  been  working  on  this  piece  of  legislation  and 
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I  am  sure  that  when  the  committee  makes  it's  report  it  will 
be  making  its  presentation  in  favor.  Why  not  let  the  special 
committee  continue  with  this  legislation  and  make  sure  that 
the  piece  of  legislation  that  will  be  introduced  will  have  some 
backing  when  it  gets  to  the  House.  You  have  heard  some 
questioning  today.  I  am  not  trying  to  disagree  with  Sen.  Preston 
because  I  have  informed  him  of  the  reason  why  I  was  in  op- 
position, because  I  felt  there  was  a  committee  to  handle  it. 
I  think  we  ought  to  leave  it  in  the  hands  of  the  committee 
to  make  sure  that  it  is  well  done.  Certainly  all  of  our  hearts 
are  close  to  the  nurses.  I'm  sure  that  we  don't  want  our  New 
Hampshire  nurses  to  register  in  other  states  to  protect  their 
rights.  We  want  them  to  be  able  to  protect  their  rights  here 
in  New  Hampshire.  I  feel  sure  that  before  the  nine  months 
are  over  this  matter  will  be  straightened  out  if  we  leave  it 
in  the  hands  of  the  committee. 

SEN.  BOYER:  I  rise  in  support  of  the  current  motion  to 
suspend  the  rules.  I  ask  the  Senators  to  finally  stop  holding 
the  nurses  and  realtors  political  hostages  to  the  Legislative 
process.  It  is  nice  that  we  have  a  special  committee,  but  the 
special  committee  doesn't  vote  on  legislation.  You  can't  put 
the  burden  of  responsibility  of  having  nurses  register  and 
realtors  register,  and  more  importantly,  the  medical  health 
industry  and  the  consumers,  you  can't  look  to  a  special  com- 
mittee for  that  ultimate  responsibility.  I  don't  have  as  much 
faith  in  the  special  committee,  maybe  because  I  wasn't  asked 
to  participate  on  it,  as  some  people  do.  Maybe  because  that 
special  committee  doesn't  vote  and  pass  the  legislation  needed. 
Also  maybe  because  we  shouldn't  be  in  this  position  that  we 
are  in  now  with  absolutely  nothing  on  the  books,  and  both 
boards  gearing  down,  and  nothing  to  protect  the  nurses,  nothing 
to  protect  the  patients,  nothing  to  protect  the  consumers, 
and  nothing  to  protect  the  realtors,  except  promises  from 
this  body  that  somehow  we  are  going  to  reach  an  agreement 
that  we  could  never  reach  during  the  full  legislative  session. 
We  can  call  it  a  poHtical  game,  and  certainly  pohtics  are  in- 
volved. I  don't  think  it  is  cut  across  party  lines.  It  is  a  ques- 
tion of  power.  If  you  don't  go  for  the  centralized  committee 
then  I  won't  do  this,  or  vice  versa.  Frankly,  I  don't  care  about 
the  committee,  but  it  is  time  that  realtors  should  not  have 
to  worry  about  at  least  having  what  they  had  going  into  the 
legislative  session.  And  the  same  with  the  nurses.  Why  shouldn't 
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they  be  entitled  to  at  least  what  they  had  rather  than  being 
held  out  there  saying,  well,  we  are  going  to  see  if  we  can  do 
something  better,  but  if  we  don't  you  are  out  of  luck  folks. 
I  don't  think  they  appreciate  all  the  machinations  of  this 
body  and  the  House  about  who's  committee  and  who's  special 
sub-committee,  and  blue  ribbon  committee,  this  is  going  before. 
There  is  no  reason  that  the  special  committee  cannot  con- 
tinue to  meet  as  it  ought  to,  and  come  up  with  a  recommenda- 
tion, as  it  ought  to,  and  that  legislation  cannot  be  introduced, 
as  it  ought  to.  There  is  no  reason  that  cannot  all  take  place 
and  still,  at  the  same  time,  each  of  us  Senators  standing  up 
and  voting  to  suspend  the  rules,  because  that  is  what  we  are 
talking  about  there,  so  that  the  nurses  and  the  realtors  are 
put  back  exactly,  at  least,  where  they  were  to  begin  with. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  This  is  a  party  issue,  very  apparently  so 
during  the  regular  session,  as  well  as  now.  I  was  one  of  the 
strongest  backers  of  the  centraUzed  licensing  concept.  I  con- 
tinue to  be,  but  that  is  not  the  issue  today.  The  issue  today 
is  not  even  two  bills,  the  real  estate  commission  reinstate- 
ment, and  the  nursing  commission  reinstatement.  The  issue 
today  is  28,000  people,  15,000  nurses,  and  13,000  people 
who  sell  real  estate  and  are  involved  in  that  profession,  that 
is  the  issue  today.'  I  have  received  numerous  calls  during  the 
summer  months  from  both  nurses  and  people  involved  in 
real  estate.  I'm  sure  a  number  of  us  have.  We  could  proba- 
bly end  up  receiving  28;000  calls  if  we  went  out  and  told 
the  public,  let  us  know  how  you  feel  on  this  issue.  That  is 
the  issue,  28,000  people  who  we  are  supposed  to  represent. 
We  call  it  pohtics?  Are  you  saying,  those  of  you  who  say 
this  is  pohtics  today,  are  you  saying  that  we  support  licens- 
ing but  we  will  agree  to  it  only  at  our  pohtical  convenience? 
Come  on.  If  we  support  reinstating  licensing  for  the  real  estate 
commission  and  the  nursing  commission,  I  would  think  that 
we  would  be  supportive  of  these  two  bills.  So  they  happen 
to  be  sponsored  by  myself  and  Sen.  Preston,  and  six  other 
Democrats,  if  the  rest  of  us  want  to  co-sponsor,  this  legisla- 
tion, fine.  I  would  think  that  that  would  give  the  additional 
impetus  in  the  House  for  passage  today.  But  to  say  that  we 
are  not  going  to  support  this  because  of  pohtics  or  to  say 
that  we  are  going  to  continue  to  hold  28,000  people  of  this 
state  hostage  so  that  the  special  committee  can  do  its  sup- 
posed restructuring  of  the  Ucensing  commissions  for  nursing 
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and  real  estate,  or  that  Sen.  Conley's  group  is  going  to  be 
able  to  do  some  work  on  this  and  come  up  with  something 
else  come  January  or  whenver  the  special  session  will  be, 
is  hypocrisy.  Either  we  support  hcensing  by  our  votes  in  favor 
of  these  two  groups  today,  we  support  these  28,000  people, 
or  we  don't  support  the  licensing  procedures  and  regulations 
procedures  for  these  28,000  people.  If  you  don't  support 
it  today  you  can't  run  for  state  senate  or  for  governor  next 
year  and  say  that  you  do  support  it  because  you  are  on  record 
today  as  opposing  it,  pure  and  simple. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Could  you  tell  us  why  the  matter 
of  the  liquor  commission,  which  is  the  biggest  revenue  for 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  is  not  being  discussed.  You 
people  are  only  talking  about  the  nurses,  about  real  estate, 
but  weren't  you  people  supposed  to  meet  with  the  Liquor 
Commission,  you  eight  Democrats?  Why  is  it  that  you  haven't 
introduced  legislation  today,  along  with  the  nurses  and  real 
estate? 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  We  are  trying  to  solve  the  problems  of 
28,000  people  involved  in  nursing  and  real  estate  today  with 
these  two  two-page  bills.  I  think  that  if  you  want  to  deal 
with  the  problem  that  we  haven't  been  able  to  solve  after 
spending  one  year  with,  that  is  another  matter  entirely.  Do 
you  or  do  you  not  support  licensing  for  nurses  and  for  real 
estate  people?  If  you  do,  these  bills  are  here,  they  are  avail- 
able either  for  your  signature  or  your  support  by  your  vote 
today.  It  is  pure  and  simple.  In  any  amount  of  political  hy- 
pocrisy or  wordage  that  you  miglit  want  to  come  up  with 
from  Senate  District  1 ,  isn't  going  to  get  around  the  fact  that 
you  are  opposing  it  if  you  vote  against  introduction  of  these 
bills  today,  as  you  already  voted  no  in  the  Rules  Committee 
this  morning.  Pure  and  simple.  And  the  people  of  your  dis- 
trict should  know  it. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Senator,  you  haven't  answered 
my  question. 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  I  sure  did,  we  can't  spend  one  day  dealing 
with  a  .  .  .  . 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  Well,  I  would  still  like  to  know, 
is  this  true  that  the  eight  Democrats  were  supposed  to  have 
met  with  the  Liquor  Commission?  The  reason  I  am  asking 
you  that  is  why  isn't  legislation  introduced  along  with  these 
other  two? 
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SEN.  SPLAINE:  Not  that  I  know  of. 

SEN.  LAMONTAGNE:  You  don't  know  anything  about 
it? 

SEN.  SPLAINE:  No,  sorry. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  I  will  try  to  be  brief,  though  I  promise 
nothing.  First  of  all,  the  sudden  interest  by  certain  members 
of  this  Senate,  in  bringing  this  material  before  the  Senate 
at  this  time,  and  their  complete  lack  of  support  during  the 
month  of  June  with  regard  to  negotiations  trying  to  be  con- 
ducted between  the  House  and  the  Senate,  is  amazing.  Number 
1 ,  I  think  it  should  be  established  that  under  the  present  situa- 
tion, while  both  of  these  units,  I  will  only  speak  to  one  — 
nursing,  have  been  voted  or  sunsetted,  they  still  have  their 
fuh  powers  of  operation  for  the  next  nine  months.  So  any 
indication  that  there  is  a  sudden  stoppage  of  anything,  or 
detracting  at  this  particular  time  is  a  lot  of  pure  unadulterated 
baloney.  I  have  a  statement  here  before  me  from  Ruth  Bagley 
who  is  the  Chairperson  of  the  Nurses  Coalition.  "The  Nurses 
Coalition  is  at  the  present  time  involved  in  working  with  the 
Senate  and  House  Committees  through  Sen.  Conley  and  House 
leadership  on  the  EDA  Committee.  At  this  point  we  are  in 
favor  of  continuing  that  negotiation  and  taking  no  action 
during  this  recall  day."  Now  this  is  a  group  of  people  who 
are  made  up  of  the  organized  nurses  of  this  state  as  well  as 
individual  members  of  the  nursing  profession.  We  have  been 
working  since  June  30th  with  the  nursing  board  through  the 
committee  attempting  to  find  a  way.io  put  before  this  Legis- 
lature a  bill  which  will  exclude  political  interference  and  hypo- 
crisy. We  have  had  enough.  And  I  charge  all  parties  at  this 
time.  Republican,  Democrat,  pro  or  con,  to  quit  politicizing 
and  holding  the  nursing  hostage  for  your  own  vested  interests. 
Our  committee  has  been  working  with  the  nurses,  we  have 
been  working  with  the  House,  to  develop  a  bill  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  special  committee.  That  bill  sits  on  my  desk 
today.  It  is  something  that  has  been  worked  over  for  the  past 
month  and  a  half  and  which  now  appears  to  meet  all  of  the 
requirements,  both  new  and  old,  as  expressed  by  the  nursing 
profession,  the  pubhc,  and  those  who  were  opposed  to  this 
bill  in  the  beginning.  To  say  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  take 
the  time,  or  to  have  the  time,  to  work  out  the  details  of  such 
a  bill,  is  ridiculous  and  political  hypocrisy  of  its  own  state- 
ment.  I  will  quote  to  you  from  a  national  publication,  from 
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a  staff  member  of  the  House  and  show  you  that  it  needs  be 
gone  mto  m  depth.  I  quote:  "If  no  disaster  occurs  because 
hospitals  are  staffed  with  unhcensed  people,  and  nurses  still 
want  to  come  to  the  Legislature  for  reauthorization,  one 
of  the  prices  of  readmission  may  well  be  the  reorganization 
plan."  So  as  I  said  once  before,  it  is  the  same  dance,  just  a 
different  kiss.  We  have,  however,  along  with  the  lobbying 
people  of  the  nurses,  the  nurses  themselves,  and  members 
of  the  House,  come  up  with  a  bill  that  we  believe  can  be  pre- 
sented to  the  special  committee.  We  would  hope  that  you 
would  support  this  bill  when  it  comes  out.  We  would  hope 
that  you  would  take  into  consideration  the  nurses  and  the 
public  with  regard  to  a  favorable  decision  on  this  particular 
piece  of  legislation.  I  am  concerned  about  the  devisive  action 
and  political  hypocrisy  that  I  see  presently  being  fostered 
upon  this  Senate  in  the  guise  of  something  special.  I  don't 
think  there  is  anything  special  about  it.  I  think  this  Senate 
has  gone  on  record  as  supporting  the  nurses  and  their  efforts, 
and  their  profession,  by  unanimous  vote  of  this  Senate  which 
sent  a  bill  back  to  the  House,  eliminating  the  one  objection- 
able part  of  that  bill,  namely  the  reorganization  plan.  This 
Senate  has  stated  its  position.  I  would  think  now,  given  the 
full  opportunity  for  debate,  discussion,  and  reasonable  op- 
portunity to  work  out  the  difficulties  involved  in  this  parti- 
cular bill,  would  be  paramount  in  the  minds  of  the  Senate. 
I  urge  you  not  to  support  this  bill  at  the  present  time  and 
I  also  understand  it  is  putting  members  of  this  Senate  who 
have  worked  long  and  hard  in  an  effort  to  reinstate  the  nurses, 
it  is  putting  them  in  a  position  of  possibly  having  to  vote 
against  a  nursing  bill.  However  I  can  tell  you  that  as  of  this 
morning  the  nurses  and  their  lobbying  people  and  their  coali- 
tion are  fully  aware  that  this  is  nothing  more  than  a  political 
tactic,  and  that  there  are  those  of  us  in  the  Senate  who  have 
worked  long  and  hard  to  bring  this  about  in  an  orderly  fashion. 
Mr.  President,  and  members  of  the  Senate,  I  urge  this  Senate 
to  vote  down  the  issue  before  us  at  this  present  time. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  I  rise  in  support  of  the  resolution  before 
you.  I'm  kind  of  appalled  a  little  bit.  Sen.  Conley,  at  what 
you  just  said  because  certainly  you  have  had  some  coopera- 
tion from  a  lot  of  other  Senators  in  this  room.  I  can  tell  you 
one  of  the  reasons  that  I  put  this  name  on  this  resolution 
and   these   bills.   When   I  wrote  to  the  Senate  President  this 
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past  summer  complaining  about  the  make-up  of  the  com- 
mittee, the  special  committee  that  he  set  up,  he  answer  to 
me  was  that  it  was  a  special  committee  of  the  Senate  Presi- 
dent and  he  would  be  taking  the  recommendations  from  those 
people  on  that  committee  and  that  really  it  was  none  of  my 
business.  I  haven't  discussed  that  in  the  press,  I  don't  want 
to  get  too  many  more  names  like  Dennis  the  Menace,  like  I 
have  now.  I  really  think  that  it  is  not  politics  that  is  involved 
here.  I  have  been  listening  to  the  people  of  my  area.  I  try 
to  represent  Senate  District  10.  I  have  not  heard  what  you 
just  told  us,  Sen.  Conley,  about  the  nurses  boards.  I  think 
it  would  have  been  nice  that  after  you  saw  that  the  Demo- 
cratic members  of  this  Senate  would  be  introducing  these 
bihs  that  you  might  have  contacted  the  Democratic  leader 
and  we  would  have  got  some  input  back,  at  least  I  would 
have  accepted  it  anyways.  I  think  I  have,  over  the  years,  lis- 
tened to  both  Republicans  and  Democrats,  when  they  had 
something  to  say.  But  again,  I  felt  responsible  as  a  Senator, 
to  put  in  some  piece  of  legislation  that  would  reinstate  two 
very  simple  boards.  I  didn't  want  to  attach  anything  to  the 
Liquor  Commission  because  I  think  that  is  a  problem  that 
people  have  been  dealing  with  for  the  past  four  years  and 
no  one  yet  has  seemed  to  come  out  smelling  like  a  rose  on 
that  one,  so  that  is  going  to  take  a  lot  of  time.  But  this  I  think 
you  could  do.  Again,  Sen.  Conley,  I  think  that  you  shouldn't 
be  appalled.  I  think  it  started  out  with  a  httle  bit  of  politics 
on  the  other  end,  that  all  we  did  was  try  to  be  responsible 
Senators  and  bring  in  a  piece  of  legislation  that  we  thought 
would  be  responsible  for  the  people  we  represent. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Would  you  believe  that  in  regard  to  the 
statement  you  just  made  about  my  contacting  the  Demo- 
cratic leadership,  that  I  have  been  in  constant  contact  with 
the  Democratic  leadership  since  the  article  appeared  in  the 
newspaper  indicating  that  there  would  be  a  reinstatement 
issue?  Also  that  I  have  been  in  touch  with  Attorney  Robert 
Raiche  who  represents  the  Coalition  of  Nurses  and  he  at  my 
bequest  has  contacted  the  Democratic  leadership,  not  only 
of  the  Senate  but  of  the  House  and  the  Governor's  office. 
Would  you  believe  that,  sir? 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Well,  since  I'm  the  assistant  Demo- 
cratic leader  of  the  Senate  I'm  not  going  to  believe  it  because 
no  one  contacted  me. 
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SEN.  CONLEY:  Well  then  sir,  I  would  suggest  you  talk 
to  Sen.  Preston. 

Sen.  Bergeron  moved  the  previous  question. 
Adopted. 

Senator  Preston  moved  a  roll  call. 
Seconded  by  Sen.  Rice.

SEN.  MONIER:  The  Joint  Hearing  on  House  Appropriations 
and  Senate  Finance  heard  the  HJR  4  as  you  now  have  it  before

you  and  held  an  executive  session  thereafter  with  a  vote  of 
all  members  present  v^ith  two  abstaining,  and  report  ought 
to  pass  now  before  this  body.  I  could  quickly  indicate  that 
any  questions  to  this  I  would  be  glad  to  answer  but  Sen.  Roy, 
who  is  also  Senate  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Task 
Force  on  Block  Grants  is  prepared  to  discuss  this  if  it  is  neces- 
sary. I  think  it  has  been  discussed  throughout  in  the  papers, 
it  has  been  discussed  in  a  public  hearing,  and  it  has  been  dis- 
cussed on  the  House  floor.  The  Senate  miglit  like  to  know 
that  two  amendments  were  offered  by  the  House,  both  of 
which  were  defeated  with  respect  to  this.  What  we  have  this 
afternoon  is  action  on  the  HJR  4  which  you  had  this  morning. 
I  move  for  its  adoption  with  a  committee  report  of  ought 
to  pass. 

SEN.  ROY:  HJR  4  authorizes  the  Governor  to  accept  and 
to  expend  federal  block  grant  funds  for  social  services  and 
low  income  energy  assistance.  These  are  to  be  administered 
by  the  Division  of  Welfare  and  the  Division  of  Human  Re- 
sources, respectively.  The  federally  authorized  expenditure 
for  social  services  is  now,  according  to  U.S.  Senator  Rudman's 
office,  at  $9.7  million  for  the  social  services,  and  for  low- 
income  energy  assistance  it  will  be  up  to  $14.8  million  for 
the  state.  We  are  requesting  in  this  resolution  action  on  these 
two  grants  because  the  federal  legislation  authorizing  them 
has  no  transitional  provisions.  They  must  be  implemented 
as  of  Thursday  this  week,  October  1st,  and  the  Legislature 
wants  to  assure  continuation  of  the  essential  services  without 
interruption.  The  block  grant  concept  is  designed  to  con- 
solidate 25  separate  categorical  federal  spending  programs 
into  7  for  the  states  to  administer,  it  will  mean  a  greater  citizen 
participation  before  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  as  the 
federal  government  maintains  a  neutrality  in  this  instance 
and  promotes  states  having  the  flexibility  with  these  block 
grants.  Now  federal  regulations  and  the  reporting  require- 
ments under  the  categorical  grants  will  be  reduced  to  a  mini- 
mum except  to  msure  that  the  broad  purposes  of-  the  block 
are  being  observed.  Block  grants  do  give  to  the  state  the  de- 
cision making  and  the  priority  setting  planning  in  the  overall 
management  of  these  programs.  The  state  will  now  have  the 
opportunity  to  manage  not  just  administer  the  programs. 
We  do  have  that  capacity  as  a  state  and  local  levels  for  express- 
ing  the   priority  needs  and  the  provision  of  these  necessary 
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services  and  to  see  that  they  are  implemented  in  the  subse- 
quent blocks.  We  are  convinced  that  we  can  more  effectively 
deliver  services  within  our  state  if  we  are  permitted  to  assume 
a  larger  role  in  determining  the  needs  of  the  people  and  in 
establishing  these  priorities.  Listed  in  the  block,  in  addition 
to  the  social  services  block,  the  energy  assistance  block  which 
will  be  taken  care  of  in  today's  resolution,  there  are  the  pre- 
ventive health  block,  maternal  and  child  health  care,  alcohol, 
drug  abuse  and  mental  health  block,  primary  care  block,  and 
community  services.  The  other  five  block  grants  we  have 
mentioned  were  authorized  by  the  U.S.  Congress  with  transi- 
tional provisions  and  these  provisions  allow  the  states  to  phase 
in  those  blocks  in  any  quarter  of  fiscal  year  1982.  I  think 
you  will  hear  further  from  the  presiding  officer  that  the  intent 
is  to  put  the  established  public  hearings  on  the  blocks  and 
to  implement  them  just  as  quickly  as  possible.  This  is  per- 
mitted in  the  Title  XVII  of  the  Omnibus  Reconciliation  Act 
passed  by  the  Congress  in  July,  that  gives  the  state  the  oppor- 
tunity to  implement  them  in  any  quarter  giving  30  days  notice 
to  the  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  to  that  effect 
and  their  intent  to  implement.  By  waiting  to  implement  those 
five  blocks  it  will  allow  us  to  channel  the  funds  through  the 
regular  legislative  process  into  standing  committees  because 
we  feel  it  is  very  important  for  the  standing  committees  to 
hold  public  hearings  on  the  other  five  block  grant  areas  to 
give  the  input  of  the  public  and  the  service  providers  and  to 
establish  priorities  for  the  expenditures  of  these  funds.  As 
well,  to  have  input  on  the  transfer  of  those  funds  as  they 
are  permitted  in  the  federal  legislation.  All  those  with  the 
exception  of  maternal  and  child  health  can  transfer  funds 
within  the  social  and  health  blocks.  We  think  it  is  important 
to  know  who  will  be  transferring,  if  so,  how  much  of  their 
funds  they  will  be  transferring.  HJR  4  is  recommended  by 
the  Joint  Legislative  Task  Force  on  Block  Grants,  and  as  the 
President  has  stated  to  you,  also  endorsed  by  the  Joint  Com- 
mittees on  Appropriation  and  Senate  Finance.  By  passing 
this  resolution  we  will  assure  uninterrupted  services  by  meet- 
ing the  federal  deadline  in  the  areas  of  social  services  and 
low  income  energy  assistance.  We  will  give  the  Legislature 
time  to  consider  its  priorities  for  the  other  five  block  grant 
areas  when  the  level  of  expenditures  in  those  areas  is  estab- 
lished by  Congress. 
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SEN.  PRESTON:  Sen.  Monier,  I  have  two  or  three  ques- 
tions because  sittmg  at  the  hearing  the  other  day  there  was 
some  conflicting  information.  Commissioner  Helms  advocated 
to  act  on  all  grants  now  that  categorical  costs  would  be  much 
more  administratable  to  the  state,  and  there  was  some  source 
of  conflict  on  the  source  of  information.  I  wish  you  would 
comment  on  that. 

SEN.  MONIER:  WeH,  I  would  be  happy  to,  Sen.  Preston. 
I  think  the  conflict  of  information  was  more  a  conflict  of  desire 
more  than  anything  else.  We  did  ask  the  LB  A  to  verify  a  check 
on  the  interest  or  the  sources  of  information  with  Mr.  Helms. 
It  has  been  my  understanding  that,  Mr.  Charlie  Connors 
is  on  the  floor,  correct  me  if  Em  wrong,  since  that  time 
the  conflicts  of  interest  have  been  straightened  out.  Mr.  Helms 
has  agreed  that  the  information  that  we  presented  was  the 
correct  information.  I  think  you  have  to  understand  that 
that  is  not  the  same  thing,  saying  that  Mr.  Helms  was  pro- 
viding us  with  incorrect  interpretations,  it  merely  was  that 
there  was  two  ways  to  look  at  any  glass  of  water  and  we  were 
looking  at  it  one  way  and  he  was  another.  So  I  do  not  intend 
to  impune  Commissioner  Helms'  reputation  in  this  sort.  How- 
ever, after  lengthy  conversations  again  he  himself,  I  feel,  was 
satisfied  that  our  information  was  correct. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  What  is  the  difference  if  we  act  now 
or  later,  in  all  the  grants? 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  think  significantly  the  difference  is  policy, 
if  I  can  be  so  bold  as  to  say  so.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is 
that  in  New  Hampshire,  as  usual,  we  have  been  ahead  of  the 
rest  of  the  nation  and  we  took  some  plans  which  this  Senate 
voted  on,  and  I  think  almost  unanimously,  to  in  our  budget 
to  insist  that  expenditures  of  block  grant  funding,  regardless 
of  what  their  levels  were  or  regardless  of  what  finally  came 
into  it,  at  that  time  we  did  not  know,  should  be  controlled 
by  the  Legislature  and  in  cooperation  with  the  executives. 
As  a  result,  probably  of  the  same  kind  of  considerations, 
the  federal  government  never  did  define  by  law,  who  the 
state  is  and  left  the  50  states  to  do  this,  primarily  because 
once  again  there  are  all  types  of  constitutional  ramifications 
in  different  states.  Certain  legislative  bodies  were  in  a  mode 
where  they  could  not  reconvene,  others  were  already  con- 
vened, were  ongoing,  and  the  federal  government  just  left 
it   alone   and  left  it  to  each  state.  This  particular  state,  be- 
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cause  of  the  planning  that  we  had  all  done  as  a  unanimous 
body  in  the  Legislature,  we  had  the  codicile  in  the  budget 
to  the  effect  that  the  monies  could  not  be  expended  without 
the  Legislative  approval.  At  the  same  time,  the  federal  law 
requiring  that  the  state  assure  the  federal  government  that 
they  were  accepting  block  grants,  could  be  met  by  the  Gover- 
nor himself.  In  short  it  is  a  pretty  good  balance  of  the  two 
branches  of  government.  In  this  particular  case  the  signifi- 
cance difference  is  as  follows.  Sen.  Preston,  we  were  forced 
by  the  lack  of  a  transition  period  of  time  to  have  this  recall 
today  so  that  no  services  performed  under  Title  XX  now, 
or  no  services  that  are  recommended  in  the  plan  that  has 
been  accepted  by  the  Governor  and  forwarded,  would  cease 
to  exist  on  the  1st  of  October.  The  same  with  the  energy 
assistance  program.  The  other  parts  don't  have  those  kinds 
of  conditions  and  as  result  of  our  own  concerns  in  the  Legis- 
lature it  is  felt  much  better  to  not  approve  them  until  such 
time  as  they  have  gone  througli  the  normal  legislative  pro- 
cess of  policy  establishment.  That  is  not  to  say  that  we  cannot 
accept  the  plan  the  way  it  is.  It  does  say  however  that  we 
have  a  chance  to  look  at  them  to  decide  whether  it  is  the 
way  the  Legislature  wishes  to  do  it,  that  the  expenditures 
are  at  the  levels  that  we  wish  in  the  particular  areas  where 
they  are  planned  to  be  spent.  It  also  gives  us  a  check  and 
balance  against  the  current  priorities  that  are  established  in 
the  budget,  in  case  we  wish  to  reallocate  priorities,  and  in 
some  cases  we  may  have  to.  I  think  I  can  answer  it  best  that 
if  there  was  a  transition  period  in  the  Title  XX's  and  in  the 
heat  energy,  I  think  all  of  them  would  have  been  in  this  mode 
today. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  We  adopted,  at  least  some  members  of 
the  Senate,  a  management  concept  in  the  budget  and  the 
Commissioner  felt  very  strongly  that  this  was  his  recommen- 
dation and  it  should  still  be  guaranteed,  really  oversight  of 
input  into  that  plan.  Could  you  respond  to  that? 

SEN.  MONIER:  I'd  be  very  happy  to,  again  I  think  it  is 
very  important.  The  management  concept,  and  I  think  that 
we  all  adopted  it,  is  very  simple.  It  is  basic  but  it  is  very  simple. 
The  Legislature  estabhshes  policy,  estabhshes  priorities,  and 
the  managers  implement  those.  In  the  case  of  a  plan,  and 
I  think  this  is  one  of  the  verifications  of  why  we  are  doing 
it  this  way,  in  the  case  of  a  plan  which  has  been  developed 
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by  the  agencies,  we  as  a  legislative  body  have  not  had  a  chance 
yet  to  review  that  for  policy,  until  we  do  there  is  no  manage- 
ment in  it.  And  unless  we  do,  you  do  not  have  a  manage- 
ment concept,  you  have  instead  a  pohcy  being  estabhshed 
by  the  manager.  That  is  not  what  management  concept  means. 

SEN.  PRESTON:  It  is  evident  that  we  are  going  to  be  voting 
on  just  the  two  block  grants  tliis  afternoon.  I  am  not  aware 
of  any  amendments,  but  can  you  assure  this  body  and  the 
public  that  action  will  be  taken  in  the  quarter  and  give  us  a 
guesstimate  of  when  you  anticipate  action  will  be  taken  on 
all  the  block  grants? 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  will  be  very  happy  to.  First  let  me  teU 
you,  you  are  not  voting  today  on  this  to  accept  this  block 
grants  per  se,  you  are  voting  to  allow  expenditures  to  occur 
within  the  grants  as  they  are  currently  established  in  the  plan. 
It  is  the  intention  of  this  Senate  administration,  with  the 
full  cooperation  of  the  Minority,  that  even  these  two  blocks 
will  go  before  a  standing  committee  for  action.  So  that  before 
we  are  finished  all  of  the  block  grants  as  they  are  currently 
planned  in  those  areas  where  they  have  been  sent  to  the  federal 
government,  will  have  gone  through  a  review  for  policy, 
priorities,  etc.,  so  that  the  various  departments  involved  can 
then  implement  that  which  we  estabhsh  as  pohcy  through 
management.  It  is  my  intention  that  they  will  be,  as  soon 
as  we  pass  this,  assigned  to  the  various  standing  committees. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  my  understanding  that  they  will 
be  done  in  most  cases,  jointly  with  the  House.  One  I  already 
know  is  estabhshed,  that  is  Title  XX.  I  believe,  and  Sen.  Roy 
can  better  answer  this,  is  the  13th  of  October,  will  be  the 
day  of  the  first  hearing  on  that.  This  means  that  even  what 
we  have  accepted  today  will  be  scrutinized  and  reviewed 
through  the  normal  legislative  processes  for  policies.  The 
others,  it  is  my  intention,  that  the  heat  energy  emergency 
will  be  assigned  to  Finance  just  as  soon  as  we  can  establish 
a  date  for  it,  probably  in  the  first  week  of  October.  In  dis- 
cussions with  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  which  have  not  been 
completed,  my  feeling  is  that  by  Thanksgiving  and  late  Novem- 
ber, we  will  be  back  here  and  that  all  of  these  plans  will  be 
incorporated  through  spending  levels  and  any  change  of 
priorities  or  reallocations  or  any  of  the  management  concept 
principles  that  we  wish  to  modify,  or  anything  else,  so  that 
these  plans  can  be  implemented  through  legislative  budgetary 
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process,  will  be  contained  in  an  amendment  which  will  be 
available  for  us  to  vote  on  the  budget.  There  is  no  intention 
on  my  part  and  I  will  not  tolerate  any  kind  of  a  delay  that 
we  do  not  do  this  in  the  first  quarter  because  then  you  begin 
to  lose  money.  I  don't  think  there  is  any  necessity  of  doing 
it  beyond  the  first  quarter. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  Sen.  Monier,  following  what  you  just 
said,  did  I  not  hear  the  other  day  in  the  Joint  Hearing  that 
the  closing  date  for  any  action  on  these  additional  blocks 
in  order  to  get  them  in  for  the  next  quarter  would  have  to 
be  the  1st  of  December? 

SEN.  MONIER:  Yes  and  no.  I'm  not  trying  to  evade  the 
question.  I  think  your  question  is  based  upon  the  fact  that 
if  you  go  to  the  second  quarter,  which  starts  the  1st  of  January, 
you  must  then  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  particular  agency 
that  you  are  going  to  take  action.  In  short,  you  would  then 
be  delayed  30  days  prior  to  the  implementation.  So  that  as 
a  result  it  behooves  all  of  us  to  have  this  done  by  January  1st. 
You  do  not  have  a  30  day  notice  necessary  before  January 
1st.   However,   with  Christmas  and  etc.  the  target  date  that 
the  present  Senate  has  set  with  its  Chairman  of  the  Task  Force 
is   we   will   be  meeting  in  October  and  acting  in  November. 
So  there  wouldn't  be  any  question  of  30  days  notice. 

SEN.  CONLEY:  I  guess  I  was  confused  then  Senator  be- 
cause my  understanding  was,  and  if  I  am  not  correct  I  will 
stand  corrected,  that  you  are  talking  about  the  second  quar- 
ter and  therefore  the  first  quarter  would  have  to  be  notified 
by  December  1st. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  will  defer  to  Sen.  Roy. 

SEN.  ROY:  According  to  Title  XVII  you  are  correct  Sen. 
Conley.  You  must  notify  the  Secretary  of  HHS  30  days  prior 
to  the  beginning  of  the  second  quarter. 

SEN.  MONIER:  I  might  add  if  I  may,  so  that  it  doesn't 
sound  confusing,  that  if  we  did  not  act  until  the  second  quar- 
ter that  on  each  block  grant  you  must  give  them  30  days 
notice  prior  to  that  too. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  Sen.  Monier,  by  delaying  you  are  telling 
the  Senate  that  we  will  not  lose  any  funds? 

SEN.  MONIER:  The  answer  to  that  is  yes  and  no,  because 
you  are  losing  some  administrative  funds.  For  example,  if 
we  are  in  a  particular  mode  of  the  block  grant  and  we  do 
not  act  in  a  specific  period  of  time,  then  monies  that  are  com- 
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mitted  under  a  categorical  grant  are  automatically  deducted 
from  what  you  have  the  flexibility  to  play  with  from  that 
point  on.  But  if  you  are  saying,  are  you  losing  any  money 
from  the  total,  the  answer  is  no. 

SEN.  BLAISDELL:  It  is  just  administrative  costs  you  are 
talking  about? 

SEN.  MONIER:  No,  not  even  that.  You  are  losing  only 
the  time  and  the  flexibility  of  the  difference  in  between. 
Let  me  just  take  an  example  because  I  think  it  is  important 
for  the  public  to  know  that  this  is  not  really  a  matter  of  an 
argument  between  us.  If  you  have  a  categorical  grant  A  right 
now  and  because  of  Title  XX  we  have  now  acted  today  so 
that  that  plan  is  in  effect,  the  monies  that  are  being  spent 
in  there,  obviously  if  we  were  to  change  them  in  amendment, 
which  we  may  want  to  do  in  our  due  process  of  the  budget, 
then  the  total  amount  of  monies  already  spent  would  be  de- 
ducted from  the  total  you  have  to  do.  You  haven't  really 
lost  anything  because  that  is  all  you  had  to  start  with,  so 
the  monies  are  the  same,  yes.

Sen.  Bergeron  in  the  Chair. 

SEN.  MONIER:  It  behooves  me  to  stand  and  make  an 
explanation  for  some  of  our  recent  departures  and  reappear- 
ances upon  the  Senate  floor.  That  means  that  we  were  not 
conniving  we  were  discussing  matter.  Unfortunately  it  has 
come  to  our  attention  through  the  Senate  Clerk  and  unbe- 
knownst to  the  Senate,  that  the  House  has  adjourned  sine 
die.  Tliat  means  they  can't  come  back  to  the  Call  of  the  Chair. 
I  wish  to  publicly  state  that  it  was  unbeknownst  to  me  that 
this  was  going  to  occur.  I  might  add  that  if  you  think  I  am 
keeping  my  cool  then  please  congratuulate  me  afterwards 
because  I  don't  like  that  kind  of  shenanigans.  However  after 
a  consultation  with  the  Governor  I  think  the  situation  can 
procedurally  be  handled,  simply  because  I  think  we  in  the 
Senate  are  as  briglit  as  those  in  the  House.  In  consultation 
with  both  the  Minority  leader  and  myself  and  the  Governor, 
the  following  will  probably  be  the  procedure  that  we  will 
follow:  I  will  continue  to  refer  these  block  grants  to  the 
standing  committees  and  take  the  action  necessary  to  have 
Calendars  prepared  for  actions  on  them,  as  I  have  already 
stated,  meaning  that  we  will  have  in  the  future  an  amendment 
to  the  budget  to  cover  all  the  block  grants  and  any  other 
business  that  might  be  forthcoming  to  the  Senate.  In  most 
cases,  if  you  remember  when  we  adjourned  the  last  time,  the 
motion  included  within  it  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  the 
only  matters  that  will  be  handled  on  the  Senate  floor  are  those 
that  were  declared  an  emergency  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
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Senate.  Today  Sen.  Brown  will  make  that  same  motion  and 
we  will  adjouni  to  the  Call  of  the  Chair.  The  resolution  will 
stand.  I  have  informed  the  Governor  that  if  he  calls  a  special 
session  because  of  the  Supreme  Court  mhng  about  8  or  10 
years  ago,  in  which  it  states  that  the  Legislature  cannot  be 
controlled  by  what  is  on  the  agenda  called  by  the  Executive 
Council  and  Governor.  The  only  ones  that  can  do  that  are  the 
bodies  themselves,  and  therefore  this  Senate,  as  long  as  I  am 
the  President  of  it,  will  continue  to  act  upon  only  those  items 
for  which  the  Governor  calls  us,  for  a  special  session.  That  will 
include,  according  to  his  agreement,  the  items  of  the  block 
grants  for  which  we  were  here  today,  and  those  items  of  rein- 
statement of  sunset  things,  and  anything  else  that  this  body, 
by  our  own  resolution,  should  declare  by  a  majority  vote,  for 
an  emergency.  Therefore  I  think  that  we  have  taken  care  of 
this  matter. 

Sen.  Brown  moved  that  the  Senate  does  now  adjourn  to  the 
CaU  of  the  Chair,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  under  which 
we  adjourned  on  June  30,  1981.
